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PREFATORY  REMARKS. 

This  Fourth  \()luiiie  contains  a  record  ol  scvci-al  inciiKJiahlc  events  in  the 
history  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada.  Not  the  least  notable  of  these  events 
was  the  issue  of  a  Royal  Charter  to  the  University  of  Queen's  College,  Kingston, 
and  the  passat^e  of  its  ecjuivalent,  in  the  shape  of  an  Act  of  Incorporation  of  tlie 
University  of  Victoria  College,  Cobourir.  Still  nioi-e  notaltle  in  the  educational 
hi.story  of  those  times  was  the  fact,  that,  in  the  years  1841,  1842  and  1843,  three 
Universities  in  Upper  Canada  opened  their  doors  for  the  adniission  and  education 
of  Students  in  the  various  branches,  or  departments,  of  Literature  and  Science. 
These  three  Universities  were  opened  at  the  following  dates  : — 

1.  Victoria  Colleo^e  was  infornially  opened,  as  a  Preparatory  College,  by  the 
Re\erend  Doctor  Egerton  Ryerson,  its  President,  on  the  21st  of  October,  1841. 
It  was  fully  and  formally  opened  by  Doctor  Ryerson  as  a  University  College  on 
the  21st  of  June,  1842. 

2.  Queens  College  was  opened  as  a  University  College  by  the  Ver}'  Reverend 
Doctoi'  Thomas  Liddell,  its  President,  on  the  7th  of  March,  1842. 

•S.  King's  College  was  opened  as  a  University  by  the  Right  Reverend  Doctor 
John  Strachan,  its  President,  on  the  8tli  of  June,  1843.  The  Corner  Stone  of  the 
New  Building  for  the  College  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies  and  addi-esses 
on  tile  2.'ird  of  April,  1842,  by  His  Excellency  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  Chancellor  of 
the  TTnivei'sity. 

In  connection  with  these  interesting  historical  events,  there  are  published  in 
this  Volume,  two  very  important  and  elaborate  papers  by  the  Right  Reverend 
Doctor  St)-achan,  President  of  the  Universit}'  of  Kings  College. 

The  first  of  these  documents  is  Doctor  Strachan 's  appeal,  (written  eai-l\-  in 
IS42,  and  not  befoic  published.)  to  Sir  Chai'les  Bagot.  Chancellor  of  the  Uiii\cr- 
sity,  in  which  he  surveyed  the  stormy  ])ast  of  the  University,  and  sti-ongl\-  uro-ed 
the  Governor  Cxeneral  to  takt'  steps  to  authoii/,e  the  Council  of  King's  College  to 
erect  the  University  Builtlings. 

The  sec(jii<l  document  is  a  \  aluable  historical  record  by  Doctor  Strachan,  (in 
tlie  form  of  an  Addri'ss  at  the  o|)ening  of  King's  College  University  in  1843,)  of 
the  proceedings  of  Lord  Dorchester,  (jiovernor  Simcoe,  the  Government  and  Legis- 
lature, and  Kings  College  Council  in  regard  to  Education  in  Upper  Canada,  from 
IT'"^!*  to  1S43,  including  a  sketch  of  the  history  of  tluj  Uuiversitx'  fi'om  the  errant- 
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ing  of  the   Royal  Charter   in  1827.  until   it   was  opened   for   the   reception   of 
Students  in  1843. 

Not  less  important  than  these  events  was  the  passage,  by  the  Legislature  of 
United  Canada,  in  1841  of  a  somewhat  comprehensive,  yet  almost  entirely  non- 
practical,  School  Law  for  the  United  Province.  The  preparation  and  passage  of 
this  Measure  has  a  history  unique  of  its  kind.  It  was  based  chiefly  on  the  educa- 
tional theories,  which  were  elaborated  in  the  Report  on  Common  School  Education, 
laid  before  the  Upper  Canada  House  of  Assembly,  by  Doctor  Charles  Buncombe, 
a  Member  of  the  House,  in  1836.*  The  Framer  of  the  Bill  also  consulted  a  series 
of  '■  Letters  on  Elementary  and  Practical  Education,"  by  Mr.  Charles  Mondelet,  a 
French  Canadian  Gentleman,  published  in  Montreal  in  1841.  Neither  the  Report 
nor  the  Letters  professed  to  be  any  thing  more  than  the  personal  opinions  of 
the  authors,  based  upon  theoretical  observation,  and  not  upon  practical  experience. 
Great  pains  were  clearly  taken  in  the  preparation  of  this  Bill ;  and  the  Framer  of 
it,  (the  Honourable  Solicitor  General  Day,)  was  ably  assisted  in  his  work  by  the 
late  Honourable  Christopher  Dunkin,  who  had  been  one  of  the  Assistant  Secre- 
taries in  the  preparation,  under  the  direction  of  Sir  Charles  Buller,  of  that  part  of 
Lord  Durham's  Report  relating  to  Education  in  Lower  Canada.  He  was  also  the 
promoter  of  the  "  Dunkin  Bill."  Nevertheless,  the  Common  School  Act,  as 
passed,  was,  frcnn  many  causes,  a  total  failure,  and  had  to  be  superseded  by  a 
new  Act  for  each  Province  in  1843. 

It  does  not  appear,  from  the  remarks  made  by  the  Honourable  Solicitor- 
General  Day,  in  introducing  his  Common  School  Bill  into  the  House  of  Assembly, 
that,  in  the  construction  of  that  Bill,  he  had  consulted  the  more  practical  Reports 
on  Education,  (witli  the  draft  of  School  Bills,  that  usually  accompanied  them,) 
which  had  been  laid,  from  time  to  time,  in  previous  years,  before  the  Upper 
(Canada  House  of  Assembly.  He  seems  rather  to  have  confined  himself  to  Doctor 
Duncombe's  elaborate  Bill — probably  from  the  fact  that  it  had  been  published  sepa- 
rately in  l)Ook  form,  and  was,  therefore,  more  accessible  at  the  time,  than  were  the 
Reports  of  Committees  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  which  could  only  have  been 
consulted  in  the  successive  year's  Appendices  to  the  Journals  of  the  Legislature. 

In  fjne  respect.  Doctor  Duncombe  was  in  advance  of  his  times.  In  his  edu- 
cational investigations  in  the  United  States,  he  noticed,  (as  I  did  afterwards, when 
acting  on  a  Commission,  appointefl  in  1871,  to  enquire  into  the  state  of  Technical 
Education  in  the  United  States,)  that  a  good  deal  of  attention  was  there  given  to 
the  subject  of  Industrial  Education.  Doctor  Duncombe  provided,  therefore,  in  his 
draft  of  Schocjl  Bill,  that  School  Teachers  be  authorized  to  collect  funds : — 

To  pun-huKc,  or  lease,  any  shop,  work-hoime,  mechanical  tools  and  materials  for  the  jturpose 
of  enabling  the  scholars  of  the  School  .  ilistiict,  jirofitalily  to  employ  a  jtortion  of  their 

time  in  the  .-uMjuiniig  a  knowledge  of  such  mechanical  skill,  art,   liusiness,  or  profession,  as  the 
Tni«tee«,  with  the  Teacher,     .      .     .     shall  think  fit     .      .      .

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So  deeply  impressed  was  I,  long  since,  of  the  importance  of  this  subject,  and  of 
the  necessity  of  providing  in  our  School  S^^stcm  for  a  practical  solution  of  the 
question  which  was  then,  and  is  now,  of  pressing  importance — viz..  Manual  Train- 
ing, as  a  i)ajt  of  pjducational  System — that,  in  1877,  I  prepared  a  Lecture  on  the 
subject,  and  delivered  it  at  various  School  gatherings,  in  different  parts  of  the 
Province.  The  Lecture  was  foun<led  on  the  Industrial  fjessons  taught  to  us  so 
impressively  at  the  Centennial  Exhiliilion,  Philadelphia,  in  187G.  These  lessons, 
in  their  educational  aspects,  were  even  more  forcibly  impressed  upon  me  at  the 
great  Industrial  Exhibition  held  at  New  Orleans,  in  1885.  Having  been  there 
for  six  weeks,  as  an  Educational  Juror,  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Education,  I  had  abundant  and  excellent  facilities  for  studying  the  whole  ques- 
tion, and  for  seeing  how  it  was  binng  worked  out,  in  the  various  National  School 
Systems  which  came  under  review  in  that  enquiry — especially  in  that  of  France. 
The  French  school  law  of  1882  provided  that — 

Primary  education  should  include  [among  other  things]  the  elements  of  tiic  Natural,  Physical 
and  Mathematical  Sciences,  and  their  application  to  Agriculture,  to  Hygiene,  and  to  the  Industrial 
Art;  Manual  Work,  and  the  use  of  Tools  of  the  |(rincij)al  Trades,  the  elements  of  Drawing, 
Modelling,  etcetera. 

Apprenticeship  Schools  have  also  been  established  in  France  for  some  time, — 
the  object  of  which  is  to  train  workmen,  as  distinguished  from  foremen.  In 
these  Schools  various  Trades  are  taught.* 

An  application  for  aid  for  this  kind  of  School,  as  uniting  "  Manual  Labour 
with  the  acquisition  of  Knowledge,"  was  made  to  the  Home  District  Council  in 
1843,  and  was  favouraV)ly  considered  by  the  Council  as  "  worthy  of  Ijeing  recom- 
mended to  the  Governor-General  and  Legislature  foi'  a  grant  of  a  Charter." 

A  very  successful  Industrial  School  was  spoken  of  by  Mr.  William  L.  Mac- 
kenzie in  his  "Sketches,"  as  in  operation  in  East  Gwillimbnry,  in  18'il,  "for  the 
instruction  of  young  females  in  knitting,  sewing,  spinning  .  .  .  and  other 
useful  accomplishments  of  a  like  description." 

In  the  Chapter  in  the  Education  of  the  Indians,  (page  125)  I  have  referred 
to  the  Manual  Labour  School,  established  for  them  at  Alderville  in  1886. 

It  should  1)0  here  noted  that  our  excellent  Municipal  System  took  its  rise  in 
the  legislation  on  that  subject  originated,  first  in  Lower  Canada,  by  the  late  Lord 
Sydenham,  and,  in  Upper  Canada,  during  the  administration  of  the  Honourable 

*The  following  extract,  taken  from  a  March  number  of  Thr  Timrs  newspaper,  London,  of  the  present 
year,  ohowa  how  active  are  the  efforts  which  are  being  made  in  England  to  promote  M.inual  Training  in  the 
Schools.  2'ke  Times  extract  is  as  follows  : 

A  meeting  ot  the  National  Association  of  Manual  Training  Teachers  was  held  on  the  6th  of  Msrcii, 
1897,  in  London,  Sir  Philip  Magnus  presiding.  He  said  that  the  285  classes  in  Manual  training  had  now 
been  registered  in  this  Country  ;  and  2,339  teachers  in  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  were  being  trained  to 
teach  the  use  of  tools  to  young  children. 

In  France  Manual  teaching  was  an  essential  i).art  of  ordinary  {nrimary  instruction.  He  knew  of  no 
country  in  Europe  where  the  efforts  to  improve  the  teaching  of  workmen,  were  eo  well  directed  as  in 
France,  and  there  were  no  handicraft  men  superior  to  the  Frencii.  Manual  instruction  was  not  intended 
to  make  artisans  ;  it  was  essentially  a  teaching  by  means  of  which  the  discipline  of  the  hand  and  eye  was 
made  a  method  of  genuine  intellectual  training. 

The  Outlook  Magazine  of  New  York,  in  the  number  for  April,  1807,  states  that  ex-Mayor  Grace,  his 
Wife  and  Brother,  have  set  apart  $200,000  for  the  founding,  in  New  York,  of  a  Manual  Training  School 
for  Women  and  Girls. 
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William  H.  Draper,  in  1841.  Our  School  System  has  ever  since  been  wisely  grafted 
on  the  Mmiicipal  System  of  the  Province;  and  the  after  success  of  our  Schools  has 
been  largely  due  to  the  cooperation  of  the  various  Municipal  Councils,  in  raising 
funds,  antl  in  otherwise  assisting,  through  its  Officers,  in  the  local  administration 
of  the  School  Laws. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of,  or  rather  adjuncts  to,  the  School 
Legislation  of  1841,  was  the  setting  apart,  by  Statute,  of  the  munificent  sum  of 
Two  Hundred  Thousand  dollars,  ($200,000,)  a  year  of  the  public  revenues,  for  the 
support  of  Common  Schools  in  the  two  Provinces.  This  noble  act  was  the  result 
of  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  Honourable  Isaac  Buchanan,  then  one  of  the  Mem- 
l»ers  for  the  City  of  Toronto.  (The  circumstances  connecte<l  with  this  grant  are 
givt-n  on  pages  159.  100,  of  this  Volume.) 

That  part  of  the  School  Legislation  of  1841.  which  had  most  interest  for 

Tpper  Canada  was  the  introduction  of  a  provision  in  the  School  Bill  of  that  year 

for  Separate  Schools.     This  was  explained  by  Sir  Francis  Hincks,  as  an  unfor- 

seen  incident  in  connection  with  the  Common  School  Bill.     In   a  Letter  to   the 

Fditor  of  this  Work  in  1884,  he  said: — 

It  i.s  wuitliy  of  notice  tliat,  after  tlie  introduction  of  the  School  Bill,  of  1841,  a  ninulier  of 
Petitions  were  ]tresentefl.  praying  that  the  Bil)le  sliould  l)e  adojrted  as  a  School  Book.  This  led 
to  the  reference  of  the  Bill  to  a  large  Select  Committee,  which  reconnnended  the  introduction 
of  the  Sejiarate  School  clause,  which  was  not  in  the  Bill  as  originally  introduced. 

Of  tjie  School  Bill  itself,  Sir  Francis  Hincks,  in  a  Speech  in  184*i,  said  : 

No  one  is  more  sensiljle  than  I  am  of  the  defects  of  the  late  ScIkioI  Law,  (of  1841.)  so  great, 
indeed,  were  they,  that  it  has  been  found  im]»ossil>le  to  work  it.     That       .  .        School 

I^aw  was  not  framed  hy  any  Ministry,  resjion.siljle,  or  otherwise  ;  it  was  hastily  put  together  in 
a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  .Assembly,  consisting  of  [twenty-three]  INIemljers,  [fifteen 
from  Lower  Canada,  and  eight  from  Ujiper  Canada]  ;  without  that  delil)eration  and  care  which 
such  a  measure  ought  t<)  have  and  received. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislature  in  1841, 
that  the  introduction  of  tlie  provision  for  Separate  Schools,  in  the  Common. 
School  Bill  of  that  year,  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  of  the  day  had 
lost  control  of  its  own  Bill  in  the  House  of  Assembly,  and,  under  the  pressure  of 
opposing  f(»rces,  had  referred  it  to  a  Mixed  Conniiittee  of  the  House.  That  Com- 
mittee was  composed  of  fifteen  Members  from  Lower  Canada  and  eight  from 
Tapper  Canada — twenty-three  in  all. 

As  there  is  a  general  misapprehension  as  to  the  nature  of  these  first  provisions 
for  Separate  Schools  in  Cpper  Canada,  as  reported  to  the  House  by  this  Com- 
mittee, and  adoj)t/'d.  I  summarize  them  as  follows: — 

Whenever  any  number  of  the  Iidialiitants  of  any  Townsliip.  or  I'arisli,  prof»'ssing  a  Religious 
Faith  fliflTerent  from  that  of  the  majority  of  the  Inhabitants  of  such  Townshiji.  or  Parish,  sliall 
diiwent  from  the  Regulations,  .\rrangenientK,  or  Proceedings,  of  the  Common  School  Commis- 
Kionern,  [electerl  in  each  Township.]  with  reference  to  any  Connuon  School  in  such  Towiishi|i.  or 
Farihh.  it  shall  be  lawfid  for  the  Inhabitants,  ho  dissenting,  collectively  to  signify  sucji  dissent 
in  writing  to  tin- Clerk  of  the  District  Council ;  .  .  .  an<l  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Dissent- 
ing Inhabitants,  by  and  through  [their  Schor>l]  Trustees,  .  to  estaldisli  and  maintain  one 
or  more  Connnon  Schools,  in  the  maimer  and  subject  t<i  the  Visitation,  Conditions,  Rules  and 
Obligations  in  this  Act  provided,  with  reference  to  other  Connnon  Schools,  and  to  receive  from 
the   Di«trict  TreaKiirer  their  due  pmportion,   according  t^>  their  numbers,  of  thenioneys  ajtjuo- 
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])viHteil  by  Luw,  and  raised  by  Assessment,  for  the  supjtort  of  Conniion  Schools,  in  tlie  School 
District,  or  Districts,  in  whicii  tiie  said  Inhabitants  reside,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  tlie  Conniion 
Schools,  to  l)e  established  and  maintained  under  such  Trustee,  or  Trustees,  were  estiiblished  and 
niaint<iined  under  the  Conunon  School  Connuissioners.      .     .     . 

In  other  words,  inert'  dissent  from  the  Ref^ulations.  Arraritreinents.  or  Pro- 
ceedings, of  the  School  Commissioners  of  a  Townsliip,  authf)rized  the  Dissentients 
to  establish  a  School  of  their  own,  and  to  claim  the  Legislative  School  (Jrant  and 
Municipal  Assessment,  for  that  School,  "  according  to  their  numbers." 

In  1843,  these  provisions  for  Separate  Schools  were  wholly  repealed:  and.  in 
their  place,  Sir  Francis  Hincks  proxided  for  these  Schools  as  follows  : — 

hi  all  cases,  wherein  the  Teacher  of  any  Common  Sciiool  shall  happen  to  be  a  Roman 
Catliolic,  the  Protestant  inhabitants  siiall  lie  entitled  to  liave  a  Schcx.l,  with  a  Teacher  of  their 
own  iieligious  Persuasion,  upon  the  a|)plication  of  Ten  or  more  i-esident  Fi'eeholders,  or  House- 
holders, of  any  School  district ;  or  within  the  limits  assigned  toanyTown,  or  City,  School  ;  in  like 
manner,  when  the  Teacher  of  any  such  School  shall  happen  t<»  be  a  Protestant,  the  Roman 
Catholic  inhabitants  shall  have  a  Sejiarate  School,  with  a  Teacher  of  their  own  Religious  Persua- 
sion, upon  a  like  ajiplication. 

Such  applications  shall  be  made  in  writing,  signed  with  the  names  of  each  resident  free- 
holder, or  householder,  and  addressed  and  delivered  to  the  Township,  Town,  or  City,  Superin- 
tendent, [with  names  of  Trustees],  and  ui)on  the  compliance  of  such  Trustees,  and  of  the  Township, 
Town,  or  City,  Superintendent,  with  the  rei|uirements  of  this  .\ct,  such  School  shall  be  entitled 
t<j  receive  its  share  of  the  public  ajiprojtriation,  according  to  the  number  of  children  of  the 
Religious  Persuasion  who  shall  attend  such  Separate  School. 

It  wdll  be-seen  that  these  provisions  of  the  Hincks'  Bill  of  1(S48,  dirter  essen- 
tially from  those  in  the  Day  Bill  of  1841.  The  difference  consists  in  giving  a 
religious  basis  to  the  dissent  of  the  Roman  Catholic,  or  Protestant,  ratepayers, 
instead  of  the  capricious  one  of  mere  objection  to  the  "  Regulations  Arrange- 
ments, or  Proceedings,  of  the  School  Commissioners." 

The  basis  of  apportionment  to  the  Schools  was  very  properly  changed  in  the 
Hincks'  Bill.fioni  that  in  the  Day  Bill  of  mere  numbers  of  Dissentients,  to  that  of 
the  actual  number  of  children  educated  by  the  Sejmrate  School  Trustees.  This 
basis  of  apportionment  has  been  adopted  in  the  Separate  School  legislation  of 
the  Province,  from  1843,  until  the  passage  of  the  "  Finality  "  Act  of  18(33. 

(3ne  very  important  measure  was  laid  before  the  Legislature  l)y  the  Honour- 
able Robert  Baldwin  in  1843,  but,  owing  to  the  resignation  of  Ministry,  (of  which 
Mr.  Baldwin  was  a  Member,  and  Attorney  General),  it  only  reacheil  the  second 
reading  before  the  Ministry  resigned.  The  principle  of  the  Bill,  was  the  con- 
federation, including  the  endowment  out  of  the  Univei'sity  funds,  of  the  vai'ious 
"outlying  Colleges,"  as  they  were  termed.  The  steps  taken,  chiefly  by  the  i)ro- 
moters  of  Queen's  College,  which  led  up  to  the  preparation  of  this  Bill,  will  l)e 
detailed  in  a  subse(iuent  Chapte)-,  in  eomiection  with  the  after  discussion  of  the 
same  question  in  the  next  Volume.     The  title  of  the  LTniver.■^ity  Bill  of  1843,  was  : — 

An  Act  to  jirovide  for  the  Separate  E.xercise  of  the  C(»llegiate  and  University  Functions  o 
the  College  Established  at  the  City  of  Toronto,  in  Ujiiier  Canada  :  For  Incorporating  certain 
other  Colleges  and  Collegiate  Institutions  of  that  Division  of  the  Province  with  the  University  : 
and  for  the  iiU)re  Efficient  Establishment  and  .satisfactory  (lovernment  of  the  same. 

This  Bill,  as  may  be  seen  from  its  title,  was  most  eomprehensive  in  its  char- 
acter. It  was  very  elaborately  discussed  and  almndantly  criticised  ])v  the  news- 
papers, and  by  the  authorities  of  the  various  Colleges  which  it  proposed  to  incoi-- 
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porate  \Yitli  the  Provincial  University,  videlicet :  King's  College,  Regiopolis  Col- 
lege. Queen's  College  and  Victoria  College.  The  title  of  Upper  Canada  College 
was  changed  to  that  of  "  the  Royal  Collegiate  High  School  of  the  University  of 
Toronto."  To  each  of  these  University  Colleges— incorporated  in  the  University 
—it  was  provided,  in  the  Bill,  that  they  should  receive  £500,  ($2,000)  a  year  for 
four  years,  out  of  the  University  Investment  Fund.* 

It  may  be  here  noted  that  this  Bill  is  educationally  of  historical  interest.  It 
was  upon  its  financial  provisions,  in  connection  witli  the  54th  section  of  the 
University  Act  of  ]S53,  f  that  the  movement  was  made,  in  1860,  by  the  Metho- 
<list  Conference  and  the  authorities  of  Victoria  College,  to  induce  the  Govern- 
ment to  give  fuller  effect  to  the  54th  section  of  the  Act  of  1853,  and  to  adjust,  in 
a  more  satisfactory  way  than  then  exi.sted,  the  scliolastic  relations  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  with  the  "  outlying  Colleges." 

The  Chapters  relating  to  Queen's  College  in  this  X'olume  are  unique  of  their 
kind,  and  will  be  found  to  be  of  an  interesting  character. 

This  Volume  contains  particulars  of  the  original  appointment  of  a  Chief 
vSuperintendent  of  Education  for  United  Canada,  and  an  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent for  each  Province.  It  also  contains  a  copy  of  the  First  Report  on  the  Common 
Schools  of  Upper  Canada  by  the  Reverend  Robert  Murray,  M.A.,  the  predecessor 
of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson,  as  Superintendent  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada. 
This  Report  reveals  a  state  of  educational  crudity  in  the  arrangements  of  those 
days,  for  the  management  of  the  Schools,  as  well  as  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
local  bodies  entrusted  with  certain  duties  under  the  Common  School  Law,  which 
was  scarcely  looked  for  at  the  time.  The  Reverend  Robert  Murray  mentions 
some  instances  which  illustrate  this  point.     In  regard  to  School  Books,  he  says  :— 

In  several  instances  it  has  been  stated  by  Teachers  that  there  were  only  two  or  three  old 
tattered  fragments  of  Ijooks  in  their  schools,  considered  as  conunon  property,  and  u.sed  liy  all  in 
attendance.  .  .  .  The  jieople  .  .  .  will  not  purchase  new  books  .  .  .  while  tliey 
have  any  old  books  on  hand.  .  .  .  From  these  circumstancus.  Teachers  seldom  have  t lie 
power  f.f  forminj,' tlieir  imj.ils  into  classes  in  any  part  of  their  studies,  and.  therefore,  cainiot 
excite  that  emulation  which  is  so  necessary  in  carrying  forward  tlu-  education  of  youth.  liesides, 
many  of  the  books  in  use  are  both  old  and  antif|uated.     ... 

As  to  study  in  the  Schools,  the  Sui)erintendent  says  :— 
The  course  of  study,  not  having  been  pointed  out  ...  to  the  Teaciiers,  only  a  very 
confused  idea  has  been  formed  on  the  subject.  The  only  data  upon  which  to  proceed  l)eing 
the  books  prescribed.  .  .  .  But,  even  liere,  there  is  no  order  pointed  ..ut.  Tiie  pupil  may, 
for  anything  to  the  contrary,  coutaine<l  in  the  instructions,  commence  his  studies  wherever  ho 
has  a  nnnd.  and  jirosecute  them  in  whatever  order  pleases  himself. 

,  '  -^  'bviHJon  of  the  University  endowment  was  not  a  new  thin^;.  The  Reverend  A.  N.  Bethune  gives 
the  foUowinK  account  of  an  interview  with  Lord  (Joderich  Colonial  Secretary  in  1831,  at  which  he  was  pres- 
ent with  the  Jlihhot)  of  (Quebec.  Hf  Haid  :— Much  conHultalioji  was  had  with  Lord  Goderich  in  n^gard  to 
trie  I  nivprcity  of  King'H  College,  on  the  exclusiveness  of  whose  Charter  he  had  been  so  much  assailed  ;  and 
hiM  Lordship  made  s  propoBJti.m  which    I  (.trongly  adviwoii  llisho].  Stewart  to  accept.     This  was  to  divide

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In  n^orard  to  the  Teachers,  the  SuperiiiteiultMit  mentions  some  satisfactory 

oases.     But,  he  says  : — 

The  fact  cannot  be  denied,  that  tlie  position  occupied  by  Teacliers  lias,  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases,  l)een  the  most  mii)roi)itious.  Boarding  for  a  few  days  at  a  time  nith  the  several 
families  by  whom  they  are  eiiiployod,  and  the  changing  from  house  to  house,  their  minds  have 
become  dissi])ated,  and  ]>rivate  study  has  generally  been  altogether  neglected,  liut  even  where 
this  lias  not  l)een  the  system,  and  where  the  Teachers  have  boarded  themselves,  their  income 
generally  has  been  s«ich  as  to  oblige  them  te  live  in  the  lowest  taverns,  and  c«msequently  to 
associate  with  the  lowe,st  and  most  dissipated  characters  in  the  neighbourhood.  By  this  daily 
intercour.st;  with  Ijar-room  Politician.s,  and  bar-room  Divines,  they  insensibly  liecome  assimilated 
to  them  in  their  maimers,  views  and  habits,  and  are  thus  rendei*d  utterly  disqualified  for  con- 
ducting the  educati(m  of  youth. 

These  remarks,  in  connection  with  Chapter  IX.,  on  the  'Transitional  perioil 
in  our  Educational  History,"  and  the  Chapters  containino-  the  "  Reminiscences  " 
of  the  Superannuated  Common  School  Teachers,  furnish  strikint^  and  vivid  j^ic- 
tures  of  the  State  of  Education  in  the  "  old  times  "  in  Upper  Canada. 

I  have  thus  referred  in  these  Prefatory  Remarks  to  some  of  the  more 
important  historical  facts  narrated  in  this  Volume,  and  have  summarized,  as 
brieily  as  it  was  desirable  to  do,  the  information  in  regard  to  them,  which  are 
embodied  in  these  pages.  This  seemed  to  be  the  more  desirable  from  the  fact 
that  I  was  only  able  to  compress  into  this  Fourth  Volume  the  principal  educa- 
tional proceedings  of  the  years  1841,  184-2  and  1843,  (in  part). 

It  will  be  a  surprise  to  many  to  see,  from  these  Volumes,  how  mucli  was 
done  and  said  for  the  promotion  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada  before  the 
Education  Department  of  Upper  Canada  was  organized  in  1842-44.  During  all 
of  these  years,  prior  to  that  event,  the  late  venerable  Bishop  Strachan  was  the 
central  figure  in  our  Educational  History — seconded  in  all  his  efforts,as  he  was,  by 
his  distinguished  pupil  and  life  long  friend,  the  Honourable  Chief  Justice 
Robinson.

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CHAPTER  J. 

UNION    OF   THE    PROVINCES    OF    UPPER  AND  LOWER    CANADA— 

Preliminary  Proceedings. 

By  reference  to  page  234  of  the  Third  Volume  of  thi.s  Doeiunentary  Hi.story, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  last  Session  of  the  Upper  Canada  Parliament  was  closed 
by  the  Right  Honourable  Charles  Poulett  Thomson,  Governor-General  of  British 
North  America. 

Sir  George  Arthur  was,  at  the  time,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Upper  Canada, 
but  he  took  no  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Session  of  its  Parliament,  as 
the  Governor-General  was  desirous,  as  he  informed  the  Legislature,  on  opening 
it,  in  December,  1889,  of  visiting  Tapper  Canada,  and  of  mectinfr  its  Representa- 
tives. 

In  biddinof  adieu  to  the  Members  of  his  Executive  Council,  Sir  George  Arthur 
paid  a  graceful  tribute  to  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  they  had  discharged 
their  duties  as  his  Executive  Councillors. 

On  the  9th  of  February,  1S41,  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Toronto,  and  the  Members  of  the  Upper  Canada  Executive  Council  were  convened 
in  the  Executive  Council  Chamber.  To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Toronto, 
Sir  George  Arthur  delivered  a  parting  address.  His  formal  leave-taking  of  the 
Members  of  the  Executive  Council  of  L^pper  Canada  was  of  a  more  personal 
character,  and  was  expressed  in  the  following  words: — 

To  the  Honourable  Messieurs  Robert  Baldioin  Sullivan,  William  Allan,  Aiujustus  Baldwin,  Wil- 
liam Henry  Draper  and  Richard  A.  Tiuiker: — 

As  the  labours  of  the  Executive  Council  of  Upper  Canada  will  cease  this  day,  I  feel  it  a 
duty,  as  well  as  a  pleasure,  on  this  occasion  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  cordial  support 
you  have  uniformly  afforded  me  during  nij'  administration  of  the  Government  of  this  Province. 

The  zeal  with  which  your  important  duties  as  Councillors  have  been  discharged,  has  been 
as  remarkable  as  the  patient  industry  you  have  employed  in  the  investigation  of  all  subjects 
whicli  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  bring  under  your  notice;  and  1  take  my  leave  of  you  with 
sentinien<s  of  the  most  cordial  esteem  and  personal  regard.

On  the  following  day,  10th  of  February,  1841,  the  Governor-General,  who 

had  received  from  the  Queen,  the  title  of  Baron  Sydenham  and  Toronto,  issued  a 

Proclamation,  formally  uniting  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  as 

provided  by  the  Imperial  Act,  3rd  and  4th  Victoria,  Chapter  35,  intituled:  An  Act 

1  d.e. 
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to  re-unite  the  Province  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  for  the  (iovernment  of 
Canada."     The  Proclamation  was  as  follows: — 

SYDENHAM. 

His  Excellency,  the  Riglit  Honourable  Chakle.s,  Baron  Sydenham,  of  S5'denliani,  in  the 
County  of  Kent,  and  Toronto  in  Canada,  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Most  Honourable  Privy  Council, 
Governor-General  of  British  North  America: — 

In  obedience  to  the  Command  of  the  Queen.  1  have  this  day  assumed  the  Government  of 
the  Province  of  Canada. 

Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  separated  for  tifty  years,  are  once  more  re-united,  and  hence- 
forward will  form  but  one  Province,  under  one  Administration. 

Given  under  my  Hand  and  Seal  at  Arms,  at  the  Governmeiit  House,  in  the  City  of  Mon- 
treal, in  tin-  said  Province  of  Canada,  the  Tenth  day  of  February,  in  tlie  year  of  ou)-  Lord,  One 
Thousand  Eiglit  Hundred  and  Forty-one,  and  in  the  Fourth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign.

Charles  Richard  Ogden,  of  the  City  of  Montreal;  William  Henry  Draper  and  Robert  Baldwin 
of  the  said  City  of  Toronto;  and  Charles  Dewey  Day,  of  the  City  of  Montreal,  to  be  Members 
of  Her  Majesty's  Executive  Council  of  the  Province  of  Canada. 

Thomas  Amiot  of  the  City  of  Quebec,  Esquire,  to  be  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chancery  for 
the  Province  of  Canada. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  has  been  i)leased  to  appoint  Dominick  Daly,  Esquire, 
and  Samuel  Bealey  Harrison,  Esquire,  to  be  respectively  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  lor  the  Pro- 
vince of  Canada. 

Mr.  Daly  will  conduct  the  correspondence  for  that  part  ><f  the  Province,  heretofore  the 
Province  of  Lower  Canada,  and  Mr.  Harrison  for  that  part  heretofore  the  Province  of  Upper 
Canada.

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CHAPTER  II. 

THE  FIRST  PARLIAMENT  OF  UNITED  CANADA,  1841, 
'and  ITS  Educational  Proceedings. 

The  Fir.st  Parliament  of  United  Canada  was  convened  on  the  14th  day  of 
June,  1841,  by  Proclamation  of  the  Governor-General,  who  had  recently  been 
created  by  Her  Majesty  "  Baron  Sydenham,  of  Sydenham  in  the  County  of  Kent 
England,  and  Toronto  in  Canada." 

Eighty-four  Members,  who  composed  the  House  of  Assembly  of  this  Parlia- 
ment, were  elected  from  the  Counties  and  Cities  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada 
respectively. 

The  following  Members  of  the  late  House  of  As.setnbly  of  Upper  Canada  were 
also  elected  Members  of  the  House  of  Assemby  of  this  United  Parliament,  vide- 
licet: — Sir  Allan  Napier  Macnab,  and  Messieurs  William  Hamilton  Merritt,  John 
Solomon  Cartwright,  Robert  Baldwin,  John  Prince,  Henry  John  Boulton,  William 
Henry  Diaper,  Caleb  Hopkins,  James  Durand,  John  Cook,  Edmund  Murney, 
Malcolm  Cameron,  David  Thorburn,  James  Morris,  Thomas  Parke,  George  Morse 
Boswell,  John  Philip  Roblin,  Alexander  McLean,  Harmanus  Smith  and  James 
Edward  Small. 

Among  the  new  men  from  Upper  Canada,  elected  to  the  United  Parliament 
of  Canada  were  Messieurs  Francis  Hincks,  John  Sandfield  Macdonald,  James 
Hervey  Price,  Samuel  Bealey  Harrison,  John  Henry  Dunn,  Isaac  Buchanan, 
Henry  Smith  and  George  Duggan.  These  men  were  afterwards  well-known  in 
public  life,  either  as  prominent  politicians,  or  as  statesmen. 

On  the  15th  of  June,  1841,  Lord  Sydenham  opened  the  first  Session  of  the 
First  Parliament  of  United  Canada,  with  an  elaborate  and  comprehensive  Speech, 
in  which  he  outlined  a  scheme  involving  important  changes  in  Provincial  affairs, 
the  chief  features  of  whicli  has  ever  since  engaged,  more  or  less,  the  attention  of 
our  public  men. 

Among  other  things,  Lord  Sydenham  pointed  out  the  desirability  of  "  devel- 
oping the  resources  of  the  Province,  by  well  considered  and  extensive  Public 
Works,"  ...  of  improving  "  navigation  from  the  shores  of  Lakes  Erie  and 
Huron  to  the  Ocean,"  .     .     of  establishing  "  new  internal  communication  in 

the  Inland  Districts,"  ...  of  encouraging  "  a  healthy  How  of  immigration 
from  the  Mother  Country,"  .  .  .  and  of  providing  "  a  form  of  local  self- 
government  for  the  Districts  of  the  Province,"  in  the  shape  of  Municipal  Councils. 
He  then  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of  providing  an  efi'ective  system  of  popu- 
lar education.     This  part  of  his  Speech  from  the  Throne  was  as  follows  : — 
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"A  due  provision  for  the  Education  of  the  People  is  one  of  the  first  duties  of  the  State  ; 
and,  in  this  Province,  especiallj',  the  want  of  it  is  grievously  felt.  The  establishment  of  an  effi- 
cient system,  by  niiich  the  l)lessings  of  instruction  may  be  placed  within  the  reach  of  all,  is  a 
work  of  difficulty,  but  its  overwhelming  importance  demands  that  it  should  be  undertaken.  I 
recommend  the  consideration  of  that  subject  to  your  best  attention,  and  I  shall  be  most  anxious 
to  afford  you,  in  your  labours,  all  the  co-operation  in  my  power.  If  it  should  be  found  impossible- 
so  to  reconcile  conflicting  opinions,  so  as  to  obtain  a  measure  which  may  meet  the  approbation  of 
all,  1  trust  that,  at  least,  steps  may  be  taken,  by  which  an  advance  1o  a  more  perfect  system 
maj'  be  made  ;  and  the  difficulty  under  which  the  people  of  this  Province  now  la^iour  may  be 
greatly  diminished,  subject  to  such  improvements  hereafter  as  time  and  experience  may 
point  out." 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  1841. 

<7uit/'  ISth,  ISJfl. — The  House,  as  ordered  on  the  15th  instant  went  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  on  the  Speech  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  at  the  opening  of  the  Session, 
Mr.  James  Morris  in  the  chnir. 

The  Honourable  George  Moffatfc,  seconded  by  Mr.  William  Hamilton  Merritt,  moved  that 
a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  lists  of  Members  of  this  House  to  compose 
standing  Committees.*  ....         Fifth:  Education  and  Schools. 

(  Vote.  Oa  the  25th  of  June,  this  Order  of  the  House  was  discharged,  consequently  the  contemplated 
standing  Committee  on  "  Education  and  Schools  "  was  not  nominated,  or  appointed.  On  the  15th  of 
July,  however,  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  Honourable  Solicitor-General  Day's  Common 
School  Bill  was  appointed.     See  Note  on  the  subject.) 

June  22nd,  18J^1. — Mr.  James  Morris,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House, 
re])orted  a  series  of  Resolutions  in  answer  to  His  Excellency's  Speech  from  the  Throne.  The 
Resolution  relating  to  Education  was  as  follows  :  — 

Resolved, — That  His  Excellency  do  rest  assured  that  this  House  holds  the  Education  of  the 
People  to  be  a  subject  of  paramount  importance,  and  that  they  sincerely  regret  that  the  want 
of  due  provision  in  this  behalf  should  have  been  so  long  felt  in  the  Province  : — they  are  aware  of 
the  difticultj'  of  establishing  an  efficient  system  by  which  the  blessings  of  instruction  may  be 
placed  within  the  reach  of  all  ;  but  they  are  awHre  of  the  overwhelming  importance  of  the  sub- 
ject ;  and  it  shall  be  the  object  of  their  best  attention  and  their  most  anxious  consideration. 

They  humbly  thank  His  E.xcellency  for  the  promise  of  his  co-operation  in  their  labours,  and 
they  trust  that  with  that  co-operation  they  shall  be  able  to  obtain  a  measure  which,  if  it  should 
fail  so  to  reconcile  conflicting  opinions  as  to  meet  the  approbation  of  all,  will,  at  least,  serve  as 
a  step  by  which  an  advance  to  a  more  j)erfect  system  may  be  made,  and  the  difficulty  under 
which  the  People  of  the  Province  now  labour  may  be  greatly  diminished,  subject  to  such  im- 
provements hereafter  as  time  and  experience  may  point  out. 

Petitions  that  the  Bible  be  Used  as  a  Cla.ss  Book  in  the  Schools. 

During  this  Session  of  the  United  Parliament  of  Canada,  a  large  number  of 
petitions  was  presented  to  it  from  various  parties  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada 
on  the  subject  of  the  u.se  of  "  the  Bible  as  a  Class  Book  in  the  Schools."  There 
were  twenty-five  of  sucli  petitions  from  Lower  Canada,  and  fifteen  from  Upper 
Canada.  As  a  sample  of  these  petitions  I  insert  the  following,  as  one  of  the  most 
comprehensive  in  its  terms,  and  clear  and  explicit  in  its  demands: — 

This  Petition  was  from  Clergyman  and  Members  of  the  Church  of  Kngland 
in  St.  Armand's  West,  Lower  Canada.  It  prayed  that  the  Bible,  "  as  a  whole," 
might  be  used  in  Schools  and  Seminaries  as  a  Class  Book.  As  presented  on  the 
2+lh  of  June,  it  set  forth  : 

That  Petitir>nerH,  viewing  with  ilisiMay  the  ignorance,  and  consetjuent  injury  to  society  in 
general,  likely  to  accrue  from  the  want  of  Schools  for  the  rising  generation  of  the  Province,  Hud 
the  utter  impossibility  of  providing  them,  especially  in  the  new  settlements,  from  private  contri- 
butions, satiflfied  also  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  wise  and  beneficent  Government  to  provide 
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for  al!  classes  of  its  subjects  the  means  of  a  sutticient  Education,  do,  in  perfect  reliance  on  the 
wisdom  of  this  House,  most  earnestly  pray  that  the  provision  of  such  means  may  be  amongst  its 
earliest  deliberations. 

That  Petitioners,  while  they  are  anxious  to  jiromote  thr(jut;hout  the  Province  the  diffusion 
of  general  knowledge,  are,  in  their  own  minds,  convinced  that  knowledge,  to  be  productive  of 
any  real  benetit,  or  sibstantial  good,  to  the  people,  must  be  guided  by  tlie  unerring  Wisdom  of 
God,  as  revealed  in  His  Word. 

That  Petitioners  at  the  same  time,  while  they  resi)ect  the  rights  of  conscience  in  their 
fullest  extent,  do  yet  consider  the  Bible  as  the  most  sacred  of  (Jod's  gifts  to  man, — a  gift  which 
they  would  not  willing  see  denied,  or  even,  in  ])art,  with-held  from  the  rising  youth  of 
the  Pi'ovince. 

That  humbly  also,  but  conscientiously,  believing  that  the  Bible,  as  given  by  (Jod,  must  be 
received  as  a  whole,  and  cannot  without  rashness,  or  detriment,  eitiier  be  added  to,  or  dimin- 
ished from, — inasmuch  as  "  all  Scrii)ture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  (iod  "  and  is,  therefore,  de- 
clared to  be  profitable  in  various  ways,  and  fur  various  purposes.  Petitioners  consider  that  they 
would  ill  discharge  their  duties  as  Christians,  and  con3e(iuently  as  believers,  in  the  whole  Book 
of  Revelation,  if  they  did  not  deprecate,  in  any  contemi)lated  establishment  of  Schools  every 
attempt  to  introduce  into  them  extracts  only  from  the  Holy  Scriptures,  whereby  the  Word  of 
God  would  be  abridged  and  mutilated,  and  the  imperfect  selections  of  uninspired  men  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  inspired  Word  of  the  Ahnighty,  expressly  revealed  for  Man's  benefit  aiid  guidance.  * 

Wherefore  Petiti(mer.s  humbly  jiray  that,  not  only  may  the  Bible,  according  to  the  received 
translation,  be  recognized  as  the  Class  Book,  to  be  universally  taught  in  all  Public  Schools  and 
Seminaries  throughout  the  Province,  in  which  Protestants  shall  receive  their  Education  ;  but 
that  it  may  be  put  into  the  hands  of  all  such  .scholars  in  its  full  and  un-abridged  state,  and  that 
no  part  of  it  may  be  with-held  from  them. 

Ordered.     That  the  said  ]ietitiou  do  lie  upon  the  T.-ible. 

A  Petition,  the  .same  in  effect,  was  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  the 
Ministers  and  Elders  of  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  as  follows  : — 

This  Petition  Humbly  Sheweth,  That  your  Petitioners,  deeply  convinced  that  the  govern- 
ment of  this  young  and  rising  Country  can  confer  no  greater  benefit  on  it  than  by  establishing 
an  etiicient  System  of  Conuncm  School  Education,  have  learned  with  much  satisfaction  that  thi.s 
very  important  matter  is  likely  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  Legislature. 

But  your  Petitioners  can  regard  with  ajjprobation  only  that  System  of  Education  which  is, 
in  all  res])ects,  fitted  for  ])reparing  the  young  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  which,  as 
accountable  creatures,  they  owe  to  (oid  and  their  fellow-man  ;  and  this,  as  your  Petitioners  sin- 
cerely believe,  can  be  accomplished  onlv  by  their  being  made  intimately  ac(piainted  with  the 
Word  of  God. 

May  it,  therefore,  jdease  your  Honourable  House,  in  any  enactment  which  your  Honourable 
House  may  pass  on  this  subject,  that  provision  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  all 
the  Schools  of  the  Province  admitted  to  a  participation  of  any  grant  of  pul)lif  money  ;  and  your 
Petitioners  will  ever  jmiy.

PkOCEEDINGS   of   THE    HoUSE   OF    ASSEMBLY    ON    THESE     PETITIONS     AND    ON    THE 

Question  of  "  the  Bible  in  the  Schools." 
The  question  of  complyino-   with   the   foregoing  and  other  Petitions  on  the 
same  subject,  and  of  making  the  Bible  a  Text  Book  in  the  Schools,  was  con.sidered 
by  the  House  of  As.sembly  on  the  5th  day  of  August,  1841. 

*  This  strong  and  sweeping  statement  of  the  Petitioners  is  not  confirmpd  by  experience.  Vide  the 
"Scripture  Readings  for  High  and  Public  Schools  "  (1888),  issued  by  the  Education  Department  for  Ontario, 
and  the  "  Reaiing.s  from  the  Bible,  Selected  for  Schools,"  issued  under  the  patronage  of  the  Chicago  Board 
of  Education  (1896). 
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On  that  day  (5th  of  April,  1841)  Mr.  James  Edward  Small  moved  to  refer  to 
a  Select  Committee  one  of  the  Petitions  presented  to  the  House,  praying  that  the 
Bible  be  used  as  a  Class  or  Text  Book  in  Schools.  This  gave  rise  to  an  animated 
discussion. 

Several  other  Petitions  had  been  presented  to  the  House,  of  a  similar  nature, 
and  the  object,  no  doubt,  of  referring  them  to  a  Select  Committee  was  to  obtain  a 
Report  from  the  Committee  in  regard  to  the  principle  involved  in  these 
Petitions. 

After  some  discussion  Mr.  Robert  Baldwin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Francis  Hincks, 

moved  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  said  motion  be  postponed.     This  was 

decided  in  the  affirmative  on  the  following,  vote  : —

SUB.SEQUEKT  PROCEEDING.S  IN  RE(iAIU)  TO  THE  USE  OF  THE  BiBLE  IN  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  question  of  the  use  of  the  P>ible  in  the  Schools  has,  since  the  date  of 
this  proceeding  of  the  House  of  A.ssembly  on  the  subject,  been  raised  more  than 
once. 
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In  order  to  a.scertain  what  had  been  done  on  the  subject  in  the  years  sub- 
sequently to  this  vote,  I  was  requested  in  1882  by  the  Honourable  (now  Sir)  Oliver 
Mowat,  Premier  of  Ontario,  to  prepare  an  historical  statement  on  the  subject. 
This  I  did  in  an  elaborate  Report,  embracing  tvventy-tive  documents.  The  Report 
was  entitled  : 

The  Bible  and  Reli,in;iou8  Instruction  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Thitario.  being  extraccs  from 
the  RejHn-ts  and  Correspondence  on  the  subject  in  the  Education  Department,  extending  from 
184Gtol872." 

The  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson  discussed  this  (juestion  very  fully  in  many  of 
his  Reports.  In  one  of  them  he  states  that,  when  the  Provincial  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  established  in  1846,  it  adopted  a  series  of  Regulations  for  the  Common 
Schools.     He  then  goes  on  to  state  that 

"The  most  impoitantof  these  Regulations  was  the  one  relating  to  Religious  Instruction  in 
the  Common  Schools.  Before  submittnig  it  to  the  Provincial  Board  of  Education  for  adoption, 
I  consulted  various  re|)resentative  persons  on  the  subject.  In  a  letter  to  the  Honourable 
i^ttorney  (Jeneral  Draper,  dated  the  17tli  of  December,  184H,  1  there  explained  my  proceedings 
m  regard  to  the  preparation  of  the  clause  in  the  new  Regulations  relating  to  Religious  Instruc- 
tion in  the  Schools.     I  said  : 

" 'I  submitted  the  religious  regulation  clause  first  <o  the  Reverend  H.  J.  Grasett.  He 
cuite  approved  of  it,  as  he  felt  exceedingly  anxious  that  there  should  be  such  an  explicit  recog- 
rition  of  Christianity  in  our  School  System.  I  then  waited  on  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of 
"oronto,  [Power]  wlio  examined  it  and  concurred  in  it.  ...  I  showed  it  also  to  the  Church  of 
England  Bishop  of  Toronto  [Stiachan].  After  he  had  read  the  section,  he  said  he  believed  I 
Y&d  done  all  that  could  be  done  on  that  subject,  and  that  ...  he  wouM  write  a  circular  to  his 
dergy,  reconnnending  them  to  act  as  School  Visitors,  and  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote 
the  efliciency  and  usefulness  of  the  Common  Schools." 

In  his  Report  for  184-7,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson  stated  that  he  had 
consulted  other  Ministers  of  Religion  on  the  subject.  The  Honourable  William  H. 
Draper,  in  his  reply  to  the  letter  from  Doctor  Ryerson,  dated  1st  January,  1847. 
said: 

"  I  am  more  than  gratified  than  I  can  express,  that  you  have  so  successfully  met  the  ditti- 
culty  about  the  religious  instruction  of  children  in  the  Common  Schools.  You,  (to  whom  I 
expressed  myself  about  three  years  ago  on  the  subject  of  the  importance  of  not  dividing  religion 
from  secular  instruction,)  will  readily  understand  the  pleasure  I  feel  that,  in  Common  Schools,  at 
least,  the  principle  and  proposed  application  of  it.  for  mixed  schools,  has  been  approved  by  the 
Bishop  of  my  own  Church,  and  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Prelate." 

In  a  Letter  to  the  late  Honourable  Robert  Baldwin,  then  Attorney-General, 
written  in  1849,  Doctor  Ryerson  thus  refers  to  the  question  of  religious  instruc- 
tion and  the  Bible  in  schools  : 

"Be  assured  that  no  system  of  popular  education  will  flourish  in  a  Country  which  does 
violence  to  the  religious  sentiments  and  feelings  of  the  Churches  of  that  Country.  Be  assured 
that  every  such  system  will  droop  and  wither  which  d<  es  not  take  loot  in  the  Christian  and 
patriotic  sympathies  of  the  people— which  d<.e3  not  command  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the 
several  Religious  Persuasions,  both  Ministers  and  Laity — for  these,  in  fact,  make  the  aggregate  of 
the  Christianity  of  the  Country." 

Speaking,  in  a  subsequent  Letter,  of  another  feature  of  the  question  of  the 
Bible  in  Schools,  Doctor  Ryerson  said  : 

"  The  principal  opposition  which,  in  1840,  and  for  several  years  afterwards,  I  encountered 
was  that  I  did  not  make  the  use  of  the  Bible  compulsory  in  the  Schools,  but  simply  recognized 
the  right  of  Protestants  t(j  use  it  in  the  School,  (not  as  an  ordinary  reading  Book,  as  it  was  not 
given  to  teach  us  how  to  read,  but  to  teach  us  the  way  to  Heaven),  as  a  Book  of  religious  instruc- 
tion,without  the  right,  or  the  power,  of  compelling  any  others  to  use  it.  The  recognition  of  the  right 
has  been  maintained  inviolate  to  the  present  time  :  facilities  for  the  exercise  of  it  have  been 
provided,  and  recommendations  for  that  purpose  have  been  given,  but  no  compulsory  authority 
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hivs  been  assumed,  or  right  of  compulsion  acknowledged,  and  the  religious  exercises  in  each 
School  have  been  left  to  the  decision  of  the  authorities  of  such  School,  and  the  religious  instruc- 
tion of  each  child  has  always  been  under  the  absolute  authority  of  its  Parents  or  Guardians." 

To  the  objection  urged  against  the  reading  of  the  Bible  in  the  Schools,  because 

"  a  majoritj'  of  the  teachers  are  utterly  unfit  to  give  religious  instruction,"  Doctor 

Ry arson  replied : 

"The  reading  of  the  Bible  and  the  giving  of  religious  instruction  from  it  are  two  very 
diflerent  things.  The  question  is  not  the  competency  of  Teachers  tf)  give  religious  instruction, 
but  the  right  of  a  I  rotestant  to  the  reading  of  the  Bible  by  his  child  in  the  school  as  a  text-book 
of  religious  instruction.     That  right  T  hold  to  be  sacred  and  divine. "  *

Proposed  Charter  to  "  Upper  Canada  Academy  "  as  "  Victoria  College." 

'J'he  continued  success  of  the  "  Upper  Canada  Academy  "  induced  its  pro- 
moters to  seek  for  it  a  higher  position  and  status  in  the  Country.  They,  there- 
fore, applied  to  the  Legislature  at  this  Session,  (IS^l),  to  grant  them  an  Act  of 
incorporation  for  the  Academy,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "  Victoria  College." 
Already  a  Charter  had  been  granted  in  1827,  to  King's  College,  Toronto ;  an  Aci 
of  Incorporation  had  been  passed  in  1840,  constituting  what  was  afterwards 
named  "  Queen's  College,"  Kingston  :  and  it  was  now  proposed  to  add  another 
Koyal  name  to  the  list  of  higher  Institutions  of  learning  in  Upper  Canada.  A; 
a  Meeting  of  the  Legislature,  therefore,  held  on 

July  6th,  I84I. — Mr.  George  M.  Boswell  brought  up  the  Petition  of  the  Reverends  William 
Ryerson,  Anson  Green,  John  Ryerson,  Egerton  Ryerson,  Richard  .lones,  and  others,  composing 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  *'  Upper  Canada  Academy,'"  praying  that  the  Academy  be  incor- 
porated under  the  style  and  title  of  "  Victoria  College,"  and  that  an  annual  grant  of  money  be 
made  to  the  Institution.     The  Petition  was  laid  on  the  Table. 

July  l^fh,  I84I,— The  Petition  of  the  Reverend  William  Ryer.son  and  others,  composing 
the  Board  ot  the  "  Upper  Canada  Academy.  '  praying  for  an  Act  of  Incorporation  o  the  said 
Academy  into  a  College,  which  was  presented  to  the  House  on  the  (ith  instant,  was  read,  where- 
upon it  was 

/if-w/iW,  That  the  Petition  of  the  Reverend  William  l^yerson  and  others,  composing  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  "  Upper  Canada  Academy  '  be  referred  to  a  Select  C<nuuiittee  of  live 
Members  to  examine  the  contents  thereof,  and  to  report  thereon  with  all  convenient  speed,  by 
Hill,  or  otherwise,  with  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  records. 

Ordered:  That  Messieurs  George  M  Hosnell,  lohn  T.  Williams,  John  P.  Roblin,  the 
Honourable  Solicitor-General  Day  and  the  Honourable  Robert  Baldwin,  do  compose  the  said 
Committee. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  this  Petition,  prejiared  by  the  Reverend  Doctor 

Ryerson,  which  was  referred  to  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly: 

The  Petition  of  the  undersigned  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  (he  Up])er  Canada  Academy,  incorpor- 
ated in  18.%  by  Koyal  Charter,  humbly  sheweth  : — 

That  the  Ministers  and  Membeis  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  in  Canada,  and  <livors 
other  persons  friendly  to  the  Education  of  Cauiulian  youtli  in  the  vari<ms  branches  of  Science 
and  Literature  on  Christian  principles,  have,  at  very  great  lalxiur  an<l  expense,  erected  large, 
Muhstaiitial  and  comnnwlions  l»iiildiiigs  in  the  vicinity  of  Cftbourg,  in  the  Newcastle  District,  for 
an  Institution  of  Ktlucntum,  called  the  "  Up] )er  Canada  .\cademy,"  within  the  walls  (»f  which 
there  is  ample  room  for  the  boarding  and  tuition  of  two  hundred  students.

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That,  l)y  tliu  favour  and  coiulcsceii.sioii  of  His  late  Most  Gracious  Majesty,  King  William  the 
Fourth,  t)f  hli'ssud  iiuMuory,  the  said  Institution  was  materially  a.ssisted,  and  was  incorporated  by 
Royal  Charter  in  18.*i(),  under  the  ilirectiou  of  the  Conference  of  the  Wesieyan  Metliodist  Churcii 
in  Canada,  to  be  managed  by  a  Board  consisting  of  nine  Trustees  and  five  Visitors. 

That  the  said  Institution  has  been  in  successfid  and  continuous  operation  for  the  last  live 
years  ;  during  which  period  the  average  attendance  of  .scholars  has  been  from  .seventy-tive  to 
one  hundred  and  forty,  under  the  care  of  a  Priiici]»al,  and  from  five  to  seven  Tutors. 

That  the  erection  of  the  Buildings  and  establishment  (»f  said  Institution  have  been  charac- 
terised by  two  Select  Oonnuittees  of  the  late  House  of  Assemlily  of  Uppm-  Canada  as  '*  the 
greatest  undertaking  hitherto  successfully  [irosecuted  in  tliis  Province  l)y  means  of  voluntary 
contributions  alone.  "* 

That  the  heavy  current  expenses  of  said  Institution,  together  with  the  comparatively 
moderate  charges  which  nuist  be  made  for  the  board  and  tuition  of  students,  in  oriler  to  accom- 
plish the  objects  of  its  estiiblishment,  and  preventing  Canadian  youth  from  resorting  to  similar 
Institutions  in  the  neighbouring  States,  have  left  a  large  annual  deficiency  in  the  receipts  of  the 
Academy,  as  comitared  with  the  expenditures  on  its  behalf. 

That  the  only  sources  from  which  this  deficiency  can  be  at  present  made  n\t  are  the  private 
subsciiptions  of  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the  Institution. 

That,  in  conse(iuence  of  this  annual  deficiency,  and  the  exjjenses  incurred  for  necessjiry  repairs 
and  improvenientH,  a  debt  has  been  incurred  of  One  Thousand  pounds  (£l,(j()(j)  and  upwards. 

That  the  succe.ss  of  said  Institution  has  been  greatly  retarded  and  circumscribed  for  want  of 
funds,  and  the  st^vnding  and  privileges  of  a  Collegiate  Establishment,  both  of  which  are  now 
sought. 

That  the  etticiency  and  usefulness  of  saitl  Institution  wtjuld  lie  greatly  increased  were  it 
invested  with  the  style  and  privileges  of  a  College,  and  endowed  by  the  lil)erality  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

That  the  most  effectual  means  of  promoting  the  moral  and  intellectual  elevation  of  a 
Country,  and  the  surest  method  of  rendering  a  ))eo])le  ha|)py  and  contented,  is  to  provide  for 
their  moral  and  educational  instruction  ;  an  object  which  has  always  commanded  the  earliest  and 
most  sedulous  attention  of  the  wisest  Statesmen,  Legislat(jrs  and  Philanthro[jists. 

That  Colleges  have  been  incor])f)rated  and  endowed,  in  connection  with  tlie  Churches  of 
England,  Scotland  and  Rome  in  Canada.! 

That  those  Churches  have  received  from  the  Crown,  for  jnnposes  of  religious  instruction, 
grants  and  endowments,  in  which  the  Wesieyan  Methodist  Church  has  not  participated. 

That  the  Methodist  ])ortion  of  the  ])o])ulation  of  Canada  should  possess  e<pial  facilities  with 
that  of  any  other  Church,  for  the  education  of  its  Youth  and  Clergy. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Honourable  House  to  tjike  the  premises  into  your  most 
gracious  and  favourable  consideration,  and  to  pass  an  Act  in  acc()rdance  with  the  pnjvisions  of 
the  Royal  Charter  for  the  inctnporation  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  into  a  College,  under  the 
name  and  title  of  "  Victoria  Colli!ge, "  with  such  privileges  as  are  posses.sed  by  the  '"Queen's 
College"  of  the  Presi)yterian  Church  of  Scotland,  at  Kingston,  and  to  endow  the  same  with  the 
sum  of  One  Thousand  pounds  (£1,000)  per  annum. 

And  your  Petitioners,  as  in  duty  })ound,  will  ever  pray.

Note. — The  following  Letter,  enck)sing  this  Return,  was  addressed  to  Mr  T.  W.  C. 
Murdoch,  Chief  Secretary  to  His  Excellency  the  (Jovernor  General,  dated  King's  College  Office, 
Toronto,  26th  Aprd,  1841  :  ' 

In  compliance  with  the  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Upi)er  Canada  to  His  Excel- 
lency Sir  George  Arthur,  of  the  29th  April.  1839,  T  have  ])repared  and  have  now  the  honour  of 
transmitting  to  you  the  following  Statements,  relative  to  the  aftairs  of  Kings  College  and  of 
Upjier  Canada  College,  irtnw  the  period  to  which  the  similar  Statements  transmitted  to  you  in 
my  Letter  of  the  IHth  December,  1839,  were  closed  up,  to  the  31st  Decendier,  1840,  videlicet  : —

— Mr.  George  M.  Boswell,  from  the  Select  Connnittee,  to  which  wa.s 
referred  the  Petition  of  the  Reverends  William  Ryerson,  Anson  Green,  John  Ryerson,  E^erton 
Ryerson,  Richard  Jones  and  others,  composing  the  Board  of  Upjier  Canathi  Academy,  witli 
power  to  rejxirt  by  Bill,  or  otherwise, — ])resented  to  the  House  a  Bill  "To  lncorj)orate  the 
'  Upper  Canada  Academy  '  under  the  name  and  style  of  '  Victoria  College,'  "  wliich  was  received 
and  read  a  first  time.

The  Common  School  Bill  of  1841.  - (CoidinKcd .) 

July  2i)th,  ISJfl. — The  Order  of  the  Day  for  the  House  to  go  into  Connnittee  of  the  Whole, 
to  take  into  consideration  the  exjtediency  of  repealing  certain  Laws  relating  to  tlie  Establishment 
and  Maintenance  of  Connnon  ScIkkJs  in  the  late  Province  of  I'pjter  Canada,  and  of  making  |)ro- 
vision  for  the  Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  Connnon  Schools  in  this  Province,  bein<f  read, 
the  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  the  said  Committee.  Mr.  Boutillier  took  the  chair  of 
the  Committee,  and  after  some  time  sj)ent  therein,  reported  that  the  Connnittee  had  come  to  a 
Resolution,  which  was  read  at  the  Clerks  Taljle,  and  agreed  to  l)y  the  House,  and  is  as  follow- 
eth  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  repeal  the  Acts  and  ])arts  of  Acts  of  the  Legi.slature  of  that 
]iart  of  this  Province,  formerly  called  Upper  Canada,  i)roviding  for,  or  relating  to,  tlie  Establish- 
ment, Maintenance,  or  i-eguhition  of  Connnon  Schoi>ls  tlierein,  and  to  make  provision  for  the 
Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  Connnon  Schools  throughout  this  (united)  Province. 

Ordered — That  the  Hi>nourable  Solicitor  General  Day  have  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  repeal 
certain  Acts  theruin  menti<med,  and  to  make  provision  for  the  Establishment  and  Maintenance 
of  Connnon  Schools  throughout  this  Province. 

He  accordingly  presented  the  said  I^>ill  to  the  House,  and  the  same  was  received  and  lead 
for  the  first  time. 
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The  preamble  of  Mr.  Da3''s  Common  School  Bill  being-  quite  comprehensive, 
I  give  it  entire,  as  it  sets  forth  the  objects  of  the  Bill,  as  follows: — 

^VHEREAs  tlie  Laws  now  in  fm-ce  for  the  maintenance  and  regulation  of  Com- 
mon Scliools,  extend  only  to  that  part  of  this  Province  heretofore  called  Ujjper 
Canada,  and  it  is  necessiiry  to  make  ])rovision  for  the  establishment  and  mainten- 
ance of  such  schools  throughout  the  entire  Prt)vince  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,   by   and  with 

the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 

of  the  Province  of  Canada,  constituted  and  asseml)led  by  virtue  of,  and  uniler,   the 

authority  of  an   Act   j)assed   in  the  Parliament  of  the   t'nitetl   Kingdom  of  Great 

Iropt-rial  Act,   Britain  and  Ireland,   [on  the  23rd  daj'  of  July,  1840]  and  intituled.  "  An  Act  to 

3  and  4  Vict.,    •'  Re-unite  the  Provinces  of  Upjier  and  Lower  Canada,  and  for  the  (iovernment  of 

ch-  'i^-  "  Canada  ; ''  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  the  Act  of 

the  Legislature  of  the  late  Province  of  ITjtjjer  Canada,  jjassed  in  the  Fifty-Sixth  year 

Act  of  Upper  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majestj- King  George  the  Third,  and  intituled,  "An  Act 

Canada,  56        "granting  to  His  JNIajesty,  a  sum  of  money  to  be  ai)])lied  to  the  use  of  Common 

Geo.  iii.  cap.     "Schools  throughout  this  Province,  and  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  the  said

Act  of  Upper    ''j.gj,(,.^i  certain   Acts  therein   mentioned,   and  for  the  further  encouragement  of 

Will  iv  cau     "  Elementary  Schools  in  the  Country  parts  of  this  Province,'   l)c  and  the  same  are 

26.  hereby  lepealed. 

Ordered . — That  the  said  Bill  Vie  read  a  second  time  this  day  fortnight. 

Ordered. — That  Two  Hundred  copies  of  the  said  Bill  be  printed  in  each  of  the  English  and 
French  Languages  for  the  use  of  the  Members  of   this  Hou.^e. 

Remarks  of  the  Honourable  Solicitor  General  Day,  in  introdlcing  his  Sihool  Bill. 

As  this  (Jomraon  School  Bill  was  the  first  of  the  kind  introduced  into  the  Legis- 
lature after  the  T'nion  of  the  Provinces,  it  thus  became  the  foundation  of  subse- 
quent legislation  in  regard  to  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada.  I  have  thought 
it,  therefore,  desirable  to  give  the  explanation  of  its  principles  and  the  scope 
of  the  measure  itself  in  the  language  of  Mr.  Solicitor  General  Day,  who  intro- 
duced tlie  Hill,  taken  from  the  Canadian  Mirror  of  Parliament,  published  at 
Kingston  in  bS41.  'J'he  Spocch  is  cloarly  not  well  reported,  but  1  give  it  as  it 
app'-ared  in  the  Mirror.  'J'he  oljservations  of  other  prominent  Members  of  the 
House  of  A.ssembly  on  the  Bill  are  also  taken  from  the  Mirror.  They  will  be 
found  l>otli  instructive  and  interesting,  as  the  utterances  of  the  School  Legislators 
of  tliose  eail}'  days. 

On  fluj  Order  of  the  Day  for  going  into  Conuiiittee  on  the  suliject  ol  tlie  cstaljlisjiment  of 
C'Diimoii  S -liools,  Mr.  Day  riHc  and  said  that  the  object  of  the  present  motion  was  the  repeal 
f»f  tlie  (fxistin^  laws  on  this  subject  in  the  two  portions  of  the  Province,  and  the  substitution  in 
their  place  <»f  one  general  system  which  should  extend  to  the  whole  Province,  and  embrace  the 
entire  pojiulatifm. 
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The  subject  was  one  of  tlie  greatest  importance,  and  wliich  threw  a  great  moral  duty  on 
every  man  to  lend  his  aid  towards  supporting  it.  Those  aci[uainted  with  the  subject  well  knew 
that  the  present  mea.sure  was  l)ut  one  part  of  the  great  general  system  of  National  Education, 
wliicli  would  take  in  not  merely  the  establishment  of  Connnun  Schools,  but  also  of  Model,  and 
more  especially  of  "  Normal  Schools,  which  would  train"  up  young  men  to  act  as  teachers  and 
instructors. 

By  this  system  the  establishment  of  Common  Schools  would  be  the  foundation,  upon  which 
all  the  rest  would  lie  ;  and,  if  prudence  was  only  ol)served  in  proceeiling,  there  was  no  reason 
why  everything  should  not  be  done  on  this  basis  whicli  tlie  iin])(ntaiice  of  the  subject  required. 
In  order,  however,  to  secure  success,  it  was  necessary  that  tlie  system  introduced  should  be 
ample,  effective  and  popular  ;  and  that  it  should  not  interfere  with  the  prejudices  of  those  for 
whose  benefit  it  was  intended. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  detain  the  Committee  of  the  House  with  the  consideration  of  the 
several  Acts  which  had  existed  in  Upper  Canada  ;  it  was  sufficient  to  say  that  they  had  proved 
inadeijuate  for  the  purpose  intended,  and  that  it  was  necessary  that  some  alteration  should 
take  place. 

The  first  Act  of  the  Upper  Canada  legislature  on  the  subject  of  Common  School  Educa- 
tion in  that  province  was  passed  in  181G  ;  this  Act  was  extended  by  another  of  lfS20  which 
made  further  ])rovision  by  extending  the  aid  previously  granted.  In  18'J4  another  Act  was 
passed,  and  again  in  IH'.V.),  which  was  the  last  attempt  at  legislation  on  the  subject.*  There  was 
but  one  opinion  on  the  etlect  of  these  me«ures,  that  they  had  proved  insufficient,  and  had 
failed  to  effect  tiie  important  object  held  out. 

By  reference  to  statistics,  it  would  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  children  educated  at 
the  District  (Grammar)  Schools  was  300,  and  at  the  Common  Schools,  80lJ,  giving  out  of  the 
total  number  an  average  of  one  only  out  of  eighteen  who  received  the  benefit  of  education. 

If  then,  means  for  the  encouragement  of  education  was  so  much  re((uired  in  Upper  Canada, 
how  much  more  were  they  recjuired  in  Lower  Canada.  There  no  legal  establishment  existed,  no 
provision  of  the  law  by  which  the  people  could  obtain  access  t)  education.  With  the  exception 
of  a  few  Institutions,  supported  by  private  benevolence,  and  maintained  by  the  exertions  of  a 
class  of  men  to  whom  he  (Mr.  Day)  could  not  pay  too  high  a  tribute  of  praise — he  alluded  to 
the  11  >man  Catholic  Clergy— no  means  for  public  instruction  existed.!  The  total  population  of 
that  Province  was  estimated  at  6uO,UUO  souls,  out  of  which  one-fifth,  or  12,000  youth,  were 
without  the  means  of  education,  and  this  young  population  was  growing  up  to  the  exercise  of 
important  duties  wholly  ignorant  of  the  nature  of  those  duties. 

He  (Mr.  Day)  would  not  join  in  the  censure  which  had  been  so  abundantly  dealt  out  on  the 
Legislature  of  Lower  Canada  :  the  truth  was,  that  there  had  been  a  great  deal  of  lei^islation  on 
the  subject,  extending  back  to  the  4Ist  George  the  Third,  1801,+  which  attempted  ilu  founda- 
tion of  a  Royal  In.stitution,  but  was  productive  of  no  efijct.  Since  then  several  Acts  had  been 
passed,  in  1814,  1818,  and  lastly  in  1823,  which  last  Act  was  of  gre<it  importance,  and  must 
have  produced  the  most  benehcial  resulti.  Its  effect  was  to  divide  the  Country  into  Districts  ; 
aud  so  important  was  it  ccmsidered  that  it  had  been  extended  by  subsequent  statutes  down  to 
the  2nd  William  the  4th,  chapter  2G,  (1832.)  which  existed  up  to  the  time  of  the  suspensiim  of 
the  Constitution,  since  which  time  no  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  schools  had  been  made. 

These  facts  alone  were  sufficient  to  secure  the  unanimous  support  of  that  House  ;  and  he 
would  merely  add,  that  he  had  bestowed  great  attention  upon  the  materials  necessary  for  the 
measure,  in  order  to  render  it  worthy  of  support.  Besides  his  own  labours,  he  had  been  in- 
debted for  much  of  the  information  he  possessed  to  a  valuable  Rei)ort  furnished  by  Doctor 
Charles  Duncombe  to  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  in  1^^3(3,  on  the  subject  of  Eilucation  in 
the  Province,,^  as  also  to  the  labours  of  a  gentleman  named  Mr.  Christopher  Dunkin.  and  to  a 
pamphlet  published  by  a  Mr.  Mondelet.  the  tenor,  and  spirit  of  wliich  reflected  the  highest 
credit  on  the  writer.^  Mr.  Day  then  iiK>ved  the  reception  of  the  Order  of  the  Day,  and  intro- 
duced his  Bill. 


*  Ad  Act  to  authurize  the  f.stablishuicinc  uf  District  Grammar  Schools  in  Upper  Canada  was  passed  in 
1807.     iSee  pages  tiO,  61  of  the  First  Volume  of  this  Documeacary  Hisiory.

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Remarks  of  Other  Prominent  Members  of  the  Hocse  ok  Assembly  on  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Neilson,  of  Quebec,  said  that  there  could,  of  course,  he  no  objection  on  his  part  to 
any  alteration  which  might  be  considered  necessary  in  the  law  relating  to  Connnon  Schools  in 
this  part  of  the  Province.  But  Avith  respect  to  the  Eastern  part,  a  portion  of  which  he  had  the 
honour  to  represent,  he  could  state,  from  his  own  personal  knowledge,  that  great  efforts  had 
been  made  bv  the  people  themselves— and  these  efforts,  he  was  happy  to  say,  were  successful — 
to  educate  the  rising  generation.  .  .  The  dissensions  between  different  branches  of  the 
Legislature  in  Lower  Canada  afterwards  unhappily  put  an  end  to  the  system  of  education  then 
in  practice,  and  left  that  Province  without  any  provision  for  Common  Schools,  and  nothing 
remainpd  but  what  could  be  derived  from  the  efforts  of  the  people  themselves  ;  and  he  believed 
it  was  now  going  on  in  such  a  way  that,  whether  assistance  were  given  to  them,  or  not,  the  people 
would  be  educated.  .  .  Notwithstanding  this,  he  would  be  happy  to  see  tlie  work  facilitated 
by  some  organized  system,  by  which  the  people  might  be  fully  etiabled  to  educate  their  children 
according  to  their  wishes  and  their  feelings ;  and,  above  all,  their  religious  opinions  should  not 
be  interfered  with.  He,  (Mr.  Neilson,)  would  cheerfully  c(mcur  in  tlie  Resolution,  .  .  but 
he  would,  at  the  same  time,  watch  with  great  earnestness  any  thing  which  he  thought  was  cal- 
culated to  interfere  wiih  the  religious  prejudices  of  the  people. 

Captain  Elmer  Steele,  of  Simcoe,  would  observe  that  that  part  of  the  Speech  of  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor-General,  which  referred  to  the  subject  of  Education  had  been  received 
with  immense  satisfaction  throughout  the  whole  Western  pirt  of  the  Province,  and  he  was  happy 
to  perceive  that  a  similar  spirit  seemed  to  jirevail  in  Lower  Canada.  He  hoped  the  House 
would  unite  in  producing  as  perfect  a  Sj'stem  of  Education  as  possible;  that  each  denomination 
of  Christians  may  educate  their  children  according  to  the  principles  of  their  own  faith.  He 
thought  there  should  be  some  plan  devised  by  which  they  would  be  saved  the  necessity  of 
employing,  in  the  education  of  their  children,  every  adventurer  who  chooses  to  come  across  the 
lines  and  propagate  his  political  doctrines  here. 

Mr.  William  Hamilton  Merritt,  of  Haldimand,*  said  :  this  was  a  question  which  ho  had 
heard  discussed  for  a  number  of  years,  and,  up  to  the  present  time,  he  was  sony  to  say,  without 
any  beneticinl  result.  He  thought,  before  the  system  already  in  existence  was  condemned,  or 
set  aside,  they  ought  to  be  well  assured  that  they  had  the  means  of  establishing  a  better  one. 
They  might  look  with  great  advantage  to  otlier  countries  for  examples  on  the  subject  of  education. 
In  the  State  of  Connecticut  a  fund  was  pi'ovided  by  the  government  equal  to  the  sum  which  the 
peoj)le  were  willing  to  raise  voluntarily,  and  they  had  by  these  means  an  aggregate  of  four 
millions  of  dollars  annually  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools.  +  The  result  of  such  a  system 
was,  that,  according  to  returns  which  might  be  relied  upon,  there  was  but  few  persons  in  the 
whole  state  who  were  unable  to  read  or  write. 

He  hoped  the  honourable  Gentleman  who  introduced  the  Bill,  would  point  out  some 
means  for  providing  for  a  permanent  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  Schools,  which,  up  to  the 
present  moment,  has  not  been  the  case.  Although,  as  far  back  as  1797,  a  large  appropriation 
of  lands  had  been  made  for  the  support  of  Grammar  Schools,  yet  that  appropriation  had  after- 
wards been  diverted  to  other  purposes. 

The  Honourable  Samuel  B.  Hakri.sox,  Provincial  Secretary,  West,  I  said  he  was  exceed- 
ingly hapj)y  tf)  hear  the  observations  of  the  honourable  gentleman,  for  it  fortunately  happened 
that  the  plan  which  he  recommends  is  the  very  one  which  is  intended  by  the  Gdvernment  to  be 
pursued.     The  fund  is  pi'ovided  by  the  Legislature.     With  regard  to  an  a])j)ropriation  of  lands,

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ill!  investigation  has  been  going  on,  ami  lie  tmstutl  tliat  liefoiv  the  end  of  this  session,  a  very 
satisfying  Report  woiikl  l)e  laid  before  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  (  !eouoe  M.  Boswell  of  NnrtliuiMi)erl.ind  .said  that  the  learned  ( Jentleman,  who  introduced 
the  Resolution,  had  very  properly  ai)stained  from  entering  at  large  ui)on  the  details  uf  the 
measure  whicli  he  intendetl  to  found  upon  it;  but  he,  (Mr.  Boswell,)  was  convinced  it  was  a 
subject  of  congratulation  t<>  the  country  that  now,  for  the  first  time,  a  Minister  of  the  (iovern- 
ment  comes  down  to  this  House  and  proj»i>ses  a  measure  for  the  promotion  ef  Education. 
However  we  may  ilitfer  from  the  minut(^  details,  the  very  fact  of  the  measure  being  ])ropo.sed  by 
a  Minister  of  the  (Jovernment  is  a  sul)ject  of  co  igratulatioii.  The  Iionourable  (Jentleman  from 
Haldimaud  sayN,  before  we  eondenni  the  old  plan  let  us  know  what  the  new  <me  is  lo  be.  Sir,  I 
have  heard  the  old  system  condemned  from  one  end  of  the  Province  to  the  other.  That  it  is 
necessary  to  adopt  some  change  there  can  be  no  doubt  :  there  is  no  differenci-  of  oi)inion  upon 
this  point;  and  I  trust  that,  when  the  ])ian  of  the  honourable  and  learned  (lentleman  is  brought 
before  the  House,  it  will  be  found  to  be  so  liberal  in  its  nature  that  they  will  feel  it  their  duty 
to  give  it  their  entire  support. 

Mr.  MEuaiTT  observed  that  h  ;  was  very  hai)[)y  to  find  that  a  permanent  fund  was  intended 
to  be  appropriated.     Under  the.se  circumstances  he  had  no  idea  of  opposing  the  measu-e. 

Mr.  p]i)\VAKr>  Hale,  of  Sherbrooke,  Lower  Canada,  .said  he  was  happy  to  find  tliat  the 
measure  was  to  luive  reference  to  tlie  various  sections  of  the  Province.  He  confessed  that  he 
was  startled  at  the  expressions  made  use  of  by  the  honoural)le  Gentleman  from  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  (Mr.  Neilson),  that  he  would  watch  with  scrupulous  care  the  introduction  of  a  system 
of  education  which  should  have  referc  ce  to  Lower  Canada.  He  (Mr.  Hale)  was  induced  to 
belie\e  from  this  expression,  that  the  honourable  (Gentleman  had  a  lurking  desire  that  the  union 
of  these  Provinces  should  not  be  consummated. 

Mr.  D.  B.  ViGER,  of  Richelieu,  Lower  Canada,  .said  the  honourable  (Jentleman  seemed  to 
be  under  a  misapprehension  with  reuard  to  the  desire  uf  Mr.  Neilson,  the  honourable  Member 
from  Quebec.  What  they  desired  was  that  there  should  be  no  distinction  in  religious  matters. 
He,  (Mr.  Viger,)  could  not  see  any  great  harm  in  this.  They  desired  that  no  monopoly  .should 
be  established  ;  such  things  were  destructive  of  the  })eace  of  society.  They  had  examples  both 
in  (iermany  and  France  of  government  monopolies  in  the  conducting  of  education,  and  they 
had  been  attended  witii  the  greatest  abuses.  We  of  Lower  Canada  wish  it  to  be  particularly 
understoLid  that  all  classes  should  be  equal  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  as  regards  civil  and  religious 
liberty.  This  is  a  principle  whicli  we  desire  to  assert,  and  which  we  des  re  to  see  jiut  into 
practice.  The  honourable  Gentleman  declares  tliat  nothing  has  been  done  to  remove  the  extreme 
ignorance  which  he  represents  as  i^revailing  in  Lower  Canada.  He  (Mr.  Viger)  was  far  from 
saying  that  they  were  in  no  need  of  instruction,  liut  this  much  he  would  say,  that  they  were 
not  altogether  in  the  state  which  the  lu)nouralile  Gentleman  would  have  the  House  to  believe. 
He  w'ould  say  further,  that  the  efforts  made  by  the  Lower  Canada  House  of  Assemltly  to  promote 
Education  had  been  extremely  successful. 

Mr.  Bev.ia.min  Holmes,  of  Montreal,  said  he  had  heirJ  with  great  satisfaction  the  announce- 
ment whiih  had  been  made  to  this  House  by  the  honourable  member  for  Ottawa.  (Mr.  Day),  of 
his  determination  to  bring  forward  a  system  of  (General  Education,  to  be  provided  for  by  a  grant 
from  the  Legislature.  He  could  assure  the  honourable  Gentleman  that  he  could  not  bring  forward 
a  measure  which  would  be  received  with  more  appiobation  than  this  one.  There  had  been 
several  petitions  presented  to  that  House,  jir.iying  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  might  be  introduced 
as  a  Text-book  ill  schoo's.  He  (Mr.  Holmes)  could  not  bring  his  mind  to  acquiesce  in  this 
proposition.  Every  man  is  answer-ible  for  his  religious  belief  to  his  own  conscience  and  to  his 
God  ;  and  every  man  should  be  at  liberty  to  instruct  his  childi-en  in  that  faith  which  his  con- 
science dictates. 

Mr.  Francis  HiNriv.s,  of  Oxford,  paid  that  he  would  support  the  Resolution  with  great 
satisfaction,  as  he  perceived  that  a  fund  for  the  purposes  of  general  education  wa<  to  be  created 
from  the  lands  originally  set  apart  for  the  sui)port  of  schools  within  the  Upper  Province,  and 
fnnn  wlut  was  called  the  Jesuits'  Estates  in  Lower  Canada.*     With  regard  to  the  scli  )ol  lands,

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he,  (Mr.  Hincks),  was  aware  that  there  had  been  a  great  niisai)plicatioii  of  the  funds  proceeding 
therefrom.  He  would  regret  exceedingly  that  a  sinii'ar  grant  should  be  again  made  to  so  little 
purpose.  They  had  experienced  trouble  enough  with  those  yrants.  The  Clei-gj'  Reserves  was 
another  example.  It  was  known  that  great  complaints  arose  regardine;  such  grants,  from  the 
circumstances  that  they  obstruct  the  settlement  of  the  (ouniry.  This  was  an  important  point. 
For  these  reasons  he  was  averse  to  having  any  lands,  more  than  had  been  already  granted  for 
that  purpose,  appropriated  ;  and  he  trusted  that  th  se  already  granted  would  be  disposed  of  as 
speedily  as  possible.  It  was  impossib'e  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  subject  without  having 
the  details  before  them  ;  but  so  far  as  he  had  an  o}»poitiniity  of  judging  the  measure,  from  what 
he  had  already  seen,  he  had  no  hesitation  in  giv.ng  it  his  cordial  support. 

Mr.  James  Duraxd,  of  Halton,  said  that  he  should  be  extremely  happy  to  suppoit  the 
Resolution  The  subject  of  Education  was  one  which  was  viewed  with  extraord  nary  interest 
by  the  whole  country.  There  had  bton  in  1797,  a  uiuniticent  grant  of  half  a  million  of  acres, 
which  would  have  amounted  at  least  to  two  millions  of  dollars,  if  sold.  A  suthcient  sum  would 
thus  have  he  in  sscered  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  schools  throughout  the  whole  Province. 
The  (juestion  is  now,  what  are  we  going  to  get  in  lieu  of  this  fuud  '.  I  think  the  people  of  the 
Province  are,  at  ^U  events,  entitled  to  an  equivalent. 

Colonel  Pki>"CE,  of  Essex,  said  that  this  was  a  most  important  subject  ;  no  subject  brought 
before  the  House  could  be  more  so.  He,  however,  would  make  objections  to  honourable 
Members  going  into  the  details  of  the  Bill  on  the  present  occasion.  The  simple  (]uestion  is 
wht-ther  or  not  the  Bill  ought  to  be  introduced.  He  is  and  always  has  been,  a  strong  advocate 
for  Connnon  Schools. 

If  properly  conducted  thej'  will  be  productive  of  immense  good  to  the  Country  and  become 
the  great  liasis  of  liberty.  Under  all  circumstances,  and  at  all  times,  Scotland  has  been  cele- 
brated for  its  educational  system,  and,  therefore,  he  would  be  willing  to  pay  the  greatest  defer- 
ence to  the  opinions  of  Mr.  Neilscm,  the  honoui'able  Member  for  the  County  of  Quebec,  on  a 
<|uestion  of  this  kind.  The  honourable  Member  paid  a  high  tribute  of  reapeot  to  Colonel 
Bi  rvvell,  late  Member  for  London,  for  his  exertions  (m  this  subject. 

Mr.  a.  X.  MoRiN,  of  Nicolet.  Lower  Canada,  .^aid  that  there  was  provision  for  education 
in  Lower  Canada,  but  no  good  had  resulted  from  it,  a.s  the  (Joveroment  was  not  responsible  for 
its  success. 

Mr.  David  Thorburn.  of  Lincoln,  said  that  this  was  one  of  the  great  measures  that  he  had 
supported  in  common  with  the  scheme  of  union.  It  was  a  measure  to  proA  e  that  '*  the  school- 
master was  abroad."  If  the  people  have  no  education  thoy  can  have  no  intelligent  means  of 
controlling  the  doings  of  the  Government,  and,  in  such  a  case,  it  does  just  as  it  pleases.  A 
Dispatch  had  been  sent  to  this  Colony  to  change  the  land?^  set  apart  for  educational  purposes  for 
better  lands.     He  trusted  this  would  not  be  overlooked.* 

Mr.  Harri.sox  replied  that  all  sums  previously  allowed  were  embodied  in  the  accounts  in 
pos^session  of  the  House. 

Mr.  .Tamk.s  H.  Price,  of  the  County  of  York,  said  that  he  trusted  that  this  Bill  would 
Vjring  the  SchorAmaster  home  to  every  Village  and  Township,  and  he  congratulated  the  Country 
upon  the  prospect  of  a  better  state  of  things  being  about  to  be  introduced.  It  had  been  a  source 
<jf  regret  to  him  that  hitherto  all  attemi)ts  at  legislation  on  the  subject  of  Education  in  this 
Province  had  been  made  with  a  view  to  proselyte  the  youth  of  the  Country  to  one  favourite 
(hmii  lant  Churrh.  If  the  Bill,  now  about  to  be  introduced,  should  be  free  from  sectarianism, 
and  otherwise  be  liberally  intended,  it  should  have  his,  (Mr  Price's,)  cordial  support  :  but,  on 
the  other  hand,  if  it  were  to  be  trammeled  with  religious  prejudices  and  enactments,  it  should 
meet  his  most  determined  opposition.  The  success  of  a  Ministry  and  the  jirospciity  of  a  country 
depend  very  much  upon  the  moral  in.struction  of  the  peo]tle.  and,  if  the  Executive  (Joverinnent 
ex]»ecttoobtai)i  that  popularity  which  every  friend  of  civil  and  n-ligious  liberty  sIkjuUI  aim  at,  they 
must  give  the  Country  the  advantage  <(f  a  good,  liljeral  and  extensive  System  of  E  iucatiou,  and 
then  a  good  riovernnient  will  have  materials  to  operate  u])on,  which,  while  it  confers  honour 
and  credit  uj^on  the  Executive,  will,  on  the  other  hand,  yive  moral  influence  and  power  to  the 
I»eople-  apower  which  will  be  a  formidable  check  upon  bad  government  ami  a  strong  support  to 
a  good  one.  My  hono\iraViic  frien<l  from  North  Lincoln,  (Mr.  Thorburn,)  has  stated  that  a  great  deal 
has  been  said  and  done  in  former  Parliaments  <m  this  important  subject,  and  that  funds  have  been 
set  apart  for  the  purpose  of  education.  l)ut  were  diverted  to  some  object  other  than  that  for 
whicii  they  were  intended.  That  is  not  the  ipieHtion  :  the  questi<in  is,  shall  a  liberal  and  exten- 
sive HVHfem  of  Education  l»o  introduced  into  the  Country,  or  not  f  My  rooted  and  settled 
opinion  is  that  all  good  Oovernnients  are  bound  to  provide  for  the  education  of  the  youth  of  the

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Cinintry  ;  and.  sliould  there  be  no  means  within  the  reacli  of  the  present  Executive,  I.  as  an 
independent  Member  of  chis  House,  am  wilHng  to  provide  the  necessary  means  by  taxation  ;  as 
no  tax  could  bo  more  just  and  etpiitable  than  one  judiciously  levied  and  fairly  laid  out  for  tlie 
moral  education  of  the  people  ;  and  I  am  satisfied  that  my  cons' ituents  will  bear  me  out  in  my 
vote  upon  such  a  measure.  1  trust  that  the  honoural)le  and  learned  S<.licitor  TJeneral,  when 
he  brings  in  the  Bill,  will  not  disapjioint  this  House  and  the  Country  by  iutr(jducinf(  any  i  liberal 
enactments  to  mar  the  piesent  universal  satisfaction  the  prospect  of  the  measure  has  j^iven.

Provision  first  make  for  Sbi-auate  StHOoLS  in   Utpkr  Can.\i»a. 

I  have  given  above  the  proposal  made  by  the  Honourable  Solicitor  General 
Day,  Member  i'or  the  County  of  Ottawa,  in  Lower  Canada,  and  assented  to  by 
the  House  of  Assembly,  that  he  should  be  permitted  to  introduce  a  Bill  to  repeal 
all  the  previous  Common  School  Legislation  of  Upper  Canada  then  in  force.  As 
-a  substitute  for  this  Legislation,  he  desired  to  introduce  a  new  and  compi-ehensive 
measure  for  the  Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  Common  Schools  in  both 
Upper  and  Lower  Canada. 

It  will  be  noticed  that,  up  to  this  time,  (as  explained  by  Mr.  Neilson, 
when  this  Bill  was  introduced,)  there  was  only  one  Legislative  enactment,  which 
related  to  Elementary  Schools  in  existence  in  Lower  Canada,  and  that  was  a  recent 
one,  (2  William  IV.,  Chapter  26,)  passed  in  1834,  which  provided  for  the  main- 
tenance of  "  Elementary  Schools  in  the  country  parts  of  (that)  Province."  In 
Upper  Canada,  there  were  three  enactments  relating  to  Schools  in  existence,  which 
Mr.  Day's  Bill  proposed  to  repeal.  These  Upper  Canada  School  Acts  were  the 
56th  (Jeorge  III.,  Chapter  36,  passed  in  1810  ;  the  60th  George  III.,  (cited  as  1st 
(ieorge  IV.,)  Chapter  7,  passed  in  1820;  and  4th  George  IV.,  Chapter  8,  passed 
in  1824.     • 

Note— These  several  School  Acts  of  Upper  Canada  will  bfi  found  on  pages  102,  17l2and  l!t7  of  the 
First  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History. 

Mr.  Day's  projected  Bill  did  not  propose  to  deal  with  the  Grammar,  (then 
called  Public,)  Schools,  and  hence  his  measure  did  not  provide  for  the  repeal  of 
any  of  the  Upper  Canada  Acts  relating  to  the  Public  (CJrammar)  Schools.  The 
Legislative  Council,  however,  as  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  its  proceedings,  took 
up  the  (juestion  of  Grammar  Schools  in  Upper  Canada,  and  their  maintenance, 
and  passed  an  elaborate  .series  of  Resolutions  on  the  subject,  which  it  afterward 
embodied  in  a  Grammar  School  Bill,  and,  having  pas.sed  it,  sent  it  to  the  House 
of  Assembly  for  its  concurrence.  The  Council  Bill  there  received  two  readings, 
and  vvas'then  dropped,  or  was  j)ractically  merged  in  the  School  Lands  Appropria- 
tion Act.  The  House  of  Assembly  ahso  agreed  to  a  Ilesolution  for  repealino-  the 
last  Grammar  School  Act,  {massed  by  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature  in  1889,  (2 
Victoria,  Chapter  10,)  but  took  no  further  steps,  (by  way  of  further  Resolutions,)  in 
the  matter.  It,  however,  pas.«ed  an  Act,  (4  and  5  Victoria,  C/hapter  19,)  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  Parliamentary  proceedings,  to  piovide  for  the  temporary  appli- 
cation of  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  School  Lands  to  the  support  of  (irammar 
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Schools.  This  measure  repealed  the  foregoing  last  enacted  Upper  Canada  Gram- 
mar School  Act  of  1839  intituled :  "An  Act  for  the  Advancement  of  Education," 
(2nd  Victoria,  Chapter  10),  to  which  I  have  referred  at  length  on  pages  loG,  158 
and  172  of  the  Third  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History. 

Quite  a  number  of  Petitions  were  presented  to  the  House  of  Assembly, 
during  the  Session  of  1841,  chiefly  from  Lower  Canada,  praying  "  for  aid  to,  and 
on  the  establishment  and  management  of,  Schools,"  and  "  for  an  efficient  system 
of  Education  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Province." 

Two  other  notable  Petitions  were  presented  to  the  Legislature  on  this  sub- 
ject. One  was  from  the  Church  of  England  Bishop  of  Toronto,  and  the  other 
was  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Kingston. 

The    Principle    of  Separate  Schools  in  Upper  Canada  First  Advocated 

IN  1841. 

The  principle  of  Separate  Schools  was  clearly  laid  down  in  the  Petition  of 
the  Right  Reverend  Doctor  John  Strachan,  Church  of  England  Bishop  of 
Toronto,  and  his  Clergy,  which  was  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  United 
Canada  at  its  tirst  Session.  This  Petition  prayed  :  "  That  the  Education  of  the 
Children  of  their  own  Church  may  be  entrusted  to  their  own  Pastors ;  and  that 
an  annual  grant  from  the  assessments  may  be  awarded  for  their  instruction ;  '* 
in  other  words,  Bishop  Strachan  and  his  Clergy,  in  their  Petition,  maintained 
the  doctrine  of  Separate  Chuich  of  P^ngland  Schools,  supported  in  part,  at  least, 
out  of  the  public  funds  and  the  local  assessment  rates* 

The  Petition  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  the  Right  Reverend  Doctor 
Remegius  Gaulin,  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Kingston,  did  not,  in  express  terms,, 
advocate  the  principle  of  Separate  Schools,  but  it  stated  "  objections  to  the  prin- 
ciples '  of  the  proposed  Bill  of  the  Honourable  Solicitor  General  Day.  This 
Petition,  (as  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Assembly),  is  mentioned  as 
having  "  stated  objections  against  the  principles  of  the  Bill  for  the  establishment 
of  Common  Schools  now  before  the  House,  and  desiring  that  it  may  not  become 
Lawuntil  the  opinionoftheCatholics  andotherlJeligious  Denominations  be  known." 

The  suVjsequent  proceedings  of  the  Hou.se  of  Assembly,  in  regard  to  the 
Honourable  Solicitor  General  Day's  Bill,  clearly  .showed  that  the  desire  expressed 
in  the  Petition  of  Bishop  Gaulin  was  practically  granted,  fcjr,  during  the  passage 
of  the  Bill  through  the  House,  a  mixed  general  Committee,  which  had  been 
ui)pointcd,  introduced  an  anjendment  to  the  Bill  providing  for  the  establish- 
ment, under  certain  conditions,  of  Roman  Catholic  Separate  Schools,  and  of 
IVotestant  Se])arate  Schools,  but  not  for  (Jhurch  of  England  Sef)arate  Schools,  as 
prayed  for  by  Jiishop  Strachan  and  his  Clergy,  i" 

*For  aVx)ut  twenty  five  years  after  thin  Petition  was  preHented  to  the  UouHe  of  Assembly,  ReHohitronH 
tfj  th"  Kamef fleet  were  annually  agreed  to  and  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  Synod*  and  other  official 
gatheriiiKx  of  Membern  of  the  Church  of  England  in  Upper  Canada. 

+  Th<;  appointment  of  this  mixed  general  Committee  to  deal,  at  its  pleasure,  with  a  Goverslnent 
meat-ure  was  clearly  a  violation  of  the  principle  of  "  Res'ionsible  Government,"  an  asHerted  and  expounded, 
in  the  early  part  of  the  SemiioD,  by  Members  of  the  Government,  who  were  Members  of  the  House.

The  first  clause,  or 
section,  of  it  is  an  follow.s  :— "  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  all  monies  arisinsr  out  of  the  h'states 
of  the  late  Order  of  Jesuits,  vvhich  now  are  in,  or  may  hereafter  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Receiver  Gen- 
eral of  the  Province,  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  Chest  in  the  Vaults  wherein  the  public  monies  of  the 
Province  are  kept,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  Education  exclusively,  in  the  manner  provided 
by  thi.s  Act,  or  by  any  Act,  or  Acts,  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  by  the  Provincial  Letjislature  m  that 
behalf,  and  not  otherwise."

"An  Act  to  re|)eal  certain  Acts  therein  mentioneil,  and  to  make  further  luovision  for  the 
Estahlishment  and  Maintenance  of  Common  Schools  throughout  the  Province." 

September  17th,  ISJfl.  The  Honourahle  Samuel  H.  Harrison,  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Council, 
rose  in  his  place,  and  ac(|uaiiited   Mr.  Sjieaker,  and  the  Hou.se  that  in  cuiisuqueiice  of  tin-  severe 
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indisposition  of  the  Governor  General,  His  Excellency  could  not  meet  the  House  this  day  fi>r 
the  purpose  of  declaring  the  Royal  Pleasure  on  such  Bills  as  have  passed  the  Legislative  Council 
and  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Note.— This  severe  indisposition  of  Lotd  Sydenham,  the  Governor  Genera),  was  caused  by  a  fall  from 
his  Horse  on  the  4th  of  September.  1841.  He  died  on  the  19th  of  that  month.  See  further  references  to 
this  sad  event  at  the  clofe  of  the  Educational  proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council,  post. 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council,  1841. 

On  the  union  of  the  Piovinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  in  1841,  the 
Legislative  Councils  of  these  separate  Provinces  ceased  to  exist.  Lord  Sydenham, 
the  then  Governor  General,  constituted  the  Legislative  Council  of  the  newly 
united  Provinces  by  calling  to  it  twenty  four  Members,  of  which  seven  were 
Members  of  the  former  Legislative  Council  of  Upper  Canada,  videlicet,  The 
Honourable  Messieurs  Robert  Baldwin  Sullivan,  William  Morris,  James  Crooks, 
Adam  Ferguson,  John  Macauley,  John  Hamilton  and  Augustus  Baldwin.  The 
other  Members  resident  in  Upper  Canada,  who  were  called  to  the  Legislative 
Council  of  United  Canada,  were,  the  Honourable  Messieurs  Robert  Sympson 
Jameson,  (Vice  Chancellor),  Peter  Boyle  De  Blacquiere,  John  Macdonald,  Adam 
Ferrie  and  Thomas  McKa3^  The  Council  was  presided  over,  (apparently  follow- 
ing the  example  of  England),  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  Upper  Canada — the 
Honourable  Robert  Sympson  Jameson — who  was,  in  the  following  year,  appointed 
officially,  but  only  nominally,  to  be  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  for 
United  Canada — he  having,  two  Assistant  Superintendents  under  hin^,  who  prac- 
tioalh'  performed  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  each  Province  respectively.* 

The  Governor  General  opened  this  fii-st  Session  of  the  Legislature  of  United 
Canada  on  the  loth  of  June,  by  the  usual  "Speech  from  the  Throne," — the 
Educational  part  of  his  Speech  is  given  on  page  4  of  this  Volume.  The  reply 
to  this  part  of  the  (Jovernor  General's  Speech  was  a  re-echo  of  the  words  used  by 
the  Governor  (General  himself. 

Copies  of  most  of  the  Petitions  on  Education  and  Schools,  which  had  been 
prasented  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  were  also  presented  to  the  Legislative 
Council.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Council 
for  1841  :—

Your  Committee  have  also  examined  the  Resolutions  rejxirted  to  both  Houses  of  the  Par- 
liament of  Up])er  Canada,  by  the  Joint  Connnittee  on  Education,  and  ujxm  which  the  said  Act, 
(2nd  Victoria,  Chajjter  10,)  was  directed  to  be  framed.^  and  they  cannot  withold  the  exj)ression 
of  their  oj)inion.  that  the  provisions  of  that  Act  widely  de])art  from  the  sjjirit  of  those  Resolu- 
tions ;  and  tliat  the  Rules,  Regulations  and  By-Laws,  (relating  t<i  the  Cirannnar  Schools)  lately  made 
and  adopted  by  the  Council  of  King's  College,  will  have  the  effect  of  continuing  disa]»]iointment 
and  bad  feeling  in  the  Western  portion  of  this  Province,  instea<l  of  allaying  the  angry  passions 
which  a  long  contiinied  system  of  niisiiianagement  of  the  Educational  aH'airs  of  tlie  Colony  liad 
engendered.

The  Honourable  William  Morris,  Chairman  of  this  Select  Committee,  in 
proposing  the  adoption  by  the  House  of  a  series  of  Resolutions  on  the  subject, 
explained  that  as  these  Rules  and  Regulations  were  considered  arbitrary  and 
objectionable  by  the  District  Grammar  School  Boards  generally  throughout  the 
Country,  the  Select  Committee  had  prepared  a  series  of  Resolutions  on  thie  subject, 
which  he  would  submit,  but,  before  doing  so,  he  desired  to  say  that : 

After  the  discusssions  and  explanations  which  have  already  taken  place  on  this  subject,  I 
do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  take  up  nuich  of  your  time  on  the  present  occasion.  I  informed 
you  the  other  day  that  those  Rules  caused  nnich  dissatisfaction  to  the  Trustees  of  several  of  the 
District  Grannuar  Schools  ;  and,  in  order  to  prevent  a  feeling  of  discontent  on  that  subject  from 
spreading,  the  Select  Committee  had  reported  the  Bill  now  inider  consideration,  in  order  that 
the  Act,  (211(1  Victoria,  Ciiapter  10,)  might  lie  immediateh-  repealed.  It  was  an  Act  jiassed 
under  extraordinary  circumstances.*  The  Act,  (as  stated  in  the  Rejiort  of  the  Select  Committee,) 
was  directed  to  be  framed  on  tlie  Resolutions  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Education,  but  aiiycme. 
who  will  take  the  troulile  to  read  the  Resolutions  and  the  Act,  will  at  once  see  that  there  is  n<» 
similarity  between  them  ;  the  Resolutions  were  intended  to  abridge  the  ])owers  of  the  Council 
of  King's  College,  and  to  direct  the  application,  for  a  time,  of  a  jiortion  of  the  fuiidsat  its  disposal 
to  jjromote  general  education  ;  l)ut  the  Bill,  in  place  of  doing  this,  augmented  the  powers  of  the 
Council,  and  deprived  the  local  Trustees  of  all  authority  over  the  District  (iranimar  Schools. 

What  1  now  projiose  is  to  repeal  that  Act,  and  appoint  a  Commission  of  the  most  learned 
men  in  the  Province  to  investigate  our  whole  sj^stem  of  Education,  and  to  rejiort,  at  the  next 
Session  of  the  Legislature,  a  j)lan  for  its  imjirovement.  It  is  vain  to  hold  ()ut  exjiectations  to 
the  jieojile,  which  the  close  of  each  succeeding  Session  disaj)])oints  ;  and  it  is  e(|ually  vain  to 
exj>ect  that,  during  the  turmoil  of  legislation,  when  engrossing  jiolitical  and  other  subjects 
occupy  the  time  of  the  Members  of  l»oth  Houses,  these  Members  can  either  devise,  or  carry  into 
effect,  any  satisfactory  jjlan  of  General  Education. 

The  j)eo])le  of  Canada- West  have  much  reason  to  com|)laiii  that  tlie  iiiiuiitiiciit  appropriation 
made  bv  King  (Jeorge  the  III.  in  IT'-'"  for  tlieir  education  has  hitherto  yielde<l  them  no  advan- 
tage ;  and  it  is  this  ground  of  com|)laiiit,  and  the  urgent  necessity  of  doing  sometliing  for  their 
relief  that  induce  me  again  to  bring  the  subject  before  Parliament. 

T  shall  move  for  the  atloption  of  the  Bill  from  the  Select  Committee  for  the  re])eal  of  tlie 
Act,  2nd  Victoria,  Chapter  10,  and  sliall  tlieii  explain  my  views  of  the  Commission  of  wliicii  T 
shall  now  have  tlie  lioiiour  of  iiioving  for  the  apiiointment.  T  think  that  the  Coiiimission  should 
not  l>e  a  partial  one,  but  so  coiiijueliensive  as  to  embiace  all  the  leading,  general  interests  of  tiie 
community,  one  composed  of  the  most  learned  and  able  men  of  the  Province,  men  representing 
all  the  jiHiicipal  Religious  Denominations  in  it,  that  this  Commi.ssion  should  liave  jiower  tosit  in 
the  Parliament  House  during  the  recess,  with  free  access  to.  the  Library,  that  their  expenses 
should  be  paid  l)y  the  puldic,  that  they  should  have  the  assistance  of  the  Law  Clerks  of  lioth 
Houses,  ami.  eithei- as  a  l)ody,  or  by  a  Committee  of  themselves,  draw  up  and  report,  tlirough 
the  Government.'  to  the  Parliament  at  the  next  Session,  a  general  ]tlan  of  Education  and  Kiidow- 
ment  of  Common  Schools  aiitl  of  (irammar  Schools.  In  this  way  I  think  we  may  look  for  a 
satisfactxiry  rejiort. 

With  respect  to  the  ditticulty  which  is  presented  to  our  view  by  the  Petitions  which  daily 
come  before  the  House,  from  Itoiiian  Catholic  and  Protestant  Bodies,  1  would  just  oltserve,  that, 
if  the  use,  by  Protesbmts,  of  tlie  Holy  Scrijttures  in  their  Schools,  is  so  objectionable  to  (»ur 
fellow -subject;**  of  that  other  faith,  the  children  of  both  religious  persuasions  must  be  educati-d 
aj»art  ;  frtr  Protestants  never  can  yield  to  that  jioint,  ami,  tlierefoie,  if  it  is  insisted  upon  that 
the  Scriptures  shall  not  be  a  Class-liook  in  Schools,  we  must  pait  in  peace,  and  conduct  tin* 
education  of  tin;  resjiective  Bodies  according  to  our  sense  of  wliat  is  right.  I  now  move  for  the 
adr)|(tion  of  i\n-  following  Resolutions  : 

•  The  Act  wan  passed  during  the  enforced  abaence  in  Brockville  of  the  Honourable  William  Morris.. 
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1.  "  Ilesolri'ii,  'rii.it  it  is  most  iiiijortjint  tn  tliu  pence  .-uhI  wulfjui-  of  tlie  |)  'upK'  nf  tlii.s  I'roviiiut!, 
that  an  etHcieiit  aniJ  wcll-organi/.od  System  of  (iLMioral  E'lucation  lie,  without  fiirtiier  loss  of 
time,  ustablislieil  upon  just  and  liberal  principles  ;  I)}'  which  all  classes  of  Her  Majesty's  suh- 
jects  shall  enjoy  eipial  advantages,  and  that  the  inhabitants  of  tliat  |iart  of  tiie  Province,  for- 
merly called  li|)per  Canada,  he  forthwith  permitted  to  reap  the  lieni'lits  of  that  ample  provision 
which  was  made  by  His  Majesty  King  (Jeorge  the  Third  (in  IT'-'T).  for  the  Education  of  his 
fiul)jects  in  that  jtortion  of  the  Province." 

2.  "  Resolved,  That,  in  onler  to  secure  the  assistance  of  those  best  (pialitieil  to  devise  a  wise, 
t^tHcient  and  com])rehen>)ive  plan  for  the  Education  of  the  people,  it  is  important  to  a|)]»oint  a 
Commission,  which  shall  fully  represent  the  general  interests  of  the  connnunity,  with  power  to 
sit  during  the  recess,  ami  report,  thi'ough  the  (lovernmeiit,  at  the  next  Session  of  the  Legislating!, 
the  result  of  their  labours,  with  a  draft  of  a  Law  to  establisii  and  eiulow  Connnon  Schools,  ami 
also  (Jrammar  Schools  as  Seminaries,  ])re])aratory  to  the  lulucation  of  pujiils  intended  for  I'pper 
Canada  College,  or  any  University  hereafter  to  be  established." 

3.  '■''  Resolceri,  That  a  Message  l)e  sent  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  omnuunicating  the 
Resolutions  of  this  House  on  the  subject  of  the  apj)ointment  of  a  Conniiission  to  prepare  and 
rejiort  ujion,  a  system  of  (ieneral  Education,  with  a  rei|uest  that  they  will  iniite  with  this  House 
in  the  necessary  measures  for  that  object." 

It  will  be  ob-served  that  these  explanatory  statements  of  tlie  Honourable 
William  Morris  had  reference  chiefly  to  the  alleged  objection  of  the  Distriet 
Grammar  School  Boards  of  Trustees  to  the  newly  proposed  Regulations  of  King's 
Colleo-e  Council  for  the  Government  of  Grammar  Schools.  He  held  that  the 
Resolutions  of  the  Upper  Canada  Legislative  Council,  adopted  while  he  was 
present  and  assenting  to  them,  did  not  authorize  the  Council  to  frame,  while 
he  was  absent  on  urgent  business,  the  Act,  (2nd  Victoria,  Chapter  10,)  pro- 
fessedly based  upon  them,  and  yet,  in  terms,  contrary  to  the  express  spirit  and 
intention  of  these  Resolutions.  This  contention  is  scarcely  borne  out  by  the  facts 
of  the  case,  as  has  been  already  pointed  out.  Ne\ertheless,  he  wished  the  Act 
to  be  repealed,  and  a  "  Commission  of  the  most  learned  in  the  Province  ''  appointed 
to  prepare  a  new  School  Act. 

The  following  remarks  of  the  Honourable  Peter  B.  de  B'acquiere  did  not,  on 
the  contrary,  deal  with  this  question.  As  professedly  a  Representative  of  the 
Anglican  Bishop  of  Toronto,  he  advocated  Church  of  England  Separate  Schools, 
"  pure  and  simple." 

I  have  given  prominence  to  these  explanatory  Speeches,  as  they  were  utteerd 
by  men  engaged  in  1841  in  laying  our  educational  foundations,  and  who  were 
dealing  with  questions  which  have  ever  since  that  year— 1.S41 — engaged  the 
attention  of  our  public  men  and  our  experienced  Educationists. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  in  the  discussions  which  took  place  on  the  Common 
School  Bill  at  this  time,  was  first  sounded  the  key  note  of  Separate  Schools — 
that  they  should  be  hereafter  a  distinct  and  settled  principle  of  our  Educaticjual 
System. 

The  striking  fact  remains  to  be  noted  that  while,  at  this  very  time,  the  Sep- 
arate School  principle,  in  the  form  of  denominational  control,  (which  was  then 
dominant  in  T'niversity  affairs,)  was,  in  obedience  to  the  popular  demand,  being 
eliminated  from  our  system  of  higher  education,  only  to  l»e  ti-ansferred  prac- 
tically to  our  elementary  School  System. 

In  his  remarks,  the  Honourable  Peter  B.  de  Blacquiere*  said:

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I  would  remind  the  last  speaki  r,  (the  Humuable  William  Morris,)  that  I  have  not  even 
intimated  any  objection  to  the  course  which  he  has  jjursued  with  ref^i)ect  to  the  Rules  and  Reg- 
ulations jiromulgated  by  Kit  g's  College  C<uincil,  in  compliance  with  the  Act,  2nd  Victoria, 
Cha])ter  10.  What  I  asked  for  was  merely  a  delay,  for  tlie  purpose  of  ascertaining  with  whom 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  had  originated,  and  as  to  whether,  or  nt>.  there  was  any  ttbjection  to 
tlieir  beini^f  rescinded.  1  his  was  but  fair  and  proper  to  the  King's  College  Council.  I  had 
understood  that  th<  se  Rulesand  Regidations  had  been  generally  much  approved  of;  and,  although 
they  miirht  re(|uire  ])o.s.'-ib]y  some  mod  ideation,  as  regarded  their  application  to  all  Denomina- 
ti<ins,  still  it  might  be  very  injudicious  to  do  away  with  them  altogether,  so  as  to  leave  the 
Schools  without  any  Rules  until  a  general  and  comjjrehensive  i)lan  of  Education  was  established, 
as  proijosed  l)y  the  honourable  Gentleman.  He,  (Mr.  De  Blacpiiere)  tliouglit  it  very  desii-able 
that  this  l)ranch  of  the  &ul)ject  shoidd  be  sejiarated  from  the  consideration  of  the  Resolutions 
introduced  by  the  Honourable  Mr.  Morris.  He  felt  obliged  to  that  lionoural)le  Gentleman  for 
havin'f  separated  them :  and  he  tliouglit  that  the  House  and  the  Country  much  indelited  to  the 
honourable  Gentleman  for  the  endeavors  lie  was  now  making  to  induce  a  sound  and  thorough 
review  of  the  whole  plan  of  education,  i)reparatory,  and  antecedent  to  any  attempt  at  any 
legislation  upon  it. 

The  subject  was  one  in  wliicli  the  whole  community  was  deeply  interested,— the  happiness 
and  prosperity  of  the  Province  were  involved  in  its  issue ;  nor  was  it  possible  to  enter  upon  it 
with  any  prospect  of  giving  general  satisfaction,  unless  due  regard  was  had  to  its  elementary 
jirincijiles  lieing  based  on  religion. 

Objection  to  the  Bible  as  a  Class  Book  in  Mixed  Schools. 

He,  (Mr.  de  Blac<[uiere,)  was  far,  very  far,  from  intending  that  sucli  a  consideration  implied 
the  forcing  u])on  others  that  which  tlieir  habits,  or  doctrine,  would  not,  could  nit  even,  admit. 
To  attem])t  the  inti-oduction  of  the  Holy  Scri])ture?,  as  recei>  ed  liy  Protestants,  as  a  Class  Book, 
when  Roman  Catliolics  were  to  be  educated  in  tlie  same  school,  was  woife  than  useless ;  it  was 
oppressive;  it  was  dangerous:  and  it  must  arrest  all  ])rogre8s  in  education;  .  .  .  ,  Protest- 
ants had  no  right,  in  claiming  the  exercise  of  religious  liberty,  to  tyranize  over  the  religiou.s 
stTuples  of  others.  Urfortunately  many  of  the  Petitions  jnesented  to  the  other  Branch  of  the 
Legislature  on  this  point,  iiisi>ted  on  this  being  done;  and  hence,  possibly,  the  very  great  dilH- 
culty  was  created,  which  now  surrounded  the  su])ject  in  that  House.  But  Protestants  of  all 
-hades  of  doctrine  did,  and  do,  re()uire  that  the  unmutilated  Scrijitures  should  l)e  jjlaced  in  the 
hands  of  Pr<  testant  children,  they  cannot,  nor  will  they  ever,  lie  l)rought  to  consent  to  any 
system  of  education  in  which  this  fundamental  recpiisite  is  wanting,  this  does  not  mean  that  the 
Bible  is  to  l)e  insisted  upon  as  exclusively  the  Class  Book  of  Protestant  Scliools,  or  that  it  can, 
or  ought,  to  lie  thus  made  use  of.  Judicious  selections,  suited  to  the  age  and  capacities  of  those 
to  be  instructed,  will  be  needed;  but  the  student  is  to  be  generally  led  to  ex])ect  that,  as  his 
understanding  unfolds,  he  shall  progressively  l)e  made  })artaker  of  the  whole  learning  and 
immediate  truth,  as  revealed  in  the  Word  of  God.* 

Advocacy  of  Church  of  England  Sepaeate  School.s. 

He  (Mr.  De  Bhupuere)  had  been  for  some  time  jia.st  in  communication  witli  tlie  Right  Rev- 
eren<l  (Angliwin)  Bishoj)s  of  Montreal  and  Toronto,  and  their  clergy  and  flocks,  u]ion  this  all 
imjiortant  subject,  lie  liad  endeavored  to  make  liimself  accpiainted  with  tlieir  sentiments,  and  lie 
was  now  j)re])ared  to  state  that  they  would  never  consent  to  recede  from  this  essential  reiiuisite  in 
any  system  of  education,  national,  or  otherwise.  He  was  charged  with  a  Petition  from  the  Bishop 
and  others,  which  he  would  have  the  honour  of  juesenting  to  the  House  this  day.  This  Petition, 
from  the  Church  of  England  liishop  of  Toronto,  oii  behalf  of  himself  and  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese,  praye<l  "that  tlie  education  of  the  children  of  their  own  church  be  entrusted  to  their 
lawful  Pastors,  subject  to  such  Regulations  as  may  ensure  an  uniformity  in  the  secular  Imvnches 

'The  practical  want  of  a  "  judicious  selpction  "  from  the  Bible,  "  tuited  to  thf  age  and  c.ipacities  of  those 
to  be  instructed,"  here  Btated,  in  1841,  to  "be  needed."  has  been  at  length  HU|iplied,  and  that  by  the  Educa- 
tion Uepartnn<'nt  for  Ontario  in  1888,  and  also  "under  the  SuperviHion  of  the  Chicago  Woman's  Educational 
Union,"  in  IMIfi.  The  latter  isa  Book  of  l.OO  gelections  from  the  Bible,  entitled  "  Rtadinps  from  the  Bible.^ 
Selected  for  Schooln,  and  to  be  read  in  Unifon."  It  is  also  mggested  that  the  Kelectioiis  br  "memorized." 
The  pTjVilication  ( f  thin  Book  was  the  remilt  of  a  largely  signed  Petition  to  the  Chicago  Board  of  Education, 
asking  that  a  "Rpading  Book  consihting  of  selfciions  from  the  sacred  Scriiitures,  such  as  in  iise  in  the 
Rchools  f>f  Toronto,  Canada,  or  similar  ReI<rtions.  (with  the  ajpproval  of  lioth  the  Roman  Catholic  and  Pro- 
testant Churches,)  be  put  into  use  in  the  Pill. lie  School"  of  Chicago."  The  "Sciipture  Readings  "  issued 
by  the  Education  Dfpartment  of  Ontario,  and  to  which  rffercnceis  made  above,  embraces  2!r2  Sehctions, 
or  LesBopH,  and  extends  to  4.34  Hvo.  pages.  The  Chicago  felections  number  160,  and  extend  to  190  12mo. 
pageH.  In  addition  to  the  Table  of  Contentf,  as  in  the  Ontario  Selections,  the  Chicago  Book  contains  a 
Topical  Index,  and  an  Index  of  Texts.

of  study;  and  tli;it  a  inoportioiuitu  part  of  any  <^iaiit  madf.  or  assussiiiciit  raised,  acconliiii^  to 
tlie  nuinbur  of  cliildrcii  iiiKtrnctccl,  and  ascfrtaiiu'd  as  huloii^iii!:^  to  tlic  Coiiniiuiiinii  of  the 
Petitioners.* 

The  various  Petitions  ]tresente<l  to  tliis  House  on  this  sul)ject,  deserved  the  most  .serious 
attention  of  the  Leyisl.iture;  and  lie,  (Mr.  de  Hlac(|uiere),  tru.sted  that  they  would  receive  it. 
The  opinion  and  wish  of  the  Church  of  En^dand  liishop  of  Toionto  was  that  the  funds  ^Mante<l 
for  ediK-ation  should  he  divided  anion^rst  tlie  several  Denominations  of  Christians,  in  proportion 
to  their  nuud>ers;  there  was  nothing  unfair  or  unjust  in  this;  it  was  a  i)lan  acted  on,  for 
in.stance,  in  France,  why^-e  each  Religious  Denomination  was  taxed  for  the  purpose  of,  educating 
its  own  nu'nd)ers,  as  the  funds  raised  hy  genei'al  assessment  were  divided  according  to  the  rela- 
tive nund>ers  l)y  the  French  Minister  of  Education,  each  educ.it ing  those  of  their  own  persua- 
sion;—Itut  this  system  had  its  oltjections  in  a  thiidy  jieopled  Country  such  as  Canada,  scattered 
over  a  wide  extent  of  territory,  and  where  it  would  he  found  dilticult  to  collect  children  in  suHi- 
cient  nund)er3  to  support  a  denominational  School,  although  the  jilan  might  i)e  very  feasible  in 
Cities,  or  Towns.  It  was,  however,  (piite  clear  that  with  conHicting  o](inions,  such  as  have  lieen 
stated  as  to  the  Bihle;  it  was  (juite  hopeless  to  expect  that  Protestants  and  Roman  Cathr)lics 
coulil  he  educ.ited  togetlier.  Hut,  it  did  not  follow,  with  the  several  Denominations  of  the 
former,  and  who  constituted  the  majority  of  the  jtopulation  of  the  I'pper  Province,  that  this 
could  not  he  done. 

Remark.s  on  Solicitor  CJenekal  Dav'.s  Common  School  Hill  of  1841. 

The  Bill  introduced  into  the  other  Hou.se,  [/.  c,  the  Honourahle  Solicitor  (Jeneral  Day's 
Conuuon  School  liill,]  had  nothing  novel  in  its  general  features,  it  was  merely  a  transcrii)t  of  the 
]>lan  of  education  in  the  State  of  New  York  ;  and  he,  (Mr  De  Hlacpiiere)  dirl  not  like  it  the  better 
on  that  account.  It  was  not  surprising  to  find  the  subject  of  religious  instruction  conseipiently  was 
not  touched  upo)i.  But  he  would  ask  the  honourable  Gentleman,  (Mr.  Sullivan)  oppi'site, 
notwithstanding  the  (mniipotence  of  Parliamentary  enactment,  was  it  not  a  stride  of  too  great 
magnitude  to  expect  to  find  a  duly  pre])ared  Board  of  Education  in  the  new  Municipal  Councils. 

Tlie  ])0\ver  of  taxation  for  educational  jturpo.ses  was  already  most  properly  confided  to  them 
by  the  Municipal  Bill.  It  was  but  right  that  the  jieople  should  direct  what  sums  should  be 
levied  from  them  for  the  education  of  their  own  children,  but  this  does  not  impl}'  that  they  are 
the  fittest  judges  as  to  the  best  sy.stem  of  education.  He,  (Mr.  De  Blaciniere,)  did  not  think  any 
g(iod  could  possibly  result  from  the^ill  introduced  into  the  other  House,  wanting  as  it  was  in 
the  essential  religious  basis  u])on  which  all  education  should  rest.  The  proposition  of  the  hon- 
ourable Mover  of  the  Resolutions,  now  under  consideration,  ai)])eared  to  him  the  mo.st  likely 
means  for  insuring  a  full,  free,  and  rigorous  preliminai-y  investigation,  on  which  a  future  Parlia- 
ment might  safely  legislate. 

The  Honourable.  Robert  B.  Sullivan,  (on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Government.)  s;iid  he 
feared  that  little  good  would  result  from  the  intended  C<niimission,  but  he  would  not  opjuise  it. 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council,  Cuidimwil. 

The  Honourable  Alexander  Frascr  reported,  from  the  Select  Committee,  that  it  had  taken 
the  Bill  and  iie]»ort  on  the  Grammar  School  Regulations  into  consideration  and  had  maile  some 
]>rogress  therein,  and  had  directed  him  to  rejjort  the  Resolutions,  as  proposed  by  the  Honour- 
able William  Morris,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again  on  the  said  Bill 
and  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  to-morrow,  which  was  granted  accordingly. 

Aiu/i'd  :^f>th,  18.'il. — The  Hou.se,  according  to  order,  was  adjourned  during  pleasure,  and 
was  again  put  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  on  tlie  Bill  for  repealing  a  ceilain  Act 
therein  mentioned,  relating  to  Education,  (2nd  Victoria,  Chapter  Kt,)  together  with  the  Report  of 
the  Select  Committee  n])on  an  Extract,  (relating  to  the  (Jrammar  School  Regulations.)  from  the 
Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  King's  College,  at  their  Meeting  held  on  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  February,  1841.  After  .some  time  the  House  was  resumed,  and  the  Honourable 
Alexander  Frazer  reported  from  the  Select  Committee,  that  they  had  taken  the  .said  Bill  an<l 
Report  ag.iin  into  ctmsideratioii,  and  ha<l  made  some  further  progress  therein,  and  had  directed 
him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again  to-morrow  ;  which  was  granted  accordingly. 

The  Honourable  Alexander  Eraser  presented  a  jietition  from  the  Minister  ;ind  Polders  of  St. 
.lohn's  Church,  Cornwall,  in  connexion  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  in  behalf  of  them.selves 
and  the  congregation,  juaying  that  provision  may  lie  made  for  the  u.se  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in 
all  the  Public  Schools  of  this  Province. 

Ordfred  that  the  same  do  lie  on  the  'J'al)le.

of  the  Council  of  Kings  College,  at  their  Meeting  held  on  tlie  seventeenth  daj-  of  February,  1841.

The  Honourable  Peter  B.  De  Bla([uiere,  from  the  Select  Committee  t<j  whom  was  referred 
the  Bill  intituled  :  "An  Act  to  repeal  certain  Acts  therein  mentioned,  and  to  make  further  Pro- 
vision lor  the  Establi.shment  and  Maintenance  of  ComiU'tn  Schools  thr(»ugh(»ut  this  Province,  " 
presented  their  Report. 

Ordered,  that  it  l)e  received  ;  and,  the  saine  was  then  read  by  the  Clerk,  as  follows  : 

The  Select  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Bill  from  the  Legislative  Assembly 
intituled  :  "An  Act  to  repeal  certain  Acts  therein  mentioned,  and  to  make  further  Provision  for 
the  Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  Common  Schools  throughout  this  Province,"  beg  leave  to 
Report  : 

That  they  have  examined  this  most  in)portant  Bill,  which  they  cjnnot  too  deeji'y  regret 
should  have  been  sent  up  to  your  Honourable  House  at  so  bite  a  period  of  the  Session  as  to 
refuse  your  Honourable  House  time  for  that  calm  and  considerate  examination  of  its  details 
which  their  imjtortance  merits. 

Your  Committee,  with  a  full  knowledge,  from  the  examination  they  have  given  this 
Measure,  that  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  perfect,  but  as  requiring  modifications,  are  unwilling  to 
retard  the  progress  of  Education  within  the  Province  by  risking  the  passing  of  the  Bill  :  and 
your  Committee  are,  therefore,  of  ojtinion  to  recommend  the  Bill  to  your  Honoural)le  House  for 
ado|)ti(m,  without  amendment,  trusting  that  in  another  Session  such  modifications  may  be  made 
in  it  as  time  and  exj)erience  may  demonstrate  to  l)e  necessary.       The   whole  humbly  submitteil.

Ordered,  that  the  said  Bill  ami  Repiut  be  committed  to  a  Committe  of  the  whole  House, 
and  that  the  House  be  j)Ut  into  a  Committee  upon  the  said  Bill,  and  report  immediately.  The 
House,  according  to  order,  was  adjourned  during  jileasure,  and  was  put  into  a  Connuittee  of  the 
whole  House  on  the  last  mentioned  Bill  and  Report.  After  some  time  the  House  was  resumed, 
and  the  Honotnable  Alexander  Eraser  repoited  from  the  said  Connuittee,  that  they  had  gone 
through  the  .said  Bill,  and  had  directed  him  to  report  the  .same  without  any  amendment. 

Ordered,  that  the  said  Bill  be  read  a  third  time  immediately.  The  said  Bill  was  read  a 
third  time  accordingly.  The  (piestion  was  put,  whether  this  Bill  shall  jiass.  It  was  resolved  in 
the  affirmative. 

Ordered,  that  the  Master-in-Chancery  do  go  down  to  the  Legislative  As,seml)ly,  and  acipiainf 
that  House  that  the  Legislative  Couneil  have  pas.sed  this  Hill  without  any  amendment. 
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September  l^th,  ISJfl. — The  Honouiable  Robert  B.  Sullivan  acquainted  the  House  that  he 
had  a  Messjige  fi'oni  His  Excellency  the  (iovern»)r  General,  under  his  Sign  Manual,  His  Excel- 
lency had  commanded  him  to  deliver  to  the  House.     And  the  same  was  read  as  follows  : 

The  (Jovernor  General  being  at  present  jn-evented  by  indisjiosition  from  connng  ni  person 
to  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber,  and  l)eing  desi'ous  of  declaring  the  Royal  Pleasin-e  on  such 
Bills  as  have  passed  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Legislative  Assembly,  requests  the  Legis- 
lative Council,  when  they  shall  this  day  atljourn,  will  adjourn  themselves  to  meet  at  Three  of  the 
Clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  the  Government  House.

NoTK. — The  House  adjourned  as  requested,  and  met  at  the  Government  House.  Owing  to  the 
extreme  illness  of  the  Govtrnor  General,  the  Members  present  did  not  form  a  quorum. 

Sainrday,  18th  September,  1841. — At  Twelve  of  the  Clock,  noon,  John  Clitherow,  Esquire, 
Major-General  connnanding  Her  Majesty's  Forces  in  tliat  ])art  of  the  Province  hei-etofore  I'jiper 
Canada.  De])uty  Governor,  was  dejnited  by  the  G<ivernor  General  to  assent  in  Her  Majesty's 
name  to  tlie  following,  among  other  Bills,  videlicet  : 

An  Act  to  make  teniporary  provision  for  the  apj)ropriation  of  the  funds  derived  from  the 
sale  of  School  Lands  in  that  part  of  this  Province  formerly  Upper  Canada,  and  for  other 
purposes. 

/         An  Act  to  incorpf>rate  the  l'i)per  Canada  Academy  under  the  name  and  style  of  "  Victoiia 
College.' 

An  Act  to  grant  a  certain  sum  of  money  as  an  aid  to  the  "  Victoria  College." 

An  Act  to  repeal  certain  Acts  therein  mentioned,  and  to  make  futther  provision  for  the 
Estal)lishment  and  Maintenance  of  Couunon  Scliools  througliout  this  Province. 

Note. —The  Deputy  Governor  then  closed  this  first  Session  of  the  First  Parliament  of  United  Canada 
with  a  Speech  from  the  Throne,  in  which  he  made  a  touching  reference  to  the  fatal  illness  of  the  Governor 
General,  but  did  not  refer  to  any  educational  matter.* 


Death  and  Burial  of  Lord  Sydenham,  September,  1841. 

Loi-d  Sydciihauj  dit-d  on  tlie  19th  of  Septeiiiltcr,  1(S41,  tlu'  result  ot"  a  fatal 
fall  from  his  Horse  on  tlie  4tli  of  tliat  niontli. 

The  Right  Honourable  Charles  Poulett  Thomson,  Baron  Sydenham  of 
Sydenham  in  Kent  and  Toronto  in  Canada,  was  only  forty-one  years  of  aj^e 
at  his  death.  He  was  tlie  son  of  an  eminent  Entrlish  Merchant,  and,  when  a 
young  man,  resided  at  St.  Petersburt;h,  He  was  a  Member  of  tlie  I^ritish  Par- 
liament for  Manchester,  and  was  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  Liberal 
Administration  of  the  day.  He  succeeded  Sir  John  Colborne,  (then  Lord  Seaton,) 
as  fjlovernor  General  of  Biitish  Noitli  Aiim  rica  in  the  autumn  of  LS39.  He  was 
raised  to  tin-  Peeracro  in  1840,  and  also  received  the  Order  of  Kniolit  Grand  Cross 
of  the  Bath  in  1841.  Li  ])eisf)n  lie  was  rather  above  tlie  middle  size,  and  was 
.somewhiit  slender  in    form.     iJuriiii^   the   evenint;  before   his  death,  he  asked   if 


•Had  Lord  Sydenham  not  have  been  so  fatally  ill  when  the  Session  cbsed,  he  would  have  closed  the 
Session  in  a  Si>eech  dictated  by  himself.  Of  this  fact,  Chief  Secretary  Murdoch  informed  the  Speaker  of 
the  Legislative  C<;uncil,  in  a  note  dated  the  l!Ut  of  .September,  as  follows  :  "  It  will,  I  am  sure,  be  satipf.ic- 
tory  to  yf)urnelf  and  the  other  Members  of  the  Legislature  to  be  made  ac<|uaintc(l  with  the  terms  of  the 
S|>fech  which  had  tieen  prepared  by  the  late  Governor  General,  to  be  deliverei  on  the  prorogation  of  the 
Le(<iHlatiire,  but  which  his  lamentei  illnesi  prevented.  It  was  the  last  public  docuuient  ever  dictated  by 
him,  and  breathes  througho>it  those  sentiments  of  attachment  to  this  Country,  and  of  anxiety  for  its 
advanceinent,  winch  he  evtr  f(;It  and  expreswed.  The  last  few  words— the  concluding  jirayer  for  the  happi- 
ness of  Canada— were  dictated  on  Friiay  morning,  (the  17th  instant.)  at  a  time  when  the  hand  of  death  was 
upon  him."  In  this  Spepch,  as  then  dictated  hy  Lord  Sydenham,  the  following  iiai-sage  relating  to  P^duoa- 
tion  occurs  :  "The  Bill  for  the  promotion  of  PMucation  is  a  measure  of  great  value.  It  has  ever  been  the 
anxious  desire  of  the  Queen  to  extend  to  all  cla*Mei  of  Her  Majesty  s  subjects  the  blessings  of  iMlucation, 
and  having  received  Her  Majesty  s  commands  to  bring  this  question  under  your  consideration,  I  shall 
have  i>ecuiiar  satisfaction  in  reportfng  to  the  Queen  the  assent  I  have  been  enabled  to  give  to  a  Legislative 
enactment  uiioii  the  subject."

Hi-  was  therefore  inten-ed  uii(h'i-  the  ('haiicel  ol'  St.  (Jeorec's 
Cliui-cli,  Kiiieston,  oil  Friday,  the  24tli  of  Se])ti'iidier,  IS-H. 

From  a  Puiiiphlet  c-oiiipiU'd  hy  the  late  Sir  Francis  Hincks,  and  })idilishefi  in 
l^S  +  l,  containing-  '  Notices  ol"  the  Death  ot'  the  late  Lord  Sydenham  hy  tli(>  Pi-ess 
of  British  North  America,  with  Prefatory  Remarks,"  I  take  the  t'ollovvine-  refer- 
cnccs  to  this  sad  event.      Sir  Francis  Hincks  said  :— 

"  Lord  Syduiiliiuii  assuiiicil  tlio  CdVurmiiL'iit  «>f  tlif  Cjiii.'ulas  at  an  eventful  crisis  ;  liis  task 
was  imu  of  groat  difticiilty.  On  liis  arrival  among  us  hu  found  tlio  Country  convulsed  with 
political  excitement;  at  his  death  he  left  it  perfectly  trani|uil.  The  principles  on  which  his 
administration  was  conducted  ai'e  .sanctioned  hy  the  une()uivocal  voice  of  the  peoph;,  no  less 
than  hy  their  great  results." 

The  Reverend  Doctor  Ryeisou  said  : — 

'•  At  the  counueiicemt'iit  of  His  Lordship's  mi.ssion  in  L^pper  Canaila,  when  his  plans  weie 
little  known,  his  ditticulties  formidable  and  liisdloveruinent  weak.  1  had  the  jdeasing  satisfaction 
of  giving  him  my  hunihle  and  dutiful  su|)port  in  the  promotion  of  his  non-party  and  Provincial 
objects  ;  and  now  that  he  is  bey(md  the  reach  of  human  prai.se  or  censure — where  all  eatthly 
ranks  and  distinctions  are  lost  in  the  sublimities  of  eternity — I  have  the  melancholy  sati.sfaction 
of  bearing  my  humble  testimony  to  his  candour,  sincerity,  faithfulness,  kindness  and  liberality. 
A  few  days  before  the  occurence  of  the  accident  which  terminated  his  life.  T  had  the  htmour  of 
spending  an  evening  and  jtart  of  a  day  in  free  conversation  with  His  Lordship  ;  and  on  that,  as 
well  as  on  foi'iuer  similar  occasions,  he  observed  the  most  marked  reverence  for  the  truths  of 
Christianity — a  most  earnest  desire  to  ])rovide  a  com])rehensive  system  of  Education  upon 
Christian  priiipiples,  without  interference  with  religious  .scrujiles  ;  to  base  the  civil  institutions 
of  the  country  u|)oii  Christian  principles,  with  a  scrupulous  regard  to  the  rights  of  con.science — a 
total  absence  of  animo.sity  against  any  jjer.son  or  ])arties  o])po.sed  to  him.  and  an  intense  anxiety 
to  silence  flissensions  and  discord,  and  render  Canada  contented,  hapjiy  and  |>rosperous.  .  . 
The  day  before  his  lamented  death  he  ex])re.s,sed  his  regret  that  he  had  not  given  more  of 
his  time  to  religion.  The  la.st  hours  of  his  life  were  spent  in  ea-nest  supplicJitions  to 

his  Redeemer,   in  Innnlile  nliance  ujxtn  who.se  atonement  he  yielded  up  the  ghost.

That  the  Common  School  Houses  in  each  Township,  or 
Parish,  noiv  aaiuircil,  or  hereafter  to  he  ac<i>iireil,  under  the  provisions  of  th  is  Act,  with 
the  ground  whereon  tliey  are  situate,  ami  all  the  appendages  and  fvuniture  thereof, 
and  books  and  otlier  things  tliereunto  a])pertaining.  sliall  henceforward  vest  in,  and 
be  held  and  possessed  by  the  Commissioners  of  such  Township,  or  Parish,  and  their 
successors  in  othce,  forever,  as  Tru.stees  for  the  i)ur])oses  of  this  Act:  Provideil 
alway.s,  that  no  such  School  JIou.se  or  other  tiling  thereunto  appertaining,  shall  be 
sold  or  disposed  of,  or  the  site  of  any  School  changed,  otherwise  than  by  the  con.sent>^ 
of  a  majority  of  such  Commissioners,  of  which  majority  the  Chairman  shall  be  one.

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CHAPTER   IV. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  KING'S  COLLEGE,  1841/ 

During  the  year  1841,  the  Council  of  King's  College  transacted  a  large 
amount  of  miscellaneous  business,  but  none  of  special  public  interest.  Most  of  this 
business  consisted  in  considering  and  disposing  of  applications  for  buying,  or 
leasing,  L^niversity  and  School  LmJs,  and  dealing  with  various  details  connected 
with  the  LTpper  Canada  College,  and  with  the  University  grounds,  and  also  the 
proposed  University  Buildings. 

I  have  only  selected,  from  the  Minutes  of  Pn^ceedings  of  King's  College  Council 
for  1841.  such  portions  as  are  of  general  interest,  or  which  deal  with  matters 
affecting  the  well-being  of  the  University, — then  begintting  to  take  practicjil 
shape  and  form,  as  an  important  educational  Institution,  in  connection  with  its 
adjunct — or  appendage — the  Upper  Canada  College.

The  Committee,  to  whom  it  was  referred  by  the  Council  to  report  on  tlie  expediency  of 
founding  Exhibitions  in  ri)per  Canada  College,  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following 
Buggestions  as  the  result  of  their  in(|uiries  : 

1.  That  the  foinidation  of  Exhibitions  in  Tpper  Canada  College  cannot  fail  to  produce 
highly  beneticial  ettects,  as  atlbiding  the  advantages  of  the  higher  branches  of  study  in  that 
Institution,  to  those,  whose  want  of  means  would  prevent  them  fnun  enjoying  the  benefits  of  an 
extended  course  of  education.  Nor  would  the  utility'  be  confined  in  its  aj)plication  merely  tn 
thos  <  who  would  possess  the  privilege  attached  to  such  foundations,  but  appear  calculated  to 
promote  the  interests  both  of  the  College  and  of  the  (Iraunnar  Schools,  and  raise  the  standard 
<)f  education  throughout  the  Province. 

2.  That  the  mode  of  election  to  these  Exhibitions  should  lie  liy  public  nomination. 

3.  That  the  Ijcst  answerers  at  that  Examination  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  to  the  places 
then  vacant,  unless  it  shall  be  re))orted  to  the  Council,  thtt  any  candidate,  or  candidates,  have 
manifested  such  imperfect  ac<piaiiitance  with  the  subject.'^  of  Examination  as  to  disijualify  them 
for  entering  the  5th  Form,  and  to  render  expedient  that  the  vacancy,  or  vacancies,  shouhl  not 
then  be  filled  up. 

4.  That,  "cietei'is  |)aribus,"  the  former  candidate  shall  be  ])referre<l. 

5.  ^riiat  the  subjects  of  nomination  sliall  be:  (ireek.  Latin  and  Matliematics,  (Arithmetic 
included).

7.  That  the  Examination  shall  be  held  annually,  in  tiie  sei'ond  week  of  .lainiary  ;  and  that 
the  declaration  of  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  made  on  the  Monday  following. 

8.  That,  within  one  fortnight  after  the  declaration,  notice  shall  be  given,  liy  ])ublic 
advertisement,  of  the  subjects  of  Examination  for  the  next  year,  and  the  number  of  vacancies  ; 
also,  that  the  names  of  tlu;  successful  candidates,  at  the  last  exann'nation,  shall  be  then  ]tid)lishe<l, 
specifying  the,  Schools  at  which  they  were  educated. 

9.  That  all  candidrttes  shall  be  eligible  who  shall  produce  testimonials  of  .^ood  conduct  and 
•<|ualificitions  from  the  Principal,  or  Head  Master,  of  any  Institution  for  Education  in  Canada. 

10.  That  the  testimonials  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Ccdlector  of  I'pper  Canada  College,  one 
mouth  before  the  fir.'it  day  of  the  Examination. 

11.  That  the  innnber  of  such  Kxhibitions  shall  be  twelve,  and  that  of  those,  there  shall  he 
three  classes:  («),  to  which  shall  be  attached  exemption  from  College  dues  for  Tuition;  (fc),  and  t^) 
which  shall  be  attache<l  in  addition  to  the  above  the  annual  stipend  of  £10;  and  (c),  to  which 
shall  be  attached  exemjition  from  College  dues  for  boaril  an<l  Tuition.

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12.  That  the  Exhibitions  shall  be  held,  until  the  Exhibitioners  shall  have  completed,  or 
have  reached,  the  usual  time  for  completing,  the  course  of  study  appointed  for  the  highest  Form 
in  the  College. 

13.  That  tlie  maximum  numlxr  ni  vacancies  tilled  up  at  any  one  Examination  shall  be  six, 
and  the  minimum,  four  ;  except  when  the  regular  nund)er  of  vacancies  for  any  year  shall  not

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  James  Hopkirk,  Assistant  Provincial  Secretary,  West,  dated 
the  4th  ultimo,  conveying  to  the  Council  the  approval  of  His  Excellency,  Sir  George  Arthur, 
the  late  Chancellor,  of  the  Rules  and  RcLiulations  relative  to  District  Grammar  Schools.  (See- 
page 63,  ante,) 

The  subject  of  bringinir  the  University  into  o])eration  was  considered:  and,  after  much 
deliberation,  the  following  Resolutions  were  proposed  and  adopted: 

1.  Kei-olveil,  That  on  the  20th  <lay  of  June  last,  the  Council  of  King's  College  addressed  His 
Excellency,  Sir  George  Arthur,  the  then  Chancellor  of  the  University,  praying  that  His  Excel- 
lency would  be  i)leased  to  make  cert;iin  apppointmetits  pursuant  to  the  Statutes  of  the  I'niversity,. 
Chapters  IV  and  Y,  with  a  view  to  the  practical  connnencement  of  the  Institution.* 

2.  KeMilvefh  That  on  the  21st  day  of  October  lHst,+ the  Council,  not  having  received  any 
answer,  again  addressed  His  Excellency,  with  reference  thereto,  respectfully  reijuesting  that  he 
would  be  ])leased  to  inform  the  Council  whether  he  had  deemed  it  expedient,  to  act  upon  the 
suggestions  which  they  had  j)resumed  to  submit  to  him,  and  what  hopes  the  Council  were  author- 
ized to  entertain  of  the  University  beirg  .soon  in  operation  : — the  Council  being  induced  to  solicit 
that  favour  from  His  Excellency,  as  well  from  their  individual  zeal  for  the  ibject  of  their  Address, 
as  from  the  very  great  anxiety  expre.=sed  ujjon  the  svdjject  both  in  Canada,  and,  as  thej' were 
assured,  by  per.-ons  in  the  British  I.sles,  who  were  desirous  of  emgrating  to  this  Province,  to  whom 
the  existence  of  such  an  Institution  \M)uld  afford  so  strong  an  inducement  in  favour  of  their  design, 
especially  those  in   he  couniiunion  of  the  Church  of  England. 

?.  BesolifrK  That,  to  this  Address.  His  Excelleiicy  was  pleased  to  cause  an  answer  to  be- 
sent.  informing  the  Council  that  His  Excellency  was  well  aware  of  the  great  importance  of  the 
Univer.sitj'  being  brought  as  soon  as  possible  into  operation,  and  that  it  was  his  anxious  wish,, 
that  it  should  be  proceeded  with  as  foon  as  circumstances  would  admit.  J  A. s,  however,  it  was  a 
measure  in  which,  as  he  conceived,  the  Provinces  of  Ujtper  and  Lower  Canada  were  e<|ually  inter- 
ested, the  more  especially,  at  the  ])resent  time,  and  with  the  jjrospcct  of  their  apjiroacliing  Union, 
His  Excellency  was  desirous  of  ascertaining  the  .sentiments  of  the  (Slovernor  General,  (Lord 
Sydenham),  on  the  subject,  before  taking  any  .steps  ;  and  that  he  wculd  immediately  bring  the 
matter  under  the  (Jovernor  General's  notice,  in  order  to  ascertain  His  Loidship's  views  u]ion  the 
Bubject. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Union  of  the  Provinces  having  now  taken  place  a  res|»ectful  Address 
Vie  prefentcd  to  His  Excellency,  the  (Jovernor  Gmeral,  Chancellor  of  the  University,  recjuesting 
that  he  will  now  be  jileascil  to  cany  into  t fleet  ^J he  objects  of  the  first  AddrtKs  to  Sir  fitorge 
Arthur,  (Late  Chancellor),  by  the  appointment  of  the  re(|uisite  Pmfessors  and  University  <  IfHcers. 

5.  Bcs<ilv<d,  That,  having  reference  \o  the  growing  necessity  for  an  Institution  of  such  vital 
impoitance  to  the  Province,  as  well  as  their  ]iresent  pecuniary  ability  to  jirovide  fitting  Buildings 
upon  tlie  site  long  since  prepared  to  receive  them,  it  is  in  the  highest  degree  exjiedient  forth- 
with to  commence  such  Buildings  and  procure  the  necessary  sanction  for  their  erection. 

»).  B/.sohed.  That,  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  all  further  delay  in  comineneing  the  Univer- 
sity should  be  avoided  ;  and  inasmuch  asf  he  reinoval  of  the  Legislatine  to  Kiit'slon  has  left  the 
Parliament  Buildings  in  this  city  at  present  uiioccupie<l  ;  and,  as  the  Council  lielieve,  unaji]>ro- 
priated  ;  and.  whereas  those  P>uilding»  would  lie  admiraldy  adaptcul  to  the  teni])orarv  purfose  of 
Halls  and  Lecture  Rooms,  an<l  oiher  acconnnodations  necessaiy  for  carrying  the  I'niversiiy  into 
]iractical  operation,  without,  in  the  slightest  degree  impairing  their  ajiplicability  to  the  pur|  ose  <>f

The  four  Mend)ers  present,  (there  being  no  (piorum,)  directed  the  Hegi.strar  to  write  to  Mr. 
Thomas,  Young,  re(|uiringof  him  todejtosit  in  this  ( )tHce  the  Drawings  and  Sjjecitication.s,  which  he 
had  prepared  for  the  intended  l^niversity  of  Kings  College,  during  the  time  he  was  receiving  a 
salary  as  Architect  to  the  University,  and  which,  from  his  Letter  of  the  15th  of  .July,  18.'i9,  the 
Cf)uncil  was  led  to  expect  he  would  have  (le|)osited  within  a  short  time  from  that  date. 

The  four  Mend)ers  of  the  ("ouncil  present,  also  directed  the  Registrar  to  apply  to  the 
Honourable  Samuel  B.  Harrison,  Provincial  Secretary,  West,  for  a  copy  of  the  Act  hitely  pa.ssed 
by  the  Provincial  Legislature,  4th  and  5th  Victoria  Chapter  XIX.  intituled  :  "  .\ji  Act  to  make 
Temporary  Provision  foi'  the  approjjriation  of  the  Funds  derived  from  the  .sale  of  School  Lands  in 
that  j)art  of  the  Province  formerly  l'|)per  Canada,  and  for  other  purpo.ses." 

Note  -As  no  quorum  was  present  at  this  meetinp.  no  other  business  was  transacted. 

October  2nd  18.!fl. — At  the  Meeting  <tf  the  King's  College  Council  held  this  day,  it  was 

Onlered,  That  His  Lordship,  the  Bi.shoji  of  Toronto,  the  Principal  of  r]t]>er  Canada  College,  the 
Honourable  William  Allan  and  the  Honourable  Ca|)tain  .1.  S  Macaulay,  do  form  a  Connuitteeto 
carry  into  effect  the  arrangements  jjroposed  in  regard  to  the  indebtednsss  of  the  late  Bursar 
Wells,  in  so  far  as  they  shall  tind  the  interest  of  the  College  .served  by  an  improvement  of  the 
security  at  ]>resent  held  by  the  Council;  and  with  a  view  to  the  release  of  Colonel  Wells  from  the 
positions  of  his  debt  to  the  College,  which  shall,  or  ma}',  be  secured  by  such  new  arrangements  ;  It 
being  understood  that  the  time  to  be  given  for  the  payment  of  the  said  ])ortions  of  the  debt 
shall  not  exceed  four  years. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  (ieorge  A.  Barlier,  d.iled  the  20th  of  April  la.st,  |)raying  to  relieveil 
from  the  remainder  of  his  debt  to  the  College, -he  having  surrendered  to  the  College  the  whole 
of  his  property. 
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It  appeai'ing  to  tlie  Council  that  Mr.  Barber,  late  Collector  i>f  the  Upper  Canada  College,  has 
surrendered  all  his  availal)le  pro])erty,  in  liquidation  of  the  deficiency  in  his  accounts, — it  is 

Ordered,  in  pursuance  of  the  understanding  entertained  by  the  Council  at  the  time  of  tlie 
surrender,  that  he  be  discharged  from  further  claim  and  lial)ility. 

A  Memorial,  dated  the  14t]i  instant,  of  Messieurs  G.  P.  and  J.  D.  Ridout,  was  read  refeiTUig' 
to  their  former  Memorial,  (read  in  Council  on  3Uth  of  January  last*),  and  jjraying  the  favourable 
consideration  of  the  Council  tlie  Council  to  their  jiroposal. 

The  Council,  considering  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Messieurs  Ridf)ut,  in  a  very 
praiseworthy  manner,  offered  to  become  bound  for  a  deficiency  of  a  Clerk  in  the  College  office, 
without  any  legal  necessity  to  become  so  acc(nintable,  feel  disposed  t(j  make  the  m.itter  as  easy 
as  possible  to  them,  consistently  with  the  interests  of  the  College  ;  they,  therefore,  will  assent  to 
taking  the  land  offered  at  its  full  value,  which  ap])ears  to  be  about  Three  Hundred  and  Twenty 
pounds,  (£'320)  leaving  the  l>alance  remaining  due  to  be  made  up  inland  at  the  value,  which  the 
College  wcjuld  probaldy  realize,  upon  a  re-sale. 

October  27th,  18.^1. — Meeting   College,  but  there  was   no   quorum  ;  two  Members  present. 

November  3rd  JSJfl. — At  a  Meeting  of  the  College  Council  held  this  day,  the  following  Report 
of  the  Committee,  ajipointed  by  the  College  Council  to  carry  into  effect  certain  arrangements 
proposed,  in  respect  to  the  liabilities  of  the  late  Bursar,  was  laid  before  the  Meeting  :

The  otlier  Securities  repoitefl  on  l)y  tlie  Solicitor  are  not  of  that  character  which  would,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  warrant  their  acceptance  l)y  the  Council.— Some  of  those  .securities 
l»eing  already  i)i  the  hands  of  tin-  Sheiiff  for  the  Home  District,  and  advertised  to  be  sold  by  him 
on  the  20th  in.staiit.    -a  fact  not  noted  })y  the  Solicitor  in  his  Rejjort. 

November  17fli,  IS/fl. — Tlie  three  Members  present,  (there  being  no  (juorum),  directed  the 
Registrar  to  write  to  the  Hoiioural*le  Sauniel  B.  Harrision,  in  reference  to  the  Act  of  the  last 
Session  of  the  Provincial  Parliament,  4th  and  otli  Victoria,  Chapter  XIX,  being  "an  Act  to  make 
temporary  provision  for  tlie  appropriation  of  the  Funds  derived  from  the  sales  of  School  Lands  in 
that  pall  of  the  Piovince,  ffninerly  called  Upper  Canada,  and  for  other  ]>urposes  ;"  — and 
requesting'his  attention  to  the  second  Proviso  in  the  last  clause,  (or  Section  VllI,)  of  that  Act, 
which  appears  t^diave  bean  framed  in  eiTor ;+  as  it  pre-supjioses  thattheSchool  Lands  have  hitherto 
been  under  the  management  of  the  College  Council,  which  was  never  the  case  ;— and  re(piesting 
that  lie  will  take  His  Excellency's  opinion,  whether,  under  the  circumstances,  the  Council  of 
King's  College  should  assume  the  management  of  these  Ijiinds.

CHAPTER    V. 

THE  ROYAL  CHARTKR  OF  QUEEN'S   COLLEGE    KINGSTON,  1S41. 

In  Chapter  XVT  of  the  Third  Voluuie  of  this  Documentary  History, — pages 
284-289, — I  have  given  as  full  particular.^,  in  rc-ard  to  the  f(U)n<ling  of  Queen's 
College  Kingston,  as  I  was  then  al)le  to  obtain:  (1)  from  the  Bhu-  Books  of  the 
Imperial  Parliaiiu'nt ;  (2)  from  Letters  of  reply,  which  were  written  to  nn-hv  the 
Reverend  Doctor  George  Bell,  Registrar  of  Queen's  l^niversity  ;  and  (.S)  from  the 
"Jubilee  Number"  of  the  (.^aeenn  College  Journal  of  .lanuary,  1800. 

In  addition  to  this  information,  the  following,  taken  from  the  "  Life  and 
Times  of  the  Reverend  Rolx'rt  Burns,  D.l).,"--fo!-merly  Miuistei-  of  Knox  Church, 
Toronto. — wiitten  by  his  Son,  the  Revei-end  Robert  F.  Burns,  D.D.,  will  prove 
interesting,  esjx-eially  as  Doctor  Burns,  senior,  had  more  or  less  to  do  with  the  found- 
ing, and  with  the  aftei' histoiy  of,  Queen's  College.  He  is  referred  to  as  as.sisting 
Doctor  MacFarlan,  Piincii)al  of  the  Gla.sgow  College,  in  tlie  negociations  with 
the  Colonial  Secretary  on  the  subject  of  a  Royal  Charter  for  i\\v  College.  (See 
page  — ,post.)  In  the  "Life  and  Times"  of  Doctor  Bui'ns,  his  Biographer  says: — 

The  tirst  jjublished  suggestion  of  a  Presbyterian  College  for  Canada,  that  we  can  discover, 
is  in  the  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  (Jlasgow  Colonial  Society,  drawn  up  by  Doctor  Burns,  and 
presented  l>y  him  at  the  .\nniversary  of  that  Society,  held  on  the  22nd  of  April,  1829,— twelve 
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years  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Royal  Charter  wliicli  foniially  usliered  it  into  existence,  and 
three  years  prior  to  the  first  movement  of  the  Canadian  Church.*  Tn  liis  Rejti)rt  ()f  the  follow- 
ing year.  (27th  of  April,  1830,)  Doctor  Burns  returns  to  the  subject  thus  : — 

"The  Colonies  seem  particularly  to  stand  in  need  of  institutions  sacred  to  the  great  business  of  the 
general  and  theological  education  of  young  mf-n,  natives  of  the  Colonies  themselves,  who  might  be  thus 
trained  up  from  time  to  time  for  the  service  of  the  Sanctuary." 

The  first  Synod  of  Canada,  held  in  1831,  seems  to  have  ])assed  without  any  allusion  to  the 
matter.     (Note. — This  is  an  error.     See  page .) 

At  the  second  Sj'nod,  held  in  Kingston,  commencing  on  the  2nd,  and  closing  on  the  4th, 
of  August.  1832,  the  subject  of  Theological  Education  was  introduced  by  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Rintoul.  This  Synod  was  presided  over  by  the  Reverend  Doctor  Mathison,  of  Montreal,  iind 
was  attended  by  twelve  Ministers  and  three  Elders. 

In  1839,  [1840]  a  Bill  was  obtained  from  the  Local  Legislature  to  establish  a  College  in  con- 
nection with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  under  the  title  of  *'  ^^t.  Andrew's  College  of  Canada."  it 
ve.sted  in  the  Reverend  Messieurs  W.  Rintoul,  A.  Gale,  W.  T.  Leach,  R.  McOill,  J.  Cruick- 
shank,  H.  Unpihart,  and  twelve  lay  Members  of  the  Church,  the  right  of  holding  "Lot  Number 
32.  in  the  3rd  Concession  South  (jf  Dundas  Street,  in  theTownship  of  Trafalgar,'" — purchased  with 
£'500  sterling,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Presbytery  of  Toronto,  for  the  establishment  of  a 
College,  by  bir  William  Seton.  of  Pitmeden,  Baron-t;  and  200  acres  of  land  being  Lot  Number 
4.  in  the  5th  Concession  of  the  Township  of  Nissouri,"  donated  for  the  same  purpose  by  the 
Honourable  William  Alorris.  The  name  was  changed  to  "The  University  at  Kingston;"  altered 
still  further  to  "Queen's  College  at  Kington,"  when,  on  the  16th  October,  1841,  a  Rt)yal 
Charter  took  the  place  of  the  Provincial  Act. 

With  the  establishment  of  this  Institution,  Doctor  Burns  had  nuich  to  do.  and  to  the  forma- 
tion of  its  Library,  he  gave  very  freely  from  his  own. 

He  had  copious  correspondence  on  the  subject  with  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  .\lex- 
ander  Gillespie,  Esquire,  and  the  Reverend  Messieui-s  Rintoul,  Mcdiill,  Machar  and  others. 

When,  in  1840,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Cook  and  Mr.  Rintoul  went  home,  as  a  Deputation  in 
its  behalf.  Doct  r  Burns  rendered  them  most  efhcient  aid.  ("  Life  and  Times  of  the  Reverend 
RoheH  Burns,  D.D.,'  (1871)  pages  105-107.) 

A  reference  was  also  made,  on  pages  292,  8,  of  Chapter  XVI.  of  the  Thii-d 
Volume  of  this  Histor^^  to  the  disallowance  of  the  Queen's  College,  ("University 
of  Kintrston,")  Incorporation  Act,  (3rd  Victoria,  Chapter  35  ;  pa^<'s  23r)-238).  an<l 
the  granting  of  a  Royal  Charter  to  that  College,  on  the  16th  of  (October,  1841.

Since  the  foregoing  refei-cncc  was  made  to  these  ))articulai-s,  in  the  history  of 
Queen's  College  University,  Mr.  John  B.  Mclvei-.  Tieasuier  of  the  University  has, 
as  requestfjr],  furnished  me  with  copies  of  such  Coi-i<'S]i()iideiice  on  the  sulijeet.  as 
are  embodied  in  the  Records  of  the  Roai-d  of  Trustees  of  the  University  for 
1840-41. 

This  (Correspondence — interesting  in  many  resjx-cts — took  jiiaee  between 
Repre'sentjitives  of  the  then  piojected  ('(dlege— chiefly  the  Honourable  William 
Morris  of  Brockvilb-.and  Mr.  Alexander  Gillespie,  junior,  Agent  of  the  College  Board 
in  London, — and  the  Colonial  and  Imperial  Governments,  as  repiesented  by  Sn- 
George  Arthur,  Lord  Sydenham  and  Lord  John  Russell.

Tlio  Tru.stoos  of  the  inttiulod  Uiiiversitj'  at  Kingston,  fueling  anxious  to  he  j>eriuitte«l  U)  a.ssmne 
the  title  of  "Queen's  College,"  according  to  their  former  ariangenient  for  that  |)uipose,  have 
prepared  an  A(Wress  to  Her  Majesty,  soliciting  permission  to  give  that  name  to  their  Institution; 
and  1  am  instructed  to  hand  the  Address  to  His  Excellency  the  (iovernor  (leneral.  and  tore<piest 
that  His  Excellency  may  l)e  jileased  to  transmit  it  to  Her  Majesty's  Princi|»al  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Cok)nies,  to  be  laid  at  the  foot  of  the  Throne.

On  the  7th  of  February,  1840,  Mr.  T  . W.  C.  Murdoch,  Chief  Secretary  to  the 
Oovernor-CJeiieral.  informed  Mr.  Morris  that  the  Address  to  the  Queen  had  been 
ti-ansaiitted  to  the  Colonial  Secretary.      He  sai<l  : 

I  am  coniiuHiuled  l»y  tlie  (iovernor  General  to  inform  you  that,  on  the  22nd  ultimo,  lie  trans- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonie.s,  in  order  that  it  miglit  be  laid  at  the  fot)t  of  the 
Throne,  the  Address  from  tlie  Trustees  of  the  Universitj',  about  to  l)e  established  at  Kingston, 
praying  that  they  may  be  allowed  to  adopt  tlie  title  of  "Queen's  College'*,  and  that  they  may 
receive  a  Royal  Charter.

They  are  precisely  such  as  exi.st  in  the  Charter  of  King's  College  ;  and  mv 
only  object  for  inserting  them  in  the  Draft,  (a  copy  of  wliich  I  sent  .you,)  was  that  the  College  at 
Kingston  might,  in  order  to  become  useful,  be  regarded  by  tlie  pul)licas  |tossessing  that  counten- 
ance and  approbation,  fr<)m  Her  Majesty's  Government,  with  which  the  5>ister  Institution  s.t 
Toronto  has  been  favoured. 

I  send  you  by  this  Mail  a  copy  of  the  Charter  of  King's  College,  to  save  you  the  trouble  of 
looking  it  up.  and  I  may  menti<m  that  the  clau.se  in  it  marked  A,  I  have  expunged  from  my 
Draft.  Indeed,  it  need  not  have  been  in  it,  for  a  j)rovision  to  the  same  eH'ect  is  contained  in  the 
Act  of  Incorporation.  And  the  clau.se  marked  B,  I  have  altered  it  by  cHacing  all  the  word.s 
from  "and  "  to  "patent  ",  which  will  correspond  with  the  other  paragraph  in  the  Draft,  so  that 
the  two  i)oints  u])on  which  His  Excellencj'  entertained  doubts  are  removed  :  and,  unless  I  hear 
further  from  you  on  the  subject,  in  the  cour.se  of  eight  or  ten  day.s,  I  shall  feel  at  lil)erfy  to 
transmit  the  altered  Draft  to  an  Agent  in  London.

and  that  a  Royal  Charter  may  be  granted  to  them. 

Having  laid  this  Address  at  the  foot  of  the  Throne,  1  am  commanded  by  the  Queen  to 
in.struct  you  to  ac<|uaint  the  Petitioners  that  Her  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  comply 
with  the  jjrayer  of  their  Address. 

You  will,  therefore,  call  on  them  to  furnish  the  Draft  of  such  a  Cliarter  as  they  are  desinjus 
of  receiving,  and  it  will  be  further  necessary  that  they  should  nominate  some  jjcrson  in  this 
Country,  who,  as  their  Agent,  may  be  authorized  to  assent  to,  or  dissent  from,  any  modification 
of  the  terms  of  that  Draft,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  the  Crown,  it  may  be  thought  tit  to  sti])idate, 
and  to  defray  the  ex])ense  incidental  to  the  issuing  of  such  a  Charter  under  the  Great  Se<d.

Upon  the  subject  of  (.^)ueen"s  College,  1  have  leceived  from  Lord  dohn  I'ussell  a  Dt's|)atch, 
of  which  I  h)se  no  time  in  forwarding  you  a  copy,  as  well  as  the  ()|)inion  of  the  Law  OtKcers  of 
the  Crown  in  P]ngland,  Your  Excellency  will  ]»erceive  that,  acting  on  tlie  ()|)inion  of  the  T,aw 
Otticers,  and.  with  a  view  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  subsciibers  to  the  Cniversity,  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies  has  determined  on  disallowing  the  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  of 
last  Session,  (3rd  Victoria.  Chapter  35.)  anil  on  conferring  a  Royal  Charter  on  the  I 'niversity, 
which  is  now  in  course  of  ])reparati(Ui,  in  counuiniication  with  their  .Vgeiit,  ."Mr.  (Jillesjiie  ; — and 
further,  that,  if  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  Establishment  reipiire  any  Legislative  provision,  that 
will  have  to  be  etiected  hereafter  by  a  fresh  .\ct  of  the  Canadian  Legislature.  This  will  render  any 
arrangement,  with  respect  to  the  alhitnient  of  Fuiuls  from  King's  College,  unneces.sary  at  present, 
ami  the  matter  will  remain  open  for  di.scussion,  whenever  any  Legislative  jirovi.sion  of  the  kind 
shall  be  ajjplied  foi'. 
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2.  Fxtract  from  a  Despatch  from  Lord  John  Russell,  Colonial  Secretary,  to  t]u> 
Governor  General,  dated  the  4th  of  November,  1840, — alluded  to  in  the  Governor 
General's  forej^oing  Despatch  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  of  the  27th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1840:— 

I  have  received  a  Report  from  Her  Majesty's  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  on  the  Draft 
Charter  prepiired  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  at  Kingston,  which  accompanied  your 
Despatch  of  the  13th  of  August  last. 

T  enclose  for  your  information  a  copj*  of  that  Re])ort. 

You  will  perceive  that  those  Officers  are  of  opinion  that  a  Charter  cannot  be  granted,  and 
that  an  improper  course  has  l)een  ])ur.sued  in  founding  the  College.  As  you  ai)pearto  be  anxious 
that  a  Royal  Charter  should  be  granted  to  this  Institution,  I  have  determined  to  follow  the 
course  suggested  by  them  as  the  only  mode  in  Avhich  the  wishes  of  the  Trustees  could  l)e  ettected. 
The  Provincial  Act  will  accordingly  be  disallowed,  and  a  fresh  Charter  will  be  jn'ejjared. 

In  framing  it,  I  have  directed  Mr.  (Jillespie,  the  Agent  of  the  Trustees,  to  adhere  as  closely 
as  jiossible  to  the  terms  of  the  Draft  a))])rove(l  by  you,  as  well  as  to  tho.se  of  the  Provincial  Act, 
omitting,  however,  the  pi-ovisions  for  the  endowment,  out  of  Public  Funds,  of  a  Theological 
Professorship. 

Any  Legislative  enactiuent  which  may  l)e  reipiired  re.s])ecting  the  Funds  of  the  University 
may  follow  ujxm  the  issue  of  the  Charter. 

S.  Copy  of  the  Opinion  of  the  Law  Officei-s  of  the  Crown,  alluded  to  in  the 
fore^oin^  extract  from  Lord  John  Russell's  Despatch  to  the  (Jovei-nor  General,  of 
the  4th  of  November,  1840. 

We  have  the  honour  tri  acknowledge  the  recei|)t  of  Mr.  Steijhcns  Letter  of  I'itli  ultimo, 
transmitting  to  us,  l)j'  your  Lordship's  directions,  copies  of  a  Corresj)ondence  between  your 
Lordship  and  the  Governor  General  of  British  North  America,  resjjccting  a  Charter  which  the 
Tru.stees  of  Queeu's  College,  at  Kingston,  Upper  ('anada,  are  anxious  to  obtain  for  tliat  Institu- 
tion, together  with  a  Draft  of  a  proposed  Charter,  and  retpiiring  tliat  we  would  revise  it,  and 
rejjort  to  your  Lordshiji  our  opinion  on  the  subject. 

Having  considere<l  tlie.se  documents,  together  with  tlie  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  U])j}er 
Canada,  (3rd  Victoria,  Chapter  35),  referred  to  in  the  Draft  Charter,  and  intituled  :  "An  Act  tt> 
Est;al>lish  a  College  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  University  of  Kingston,"  \vv  have  the  honour 
to  report  toyour  Lord.shij),  that,  in  our  liumble  opinion,  the  ]>rojiosed  Charter  cannot  be  granted, 
and  that  an  imjiroper  cour.se  has  been  pursued  in  founding  this  Institution. 

It  belongs  to  the  Crown,  by  its  Prerogative,  to  incorj)orate,  and  establish,  an  University. 
There  ought  to  have  been  a  Charter  from  the  Crown  in  the  first  instance,  instead  of  an  Act  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature.  But  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  which  has  been  obtained,  is  not 
only  objectional)le  in  point  of  jirecedent,  but  it  actually  disal)les  the  Crown  from  doing  l)y 
Charter  what  is  now  .solicited  by  the  Trustees.  The  Act,  having  received  the  Royal  Assent,  has 
the  force  of  Law  in  I'pper  Canada,  and  is  binding  on  the  Cnjwn. 

The  Act  begins  by  enacting  that  the  Institution  shall  be  called  "  The  T^niversity  of  Kings- 
ton," and  the  Charter  projioses  that  it  shall  be  called  "Queen's  College  at  King.ston."  The 
only  mofle  in  which  the  object  of  the  |)artics  can  be  obtained  seems  to  us  to  )h'  to  disallow  the 
Act.  an*l  to  grant  a  new  Charter,  framed  as  was  the  original  Act  of  lncor|)oi;ition.  ami  tlie  founda- 
tion of  tin;  Institution. 

If  any  L(!gislati\e  Enactment   respecting  tlic  fun<ls  of  tin;   I 'ni\cTsit_\    should  l)e  necessary, 
tliis  may  follow  upon  tlie  issue  of  the   Charter.      The  Act  alri;arly  passed  may,  in  point  of  Law, 
be  confirmed  by  Her  Majesty,  liut  the  proposi-d  Charter  cannot  be  superinduced  ui»on  it.

On  the  12tli  of  Oetolter  la.st,  1  explainiMl  to  you  at  length  the  objection.s  which  were  enter- 
tained to  the  Act  i)asse(l  hy  the  Legi.slature  of  l^|)j)er  Canada,  for  the  estal»lishnient  of 
aPreshyterian  University  at  King.ston  ;  and,  on  the  4tli  of  November,  I  had  occa.sion  to 
inform  you  that,  on  account  of  the  informality  pointed  out  by  the  Law  OHicers  of  the 
Crown,  in  regard  t<i  the  foundation  of  the  In.stitution,  the  Act  in  (piewtion  would  be  dis- 
allowed. Since  writing  the  last  of  these  Despatches,  I  liave  had  a  personal  interview  with  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Cook  and  Mi'.  Rintoul  on  this  subject;  ami,  at  their  .solicitation,  1  have  deter- 
mined to  i)ostpone  recommending  the  Queen  in  Council  to  disallow  the  Provincial  Act  until  the 
Royal  Charter  shall  have  been  issued.  ,\fter  the  grant  of  the  Charter,  it  will  be  comjtetent  to 
the  Provincial  Legislature  to  pass  any  fresh  Act  which  may  be  necessary. 

I  see  no  objection  to  the  establishment  of  a  Theological  Professorship  for  the  Tniversity, 
provided  that  no  portion  of  the  funds  of  King's  College  be  diverted  to  that  object.

After  a  long  delay  in   the  ])i-(U'i'edings  foi'    granting   the  Cliaitei-  of  Queen's 

College,  Mr.  R.    Vernon   Smith,   one    of   the   Under  Secretaries   of   State  for  the 

(Colonies,  made  the  following    explanation  of     this  dflay,  in    a    {..cttcr  addressed 

to    Mr.    Ale.xander  Gillespie,  junioi-.  Agent  in  London  foi' the  Board  of    Ti'iistt-es, 

dated  the  19th  of  August,  1841  :— 

As  it  may  be  ctnivenient  to  you  to  be  made  acijuainted  with  the  circinnstances  which  have 
caused  delay  in  issuing  Letters  Patent  for  the  Incorporation  of  Queen's  College,  Kingston,  I 
have  received  directicms  from  Lord  John  Ru.ssell  to  inform  you,  that,  inmiediately  after  receipt 
at  this  Office,  of  the  Draft  Charter  from  Lord  Sydenham,  and  of  the  Draft  which  was  prepared  in 
this  Country,  under  your  direction,  these  Documents  were  referred  to  the  Law  Officers  of  the 
Crown  for  their  consideration  and  report.  Since  that  jieriod,  repeated  a|)plications  have  l)een 
addressed  to  these  Officers  for  theii'  Re])ort,  but  hitherti>  without  success;  Lord  John  Russell 
has  however  again  written  to  the  Attorney  (ieneral,  and  he  trusts  that  nofinther  delay  will  ensue. 

His  Lordship  desires  me  to  state,  that  he  was  unable  to  regard  as  sufficient  the  Report  which 
the  Law  Officers  made  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  upon  the  Draft  Charter, 
which  you  had  transmitted  to  them,  as,  from  the  terms  of  their  Opinion,  it  did  not  appear  that 
they  had  taken  into  consideration  the  Draft  which  was  sent  home  by  Lord  Sydenham,  or  that 
they  were  satisfied  of  the  substantial  coincidence  of  the  two  Documents. 

I  have  to  add  my  suggestion,  that  this  di.scussion  might  be  brought  to  a  more  speedy  termi- 
nation, if  you  could  make  it  convenient  to  confer  with  the  Attorney  (Jeneral  on  the  subject.

On  i-eceipt  of  this  C'onimunieation  from  Mr.  R.  Voiion  Smith,  Mi-.  Gilh'spie, 
the  Agent  of  the  College  in  London,  prepared  a  Meinoi-aiulinii  on  the  subject  of  the 
Charter  for  the  Colonial  Office,  and  enclosed  it,  with  the  following  Letter,  to  the 
Honouraltle  William  Morris,  Cliairnian  of  tlie  I'l-ard  of  Tiiistees.      He  said  : — 

1  wrote  you  a  few  lines  on  ."Jrd  of  August,  and  it  was  my  purpose  to  have  again 
addressed  you  l)y  the  following  Packet,  but  1  did  not  see  Mr.  Vernon  Smith  until  the  12th  of  that 
month,  and  1  ilid  not  receive  tlie  Communication  he  proiuisetl  me  until  the  2nth  of  Augu.st.  At 
my  interview,  1  strongly  rej)resented  the  inconvenience  ami  disappointment  that  had  been 
experienced  from  the  Charter  not  having  been  granted,  an<l  ilemaniled,  either  that  it  should  be 
forthwith  com|)leteil.  or  that  I  shouM  be  made  aci|uainted  exjdicitly  with  the  olijection  which  had 
i)een  taken  toit  on  behalf  of  himself  and  Lord  John  Russell.  He  e.xpre.s.sed  much  regret  at  the  delay, 
which  he  attributed  entirely  to  the  Law  <  )tiiiers  of  the  ('rown  and  promised  a  compliance  with  the 
latter  part  of  my  retjuest.  Acconlingly.  he  addressed  to  me  the  Letter  of  lUtii  .\ugust,  of  which  I 
enclose  a  copy,  (.see  this  page, above,)  ami  from  which  1  learned  with  surjirise  that  no  new  objections 
had  l)een  raised  at  all,  as  we  had  been  given  to  understand  had  been  the  case  at  the  Privy  Council 
Office.  On  receipt  of  this  Letter,  however.  I  lost  not  an  hour  in  applying  to  the  Attorney 
Oeneral,  but  failing  to  procure  an  interview  with  him,  I  a<ldressed  a  Memorandum  to  Mr.  Smith, 
of  which  1  enclose  a  co)>v  herewith.  (See  next  page.)

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You  will  observe  that,  in  Mr.  Smith's  Letter  of  tlie  lOtli  of  August,  there  i.s  ajiparently  a 
contradiction,  as,  at  tlie  first  instance,  you  would  sujJi)ose  that  there  liad  been  no  Report 
at  all  from  the  Law  Otticei-s  oi  the  Crown  uptm  the  Draft  submitted  by  me  ;  while  it  is  after- 
wards stated  that  Lord  Jolin  Russell  was  unable  to  regard  as  suflicient  the  Rejjort  whicli  liad 
been  made,  but  of  this  I  took  no  notice, — my  only  object  being  to  have  tlieir  Report  regarded  as 
suflicient.  Mr.  Vernon  Smitli  jn'omptly  acknowledged  this  Memorandum,  requesting  me  to  send 
to  tlie  Colonial  Ofhce  the  Draft  of  the  Charter  wliich  liad  ))een  returned  to  me  bj^  the  L;iw 
OfKcei'S  of  the  Crown,  and  which  was  done  accordingly.  Tliis  was  on  Saturday,  the  28th  of 
August,  when  it  was  quite  certain  that  the  Ministry  were  about  to  quit  office  immediately. 

On  Monday  I  had  an  interview  with  Lfird  John  Russell,  at  his  owni  House,  wlien  I  stated 
my  anxiety, — as  the  Charter  could  not  now  pass  the  Great  Seal  before  he  (piitted  office, — tliat  he 
would  put  the  matter  in  sucli  a  shape  as  to  prevent  its  being  reopened.  JH  is  Lordshi])  again 
expressed  regret  at  tlie  delay,  and  promised  to  see  what  he  could  do  for  me.  From  liis  Lord- 
shijj's  I  went  to  the  Colonial  Office,  and  there  found  that,  in  consequence  of  the  renewed  aitjili- 
cations  to  the  Attorney  General,  tlie  Draft  Charter  had  been  returned  on  Saturday  evening  with 
a  further  and  more  elaborate  Opinion,  approving  of  the  same  ;  this  I  begged  might  be  brought 
under  Lord  John  Russell's  notice  ;  and,  on  going  back,  on  the  1st  instant,  I  found  that  his  Loi-d- 
ship  had  been  as  good  as  his  word,  having  left  a  Memftrandum  on  the  subject,  with  the  precise 
terms  of  which  1  am  not  acquainted,  but  which  I  understand  to  be  to  the  effect  that  the  Charter 
should  now  issue. 

You  will  learn  that  to-day  the  Melbourne  Ministry  go  out  of  office,  and  that  Lord  Stanley 
succeeds  Lord  John  Russell  at  the   Cohmial  Office,   and,  as  soon  as  he  is  fairly  installed,  I  shall 
address  him  for  an  interview  on  the  subject,    and  I  do  not  now  apprehend  any  further  serious 
difficulty  or  delay.

Memorandum,  dated  the  19th  of  August,  1841,  and  sent  to  the  Colonial  Office, 
by  Mr.  Alexander  Gillespie,  Agent  in   London  of  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  College, 

Mr.  Yenion  Smith's  letter  to  Mr.  Gillesjiie  states,  that  Lord  John  Russell  was  unable  to 
regard  as  sufficient  the  Report  which  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  made  to  the  Lords  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  upon  the  Draft  Charter^  which  Mr.  Gillespie  had  submitted  to  them, 
as,  from  the  terms  of  their  Opinion,  it  did  not  apjiear  that  they  had  taken  into  consideration  the 
Draft  sent  home  by  Lord  Sydenham,  the  Governor  General,  or  were  satistied  of  the  sulistantial 
coincidence  of  the  two  Documents.  There  seems  reason  to  think  that  Lord  John  Russell's 
ajijirehension  aVwve  expressed,  is  unfounded,  and  that  this  will  ajijiear  from  the  following  detail  of 
circumstances,  videlicet  : — 

Mr.  Vernon  Smith's  letter  of  the  4th  of  Noveiiilier  last,  (1840,)  stateil  that  the  Draft  Charter 
sent  home  from  Canada  having  been  submitted  to  the  .Attorney  and  Solicitor  (ieneral,  they  had 
reported  their  Opinion,  that  it  could  not  be  granted, — an  imjiroper  course  having  iteen  jmrsued 
in  the  first  instance,  and  that  the  only  mode  in  which  the  oliject  could  be  obtained  was  to  dis- 
allow the  Act  of  the  Local  Legislature,  and  t<i  grant  a  new  Charter,  framed  iis  was  the  origiual 
Incorfioration  Act  of  the  Institution,  and  that  Lord  Jolm  Russell  was  prejiared  to  ado])t  that 
advice,  and  to  submit  for  Her  Majesty's  apjiroval  the  Draft  of  a  Charter  j)reiiared  here,  and  trans- 
mitted to  His  Lordship  for  that  purjiose  ;  and  Mr.  Smith,  in  his  Letter  of  the  19th  of  August, 
instant,  further  suggested  that  the  Draft  which  had  lieen  sent  home,  as  well  as  the  Act  of  the 
Canadian  Legislature,  having  lieen  approved  by  the  Governor  General,  it  was  desirable,  with  the 
view  to  avoid  the  delay  of  another  reference  to  Canada,  that  the  terms  of  the  new  Draft  Charter 
should  agree  as  .much  as  jiossible  with  those  of  the  former  Instruments,  omitting,  however 
the  jiasaages  relative  t^i  tlie  proposed  Jlndowment  from  the  Public  fulids.  of  the  Theological 
Professorship.  —  [i.e.,  the  fifteenth,  or  last  Section,  of  the  Queen's  College  Iiicor]>oration  Act, 
.>d  Vict<»ria,  Chapter  35  ;  jiages  2:}o-*238  of  the  Third  V()lume  of  this  Documentary  History.] 

This  letter  of  Mr.  Smith's  was  immediately  and  strictly  acted  ujion,  by  pif|)aring  the 
new  Draft  (Jharter,  agreeably  to  his  suggestions,  and  with  marginal  notes,  calling  attention 
t/>  any  formal  alterations  which  it  might  be  thought  necessary  to  make,  with  a  view  to  greater 
technical  accuracy  ;  and  it  was  afterwards  signed,  as  approveil,  by  the  Attorney  aiul  Solicitor 
General,  witli  the  following  Note  appencled  to  it,  which  apjiears  to  shew  that  they  had  attended 
both  Uj  the  the  Draft  Charter  and  the  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,     the  note  being  as  follows  : 

"The  Act  having  been  been  diuallowtsd,  the  College  will  now  be  constitutionally  created  by 
the  j»rerogative  of  the  Crown."

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TIksc  ciivuiiistaiKts  iiHliicc  a  ln-lie'f  in  tlio  iiiiixi  <>f  Mi-.  (iilK's|iif  tli.it  Linil  .lolin  Russell  i.s 
iiii<ler  H  iiiisapprohfiisiioi,  in  thinking  that  the  Attorney  and  Sulicitor  (iun<ial,  liad  not  taken 
into  consiik'iatiun  the  Draft  sent  home  Ity  Lord  Sydenham,  or  lieen  satislie<l  with  the  substan- 
tial coincidence  of  the  two  Documents. 

It  appears  from  the  foregoiny  detail,  that  their  jtarticular  attention  had  iu-en  called,  both  to 
the  Draft  Charter  .sent  home,  and  t<i  the  Act  of  the  Local  Legislature,  and  that  the  new  Draft  ha<l 
been  frame<l  agreeal)ly  thereto,  omitting  tlmse  |)assiiges  which  had  been  thought  exceptionalile. 
As  it  is  found  impo.ssible  at  present,  after  repeated  a|)plicjitions,  to  obtain  an  interview  with  the 
Att()nu.'y  (leneral,  it  is  hooted  that  Mr.  Vernon  Smith  may  be  aide  so  to  represent  the  matter  to 
Lord  John  Rus.sell,  so  that  the  Charter  may  at  once  go  forwaril.

Mr.  Gillcspio  having  li;i(l  a  satisfactory  intervii-w,  (in  rt-^^fard  to  the  Charter,) 
with  Lord  StanU-y,  the  new  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  wi-otc  the  fol- 
lowiuof  Letter,  to  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  Chairman  of  the  lioard  of 
Trustees  of  Queeu's  College  on  the  subject: 

I  refer  to  my  Communication  by  last  Steamer  respecting  the  College  Charter,  I  have  now  the 
pleasure  to  say  that  1  have  had  an  interview  with  Lord  Stanley,  from  whom  I  had  a  cordial 
reception,  and  his  Lordship  assured  me  in  the  most  hearty  oft"  hand  manner  that  he  was  [)erfectly 
ready  to  recommend  that  the  Charter  should  issue,  whenever  he  was  assured  that  the  Draft  sub- 
mitted by  me  was  the  same  as  the  Act  and  Draft  sent  home  from  Canada,  with  the  exception 
already  agreed  on,  and  that,  though  a  reference  to  the  Law  Otticers  was  still  necessary,  he  would 
do  every  thing  in  his  power  to  facilitate  the  matter  ;  in  fact  his  Lordshiji  seemed  anxious  to 
assure  us  that  he  was  e(iually  well  disposed  towards  us  as  his  Predecessor,  and  1  think  I  may 
venture  to  say  that  we  shall  not  now  be  long  without  the  Charter,  of  this  I  have  apprised  oin- 
friends  in  Edinburgh.

The  Royal  Charter  of  Queens  College  was  finally  issued  on  the  16th  of 
October,  1841,  and,  on  the  29th  of  that  month,  an  intimation  of  the  fact  was  com- 
municated to  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
in  the  following  Letter  from  Edinburgh,  but  no  other  Letter  on  the  .subject  is 
entered  on  the  Records  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  l)e  able  to  inform  you  that  the  Koyal  Charter  for  the  Queen's 
College,  has  at  last  been  issued,  and  you  will  receive  by  this  Packet,  official  information  from 
Mr.  Young,  Secretary  to  the  Colonial  Committee,  of  the  ajtpointment  of  the  Reverend  Thomas 
Liddell,  of  Lady  Glenorchy's  Church  in  this  City,  as  Principal*.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Roj'al  Charter,  as  it  passed  the  Great  St-al  on 
the  16th  of  Octo])er,  1 841.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Ciiarter  docs  not  contain  any 
provision  for  the  maintainance  of  a  Theological  Profes.sor  out  of  the  funds  of  King's 
College,  as  was  the  case  in  the  Provincial  Incorporation  Act,  which  was  disal- 
lowed, b}' recjuest  of  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  Collcgf.  That  ])r(>vision,  as  inti- 
mated to  the  Trustees,  could  only  be  made  V)y  the  Provincial  Legislature,  as  it  was 

*The  Reverend  Thomas  Liddell,  D.U.,  Tint  Principal  of  Queen's  ColieKe,  retigued  his  Principalehip 
in  1840,  and  returned  to  Scotland,  where  he  died  in  1880.  His  coadjutor,  and  profestor  of  Latin  and  Greek, 
the  Reverend  Peter  Colin  Campbell,  returned  to  Scotland  in  the  name  year,  and  became  afterwards  Princi- 
pal of  Aberdeen  University. 
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ill  the  tlisallowed  Act  of  1840, — the  [mperial  Government  having  renounced,  in 
consideration  of  a  "  Civil  List,"  the  right  to  appropriate  any  Funds  under  the 
control  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  as  were  those  of  Kings  College.*

of  youth  in  the  [)rinci]jles  of  tlie  Christian  Religion  ;  And  for  tlieir  instruction  in 
the  various  branches  of  Science  and  Literature,  would  greatly  conduce  to  the  wel- 
fare of  Our  said  Province. 

And  Whereas,  humble  a[)j)lication  hath  been  made  to  Us  by  the  Reverend 
Robert  McG ill.  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,  in 
connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  the  Reverend  Alexander  Gale,  Clerk 
of  the  said  Synod,  and  the  several  otlier  jjersons  liereinafter  named,  to  make  them 
a  Body  Corporate  and  Politic,  for  the  purjjoses  aforesaid  and  hereinafter  mentioned  ;

And  We  furtlier  Will  that  the  tirst  General  Meeting  of  the  said 
Tru.stees  shall  be  held  at  Kingston  upon  such  a  day,  within  six  Calendar  Months 
after  the  date  of  these  ouii  Letters  Patent,  as  shall  he  fixed  for  that  jturpose  by  the 
Trustee  first  named  in  these  Presents,  who  shall  be  then  living  ;  of  which  Meeting^ 
thirty  day  s  notice,  at  least,  shall  be  given,  by  notification  in  writing  to  each  of  the 
Trustees  for  the  time  being,  who  shall  be  resident  at  the  time,  within  the  Provinces^ 
of  Upper  or  Lower  Canada  ;  and  the  same  shall  also  be  notified  at  the  same  time,  by 
advertisement  in  one  or  more  of  the  Public  Newspapers  of  the  .said  Province. 

XXIX.  And  the  sjiid  Trustees  shall  also  afterwards  have  ])ower  to  meet  at 
Kingston  aforesaid,  or  at  such  (jther  place  as  they  shall  fix  for  that  ])urpose,  upon 
their  own  adjournment,  and  likewise  so  often  as  they  shall  be  summoned  by  the 
Chairman,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  Senior  Trustee,  whose  seniority  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  first  instance  l)y  the  order  in  which  the  .said  Trustees  are  named  in 
these  Pre.sents,  and  afterwards  by  the  order  in  which  they  shall  he  subsecjuently 
arranged,  pursuant  to  the  powers  hereinbefore  contained. 

XXX.  Provided  alivans,  that  the  said  Chairman,  or  Senior  Trustee,  shall  not 
summon  a  Meeting  of  the  Trustees,  unless  required  so  to  do  by  a  notice  in  writing 
from  three  Members  of  the  Board. 

XXXI.  Ami  provided  also,  that  he  cause  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said 
Meeting  to  be  given  in  one  or  m<jre  of  the  Public  Newspapers  of  the  Province  of 
Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  Meeting  ;  and  that  every 
Member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  resident  within  the  said  Provinces,  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  to  the  C<u'i)oration.  of  the  time  and  ])lace  of  such 
Meeting. 

XXXII.  And  We  Will,  and  by  these  Presents  for  Us  our  Heirs  and  Succes- 
sors, do  grant  and  declare  that  these  our  Letters  Patent,  or  the  enrolment,  or 
exemplification  thereof,  shall  and  may  be  good,  firm  and  valid,  sufficient  and 
effectual  in  the  Law,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  same,  and 
shall  be  taken,  construed  and  adjusted  in  the  most  favourable  and  beneficial  sense, 
for  the  best  advantage  of  Our  .said  College,  as  well,  in  Our  Courts  of  Record,  as 
elsewhere  ;  aud  by  all  and  singular  Judges,  Justices,  Officers,  Ministers,  and 
others,  subject  whatsoever  of  Us  r)uR  Heirs  and  Successors,  any  unrecital,  non- 
recital,  omission,  imperfection,  defect,  matter,  cause,  or  anything  whatsoever,  to 
the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  notwith.standing. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  We  have  caused  these  OuK  Letters  to  be  made  Patent. 
Witness  Ourself,  at  Our  Palace  at  Westminster,  this  Sixteenth  Day  of  October,  in 
the  Fifth  Year  of  Odr  Reign.

CHAPTEK  VI 

PROPOSEIJ  CHURCH  OF  SCOTLAND   PROFESSOR  OF  THEOLOGY  IN 

KING'S   COLLEGE,  TORONTO. 

The  special  claim  of  the  Syiuxl  of  the  Church  of  Scotluiid  iu  (aiiada  to  have 

a  Professorship  of  Theology  in   King's  College,  Toronto,  did  not  originate  with 

that  Synoil.  noi-  with  any  Member  of  that  Church  in  Canada.      It  originated   in 

England,  and  as  far  hack  as  in  theyeai-  l.S2<S.     But  it  Avas  adopted  and  recognized 

hy  the  Synod  and  Members  of  tliat  Church.     The  matter  originated  in  this  way  : 

In  May,  1828,  a  Select  Committee  of  the  Imjierial  House  of  Commons  was 
appointed,  on  motion  of  that  eminent  English  Statesman,  William  Huski.sson,  "to 
<ni|ui)-c  into  the  State  of  the  Civil  Government  of  (  anada."  To  this  ( "onmiittec  was 
lefcnod  the  subject  of  an  Address  to  the  Kin^  fi-om  the  Cpjier  Cjinada  House  of 
Asseiidtly,  agi-eed  t(j  on  the  2()th  of  March,  1828.  This  Adth-ess  pjote.sted  against 
'  he  exclusive  chjiracte]-  ot  the  Royal  Chai'tei- to  King's  College  which  had  been 
;/rarited,  under  the  Great  Seal,  during  the  ])i*eceiling  yeai-. 

Ai'Uir  reporting  against  the  exclusive  character  and  unjust  etiect  of  such  a 
<'iiarter  as  that  granted  to  King^i  College,  as  entirely  uiisuited  to  a  ('ountry 
like  Canada,  the  Contmittee  — 
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Stiitt!  .as  their  opinion  that  great  benefit  would  accrue  to  the  Province  by  changing  the  con- 
stitution of  [the  College  Council].  They  think  that  two  Theological  Professors  should  1)6  estab- 
lished, one  of  the  Church  of  England  and  another  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  (who.se  lectures  the 
respective  Candidates  for  Holy  Ordeis  should  be  re(iuired  to  attend),  but  that,  with  rcsi)ect  to 
the  President,  f'rofessors,  and  others  connecte<l  with  the  College,  no  religious  test  whatever 
should  be  recjiiired.     (See  page  253  of  the  F'irst  Volume  of  this  Docinnentary  History.) 

\N'liy  the  C'Ominittee  ignored  tlie  equal  "claims"  of  the  Methoflists  and  other 

DenominationH  of  Christians  in  Upper  Canada,  does  not  appear.     The  anomaly 

of  such  an  exclusive  selection,  as  that  of  the  C'hurch  of  Scotland  for  a  share  in 

the   funds  of    Kinjf's  Colletje,  is  pointed    out    in  a  very  forcil)l('    maiiiiti-    by  Lord 

.Sydenham,  in  his  Despatch  to  the  Colonial  Secretary,  dated  the  10th  of  October, 

liS40, — which  see,  further  on  in  this  Chapter. 

Proceedings  of  the  United  Presbytery  and  Synod  on  the  Subject,  1831. 

In  January,  1831,  as  stated  on  page  13  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Docu- 
mentary History,  the  United  Presbytery  of  Upper  Canada*  met  at  South  Gower 
and  passed  a  Resolution  as  follows: 

Hesolred.  That  a  re.spectful  and  immediate  a[)plication  be  made  to  His  Excellancy  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  Sir  John  Colbornc,  re([uesting  him  to  procure  for  the  United  Presbytery 
of  Upper  Canada  the  privilege  of  choosing  a  Professor  of  Divinity  in  King's  College,  t(j  sit  in 
the  Council,  and,  in  every  resjtect,  to  be  (jn  an  e<pial  footing  with  the  other  Professors  in  .said 
College.     (See  page  74  of  this  Volume,  aide;  and  page  284  of  Volume  Three  of  this  History.) 

At  the  second    Session    of  the   United   Presbytery  of   Upper  Canada — then 

formed  into  "  the  Synod  of  Upper  Canada" — held  at  Kingston,  in  August,  1832, 

it  adopted  an  "  overture  "  from  the  Presbytery  of  York,  and  agreed — 

That  the  Synod  recognizes  the  great  importance  of  a  Seminary  for  educating  and  training 
young  men  for  the  Ministry  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. 

That  an  innnediate  and  urgent  aj)plication  be  made  by  the  Synod  to  the  Government  to 
found  an  In.stitution,  or  to  endow  Profes.sorships  in  c(mnecti(m  with  the  Synod. 

That,  in  the  event  of  the  Government  nf)t  founding,  or  indefinitely  delaying  to  found,  an 
Institution,  or  Professor.shi]),  the  Synod  .should  take  into  serious  consideration  the  importance  of 
adopting  a  iterinanent  measure  for  the  education  and  training  of  Ministers. 

The  Synod  referred  the  sul)ject  at  the  time  to  a  Special  Committee,  but  it 

was  afterwards  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Synod  to  prepare  a 

Memorial  to  the  King,  embodying  the  substance  of  what  the  Synod  had  agreed  to. 

(The  further  action  of  the  Synod  in  this  matter  is  detailed  on  pages  285-291   of 

the  Third  Volume  of  this  Docinnentary  History.) 

The  Legi8l.\tive  Council  in  Favour  of  a  Presbyterian  Professor  of 
Theology  in  King's  College,  1837. 
When  the  Charter  of  King's  College  was  fiixt  amended,  during  the  Session  of 
the  Upper  Canada  Legislature  in  1837,  an  elaborate  Rep(jrt  on  the  anu'iidments 
to  the  Chai-ter,  as  proposed  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  was  prepared  by  a  Select 
Committee  of  the  Legislative  Council.  In  that  Report,  the  Connnittee  cited  the 
recommendation  of   the  Committee  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  in  1828,  that  a

of  Upper  Canada." 
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Theological  Professoi-ship  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  should  be  established  in 
Kinc^'s  College.  In  regard  to  this  recommendation,  the  Report  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  stated  that — 

Tn  order  to  reconcile  all  interests,  your  Conunittee  felt  inclined  to  propose  that  a  Theologi- 
cal Professor  of  the  Cluirch  of  Scotland  should  be  jjlaced  on  the  foundation,  as  suggested  by  the 
Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Conunons  in  18^8  ;  but,  on  farther  examination,  it  was  found 
that  the  College  Council  has  full  power  to  do  this  without  special  enactment.  Your  Conunittee, 
therefore,  deemed  it  sufficient  to  reconnnend  it  to  be  done,  so  soon  after  the  College  is  put  in 
ojteration  as  may  be  convenient. 

The  Legislative  Council  adopted  this  Report  :  and,  although  opposed  to  the 
alterations  in  the  Charter,  as  proposed  bythe  House  of  Assembly,  yet  agreed  to  them. 
King's  College  did  not,  however,  go  into  operation  until  1843,  and.  l)y  that  time, 
a  Royal  Charter  for  Queen's  College  super.seded  the  Provincial  Act  incorporat- 
ing it,  which  had  made  provision,  in  the  fifteenth  Section,  for  the  support,  out 
of  the  funds  of  King's  College,  of  a  Theological  Professorship  \n  Queen's  College. 

After  the  passage  of  the  Khig's  College  Amendment  Bill  of  1837,  the  Honour- 
able William  Morris  published  a  pamphlet  containing  his  Correspondence  with  the 
Colonial  Office.  In  that  Correspondence,  amongst  other  things,  he  criticised  the 
Charter  of  King's  College,  and  expressed  dissatisfaction  with  the  amendments 
then  made  to  it.  The  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  in  his  reply  to  Mr.  Morris,  of 
the  4th  of  December,  1837,  dissented  from  Mr.  Morris'  statement  of  the  case,  and 
informed  him  that  the  Legislative  Council  had  approved  of  the  proposal  to 
appoint  a  Church  of  Scotland  Theological  Professor  in  King's  College.     He  said  : 

"With  regard  to  your  assertion  that  the  Bill  amending  the  Charter  of  King's  College  passed 
the  Assembfy,  without  being  sufficiently  understood,  and  that  you  do  not  consider  it  as 
expressive  of  the  voice  of  more  than  a  small  minority  of  the  inhabifcmts,  they  are  so  extraordinary, 
that  I  presume  not  to  make  any  other  reply  then  that  the  Assembly  is  (juite  able,  without  my 
assistance,  to  vindicate  its  o-mi  character  against  such  aspersions,  and  that  the  amended  Charter 
was  carried  on  the  first  division,  l»y  a  majority  of  fifteen,  and  on  the  second,  by  a  majority  of 
twenty-one. 

The  feelings  of  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  were  so  far  from  l)eing  hostile  to  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  that  they  unanimously  adopted  the  Rejjort  of  the  Select  Committee,  of 
which  you  were  a  Member,  recommending  that  a  Theological  Professor  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land should  be  appointed,  as  .s«)on  after  the  College  went  into  oijeration  as  might  be  convenient. 

To  this  statement  of  Doctor  Strachan,  Mr.  Morris,  in  June,  1838,  replied  : 

You  say  that  the  feelings  of  the  Members  of  the  Legi.slative  Council  were  "so  far  from 
being  hostile  to  the  Church  of  Scotland  that  they  unanimously  reconnnended  that  a  Theological 
Professor  of  the  Church  <.f  Scotland  sliould  be  ai)i)oiMted,  as  soon  after  the  College  went  into 
operation  as  might  be  convenient." 

I  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  tlieir  lilicrality.  But  you  know  how  that  recom- 
mendation originated  in  the  Select  Committee,  and  to  convince  you  how  little  value  I  attach  to 
it.  I  need  only  .say  that  I  fear  the  fatal  words  "after"  and  "convenient"  will  exclude,  during 
your  lifetime,  at  least,  the  old-fashioned  Geneva  Gown  from  the  i>recincts  of  the  College 
Avenue.      .      .      * 

Correspondence   with    the    I.mperial   Covernmext    on    the    Subject. 
■      Oil  the  2oth  of  July,  1837,  the  Reverend  Doctor  McFarlan,  Pi-incipal  of  the 
Glasgow  College,  addressed    a  Lettei-   to  Sir  George  Grey,  Under-Secretary  of 
Stato  for  the  Colonies,  in   which  he  stated  that  the  Reverend  Doctor  Mathie?on,

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of  Montronl,  whom   he   introduced  to  Earl  Grey,  had  been  connuis^ioncd  l)y  his 
Brethren  to  provide,  amongst  other  tilings,  tor  : — 

The  ft)uiidation  in  King's  College,  Toronto,  and  McCJill  College,  Montreal,  of  Professor- 
ships in  the  varicjus  branches  of  a  liberal  education,  but  especially  in  Theobjgy,  in  conformity  to 
the  principles  of,  and  to  be  held  Viy  Professors  in  connection  with,  the  Church  of  Scotland.* 

On  the  .")tli  of  August,  1887,  the   Revei-end    Doctor    Alexander    Mathieson 

addressed    Lord    Glenelg   at  length,  (in    conjunction    with    the    Reverend    John 

Machar,  of  Kingston),  on  the  objt^cts  of  theii-  mission.      I  make  an  extract  from 

his  Letter,  as  follows  : 

Tliird  :  [n  connection  with  this  subject  {i.e.  Education  in  Lower  Canada),  I  was  further 
instructed  to  urge  the  propriety  of  its  being  made  a  positive  condition,  on  the  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  Goveri)ment,  that,  in  lieu  of  the  advantages  conferred  by  the  Parent  State  on  Colonial 
Universities,  and  m6re  especially  on  King's  College,  Tin'^nto,  and  McGill  Collegie,  Montreal, 
these  Institutions  be  esbablishel  on  such  a  liberal  foundation  as  to  be  made  available  to  Her 
Majesty's  subjects  in  the  Canadas  of  every  Denomination.  That  the  chit  f  qualifications  re([uired 
in  the  persons  appointed  tu  fill  the  Chairs,  not  expressly  connected  with  Theology,  shall  be 
superior  eminence  in  the  knowledge  of  these  branches  of  Education  which  he  is  required  to 
teach,  and  a  simple  declaration  in  his  belief  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.  That,  in  each  of  these 
Universities  two  Theological  Faculties  shall  be  established,  one  of  the  Church  of  England  and 
another  of  the  Church  of  Scotland.  That  the  appointment  of  Professors  to  till  the  Chairs  of 
the  last  of  these  Faculties  shall  be  vested  in  the  Synod,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Crown, 
and  that  the  internal  management  of  this  Faculty,  in  so  far  as  respects  the  terms,  the  course 
and  the  subjects  of  study,  shall  also  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Synod. 

Alexandkr   Mathie.son. 
London,  5th  August,  1837. 

Li  reply  to  this  Letter,  Doctor  Mathieson  was  referred,  by  Sir  James  Stephen, 
Under-Secretary,  to  Mr.  Morris,  who  had  already  been  in  communication  with  the 
Colonial  Office  on  the  subject.  On  receipt  of  this  Communication,  Doctor  Mathie- 
son again  addressed  a  Letter  to  the  Colonial  Office,  in  which,  after  further  discuss- 
ing the  question  with  Sir  James  Stephen  he  said  : 

If  two  The(dogical  Faculties,  one  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  England,  and  the  other 
with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  having  an  indepenHant  internal  management,  be  erected  on  the 
foundation  of  the  University  (of  King's  College),  as  recommended  by  Government!  ;  and,  if  the 
Classical  and  Philosophical  departments  be  left  open  to  those  who,  believing  in  the  authenticity 
and  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  are  best  qualitied  in  the  different  branches  of  Literature 
and  Science  requii-ed  to  be  taught,  I  am  persuaded  that  it  would  conduce  more  decidedly  towards 
preserving  the  Church  of  ?i]ngland  entire,  and  promoting  her  prospei-ity  than  any  other  scheme, 
while  it  would  be  more  acceptable  to  the  great  bulk  of  the  Colonists  themselves.     .     .     .

The  reply  to  this  Letter,  and  other  proceedings  in  the  matter,  are  given  on  the 
288th  and  following  pages  of  the  Third  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History. 

In  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  of  King's  College,  dated  the  19th  of  July, 
1839,  the  following  entry  occurs  :  A  copy  of  a  Despatch  from  Lord  Glenelg, 
{dated  July  21st,  1887,)  when  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  to  Sir  Francis 
Bond  Head,  late  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Upper  Canada,  was  laid  before  the 
Council,  transmitting  sundry  Letters  respecting  the  application  of  the  Honour-

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able  William  Morris,  as  the  authorized  Agent  of  the  Scotch  Church  in  Upper 
Canada,  that  the  Royal  assent  to  '"  The  Act  amending  the  Charter  of  King's  Col- 
lege "  should  be  withheld,  until  a  Professoi-ship  of  Divinity  should  be  appointed 
in  that  College  for  the  Students  of  that  Church. 

Communications  from  the  Secretaiy  of  Sir  George  Arthur,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  were  also  laid  before  the  Council,  transmitting,  (1),  a  Letter  from  the 
Commission  of  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,  dated  the  9th 
of  March.  1839,  respecting  a  Professorship  of  Divinity  for  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
and,  (2),  a  Letter  to  the  Reverend  William  Rintoul,  dated  the  14th  of  March,  1839, 
in  answer  to  an  application  to  His  Excellency  from  the  Synod  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  respecting  a  Professor- 
ship of  Divinity  for  Students  belonging  to  that  Church. 

Note. — None  of  these  Commuuications  are  entered  in  the  Minutes  of  King's  College  Council.  The 
further  proceedings  of  the  Synod  in  these  matters  will  be  found  on  pages  289-291  of  the  Third  Volume  of 
this  Documentary  History. 

THE  Upper  Canada  Commission  on  Education,  report  adversely  (in  1839,), 
AGAINST  More  than  one  Theological  Professorship  in  the  same  College. 

In  October,  1839,  Sir  George  Arthur,  the  then  Lieutenant  Governor, 
appointed  a  Commission,  of  which  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul  was  Chairman,  to 
examine  into  the  past  and  present  State  of  Education  throughout  the  Province, 
and  also  to  "  Institute  an  int^uiry  with  reference  to  the  constitution  of  King's 
College  .  .  .  and  its  Revenue  .  .  .  and  how,  in  future, 
[that  Revenue]  may  he  most  beneficially  employed." 

In  the  Report  which  these  Commissioners  prepared,  they  strongly  dissented, 

apparentl}'^  on   prudential  grounds,   from   the  proposed   plan   of  having  various 

Professors   of  Theolog}^   in   the  University   of  King's  College.     The  following  is 

that  part  of  the  Commissioners'  Report  dealing  with  this  matter: 

Your  Committee  have  bestowed  much  consideration  on  the  subject  of  tlie  Tlieological  Depart- 
ment [in  their  "  i>lan  of  Education  "].  It  is  their  conviction  that  it  would  l)e  wlu)ll}'  subver- 
sive of  the  order  and  well  being  of  an  University,  to  have  within  it  Chairs  for  the  Professors  of 
different  Denominations  of  Religi(ni.  But,  altliougli  they  would,  for  this  reason,  suggest,  that 
the  University,  in  this  Faculty,  should  be  assimilated  to  those  of  Oxford,  Cambridge  and  Dublin  ; 
they  would  also  reconniiend  that  provision  shfiuld  be  made  for  affording  to  the  students  for  the 
Ministry  in  other  Denominations  of  Christianity,  the  advantages  of  an  academic  education. 
They,  therefore,  submit  the  only  J )lan  by  which  it  ap])ears  to  them  the  important  object  of 
in.struction  for  Theological  Students  can  be  obtained,  without  exciting  angry  and  jealous  feelings 
throughout  the  Province,  or  endangering  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  LJniversity. 

They  would  recommend  that  Theological  Seminaries  slxmld  be  estaldislied,  (either  all  in 
one,  or  each  in  a  different  ]>art  of  the  Pi-ovince,)  one  for  each  Denomination  that  might  ajipear 
t/O  require  such  an  establishment,  for  the  education  of  their  Clergy.  On  linishing  their  coui-se  of 
instruction  there,  the  Student  should  receive  a  diploma,  certifying  that  he  had  completed  the 
re<juisite  course  of  Theological  study,  which  might  be  an  essential  in  the  retpiisites  for  such 
titles,  or  degrees,  in  Divinity,  as  the  authorities  of  each  Theological  Seminary  might  beemjiow- 
ered  t*)  confer.     (Page- 247  of  the  Third  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History). 

During  the  month  of  December,  1.S39,  renewed  efforts  were  made  by  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  to  promote  the  establishment  of  Queen's  (Jolleg<'. 
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Provision  made  in  Queen's  College  for  a  Theological  Professorship,  1840. 

A  Bill  WHS  iiitrf)tluc'ed  into  the  House  of  Asscmlily  on  the  17th  of  December, 
1<S39,  to  incoi-poijitc  Queen's  College;  nnd,  on  the  following  day,  an  influential  Meet- 
ing was  held  in  St.  Andrew's  C-hurch,  Kingston,  to  take  active  and  definite  steps 
to  establish  the  C'oUege  in  that  City.  In  a  Memorandum,  on  the  steps  taken  by 
its  pi-oinoters  to  l»-ing  the  College  into  opei'ation,  kindly  furnished  to  me  1)V 
the  Reverend   Doctor  George  Bell,  dated  in  Decetnl)ei-,  l<S9o,  he  sa\'s  : 

The  Act  of  Incorporation  wliicli  pas.sed  on  the  10th  of  Fel)ruary,  1840,  instituted  tlie  College 
under  the  name  of  "The  University  of  King.ston."  This  Act  liad  a  Clause,  (15),  granting  to  the 
College  a  yearly  payment  from  the  revenues  of  King's  College,  Toronto,  for  the  maintainance  of 
a  Theological  Professorsiiip,  according  to  the  Faith  and  Discipline  of  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
■which  was  to  satisfy ,tlie  claim  of  that  Church  to  have  such  a  Professorship  in  King's  College. 

The  first  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  College,  under  this  Act,  was  held  on  the  20tli  day 
of  May,  1840.  At  this  Meeting,  the  Chairman,  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  submitted  a 
Draft  of  a  Royal  Charter,  for  the  granting  of  which,  it  was  proposed  to  ajjply  to  the  Crown. 
The  founders  wished  to  have  the  name  of  "Queen's  College"  given  to  the  Tnstitutiim  in  the 
Act ;  but  this  name  had  been  [changed  Ijy  Messieurs  James  Morris  and  Edward  W.  Thomson, 
in  the  House  of  Assembly]*  on  the  ground,  that  it  would  be  discourteous  to  give  it  Her 
Majesty's  name  without  her  jiermissicm.  Tiie  Trustees  at  that  Meeting  agreed  to  petition  Her 
Majesty  to  grant  a  Royal  Charter,  to  the  Institution,  under  the  name  of  "  Queen's  College  at 
Kingston,"     (A  copy  of  this  Petiti(»n  is  given  on  ])age  75  ((ate.) 

Correspondence  in  regard  to  a  Presbyterian  Theological  Professorship 

in  King's  College.  1<S4(). 

As  the  )'esult  of  the  Proceedings  at  the  Meeting  of  Trustees,  the  following 

Letter  was  addressed,  on   the   27th   of  May,  1840,    to    the    Honourable    Samuel 

B.   Harrison,    Provincial  Secretary,   West,  l)y   the    Honourable    William   Morris, 

President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  proposed  Queen's  College  : 

I  have  to  re(|uest  that  you  will  have  the  goodness  to  inform  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  that,  at  a  late  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  "  Queen's  College  "  I  made  a  report  of  the 
arrangement  which  was  entered  into  by  the  Honourable  Robert  Baldwin  Sullivan  and  myself,  for 
the  surrender  by  the  Church  of  Scotland  of  all  claim  to  a  Tiieological  Chair  in  King's  Collce,  in 
consideration  of  an  annual  allowance  of  One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000),  to  be  paid  by  His 
Excellency  from  the  funds  of  the  latter  Institution,  to  endow  a  Theological  Profes.sorship  in  the 
former,  which  arrangement  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  .sanction,  by  accpiainting  me  that  ho 
instructed  Mr.  Sullivan  t<>  close  with  me  on  these  terms. t 

The  Trustees  directed  me  to  intimate  to  His  Excellency  that  it  is  expected  that  Queen's 
College  will  be  put  in  operation  on  the  1st  of  November  next,  and,  as  the  payment  of  the  above 
allowance,  l)y  the  terms  of  the  Statute,  is  not  to  conunence  until  both  Institutions  are  in  actual 
operation,  they  are  anxious  to  learn  from  His  Excellency  if  King's  College  will  also  be  l)egun  by 
that  period. 

Should  the  proposed  Building.s,  in  connection  with  Upper  Canada  College,  be  not  completed 
by  the  1st  of  November,  the  Tru.stees  hope  that  that  circum.stjinces  will  not  operate  against  them, 
as  Uj)per  Canada  College  forms  a  part  of,  and  is  incorporated  with,  King's  College,  and  this,  it  is 
hoped,  may  justify  His  Excellency  in  regarding  l)oth  Colleges  in  operation,  whenever  it  is 
reported  to  him  that  Queen's  College  is  so. 

The  Trustees  will  feel  greatly  obliged  to  His  Excellency  for  an  early  answer  to  this  Letter. 
I  was  also  directed  to  coiiununicate  with  His  Excellency  the  decision  of  the  Trustees  regarding 
the  Building  erected  at  Kingston  for  a  (ieneral  Hospital,  which  I  will  do  the  moment  I  receive 
a  copy  of  the  Resolution  adopted  on  that  subject.

I  have  the  honour,  by  Command  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  transmit  you  a  Letter 
which  has  been  received  from  the  Honourable  AVilliam  M'  rris,  on  the  subject  of  a  Theological 
Professorship  (in  King's  College),  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

As  your  name  is  introduced  in  this  Letter  l)y  Mr.  Morris,  1  am  to  request  you  will  have  tlie 
£roodne.ssto  give  the  matter  your  early  and  attentive  consideration,  and  make  your  report  tliereon. 
for  His  Excellency's  information  and  guidance.

To  this  Letter,  the  Honourable  Robert  B.  Sullivan,  on  the  8th  of  June,  1840, 
sent  the  following  reply  to  Mr.  Harrison: — 

In  obedience  to  the  commands  of  His  Excellency,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  directing  me 
to  give  the  subject  matter  of  a  Letter  from  the  Honouiable  William  Morris  my  earlj'  and  attentive 
consideration,  as  regards  the  arrangement  entered  into  for  the  allowance  to  be  made  from  the 
funds  of  King's  College  to  the  University  of  Queen's  College,  and  to  report  thereon  fully  for 
His  Excellency's  information,  I  have  the  honour  to  re])ly  to  your  note  of  the  5th  of  June,  instant, 
containing  His  Excellency's  commands. 

In  the  Draft  of  a  Bill  introduced  into  the  Honourable  the  Legislative  Council  for  incorpor- 
ating Queen's  College.  I  observed  that  it  was  contemplated  to  continue  the  claim  to  have  a  Theo. 
logical  Chair  in  King's  College  according  to  the  Faith  and  Discipline  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

It  struck  me  that  it  would  be  most  convenient  and  politic  to  have  the  Education  oi  Gradu- 
ates in  Theology,  intended  for  the  Ministry'  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  conducted  exclusively  in 
the  University  erected  under  the  auspices  of  that  Church. 

Mr.  Morris  fully  concun-ed  in  mysugge.stions,  andDoctor  Strachan,  IheLordBishop  of  Toronto, 
in  his  jdace  in  tlie  Legislative  Council,  fully  admitted  the  claim  of  the  Scottish  Church  to  have  a 
Divinity  Professorship  in  the  University  of  King's  College,  and  also  agreed  to  the  proposed 
arrangement  ;  and  it  was  settled  upon  all  hands  that  the  Church  of  Scotland  should  relinijuish 
that  claim,  in  consideration  of  a  corres])<mding  allowance  from  the  funds  of  King's  College  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Professorship  of  Divinity  in  the  other  Inf.titution. 

I  explained  to  Mr.  Morris  that  it  would  be  proper  to  have  the  sanction  of  His  Excellency, 
the  Governor  General,  to  this  arrangement,  and,  according,  I  had  thehoiK)ur  to  conmiunicate  the 
facts  to  His  Excellency,  and  to  expi-ess  my  opinion  that  a  liberal  allowance  should  lie  made  for 
that  purpose. 

The  fifteenth  Section  of  the  Bill  was  accordingly,  with  His  Excellency's  approval,  introduced 
and  carried,  and  it  was  by  that  clause  left  to  theGovernor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Person  adminis- 
tering the  Govenmient  of  the  Province,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  payment  of  such  yearly  sum 
as  he  should  think  just  for  the  above  pui'pose,  in  satisfaction  of  all  claim  on  the  part  of  the 
Cliurch  of  Scotland  for  the  institution  of  a  Professor.ship  of  Divinity  in  the  Univer^^ity  of  King's 
College,  according  to  the  Faith  and  Discipline  of  the  Church  of  Scotland.  Mr.  Morris,  in  talking^ 
over  the  matter  with  me,  expressed  his  ojjinion  that  the  allowance  ought  not  to  be  confined 
strictly  to  the  salarj'  f)f  a  Professor,  in  which  I  concurred,  and  he  mentioned  the  sum  of  One 
Thousand  jjounds  (£1,000,)  per  annum,  I  did  not,  however,  state  this  amount  to  His  Excallency. 
the  Governor  General,  as  part  oi  the  arrangement,  nor  did  I  conceive  it  to  be  so  ;  I  suj)jifist'd 
that  the  amount  was  to  be  the  subject  of  future  consideration,  as  expressed  in  the  Act. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  will,  no  doul)t,  recollect,  if  he  instructed  me  to  pledge 
the  Government  to  any  sjjecitied  sum.  My  impression  is  very  strong  that  he  did  not  ;  but  Mi-. 
Morris  is  evidently  under  the  conviction  that  he  mentioned  a  sum  to  the  Governor  General,  to 
whicli  His  Excellency  assented  ;  and,  if  His  Excellency's  recollecticm  accords  with  the  ini] ses- 
sion in  Mr.  Morris' mind,  my  not  being  informed  of  the  fact  caimot  be  of  any  importance.

This  Letter  having  been  laid  before  the  Lieutenant    Govei'iioi",  Sir   George 
Arthur,  he  enclosed  it  for  the  consifleration  of  the  Governor  General,  in  a  Des- 
patch, addressed  to  him,  and  dated  the  24th  of  June,  1840,  in  which  he  said  : —

From  Mr.  Sullivan's  Report,  (»f  which  T  also  transmit  a  co{»y.  Your  Excellency  will  ol)serve 
that  that  (ientleman  iloes  not  concur  in  what  appears  to  be  Mr.  Morris'  impression  that  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  jionnds,  (£1,00(1),  i)er  annum  was  the  amoiuit  tletermiiied  upon  as  an  ei|uivalent 
for  the  surrender  of  the  Theolocjical  Ciiair,  and  that  he  conceived  such  was  not  the  case,  but  that 
the  amount  of  the  allowance  was  to  be  thesubject  of  future  consideration.  Mr.  Sullivan  having 
suggested  that  Your  Excellency  woidd  I'ecollect  whether  such  was  the  case,  or  not,  and  whethei' 
Your  Excellency  had  ass -nted  to  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  pr)unds,  (£1,000),  as  ])roposed  In' 
Air.  Morris,  I  have  thought  it  right  to  make  this  Conununication,  and  to  re()ue.st  that  you  will 
favour  me  with  your  lecollection  upon  the  8ul)j(!ct.  Doctor  Strachan.  tlie  IJishop  of  Toronto, 
appears  to  cojitirin  Mr.  Kullivan's  statement,  and.  from  what  j»assed  in  the  Legi.slative  Council, 
iris  Lordship's  imjiression  is  that  the  intention  was  to  give  a  salary  of  Four  or  Five  Hundred 
pounds  a  year  to  a  Professor.

saiil  : — 

My  Dear  Sir   Cieorge, — 

My  recollecti(m  of  what  passed  iqnm  the  subject  of  the  Divinity  Profe.ssorsliijt  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  entirely  agrees  with  Mr.  Sullivan's.  Indeed,  I 
could,  without  having  referred  to  his  statement,  have  at  once  related  the  circumstances.  Your 
having  presented  to  me  the  Bill  for  the  Kingstf)n  University,  I  objected  to  a  clause  containing 
some  alterations  in  the  Charter  of  the  Upper  Canada  Unive^■sitJ^  as  that  Institution  was  not 
before  the  Legislature,  or  in  any  way  concerned  in  the  Bill.  This  was  admitted  ;  but  I  was  told 
that  the  Church  of  Scotland,  having  a  claim  to  a  Divinity  Professorship  in  this  last  mentioned 
University,  the  necessity  for  which  would  probably  cease  if  the  Kingston  University  was  estab- 
lished, the  opportunity  was  a  good  one  for  affecting  some  arrangement  mutually  agreeable  to  bt)th 
parties.  Accordingly  a  clause  was  proposed,  authorizing  the  j)ayment  by  the  Ujjjjer  Canada 
University  to  Queen's  College  of  such  a  sum  as  the  Governor  might  direct,  in  lieu  of  the  Scotch 
Divinity  Chair.  To  this  I  assented,  understanding  that  it  was  desired  by  both  parties  ;  but  I 
never  entered  upon  the  consideration  of  the  amount  to  be  awarded,  or  whether  the  compensa- 
tion was  to  be  extended  beyond  the  Salary  of  the  Professor.  Indeed,  this  is  sufticiently  obvious, 
for,  if  the  amount  could  liave  been  detined  at  the  time,  it  would  have  been  introdnced  into  the 
Bill,  and  the  necessity  for  any  future  reference  to  the  Governor,  as  provided  by  the  clause  would 
have  been  removed.  1  consider  the  matter,  therefore,  as  one  entirely  open  ;  and  I  confess  that  I 
am  somewhat  surprised  at  such  a  claim  as  One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000),  a  year  being  advanced 
for  such  a  purpose. 

Not  having  the  means  of  information  now,  any  more  than  then,  before  me,  I  am,  of  course, 
unalile  to  offer  any  well  considered  opinion  upon  the  amount  which  ought,  injustice,  to  be  given  : 
but  I  think  that,  looking  to  the  .scale  of  Professors'  salaries  generally,  an  allowance  of  Three  or 
Four  Hundred  i)ounds  a  year  ought  to  be  considered  ample. 

It  is  to  be  recollected  that  the  Upper  Canada  University  imposes  no  test,  and  is  as  open  to 
.Membera  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  as  to  those  of  tiie  Church  of  England,  and  the  compen.sation, 
therefore,  niust  be  strictly  confined  to  the  single  consideration  of  the  Divinity  Chair.

The  following  Communication  from  the  Honourable  William  Morris  to  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Cook,  of  Quebec,  is  in  reply  to  one  addressed  to  Mr.  Morris  by 
Doctor  Cook,  V)ut  of  which  there  is  no  copy  in  the  Book  of  Records  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  Queen's  College. 

Your  Letter  of  the  22nd,  instant  came  to  hand  by  last  post,  and  I  hope  you  may  be  able  to 
settle  the  tenn,  of  the  Charter  with  the  Governor  General,  at  Quebec,  and  thereby  avoid  a 
journey  to  Montreal.     Please  let  me    know  what  he  says  respecting   the  (Professorship)  endow- 
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ment,  f<n\  by  the  terms  of  the  answer  of  Lord  John  Russell  to  Mr.  Gilles])ie,  you  will  observe 
that  an  application  to  the  Home  Government  must  tirst  be  brought  under  the  notice  of  His 
Excellency.  In  applying  for  some  endowment,  it  may  be  well  to  mention  what  we  expect  from 
the  funds  of  King's  College  for  the  surrender  of  Divinity  Chair  in  that  Institution,  as  His 
Excellency  should  be  made  aware  of  every  circumstance  of  our  case.  Explain  to  him  that  King's 
CoUeu^e  is'endowed  with  225.000  acres  of  choice  land,  estimated  l)y  Doctor  Strachan,  in  my 
j)resence.  tti  yield,  when  fully  realized.  Fifteen  ThousaiKi  pounds.  (£15,000,)  a  year  ; — that  Upper 
Canada  College,  incorporated  with  the  University  is  endowed  with  (5(5.000  acres,  l)esides  an 
annual  allowance  of  One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000,)  sterling  from  the  Casual  and  Territorial 
Revenue,  so  that  what  1  bargained  for,  in  lieu  of  our  Chair  :  One  Thousaiul  pounds,  (£1,000), 
is  but  a  small  provision,  when  contrasted  with  the  above,  and  ought  not  to  be  regarded  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government  as  anything  like  what  we  should  receive  to  assist  in  endowing  our  College; 
they  ouffht  certainly-  to  give  us  a  grant  of  land,  or  mcmey,  sufficent  to  erect  our  Building,  and 
to  provide  for  the  expense  of  a  Preparatory  School  in  the  College,  say  Five  Hundred  jjounds, 
(£500,)  a  year.  I  wrote  to  the  Government  Othce  lately,  explaining  the  particulars  of  the 
Kejiort  which  I  made  to  the  College  Trustees  of  my  bargain  with  Mr.  Sullivan*  and  of  my 
cjiUino-  on  Sir  George  for  information  as  to  when  the  allowance  would  connnence.  I  have  not 
yet  got  an  answer  from  Sir  George.  You  will  not  think  me  visionary  by  and  by.  I  will  i)repare 
the  Address  to  the  Queen  for  an  endowment,  with  great  })leasure,  when  I  have  his  Excellency's 
permission  to  do  so  ;  but,  as  this  will  probably  he  after  you  set  out,  I  will  forward  the  Address 
for  you  to  the  care  of  Mr.  Gillespie.  The  instructions,  or  authority,  to  yourself  and  Mr.  Rintoul 
to  act,  I  will  send  to  you  in  a  few  »lays  ;  but  I  really  feel  that  I  am  unable  to  suggest  any 
particular  line  of  proceeding  for  your  guidance,  which  I  am  persuaded,  will  not  occur  to  your- 
selves. I  may  say,  however,  that,  perhaps,  it  may  be  well  that  you  should  Krst  re])oit  your 
arrival  to  the  Edinburgh  Connnittee.  and  seek  their  counsel  and  advice.  Get  tliem  to  relin- 
quish the  appointment  of  our  second  Prijfessor,  and  advise  me  instantly,  that  an  early  answer 
may  be  given  to  Doctor  Rae  and  Mr.  Findlater.

Sullivan,  a  Member  of  the  Government,  in  the  Legislative  Council.  This  Letter, 
having  been  referred  by  Sir  George  Arthur,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  to  the 
(Jovei-noj-  General  for  his  consideration,  (see  page  94,  ante,)  no  reply  to  his  Letter 
could  be  sent  to  Mr.  Morris  until  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  General,  in  regard 
to  it,  v.-as  known.  His  Excellency  having  replied  to  Sir  George  Arthur's  Com- 
munication on  the  subject,  Mr.  Han-ison  was  directed  to  send  an  answer  tf)  the 
letter  of  Mr.  Mon-is,  dated  the  27th  of  the  preceeding  May.  This  he  did  on  the 
14th  of  July,  as  follinvs  : —

Subsequently  to  this  date,  the  eorresi-ondeiice  relating-  to  Queen's  C(jlleo-e  had 
reference  to  the  granting  of  the  Royal  Charter  to  that  Institution.  (See  Chapter 
V,  ante).  On  the  10th  of  October,  1.S40,  Lord  John  Russell  wrote  a  Despatcli  to 
Lord  Sydenham  reviewing-  the  whoh;  case.

In  the  Despatch  of  Lord  John  Russell — an  extract  of  which  onlv   was  lai<l 

before  the  House  of  Assembly,  on  the  27th  of  March,  1845, — he  speaks  of  the 

"  Act  to  estal)lish  a  College  of  the  name  and  of  the  Style  of  the  University  of  Kingston." 
which    is    to  be   exclusively  of   the    Scotch  Presbyterian  Persuasion.     All  the 
Ooverniiig  Body  must  belong  to  that  Church,  and  they  must  all  avow  their  adherence    to  the 
Confession  of  Westminster 

Lord  John  Russell  then  proceeds  to  discuss  the  expediency  of  taking  a  poi-ti<jn 
of  the  funds  of  King's  College  to  maintaiii  a  Theological  Professoi-  in  the  Presby- 
ti^rian  College  at  Kingston.  Further  on,  he  gives  a  comprehensive  review  of  the 
whole  case,  and  especially  of  the  claim  of  the  founders  of  Queen's  College  for  a 
share  in  the  funds  of  King's  College  for  a  The<^logical  Professorship  in  that  Col- 
lege. This  part  of  the  Despatch  will  be  found  in  the  summing  uj)  of  (his  matter, 
at  the  close  of  this  Chapter. 

On  the  2lstof  October,  1840,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Hugh  Unpihart,  Moderator, 
on  behalf  of  the  Commission  of  the  Synod,*  addressed  a  Communication  to  the 
Honourable  Samuel  B.  Harrison,  Provincial  Secretary,  "West,  on  the  subject  of 
the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  Theology  in  Queen's  College,  from  the  funds  of 
King's  College.  (No  copy  of  this  Letter  is  contained  in  the  Records  of  the 
Trustees  of  Queen's  College)  ;  but  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  "Conimi.ssion  of 
the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  "  has  been  obtained  foi-  me  by 
the  Reverend  Doctor  George  Bell, Registrar  of  Queen's  College,  and  are  as  folhnvs: — 

Toronto,  8th  of  July,  1840.  "The  Commission  appointed  Mr.  Alexander  Cale  and  Mr. 
William  T.  Leach  to  prepare  a  Memorial  on  the  subject  of  the  Claims  of  the  Synod  on  the  funds 
of  K'ug's  College,  and  to  report  at  next  ordinary  Meeting." 

Kingston,  7th  of  October,  1840.  .  .  .  "The  Commission  then  proceeded  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  business  specially  before  them,  connected  with  Queen's  College  and  University. 

There  was  given  in  by  the  Moderator  and  read  the  following  : 

I.  A  Letter  addressed  by  the  Honourable  William  Morris  to  tlie  Commission,  bearin"  <7ate 
at  Perth,  23rd  July,  1840,t  accompanied  with  a  Report  nuide  by  Mr.  Morris  to  the  Trustees  of 
Queen's  College,  of  an  arrangement  which  was  entered  into  with  him,  by  the  Honourable  R.  B. 
Sullivan,  President  of  the  Executive  Council,  and  approved  of  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  for  the  surrender  by  our  Church  of  all  claim  to  a  Theological  Chair  in  King's  College,^

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upon  condition  of  the  payment  by  His  Excellency  from  the  funds  of  that  University  of  One- 
Thousand  pounds,  (£*l,(iOO,)  Provincial  currency  per  annum,  to  endow  a  Divinity  Chair  in 
Qui  ens  College,  at  Kingston. 

II.  Copy  of  Letter  from  the  Honourable  William  Morris  to  Mr.  Secretary  Harrison,  bearing 
date  at  Perth,  27th  May,  1840,  (See  page  93,  ante.)  communicating  to  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  the  substance  of  the  Report  made  by  Mr.  Morris  to  the  Trustees  of  Queen's 
College,  in  so  far  as  the  aforesaid  arrangement  with  His  Excellency  and  Mr.  Sullivan  is  con- 
cerned, together  with  a  copy  of  Mr.  Harrison's  reply  to  said  Letter,  bearing  date  at  Government 
House,  Tor.uito,  14th  July,  1840,  (See  page  96,  ante,)  intimating  that  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  regards  the  arrangement  aforesaid  as  still  entirely  open,  in  so  far  as  the 
amount  to  be  granted  from  the  funds  of  King's  College  is  concerned. 

III.  Extracts  of  two  Letters  from  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  addressed  to  the  Peverend 
Robert  McGill,  and  communicated  by  him,  for  the  information  of  the  Commisson,  bt-aring 
date  respectively  at  Perth.  15th  September,  1840,  and  at  Brockville,  2nd  October,  1840,''=  in 
which  Mr.  Morris  reasserts  the  positive  nature  of  the  arrangement,  in  regard  to  the  amount  of 
One  Thousand  pounds.  (£1,000.)  to  be  granted  from  the  funds  of  King's  College,  accordnig  to 
the  Report  before  specified,  to  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  College. 

The  Commission  having  maturely  considered  the  foregoing  Documents,  it  was 

Eesolved,  (1)  That  they  regard  it  as  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  any  degree  of  uncertainty 
should  now  be  found  to  attach  to  the  arrangement  in  question,  and,  on  a  point  of  so  much 
importance,  especially  after  it  hasi  been  communicated  to  the  Parent  Church,  and  to  the  Syr.od, 
as  having  been  virtually  and  tinallj',  though  not  formally,  adjusted  and  concluded. 

(2 1  That  they  continue  to  consider  the  annual  payment  of  One  Thousand  pounds,  (^£1,000, ) 
from  the  funds  of  King's  College,  in  satisfaction  of  all  claim  on  the  part  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land, for  the  institution  of  a  Professorship  of  Divinity  in  King's  College,  according  to  the  Faitli> 
and  Discipline  of  that  Church,  as,  by  no  means,  an  extravagant  compensation  for  the  various 
advantages  which  will  be  relinquished  in  consideration  thereof. 

The  Commission,  moreover,  entertaining  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  r<  iterated  statements 
of  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  at  the  same  time,  not  doubting 
the  disposition  of  the  Government,  to  fulfil  every  reasonable  expectation  and  claim,  on  behalf  of 
Queen's  College. — appoint  the  (Reverend  Hugh  Urquhart),  Moderator,  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this 
Minute  to  His  Excellency  ihe  Lievitenant  Governor,  and  to  enter  into  such  farther  communica- 
tion wi  h  the  (Government  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  early  and  final  arrangement  of  the  matter 
in  question  ;  in  order  that,  if  it  should  unhappily  appear,  that  the  original  terms  of  compensa- 
tion are  not  to  be  fidfiUed,  the  necessarj-  stei)s  may  be  taken  to  secure  the  interests  of  the 
Church  by  the  repeal  of  the  clause  in  the  Act  incoriwrating  Queen's  College,  rtspecting  the 
equivalent  to  be  given  in  satisfaction  of  the  aforesaid  claim  on  King's  College." 

Note  by  the  Reverend  Doctor  Bell : — Th»re  is  no  mention  of  a  Rpport  having  been  received  from  the 
Committee  named  in  the  first  extract,  (8th  July,  1840),  at  the  Meeting  of  the  7th  October,  1840. 

On  the  7th  of  November,  Mr.  James  Hopkirk,  Assistant  Secretar}-,  West, 
re] (lied  to  Doctor  I"'rf|uhart's  Letter,  enclosing  the  foregoing  Minute  : — 

I  have  the  honour,  in  Mr.  HaiTis(m's  absence,  to  acknowledge  the  recoi])t  ((f  your  Letter  of 
21st  ultimo,  transmitting  a  copy  of  a  Minute  of  the  Meeting  of  the  Connni.ssion  of  the  Synod  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  connectifm  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  held  on  the  7th  ultimo,  on 
the   subject   of  the  compen.sati<m  claimed  by  the  Church  of  Scotland  from  the  funds  of  King's 

•  'ollege,  on  account  of  the  Theological  Chair,  (in  Queen's  College),  which  I  have  laid  lu'foie  the 
Lieutenant  Governor. 

In  rejdy,  T  am  commanded  to  acquaint  you.  for  the  information  <>f  the  Comnussinn  of  Synod, 
that  His  Excellency  regrets  that  any  misa]ii)rehension  should  have  ari.sen  between  the  Gnvern- 
nient  and  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  College,  in  regard  to  the  arrangement  which  was  entered  into 
'  .11  this  subject. 

When  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  in  a  Letter,  dated  the  27th  of  May  last.  +  brought  the 
matter  under  His  Excellency's  notice,  and  .stated  it.  as  having  Ireen  finally  arranged  between  him- 
self and  Mr.  Sullivan,  that  an  allowance  of  One  Thousand  pounds.  (£1.000,)  should  he  made 
from  the  fmids  <»f  King's  CiJlege,  on  accnunt  of  the  surrender,  by  the  Church  of  Scntland,  of  all 

•  laim  to  a  Theological  Chair  tlierein.  His  Excellency  not  having  been  in  the  administiation  of 
the  Government  at  the  time,  and  not  being  aware  of  the  precise  terms  of  the  arrangement,

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matter  under  the  Oovernor  Generul's  consideration,  that  he  might  be  made  acquainted  witli  the 
arrangement  wliich  had  been  entered  into.  I  am  now,  by  His  Excellency's  desire,  to  transmit 
to  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Commission  of  the  Synod,  copies  of  the  Correspondence  on  the 
subject,  between  His  P^xceUency  and  the  (iovernorCJencral,  and  between  the  Civil,  {i.e.  Provincinl) 
Secretary  and  Mr.  Sullivan,  (see  i>ageH  9.^-97,  ante),  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  i)recise 
amount  of  the  allowance  to  be  made  appears  to  have  been  left  undetermined. 

I  am  <mly  to  add  that  the  I  ieut-nant  (Jovernor  feels  assured  that  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General  will  give  the  subject  every  consideration,  in  order  to  a  final  adjustment  of  ilie 
«)uestion.

My  Dear    Sir  (ieorge,- 

I  have  had  the  honour  of  receiving  your  Excellency's  Despatch  of  the  12th  instant,  with  its 
enclosures. 

1  can  take  no  other  view  of  the  (juestion  of  the  amount  of  the  sum  to  be  awarded  to  Queen's- 
College  than  that  with  which  I  have  already  acquainted  your  Excellency, — namely  that  the 
am'iunt  is  to  be  fixed  by  the  Governor,  unfettered  by  any  supposed  understanding  with  resjiect 
to  it  ;  for,  if  not,  why  was  not  the  iimount  fixed  in  the  Act,  by  which  the  Governor  would  have 
been  relieved  from  this  disagreeable  duty  ;  and  next,  that  with  regard  to  what  amount  I  shou  d 
assign,  if  called  upon  to  do  so,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  all  that  can  be  accorded  is  such  a  sum  as 
would  have  been  probably  given  to  pay  for  the  Chair  of  a  Pi-ofessor  in  King's  College,  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  whi'h,  a  claim  is  made  by  the  Scotch  Church.  Your  Excellency  will,  however,  have 
learnt  from  my  Letter  of  the  10th  instant*  that  very  serious  objections  are  entertained  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government  to  the  continuation  of  the  Act  incorporating  Queen's  College,  on  the 
score  of  any  payment  whatever  being  made  from  the  funds  of  King's  College  ;  and,  although,  J 
should  have  been  prepared  to  recommend  its  being  done, — supposing  the  ii)forniation  for  which 
I  applied  to  j-ou  on  the  nature  of  the  claim  of  the  Scotch  Church  to  a  Theological  Chair  in 
King's  College  was  satisfactory,  —  I  shall  not  now  take  any  steps  for  doing  so,  after  the  Communi- 
cation made  from  the  Reverend  Alexander  Gale,*  or,  until  I  clearly  understand  that,  in  the 
event  of  the  Act  1)eing  confirmed,  ttie  Synod  will  be  satistie,d  with  the  award  of  such  compensa- 
tion aa  may  be  fixed  by  tlie  Governor,  acting  on  the  principle  which  I  have  stated  above,  for,  if 
they  are  not,  the  objects  which  it  appears  the  Synod  contemjilate,  namely,  the  repeal  of  that 
clause  in  the  Act,  they  may  be  best  and  most  eflectually  secured  by  the  Act  itself  not  taking 
effect  at  all,  thus  leaving  both  parties  at  liberty. 

I  shall,  therefore,  take  no  steps  to  prevent  the  disallowance  of  the  Act,  even  if  the  informa- 
tion I  receive  from  you  on  the  other  points  be  satisfactory,  until  I  can  receive  the  decision  of  the 
Synod,  for  which  purpose ^1  would  beg  your  Excellency  to  be  good  enough  to  comnuniicate  with 
that  Body.

The  Governor  General  again  wrote  to  Sir  George  Arthiu-  on  this  suhji'ct,  in 
a  Despatch,  dated  the  27th  of  November,  1840,  (see  page  79,  ante),  as  follows: — 

If  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  [Queen's  College]  require  any  Legishitive  provision,  that 
will  have  to  be  effected  hereafter,  by  a  fresh  Act  of  the  Legi^^lature.  This  will  render  any 
arrangement,  with  resyject  to  the  allotment  of  Funds  from  King's  College,  [as  provided  for  in  the 
fifteanth  and  last  Secti..n  of  the  disallowed  Cana<lian  Incorporation  Act]  uuTiecessary  at  jirescnt; 
and  the  matter  will  remain  open  for  discussion,  whenever  any  Legislative  provision  of  the  kind 
shall  be  applied  for.

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In  a  Despatch  from  Lord  John  Russell,  Colonial  Secretary,  to  the  Governor 
General,  Lord  Sydenham,  dated  the  8th  of  December,  ISiO,  he  said  : — 

I  see  no  objection  to  the  establishment  of  a  Theological  Professorship  for  the  University  [of 
■Queen's  College],  provided  no  portion  of  the  funds  of  King's  College  be  directed  to  that  object.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  Gommunication,  written  hy  the  Reverend  Doctor 
Hugh  Urquharfc  to  the  Hononi-able  William  Morris,  on  the  9th  of  December, 
1840:— 

I  had  just  prepared,  and  was  ready,  to  transmit  to  you  by  the  next  mail,  a  copy  of  a  long 
Correspondence,  consequent  upon  and  relative  to  the  Resolution  pissed  at  the  last  Meeting  of 
the  Commission  of  Synod,  on  the  subject  of  our  Theological  Chair,  and  a  copy  of  which  1  had 
the  pleasure  of  sending  you  on  the  2(jth  of  October  last,  when  I  received  j'our  Letter  of  the  lird 
instint,  with  the  prefixed  communication  from  Mr.  Gillespie.      (See  page  98,  ante). 

I  now  find  that  it  is  altogether  unnecessary  to  trouble  you  with  all  that  I  had  prepar.d,  and 
I  satisfy  myself  with  sending  j'ou  the  prefixed  copy  of  the  last  Letter  in  the  Coirespondence, 
which  bears  the  burden  of  all  the  rest,  and  which,  while  it  prepared  me  to  receive,  with  more 
composure  and  less  suri)rise,  the  intelligence  you  C(jmmunicate,  may,  at  the  s^me  time,  if  it  does 
not  give  you  auv  new  light  on  what  has  occurred,  at  least  be  interesting  to  you,  as  bearing  the 
views  of  our  Governor  on  your  favourite  clause.  I  have  just  prepared  a  Conmiunication  for  the 
Government  Office,  communicating  the  intelligence  you  have  given  me,  and  sending  tliem,  at  the 
same  time,  a  copj'  of  Mr.  Vernon  Smith's  Letter.  I  a-sume  the  present  state  of  matters  as  a 
ground  for  the  suspension  of  all  further  deliherations  on  the  subject  of  the  Theological  Chair, 
and  as  rendering  all  reference  to  the  Synod  on  the  subject  unnecessary.  1  may  mention  that 
an  immediate  reference  to  the  Synod  was  desired  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  The  position  of 
th'nss  is  indeed  discouraging  and  perplexing,  though  not  desperate,  let  us  ask,  and  wait  for,  the 
Wisdom  that  will  deliver  and  guide  us  safely  through.

Honourable    William    Morris    addres.sed    the    following  Communication    to    His 

Excellency  Lord    SyJenham,   Governor-General,  date!   the    23rJ   of   December, 

1840:— 

By  last  mail  I  received  from  the  Reverend  HughUr([uhart,  Moderator  of  the  Sj'nod  of  Canada, 
a  copy  of  the  Correspondence  which  has  pissed  between  that  Gentleman  and  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  respecting  the  proposed  allowance  from  the  funds  of  King's  College,  in 
lieu  of  all  claim  on  the  part  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  to  a  Theological  Chair  in  that  University, 
and,  as  I  discover,  by  several  of  the  Documents,  that  the  true  nature  of  the  arrangement  which 
I  made  with  the  Honourable  R.  B.  Sullivan,  is  not  properly  understood,  I  owe  it  to  myself, 
with  your  Lordshiji's  permission,  to  explain  what  really  did  take  place. 

When  the  Legislative  Council  first  went  into  Committee  on  the  Queen's  College  Bill,  Mr. 
Sullivan,  [on  the  part  of  the  Government],  objected  to  the  clause  which  authorized  the  Trustees  to 
apply  a  portion  of  the  fuu'ls  of  the  Institution  to  the  sustentation  of  students  in  Divinity  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland  attending  the  Lectures  (in  King's  College)  of  the  Theological  Professor  of 
that  Churcli  ;  and  he  encjuired  of  me,  "  whether  it  would  not  be  more  satisfactory  to  the 
Members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  to  have  their  Divinity  Chair  in  Queen's  College,  and  to 
receive  from  the  funds  of  King's  College  a  sum  of  money  in  lieu  thereof."  I  replied,  that  I 
thought  it  would.  Several  Members  then  expressed  their  approbation  of  such  an  arrangement, 
an)ong  whom  was  th^  Bishop  (Doctor  Strachan),  who  stated  explicitly  that  he  considered  a 
pledge  had  been  given  by  tlie  Government  to  establish  a  Tlieolo-rical  Professorsliip  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland  iji  King's  College,  which,  in  hfmour,  should  bo  carried  out.*  No  conversa- 
tion took  place,  and  no  opinions  weri  given  as  to  the  value  of  tha*}  Professorship.     Bub  the

Sullivan  and  I  met,  no  third  person  present,  and  he  asked  me  what  1  thought  would  satisfy  our 
pet)i>le,  as  an  ecjnivalent  for  our  claim  to  a  Chair  in  King's  College  ;  I  replied  that  1  would  turn 
the  subject  over  in  my  mind  a  short  time,  and  give  him  an  answer,  but  tliit  I  understood  the 
endowment  of  a  Professorship  to  include  other  charges  besides  the  mere  salary  of  the  Professor  ; 
— he  said,  undoubtedly.  Next  day,  I  saw  Mr.  Sullivan  in  the  House,  and  1  informed  him  that, 
although  1  had  no  authority  from  the  Chur  h  of  Scotland  to  make  any  arrangement  on  the 
subject,  I  would  nevertheless  assume  the  responsibility  of  surrendering  the  claim,  on  condition 
of  receiving  from  the  funds  of  King's  College  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000), 
currency  per  annum.  He  remvrked  that  he  thought  the  amount  not  unreasonable  ;  and  that 
after  submitting  the  proposition  (to  the  Government)  he  would  see  me  again.  With  whom  he 
had  to  consult  he  did  not  inform  me,  and  so  we  parted.  On  the  following  morning,  before  the 
business  of  the  Legislative  Council  commenced,  Mr  Sullivan  came  to  me  and  gave  me  to  under- 
stand that  my  proposal  would  be  satisfactory,  and  that  I  might  alter  the  clause  in  the  Bill.  To 
this  1  objected,  and  .said  he  must  prepare  the  clause,  ami,  in  his  place,  propose  it  in  lieu  of 
mine  ;  he  consented,  and  sat  down  at  the  TaV)le  and  wrote  with  pencil  a  clause  which,  in  a  few 
minutes,  he  handed  to  me  saying,  "will  that  do  r'  1  answered,  "yes,"  but  I  said,  "you 
have  not  mentioned  the  sum."  He  .said  :  "  It  is  better  not,  for,  if  it  is  inserted,  it  will  create 
opposition  to  the  clause  ;  and  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  managing  it  afterwards.  It  is,  there- 
fore, better  to  leave  it  to  the  Executive."  In  the  course  of  the  day.  the  College  Bill  was  again 
in  Committee,  and  Mr.  Sullivan  proposed  the  cl  use  which  he  had  written  and  I  con.sented 
that  mine  should  be  stricken  out.  The  Bishop  opposed  this, — saying  that  he  liked  Mr.  Morris's- 
clause  better  than  Mr.  Sullivan's.  But  if  a  surrender  (of  the  claim)  do  take  place,  the  su»i  to 
be  allowed  fi-om  the  funds  of  King's  College,  to  endow  a  ProfeFsorship  for  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  should  be  paid  to  the  Synod,  and  not  to  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  College  ;  this  new 
ditiiculty  induced  the  Committee  to  rise  again  without  making  any  progress. 

Next  day,  the  Committee  resumed,  when  the  Bishop  came  to  me  at  the  Table,  and,  without 
explaining  why  he  had  altered  his  opinion,  said,  "you  had  better  take  Mr.  Sullivan's  clause, '^ 
I  replied,  "that  it  is  my  intention;"  the  clause  was  then  adopted  instead  of  mine,  and  the 
Committee  reported  the  Bill  to  the  Council. 

The  foregoing  is  a  pla-n  statement  of  the  facts,  just  as  they  occurred.  Mr.  Sullivan  did 
not  tell  me  who?e  advice  he  sou<^ht  ;  but  I  naturally  supposed  that  it  was  either  that  of  your 
Lordship,  or  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  both,  I  had  a  right  to  believe 
that  the  sum  of  money  I  stipulatetl  for  was  mentioned  to  the  Head  of  the  Government,  and,  had 
Mr.  Sullivan  informed  me  that  he  had  not  done  so,  I  could  not  have  assented  to  any  arrange- 
ment. I  was,  therefore,  surprised  to  notice,  in  his  Letter  to  Mr.  Secretary  Harrison,  of  the  8th 
of  June,  1840,  an  acknowledgment  that  he  did  not,  however,  state  this  amount  to  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  (ieneral,  (or  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor).  In  the  last  paragraph  of 
Mr.  Sullivan's  Letter  are  these  words  :  "  but  Mr.  Morris  is  evidently  under  the  conviction  that 
he  mentioned  a  sum  to  the  Governor  General."  This  is  certainly  a  misapprehension  on  the  part 
of  Mr.  Sullivan,  occasioned  perhaps,  by  reading  my  Letter  to  Mr.  Harrison  of  the  27th  of  May 
(see  page  1)3,  aide),  in  which  I  refer  to  a  conversation  which  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  held  with  me  on  the  subject  ;  for  your  Lordship  must  be  well  aware  that  1  never  at 
any  time  spoke  to  you  respecting  the  arrangement  with  Mr.  Sullivan.  Nothing  was  ever  said 
in  the  Legislative  Council  by  any  one,  during  the  debates  on  the  Bill,  as  to  the  amount  of 
compensation  to  be  made  for  the  surrender  by  the  Church  of  Scotland  of  her  claim  to  a  Theo- 
logical Chair  in  King's  College,  nor  did  the  Bishop  either  publicly,  or  privately,  on  those 
occasions,  as  far  as  I  know,  give  any  opinion  on  the  subject.  The  negotia' ion  was  conducted 
by  Mr.  Sullivan  and  myself,  without  the  intervention  of  any  one. 

I  thought  it  proper  to  make  your  Lordship  acquainted  with  my  understanding  of  the  whole 
transaction,  and  i>f  the  desire  which  I  expressed,  that  the  sum  agreed  upon  should  be  inserted 
in  the  clause,  especially  as  the  circumstance  of  its  omission  appears  to  your  Lordship  as 
presumptive  proof  that  misa])prehension  existed  on  my  part.  And  now,  I  may  say  to  your 
Lordship  in  conclusion,  that,  although  I  felt  deep  regret,  when  I  learned  that,  owing  to  inform- 
ality, the  Provincial  Act  incorporating  Queen's  College  would  be  disallowed  ;  yet,  when  the 
unpleasant  nature  of  this  misunderstanding  is  considered,  I  cannot  say  but  it  is  perhaps 
fortunate  that  the  parties  interested  in  the  old  arrangement  are  thus  set  free  to  enter  upon  a 
new  arrangement.

On  the  4th  of  Jaiiuaiy,  1841,  this  Letter  was  acknowleJgeil  by  Mi-.  T.  W.  C. 
Murdoch,  Chief  Secretary,  as  follows  : — 

I  am  directed  by  the  Governor-General  to  acknowledge,  an  1  to  thank  you,  for  your  letter 
of  23rd  ultimo,  respecting  the  pi-oposed  allowance  from  the  funds  of  King's  College,  in  lieu  of 
all  claims  by  the  Church  of  Scotland  to  a  Theolo-ical  Chair  in  that  University. 
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His  Excellency  desires  me  to  say  that  it  seems  to  liim  to  be  uniiecessarv  now  to  enter  upon 
the  question  of  the  amount  of  the  allowance,  which  appears  clearly  to  have  been  the  subject  of  a 
misiimlerstanding.  The  Bill,  having  been  disallowed,  the  matter  must,  if  any  future  arrange- 
ment be  sou'.'ht  regarding  it,  he  entered  upon  entirely  de  vovo.  His  Excellency,  however, 
<iirects  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  observing  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  at  Home  are 
very  much  opposed  to  any  allowance  of  the  kind.

In  a  Memnrindum  prepared  by  Mr.  Alexander  frillespie.  Agent  in  London  of  the  Trustees 
•of  Queen's  Co'lege.  and  sent  to  the  Colonial  Oftice,  on  the  19th  of  August,  1841,  and  also  a  copy 
of  it  to  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  on  the  same  day,  he  says:  — 

Mr.  Ve-non  Smith  [of  the  Colonial  Office]  suggested  that  the  Draft  Charter  .  .  having 
been  approved  by  the  Governor  General,  it  was  desirable,  with  a  view  to  avoid  the  delay  of 
another  reference  to  Canada,  that  the  terms  of  the  new  Draft  Charter  should  agree  as  much  as 
possible,  with  those  of  the  former  Instruments,  omitting  however,  the  ]>assage  relative  to  the 
proposed  endowment,  from  the  public  funds,  of  the  Theological  Professorship. 

Heasons  Why  the  Claim  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  for  a  Theological 
Professorship  was  Admitted,  and  why  it  Finally  Failed. 

Ill  reviewing  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  connected  with  the  "  claim  '  of 
tile  Church  of  Scotland  to  an  endowment  out  of  the  funds  of  King's  College  for 
a  Theological  Professorship,  it  is  not  difficult  to  understand  why  such  a  "  claim  " 
was  acknowledged  as  just,  so  long  as  a  similar  claim  of  the  Church  of  England  was 
speeitically  provided  for  in  the  Royal  Charter  of  King's  College.  The  difficulty 
is,  iiowever,  to  understand  why  such  exclusive  claims  should  have  been  recognized 
at  all,  and  that  too  for  only  two  of  the  many  Churches  in  Upper  Canada  at  the 
time,  while  the  equal  rights  of  all  the  other  Churches  to  a  share  in  the  endow- 
ment of  King's  College  for  Theological  education  was  altogether  ignored.  * 

The  anomaly  may  be  accounted  for  in  this  way :  During  the  prolonged 
discussions  on  the  Clergy  Reserve  question,  tho  right  of  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
as  one  of  the  Established  Churches  of  the  Empire,  to  an  equal  status  with  the 
Church  of  England,  was  asserted  and  admitted:  hence  followed  her  right,  equally 
with  the  Church  of  En2:lan  1,  to  a  Professorship  of  Theology  in  the  Provincially 
endowed  Church  of  Englind  T^niver.sity  of  King's  College,  or  failing  such  Profes- 
sor.ship,  an  equivalent  therefor. 

This  coequal  right,  with  the  Church  of  England,  to  a  Theological  Professor- 
ship in  the  Provincial  University,  was  acknowledged,  as  far  back  as  1828, — the 
year  after  that  in  which  the  Royal  Charter  to  King's  College  was  granted.  Jn  that 
year,  a  special  Committee  of  the  Imperial  House  of  Commons  recommended  that 
Professorships  of  the  Churches  of  England  and  Scotland  should  be  established  in 
King's  Collei^e.  A  similar  recommendation  was  made  by  Lord  Glenelg,  in  a  Des- 
patch, which  he  sent  to  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head  in  July,  l.S:'>7.     (See  page  100,  ante)- 

This  recommendation  was  concurred  in  by  the;  L-^'gislative  Coinicil  in  that 
same  year,  1837,  when    the  Charter  of  King's   College  was  amended.      It  was, 

•  In  ai-Iition  t^  two  or  more  branchn*  of  MethodiRin  in  Upi)er  Canada,  th»re  were,  a<  bIiowh  in  Doctor 
<JreK(r'n  "Hjxtory  of  PreghyterianiHrn  in  Canada,  '  as  many,  if  not  more,  brandies  of  Presbytfri-yni^m  in  the 
Provinc.",— in  addition  to'thf^  Church  of  Scotland.  There  were  alHO  Baptists  and  Congregatumalmts  and 
other  Bodies  of  Christiam  in  the  Prrjvince  at  the  time. 
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however,  not  einltodied  in  the  Colleo-e  Charter  amendment  Statute  of  1837,  hut  it 

took  practical  shape  in  the  Statute  of  1(S40,  incorporating^  Queen'.s  College,  which 

provided  for  it  as  follows  : — 

XV.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  etcetera,  Tliat  so  soon  as  tlie  University  of  King's  College, 
andthe  Queen's  College  herel)y  instituted,  shall  he  in  actual  operation,  it  shall  and  may  he  lawful 
for  the  (lUVer'M)r,  Lieutenant  (Jovernor,  or  Person  administering  the  Government  of  this 
Province,  to  authori/Aj  and  direct  the  ])ayment  from  the  Funds  of  the  said  University  of  King's 
College,  in  aid  of  the  Funds  of  the  College  lierehy  instituted,  of  such  yearly  sum,  as  to  him 
shall  seem  just  for  the  |)ur[)oses  of  sustaining  a  Theological  Professorship  therein,  and  in  satis- 
faction of  all  claim  on  the  |)art  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  f(jr  the  institution  of  a  Professorship 
of  Divinity  in  the  University  of  King's  College,  according  to  the  Faith  and  Discipline  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland. 

Had  this  Statute  heen  alloAcd  to  remain  in  foi-ce,  the  endowm<'nt  of  tlie 
Theological  Professorship  in  Queen's  would  have  been  secured  to  the-  Trustees, 
but,  as  has  been  shown,  they  petitioned  the  Queen  to  have  a  Royal  Charter 
superadded  to  it,  which  could  not  be  done,  so  it  was  disallowed,  as  reported  to 
that  effect,  by  the  Law  Officers  of  tlie  Crown.     See  page  <S0,  ante. 

With  tlie  disallowance  of  the  Statute  itself,  was  also  disallowed  the  section 
in  it  providing  for  the  endowment  of  a  Theological  Professor  in  Queen's  Colleije- 
When  appealed  to  to  incorporate  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  disal- 
lowed Statute  in  the  Royal  Charter,  the  Colonial  Secretary,  Lord  John  Russell, 
refused  to  do  so,  but  stated,  as  advised  by  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown,  that  it 
would  be  competent  (for  the  Canadian  Legislatm-e),  after  the  Charter  was  granted^ 
to  authorize  the  payment  of  a  Theological  Professor  in  Queen's  College. 

After  the  surrender,  by  the  Imperial  Government,  in  1840,  of  the  Casual 
and  Territorial  Revenue  to  the  Canadian  Legislature,  in  exchange  for  the  "  Civil 
List"  appropriation,  the  Imperial  Government  ceased  to  make  any  grants 
out  of  the  Canadian  revenue.  This  was,  no  doubt,  a  reason  why  the  Law  Officers  of 
the  Crown  declined  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Trustees  of  Queen's 
College  to  make  provision  in  the  Royal  Charter  for  the  Theological  Pr^^fessor- 
ship,  the  Canadian  Legislatm-e  having  then  absolute  and  comjilete  control  over 
the  Provincial  revenue,  and  the  funds  of  King's  College. 

Review  of  the  Whole  Case  bv  thk  Queen's  College  Trustees  in  18+6. 

The  House  of  Assembly  in  April,  184G,  moved  for  certain  Correspondence  in 
rerrard  to  King's  Colleiie,  which  was  laid  before  that  House  in  the  following  May. 
Amongst  that  Correspondence  was  a  "Statement  by  the  B:)ard  of  Trustees  of 
Queen's  College  ...  on  the  position  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in  Canada  in 
reference  to  King's  College  at  Toronto." 

In  this  "  Statement,"  the  Trustees  give  an  historicil  review  of  their  proceed- 
ings during  the  years  1840  and  1S41,  in  applying  for  a  Royal  Charter,  and  in 
seeking  to  establish  a  cla-m,  on  behalf  of  the  Church  of  Sotland  in  Canada,  to  a 
■share  of  the  endowment  of  King's  College,  for  the  establishment  of  a  Theological 
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Professorship  in  Queen's  College.      Those  portions  of   the  "Statement"   of  th& 

Trustees  of  Queen's  College,  wliieh  refer  to  these  two  subjects,  are  given  by  them 

as  follows : — 

In  order  that,  not  only  the  views  of  Queen's  College,  but  the  position  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  in  Canada,  in  reference  to  King's  College  at  Toronto,  may  be  understood,  it  may  not- 
be  unnecessary  to  state  : 

1.  That,  although  the  original  Charter  of  King's  College  was  granted  in  1827,  the  College 
was  not  opened  until  1843. 

2.  That,  immediately  on  the  character  of  the  Charter  being  known  in  Canada,  the  most 
wide-spread  dissatisfaction  was  expressed,  on  account  of  its  exclusiveness. 

3.  That,  in  their  Report  on  the  Civil  Government  of  Canada  in  1828,  the  Select  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons  advised  a  ' '  change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  College  Council, "  and 
that  "a  Theoloaical  Professorship  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  should  be  established,  in  addition 
t.o  that  for  the  Church  of  England."  * 

4.  That  the  Members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  in  common  with  the  whole  population  of 
Canada,  did  net,  until  1837,  see  any  amendments  made  in  the  Charter  of  King's  College, 
although,  during  the  period  of  ten  years  the  most  urgent  representations  were  addressed  to  the 
College  Council  to  that  effect,  by  the  authorities,  not  only  in  Canada,  but  in  Britain. 

5.  That,  in  the  hope,  however,  that  the  requisite  alterations  upon  the  Charter  would  be 
effected,  the  Members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  refrained  from  taking  any  steps  to  originate  an 
Institution  for  the  purpose  of  educating  Candidates  for  the  Ministry  until  the  year  183(5,  when 
initiatory  measures  were  adopted  with  the  view  of  establishing  merely  a  Theological  Seminary. 

6.  That,  after  several  years  more  has  elapsed,  and  nothing  was  df)ne  to  put  King's  College 
in  operation,  even  under  the  amended  Charter,  the  Members  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  felt 
themselves  constrained  to  use  efforts  to  provide,  not  merely  for  suj)plying  a  Theological,  but  also 
a  Universit3\  Education,  which  the  Church  of  Scotland  holds  to  V)e  indispensible,  before  students 
are  admitted  to  the  study  of  Theology. 

7.  That,  in  1840,  a  Provincial  Act  was  [)assed,  establishing  a  "University  at  Kingston,"  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  such  an  education  as  was  deemed  recpiisite,  and  which  many  began  to- 
despair  of  seeing  furnished  Ijy  King's  College  at  Toronto,  which  had  been  publicly  endowed  in 
1827,  for  the  very  purpose  of  affording  a  University  Education  to  such  as  might  desire  it. 

8.  That  the  said  Provincial  Act  was  disallowed,  in  consequence  of  the  Trustees  having  apjtlied 
to  the  Crown  for  a  Royal  Charter,  with  the  altered  designation  of  "  Queen's  College,"  the  Law 
Ofhcers  f)f  tlie  Crown  in  England  having  ex])ressed  their  opinion  as  follows,  on  the  point  : 
whether  the  asked  for  Charter  could  be  superinduced  on  the  already  passed  Act  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature  ? 

That  "the  Act  already  passed  may,  in  point  of  Law,  be  confirmed  by  Her  Majesty,  but  the 
projjosed  Charter  could  not  be  superinduced  up<m  it."  That  "the  Act,  having  received  the 
Royal  Assent,  has  the  force  of  law  in  Upper  Canada,  and  is  binding  on  the  Crown  ;  and  that 
the  f)nly  mode  seems  to  be  to  disallow  the  Act,  and  to  grant  a  new  Charter,  framed  as  the 
original  Incorporation  and  foundation  of  the  Institution." 

This  Opinion  was  expressed  in  the  end  of  1840  ;  and,  in  1841,  a  Royal  Charter  was  obtained, 
establishing  Queen's  College  as  a  University  ;  under  which  Charter  the  Trustees  are  now  acting. 
As  aftpears  from  part  of  a  quotation  already  made,  the  Select  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Connnons  in  1828,  advised 

"That  a  Theological  Professorship  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  sliould  be  established  in 
King's  College,  in  additi(jn  to  that  for  the  Church  of  England. "t 

In  January.  1837,  when  the  amendments  on  the  original  Charter  of  King's  College  were  under 
considenition,  Ity  of  the  Legislature  in  Canada,  the  Select  Committer  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  Bill  sent  up  from  the  House  of  A.ssembly,   amongst   other  things, 
reported  as  frdlows  :  "  Your  Connnittee,  in  order  to  reconcile  all  interests,  felt  inclined  to  propose- 
that  a  Theological  Professorship  of  the  Clnirch  of  Scotland  should  })e  ])laced  on  the  foundation, 

*  This  quotation  from  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  grives  the  sub- 
stance, but  not  the  ipsissinia  verba,  of  the  extract  from  the  Report  on  this  Hiibject.  The  Committee  say 
that  tJi'^y  are  d<Mirous  of  utatinR'  their  opinion  that  er'reat  benefit  wouM  accrue  to  the  Province  by  changjins^ 
the  Constitution  of  thin  Body,  (the  College  Council),  they  think  that  two  Theoloj^ical  Profesfors  hhould  be 
established,  one  of  the  Church  of  England  and  another  of  the  Church  of  Scotland."  (SVf  page  2o.'f  of  the 
First  Volume  of  this  Docnmentary  Hixlory. 

\  Thene  are  not  the  exact  words  of  the  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  Imperial 
HouBe  of  CommonB  on  the  subject,  but  they  are  given  in  the  note  above. 
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as  suggested  by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  Hf)use  of  Commons  in  1828,  but,  on  further 
examinati(m,  it  was  found  that  the  College  Council  has  fidl  power  to  do  tliis  without  special 
enactment.  Your  Connnittee,  therefore,  think  it  suHicient  U)  recominend  it  to  lie  done  as  soon 
after  tlie  College  is  put  in  operation,  Jis  may  be  convenient." 

And  the  same  point  is  referred  to  in  a  Communication  addressed  by  Sir  George  (>rey  to  the 
Honoural)le  William  Morris,  of  date  c»f  the  1st  July,  1837,  in  the  folh^wing  terms  : 

"Lord  (Jlenelg  will  direct  Sir  F.  B.  Head  to  convey  to  the  Council  of  King's  College,  the 
strong  recommendation  of  Her  Majesty's  (Jovernment  that  aTlieological  Professorsliip,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Doctrines  of  tlie  Church  of  Scotland,  should  be  foi-thwith  established."* 

And  in  1840,  wlien,  for  tlie  urgent  rea.stms  before  mentioned,  the  Mendiers  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  in  Canada  procured  .an  Act  to  be  passed,  establisliing  the  "  Cniversity  at  Kingston,' 
the  last  enacting  clause  of  that  Act  was  found  to  run  tluis  : 

"  That  so  so<m  as  the  l^niversity  of  King's  College,  and  the  Queen's  C!ollege.  hcreliy  insti- 
tuted, shall  be  in  actual  oj)eration,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  (iovernor,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  or  Per.s(m  admini.stering  the  (Jovernment  of  this  Province,  to  authorize  and  direct  the 
payui'jnt,  from  the  funds  of  said  University  of  King's  College,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Queen's 
College,  hereby  instituted,  f)f  such  yearly  sum  as  shall  to  him  seem  just,  for  the  purjjose  of 
sust-jiining  a  Theological  Professorshij)  therein,  and  in  satisfaction  of  all  claim,  on  the  part  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  for  the  institution  of  a  Professor.ship  of  Divinity  in  the  University  of  King's 
College   according  to  the  Faith  and  Discijiline,  of  the  Churcli  of  Scotland." 

Althougli  the  Provincial  Act  was  di.sallowed  Ity  Her  Majesty,  for  the  reasons  specified  in  a 
jirevious  ])art  of  this  Statemjnt,  in  which  the  Opinion  of  Her  Majesty's  Law  Officers  is  cpioted, 
yet  most  a.ssurodly  the  spirit  and  design  of  this  last  clause  of  it  were  not  interfere<l  with,!  as  is 
evident  from  one  of  the  .sentences  of  that  very  opini<m.     That  sentence  is  as  follows  : 

"  If  any  Legislative  enactment,  respecting  the  fumlsof  the  University,  shoidd  be  necessary, 
this  may  follow  upon  the  Charter." 

Which  statement,  regarding  the  funds  of  the  l^niversity  of  Queen's  College,  is  repeated  in 
the  Despatch  of  Lord  John  Russell  to  the  (Governor  (ieneral,  to  whom  the  O]>niion  of  the  Law 
Officers  of  the  Crown  respecting  Queen's  College  was  transmitted.;!: 

But  not  only  has  there  been  a  Provincial  enactment,  sustained  by  a  specific  mention  from 
London,  by  Earl  Grey  to  Sir  F.  B.  Head,  both  on  the  i)art  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown, 
and  Her  Majesty's  Principal  and  Under  Secret^iries  of  the  State  for  the  Colonies,  that  there 
should  be  an  annual  j)ayment  from  the  funds  of  King's  College  to  Queen's  College,  but  there  is 
abundant  and  satisfactory  evidence  to  prove,  that,  by  parties  re))resenting  the  Government  in 
Canada,*^  King's  College,  and  Queen's  College,  resjiectively,  specified  the  sum  to  be  obtained  by 
Queen's  from  the  funds  of  King's  College  was  a  thousand  pounds,  (£1,000),  per  annum. 

Although,  however,  the  facts  are  as  now  stated,  and  although  there  has  been,  for  the  last 
three  years,  a  Theological  Professor  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  England  in  King's  College, 
neither  the  Government,  nor  the  Council  of  King's  College,  has  done  anything  in  reference  to  a 
subject,  on  which  the  Im[)erial  Government  has  made  the  strongest  rejjrcsentations,  and  which 
has  alsf)  been  matter  of  negociation  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  King's  College,  with  the 
friends  of  Queen's  College.     ... 

The  stroni^  expressions,  which  are  used  in  the  latter  part  of  this  "Statement" 
of  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  College,  are  scarcely  borne  out  by  the  facts  of  the  case.

tit  wap,  of  course,  not  in  the  power  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  to  "interfere"  with  the  action 
of  the  Government  in  disallowing  the  Provincial  Act  ircorporating  Queen's  College,  nor  to  except  it  from 
the  affect  of  the  disallowance  of  the  whole  Act,  including  this  financial  fifteenth  and  last  Section  of  it. 
Nor  could  these  Law  Otiicers,  without  the  consent  of  the  Colonial  Secretary,  Lord  John  Russell,  embody 
the  provisions  of  this  disallowed  fifteenth  Section  of  the  Act  in  the  Draft  Charter,  which  was  submitted  to 
them  for  their  revision  and  approval.  What  these  Law  Officers  did  say,  in  regard  to  this  matter,  is  given 
above.  But  they  cou'd  only  make  reference  in  their  Opinion,  as  (quoted  above  to  the  prospective  attion  cf 
the  Provincial,  and  not  to  that  of  the  Imperial,  Legislature. 

X  Lord  John  Russell,  as  intimated,  on  page  80,  a7Ue,  merely  quoted  the  words  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the 
Crown.  He  does  not  make  them  his  own,  but  gives  them  as  a  matter  of  information  t)  the  Trustees  of 
Queen's  College. 

§  The  Honourable  Robert  B.  Sullivan,  President  of  the  Executive  Council  at  the  time,  and,  as  such, 
representing  the  Canadian  Government,  expressly  repudiated  any  such  agreement  on  his  part,  or  on  that 
of  the  Government.     See  page  94,  arUe. 
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The  Trustees  state  that  the  'eiiactnient "  of  the  fifteenth  Section  of  the  dis- 
allowed Act,  (making-  a  grant  to  Queens  College  for  a  Tlieological  Professorship)' 
was — 

"Sustained  bv  a  specitic  mention  fi'oni  London,  l)()th  on  the  jiart  of  the  Law  Ofticers  of  the 
Crown,  and  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  and  Tnder  Secretaries  of  State  for  the  Tolonies,  that 
tliere  should  be  an  annual  payment  irom  the  funds  of  King's  College  to  Queen's  College."     . 

The  simple  facts  are,  that  Lord  Glenelg,  in  a  communication  to  the  Honour- 
able William  Morris,  in  July.  1S37,  stated  that  lie  would  direct  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  to  "  convey  to  the  Council  of  King's  College  the  strong  recommenda- 
tion of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  that  a  Theological  Professorship,  (page  100  of 
tliis  Volume,  ante,)  should  be  forthwith  provided  for  the  Church  of  Scotland." 
Thi«  recommendation  was  made,  not  to  the  Legislature,  whicli  could,  (and  did, 
in  1840,)  make  the  proposed  grant,  but  to  King's  College  Council,  which,  of  course, 
would  have  the  option  of  complying  with  it,  or  not,  at  its  pleasure.  Then,  as 
already  pointed  out,  the  Law  Orficers  of  the  Crown  did  not  "  sustain  "  the  dis- 
allowed enactment.  They  merely  stated  that,  "if  any  Legislative  enactment  should 
be  necessary,  this  may  follow  upon  the  Charter," — that  is,  that  such  an  enactment 
could  be  made  by  the  Canadian  Legislature,  if  it  saw  fit  to  do  so,  after  the  issue 
of  the  Charter.  This  is  expressly  stated  by  the  Governor-General  in  his  Letter 
to  Sir  George  Arthur,  on  page  99,  ante. 

Further,  the  Trustees,  in  their  statement,  say  that : 

There  is  abundant  and  satisfactory  evidence  to  prove  that  by  parties  representing  the 
Government  in  Canada,  King's  College  and  Queen's  College  resi)ectively  specified  the  sum  to  be 
obtained  by  Queen's  College  from  the  funds  of  King's  College  was  One  Thousand  p<nmds, 
(£1,000),  per  annum. 

It  will  be  seen,  from  the  con-espondcnce  inserted  on  pages  93-102,  aii/e,  that. 
except  the  Honourable  Robert  B.  Sullivan,  representing  the  Government,  and  the 
Honourable  William  Morris,  representing  Queen's  College  no  one  else,  (except  as 
disclosed  in  the  correspondence^,  knew  of  the  proposal  made  l)y  the  latter  to  the 
former,  to  grant  Queen's  College  One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000),  per  aninnn  in 
lieu  of  a  Presbyterian  Professor  of  Theology  in  King's  College.  The  Lieutenant 
Governor  and  the  Governor  General  both  state  that  they  knew  nothing  of 
any  such  financial  agreement,  or  understanding  :  and  Mr.  Morris  expre-sly  states, 
in  his  letter  to  the  Governor  General  of  the  23rd  of  December,  1840,  page  ICO, 
ante,  that  no  one  was  present  at  his  conference  with  Mi".  Sullivan  on  the  subject. 
Mr.  Morris  mpntioned  the  sum  which  he  deemed  as  a  sufficient  ^(piivalent  for 
surrendering  the  claim,  but  there  is  nothing  in  the  foregoing  correspondence,  or 
in  any  of  the  Documents  connected  therewith,  to  show  tliat  "parties  representing 
the  Goveiiiment  in  Canada,"  or  representing  "  King's  College,"  ever  s])ecified 
[tiiat]  the  sum  to  !)(■  obtained  by  Queen's  College  from  the  fiiuds  of  King's  Col- 
lege was  to  bi'  One  Thousand  pomids  (£1,000,)  per  amiiini." 
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111  Sir  Gt'oi-Hv  Aithui's  Letter  to  the  Governor  (JeneTal,  of  the  ■24th  of  June, 

(page  95  of  tliis  Vohime,)  he  says  : — 

From  Mr.  Sullivan's  llepurt,  Your  Excellency  will  observe  that  that  Gentleman  does  not 
concur  in  what  appears  to  be  Mr.  Morris' impression,  that  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  pounds, 
(£1.00<),)  was  the  amount  determined  upon  for  the  surrender  of  the  Theological  Chair.  .  .  . 
[The  Bishop  of  Toronto's  impression]  is  that  the  intention  was  to  give  a  .salary  of  Five  Hundred 
pounds,  (£')00, )  a  year  to  a  Profes.sor. 

In  the  reply,  dated  the  2n(l  of  July,  1840, (same  pa^^e,)  to  the  foregoing  Letter, 

the  Governor  General  said  : — 

I  never  entered  into  the  consideration  of  the  sum  to  be  awarded  .  .  .  Looking  to  the 
sca'e  of  Professors'  Salaries  generally  au  allowance  of  Three,  or  Four,  Hundred  pounds,  (£300 
or  £400,)  a  year  ought  to  be  considered  ample     . 

No  one,  therefore,  except  the  Honourable  William    Morris  appears   to  have 

mentioned    the  sum    of    One    Thou.sand    pounds,    (£1,000,)   per    annum,    as    an 

o(]uivalent  "for  the  suireuder  of  the  Theo]o.;ical  Chair." 

Lord  John  Russell's  Review  of  the  Claim  of  Queen's  College  to  a  Portion 
OF  the  Revenue  of  King's  College  for  a  Theological  Professorship. 

In  a  Despatch  from  Lord  John  Russell,  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies, 
to  Lord  Sydenham,  dated  the  12tli  of  October,  1840, — an  extract  from  which  was 
laid  before  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  27th  of  March,  1845, — the  Colonial 
Secretary  thus  expresses  himself  in  regard  to  tlie  claim  of  the  promoters  of  Queen's 
College  to  a  portion  of  the  funds  of  King's  College  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
Theological  Professorship  in  the  Queen's  College.  Speaking  of  the  Act  fc^r  incor- 
porating "  the  University  of  Kingston,"  lie  said  that  this  Act — 

Established  at  Kingston  a  University  whicli  is  to  be  exclHsively  of  the  Scotch  Presbyterian 
persuasion.  All  the  governing  b  )dy  must  belong  to  that  Church,  and  they  must  all  avow  their 
adherence  to  the  Confession  of  Westminster. 

If  this  College  were  to  be  maintained  by  the  private  funds  of  the  founders  a\me,  the  exclu- 
siveness  of  their  religious  opinions  would  be  a  matter 'of  no  importance.  But  this  is  not  the 
case.  The  Act  proposes  that  the  Governor  should  be  authorized  to  take  from  the  Funds  of 
King's  College  a  sum  adequate  to  the  maintenance,  at  the  College  at  Kingston,  of  a  Theological 
Professorship,  which  payment  is  to  be  received  by  the  Church  of  Scotland,  as  a  satisfaction  of 
the  claims  of  that  Church  to  have  a  Theological  Professor  of  their  own  maintained  at  King's 
College.  This,  therefore,  is  a  distinct  avowal  of  the  principle  that  the  Funds  of  King's  College 
are  to  be  applied,  not  for  the  purposes  of  Education  in  which  the  members  of  every  Christian 
Society  can  ])vrticipate  ;  but  for  purpo5es  of  Education,  from  which  many  Christians  must  neces- 
sarily be  excluded. 

If  tliis  Act  be  sanctioned,  I  am  not  aware  how  it  will  be  possible  to  refuse  a  corresponding 
advantage  to  the  members  of  any  other  Christian  Church  [in  Canada],  by  which  a  separate  Col- 
lege, or  University,  might  be  established.  Thus  the  Funds  of  King's  College,  instead  of  being 
appropriated  to  purposes,  in  which  all  the  inhabitants  would  be  equally  interested,  must  be 
drained  for  the  support  of  Chairs  of  Theology  in  as  many  different  Universities  as  may  be  founded 
in  Upper  Canada. 

Now  the  principle  for  which  the  House  of  Assemblj'  of  that  Province  have  so  earnestly  con- 
tended is  directly  opposed  to  such  an  employment  of  the  Funds  ;  the  House  has  invariably 
maintained  that  they  should  be  sacred  to  purposes  of  General  Kducation  in  the  Higher  branches 
of  Literature  and  Science,  for  tiie  common  beneht  of  Society  at  lirge. 

The  establishment  of  a  Professorshijt  of  Theology,  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Eng- 
lan<l,  was  deprecated  as  an  infringement  of  this  principle.  Is  it  less  infringed  by  providing  for 
f^uch  Professorship  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland  ?  If  this  step  be  taken,  I  do  not 
])erceive  how  the  benefits  of  the  precedent  could  be  refused  to  Roman  Catholics,  to  the  Wesleyan 
Methodists,  or,  indeed,  to  any  other  of  the  Sects  which  divide  between  them  the  population  of 
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Upper  Canada.  If  all  are  thus  to  be  aided  in  disseminating  their  peculiar  views  of  Christianity, 
the  Government  would  speedily  be  involved  in  certain  polenical  questions  of  Theology,  into 
which  it  is,  on  every  account,  most  undesirable  that  the  secular  power  should,  in  any  manner, 
engage. 

I  am  the  more  impressed  with  the  importance  of  maturely  considering  this  measure,  because, 
when  I  refer  to  the  Charter  of  King's  College,  it  is  impossible  not  to  perceive  that  the  design  of 
its  authors  was  to  secure  the  predominance  in  that  Body  of  the  Church  of  England.  It  may 
have  been  inevitable  that  this  design  should  be  frustrated  by  the  resistance  of  the  popular  branch 
of  the  Legislature,  suiiported,  as  it  was,  by  public  opinion.  But,  if  the  Church  of  England  has 
been  refused  the  means  of  carrying  this  Charter  into  effect,  according  to  the  obvious  design  of  i(, 
it  would  seem  indefensible  to  give  to  another  Church  the  very  privilege  which  has  been  practi- 
cally denied  to  the  Church  of  England  ;  and  to  maintain  the  principle  exclnsiveness.  at  the 
expense  of  King's  College,  at  the  verj^  moment  when  the  operations  of  the  College  have  been 
defeated,  because  its  Constitution  embraces  that  principle.  If  the  Church  of  England  is  not  to 
possess  privileges  to  the  disadvantage  of  other  Churches,  it  must,  at  least,  follow  that  other 
Churches  should  not  possess  privileges  to  her  disadvantage. 

In  deference,  however,  to  your  Lordship's  apparent  approbation  of  this  Law.  Her  Majesty's 
decision  on  it  will  be  withheld,  until  1  shall  be  in  possession  of  your  views  on  the  subject,  and 
your  answer  to  the  preceding  remarks.  Some  facts  may  have  escaped  my  attention,  upon 
which  you  have  relied  in  forming  your  judgment.

A  further  Despatch  sent  to  the  Governor  General  by  Lord  John  Russell,  and 

dated  the  4th  of  November,  1840,  bears  internal  evidence  that  it  was  written  in 

reply    to   one    from    Lord    Sydenliam, — although    there    is    no    intimation    that 

it  was  so  written  ;  nor  is  the  extract  from  it,  as  given  above,    entered    in  the 

Eecords  of  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  College.     In  that  Despatch,   however,  Lord 

John  Russell  says : — 

The  Provincial  Act  [incorporating  Queen's  College]  will  be  disallowed,  and  a  fresh  Charter 
will  be  prepared.  In  framing  it,  I  have  directed  Mr.  Gillespie,  Agent  [in  Lcjndon]  of  the 
Trustees,  to  adhere  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  terms  of  the  Draft  approved  \)y  you,  as  well 
as  those  of  the  Provincial  Act, — ommitting,  however,  the  provision  for  the  endowment,  out  of  the 
public  Fuods  [of  King's  College],  of  a  Theological  Professorship. 

Any  Legislative  enactment  which  may  be  required  respecting  the  funds  of  the  University 
may  follow  upon  the  issue  of  the  Charter. 


Note  This  paragraph  is  a  transcrij^t  of  that  contained  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the 
Crown,  on  the  disallowance  of  the  Queen's  College  Incorporation  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  and  the 
issue,  in  its  place,  of  a  Royal  Charter. 

In  making  application  to  the  Government  for  a  grant    in  aid  of  Victoria 

College  in  1842,  Doctor  Ryerson  based  liis  request  on  the  ground  that, — 

When  an  essentially  orthodox  Church  in  the  Province  possesses  sufficient  influence  and 
means,  and  has  put  forth  the  requisite  exertions,  to  bring  such  an  Institution  into  operation,  the 
Government  cannot  more  eflectually  promote  its  o»  n  moral  influence,  or  advance  academical 
education  in  the  Country  than  by  liberally  su])porting  it.  It  cannot  be  drawn  into  an  incon- 
venient precedent,  as  none  but  a  numerous  and  enterprising  Religious  Body  would,  or  could, 
furnish  such  an  Establishment. 

The  Victoria  College  Charter  must  be  in-operative  without  a  grant.  No  such  Institution 
can  suj)port  itself.  The  Trustees  and  friends  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  have  contributed 
about  Three  Hundred  pounds,  (£300),  per  annum,  over  an<l  above  the  amount  of  Academy 
receipts,  although  the  number  of  students,  during  the  five  years  of  its  operations,  has  been  con- 
siderably larger  than  that  attending  the  Ujtper  Canada  College  during  the  first  five  years  of  its 
operations. 

1'lie  Honoui-ubl<^  -J.  U.  Dunn,  in   lorwai'diug  to  Doctor  Kyt-rsoii  tlio  gijiut  of 

£500,  made  to  Victoria  College  by  the  Legislature  in  1842,  said  : — 

I  hope  it  is  the  coinmencement  of  more  liberality  towards  an  Institution,  which  has  so  long 
struggled  t*  benefit  the  community  of  Upper  Canada,  without  that  support,  which  other  insti- 
tutions have  80  bountifully  received  at  the  hands  of  the  Government. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

PROCEEDINGS    AND    CORRESPONDENCE    IN    REGARD   TO   THE 
INCORPORATION  OF  VICTORIA  COLLEGE. 

Early  in  -Tuly,  1841,  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  petitioned 
the  Governor  <{ciu'i-al,  Lord  Sydcidiain,  and  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  pi-a\ino- 
that  the  Academy  mi^dit  he  incor[)orated  as  a  Ccjllege,  with  University  powers, 
and  also  that  it  ,niifrht  receive  an  aiuiual  endowment  of  One  Thousand  pounds, 
(£1,000).  The  Petition  to  the  Legislature  was  presented  b}'-  Members  to  the 
respective  Houses,  and  is  inserted  on  pages  8  and  9,  ante.  That  to  His  Excellency, 
Lord  Sydenham,  was  acknowledged,  in  a  Letter  to  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson, 
by  Mr.  James  Hopkirk,  Assistant  Secretary,  West,  on  the  Gth  of  July,  1841, 
as  follows  : — 

I  have  the  honour,  by  coinniand  of  the  GoveriKjr  General,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a 
Memorial,  signed  by  yourself  and  nine  other  Gentlemen,  comj)osing  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Ujjper  Canada  Academy,  (Jol)ourg,  praying  that  His  Excellency  will  reconunend  tlie  passing  of  an 
Act,  incor[)orating  that  Institution  into  a  College,  under  tlie  name  and  title  of  "  Victoria  CV^letre," 
with  similar  privileges  to  those  posses.sed  by  the  "Queen  s  College,"  of  the  Presliyterian  Church 
of  Scotland,  at  Kingston,  and  to  endow  the  same  with  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  pounds, 
(£1,000),  jjer  annum. 

KiNG.sTox,  6th  of  July,  1841.  James  Hoi-kikk. 

From  this  reply.  Doctor  Ryersori  evidently  felt  that  there  was  practically  no 
response,  on  the  part  of  the  Governor  General,  to  the  request  contained  ir.  the 
Memorial,  thus  formally  acknowledged.  Early  in  the  month  of  July,  1.S41,  there- 
fore, he  went  to  Kingston  and  called  upon  Lord  Sydenham,  with  a  view  to  explain 
to  him  fully  and  particularly  the  purpose  and  objects  of  the  proposed  College  at 
Cobourg.  Jt  was  then  agreed  that  Doctor  Ryerson  should  embody  in  a  Letter, 
addressed  to  the  Governor  General  himself,  the  facts  and  particulars,  in  regard  to 
the  College,  which  he  had  verbally  communicated  to  His  Excellency.  This  Doc- 
tor Ryerson  did  in  a  Letter,  dated  the  13th  of  July,  1841,  as  follows: 

May  ir  Please  Youk  Excellency, 

According  to  promise,  I  take  the  liberty  to  enclose  to  Your  Excellency  a  copy  of  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  Wesleyan  Conference  in  this  Province,  by  glancing  over  which  your  Excellency  will 
nt   oace  see   the  nature   and   extent  of  our  wcn-k  .  .  .  and  the  reasonableness  and 

importance  of  the  application  which  have  l)een  made  to  Y(nu-  Excellency  for  assistance   to  our 
jm>j)osed  College. 

I  omitted  to  mention  to  your  Excellency  a  high  and  mo.st  important  ol)ject  which  we  have 
determined  to  incor])orate  with  the  Academical  In.stitution  at  Cobourg,  if  the  recpiisite  Legislative 
aid  can  be  obt;iined,  namely  :  the  education  of  young  men  in  Theology  and  Science,  (for  one 
two  or  three  years,  as  the  cas^s  may  re(|uire,  and  circum.stance  <  allow),  of  young  men  who,  for 
their  piety  and  talents,  have  been  regularly  recommended  for  the  work  of  tlie  Ministry.  At  the 
liresent  time  all  such  young  men,  while  travelling  on  prol)ation,  before  they  are  received  into 
full  connexicm  with  the  Ministry,  are  recpiired  to  ])ursue  a  four  years'  cour.se  of  study,  embracing 
Theology,   Ecclesiastical,    Sacred,   and  Civil   History— Natural  and    Moral    Philosophy,    Loi'ic^ 
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Rhetoric,  etcetera,  in  which  they  are  subject  to  an  annual  examination  during  these  four  years. 
But  they  hibour  under  the  greatest  disadvantages  in  pursuing  such  a  course  of  study  in  connec- 
tion with  extensive  travels,  and  pu  pit  and  pastoral  engagements  .  .  .  and.  although, 
they  by  such  persevering  and  laljorious  ai)i)lication,  accjuire  sound  and  useful  knowledge,  they 
do  1  ot,  in  many  instances,  acquire  the  polish  of  scholars,  It  is,  therefore,  our  determination, 
as  far  as  possible,  to  make  the  entire  Ministry  of  our  Church  as  respectable  for  its  scholarship, 
as  it  is  for  its  natural  talent,  jjractical  knowledge,  ai.d  self-denying  industry  and   enterprise. 

Such  an  object,  in  addition  to  those  contemplated  by  increasing  the  facilities  of  General 
Education  for  a  large  Christian  Community,  and  affording  the  means  of  enabling  each  of  our 
^Ministers  to  educate  iheir  sons,  wi^l  appear  obvious  t.  Your  Excellency,  without  any  further 
remark  from  me.  and,  especially,  when  viewed  in  relation  to  a  ministry  .  .        which 

has  been,  far  and  wide,  cultivating  the  moral  wilderness  of  the  Country,  at  a  time  when  the  more 
favoured  Clergy  of  other  Churches  have  been  studying  the  Classics.

At  the  time  of  applying?  for  an  Act  of  Incorporation  for  Victoria  College,  a 
number  of  suf^gestions  on  the  suliject  were  made  to  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryer- 
son,  by  the  Reverend  Jesse  B.  Hnrlbnrt,  A.B  ,  who  was  Acting  Principal  of  Upper 
Canada  Academy,  Cobonrg.  These  suggestions  were  embodied  by  Mr.  Hurlburt 
in  extracts  from  the  following  Letter  to  Doctor  Ryerson,  dated  the  10th  of  July 

1841  : 

My  fir.st  suggestion  is  in  reference  to  the  nature  of  the  Charter  of  the  College,  and  the 
powers  of  the  Institution.  An  ordinary  (  oUege  Charter,  as  you  are  aware,  projjerly  refers  solely 
to  the  literary  department  of  an  institution,  empowering  it  to  confer  literary  degrees  only,  that 
is  the  degrees  of  A.B..  and  A.M.;  but  the  same  Charter  might  embrace  all,  or  a  part,  of  the 
learned  pi°)fessions.  The  Charter  of  the  Wesleyan  University  at  Middletown,  Connecticut, 
embraces  Divinity,  Law  and  Medicine,        .  .         and  the  Univeisity  can  confer  degrees 

in  all  of  these  departments.     It  is  very  possible  that,  if  these  were  included  in  your  Charter,   it 
might   prevent   the   pas.sfige  of   the    Bill         ...  as   the   Country    may    be   thought 

tiKfyoung  for  an  Institution  with  these  extensive  jxnvers. 

Another  particular,  to  which  I  would  refer  is,  'hat  the  Act  of  Incorporation  might  be  so 
framed  that  the  Faculty  of  Instruction  should  have  the  nomination  of  any  new  Members  to  it, 
subject  to  their  appointment  by  the  Board  of  'IVustees. 

In  the  Wesleyan  University  at  Middletf)wn.  the  Faculty  nominate  any  new  Member,  subject 
to  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  You  will  see  the  importance  of  this  arrangement  : 
1st,  Were  the  nomiuMtion  not  left  «ith  the  Faculty,  persons  inKpialitied  to  teach  would  be  more 
likely  to  be  introduced.  2nd,  A  Members  of  the  Board  might  wish  to  introduce  a  relative,  or 
particular  friend,  who  might  not  be  rpialitied  for  the  OfHce.  This  could  never  be  done  with  the 
provision  above  suggested. 

For  your  convenience  hikI  information,  I  send,  h'  rewith,  the  following  synoj)sis  of  the 
Charter  of  incoqioration  of  the   Wesleyan   University  at  Middletown,  Connecticut,  with  whicli 

my  Brother  Henry  has  furnished  me.

Synoi'.si.s  of  the  Charter  of  The  Wesleyan  UNivERsrrv;  Middletown,  Connectrct. 
After  incorporating  certain  persons,  the  Charter  provides  that  this  incorp(n-ati«>n  is  granted  : 

1.  For  th<'  sole  ami  exclusive  purpose  of  esbiljlishing.  organizing,  maintaining  and  conduct- 
in'i  a  University,  or  Collegiate  Institution,  of  as  high  an  order  as  the  said  Corporation  may  deem 
fit  an<l  jiroper. 

2.  Such  Corporation  shall  l»e,  and  is  hereby  made  capable,  in  law,  to  purcliase,  have,  hold, 
receive,  pos.sess  and  enjoy,  estate  real,  personal  and  mixed,  of  every  kind  and  nature  wliatsoever, 
tf)  an  amount  not  exceeiling  Two  Hundred  Thousanil  Dollars,  (^2()(J,(M)0,)  exclusive  of  Collegiate 
Buildings,  Libraries  and  Ap|)aratuH  ;  to  sell,  grant  and  <lisj)ose  of  the  same 

t<j  have  a  Ctimmon  Seal,  etcetera 

3.  The  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  ordain,  establish  and  execute  such  By-laws, 
Ordinances,  Rules  and  Regulati^m-i,  as  to  them  shall  seem  necessary  for  the  wise  ordering  and 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the  CorjKjration,  not  b  ing  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  this  State. 
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4.  No  By-law,  or  Ordinance,  shall  be  established  by  the  said  Corporation  which  shall  make 
the  religious  tenets  of  any  person  a  condition  of  admission  to  any  privile<^e  in  said  L'niversity, 
or  Co  legiate  liiatitution  ;  and  no  President,  or  Professor,  or  any  other  Ofticer  shall  be  made 
ineligible  for,  and  by  le  isi>n  of  ar;y  religious  tenets  that  he  may  profes.s,  for  any  position  in  the 
University,  nor  be  compelled  by  any  By-laws,  or  otherwise,  to  .subscribe  to  ai)y  religious  test 
wh.itever. 

5.  Nine  Trusfees  of  the  Hoai'd,  (hereby  constiluted),  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  except  for  the  disposal  of  real  estate,  or  for  the  election  of  Trustees  ;  for  either 
of  which  purposes  there  shall  be  at  least  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  present. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Visitor.s,  not  exceeding  thirty-nine,  who,  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  shall  cons'ituto  a  joint  Board,  and  this  joint  Board  shall  elect  the  President.  The 
Faculty,  or  a  majority 'of  its  members,  tliall  make  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  the  Institution,  and  shall  prescribe  the  Course  of  Study  therein. 

7.  The  President  shall  confdr  Degrees  upon  any  person,  whom  a  majority  of  the  Faculty, 
and  the  joint  Board  of  Trustees  and  Visitors  shall  approve. 

8.  The  design  and^  intention  of  the  Institution — <if  whatever  nature  they  may  be — shall 
not  be  defeated  by  any  omission,  or  otherwise,   in  this  Act. 

9.  The  Estate  belonging  to  the  Middletown  University  shall  be  free  from  taxation  ;  the 
Institution  ■  and  its  OHicf  rs  and  Students  shall  enjoy  the  same  exemption  as  has  been  granted  to 
Yale  College  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State. 

Mr.  George  M.  Boswell,  M.P.P.*  who  had  taken  an  active  part  in  promoting 
the  interests  of  tlio  Ui)p<'i"  Canada  Academy,  having  to  altsent  himself  from  the 
House  of  Assembly,  for  the  reasons  mentioned,  wrote  the  following  Letter  to  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson,  on  the  4th  of  September,  1841  : 

I  regret  to  inform  you  that  my  duties  on  Circuit  render  it  necessary  for  me  to  leave  the 
House  of  Assembly  to  night  ;  and  the  Message  from  the  Governor  General,  in  respect  to  an 
endowment  for  Victoria  College,  not  having  yet  been  sent  to  the  Legislature,  I  shall  have  no 
opportunity  <  f  giving  it  my  support. 

I  have,  however,  spoken  to  the  Honourable  Samuel  B.  Harrison,  (Provincial  Secretary,^ 
West),  particularly  about  it  ;  and  he  will,  I  am  sure,  take  care  that  it  shall  not  be  forgotten. 
The  House  has  been  for  a  long  time  engaged  upon  the  subject  of  the  Public  Works,  and  the 
"  Ways  an!  Means  "  of  carrying  them  on.  This  matter  being  nearly  concluled,  I  suppose  a 
supplementary  Message,  (in  which  aid  to  Victoria  College  will  be  introduced,)  will  soon  be  sent, 
to  the  House.

On  receipt  of  this  Letter,  Dr.  Ryerson  addressed  a  Communication  to  the 
Honourable  Samuel  B.  Harrison,  Secretary,  West,  urging  liim,  as  a  Membei-  of  the 
Government,  to  promotethe  prayer  of  the  Petition  of  the  Trustees  of  Victoria 
College,  and  personally  to  support  the  grant  of  Five  Hundred  pounds,  (£.500),  to 
the  Institution.     He  said  : — 

I  regret  to  learn  that  Mr.  G.  M.  Boswell  has  bei.ii  compelled  to  leave  Kingston,  to  attend  to 
his  professional  duties  as  Queen's  Counsel,  on  one  of  the  Circuits.  Mr.  Boswell  states  that  he 
hadspuken  to  you  on  the  subject  of  the  grant  to  the  Victoria  College,  and  expresses  his 
assurancrt  that  you  would  take  care  that  it  should  not  be  forgotten. 

Unwilling  as  I  am  to  ad  1  anything  to  the  burden  of  your  numerous  duties  and  engagements, 
I  feel  that  1  should  be  negligent  in  courtesy  to  jour.self,  and  in  duty  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Victoria  CollcL'e,  who  have  requested  me  to  advocate  their  Memorial,  did  I  not  address  you  a  few 
lines  on  the  sul)ject ;  and,  especially,  as  I  fear  thi  accident,  which  has  befallen  His  Excellency 
may  preclude  any  further  attention  to  it  on  his  part.t

fXevertheless,  Lord  Sydenham,  although  suffering  i<everely  at  the  time,  by  reason  of  the  accident 
which  bef el  him,  did  not  fail  to  send  a  Message  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  lec  jmmeading  the  grant  of 
£'500  to  Victiria  College.     (See  page  25,  ante.) 
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As  the  most  prominent  and  leading  Member  of  the  Government,  and  approvintj,  as  yon  are 
linown  to  do,  of  the  general  principles  on  which  the  Trustees  of  Victoria  College  have  prayed 
for  aid  ;  I  take  the  liberty,  most  earnestly,  to  solicit  your  kind,  sufficient  interposition  at  this 
juncture.  The  Memorial  of  the  Trustees  states  the  principal  grounds  of  the  application. 
Permit  me  also  to  submit  the  following  : — 

1.  That  when  an  essentially  orthodox  Church  in  the  Province  possesses  suffic'ent  intluence 
and  means,  and  has  put  forth  the  requisite  exertions  to  bring  such  an  Institution  into  operation, 
the  Government  cannot  more  effectually  promote  its  own  moral  influence,  or  advance  academical 
education  in  the  country  than  by  liberally  supporting  it.  It  cannot  be  drawn  into  an 
inconvenient  precedent,  as  none  but  a  numerous  and  enterprising  Religious  body  would,  or  could, 
furnish  such  an  Establishment.  I  know  of  no  other  Denomination  in  the  Province  that  can  do 
it.  except  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

2.  That  the  only  Churches  in  Canada  (i.  e.,  the  Churches  of  England  and  Rome),  which 
have  Colleges  in  connection  with  their  Communion,  or  under  their  direciion,  have  the  principal 
one  of  them  [/.<■.,  King's  College]  munificently  endowed.  Surely,  a  grant  to  one  College  in 
connection  with  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  ought  not  to  be  denied. 

3.  That  the  College  Charter  must  be  inoperative  without  a  grant.  No  such  Institution  can 
8U|)port  itself.  The  Trustees  and  friends  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  have  contribu'ed  about 
Tiiree  Hundred  pounds  (£300),  per  annum,  over  and  above  the  amount  of  Academy  receipts, 
although  the  number  of  students,  during  the  five  years  of  its  operations,  has  been  considerably 
larger  than  that  attending  the  Upper  Canada  College  during  the  first  five  years  of  its  operations. 
Although,  the  opsning  of  our  Institution,  as  a  College,  will,  doubtl  ss,  in  the  course  of  a  year 
or  so,  result  in  a  large  increase  of  students,  yet,  its  outfit  involves  a  considerable  additional 
outlay.  The  present  Departments  of  Tuition  will,  of  course,  be  retained,  as  preparatory 
departments  for  tbe  College,  but  additional  Professors  must  be  employed.  Even  the  present 
course  of  instruction  is  of  as  high  an  order  in  the  classics,  and  moie  comprehensive  in  other 
branches,  than  that  which  obtains  in  the  Upper  Canada  College. 

The  Methodist  population  of  this  Province  have  certainly  not  erst  the  Government  much, 
either  for  its  religious,  or  educixtional  instruction,  a  fact  which  may  account  for,  as  well  ss 
ju-;tify,  much  of  the  dissatisfacli  :n  which  has  heret  fore  existed,  and  which  ought  to  induce,  in 
my  humble  opinion,  enlarged  liberality  on  the  part  of  the  Government  and  Legislature  in 
beh  ilf  of  Victoria  College,  They  ask  for  not  one  tenth  part  of  the  amount  that  is  annually  paid 
to  the  Church  of  England,  and  not  one-half  the  amount  which  is  annually  paid  to  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  or  the  Church  of  Rome,  in  Upper  Canada. 

You  are,  of  course,  aware  that  nothing  can  be  done  in  this  matter  without  the  reconnnenda- 
tion  of  tbe  Government.  The  Trustees  have  prayed  for  One  Thou.<and  pounds  (£1,000),  per 
annum — less  than  half  the  annual  amount  of  endowment  to  Upper  Canada  College.  But  as 
objections  seemed  to  exist  against  making  a  permanent  grant,  previously  to  the  completion  of 
the  contemplated  fJoverammt  system  of  Collegiate,  as  well  as  Common  School,  Education, 
an  individual  grant  only  is  now  sought  for  and  expected. 

His  Excellency,  being  of  opinion,  that  he  could  not,  under  all  the  circumstances,  at  the 
present  time,  lecommend  the  full  sum  of  One  Thousand  pounds  (£1,000).  to  be  granted  to  the 
Institution  at  Cobourg,  asked  me,  io  the  last  interview,  with  which  he  honoured  we,  how  much 
I  thought  the  Trustees  cauld  get  on  with  successfully^  My  answer  was,  I  thought  they  could 
not  carry  out  their  plans  with  success  with  less  than  Five  Hundred  pounds  (£500).  Upon 
further  consideraiton  and  convt  r.sation,  I  hope  yon  will,  at  least,  support  that  amount. 

Bv  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  it  appears  that  there  are  demands 
against  the  Trustees  to  the  amount  of  some  Five  Hundred  pounds  (£500),  more  than  tlie  amount 
of  available  debts  due  to  them.  They  are  willing,  by  private  effort,  fo  pay  off  the  debt  ;  but  it 
is  hard  for  individuals  among  us  to  be  ])aying  large  sums  from  year  to  year,  when  our  Institution 
wouM  h»e  efficiently  supporteU  without  any  such  individual  Facrifices  and  1  urdens,  if  the 
Methodist  Chinch  were  treated  wtth  half  the  liberality  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  other 
three  leading  Churches  of  the  Province.  Several  hundred  pounds  is  verj'  little  for  the  Province, 
but  it  is  a  great  deal  to  be  made  up  by  individuals,  who,  in  addition,  have  to  support  their 
Ministers,  and  all  the  institutions  of  their  Church  without  any  public  aid, 

I  desire  to  apologize  for  this  lonu  intrusion,  and  freedom.  T  hope  that  the  subject  of  ihij 
Letter  will  receive  your  most  favourable  consideration  and  cordial  support.

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The  Rt'vorend  Jesse  Hurlburt,  Acting  Principal  of  the  Upper  Canada 
Academy,  also  wrote  the  following  Letter  to  Doctor  Ryerson  : — 

I  received  a  Letter  from  Mr.  David  Thompson,  M.  P.P.,  in  which  he  stttes,  that  he  had 
dnly  urged  Mr.  Secretary  Harrison,  "  to  bring  down  the  recommendation  for  the  endowment  of 
Victoria  College,  for  which  the  Trustees  had  applied,  but  that  he  feared  tiie  Session  would  ])ass 
away  without  its  being  presented."  Mr.  Thouipson  recommends  tliat  this  should  be  urged  as  a 
special  case,  lest  it  should  be  too  hmg  postponed.  There  are  a  number  of  applications  from 
various  parts  of  tlie  Pntvince  for  grants.  It  is,  therefore,  advisabjo  to  have  that  of  Victoria 
College  brought  before  the  Legislature  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.

Subse(juently,  the  following  Lettera  were  received  from  Mr.  John  P. 
Roblin,  M.  P.  P.,  who  was  also  one  of  the  Trustees  of  Victoria  Collecfe  : — 

Your  favour  of  the  8th  instant  would  have  been  ausweied  on  Saturday,  but  no  Message 
having  come  down  from  the  Governor  General,  and  the  Honourable  S.  B.  Harrison  is  still 
promising  that  it  should  come.  I  waited  till  this  morning,  when,  lo  I  a  Mes.oage  arrived, 
recommending  a  grant  of  Five  Hundred  pounds  (£500).  to  Victoria  College. 

The  Message  was  immediately  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Supply  for  to-morrow.  I  am 
in  hopes  that  the  House  will  grant  the  amount  without  much  (it  any)  oppositii  n.  I  will  write 
you  again  so  soon  as  the  vote  is  taken,  which  will  be  to-morrow. 

The  House  is  going  into  Committee  to-day  on  Mr.  Day's  Common  School  Bill.

Before  the  year  closed,  Doctor  R^'erson  received  the  following  cordial  Letter 
from  the  Honourable  John  Henry  ])unn,  M.  P.  P.,  Receiver  General,  enclosing  a 
Draft  on  London  for  the  Legislative  grant  of  Five  Hundred  pounds  (£500),  to 
Victoria  College. 

I  enclose  you  herewith  a  Warrant  for  £450,  sterlii  g,  (equal  to  Five  Hundred  pounds, 
(^500,)  current  y,  which  I  beg  you  Avill  have  the  goodness  to  .sign  and  return  to  me  at  your  con- 
venience. 

I  can  assure  you  tliat  itafiords  me  very  great  pleasure  to  send  you  a  Che()ue  for  so  desirable 
and  proper  an  object  as  the  Victoria  College  ;  and  I  hope  it  is  the  commencement  of  more 
liberalty  towards  an  Institution,  Avhich  has  so  long  struggled  to  benefit  the  community  of  Upper 
Canada,  without  that  su])port,  which  other  institutions  have  so  bountifully  received  at  the  hands 
of  the  Government.  You  will  obtain  cash,  without  deduction,  at  any  of  the  agencies  of  the 
Bank,  on  presentation  of  the  Draft.  °

on  the  14tli  of  January,  1842. 

I  herewith  return  to  you  the  duplicate  receipts  for  Five  Hundred  pounds,  (£500,)  currency 
granted  to  Victoria  College.     I  thank  you  for  your  kindness  in  forwarding  me  the  Warrant   and 
beg  you  will  accept  my  most  grateful  acknowledgements  for  your  own  kind  expressions  and  w'i.shes 
in    behalf  of  an  Institution  which  has   struggled  through  difficulties   whicli,  in  the   retrospect 
appeared    insurm  )untal)lu,— an  Institution  which,    I    have  no  doubt,  will   prove   an    important 
tribut^iry  in  promoting  the  future  Science  and  Literature  oi  Canada.

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It  is  by  such  acts  of  intelligence,  justice  and  liberality  that  the  Governnient  will  secure  its 
own  jiermanence  upon  the  broad  basis  of  public  confidence  and  aftection,  and  acquire  a  strength 
•which  nothing  else  cannot  give  it.

The  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  as  President  of  Victoria  College. 

On  the  establishment  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  in  1832-36,  the  Reverend 
Mathew  Richey,  an  eloquent  and  noted  Wesleyan  Methodist  Minister,  (referred  to 
on  page  273  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History),  was  appointed 
as  its  first  Principal.  He  continued  as  such  until  about  1840,  when  the  Reverend 
Jesse  Hurlburt,  (referred  to  on  page  322  of  the  Third  Volume  of  this  History.)  the 
Senior  Master,  was  appointed  temporarily  as  Acting  Principal,  in  the  hope  that, 
as  soon  as  circumstances  would  permit,  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  would 
accept  the  office.  A  strong  effort  was  made,  in  March,  1841,  to  induce  him  to 
do  so,  by  the  Reverend  Daniel  C.  Van  Norman,  and  Mr.  William  Kingston,  Masters 
in  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  and  prospective  Professors  in  Victoria  College. 
In  a  joint  Letter  written  to  him  by  these  Gentlemen,  on  the  31st  of  March,  1841, 

they  say: — 

We,  as  a  Body,  could  scarcely  be  placed  in  more  favourable  circumstances  to  benefit  the 
Country  than  those  at  present  occupied  by  our  Church.  In  comparison  with  other  Christian 
Denominations.  God  has  placed  us  on  vantage  ground,  in;ismuch  as  we  occupy  at  present,  the 
field  of  Education  almost  without  a  rival. 

Now,  Reverend  Sir,  to  you  and  to  you  alone,  do  we  look,  under  these  peculiar  circumstances- 
It  remains  for  you  to  decide  whether,  the  Academy  shall  rank  amongst  the  first  Literary  Insti- 
tutions of  the  Country,  and  become  an  im})ortant  agent  in  forming  its  future  character  and  con- 
trolling its  destiny,  or  have  a  mere  nominal  existence. 

With  one,  to  whom  Canada  is  already  so  greatly  indebted,  and  wlio  has  for  years  been  made 
the  "  Servant  of  the  Public,"  duty  alone,  (or  where  can  1  be  most  useful^,  will  turn  the  scale  in 
matters  of  this  nature.  The  present  generation  will  soon  have  passed  away  ;  and,  whether  you 
can  ever  so  effectively  and  extensively  promote  the  interests  of  the  rising  and  future  generations 
in  any  other  field  of  labour,  as  at  the  head  of  such  an  Institution  as  this,  appears,  at  least  to  us, 
not  at  all  problematical. 

Notwithstanding  that  we  used  our  influence  to  have  anf)ther  placed  at  its  head,  pro  tempore, 
still  we  supposed  that  upon  you,  as  soon  as  the  circumstances  of  the  Cliurch  and  of  the  Country 
should  become  favourable,  would  devolve  the  superintendence  of  the  Upi)er  Canada  Academy. 

We  speak  the  honest  conviction  of  our  minds,  when  we  say,  that  from  our  acquaintance 
with  Literary  Institutions,  and  the  (jualification  necessary  for  those  who  have  tlieir  direction, 
we  believe  no  i)ers(m  can  be  found,  in  whom  so  many  of  these  (|ualifications  are  combined,  as  in 
yourself.  Those  peculiar  intellectual  endowments,  and  other  various  (|ualities, — which  have 
already  gained  for  you  an  amount  of  influence  and  popularity,  possessed  by  no  other  man  in 
Canada, — are  admiraljly  suited  to  the  situation  of  President  of  a  Literary  Institution,  and 
would  go  far  t^)wards  est;iblishing  the  character  of  our  Academy  for  ])ermancnt  prosperity — 
investing  it  with  attractions  possessed  by  no  other  School  in  tlie  Country. 

You  have  at  heart  the  welfare  of  our  Church  ;  and.  in  what  relation  can  you  so  fully  sub- 
serve her  interests  as  Ity  occupying  a  situation,  in  which  you  would  liave  the  direction  of  the 
e<luc!ition  of  those  whom  Cod  may  call  to  minister  in  her  Sanctnairies  ?  All  circumstances 
being  considered  then,  does  not  Providence  seem  clearly  to  point  out  this  place  as  the  principal 
Bceue  of  your  future  lalxmrs  ?

•Mr.  William  Kingston  eventually  retired  from  Victoria  College  and  bpcame  one  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Civil  Service  at  (Ottawa.  A  few  years  ago,  two  or  three  of  his  old  pupils  waited  on  him,  to  tender  their 
hpartf»'lt  thinks  for  his  efforts  to  make  mathfjmatics  an  agreeable  study  to  them  in  the  old  davs  at  Victoria 
College.  The  ex-itudents  were  Senator  Brouse,  J.  L.  Biggar,  M.  P.  and  the  Writer.  He  was  deeply 
touched  by  this  i>er«onal  tribute  from  his  old  pupils. 
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I  have  largely  curtailed  the  forei(oint^  Letter,  knowinnj  that  its  object  was 
accomplished  by  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ry»!rson's  acceptance — though  unwillingly 
— of  the  office  of  Pro.sident  of  Vict(jria  College  a  few  mouths  later  I  knew  the 
Writers  of  this  Letter  ptM-sonally, — having  been  a  Student  of  Upper  Canada 
Academy  at  the  time.  They  were  most  devoted  in  their  labours  as  Masters,  and 
afterwards  as  Professors, — entering  heartily  into  their  work,  and  calling  out 
most  effectively  whatever  latent  intt'llt'ctual  powers  wen;  j)ossessed  by  those  whom 
they  taught.  The}-,  as  well  as  the  fiv(^  (more  or  h^ss).  distinguished  men,  who 
occupied  the  position  of  Principal,  or  President,  of  Victoria  College,  have  passed 
away, — the  Reverend  Messieurs  Riche}',  Hurlburt,  (Acting,)  Ryerson,  Macnab  and 
Nclles; — but  each  did  all  in  his  power,  according  to  his  opportunity  and  ability, 
to  raise  the  character  of  the  Institution,  and  to  stimulate  the  intellectual  zeal  and 
energy  of  the  Students  who  resorted  to  it.  Both  before  and  after  the  passage 
of  the  Act,  incorporating  Victoria  College,  influences  wore  brought  to  benr  upon 
Doctor  Ryerson  to  induce  him  to  accept  the  Principalship  of  the  College.  The 
only  reference,  however,  which  he  makes  to  this  event  is  the  followincr,  on 
page  304  of  "  The  Story  of  My  Life  :  — 

At  the  end  of  two  years  labours  in  the  Station  of  Adelaide  Street  Church,  I  wa.s  again 
wre.sted  from  my  loved  work  (as  a  Pa.stor)  by  an  otHcial  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  nie  to 
accept  the  Presidency  of  Victoria  College,  which  was  raised  from  being  Upper  Canada  Academy 
to  be  a  College,  opened  and  incorporated,  in  1842,  as  a  University  College. 

The  Letter  of  Mr.  Wilson  S.  ('onger,  M.P.P.  and  a  Member  of  the  P>oard  of 
Victoria  College,  announcing  this  appointment,  was  written  on  the  3rd  of  Septem- 
ber, 1841,  as  follows  : — 

I  have  the    .satisfaction  to    inform  you  that  at   our  Committee    Meeting  held  on  Wednesday   ^^J^ 
last,  (all  the  Members  being  ])resent,)  you   were,  by  their  unanimous  voice,   recommended  to  the 
*'Board"  to  fill  the  Principal's  Chair  in  "Victoria  College,"  and  I  must  beg  of  you  not  to  throw 
any  obstacle  in  the  way  of  your  ai)pointra9nt  to  that  imjjortant  trust. 

I  need  not  say  to  you  that  our  hope  of  success  depends  entirely  upon  raising  the  character 
of  the  College  above  that  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy.,  To  do  this,  we  must  place  at  its  head, 
A  person  holding  a  commanding  influence  over  that  portion  of  society,  from  whom  we  expect  to 
receive  support  ;  and,  allow  me  say,  that  the  Committee  believe  they  are  only  doing  you  justice, 
when  they  .say,  that  they  know  of  no  person  so  likely  to  accomplish  that  end,  or  to  satisfy  pul)lic 
expectations,  as  yourself. 

1  have  written  to  several  Members  of  the  Board,  informing  them  of  what  we  have  done,  and 
requesting  them  to  attend  a  Board  Meeting  to  be  held  here  at  the  close  of  the  Session.  At  this 
Meeting,  the  Committee  will  lay  before  the  Board  a  statement  of  their  affairs,  and  arrangements 
will,  of  course,  be  made  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  ninvly  constituted  College,  thus 
called  by  Mr.  Conger,  was  held  in  the  early  pai't  of  October,  1841.  It  very 
cordially  approved  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Connnittee,  and  the  Reverend 
Egerton  Ryerson  was  unanimously  appointed  by  it  to  be  Principal  of  Victoria  Col- 
lege. He  did  not  agree  to  accept  the  appointment,  except  with  a  view  to  the 
provisional  opening  by  him  of  the  Institution  as  a  College  in  October,  as  he  did 
not  desire  to  give  up  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  Adelaide  Street  Church, — to  which 
he  had  been  appointed  at  the  Conference  of  1840, — until  the  Spring  of  1842. 
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Opening  of  the  Upper   Canada  Acadkmy  as  a   Preparatory   College,  on 

THE  21ST  OF  October,  1841. 

On  the  21st  of  October,  1841,  the  formal  opening  of  the  Upper  Canada 
Academy,  as  a  "Preparatory  College,"  prior  "to  its  commencement  as  a  College 
proper  "  took  place.  At  the  time  appointed,  the  Professors,  Officers  and  Students 
being  present  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson,  the  Principal  elect,  delivered  an 
Address  on  "TVie  Kind  of  Education  which  Canadian  Youths  require ;  and  Hints 
to  them  for  its  Attainment."  Only  portions  of  this  Address,  Avhich  refer  to  this 
preliminary  opening  of  the  College, — to  the  history  and  circumstances  of  the 
Institution,  and  to  the  recent  Legislative  proceedings  on  its  behalf,  are  given 
below. 

In  opening  tliis  Institution,  (tlie  Principal  said.)  as  a  preparatory  College,  witli  a  view  to 
its  commencement  as  a  College  proper,  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  Academic  year,  I  deem  it 
advisable  to  make  a  few  observations  on  the  leading  features  of  that  kind  of  education  which  it 
is  intended  to  impart  at  the  Victoria  College,  and  to  ofl'er  you  a  few  ])ractical  suggestions  for 
your  present  assistance  and  encouragement,  as  Students,  in  your  ordinary  and  prei)aratory 
studies. 

*  *  *  ;;s  *  *  * 

Gentlemen  and  Young  Friends. — I  cannot  conclude  tliese  remarks  without  adverting  to  the 
new  and  elevated  character  with  which  this  Institution  lias  been  invested  by  the  Parliament  of 
United  Canada.  His  late  most  Gracious  Majesty  William  the  Fourth,  of  precious  memory,  first 
invested  this  Institution,  in  1836,  with  a  corporate  character,  as  an  Academy — the  first  Institu- 
tion of  the  kind,  established  by  Royal  Charter,  unconnected  with  the  Cliurcli  of  England, 
throughout  the  British  Colonies.  And  it  is  a  cause  of  renewed  satisfaction  and  congratulation, 
that  after  five  year's  operation  as  an  Academy,  it  has  been  incorjjorated  as  a  College,  and  financi- 
ally assisted,  by  the  unanimous  votes  of  both  branches  of  the  Provincial  Legislature, — sanc- 
tioned by  more  than  an  official  cordiality  in  Her  Majesty's  name,  by  the  late  lamented  Loi'd 
Sydenham,  one  of  whose  last  messages  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  was,  a  reconnnendation  to 
grant  £500  as  an  aid  to  the  Victoria  College, — an  aid  which  we  trust  will  be  increased  and  con- 
tinued annually.  We  have  buoyant  hopes  for  our  Country,  when  our  Rulers  and  Legislators 
direct  their  earliest  and  ino.st  liberal  attention  to  its  literary  Institutions  and  educational 
interests. 

A  foundation  for  a  Common  School  System  in  this  Province  has  been  laid  l)y  the  Legisla- 
ture, which,  I  believe  will,  at  no  distant  day,  exceed  in  efficiency  any  yet  established  on  the 
American  Continent  ;  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  tlie  attention  of  Government  is  earnestly 
directed  to  make  permanent  provision  for  the  supjiort  of  Colleges  also,  that  they  may  Ije  rendered 
efficient  in  their  operations,  and  accessible  to  as  large  a  number  of  the  enterprisi)ig  youth  ot 
our  Country  as  possible. 

The  relation  which  I  have  been  called  (m  to  sustain  to  this  Institution,  in  conse(|uence  of 
its  incorporation  as  a  College,  has  been  created  against  my  own  convictions  of  pei-sonal  fitness. 
The  studious  habits  and  literary  jnn-suits  of  my  youth  were  followed  too  soon  by  tlie  varif)us 
duties  and  cares  of  ])uljlic  life  to  allow  of  their  ripming  into  jirofound  science,  or  general  litera- 
ture. My  public  life  has  been  active,  rather  than  literary  ;  and  I  can  only  account  for  the 
choice  and  solicitations  of  the  Directors  and  friends  of  this  Institution — and  can  only  reconcile 
my  own  compliance  with  their  requests — upon  the  princi]»le  laid  down  l)y  the  great  Locke,  that 

"Yftuth  should  be  committed  to  the  care  of  a  virtuous  and  judicious  Tutor  who  is  rather  a 
man  of  exjierience  in  the  world  than  of  j)rofound  learning  ;  for  it  is  more  necessary  that  tlie 
pupil  be  formed  for  conducting  himself  with  jtrudence  in  the  world,  and  1)e  fortified  against 
those  temptations  to  which  he  will  }>e  exjtosefl  in  active  life,  than  that  his  ]iea<l  should  bu  (merely) 
stuffed  with  Latin  and  Logic.  " 

I  am  happy  to  know  that  any  deficiency  on  my  j»art  is  more  tlian  supj)lied  by  the  attain- 
ments of  the  Cientlemen  with  whom  I  have  the  honour  to  be  associated  ;  Gentlemen  whose 
freshness  from  College  I Kirsu its,  whose  attainments  and  grateful  labours  in  tliis  Institution,  as 
an  Awidemy,  jioint  them  out  as  j)eculiarly  (jualified  ))y  their  learning  and  zeal,  to  instruct  the 
youth  entrusted  iu  our  care  in  the  various  liranches  of  a  scientific  and  literary  education  ;  while 
it  will  be  my  province  and  my  aim,  in  coming  to  their  aasist;ince,  to  occu|iy  tlie  moral  and  more 
practical  depaitments  of  educational  instruction,  by  connecting  the  acquisition  of  knowledge 
with  tlie  duties  of  interestK  of  jirivate  and  public  life    -that  you  may  go  forth  from  this  Iiistitu- 
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tion  not  uieruly  sumul  sclmliirs  but  (iiuilitiod  and  disposed  to  discharge  your  duties  as  Christians 
and  citizens  in  all  the  relations  to  which  the  guidance  of  Providence,  the  authorities  of  your 
Country,  and  the  voice  of  your  fellow-subjects  may  call  you. ' 

Two  of  the  l)est  and  most  laborious  years  of  my  life  have  l)een  employed  in  proiiKjting  the 
estiiblisluMent  of  this  Institution  ;  and  if  my  Iiumble  labours  will  in  any  way  contribute  to  its 
successful  operations  and  usefulness,  they  shall  be  freely  and  unreservedly  bestowed — deeply 
convinced  as  1  am  of  its  intinite  importance  to  tlie  educational,  moral  and  geneial  interests  f)f  a 
large  portion  of  my  fellow-subjects,  if  not  of  the  Province  at  large. 

The  present  Session,  counuencing  with  the  attendance  <^f  a  larger  number  of  Students  than 
liave  attended  at  the  connnencement  of  any  ])revious  Session,  iiugurs  well  for  the  future.  Had 
we  even  c(tnnnenced  upon  a  scale  more  limited,  and  with  an  attendance  less  numeious,  there 
would  still  have  been  ground  for  encouragement  and  hojte.  The  University  of  Glasgow  began 
in  1450,  with  one  Professor  in  Theology  and  three  in  Pliilosophy.  Marischal  College,  Aberdeen, 
liegan  witli  a  Princi|)al  and  two  Piofessors.  At  the  Hrst  foundation  of  the  Univeisity  of  Edin- 
burgh, only  one  Professor  was  ap[jointed,  and  he  the  Minister  of  the  city.  And  the  celebrated 
I'niversity  of  Cambridge  itself  counnenced  in  the  twelfth  century  under  the  auspices  of  an 
Al)bott  and  two  Monks,  who  hired  antl  delivered  public  lectures  in  a  Vjarn  I  Encouraged  by 
such  e.vamples,  antl  animated  by  our  present  prospects,  we  confidently  anticipate  extensive 
success  and  usefulness  in  tlie  future  o])erations  of  this  Institution.  For  your  success  and  happi- 
ness, my  Young  Fi'iends,  I  feel  the  deepest  scdicitude  ;  with  the  parents  of  several  of  you  I  have 
been  a  school-fellow  in  my  boyhood  ;  and  it  is  my  earnest  wish  and  prayer,  and  will,  I  am  sure, 
i)e  the  unite<l  endeavour  of  your  Instructors,  that  your  attendance  here  may  Ije  eminently  useful 
to  you  all,  and  be  followed  by  lives  of  virtue,  honour  and  usefulnes.s. 

The  "Provisiouiil"  Otficers  of  Victoria  College,  as  appointed  by  the  Board  of 

Trustees  at  the  time,  were  as  follows  : 

The  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson,  Principal,  with  the  Department  of  Moral  Philosophy  and

The  Reverend  Daniel  C.  Van  Norman,  A.M.,  Professor  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  Languages, 

Mr.  William  Kingston,  Professor  of  Mathematics,  with  the  charge  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment. 

Mr.  Crowley,  Assistant  in  the  English  Department. 

The  Reverend  John  Beatty,  General  Agent  and  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Robert  Wek.ster,  Steward. 

The  Curriculum  of  tlie  CoUeoe  proper,  (omittino;  the  English  Department,) 
was  as  follows  :  *

Junior  Class.  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Conic  Sections  ;  Natural  Phil  sophy  ;  Chemistry  , 
Cicero  de  Gratore,  Tacitus  ;  Homer's  Iliad  and  Odyssey,  G.eek  Tragedies  ;  Latin  and  <Jreek 
Exercises  ;  Hebrew  ;  Intellectual  Philosophy. 

Senior  Class.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  Astronomy,  Latin  and  Greek  ;  Chemistry 
reviewed;  Logic,  Moral  and  Political  Philosophy,  British  Constitution;  Natural  I  heology, 
Hebrew  ;  Natural  History  ;   and  the  Philosophy  of  the  Bible. 

It  was  well  known  that  Doctor  Ryerson,  even  after  delivering  his  Address, 

in  which  he  .spoke  of  the  likelihood  of  his  acceptance  of  the  position  of  Principal, 

was  by  no  means  sanguine  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  post,  and  so  he  expressed 

himself  in  the  Address;  besides,  he  was  averse  to  giving  up  his  pastoral  duties,

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or  to  assume  those  more  arduous  ones  of  Principal  of  Victoria  College.     Hearing  of 

this,  the  Reverend  Daniel  C.  Van  Norman,  Professor  of  Greek  and  Latin  in  the 

College,  wrote  the  follo^ving  pressing  Letter  to  him  on  the  22nd  of  March,  1842. 

He  said : 

There  are  rumours  afloat  that  it  is  considered  doubtful  whether  you  will  finally  consent 
to  take  the  superintendence  of  this  Institution,  or  not,  which  have  cast  such  a  gloom  over  my 
mind  that  I  find  it  impossible  to  dispel. 

Should  my  fears,  in  reference  to  this  matter,  be  realized,  it  is  my  deep  and  honest  convic- 
tion that,  notwithstanding  all  the  efforts  which  have  been  made,  or  may  be  put  forth,  to  keep 
the  Academy  above  the  wave,  the  Institution  must  sink  to  rise  no  more. 

This  conviction  does  not  arise  from  any  want  of  united  effort,  or  hearty  co-operation  at 
present  among  the  acting  Officers  of  Instruction  ;  but  it  arises  from  facts  and  circumstances,  with 
which  you  are  fully  acquainted.  In  such  an  event,  I  believe  it  would  have  been  infinitely 
better  for  the  Institution  to  have  retained  its  oris;inal  name  and  character  as  an  Academy. 

Doctor  Ryerson  did  finally  consent  to  retain  the  position  of  Principal  of 
Victoria  College,  to  which  he  had  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
he  was  duly  inaugurated,  as  such,  with  the  usual  ceremonies,  on  the  21st  of  June, 
1842,  at  which  time  the  Institution  was  formally  opened  as  a  University  College. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

EDUCATION  OF  THE  INDIANS  IN  UPPER  CANADA,  1835-1838. 

In  Chapter  XVIII  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History — 
pages  348-351 — such  particulars  were  given  in  regard  to  the  Education  of  the 
Indians  of  L^pper  Canada  as  were  then  available  in  the  voluminous  Blue  Books  of 
the  Imperial  Parliament,  and  in  other  Documents,  Reports  and  Proceedings  of 
the  Missionary  Societies. 

In  addition  to  the  particulars  in  these  extracts,  there  are  inserted  in  this 
Chapter  copies  of  various  Correspondence  on  the  subject  of  the  Education  of  the 
Indians,  between  representatives  of  Missionary  Societies  and  other  parties,  and 
the  Imperial  Government ;  and  also  extracts  from  Despatches  of  the  Colonial 
Secretary  to  the  Provincial  Government  on  the  subject,  and  replies  to  the  same. 

Commissioners  were  appointed  in  October,  1839,  by  Lieutenant-Governor 
Sir  George  Arthur,  at  the  instance,  in  May  of  that  year,  of  the  House  of  Assem- 
bly, to  enquire  into  the  condition  of  the  Indian  Tribes,  and  also  of  into  the 
working  of  the  Indian  Department  of  the  Provincial  Government.  The  Com- 
missioners only  prepared  a  Report  on  the  administration  of  the  Indian  Depart- 
ment, but  did  not  proceed  furtho-  with  their  enquiries. 

A  very  comprehensive  Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  English  "  Aborigines 
Protection  Society,"  on  the  State  of  the  Indians  of  British  North  Ainci-jca,  was 
prepare<l  and  published  in  the  same  year,  (1839).  From  this  R('})ort  some 
extracts  have  Ix-en  taken,  and  will  be  inserted  farther   on  in  this  Chapter.     A 
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Report,  chiefly  on  Schools  for  the  Indians,  was  also  prepared  in  1S39  for  the 
Colonial  Secretary,  (Lord  Glenelg),  by  the  late  Sir  James  B.  Macaulay,  but  it  has 
not,  I  believe,  been  published. 

The  whole  of  these  Documents  indicate  a  laudable  desire  on  the  part  of 
Missionary  Societies  and  the  Government — Imperial  and  Colonial — to  ameliorate 
and  improve  the  condition  of  the  Indian  Tribes  of  Upper  Canada,  and  to  provide 
for  their  industrial  training,  as  well  as  their  education  and  religious  advancement. 

Among  the  first  Missionary  efforts,  (apart  from  the  labours  of  the  early 
Jesuit  and  Franciscan  Missionaries*,  and  by  the  New  England  Society,)  put  forth 
for  the  })enefit  of  the  Indian  Tribes  in  Upper  Canada,  were  those  of  the  Church 
of  England,  and  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church.  In  the  Life  of  the  Reverend 
James  Evans,  (Methodist  Missionary  from  1830  to  1846,  and  a  School  Teacher 
near  L'Orignal  aliout  the  year  1822),  by  the  Reverend  John  McLean,  M.A., 
Ph.D.  (1890),  it  is  stated  that  "At  the  Conference  held  in  July,  1821,  the 
Reverends  William  Case,  Henry  Ryan,  and  three  others,  were  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Affaii-s,  and,  in  that  year,  an  opening  was  effected  for  beginning 
Missionary  work  on  a  systematic  plan."     {Page  39.) 

Particulars  of  the  early  Church  of  England  Indian  Missions,  and  of  the  New 
England  Company,  are  given  on  pages  39  and  40  of  the  First  Volume  of  this 
Documentary  History. 

In  October,  1830,  a  Church  of  England  "Society  for  Converting  and  Civiliz- 
ing the  Indians,"  etcetera,  was  formed  at  York.  No  Presbyterian  Missions  to 
the  Indians  of  Upper  Canada  existed  until  in  later  years.  Mr.  McLean  mentions 
that  the  Reverend  William  Case,  to  whom  he  refers,  became  the  presiding  genius 
of  the  Indian  work  in  the  Country.  .  .  .  and  in  caring  for  the  manual 
training  of  the  Indian  youth.     {Po.ge  35.) 

Correspondence  Between  the  Imperial  and  Provincial  Governments  in 
Regard  to  the  Indians  and  their  Education,  (1835-1838). 

A  voluminous  Correspondence  took  place  between  the  Secretary  of  State  for, 
the  Colonies  and  the  Governors  of  the  British  North  American  Provinces 
respecting  the  condition  of  the  Indians  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  in  the 
Maritime  Provinces,  during  the  years  1835-1888. 

The  Blue  Book,  containing  this  Correspondence — printed  by  order  of  the 
British  House  of  Commons  in  June,  1839 — extends  to  171  foolscap  pages,  and  is 
chiefly  taken  up  with  details  of  the  removal  of  various  Indian  Tribes  to  the 
Manitoulin  Island,  in  Lake  Huron,  and  in  discussing  the  advisability  of  continu-

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ing  the  system  of  presents  to  the  Indians.  The  subject  of  the  Education  of  the 
Indians  of  Upper  Canada  occupies  a  comparatively  small  space  in  this  collection 
of  Letters  and  Despatches,  and  occurs  at  rare  intervals.  I  have,  however,  made 
such  extracts  from  these  Lettei-s  and  Despatches  as  will  best  illustrate  what  was 
being  done  for  the  Education  and  enlightenment  of  the  Indians  of  Upper  Canada 
during  the  yeai-s  named. 

In  a  Despatch  from  Sir  John  Colborne,  Lieutenant-Governor,  to  Lord  Glenelg, 
the  Colonial  Secretary,  dated  Toronto,  22nd  of  January,  1836,  he  said  : 

I  cannot  quit  this  Government  without  drawing  Your  Lordship's  attention  to  the  projected 
-establishmfnt  of  the  Indians  of  the  Noithern  Shores  of  Lake  Huron  on  the  Great  Manitoulin 
Island,  which  I  have  authorized,  and  which  has  already  been  partly  carried  into  effect.* 

If  this  project  succeed,  Your  Lordship  may  be  assured,  notwithstanding  the  discussion  iii 
the  House  of  Commons,  last  Session,  that  all  the  Indian  Tribes  in  Canada  are  collected  in 
Villages,  that  Schools  are  instituted  for  their  benefit,  and  that  they  are  placed  under  the  care 
of  persons  interested  in  their  welfare. 

In  the  annexed  statement,  (dated  the  24th  of  September,  1835,)  Your  Lordship  will  see  the 
progress  that  hns  been  made  in  the  Indian  Estabbshment  under  the  charge  of  Captain  Thomas 
G.  Anderson,  (Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs),  and  the  state  of  the  Indians  on  the  Northern 
Shores  of  Lake  Huron.

.  .  .  Habitual  intoxication  is  unknown;  the  Sabbath  is  well  observed  ;  the  religious 
■duties  of  the  Indians  are  carefully  attended  to,  and  Reading  and  Writing,  with  a  moderate 
knowledge  of  Arithmetic,  are  almost  universal  among  the  the  young  people.  .  .  The  Log 
Dwelling  Houses  for  the  Indians  were  erected  by  Government  ;  Frame  Houses  for  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  two  Chiefs,  (Aisance  and  Yellowhead),  with  Schoolhouses  at  Coldwater  and  the 
Narrows  of  Lake  Simcoe,  were  also  built  at  the  commencement  of  the  establishment. 

The  Indian  wants  instruction.  He  everywhere  appreciates  the  superiority  of  the  Whites 
in  possessing  the  arts  of  Reading  and  Writing.  He  earnestly  begs  for  the  benefits  of  Educa- 
tion.

Education  and  Religious  Instruction  of  the  Upper  Canada  Indians. 

In  a  Despatch  from  Lord  Glenelg  to  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  dated  the  2{)th  of  February,  1837,  he  called  his  attention  to  the  alleged 
conflict  of  opinion,  (in  regard  to  the  probability  of  the  Indians  adopting  agricul- 
tural pursuits,)  between  Sir  Francis  and  his  Predecessors,  to  which  the  attention 
of  the  Colonial  Secretary  had  been  called  by  the  Lords  C-ommissiuners  of  His 
Majesty's  Treasury.  The  Lords  Commissioners  subnnt  a  series  of  (juestions  on 
the  .subject,  which  they  desire  to  have  definitely  answered, — the  sixth  of  these

Clair;  they  are  both  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Society  ;

A  small  number  of  the  Huron 
Tribe  arc  Roman  Catholics  ;  the  majority  of  the  Tribe,  however,  are  Methodists.

8.  Colrorne  on  Thames.  A)iiiiocr: — The  Reverend  Solomon  Waldron,  a  Missionary  of  the 
We.slevan  Metliodists,  Munceytown,  is  placed  at  this  Station,  and  preaches  to  the  Chippewas  and 
Mnnceys  Here  they  have  established  a  School  under  the  direction  of  the  Missionary.  The 
Pagan  Chippewas  and  Muncey  Indians  have,  in  ])art,  consented  to  listen  to  the  religious  instruc- 
tion of  tlie  Reverend  Hichard  Flood,  <>f  the  Church  of  England,  who  occasionally  visits  them. 
The  duty  of  the  School  Master  is  to  Teach  as  many  of  the  Indian  Children  as  will  attend  the 
School.      His  Salary  is  £75,  Halifax  Currency,  a  year.

4.  Cold  water,  Lake  Simcoe.  Ansiner : — At  the  Narrows  of  Lake  Simcoe,  where  the  Chip- 
pewa Indians  are  partly  Methoilists  and  partly  Roman  Catholics,  the  Reverend  Jonathan  Scott,  a 
Methodist  Preacher,  and  a  School  Teacher  reside,  providt^d  by  the  Methodist  Conference,  and 
the  Reverend  A.  Chare^,  a  Roman  Catholic  Priest  of  Penetanguishene,  occasionally  visits  them. 
At  Coldwater,  where  the  Indians  are  also  j)artly  Methodists  and  partly  Roman  Catholics,  the 
Rev-rend  Gilbert  Miller,  a  Methodist  Preacher,  has  occasionally  I'esided,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Conference  ;  and  the  same  Roman  Catholic  Priest  visits  the  locality  occasionally.  The  School 
Teacher,  selected  bv  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  has  invariaVdy  been  a  Member  of 
the  Church  of  England.  At  present  there  is  none,  the  Indians  having  their  Land  payments 
under  their  own  control.  None  of  these  Indians  have  had  the  benefit  of  any  regular  religious 
instruction  from  C  ergymen  of  the  Church  of  England.  At  the  Manitoulin  Island,  a  Minister 
of  the  Church  of  England  was  maintained  for  the  last  summer,  at  the  j<jint  exjjense  of  the 
Parliamentary  Grant,  and  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Christianity  among  the  Indians  and 
Desti  ute  Settlers,  and  a  School  Teacher  was  also  spnt  there  for  the  s  ane  peroid,  and  was  paid 
out  of  the  Parliame  itary  Grint  At  Sault  Sainbe  Marie,  the  Reverend  William  McMurray,  a 
Minister  of  the  Church  of  England,  has  been  successfully  employ  d.  He  is  supjiorted  partly 
by  the  Society  mentioned,  and  partly  from  the  Parliamentary  Grant;  and,  during  the  last  two  or 
three  yea's,  a  School  Teacher  has  been  maintained  at  that  Mission,  and  is  p-Aid  for  out  of  the 
Parliamentary  Grant.

In  a  Despatch  from  Lord  Glenelg,  Colonial  Secretary,  to  Lieutenant  Governor 
Sir  George  Arthur,  dated  the  28th  of  March,  1838,  he  states,  that  the  Colonial 
Office  had  then  been  in  communication  with  the  Reverend  Peter  Jones  and  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Robert  Alder,  representing  the  Weslej'an  Missionary  Societies  in 
Canada  and  in  England,  in  regard  to  the  Indians  in  Upper  Canada.  He  states 
that  the  Reverend  Doctor  Alder  had  made  the  following  suggestion  to  him : — 

Should  Your  Lordship  see  fit  to  settle,  without  delay  the  Indian  Lands  in  [question]  and 
to  provide  a  Central  School  at  which  Indian  Children  may  be  gratuitiously  boarded  and  educated 
for  four  or  live  years,  as  stated  in  my  Communication  to  Your  Lordship  of  [the  14th  of]  Decem- 
ber last,  Your  Lordship  will  be  regarded,  by  the  Indians  of  Upper  Canada,  as  the  greatest  Bene- 
factor of  their  Race.     {Page  83  of  the  Return.) 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  Communication  of  the  Reverend  Doctor 
Alder,  to  Lord  Glenelg,  dated  the  14th  of  December,  1837,  to  which  reference  is 
made  in  the  preceding  extract : — 

From  the  year  1816,  to  the  year  1827,  I  was  employed  as  a  Missionary  in  various  parts  of 
British  America  ;  and  during  that  period  I  obtained  some  knowledge  of  the  state  Jtnd  chaiacter 
of  the  Indians  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  as  well  as  in  the  Canadas. 

In  the  year  1832,  proposals  were  made  to  the  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Missionary  Society 
by  .  .  .  the  then  Head  of  the  Colonial  Department  ...  for  extend- 
ing the  operations  of  that  Society  in  Upper  Canada,  with  a  view  to  promote  the  religious  and 
moral  improvement  of  the  Indians  ...  in  that  Province  ;  in  consequence  of  which, 
I  proceeded  thither  to  make  arrangements  .  .  .  for  carrying  the  benevolent  inten- 
tions of  the  Goverment  into  effect. 

In  the  year  1832,  I  again  visited  Canada,  with  the  same  object  in  view  ...  I  had 
the  honour  to  hold  several  conversations  on  the  state  and  i)rospects  of  the  Indian  Tribes,  and  on  the 
best  methods  for  improving  their  condition,  with  His  Excellency,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Sir  John 
Colborne  .  .  .  whose  unwearied  efforts  to  difi'use  the  knowledge  and  influence  of  Christianity 
among  the  Indians  .  ,  ,  justly  entitled  him  to  be  regarded  by  them  as  the  Friend 
and  Benefactor  of  their  Race 

It  was  in  the  year  1824,+  that  the  attention  of  the  Methodists  of  Upper  Canada  was  par- 
ticularly directed  to  the  wretched  condition  of  the  wandering  Indians  around  them 

In  addition  the  Mission  Schools  which  are  already  formed  in  the  ditierent  settlements  of 
Christian  Indians  for  the  education  of  the  rising  generetion,  means  should  be  furnished  for  the 
establishment  and  support  of  two  or  more  Central  Schools,  in  which  the  most  promising  youths 
should  be  placed,  and  gratuitously  boarded,  educated  and  clothed,  for  five  or  six  years,  at  least.  | 
By  such  an  arrangement,  the  children  of  the  Indians  would  Ite  removed  from  their  imperfectly 
civilized  parents,  and  placed  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  their  religious  and  secular 
Instructors.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  learning  cultivated  at  school,  the  boys 
would  be  instructed  in  a  knowledge  of  useful  mechanical  arts  :  and  what  is  greatly  to  be  desired, 
as  being  of  immense  importance  in  its  influence  on  the  future  improvement  of  the  Indians,  the 
female  portion  of  the  children  would  be  well  instructed,  not  merely  in  Reading  and  Writing, 
but  in  the  performance  of  domestic  duties

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As  it  respects  the  second,  (or  pagan), class  of  Indians  .  .  .  I  know  of  no  other  method 
by  which  they  may  be  reclaimed,  or  their  condition  be  effectually  improved,  tlian  by  the  influence 
of  Christianity,  which,  as  I  have  shown  to  Your  Lordship,  has  already  greaily  ameliorated  and 
improved  the  condition  of  hundreds  of  tLeir  brethren.         .         * 

These  Indians  would  look  for  a  fixed  residence,  where  they  can  be  taught  more  perfectly, 
and  where  their  children  may  attend  a  School,  and  learn  to  read  the  "Good  Book,"  and  to  use 
their  own  expression,  "  to  put  their  thoughts  on  paper."  A  Chapel  and  a  School  House  will 
soon  be  built,  around  which  they  will  erect  dwellings.  Agriculture  and  the  mechanical  arts  will 
follow  in  the  train  of  Christianity,  and,  in  process  of  time,  industry  will  place  them  in  circum- 
stances of  comparative  comfort  and  abundance.         .         . 

It  would  greatly  contribute  to  a  knowledge  of  the  benefits  which  the  Gospel  is  calculated 
to  impart  ...  if,  when  the  annual  presents  are  distributed,  a  locality  were  selected 
to  which  the  Pagan  and  Christian  Indians  could  conveniently  repair,  and  where  they  might  mingle 
for  a  few  days  together,  during  which  time  the  Chribtian  portion  of  them  might  explain  to  the 
other  .  .  .  the  great  advantages  which  their  children  derive  from  the  Schools  estab- 
lished amongst  them.       ^. 

It  is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  actual  number  of  the  uninstructed  Indian  population  of  Upper 
Canada  ;  but  .  .  ,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  it  must  be  very  considerable.  How 
necessary  then  it  is,  that  protupt  and  effectual  meat-ures  sho\ild  be  adopted  lor  their  improve- 
ment. .  .  Many  are  now  willing  to  give  up  their  children  that  they  may  be  instructed  ; 
and,  if  Central  Schools,  such  as  I  have  recommended,  were  established,  the  offspring  of  these  wild 
Indians  would  derive  great  advantage  from  such  Institutions,  and  the  progress  of  Indian 'civiliz- 
ation would  be  effectually  promoted.

In  a  subsequent  Despatch  to  Sir  George  Arthur,  dated  the  22nd  of  August, 

1838,  Lord  Glenelg  said  :— 

The  first  step  to  the  real  improvement  of  the  Indians  is  to  gain  them  over  from  a  wander- 
ing to  a  settled  life  ...  In  this  connection,  I  recommend  to  your  consideration  [the 
foregoing]  suggestions  offered  by  [the  Reverend  Doctor]  Alder. 

The  second  next  important  object  to  be  obtained  is  the  establishment  among  them  of  Schools, 
with  competent  Teachers  ; — Schools  affording  elementary  instruction,  not  only  in  the  common 
branches  of  Education,  but  in  the  rudiments  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanics,  and  tuperintended 
by  Masters  of  competent  knowledge,  and  of  strictly  moral  and  religious  character.* 
I  have  little  doubt  that,  among  Missionaries,  who  have  so  zealously  devoted  themselves  to  the 
conversion  of  the  Indians,  Teachers  for  such  Schools  may  b^  found. 

It  has  been  asserted,  that  even  were  such  Schools  established,  there  would  be  an  indisposi- 
tion among  the  older  Indians  either  to  attend  them  in  person,  or  to  allow  their  children  to  do 
80.     I  do  not  attach  much  weight  to  this  objection.         •         • 

In  order  to  stimulate  the  exertions  of  those  who  attend  the  Schools,  it  would  probably  be 
advantageous  that  periodical  examinations  should  take  place,  accompanied  by  public  trials  of 
.skill  in  Agriculture.  On  such  occasions.  Prizes  should  be  distributed  to  those  who  have  shown 
peculiar  diligence  or  ability,  or  who  have  distinguished  themselves  by  regularity  and  good  con- 
duct. The  consideration  which  would  attach  to  those  who  obtained  such  Prizes  would  be  an 
incentive  to  some  who  might  otherwise  neglect  the  Schools. 

Hitherto  no  periodical  Reports  have  been  made  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  of  the  state 
and  progress  of  the  Indians.  I  have  to  request  that  you  will  give  the  necessary  directions  for 
the  preparation,  in  future,  of  such  Reports,  showing  .  .  .  the  number  of  Schools  estab- 
lished, and  of  the  Scholars  attending  them  ;  (distinguishing  the  adults  from  the  children),  with  a 
general  statement  in  the  several  Branches  of  Educatiim  .  .  .  the  number  of  Prizes 
awarded  for  proficiency,  whether  in  Agriculture,  in  the  usual  Branches  of  Education,  or  for 
Good  Conduct.     (Retnrn,  pages  88,  89). 

*Thi8  was  practically  the  scheme  of  Education  proposed,  in  the  preceding  Communication,  by  tlie 
Re\erend  Doctor  Alder. 
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The  following  is  an  Extract  from  a  Despatch  from  Lord  Glenelg  to  the  Earl 
of  Durham,  Lord  High  Commissioner  to  Canada,  on  the  neglect  of  the  Oovern- 
iiient  to  tlie  condition  of  the  Indians,  dated  the  22nd  of  August,  1838  : — 

The  condition  of  the  Indians,  as  to  Education,  is  far  from  cr^^ditable  to  British  rule.  Under 
the  French  Government  of  Canada  that  people  were  placed  under  the  special  care  of  the  Jesuit 
!M  issiouaries.*     .     . 

It  is  time  for  us  to  emulate  their  example,  and  to  supply,  however  tardilj',  the  place  of  the 
Instructors,  of  whom  our  conquest-  have  deprived  the  original  posse.ssor-s  of  the  soil.  You  will 
Accordingly,  take  into  immediate  consideration  the  best  means  oi  f  stablishing  and  maintaining 
Schools  among  them,  in  which  the  rudiments  of  Education  shall  be  taught,  joined,  if  possible, 
with  instruction  in  Agriculture,  and  some  of  th«^  Handicraft-  ;  and,  in  order  to  promote  these 
-objects,  you  are  authorized,  if  you  think  fit,  f.o  direct  that  some  of  the  Medals,  or  ornaments, 
now  given  as  Presents,  should  be  reserv'  d,  and  hereafter  be  converted  into  Prizes  for  Proficiency 
in  learning,  or  for  Industry  and  Success  in  Agriculture.

In  September,  1838,  Sir  George  Arthur,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  visited  the 
Six  Nation  Indians  at  the  Grand  River.  This  visit  he  reported  to  Lord  Glenelg, 
in  a  Despatch,  dated  the  31st  of  October,  1838.     In  it  he  said : — 

I  saw  many  children  at  the  Indians'  doors  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  Mission, 
whom  I  thought  ought  to  have  been  in  School  ;  but  then,  the  Missionaries  may  have  difficulties 
in  inducing  the  parents  to  send  them  for  m-^truftion  ;  and  that,  which,  to  a  passing  observer, 
might  seem  to  indicate  a  want  of  energy,  may,  in  reality,  have  been  an  object  of  the  deepest 
concern  and  anxiety  to  those  in  charge. 

I  availed  myself  of  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  Reverei'd  Messieurs.  Abraham  Nelles  and 
Adam  Elliott,  Church  of  England  Missionaries,  of  the  New  England  Companyf  and,  with  the 
former  gentleman,  I  had  a  long  conference  ...  I  addressed  the  Missionaries  on  the 
spot  in  a  letter         ...         [of  which  the  following  is  an  extract] : — 

The  Education  of  the  Indian  children  appears  1  to  me  ...  to  require  immediate 
attention.  Deplorable  as  the  condition  of  tlie  untutor-  d  heathen  has  generally  been,  the  case  of 
these  Indians,  (particularly  the  Cayugas,  Onondagoes  and  Senecas),  if  they  do  not  send  their 
children  to  the  Schooh,  will  be  much  worse  This  subject  cannot  be  too  frequently  urged  upon 
the  parents  ;  and.  though  the  matter,  doubtless,  has  been  brought  before  them  in  your  public 
and  private  ministrations,  I  thought  it  of  so  much  cnseqne'ice  as  to  make  it  part  of  my  public 
charge  to  the  Heathen  and  Christ'an  Chief's  assembled  in  Council  on  Saturday  last  ;  and  I  now 
request  you,  and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Elliott,  and  the  R  verend  Mr.  O'Neil  to  tell  all  the  Indians 
tliat  nothing  can  benefit  them  more,  or  be  more  pleasing  to  the  Head  of  the  Government,  than 
to  comply  with  this  advice.

Chatte'**,  Money  and  Sti>ck,  from  time  to  time  vested  m  ihe  said 
Company,  for  the  purposes  of  th'-ir  said  O'larter  ought  to  be  and  h  ive  hitherto  been,  from  time  to  time, 
faithfully  laid  out,  disposed,  employed  and  applied  for  promotinsr  ■■^n<\  or  'pai;ating  the  Gospel  of  Christ  unto 
and  amongst  the  heathen  natives  in  the  part  of  America,  n<«w  called  Upper  Canada,  and  elsewhere,  in  or 
near  tlie  territories,  by  the  said  Charter  d>^>-cri'<f>d,  as  New  Kngl  md  and  parts  adjacetit  in  America,  and 
also  for  CiviUzing,  Teachin'.:  and  T  stru'tinsr  the  said  heathen  natives  and  their  chi'iiren,  not  only  in 
the  princip'es  and  knowledge  of  the  true  Religion  and  in  Mora  ity  and  the  knowledge  of  the  English 
Tongue,  and  in  other  liberal  art^  and  sciences,  but  for  the  educating  and  placing  of  thein,  or  their  children, 
in  some  trade,  mystery,  or  lawful  calling.

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In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  it  is  interestinff  to  note,  from  the  following  "Statement  on  the  Part 
of  the  New  England  Company"  howthat  Company  discharged  its  trust  to  the  Indians  in  British  America: — 

The  Company  maintain  their  Missionariep,  Schoolmasters  and  Teachers  of  tlie  most  simple  and  useful 
Arts  and  Trades,  who  are  employed  at  the  Company's  expense,  in  endeavours  for  civilising,  educating  and 
instructing  the  Heathen  Natives  in  the  Christian  Religion,  and  also  in  auch  kinds  of  Learning  and  of  ArtB 
and  Trades  as  appear  adapted  to  their  Condition. 

The  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  as  a  Teacher  among  the  Credit  Indians. 

The  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson,  in  the  "  The  Story  of  My  Life"  gives  an 
account  of  liis  expciience  as  a  Missionary  and  a  School  Teacher  among  the 
Chippewa  Indians  at  the  River  Credit,  near  Toronto,  in  1826 ;  the  particulars  of 
v^hich  are  given  on  page  122  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Docume|itary  History. 

Indian  Manual  Labour  Schools  at  Alderville,  1836,  1837. 
The  Reverend  Doctor  Edward  Barrass,  of  Toronto,  has  kindly  furnished  me 
with  the  following  information  relating  to  the  Manual  Labour  Schools  at  Alder- 
ville, near  Rice  Lake  : — 

In  1836-7,  the  late  Reverend  Doctor  John  Carroll,  writes  that  a  Manual  LabourSchool,  upon 
a  small  scale,  was  started  under  the  superintendency  of  the  Rm'erend  VVilliani  Case.  A  young 
man,  (afterwards  the  Reverend,)  Henry  Wilkinson,  who  eventually  became  a  Minister  with  the 
Metlaoilist  New  Connexion,  was  a  Teacher  in  the  said  School.  Mr.  Case,  in  liis  "Jubilee  Sermon," 
says :  "Extensive  brick  buildings  were  erected  at  the  above  date,  for  the  education  of  the  children 
which  were  settled  on  the  land  at  Rice  Lalce,  assigned  them  by  Sir  John  Colborne.  The  buildings 
consisted  of  comfortable  dwelling  houses,  barns;  cattle,  farming  tools,  saw  mill,  etcetera.  School 
House,  Mi-ssionary  and  School  Teacher.  The  buildings,  cattle  and  mill  were  paid  for  out  of  the 
Indians' Annuitant  fund    .        .  .       They  set  apart  200  acres  of  land  as  a  farm  for  improving 

the  scholars  in  the  business  of  agriculture." 

Mr.  Case  was  accustomed  to  visit  various  Cities  in  the  United  St  ites,  on  behalf  of  the 
Indian  Missions,  and  S'on  after  the  School  was  establisht  d  at  Alderville,  he  took  with  him  some 
of  the  children  of  the  School,  whose  singing  always  delighted  the  people.  On  one  of  these 
occasions,  he  exhibited  the  following  articles  which  they  had  manufactured  in  two  weeks  . 
172  axe  handles,  0  scoop  shovels,  57  ladles,  4  trays,  44  broom  handles  and  415  brooms.  The 
Indians  were  highly  commended  for  their  industry,  and  some  rewards  were  bestowed  to 
stimulate  them  to  greater  diligence.    Planter's  HLdory  of  Methodism,  in  Canada,  1862,  page  SIfS. 

0  le  of  the  boys,  (Henry  B.  Steinhiuer,)  became  distinguished.  He  accompanied  Mr.  Case 
in  his  journeys.  A  gentleman  became  greatly  attached  to  him  and  educated  him  in  the  United 
States,  and,  1  think,  at  the  Victoria  College.  His  kind  bertefactor  gave  him  his  name.  He  made 
rapid  progress  in  knowledge,  and  vvhen  he  died  in  1885,  he  left  behind  liim  a  Translation  of  the  Old 
Testament,  in  the  Cree  language  from  Job  to  Malachi,  and  the  New  Testament,  from  the  Acts. 
He  was  a  Minister  from  1851  to  1885.  One  of  his  sons  is  a  Missionary  and  another  a  Teacher 
in  the  North  West,  both  of  whom  studied  at  '  Old  Victoria.'     The  Missionary  is  a  graduate. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  experience  of  Indian  life,  their  wants  and 

circumstances,  it  is  proper  to  give  the  Letter,  written  in  1838,   Iiy  the  Reverend 

Egerton  Ryerson  to  Lord  Glenelg,  on  the  treatment  of  the  Indians  by  Sir  F.  B. 

Head — to  which  reference  is  made  on  page  118,  ante.     Dr.  Ryerson  thus  refers  to 

his   communication  and,  in  it,  he   speaks   of   his  residence  with  the  Chippewa, 

(or  Ojibway,)  Indians,  at  the  Credit  River  in  1826-7: 

In  my  letter  to  Lord  Glenelg,  of  this  date,  (in  which  I  discussed  the  Clergy  Reserve 
Question  at  length),  I  also  took  up  the  subject  of  the  treatment  of  the  Indians  by  Sir  F.  B, 
Head.  I  said  : — "I  have  recently  read  Sir  F.  B.  Head's  Despatches  to  your  Lordship  on  the 
affairs  of  the  Indians. 

1  was  the  first  stationed  Missionary  at  the  River  Credit  in  1826-7,  and  was  permitted  to  be 
the  first  instrument  of  introducing  Christianity  among  the  Lake  Simcoe  tribes  of  Indians.  I 
have  eaten  and  slept  in  their  Wigwams;  have  toiled  every  day,  month  after  month,  in  instruct- 
ing them  in  religicm,  horticulture,  agriculture,  domestic  economy,  etcetera,  I  therefore,  my 
Lord,  claim  to  know  something  of  the  habits,  and  character  of  the  "  red  men  "  of  our  Province, 
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and  the  progress  and  effects  of  the  "  Christianizing;  and  civilizing  process  "'  among  them  ;  and  I 
can  disinterested!}',  and  from  much  better  opportunities  of  observation  than  Sir  Francis  boasts 
of  .  .  I  assure  your  Lordship  that  every  one  of  his  statements,  (in  the  sense  in  which  he 
evidently  wishes  them  to  be  understood,)  is  incorrect,  except  bis  description  of  the  Mauitoulin, 
and  other  Islands  in  Lake  Huron,  and  his  admission  of  the  nobleness  of  the  Indian  heart,  and 
the  injurj-  which  he  has  sustained  at  the  hands  of  the  white  man. 

As  specimens,  and,  to  apprise  your  Lordship  on  one  or  two  all  important  points,  I  will  just 
refor  to  Sir  F.  B.  Head's  statement  that  the  Indians  readily  consented  to  cede  the  Saugeen 
Territorv,  and  to  remove  to  the  Manitoulin  and  other  Is'unds.  I  can  now  state  upon  the 
authority  of  the  Reverend  Joseph  Stinson,  (one  of  the  Methodist  Missionaries  referred  to  by  Sir 
Francis,  as  having  being  present  on  the  occasion),  that  the  facts  ot  Sir  Francis'  negotiations 
with  the  Indians  on  those  subjects  are  substantially  and  in  brief,  as  follows  :— 

Sir  Francis  wished  the  Indians  to  cede  the  whole  of  that  Territory  to  him, — tliey  declined, 
— he  persuaded,  and  even  threatened,— they  were  indexible.  They  told  him  they  could  not 
live  on  those  Islands,  and  that  they  would  not  gi  there;  that  they  wanted  lands  that  they 
could  call  their  own,  (secured  to  them),  and  have  houses,  and  have  their  children  learn  to 
read,  and  live  like  the  white  man.  The  Council  separated.  About  an  hour  or  two  after.  Sir 
Francis  called  them  together  again,  and  renewed  his  proposals,  persuasions  ar.d  threats.  The 
Indians  refused.  Sir  Francis  then  proposed  that  if  they  would  cede  to  him  the  Territory  joining 
the  Canada  Companv's  Huron  Tract,  he  would  secure  to  them  and  their  children,  the  Territory 
north  i>f  Owen  Sound  (which  your  Lordship  will  find  mentioned  in  the  agreement  with  them), 
and  build  them  houses,  etcetera,  on  it  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Territory-  adjoining  the 
Canada  Company's  land.  (Tlie  Territory  north  of  Owen  Sound  is  from  60  to  80  ndles  in  extent ; 
contains  much  excellent  land,  and  has  good  fisheries.)  To  thi.s  proposal  the  poor  Indians 
did  readily  accede  with  tears  in  their  eyes.  Their  hopes  revived,  and  their  countenances 
beamed  with  joy.  This  was  what  they  wanted — land  secured  to  i'rom  which  they  could  not  be 
removed,  and  on  which  they  would  have  help  to  build  houses,  and  settle  their  families,  and  rest 
their  bones.  Such  was  the  substance  of  what  transpired  between  Sir  F.  B.  Head  and  the  Saugeen 
Indians,  from  which  your  Lordship  will  perceive  that  they  entirely  refused  to  accede  to  Sir 
Francis'  first  proposal  ;  that  they  never  did,  and  do  not  now  intend  to  remove  to  the  Manitoulin 
and  nei'^hboring  Islands,  any  more  than  Sir  Francis  himself  intends  to  remove  there  ;  that  they 
ceded  a^part  of  their  Territory  with  a  view  of  getting  the  other  part  secured  to  them,  and 
assistance  to  settle  on  it.  Such  is  the  understanding,  intention,  and  expectation  of  the  Saugeen 
Indians  to  this  day.*

The  Methodist  Conference  and  Indian  Manual  Labour  Schools. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Conference  held  m  Toronto  on  the  14th-24th  of  June, 
1837,  one  of  the  Questions  proposed  for  the  consideration  of  the    Conference  was 

the  following  : — 

Qmstion  15  :  What  can  be  done  more  effectually  to  promote  the  religious  education  and 
general  improvement  or  the  Aboriginal  Indian  Youth  of  this  Province  ? 

A  Minute  was  read  from  the  .Journal,  of  the  Missionery  District  Meeting,  recommending 
the  erection  of  a  Central  Manual  Labour  Schoolf  for  the  benefit  of  the  Aboriginal  Indian 
"i'outh  ;  when,  alter  a  careful  and  anxious  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  it  was  : — 

Btsoli-fl,  1.  That  the  Conference  feels  the  great  importance  of  the  proposed  Establishment, 
more  especially  since  the  Indians  themselves  desire  it  ;  and  that  it  be  commenced  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Resoli-ed,  2.  That  the  Board  of  Upper  Canada  Academy  be  requested  to  direct  their  imme- 
diate attention  to  this  deeply  interesting  and  highly  important  undertaking,  and  devise  such 
measures  as  they  may  judge  expedient  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

The  object  of  this  Central  Manual  Labor  Scliool,  is  to  provide  for  the  religioup,  literary, 
mechanical  and  agricultural  education  of  those  Indian  Youths  whose  parents  may  consent  to 
l.lace  them  within  its  walls,  where  a  provision  will  be  made  for  tlieir  maintenance.  {Extract 
irom  the  Minides.of  Conferenci;  lS,'J,i-lS^5. 

I-So  dissatisfied  were  the  Indians  generally  throughout  Canada  at  Sir  F.  Head's  Mepsage.  .  .  .  that 
it  was  a  Tnatt»-r  of  doubt  .  .  .  whether  they  would  turn  out  in  defence  of  the  Government  .  .  .  But 
their  loyalty  prevailed.     .     .     .     {10 port  of  the  Aborigines  Prolcrtion  Sociifi/  IS.I'i,  nagc  2/.)

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Report  of  the   English   Aboriginal   Societv  ox  the   Indians   of   Upper 

Canada,  in  LS39. 

The  following   are  oxtmcts  from  a  copy  of  an    elaborate    "Report   on  the 

Indians  of  Ujyper  Canada,"  prepared    l»y  a   Sub-Committee  of  the  Aboriginal 

Protection  Society  of  England,  in  1839 : 

The  Sub-Committee,  appointed  to  make  a  comprehensive  inquiry  into  the  state  of  the 
Aboriginies  of  British  North  America,  present  thereupon  the  following  first  part  of  their  general 
Report.  .  .  .  The  Committee  propose  limiting  this  first  part  of  their  Report  to  Upper 
Canada.     .     . 

The  rights  of  the  Indians,  of  Upper  Canada,  in  their  relations  with  fireat  Britain,  depend 
on  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  Nations  ;  upon  the  injunctions  of  Christianity,  and  upon  Treaties: 
and  those  rights  are  especially  to  be  collected  from  two  documents  of  high  authority,  which 
contain  clear  declarations  of  the  duty  of  the  Government  respecting  them.  The  first  concerns 
them  all;  the  seconclis  limittd  in  terms  to  the  Indians  of  Canada;  but  its  spirit  is  general 
alo. 

The  first  document  is  part  of  an  admirable  body  of  instructions,  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Imperial  Colonial  Office  issued  by  authority  of  Charles  11.,  in  1670,.  The  extract  from  these 
instructions  as  to  Indians,  is  as  follows  ; — 

•'  Forasmuch,  ...  as  most  of  our  Colonies  do  border  upon  the  Indians,  and  peace  is 
not  to  be  expected  without,  the  due  observance  and  preservation  of  Justice  to  them,  you  are,  in 
OVR  Name,  to  command  all  the  Governors,  that  they,  at  no  time,  give  any  just  provocation  to 
any  of  the  said  Indians  that  are  at  peace  with  us,"  etcetra. 

Then,  with  respect  to  the  Indians  who  desire  to  put  themselves  under  our  protection,  that 
"  be  received." 

"  And  that  the  Governors  do  by  all  ways  seek  firmly  to  oblige  them.  " 

"And  that  they  do  employ  some  jiersons  to  learn  the  languages  of  them.  " 

"And  that  tlipy  do  not  only  carefully  protect  and  defend  them  from  adversaries,  but  that 
they  more  especially  take  care  that  none  of  Our  own  subjects,  nor  any  of  their  servants,  do  in 
any  way  harm  them.  " 

;  "^"And  tha^,  if  any  shall  dare  to  offer  any  violence  to  them  in  their  persons,  goods,  or  pos- 
sessions, the  said  Governors  do   severely  punish  the  said  injuries,  agreeably  to  Justice  and 

right.  " 

"^"And  you  are  to  consider  how  the  Indians  and  slaves  may  be  best  instructed  in,  and 
invited  to,  the  Christion  Religion,  it  being  both  for  the  honour  of  the  Crown,  and  of  the  Protes- 
tant Religion  itself,  that  all  persons  within  any  of  our  territories,  though  never  so  remote, 
should  be  taught  the  Knowledge  of  God,  and  be  made  accjuainted  with  the  mysteries  of 
salvation." 

"^The  second  Document  is  part  of  the  Proclamation  of  1763,  issued  by  His  Majesty  George 
III.,  upon  the  conquest  of  Canada.  ...  It  relates  to  the  pessession  and  sale  of  lands  to 
the  Crown  by  the  Indians.     .     .     . 

In  1828,  General  Darling  reported  to  Earl  Dalhousie  as  follows  on  the  subject : — ■ 
~The  Mississaquas  of  Rice  Lake,  consisting  of  317  souls,  and  the  Mohawks  of  Bay  of  Quinti, 
<lo  not  exceed  319  souls, — of  these  the  Mississaquas  of  Bay  of  Quinti  and  the  Rice  Lake  have 
recently  been  converted  to  Christianity  by  the  Methodist  Society,  who  have  introduced  Mission- 
aries among  the  Indians  here  and  in  every  part  of  Upper  Canada  where  they  have  been  able  to 
obtain  a  footing.     .     .     . 

■p<  The  Mohawks  of  the  Bay  of  Quinti  were  separated  from  the  Mohawk  Nation,  (in  the  State  of 
New  York,)  about  the  year  1784,  and  settled  in  the  Bay  of  Quinti.     .     .     . 

'"*The  Chippawa  Indians  amount,  upon  an  average  to  520  souls  ;  they  occupy  the  lands  about 
Lake  Simcoe,  Holland  River,  and  the  unsettled  country  in  the  rear  of  York.     .     ,     . 

^The  present  state  of  the  Mississaquas  of  the  Credit  tribe,  amounting  to  180  souls,  affords, 
in  my  humble  opinion,  the  strongest  encouragement  to  extend  to  the  other  tribes,  now  disposed 
to  Christianity  and  civilization,  the  experiment  that  has  been  tried  by  His  Excellency  Sir  Pere- 
grine Maitlan<l,  with  every  prospect  of  success  with  these  Mississat^uas.  They  are  now  settled 
on  a  delightful  spot  on  the  banks  of  the  Ciedit,  about  16  miles  from  York,  in  a  village  consis- 
ting of  20  substantial  log  huts,  18  feet  by  24,  having  an  upper  story,  or  garret,  to  each.  *    They

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have  a  School  House  for  the  boys,  (iu  which  is  combined  decent  arrangement  for  the  performance 
of  divine  service,  which  is  regularly  attended),  and  another  for  ihe  girls.  Thf  progres-s  made  in 
the  former  is  highly  creditable  to  the  Superintendent,  *  considering  the  short  time  it  has  been 
established.  I  found  it  attended  by  31  boys,  most  (every  youug,  who  spelt  and  read  fluent  y  in 
English  ;  they  also  answered  several  questions  which  I  put  to  them  promiscuously  from  the 
Church  Catechism,  and  sung  a  hymn,  remarkable  for  the  loyalty  of  its  sentiments. 

Under  2,000  souls  of  the  Mohawk  and  others  of  the  Six  Nations  are  settled  on  the  banks  of 
the  Ouse,  or  Grand  River,  a  fine  and  fertile  tract  of  country,  which  was  put  chased  from  the 
Chippewas,  (the  native  Aboriginies),  exclusively  from  them  when  they  were  biotight  to  tlds 
country  from  the  Mohawk  River,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  at  the  teimination  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary American  War.  The  Proclamation  of  Sir  Frederick  Haldimand,  which  con-^titutea,  I 
believe,  their  only  title,  allots  them  "six  mies  deep  from  each  eide  of  tie  river,  beginning  at 
Lake  Erie,  and  extending  in  that  propotion  to  the  h"ad  of  the  river.  " 

I  submit,  with  all  deference,  whether  it  is  not  worthy  of  the  librrality  of  the  British 
Government  to  encourage  the  disposition  now  shown  generally  amongst  the  resident  Inoians 
of  this  Province,  to  shake  off  the  rude  habits  of  savage  life,  and  to  embrace  Chri  tianity  and 
civilization.  It  appears  to  me  that  this  would  not  be  attended  with  much  expense.  A  small 
sum,  by  way  of  salary,  to  a  School  Master,  wherever  a  school  may  be  f»)rmed  say  four  or  five  in 
the  whole  ;  a  trifling  addition  to  the  salary  of  the  present  Missionary,  who  is  paid  by  a  Society, 
and  of  a  second,  if  appointed,  which  1  believe  is  contemplated  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese ;  and  some  aid  in  building  School  Houses.  There  a'e  Chippewas  who  have  prayed 
urgently  for  a  Missionary  and  School  Master  to  be  sent  amongst  them. 

In  the  same  year,  Bishop  Stuart,  of  Quebec,  reported  to  the  Governor  of  Cimada  in  a 
Letter  dated  Quebec,  22nd  April,  1829,  as  follows  on  the  subject : — 

The  first  step  towards  the  improvement  of  the  Indians  is  to  settle  them  in  villages  ;  to 
make  them  stationary  on  the  lands  during  part  of  the  year,  withoiit  which  they  cannot  attend 
to  agriculture,  have  any  of  the  comforts  or  good  habits  ot  domestic  life,  or  cultivate  religion,  ro 
education.  .  .  .  The  Schools  at  present  established  amongst  the  Indians  in  Upper  Canada 
are  :  One  in  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  supported  by  the  Society  lor  ttie  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in 
Foreign  Parts  ;  another,  on  the  Grand  River,  was  formerly  support!  d  by  the  same  society,  but 
this  last  School  is  superseded  by  those  lately  established  by  the  New  England  Company  of 
London.  This  Company  has  recently  turned  its  attention  to  the  civilization  of  the  Inditms 
in  Upper  Canada.  In  1827  they  stationed  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  Reverend 
R.  Lugger,  on  the  Grand  River.  They  have  expended  considerable  sums  of  money  in 
instituting  Schools.  .  .  .  They  have  supported  a  good  School  in  the  Bay  of  Quinte  for  ^everal 
ears,  and  they  have  two  or  three  Schools  commenced  (at  the  Credit)  in  the  vicinity  of  York  ; 
they  are  about  to  send  a  Missionary  to  reside  in  that  neighborhood.  Their  t^chool  Masters 
teach  the  children  in  English  and  it  is  certainly  a  preferable  system,  circumstanced  as  the 
Indians  are  in  Canada,  to  that  of  instructing  them  in  tlieir  own  tongue. 

The  Methodist  Society  support  several  Schools  among  the  Indians  in  Upper  Canada,  and 
their  Preachers  minister  to  them  in  several  parts  of  the  country.  They  have  been  very  success- 
ful in  converting  a  great  portion  of  the  Mississagua  tribe  from  heathen  ignorance  and  innn  ral 
habits  to  Christian  faith  and  practice,  and  this  improvement  has  been  so  great  and  rapid  within 
these  few  years,  that  the  hand  of  God  seems  to  be  visible  in  it,  and  it  must  be  acknowledged 
that  they  have  done  much  in  the  work  of  their  civilization.

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In  1830,  also,  Sir  John  Colborne  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  as 
follows:  .  .  .  "The  three  tribes  residing  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Simcoe,  and  near  the 
Matchedash  River,  and  the  Pottawattomies  from  Druminond  Island,  have  been  placed  under  the 
charge  of  a  Superintendent  of  the  Indian  Department,  and  urged  to  cleir  a  tract  of  lan-l  between 
the  Lakes  Huron  and  Simcoe.  .  .  .  Agricultural  imjdements  have  been  procured  for  them, 
experienced  fainiers  have  been  engaged  to  instruct  tlieni,  and  School  Masteis  have  been 
appointed  to  educate  their  children.  1  have  taken  steps  also  to  establish  a  Central  School,  at 
which  a  certain  number  of  children  from  each  tribe  in  Canada  may  receive  an  education  that 
will  qualify  them  in  a  few  years  to  become  teachers.     .     .     .

In  the  next  year,  1831,  the  Reverend  Peter  Jones  was  in  England  ;  and  showed  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  that  the  Indians  of  Upper  Canada  had  of  late  much  improved  in  civilization.     . 

One  of  the  last  appeals  made  by  Mr.  Peter  Jones  in  England  last  autumn,  1838,  was  for 
help  to  found  a  Manual  Labor  School  at  the  River  Credit  ;  but  the  appeal  was  made  in  vain. 
The  Government  seems  to  leave  this  whole  subject  in  a  great  measure,  either  to  voluntary 
societies,  such  as  the  'Colonial  Missionary  Society,  the  Colonial  Infant  School  Society,  the 
Moravians,  the  Baptists,  the  Church  of  England,  and  above  all,  to  the  Wesleyan  Missionary 
Society  ;  or  to  such  a  body  as  the  New  England  Corporation.  The  operations  of  the  former 
Societies  are  well  known  to  the  Committee.  They  are  liighly  useful,  but  the  superior  claims  of 
the  more  populous  parts  of  the  world,  deprive  the  Canadas  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  Mi8sionarie& 
from  them. 

At  a  solemn  Meeting  of  Indians  in  a  remote  part,  in  1R27,  a  Speaker  appointed  by  the  whole 
Band,  addressed  the  Commanding  Officers  in  the  following  terms  :— 

"  Father,  we  thank  you  for  assembling  your  Officers  to  listen  to  our  discourse.  Fathert 
we  have  observed,  with  some  degree  of  jealously,  the  establishment  of  a  place  at  Michilimackinacr 
at  which,  (»  Missionary  School,)  the  children  (Indians)  of  our  Great  Father  are  taught  the 
means  of  living  in  the  same  way  as  the  Whites  do,  where  they  also  learn  to  mark  their  thoughts 
on  paper,  and  to  think  the  news  from  books,  (i.  e.,  to  read  and  write),  as  you  do  ;  wc  have  heard 
too.  My  Father,  something  which  gives  U3  hopes  that  Our  Great  Father  will  give  us  the 
means  to  Uveas  the  White  people  do.  .  .  .  Father,  we  might  send  our  children  to  Mackinac,  to 
get  sense,  (/.  c,  be  instructed),  but  ^e  are  not  Big  Knives,  {i.  c,  Americans),  therefore,  we  wish 
yon  would  deliver  this  our  parole  to  our  Father  at  York,  and  tell  him  our  wants.  You  have 
been  a  lung  time  with  us,  and  know  our  misery.  Tell  him  we  want  such  a  School  House  and 
good  people,  as  they  have  at  Michilimacikinac,  to  teach  us  to  Read  and  Write,  and  to  work  ;  we 
have  arms,  as  well  as  the  Whites,  but  we  do  not  know  how  to  use  them."     .     .     . 

In  the  practical  notes  on  Canada  in  1833,  by  the  Honourable  Adam  Ferguson,  an  Advocate 
of  Edinburgh,  (now  in  Canada,)  it  is  stated,  (page  134),  that  in  Brantford,  belonging  to  the 
Mohawks,  many  of  the  Indians,  by  steady  progress  m  accjuiring  knowledge,  and  in  maraging 
their  farms,  afford  sufficient  evidence  of  their  capacity  to  be  weaned  from  dissolute  habits. 

Another  witness  to  the  fact  that  Indians  are  capable  of  being  civilized,  is  Mrs  Jameson, 
who  is  the  more  trustworthy,  inasmuch  as  her  narrative  directly  contradicts  the  theory  as  to 
the  incapacity  of  Indians  for  civilization.  .  .  Her  own  experience  is  of  the  recent 
date — that  of  183G  and  1837.  .  .         Mrs.   Jameson  was  singularly  fortunate   in    her 

opportunity  of  observing  the  Indians.  She  became  personally  acquainted  with  a  remarkable 
member  of  a  remarkable  native  family,  into  which  .she  was  ultimately  adopted  after  the  Indian 
fashion.  This  was  the  Wife  of  a  Missionary  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  Reverend  William 
McMurray,  by  whose  attention  another  member  of  their  family, — Mrs.  McMurrays'  Sister, 
married  to  the  well  known  and  scientific  American,  Schoolcraft,— was  prepared  to  receive  Mrs. 
.lameson,  with  a  refined  hospitality,  which  was  justly  repaid  by  our  Traveller's  warm  acknow- 
ledgements. The  two  Sisters,  and  their  children,  their  Brother  and  the  Interpreter  were 
charming  Indian  studies  to  Mrs.  Jameson.  .  .  But   it   is  impossible  to  pass  by  lightly 

the  Mother  of  these  two  Superior  Indian  Women.  She  is  celebrated  for  her  traditional  lore, 
and  for  her  poetic  and  inventive  faculties,  inherited  from  her  father,  Waub-o-jeeg,  the  greatest 
p3et  and  story-teller,  as  well  as  the  greatest  warrior  of  his  Tribe. 

Moravian  Indian  Schools.  In  a  letter  to  Lord  Glenelg,  Colonial  Secretary,  from  the 
Reverend  P.  Latrobe,  Secretary  of  the  Directing  Board  of  the  Church  of  the  United  Brethren, 
dated  September  the  59th,  1837,  reference  is  made  to  the  gift  by  the  Government  in  1793, — 
resurveyed  in  1799,— of  »0,000  Acres  of  Land  on  the  Banks  of  the  River  La  Tranche,  (now 
Thames),  to  the  Moravian  Brethren  for  the  sole  use  of  their  Indian  Converts  ;  but  part  of  which 
the  Moravians  surrendered  to  Sir  F.  B.  Head.

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CHAPTER  IX. 

TRANSITIONAL  PERIOD  IN  THE  HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION  IN 

UPPER  CANADA. 

The  passage  of  the  Common  School  Act  of  1841,  marks  a  period  C)f  transition 
in  the  history  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada. 

The  first  period  was,  in  those  early  days,  when  there  was  no  system  of  Schools, 

no  supervision,  no  uniformity  in  management,  or  in  teaching.     Every  one  seemed 

to  educationall}^  "  do  what  was  right  in  his  own  eyes."   The  second  period,—  so  far 

as  Teachers  and  teaching  were  concerned, — is  thus  characterized  by  the  House  of 

Assembly,  in  an  Address,  which  was  presented  by  that  House  to  His  Excellency 

"Sir  John  Colborne,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  December,  1831.     The  Address, 

thus  refei-s  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  Common  School  Fund  to  maintain  the  Schools, 

We.  .  .  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly.  .  .  beg  leave  to  represent 
ihat  there  is,  in  this  Province,  a  very  general  want  of  Education  ;  that  the  insufficiency  of  the 
Common  School  Fund  to  support  competent,  respectable  and  well  educated  Teachers,  has 
<legraded  Common  School  teaching  from  a  regular  business  to  a  mere  matter  of  convenience  to 
transient  persons,  or  common  idlers,  who  often  stay  for  but  one  sea.s(m,  and  leave  the  Schools 
vacant  until  they  accommodate  some  other  like  persfm  ;  whereby  the  minds  of  the  youth  of 
this  Pro^-ince  are  left  without  due  cultivation,  or,  what  is  still  worse,  frequently,  with  vulgar, 
low-bred,  vicious  and  intemperate  examples  before  them,  in  the  persons  of  their  monifors.* 

A  third  period  extended  from  the  time,  in  1836,  when  an  elaborate  Report 
on  Common  School  Education  which  was  presented  to  the  House  of  Assembly  by 
Doctors  Duncombe,  Bruce  and  Morrison,  until  1841,  when  Upper  and  Lower 
•Canada  became  united  under  one  Legislature.  In  the  meantime.  Commissioners 
were  appointed  by  Lieutenant  Governor,  Sir  George  Arthur,  (in,  October,  1839,) 
to  "  examine  into  the  present  state  of  Education  throughout  the  Province"  of 
Upper  Canada.     In  their  Report  to  His  Excellency,  they  say : 

At  present,  the  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  but  too  many  Teachers,  receiving 
the  Government  allowance,  are  to  be  found  unfit  for  this  responsible  station,  from  their  want, 
either  of  literary,  or  moral,  qualifications. 

The  cause  of  this  unfitne.sa,  your  Committee  believe  to  be,  tlie  inadequate  remuneration 
which  is  held  out  to  those  who  would  embrace  this  occupation.  In  this  Country,  the  wages  of 
the  working  classes  are  so  high,  that  few  undertake  the  office  of  School  Master,  except  those 
who  are  unable  to  do  anything  else  ;  and,  hence  the  impor'ant  duties  of  education  are  often 
entrusted  to  incompetent  and  impro])er  persons.! 

The  Earl  of  Durham,  Lord  High  Coniniissioncr  to  Canada,  in  his  mciiiorabh' 

Repoi-t  on  the  stat<'  of  the  (Vinadas,  in   I'efci-ring    to    the    state    of  Ivlucatioii    in 

Upper  Canada,  in  the  same  ymiy,  (1830)  says: — 

Even  in  the  most  thickly  peopled  districts  tlier^  are  but  few  School.s,  an<l  tli(j.se  of  a  very 
inferior  character  ;  while  the  more  remote  settlements  are  almost  entirely  without  any.  (P<ifj<' 
06  of  Lord  Durhatns  Report,  printed  h]i  order  of  the  Imperial  P<irHameiit.)\

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The  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Bethuiu',  who  wus  a  Commissioner  of  Education 
under  the  Common  School  Act  of  1(S41,  and  also  a  Trustee  of  the  Newcastle  Dis- 
trict Grammar  School,  in  referring  to  the  condition  of  the  Common  Schools  in 
the  early  days,  says : 

The  means  for  tlie  education  of  those,  who  were  not  in  a  condition  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  instruction  aflbrded  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  were,  at  the  time,  very  meagre  and  unsatis- 
factory. .  .  In  our  Towns  and  Villages,  and  here  and  there  in  the  country,  Ihere  were 
Schools  of  a  very  humble  order,  -the  Teachers,  sometimes  men  of  respectability,  but  oftentimes, 
the  reverse,  both  as  to  ac(iuirement3  and  habits  of  life.  .  .  and  the  majority  of  the 
scholars  only  attended  School  in  the  winter  months.  .  The  duty  of  ameliorating 
this  condition  of  things  forced  itself  early  upon  Doctor  Strachan  ;  and,  very  much  through  his 
influence  and  exertions,  a  Law  was  pa.s9ed  in  January,  1824,  [continuing  the  Act  of  1820,  which 
made]  a  certain  grant  to  each  District  for  Comm(>n  School  education,  and  appointing  a  Board  of 
Education  in  each  District  to  examine  and  admit  Teachers  ;  but  there  was  this  defect  in  the 
organization  of  the  system,  that  no  adecjuate  provision  was  made  for  the  superintendence  of 
these  Schools, — Tio  arrangements  for  a  periodical  visit  to  them,  so  as  to  ensure  the  proper  atten- 
tii  n  to  their  conductors,  and  to  examine  into  and  remedy  complaints,  where  they  were  preferred. 
Memoir  of  Bishop  Strachan,  (ISTO),  pages  105,  106.* 

Such  was  the  sober  official  I'ecord  of  the  educational  state  of  things  in 
Upper  Canada  up  to  the  time,  when  the  Honourable  Solicit<^r  General  Day  intro- 
duced his  Common  School  Bill  into  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  1841. 

Sketches  of  Early  School  Life   in  Upper  Canada   in  Recent  Histories. 

It  is  only  recently  that  the  everyday,  practical,  home  life  of  the  elementary 
Common  School  of  Upper  Canada  has  received  any  attention  from  writers  on 
local  historical  su)»jects-|-  Among  the  most  satisfactory  of  these  Sketches, 
of  rural  School  life  "in  the  olden  time,"  its  concombitants  and  surround- 
ings, are  (1),  those  written  by  Mr.  David  Boyle,  Archaeologist,  of  Toronto,  and 
his  Correspondent,  Mr.  David  Martin,  in  "  The  History  of  Scarhoro',  1796- 
1896."

In  these  several  series  of  Sketches,  we  have  a  very  intelligent  account  of  the 
condition  of  Education,  and  of  the  rural  Schools  in  the  Eastern,  the  Central  and 
the  Western  parts  of  Upper  Canada  in  the  early  days  of  their  history. 

Mr.  Boyle,  (and  his  Correspondent,  Mr.  Miller),  in  the  Scarboro'  series,  write 
from  their  own  personal  knowledge.  Their  "  Sketches  "  are  drawn  from  life,  and 
are,  therefore,  the  more  truthful,  as  they  are  striking  and  interesting.     Mr.  Boyle 

says: 

The  occupation  of  a  Teacher  in  tbe  early  days  was  not,  in  every  rospf ct,  a  hajjpy  one.  In 
nearly  everj'  instance  the  Teacher  was  a  man,  no  one  else  was  thought  able  to  rule  the  rough- 
and-ready  youngsters  of  pioneer  days.  At  an  early  age  the  boys  of  the  farm  were  initiated  into 
the  mysteries  of  "hunting"  the  cow,  "branding"  animals  and  "  nijrgering  "  legs  in  the  new 
clearings  ;  "  minding  gaps,"  driving  oxen,  blazing  away  with  old  Hint-locks  at  predaceous 
crows  and  hawks,  and  of  numerous  other  employment?,  many  of  which  are  now  rendered 
unnecessary  by  the  march  of  events.  The  associations  connected  with  some  of  these  experiences, 
coupled  with  the  lack  of  home  comforts  and  conveniences,  and  the  general  extremely  natural 
condition  of  society,  did  not  tend  to  foster  in  the  young  people  of  those  days  what  we  call 
"refinement."  The  parents  had  neither  time  nor  inclination  to  concern  themselves  about 
manners,  and,  as  a  consequence  of  these  and  other  factors,  discipline  was  frequently  very  lax. 
Given,  therefore,  from  a  dozen  to  a  score  or  moi*e  of  precocious  tackwoods  boys  and  girls, 
crowded  into  a  small  log  biiilding,  in  no  wise  characterizt  d  by  commodiousness  wiihin,  any 
more  than  by  architectural  beauty  without,  we  may  well  cease  to  wonder  why  the  grandparents 
and  great  grandparents  were  lefs  amendable  to  discipline  than  are  the  young  folk  of  our  own 
day. 

School  Teachers  and  the  School-House  of  the  Olden  Time  in  Upper  Canada. 

But  this  was  not  all.  The  old-time  Preceptor  had  no  knowledge  of  educational  principles  ;. 
he  entered  the  School  and  left  it  a  tyrant  in  the  worse  sense  of  that  word.  His  professional 
creed  was  summed  uj)  in  the  easily  understood  and  easily  applied  dogma  "  No  larnin'  without 
lickin'."  An  old  soldier,  a  decayed  tailor,  an  otherwise  unsuccessful  anybody  was  good  enough 
for  a  school-master,  if  only  he  could  prove  his  claim  to  be  a  master  after  the  approved  manner 
of  his  day  and  generation.  All  things  considered,  his  pay  was  not  bad — it  was  not,  at  any  rate, 
much  worse  than  salaries  paid  tod  ty,  when  qualifications  are  t^ken  into  account.  Indeed,  if 
we  gauge  the  scale  of  payment  in  early  days  by  the  ability  on  the  part  of  ])arents  to  pay  it,  it 
was  very  high.  Consider,  als^,  the  delights  of  the  erstwhile  dominie,  when  he  "boarded 
'round  I  " — a  week  here,  two  or  three  weeks  there,  in  proportion  to  the  number  r  f  young  rebels 
from  one  family,  over  whom  he  had  to  raise  his  rod,  aye,  and  let  it  fall  too  !  What  sjdendid 
opportunities  were  afforded  him  to  gain  a  varied  experience  of  sleeping  quarters,  of  cookery,  of 
domestic  etiquette,  of  the  home  influences  brought  to  bear  on  his  pupils,  to  display  his  own 
erudition  and  exalt  his  attainments  before  the  old  folks,  to  increase  his  stock  of  knowledge 
from  the  recitals  of  others,  and  to  become  familiar  in  every  sense  of  the  word  with  "  tbe  people 
of  the  parish." 

•  Mr.  James  H.  Coyne,  of  St.  Thomas,  in  a  recent  Note,  written  in  reply  to  one  on  the  subject  of 
thfcje  "SketcheH,"  says:  "The  intormation  which  you  desire  will  be  obtamed  in  the  new  terica  of 
"  Sketches"  now  Roing  through  the  Journal.  These  were  procured  through  the  Institute,  whose  Officers 
pass  upon  the  various  papers  submitted,  and  award  a  silver  medal— the  gift  of  the  Editor,  J.  8.  Brierley, 
Esq.  — for  tbe  Vjest  History  of  each   School  Section.  Some  of  the  jiapers  which  did  not  win  prizes 

poBKesHes merit.  .  .  The  Institute  (above  referred  to)  is  "  The  Elgin  Historical  and  Scientific  Institute  " 
—of  which  Mr.  Coyne  is  an  ex  President.  The  Institute  published,  in  1895,  a  book  of  "  Historical 
Sketches  of  the  County  of  KIgin."  Of  these  "Sketches  "  Mr.  Coyne  says  :  "  They  were  only  intended  as 
■ketches  of  the  general  history  of  the  County  ;  the  first  part  (by  myself),  giving  what  is  known  i)rior  to  the 
arrival  of  Colonel  Talb'>t ;  the  second  part  (by  Judge  Erinatinger),  giving  a  brief  account  of  the  Colonel 
(Father  of  the  Talbot  Settlement),  and  the  third  part  (by  Mr.  K.  W.  McKay)  setting  forth  the  histoiy  of 
tbe  municipal  organization  of  the  County  of  Elgin.    (See  page  137,  rx»t.) 
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School  fittings  were  extremely  simple  in  character,  long  backless  benches,  sometimes  so 
high  that  when  the  chiUlreu  were  seated  their  feet  did  not  reach  the  floor  ;  a  chair  and  table, 
perhaps,  for  the  Teacher,  and  we  have  the  furniture  of  the  old-time  School-house,  unless  we 
add  the  stove,  which,  in  its  time,  superseded  the  big  fire-place,  with  its  roaring  chimney.  Yes  ; 
this  was  all.  The  tirf,t  School-moms  were  innocent  of  picture?,  o''  maps  and  charts,  of  globes, 
of  blackboards,  and  of  the  numerous  appliances  that  are  now  to  be  found  even  in  the  poorest 
School".  But  changes  came  in  due  cour.se  ;  and,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  people  improved, 
comforts  and  conveniences  were  added  for  the  benefit  of  jjupils. 

Kind  of  Sciiool.s  in  the  Early  Days  of  the  Tovvn.ship  of  Soarboro'. 

It  must  not,  however,  be  supposed  that  these  details  were  in  every  instance  applicable  to  our 
Township  (of  Scarboro'),  the  pioneers  of  which  had,  in  most  cases,  received  the  benefits  of 
parish  school  education,  including,  it  need  hardly  be  said,  a  thorough  grounding  in  Christian 
doctrine,  both  directly  from  the  Bible,  which  was  the  Text-book  for  reading  purp  ses,  and  from 
the  pages  of  the  "  Shorter  Catechism."*  These  people  were,  therefore,  not  likely  to  overlook  the 
amenities  of  everyday  Jife,  either  in  the  domestic  or  i  i  their  somewhat  restricted  social  relalions  ; 
and,  when  chihlren  appeared  in  the  clearings  of  Scarboro,  they  were  brought  up  with  ne:irly  as 
much  rigidity  of  discipline  as  if  they  had  been  in  the  "land  of  brown  heath  and  shaggy  wood." 
English,  Iri.shand  American  settlers  were  also  of  an  intelligent  class,  with  clearly  defined  ideas 
regarding  the  respective  duties  of  parents  and  children,  and  the  advantages  pertaining  to  a 
Common  School  Education.  We  may,  therefore,  readily  understand  that  in  settlements  so 
constituted,  much  interest  would  be  displayed  in  providing  for  the  young  people  as  good 
Schouls  and  School  Masters  as  wei-e  possible  at  the  time.  Notwithstanding  this,  it  is  evident 
that  the  circumstances  of  the  settlers  necessarily  implied  the  existence  of  conditions  which, 
while  they  were  not  by  any  means  approved  of,  had  to  be  tcderated  ;  and  there  is  no  lack  of 
proiif  that  the  "  backwoods  Seminaries"  in  Scarboro',  at  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury, and,  even  somewhat  more  recently,  were  not  of  a  type  greatly  superior  to  those  of  other 
districts. 

The  following  frnm  the  pen  of  Mr.  David  Martin,  who  himself  received  his  education  under 
Scarboro'  Schoril  Masters,  is  an  excellent  epitome  of  educational  affairs  in  his  day,  but  it  must 
be  remembered,  that  the  genuine  old-time  School  had,  by  this  time,  been  considerably  improved 
upon,  although  he  makes  some  reference  to  the  condition  of  things  preceding  his  own  experience. 
He  says  : 

"For  many  years,  indeed  during  the  first  half  of  the  century,  the  School  Houses  were  of  the  most 
primitive  kind.  The  fore«t  furnished  the  readiest  and  cheapest  material.  The  logs,  if  of  pine,  were 
flattened  on  two  sides  ;  if  of  hardwood,  they  were  generally  left  round,  dovetailed  in  the  usual  way  at  the 
corners,  the  interstices  between  the  logs  being  chinked  and  plastered.  In  size,  the  building.s  seldom 
exceeded  18  x  24  feet,  and  were  never  too  high.  The  fire-place  usually  occupied  one  end,  and  desks,  facing 
the  wall,  ran  round  the  other  three  sides.  The  seats  consisted  of  long  form.s  without  backs.  Similar 
forms,  or  benches,  placed  croBswise  in  the  centre  of  the  room,  furnished  seats  for  the  .smaller  children.  The 
limited  space  forbade  anything  in  the  shape  of  desks— those  '  luxuries '  being  reserved  for  puplis  in 
arithmetic  and  writing.  Light  was  admitted  through  long  windows,  similar  to  those  common  in  black- 
smith and  carpenter  shops,  and  were  usually  two  panes  high  and  ten  or  twelve  panes  long,  the  sashes 
sliding  past  each  other  horizontally,  for  purposes  of  ventilation.  In  winter,  fuel  was  supplied  by  the 
parents,  wtio  were  required  to  bring  a  quarter  of  a  cord  per  pupil.  The  Teacher  was  promised  no  stated 
3  vlary,  but  received  a  rati!  per  pupil  (commonly  three  shillings  and  ninepence  currency,  or  seventy-five 
cents,  per  quarter) -taking  his  chances  of  emolument— the  more  pupils,  of  course,  the  more  pay.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  century  it  was  not  uncommon  for  the;  Teacher  to  receive  his  board  gratis,  staying  a  few 
weeks  with  one  and  another  of  the  faniiliei  represented  at  the  School.  If  unmarried,  which  was  often  the 
esse,  he  sometimes  lived  in  the  Schoolroom,  keeping:  '  b.ichelor's  hall.'  The  number  of  te.aching  hours 
was  alternately  thirty  and  thiity-six  per  week,  ea^h  alternate  Saturday  being  a  holiday.  About  the  year 
1860  a  change  was  made,  in  the  time  of  teaching,  it  being  reduced  to  five  days  per  week. 

"It  will  readily  be  seen  that,  as  long  as  the  Teacher  was  paid,  as  described  above,  fh^  Schools  were 
situated  without  regard  to  any  kind  of  system,  the  first  consiieration  being  the  desirability  of  a  large 
attendance.  Indeed,  this  was  the  chief  factor  in  determining  where  a  School  should  be  placed.  The 
jnethod  of  locating  School  Houses  continued  until  1847,  at  which  date  a  change  took  place. 

An  Edccational  Chakgk  for  the  Better  in  the  Township  of  Scarboro'. 

"  The  Township  of  Scarboro'  was  in  1847  regularly  divided  into  School  Sections,  almost  exactly  as  they 
are  at  present,  new  Schools  being  erected  in  the  centre  of  each  Section.  For  the  building  and  maintenance 
of  these  .'Schools,  Trustees  were  empowered  to  levy  a  rate  on  the  Section.  Among  other  advantages  this 
enabled  the  Trustees  to  engage  a  Teacher  at  a  certain  fixed  silary.  A  Rate-bill,  of  commonly  tw(;nty-five 
cents  per  month,  per  pupil,  was  charged  ;  and,  if  the  amount  S3  collected  fai  ed  to  pay  the  stipulated 
salary,  a  tax  was  levied  on  the  ratable  property  of  the  Section  to  supply  the  deficiency.  All  the  expenses 
of  c  inducting  the  School- fuel,  repairs,  etcetera— were  provided  for  by  general  taxation. 


*  This  old-fashioned  system  of  grounding  in  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  is  con.sfcantly  urged  as  being 
'essential  in  these  later  days. 
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"  For  a  loDg  time  great  difiference  of  opinion  prevailed  as  to  the  relative  merits  of  Free  Schools  versus 
Rate-bill  Schools,  and,  as  the  matter  was  for  a  number  of  years  entirely  optional  with  the  ratepayers,  the 
question  as  to  which  should  be  adopted,  recurred  regu'arly,  at  the  annual  School  meeting,  and  very 
heated  discussions  sometimes  took  place,  a  pell  frequently  being  opened.  Adherents  of  the  respective 
systems  drummed  up  votes  with  aa  much  enthusiasm  as  at  a  parliamentary  or  municipal  election.  Opinion, 
however,  gradually  settled  down  to  the  conviction  that,  on  the  whole,  the  Free  School  system  was  the 
preferable  one ;  opposition  to  which  having  almost  entirely  ceased,  the  Schools  were  finally  (but  not  until 
1871)  declared  free,  by  law. 

The  Qcalifioations  of  Te.^cheus,  and  Mode  of  Teaching,  in  these  Old  Days. 

"  In  these  early  days,  very  high  qualifications  on  the  part  of  Teachers  were  not  demanded,  and  were 
seldom  secured — ability  to  teach  the  three  'R's'  fairly  well  being  considered  sufficient.  The  method  of 
teaching  differed  widely  from  what  it  now  is..  The  younger  children  were  taught  individually,  until 
sufficiently  advanced  to  read  and  spell  words  of  one  or  two  syllables,  when  they  were  put  into  classes  for 
reading  and  spelling,  these  being  the  only  subjects  the  pupils  were  taught  collectively.  For  those  in 
writing,  the  Teacher  usually  set  the  headlines  by  hand,  in  addition  to  which  he  had,  in  many  instances,  to 
rule  the  paper,  and  make  and  keep  in  order  the  quill  pens,  which  were  the  only  kind  in  use.  Steel  pens 
were  introduced  sometime  in  the  'forties.'  but  did  not  come  into  general  use  until  about  1850.  To  pupils 
in  arithmetic,  no  two  of  whom  were  probably  working  in  the  same  part  of  the  book,  the  Teacher  had  to 
give  his  attention  individually. 

"The  First  Book,  or  Primers,  used  were  such  as  the  fancy,  or  caprice,  of  the  parent  might  dictate  ' 
and,  as  they  were  not  taught  in  classes,  uniformity  was  not  a  necessity.  After  the  Primers,  Mavor's — a 
combined  reading  and  spellingbiok— was  in  almost  universal  use.  For  the  more  advanced  pupils,  Cobb's, 
Webster's  and  Carpenter's  Spelling  Books  were  employed  by  some  Masters,  but  their  introduction  never 
became  general.  In  reading,  the  Bible,  Testament  and  the  English  Reader,  were  the  principal,  indeed  the 
only,  trrxt-bookf,  the  last-mentioned  being  composed  of  selections  from  the  most  eminent  Authors  in  Prose 
and  Verse,  compiled  by  Lindley  Murray,  Author  of  the  well-known  C-Jrammar.  Verses  of  Scripture  were 
committed  to  memory  by  the  pupils.  Before  1860,  Geography  received  comparatively  little  attention, 
which,  in  some  respects,  was,  perhaps,  not  much  to  be  regretted,  as,  previous  to  that,  almost  the  only- 
available  books  on  the  subject  were  by  American  Authors— strongly  anti- British,  conveying  the  impression 
(as  American  publications  usually  do),  that  the  United  Stites  was  the  greatest,  and,  in  fact,  almost  the 
only  country,  or  nation,  worth  mentioning,  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  Grammar  wa%  also  much  neglected, 
but,  when  taught.  Lennie's  and  Lindley  Murray's  were  the  principal  text-books,  chiefly  the  former.  In 
arithmetic,  that  of  Francis  Wakingame  was  mostly,  if  not  exclusively  used,  until  superseded  by  the  Irish 
National  Book,  in  about  1850,  which,  in  turn,  became  obsolete  about  1858  ;  the  introduction  of  the  decimal 
currency,  about  that  time;  Qeces«itating  a  change.  In  Schools,  where  a  large  proportion  of  the  children 
were  of  Presbyterian  parentage,  the  'Shorter  Catechism  '  was  taught  by  some  Teachers,  when  requested 
by  the  parents,  but  the  practice  has  long  since  beea  discontinued.  On  the  whole,  the  Schools  of  the  period, 
to  which  I,  at  present,  have  more  special  rtference  (in  the  first  half  of  the  century),  weie  fairly  efficient. 
The  Teachers,  who  were  mostly  Old  Countrymen,  oft-n  Scotsmen,  ruled,  perhaps,  with  somewhat  [despotic 
sway,  enforcing  their  authority  with  a  sometimes  pretty  free  use  of  the  birch,  or  rather,  the  blue  beach,  a 
vigorous  application  of  which,  now  and  then  for  purposes  of  discipline,  was  Ihoueht  to  have  a  salutory 
effect.  But,  whatever  their  faults  in  this  respect  (if  they  were  faults),  and  however  s'ender  their 
attainments,  the  old-time  leachere  succeeded,  to  a  fair  extent,  in  imparting  to  their  pupils  the  rudiments, 
at  least,  of  a  good  education,  and  comparatively  few  of  the  children  of  those  early  settlers  were  to  be  found 
who  could  not,  at  any  rate,  read  and  write." 

Mr.  Boyle  then  proceeds: 

In  the  18x24,  lo?  school  rooms,  it  will  be  readily  understood,  accommodation  was  not  ample 
during  the  winter  months,  when  even  the  j^rown  up  younsj  people  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  afforded,  by  slackness  of  work,  to  attend  school,  more  especially  when,  as  sometimes 
happened,  the  reputation  of  the  Teacher  stood  liigh.  Hats,  caps,  and  wraps  of  all  sorts  were 
stufled  into  desks,  for  the  want  of  nails  and  hooks  on  which  to  hang  them.  Windows  were 
frequently  dtstitute  of  several  panes  of  glass,  chinking  fell  out.  Knot  holes  in  floors  were 
covered  with  prominent  patches  ;  desks  and  benches  became  loose  and  creaky  ;  doors  ceased  to 
fit  their  frames,  or,  perhaps,  rather  the  frames  ceased  to  fit  the  doors,  for  it  was  not  uncommon 
for  the  whole  structure  to  assume  an  appearance  of  utter  recklessness,  by  sinking  more  or  less 
to  one  side,  and  thus  generally  disarranging  the  f-imple  architecture.*  But,  even  this  condition 
of  things,  was  not  without  its  compensations,  chief  of  which  was,  perhaps,  the  advantages 
secured  by  way  of  ventilation. 

A  Graucal  Edi'catio.nai,  Chancre  for  the  Bbtter  a.s  Time  PROfjRE.s.sED. 

Sometimes  a  second  (difice  of  logs  succeeded  the  original  one  in  a  Section  ;  but,  in  most 
cases,  the  first  building  was  superseded  by  a  frame  structure,  and  more  lecently  by  one  of  brick, 
or  stone.  With  the  advHiicement  of  time,  came  also  improvement  in  the  grounds  ;  neat  fences 
and  pates  were  sujiplied,  irees  were  planted,  r^pspectable  out-houses  erected,  and  the  water 
.  eupply  {jttended  to,  In  eve'y  instance  these  improvements  have  been  foui.d  to  "pay,"  both 
directly  and  indirectly,  for,  not  only  does  the  task  of  discipline  becimie  I ii us  a  comparatively 
easy  one  fur  the  Teacher,  but  the  effects  are  visible  <m  tlie  pupils  in  after  life. 

•  It  was  not  unusual  in  the  o'd  bui'dinfH  fo  jirotect  the  home-made  ink  of  the  pupils  from  freezing^ 
during  winter,  by  burying  the  bottels  nightly  in  a  hole  made  under  the  floor. 
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TnK  Oli>  Timk  Modes  of  Punishment  in  S<jhool.s. 

Moilea  of  imnislnnont  in  tlie  old  clays  were  barbarous.  It  is  recorded  by  one  Teacher  tl.at 
he  sometimes  tied  the  thumb  of  one  hand  of  a  pupil  to  a  strin-^  hanging  from  the  roof  or  ceilin},', 
while  thd  otlier  hnnd  held  a  book,  the  ])U])il  meanwhile,  havinw  to  stand  on  one  foot  until  hi* 
task  was  finished,  or  his  punishment  thought  sutHcient. 

Thk  Fikst  Sl'Uools,  ScHOor,  Hoi'sEs  and  Teachers,   in  the  Township  ok  Scarboro'. 

The  first  School  taught  in  the  Township  was  in  the  Hous>  of  Mr.  Jaiues  Elliot,  on  lot  22, 
Concession  D,  in  the  extreme  north-west  corner  of  the  present  .Section  number  9,  This  School 
was  tauglit  by  a  man  named  I'ocock.  an  Englishman,  in  the  year  1805.  The  first  School  House 
built  in'the  Township  was  on  the  Springfield  farm,  near  the  line  between  lots  numbers  23  and 
24,  concession  One,  within  a  few  rods  of  where  St.  Andrew's  Church  now  stands. 

School  Section  Numher  One.  Tlie  first  School  House  was  of  bigs,  built  on  lot  number  31, 
Concession  Three,  in  1817  ;  and  the  first  Teacher  was  a  Mr.  Edward,  who  was  followed  by 
Messieurs  John  M-Figgin.  Joseph  Maughan,  or  (according  to  one  itafement.  Mr.  Clark), 
Andrew  McFarren.  and  Messieurs  Hugel.  Cooper,  Muir,  Leitch  Neally,  W.  D.  Fitz[)atrtck, 
John  McConneli  (afterwards  Doctor),   McKinnon,  Tonilinson,  Field,  Ramsay,  Quantz  anil  Yeo. 

School  Seciion  Nnmlicr  Tvo.  In  1830  the  increase  of  i)opulation  and  the  need  of  better 
facilities  than  were  all'orded  by  Schoo's  in  distant  parts  of  the  Township,  led  to  the  erection  of 
a  lo:z  School  House  on  lot  number  25,  Concession  Three.  'Jhe  first  Teacher  appointed  there 
was  Mr.  James  Little.  This  Building  continued  to  be  used  for  nineteen  years.  A  new  one, 
also  of  logs,  was  put  up  in  1849,  on  the  site  of  the  present  School  House,  on  lot  number  22, 
Concession  Four,  .  .  .  The  Teachers  following  Mr.  Little  were  Messieurs  Jphan.  Cooper, 
McDonald,  Mills,  Eckroyd,  McKinnon,  McCaflfrey,  William  Irving  (now  Doctor),  and  others. 

School  Section  Number  Three.  The  first  School  was  opened  in  this  Section  in  18.'?6  in  a 
small  log  building  on  lot  number  17,  Concession  Four,  Markham  Road  ;  and  the  Teachers  in 
this  old  structure  were  Messieurs  James  Park,  Alexander  Muir  and  —  Hand 

School  Section  Nnmher  Four.  The  first  School  Sect;ion  was  a  union  one  with  Pickering  ; 
the  School  House  standing  on  the  Town  Line  ;  and  the  first  Teacher  was  a  big  Scotsman,  named 
Ferguson,  of  whom  all  that  two  of  his  old  pupils,  now  living,  can  remember,  is  the  force  and 
frequency  with  which  he  api)lied  the  "taws."  The  other  Teachers  were  Messieuis  Reesor,. 
Break,  Clarke,  Spence,  Johnson,  and  other <. 

School  Section  Num,her  Five.  About  1823,  or  1824,  the  first  School  was  established  in  this- 
Section,  the  humble  building  having  stood  on  the  north-west  corner  of  lot  number  26,  Concess- 
ion One.  A  Mr.  Carruthers  taught  here  in  1824  ;  a  Mr.  Dobson  was  Teacher  in  1830;  a  Mr. 
Hope  in  1836:  and  thefi  fol'owed  :  Messieurs  Clark,  McFiggin,  Muir,  (j'Reilly,  CloFson  and 
James  Russell.*  When  the  Township  was  divided  into  School  Sections,  in  1847,  a  new  frame 
School  House  was  built  in  the  south-east  corner  of  lot  numbei  30,  Concession  Two.     . 

School  Section  Number  Six.  The  first  School-House  in  the  Township  was  built  within  the 
bounds  of  the  present  Section  Number  6.  It  stood  on  the  Springfield  Farm,  lot  Number  23, 
Concession  One,  and  was  built  of  round  logs,  with  saddle  corners  aud  one  door  in  the  end.  It 
cannot  now  be  ascertained  with  certainty  who  the  first  Teachers  in  this  School  were.  For  some 
years  it  was  used  as  a  Church.  The  next  Building  in  Section  Number  (i,  was  erected  on  lot 
Number  24,  Concession  One,  on  the  corner  of  the  graveyard  1<  t.  The  old  men  of  to-day  speak 
of  playing  hide-and-go-seek  among  the  tombs  when  they  went  to  school  here.  The  House  was 
made  of  hewn  logs,  with  a  door  and  two  windows  in  the  side,  and  a  fire-place  at  the  end.  Here 
Mr.  John  Taber  taught.  The  third  School  House  was  built  on  lot  Number  19.  Concession  Two. 
It  was  a  frame  Building.  Mr.  John  Muir  taught  here  for  many  years.  The  prest-nt  brick 
Building  was  erected  in  18G4,  on  lot  Number  18,  Conceesion  Two.  It  has  a  senior  and  junior 
department.  The  Teachers  in  Number  C,  as  far  as  can  be  known  were  Messieurs— Anderson 
John  Taber,  J.  Muir, — Gibson,  A.  M.  Sheriff  and  others.     . 

School  Section  Number  Sewn.  The  fir-it  School  House  was  on  the  Fishery  Road,  and  was  an 
ordinary  square  Building  of  plank  erected  in  1832.  The  first  Teacher  was  Mr.  John  Wilson,  a 
Yorkshirennn.  The  second  Building  stood  on  lot  Number  14,  Concession  D  on  the  side  road. 
The  Reverend  Saltern  Givens  frequently  held  Episcopal  service  here.  Methodist  Mmisters 
also  held  service  here.     The  third  School-House  was  built  on  the  West  Hill. 


•  Mr.  Russell  lived  near  the  Rousre,  7i  miles  from  the  School  (which  he  taught  in  the  early  "  fifties  "), 
and,  as  there  were  in  thope  days,  no  Saturday  holidayc,  he  had  to  walk  ninety  miles  a  week  to  and  from 
School,  to  whxh,  if  we  add  another  fiftpen  miles,  to  and  from  St.  Andrew's  Church,  on  Sunday,  we  have  a 
total  of  105  miles  a  week,  or  nearly  5,500  miles  a  year. 
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School  Section  Knmber  EigJit.  Not  fewer  than  six  School  Houses  have  existed  in  this  Sec- 
tion, one  stood  .  .  .  close  to  the  intersection  of  the  Danforth  Road  and  the  side-road 
between  lots  Number  26  and  27,  Concession  C,  .  .  .  No  dates  can  be  given  in  connection 
with  these  Buildings.  The  site  of  a  third  School  was  on  the  side-road  between  lots  Numlier  34 
and  35,  Concession  C.  This  School  was  built  about  1824,  and  was  taught  in  1826,  by  a  Roman 
Catholic,  named  Fitzgerald.  After  him  came  Mr.  John  (afterwards  the  Reverend  Doctor)  Car- 
Toll,  an  eminent  Methodist  Minister,  who  died  not  many  years  ago.  Still  later,  but  prior  to 
183:5.  the  Teacher  was  Mis*  Hannah  Fifzpatrick,  and  afterwards  Mr.  Wilh'am  Thomson.  This 
Building  was  removed  to  Moffat's  Corners,  and  re-erected  on  the  York  side  of  the  Town- Line. 
Miss  Fitzpatrick  also  taught  in  an  old  Church,  which  was  removed  to  York,  and  thence  to  Wex- 
ford. The  tifth  F^uilding  used  as  a  School  stood  on  the  north  end  of  lot  Number  32,  Concession 
C  .  .  .  The  Teacher  was  a  Perthshire  Scotsman,  named  Mr.  David  Ogilvie.  This  was 
about  1835.  Another  old  School-House  stood  on  the  north  end  of  lot  Number  32.  Concession 
One.  It  was  erected  as  nearly  a*  can  be  ascertained,  nbout  1838.  of  flattened  pine  logs,  and 
measured  ab  lUt  18  x  26  feet.  It  was  first  taught  by  Miss  Mary  Branham,  and  afterwards  by 
Mr.  David  Ogilvie,  from  1842  to  1844  ;  by  an  Englishman,  named  Mr  Thomas  Adams  from 
1845  to  September,  1846  ;  and  for  the  rest  of  the  year  by  Mr.  A.  Veysey.  When  the  School 
Sections  were  re-arranged,  in  consequence  of  dividing  the  Township  into  regular  School  Sections, 
the  School  was  removed  to  the  centre  of  the  Section,  and  Mr.  Veysev  continued  Teacher  until  the 
end  of  1849.      .     .     .     The  School- House  which  had  stood  from  1846  to  1863,  cost    S280.     . 

School  Spction  N^tmber  Nine.  The  fir.st  School-House  is  said  to  have  st<i()d  on  lot  number 
18,  Concession  D.  The  second  one  was  on  lot  number  19,  Concession  C,  on  the  Old  Kingston 
Road.  The  third  was  on  lot  number  14,  Conce.ssion  D.  Another  building  used  as  a  School-House 
stood  on  lot  number  26,  C<incession  C,  and  her  ^  Mr  John  Talier  biuglit  in  1835.  The  present 
School-House  in  Scarboro'  village  was  erected  in  1861 

School  Section  Nimher  Ten.  The  first  School-House  in  this  Section  was  built  on  the  Dan- 
forth Road,  lot  number  26,  Concession  C,  about  the  year  1823,  Messieurs  William  Bell,  senior, 
Isaac  Chester,  senior,  and  George  Taylor,  senior,  attended  school  there.  Mr  JohnTaber.  taught 
their  School  for  some  time.  In  1833,  the  School-House  was  built  on  the  King.ston  Road  near 
the  "  Half-way  House."  Some  years  after  this  another  School-House  was  built  on  the  southeast 
corner  of  lot  number  29,  Conces.sion  C.  This  afterward  gave  place  to  the  School-House  on  the 
site  of  the  present  one    on    the    Danforth  Road         .  .  .         The   names  of  some  of  the 

teachers  are  as  the  following:  Messieurs  John  Taber,  Simmons,  Cowan  and  Skelton     . 

School  Section  Nvmler  Elevai.  Before  1136  the  fir.st  log  building  used  as  a  School-House, 
was  on  lot  number  4,  Concession  One  The  Teacher  Mr.  Sannnons  (or  Salmons  )  He  boarded 
from  house  to  house,  but  slept  in  the  School-room,  rolling  his  bed  uj)  in  a  corner,  everj'  morning. 
In  1836,  a  Buildin'/  of  planks  was  jmt  up  for  a  School-Room,  on  lot  number  3,  Conces.sion  One, 
Kingst'>n  Road  For  its  day  this  was  rather  a  superior  structure,  with  a  c<jtta5re  roof  . 
From  1837  to  1843  the  Teacher  was  Mr.  Hugh  Graham.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  William 
Steele  until  1850. 

School  Section  Numher  Tvelve  was  formed  out  of  School  Section  Number  Ten  in  1894. 

In  an  f)ld  frame  School-House  that  stood  near  the  Gates  Tavern,  between  1840  and  1845, 
the  Te-'ichers  were  Messieins  Salmonds,  James  Mcintosh,  William  Skelton,  John  Boyle,  John 
Jack.son  and  Thomas  Mf)odie. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Sheriff  once  taught  at  "  McHenry'.s, "  on  the  Danforth  Road,  one  and  a  lialf 
m'des  east  of  Wobum. 

Before  the  apfjointment  of  County  Superintendents,  the  Gentlemen  who  acted  as  Town.ship 
Suoerintendents  in  Scarboro'  were  the  Reverend  Me.ssieurs  George,  Belt,  Laing,  and 
Fletcher 

Among  all  the  Dominies  who  have  exercised  sway  in  this  townshij),  Mr.  Thf>mas  Appleton 
deserves  s|>ecial  notice.  He  was  a  Y'^orkshire  man  and  a  Methodist,  who  came  to  Upper  Canada 
in  1819,  and  began  to  teach  school  in  the  same  year  in  Scarboro',  remaining  here  for  twelve 
months.  He  next  taught  in  the  Township  of  King  for  four  months;  when  he  was  nj)pointed 
to  take  chnrge  of  the  Common  School  in  the  T(jwn  of  York  where,  .         *  .  he  man- 

aged the  School  moat  satisfactorily  for  a  year.* 

*  Thp  CA-f  of  Mr.  Applf-ton  io  fully  exnlainpd  on  pagps  174-177,  and  on  other  pa(fpBof  theFirKt  Volume, 
and  on  jiAgi^n  18,  ir,t).  170.  189,  and  2H0  of  thp  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History.  Mr.  Apple- 
t  >n'>«  wa«  a  noted  "ane  at  the  time,  (1818-1820.)  He  was  removed,  as  a  Common  Schoci  T<;acher  in  York,  to 
make  roim  for  a  Church  of  England,  National  Cuniril  School,  which  was  taught  by  Mr.  Joseph  Spragg, 
■uh'j  had  bsej  broujfhl  out  from  Kajfland  for  that  purpose. 
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Rural  Schools  in  the  Eastern  Part  of  Upper  Canada,  1784-1840. 

From  an  interesting;  book  ot"  local  history,  recently  published  by  Mr.  Adam 
Harkness,  of  Iroquois,  entitled  the  "  Iroquois  High  School,  1845-1895,  a  Story  of 
Fifty  Years,"  I  have  selected  that  portion  of  it  which  i-elate.s  to  the  establishment 
in  the  early  day.s  of  elementaiy  Common  Schools  in  tiie  County  of  Dundas.  The 
Sketch  (jf  these  Schools,  with  their  Teacliers  and  "  surroundin«r.s," — their  interior 
fittings,  (or  rather  want  of  fittings),  and  their  exterior  appearance,  is  most  graphi- 
cally given,  and  will  be  read  with  interest — the  more  so  as  the  characteristics  of 
these  Schools  differ  so  entirely,  in  every  respect,  from  the  corresponding  Schools 
of  to  day,  in  the  same  County.  Nothing  so  clearly  .shows,  (as  illustrated  by 
this  contrast),  what  a  wonderful  advance  has  been  made  in  this  Province  in  the 
condition  and  character  of  these  Schools — tiieir  fittings,  appliances.  Teachers  and 
Text  Books,  since  the  time,  when  log  School  Houses,  and  Teachers,  who  had  to 
live  on  a  "rate  per  pupil,"  and  "  board  round  "  Mas  the  normal  state  of  educationa 
affairs  amongst  the  early  settlers  of  Upper  Canada. 


First  Stone  School  House  Erected  in  the  Township  of  Matilda,  1840. 


The  above  is  an  illustration  of  a  substantial  Stone  School  House, — the  first  of 
the  kind,  which  was  erected  in  the  township  of  Matilda,  in  1840.  It  was  greatly- 
superior  to  the  generality  of  the  ordinary  log  School  Houses,  which  were  almost 
always  the  only  ones  which  were  erected  in  Upper  Canada  down  to  1850,  or  later.

Mr.  Harkness  in  his  History  of  tlie  Iroquois  High  School,  says: — 

The  country  along  the  St  Lawrence  River,  and  for  two  or  three  Concessions  back  from  it, 
was  first  settled  by  United  Empire  Loyalist  soldiers  and  their  families,  who  came  over  from  the 
United  States  at  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  in  1784.  The  rear  part  of  the  front  Town- 
ship, and  the  Township  in  the  rear  of  it,  were  subsecjuently  occupied,  jiartly  b^'  descendants  of 
the  first  settlers,  who  had  been  less  fortunate,  or  less  successful,  than  their  neighbours,  and  had 
been  compelled  to  move  in'and,  where  land  was  cheaper,  and  partly  by  immigrants  ;  these  latter 
came  principally  from  the  North  of  Ireland. 

INIost  of  the  settlers  came  from,  what  might  be  termed  educating  Countries.  Wliether  from 
Nev.  England,  or  New  York,  from  Ireland,  or  Scotland  ;  they  liad  learned  to  value  education  ; 
and  one  of  their  first  cares  was  to  provide  the  means  of  preventing  their  children  from  growing 
up  altogether  unlettered.*  This  could  not  be  done  witliout  cons  derable  exertion  cm  the  part  of 
the  parents,  and  at  some  personal  sacrifice. 

The  School-Houses  were  built  either  in  the  centre  of  some  settlement,  or  at  "cross-roads,"' 
where  three  or  four  of  the  small  settlements  could  be  accommodated.  They  were  almost  invari- 
ably of  logs,  and  were  generally  from  eighteen  to  twenty-four  feet  .s(|uare,  and  al)out  seven  or 
eight  feet  in  height  to  the  eaves.  The  writer  has  a  very  distinct  recollectit)n  of  one  that  may 
serve  as  a  samjjle.  It  was  placed  in  the  centre  of  a  large  wood  more  tlian  lialf  a  mile  from  any 
house,  and  where  two  roads  crossed,  or  four  roads  met,  and  it  acconnnodated  the  clearings,  or 
settlements,  on  each  of  these  roads, — the  children  baing  reijuired  to  travel  from  a  mile  to  a. 
mile  and  a  half.  It  was  eighteen  feet  square,  built  of  dressed  logs,  rather  neatly  dovetailed  at 
the  corners,  and  the  interstices  between  the  logs  chinked  and  ])lastered.  It  was  floored  and 
ceiled,  the  ceiling  l)eing  slightly  over  six  feet  from  the  floor.  The  roof,  (what  is  called  a  s(piare 
one),  was  shingled.  In  the  centre  of  each  end,  and  also  of  the  l)ack  was  a  long  low  window, 
while  in  the  front  was  a  similar  window  near  one  corner  and  a  door  near  the  other  ; — this  latter  win- 
dow was  for  the  "Master,"  while  the  others  were  intended  to  liglit  the  desks,  which  extended 
all  the  way  along  the  back,  and  across  the  end.s,  until  they  passed  the  windows  The  largest 
pupils,  those  tliat  were  writing  and  "cyphering,"  used  these  desks,  sitting  on  boards  with 
their  faces  to  the  wall,  while  the  smaller  (nies  occupied  low  benches  ranged  aroinid  the 
stove,  which  occuj)ied  the  centre  of  the  room.  The  Teacher  had  a  Chair  and  a  little  Table  in 
the  corner  by  the  frcmt  window,  and  tlie  corner  behind  the  door  held  the  wood-j)ile,  a  broom  and 
sometimes  a  WHter-pail.  The  house  had  been  built  liy  the  neighbours, — the  logs  being  cut  in  the 
surrounding  bush.  One  neighbour  would  furnish  a  few  boards,  another  a  few  shingles.  Just 
how  tile  nails  were  jjaid  for,  we  never  learned,  but  one  f)ld  gentleman  who  had  hxst  his  wife  and 
had  <|uit  housekeeping,  furnished  the  little  Table,  which  was  the  only  piece  of  jiainted 
furniture  in  the  Room.  In  this  Room  gathered  daily,  during  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year, 
twenty  to  thirty  pupils,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years,  and,  during  the  winter  and 
spring  months,  a  few  of  the  pupils  were  nearly  grown  men  and  wo)nen. 

The  Teachers,  until  near  the  middle  of  the  century,  were  nearly  all  Old  Country  people. — 
mostly  men  who  had  received  a  fair  education,  but  who  had  missed,  or  made  shipwreck  of,  their 
chances  in  life.  They  had  come  to  this  Country,  and  not  being  adapted  to  farming,  resorted  to 
teaching  as  a  means  of  livelihood.  The  jjarents  jjaid  whatever  might  be  agreed  ujjon,  per  ni(mth, 
for  each  child  ;  there  was  a  small  grant  from  the  (iovenunent,  and  the  Teacher,  unless  he  had  a 
family,  "boarded  round."  The  text  books  were  such  as  each  jiarent  provided  for  his  children  ; 
and  those  bought  for  the  eldest  were  handed  down  from  child  to  child,  until  the  whole  family 
were  served.     The  system  was  primitive,   but  the  results  were  not  altogether  unsatisfactory. 

Among  the  text  Ijooks  used  were  the  old  English  Reader,  Mavor's  Spelling  Book,  a  variety 
of  Arithmetics, — among  which  Francis  VValkingame's  figured  consjticuously  ;  Murray  and 
Lermie's  Grannuar  ;  sometimes  a  book  on  higher  Mathematics,  jierhaps  furnished  by  the  Teacher, 
and,  in  some  Schools,  "Testaments,"-  as  the  New  Testament  was  designated.  The  literature 
of  the  Readers  was  mostly  irom  the  writers  of  the  early  jtart  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

The  Teacliers,  luuch  as  has  been  said  in  their  disparagement,  were  fre(piently  men  of  con- 
siderable cultivation.  They  had  .seen  something  of  tlie  world,  and,  in  many  instances,  had  mixed 
with  men  of  cidture.  When  they  "  boarded  round,"  they  were  usually, — the  men  especially — 
welcfime  guests  in  the  homes  where  they  stayed  ;  and,  it  is  not  unreasonable   t<t  8upj)ose,    that 

•  Mr.  James  Croil,  in  his  "  Uundas  :  a  Sketch  of  Canadian  History,"  aayp  :— "The  duty  of  instruct- 
inf?  the'r  children  8eems  from  the  very  earlient  time  of  the  Settlement,  to  liave  been  recognized  ;  and 
although,  of  necewity.  a  few  years  elapsed  without  a  School  House,  yet  from  the  very  first,  the  had  their 
School  MaHter.  A  good  old  German,  whose  name  we  cannot  recall,  gratuitiously  spent  hi.^  time  in  going  from 
houi^e  to  house  teaching, — two  weeks  at  a  tune  in  different  neighbourhoods,  where  the  children  congregated, 
and  received  such  instrncti on  as  the  limited  time  and  capabilities  of  their  Teacher  afforded  (Page  141). 
Partunilara  of  the  'first  regular  school  "  in  the  County  of  Dundas,  and  its  Teacher,  who  came  to  Matilda 
in  17HH,  are  given  on  page  I'iH  of  the  Third  Volume  of  this  Documentary  Hibtory. 
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their  presence  in  a  family  raised  and,  so  tn  s|)eak,  widened  the  tone  of  the  conversation.  In 
most  families  the  conversation  is  confined  to  matters  of  interest  to  the  several  members  ahout 
the  house,  or  place,  or  in  the  neighltorliood.  In  many  cases,  the  mind  of  the  Fatlier,  thongli  it 
may  be  fairly  well  stored,  is  a  sealed  ])ook  to  tlie  children  ;  the  presence  of  a  stranger  of  a  little 
l)etter,  or  at  least  different,  culture,  tends  to  draw  out  any  mend)ers  of  tlie  family  that  have  any- 
thing to  im|)art  ;  experiences  are  related,  strange  and  distant  scenes  are  described  ;  and  the 
interest  of  the  younger  mend)ers  of  the  family  aroused. 

Tn  addition  to  this,  the  co-of)eration  of  several  neighlxirs  in  thi-  oi-gani/ation  and  iiumage- 
ment  of  a  School  has  an  educational  influence  in  itself.  .\t  tlieir  Scliool-Meetings  they  could 
discuss  their  ways  aiid  means,  just  as  deliberative  Ixxbes  do  that  liave  larger  interests  under 
their  control.  They  jtrovided  for  the  School  directly,  and,  to  a  large  extent,  managed  and 
guidetl  its  course  ;  and.  tliough  it  might  be  vastly  inferior  in  many  respects  to  what  is  demanded 
by  more  modern  standards,  it  was  their  own  School,  and  their  interest  in  it  created  a  love  for 
education  and  a  desire  among  the  people  to  jiromote  the  interest  of  tlie  School,  which  have  made 
the  work  of  tlie  modern  organizer  not  only  easy  but  rich  in  lesults. 

But  it  was  not  until  near  the  middle  of  the  century  that  any  European  iMunigrant,  any  one 
not  "  of  the  Pale,"  oi' any  "  bushwacker,"  as  residents  of  the  back  concessions  were  designated, 
was  elected,  or  appointed,  to  any  office  higher  than  tliat  of  Patli-master,  Pounil-keeper,  or  School 
Trustee.  .  .  Even  before  the  Canal  was  built,      perhaps  not  before  it  was  jtrojected, — 

the  east  end  of  Point  Iid((Uois  swamp,  or  rather  the  land  adjoining,  began  to  give  evidence  of 
becoming  the  site  of  a  village.  In  1>^27,  the  Post  Office, — the  only  one  in  tlie  two  western 
Townsliij)s  of  the  county, — which  had  been  kept  by  Mr.  (ilassford,  near  the  eastern  side,  was 
secured  l)y  Mr.  (Jeorge  Brouse  and  was  brought  to  this  )>lace.  Here  the  Steaudioat  Landing  was 
situated,  a  Mill,  a  couple  of  Stores,  and  a  Tavern.  .\nd  here,  about,  or  a  little  before  1840,  was 
built  the  first  Stojie  School-House  in  the  Tt>wnship  of  Matilda.     (See  page  135,  ante.) 

About  this  time  a  Mr.  John  J.  Kerr  was  employed  to  teach  the  Scliool.  He  was  an  Irish- 
man, who  had  received  a  liberal  education,  and  who  soon  placed  his  School  on  a  plane  far  above 
that  of  the  ordinary  Schools,  and  who,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  did  nuich  to  create  in  the  com- 
munity a  desire  for  higher  education. 

Messieurs  Philip  Carman,  (ieorge  Brouse  and  Charles  C.  Rose  apjiear  to  have  been  School 
Commissioners  ])rol)ably  ap])ointed  under  the  Act  of  1841,  which  made  more  liberal  provision 
for  (iovernment  aid  to  education  (than  did  previous  Acts).  The  few  (irannnar  Schools  then  in 
the  Country  had  been  established  under  an  Act  passed  in  1807,  and  were  confined  entirely  to  the 
District,  or,  what  would  now  be  called,  Comity  Towns.  It  is  noticeable  that  the  early  efforts  to 
promote  education  in  this  country  were  directed  ])rinci])ally  to  the  estid>lishment  of  h'gh  grade 
Schools.  The  first  effort  in  behalf  of  Conniion  Schools  was  made  under  the  School  Act  of  181B, 
when  a  grant  equivalent  to  about  f^l.25  ])er  year  for  each  ])U])il  attending  School  was  provided. 
Under  this  Act  most  of  the  Connnon  Sch<jols  in  this  i)art  of  the  country  were  established.  The 
Act  of  1841,  not  only  made  more  libei'al  provision  for  the  Schools  but  provided  a  more  complete 
organizaticm  for  the  management  of  the  Schools  Its  aim.  however,  appears  to  have  been  mainly 
to  improve  the  Common  School  System;  but  the  efforts  made  to  convert  the  Public  School  into 
a  Grammar  School  proved,  for  the  time — and  until  1845 — ^unsuccessful. 

Rural  Schools  in  the  Western  Parts  of  T'Tpper  C.vnada. 

The  preceding  parts  of  this  Chapter  contain  extiacts  from  recent  local  histor- 
ical publications,  which  illustrate  the  condition  of  the  elementary  Common 
Schools  in  the  central  and  eastern  portions  of  Tapper  Canada  at  the  time  of  tlieir 
tirst  settlement. 

The  followinr^  extracts  are  from  a  series  of  "Prize  Sketclies"  of  the  history  of 
School  Sections  in  the  County  of  Elgin — published  in  the  St.  Thomas  "Journal." 
They,  with  the  additional  ones  which  follow  them,  will  atiord  an  illustration,  by 
way  of  comparison,  with  the  preceding  ones,  of  the  character  of  the  Common 
Scliools  in  the  western  and  intermediate  section  of  this  Province  in  the  early  days. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  all  of  these  extracts  and  Sketches  tell  the  same  tale, 
and  exhibit  the  same  facts,  as  to  the  piiniitive  character,  not  only  of  the  School 
IJouses    and    their  assessories,  or   "  surroundinLis,"  but    of   most   of   the   Masters 
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employed  in  them,  and  also  of  their  teaching, — scarcely  extending  in  some  cases, 
even  to  the  "  three  Rs."  To  their  credit  be  it  spoken,  however,  that  what  of  the 
three  Rs  which  these  Masters  did  teach,  they  did  it  thoroughly  and  well. 

In  a  number  of  Schools,  verses  from  the  Bible  were  learned,  which,  it  is  true, 
may  not  have  had  their  immediate,  oi'  due,  influence  for  good  upon  the  lives  and 
conduct  of  the  boys  and  girls  concerned,  but  which,  as  "  bread  cast  upon  the 
waters,"  may  have  been  the  cause,  as  in  many  notable  instances,  of  producing 
good  results  "  after  many  days  " 

"Boarding  round"  was  not,  in  all  cases,  an  unmixed  evil.  Mr.  Harkness,  in 
his  "  Semi- Centennial  of  the  Iroquois  High  School,"  gives  a  strong  and  striking 
illustration  of  its  good  and  salutary  effects  on  a  household,  in  the  case  he  mentions. 

Prize  Sketches  of  Schools  in  the  County  of  Elgin. 

The  following  are  the  extracts  of  these  Prize  Sketches,  to  which  reference  has 
been  made  on  page  131. 

Vienna.*  A  hi.story  of  Vienna  would  be  incomplete  without  reference  to  her  Schools.  It 
is  situated  oa  the  Big  Otter  Creek,  three  miles  north  of  Port  Burwell.  .  .  .  Its  settlement 
dates  })ack  to  1818,  where  a  School  was  in  operation  there,  hut  it  was  not  until  1831  that  a  log 
School  House  was  built.  This  was  situated  on  the  north  side  of  the  Plank  road,  on  the  cast  bank 
of  the  Creek,  ab  lut  where  Mr.  L.  L.  Hutchinson  now  lives.  It  was  taught  by  a  Mr.  Brooks. 
The  various  Religious  Denominations  held  services  in  the  School  House,  before  any  Churches 
were  built.  As  the  Village  increased  in  size  and  poj)ulation,  it  became  necessary  to  put  up  a 
larger  School  House,  which  was  acc(U'dingly  done,  tlie  building  being  situated  on  the  west  side  of 
Main  street.     {J.  T.  Gamble,  Vienna.) 

Port  Stanley.  The  first  School  in  Port  Stanley  Avas  built  on  Lot  7,  in  1837.  Besides 
private  Schools,  the  nearest  School  to  Port  Stanley  before  this  was  Brayne's  School.  The  first 
Teacher  in  Port  Stanley  was  Mr.  McDonald.  The  School  was  a  frame  building,  and  now  stands 
on  Lot  2,  Francis  street.     {Neil  J.  Thomas,  Port  Stanley). 

Township  of  Malahide,  Scho<jl  Section  Number  Three  .  .  .  The  fir.st  School 
House  in  the  Section  was  an  old  log  building,  which  stood  near  the  site  where  Lakeview  Post 
Office  now  stands.  The  first  School  was  oi'ganized  by  a  man  named  Olfred,  about  1822.  In 
1832,  the  whole  settlement  united  and  built  what  was  known  as  the  Malahide  School  House,  on 
lot  Number  28,  the  jjremises  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Marr.  'Ihe  first  one  to  organize  a  School  in 
this  liuilding  was  Mr.  John  Lannnon.  Each  scholar  had  to  ])ay  twenty-five  cents  a  month  and 
Ijoard  the  Teacher  a  week.  School  was  also  kept  here  by  Messieurs  Timothy  Pag',  Jolni  Paul, 
RueV)en  Hankin.son,  John  Howey  ;  also  Lizzie  Patten,  (afterwai'd  Mrs.  John  Marr,  junior),  and 
Eldf-r  Shook  McConnel.  Little  Educatiitn  was  needed  in  those  days  to  (pijilify  a  person  for 
teaching,  if  he,  or  she.  were  able  to  read,  write,  spell  and  sum  a  little  it  was  all  that  was  ref)uired 
of  them.  The  first  Trustees  were  Messieurs  Anthony  Seeley,  John  Marr,  senior  and  Josej)h 
Eraser.     {Newton  McCauskmd,  Grovcsand). 

Sch-^ol  Section  Number  Si.r  :  In  the  early  twenties,  Mr.  James  McCausland  took  up  l.ind 
nlloted  to  him  by  Colonel  Talbot.  The  log  Hou.se  which  he  built  <m  his  lot  :  (.south  '  alf  of 
Numlter  19, Concession  Four),  liecamethe  first  School  Houseof  School Sectitm  Number  (5  Malaliide. 
Educati<»n  of  children  in  the  early  days  was  ])rovided  for  in  the  usual  jjioneer  style,  the  Tracher 
receiving  a  monthly  stipend  and  ''boarding  round."  Tlie  first  Teacher,  ar  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tainerl,  was  Lydia  Ostrander.  After  her  came  Letitia  Cohocm  ;  then  Delilah  Benner.  After 
the.se  came  others,  although  the  order  is  uncertain.     {T.  T.  Smith,  Mount  Salem). 

Schf)ol  Section  Number  Ei(jht  :  Tlie  first  School  House  was  a  log  one,  l>uilt  about  1825  on 
tlie  sjime  lot.  Jis  the  ])resent  one.  Tlie  fire-]>lace  in  one  end  had  th«  .seatn  facing  it.  The  .seats 
were  ma<le  of  slabs,  with  holes  l)ored  for  the  jiurjiose  of  ])utting  in  h'g.s.  This  house  was  burned 
-down  and  another  log  one   was   built.  .  .  The  first  Teacher   was  Mifts   Wilmot   Van 

Patter,  who  otdy  knew  how  to  read  and  write  a  little.  The  School  lasted  for  three  months  at  a 
time,  and  the  .salary  of  the  Teacher  was  two  dollars  a  term  for  each  pupil.  The  Teacher  })oarded 
around,  and  the  family  sen<ling  the  largest  number  of  children  to  School  had  to  board  liim  or  her 
the  longest  time.

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School  Section  Ntunher  Thirteen :  As  for  the  School  Section,  I  have  eiKjuired  of  some  of  the 
oldest  people.  The  tell  me  a  man  would  canvass  the  neigliborliood  and  ask  for  the  number  of 
children  that  could  attend  a  School,  so  to  know  what  tliey  could  depend  on  to  charge,  as  it  was 
rate  hill  those  days,  tlie  Teaclier  boarding  from  house  to  house,  in  proportion  to  tiie  nuud)er 
attending  They  generally  went  to  School  where  most  convenient.  The  first  School  House  was 
made  of  logs,  on  lot  Nund)er  21, south  of  the  Street.  Among  the  first  Teachers  were  a  Miss  Eliza 
Joyce  in  18.'{(),  Messieurs  IMiili])  (Jreem,  a  man  then  about  50  years  old  ;  and  Lome  Tyrell,  about 
the  same  age  ;  and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Carr.  Episcojtalian  Minister.  These  all  taught  between 
the  years  1830-45.     {Eiiith  May  Summers,  Aiiltnr):) 

DuNwr-H  Township.  School  Section  Ninnher  One:  Tiiis  Section  is  known  as  tbe  Port 
Talbot  Section.  It  contains  the  Hrst  settlements  made  in  tlie  Western  part  of  the  County  of 
Elgin,  with  the  e.\ce]>tion  of  the  north-east  corner,  (Aldborougli).  Tlie  first  man  to  settle 
here,  in  1803,  was  Colonel  Talbot. 

The  people  soon  became  anxious  to  provide  some  means  of  educating  their  cliildren,  and  so 
the  first  School  was  started.  It  was  a  log  Building  \io\>t  by  a  man  named  Mr.  Thomas  (Jardiner, 
uncle  of  Mr.  James  tJardiner,  of  Chatliam,  a  private  School  where  tuition  was  paid  by  the  (piar- 
ter.  It  stood  on  the  south  side  of  Parker  Farm,  and,  in  the  sunnuer,  was  surroiuided  l)y  either 
flax  or  hemp.  The  flax  seems  to  have  belonged  to  the  Master  the  i)U])ils  judled  it  for  him. 
The  Time  Talde  was  made  uj)  of  Reading,  Writing  and  .\rithmetic.  Wlien  this  had  been  gone 
over,  the  children  were  taken  out  to  pull  flax  till  noon.  The  Time  Table  was  again  repeated  and 
the  children  pulled  flax  till  four  o'clock.  Mrs.  (Jardiner  ke])t  house  in  the  other  ])art  of  the 
building,  and  always  got  the  largest  girls  to  do  the  clnn-ning.  This  private  tuition  did  not  seem 
to  suit  the  j)eople,  for  a  second  School  House  was  built  on  Mr.  Crane's  farm.  This,  too,  was  a 
log  building,  and  stood  near  the  road  in  a  hollow,  where  now  stands  a  large  willow,  planted,  it 
is  said,  by  the  teacher,  Mr.  Farlane,  over  the  grave  of  one  of  his  children.  Tlie  old  settlers 
speak  of  this  School  as  the  "  Memory  School." 

The  Teacher  lived  in  part  of  the  School,  and  Mrs.  Farlane  helped  to  make  Ixjtli  ends  meet 
by  keeping  board*-rs.  Among  her  l)oarders  was  Mr.  Hercides  Burwell,  who  l)ecame  Registrar 
of  the  county  of  Middlesex  upon  the  death  of  his  father.  Colonel  liurwell.  Trustees  were  not 
heard  of  at  this  time.  Those  who  sent  the  most  children  to  Scluxd  hired  the  Teacher.  When 
Mr.  Farlane  became  a  Teacher,  some  of  the  people  would  not  send  their  children  to  his  School, 
These  built  a  frame  School  House  on  the  dividing  line  between  the  farm  of  Mr.  Stephen  Backu.s^ 
and  that  east  of  it,  and  hired  Miss  Marion  Willey  as  Teacher.  These  were  the  first  three- 
Teachers  of  the  settlement.     Georgina  Blackwood,  Wallacetown. 

School  Section  Number  Five:  The  Southwold  side  of  Tona  was  settled  by  Mr.  John  Axford' 
from  New  Jersey,  in  1812.  On  this  farm  was  built,  in  181(),  the  first  School  House  of  this  part' 
of  the  Country,  Mr.  John  Robinson  being  the  first  Teacher.  Other  early  Teachers  were  : 
Messieurs  Warren  Rondel,  Davis,  MuUhoUand  and  Hanah.  The  first  School  Trustees  wore 
Messieurs  Daniel  Mclntyre  and  Robert  Reed.  The  Books  used  were  :  the  New  Testament, 
Cobb's  Spelling  Bcjok  and  the  old  English  Reader.  The  pens  were  made  by  the  Teacher 
from  quills.  On  a  Fai-m,  on  the  .south  side  of  the  Back  Street,  resided  in  a  log  House,  for  a 
number  of  year-,  Mr.  Tiiomas  Benson,  one  of  Dunwich's'  early  Teachers.  He  taught  in  School 
Section  Number  Four  for  a  number  of  year.s,  .  .         (iV".  W.  Broken,  lona.) 

School  Section  Number  Fourteen  :  This  School  Section  was,  perhaps,  the  most  notaltle  in  the 
in  the  Township,  as  it  was  the  home  of  Colonel  Talbot,  Colonel  Mahlon  Burwell*  and  Lieuten- 
ant Colonel  Airey.  Colonel  Burwell  was  the  means  of  getting  Mr.  Crowell  Wilson,  (afterwards 
an  M. P.,)  to  teach  School  at  Watson's  Corners,  so  that  his  l)i)ys  could  ])e  taught  Latin.  For 
this  he  gave  Mr.  Wilson  one  hinidred  acres  of  land  each  year,  for  the  four  years  of  teaching. 
(Stmt'el  Pearce,  lona.) 

The  country  being  so  well  settled,  it  was  necessary  that  there  should  be  a  School.  The 
children  had  jireviously  attended  the  Suuthwold  Schools,  or  anothei'  called  the  Hollow  Road 
Schools,  situated  between  the  lona  School  Section  and  Number  14  and  attended  by  l)oth,  l)ut 
this  being  removed,  a  Meeting  of  the  Section  was  called,  tlie  result  of  which  was  that  a  frame 
Schocd  House  was  erected,  at  a  cost  of  f224.     {John  M.  McLennan,  Fimjal.) 

Southwold  Township.  School  Section  Number  Six  :  The  first  School  conducted  in  thih- 
Section  was  in  the  little  log  House,  about  LS27,  on  lot  Number  40,  North  Back  Street,  owned  by 
Mr.  Jacob  Lemons.  This  <li(l  not  continue  long,  the  settlers  deciding  to  build  a  Scliool  House 
on  the  north-east  corner  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Isaac  Smith.  This  was  about  1829,  or  1830,  and 
at  this  time  the  Section  extended  tliree  <n-  four  miles  west  and  to  Kettle  Creek  on  the  south. 
The  first  Teacher  was  one  Mr.  Price,  and  the  subjects.  Spelling,  (Cobb's)  Arithmetic  and  Read- 
ing, the  latter  being  generally  out  of  the  Old  Tesbiment.     The  building  had  the  fire  place  and

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the  slab  desk  and  seats,  and  it  included  the  birch  rod,  as  in  these  days  the  old  theory  '•  Spare 
the  rod  and  spoil  the  child  "  was  strictly  adherred  to.  Among  tliose  wlio  taught  were  Mr. 
Samuel  M.  Fassett,  who  also  taught  singing  school  here  and  at  Oneida.  Mr.  Myron  H.  Rowley, 
now  of  St.  Thomas,  Mr.  Leonard  Busby,  and  Miss  Spackuian,  Mrs.  Josei)h  Orchard,  Fingal. 
Mr.  Rowley  taught  here  two  years,  coming  here  in  November,  1831.  An  article  of  agreement 
was  drawn  between  the  settlers  and  the  School  Master  and  two  dollars  ])er  (juarter  was  charged, 
and  the  Teacher  quite  often  boarded  with  the  different  settlers.     {Mark  WuUis,  Talbotvil  '«■  ) 

Scliool  Secfion  Xnmber  Set^en  :  The  scholars  in  this  settlement  had  to  go  to  the  Schools  at 
Talbotville  and  Frouie  ;  tlie  Kettle  Creek  forming  the  Ixiundary  lietweeu  the  two  Sect  ons. 
Mr.  William  Sells  agitated  a  School  nearer  home,  .so  those  in  the  neighborliood  having  cliildren 
helped  build  a  frame  School  House  on  lot  Number  .S4  south,  known  as  the  Wade,  or  Union 
School  House.  In  1832  money  was  raised  by  subscription  to  buy  nails  and  sliingles.  Mr. 
James  Jackson  prej)ared  the  lumber,  as  he  had  a  .saw-mill  on  a  branch  of  Kettle  Crtek.  As  a 
playground  was  an  unconnnon  thing  the  children  had  to  use  the  highway.  Mr.  Andrew  Boyd, 
the  first  Teacher,  was  paid  so  much  per  scholar,  and  boarded  amongst  his  pupils.  The  only 
Books  used  were  the  Bible,  Englisli  Reader  and  Spelling  Book.     (Ernest  Gilbert. ) 

School  Section  Nxmbrr  Ten  :  The  history  of  the  School  Section  is  a  very  checkered  one, 
dating  back  as  far  as  1811  and  1812.  It  was  in  these  years  that  most  of  the  settlers  took  up 
their  lots  <»f  200  acres  and  began  the  toil  which  has  produced  their  beautiful  farms.  Most  of  the 
early  settlers  caue  from  Nt)va  Scotia,  travelling  most  by  land,  often  l)eing  from  thirteen  to 
eighteen  weeks  on  the  way.        .  .       The  first  School  House  stood  in  edge  of  woods  facing  the 

the  town  line,  about  eighty  rods  south  of  Back  street.  It  was  a  log  one,  and  erected  in  181(i, 
and  was  what  we  would  now  call  a  Union  School.  The  first  Trustees  were  Messieurs  Daniel 
]\lclntyre  and  Robert  Reed.  The  first  Teacher  was  Mr.  John  Robinson,  followed  liy  Mr.  War- 
ren Rondel, — Davis, — Hanali,  familiarly  known  as  "Master  Hanah,"  and  tlie  hist  Munliolland. 
The  B(-)oks  used  then  were  :  Cobb's  Spelling  Book,  New  Testament  and  English 
Reader.  TheTal)les  were  wi-itten  on  paper  and  hung  on  the  wall.  The  pens  were  goose  (juills. 
The  games  were  mostly  swinging,  the  swings  being  made  by  stripping  the  bark  from  basswood 
trees.  The  desks  were  made  of  lK)ards  ;  the  feats  were  mere  benches  made  by  Ixn-ing  four  holes 
in  a  plank  and  fastening  in  four  legs.  The  next  School  was  one  that  stood  on  south-ea,st  corner 
of  lot  Number  10,  north  side,  and  known  as  the  "Cottage  School."  It  was  of  frame,  and  Imilt 
abi>ut  1820.  The  first  teacher  was  Mr.  Jackson  Stafford.  Mrs.  Gunn  and — McCartney  were 
also  Teachers,  as  well  as  Mr.  Allan  McLean,  the  last  Teacher,  w  ho  taught  in  1834.  While  this 
School  was  still  in  existence,  some  dissatisfaction  arose  in  the  neighl)orhood.  and  Mr.  Ira(iill)ert, 
'  together  witli  Mr.  Van  Yelsor  and  some  others,  l)uilt  the  third  School  House  that  the  Section 
has  seen  on  the  south-west  corner  of  lot  Number  8,  north  side.  While  this  School  was  })uilding, 
rather  than  send  tlieir  children  to  the  "Cottage  School,"  another  School  was  opened  in  the 
house  of  Mr  James  Van  Velsor.  The  School  was  completed  in  1832,  and  was  known  as  the 
"  Seminarj'."  Two  Schools  now  stood  in  the  Section  within  three-(piarters  mile  of  each  other, 
and  it  was  not  unconnncm  to  see  children  pass  l)y  the  one  to  attend  the  other.  The  Tea'^liers  of 
the  different  Schools  were  also  drawn  into  the  strife,  often  going  about  canvassing  for  scholars. 
Better  wages  was  als<j  a  plea  for  their  canvassing,  as  they  were  paid  .seventy-five  cents  a  scholar 
for  three  months.  The  Teachers  boarded  from  house  to  house,  a  week  for  each  scholar.  The 
"Seminary"  jjrevailed  ;  and,  in  1834  the  Cottage  School  was  closed  and  shortly  after  torn  down. 
The  first  Tru.stees  in  the  "Seminary"  were  Messieurs  Ira  (Jilbert,  James  Van  Velsor  and  Henry 
Hamilton.  The  first  Teacher  was  Mr.  Noah  Silcox,  followed  l)y  Mr.  Mark  Wells.  Willian'i 
Aisworth,  Mrs.  (lunn  and  others.     {Mnr\i  Hamillon^  SUfddan.) 

School  Section  N^iviber  Eleven:  In  181(>,  Mr.  James  Wat.son  gave  the  present  School  site,  an 
acre  of  land,wij;hout  any  charges,  to  the  Section.  A  log  School  House,  20  feet  by  18  feet,  was  at  once 
erected  by  the  few  .struggling  settlers.  Most  of  the  logs  with  which  the  Scliool  House  was  ))uilt 
were  cut  from  this  acre  of  land.  The  first  Teacher  was  Mr.  William  Hainiah,  and  the  first 
Trustees  were  Messieurs  John  Barber,  .James  Watson  and  (!olonel  Burwell.  Mr.  William 
Hannah  taught  two  years,  received  a  salary  of  Two  Hundred  dollars,  and  boarded  with  the 
scholar's  parents.  He  was  succeeded  l)y  Mr.  William  Evans,  wlio  tauglit  for  about  two  years. 
During  his  stay,  which  was  aliout  1820,  the  log  Scliool  House  was  burned  down.  School  was 
held  in  private  houses  after  this  di.saster,  and  was  tauglit  by  Messieurs  Evv(ni  Cameron,  Wells 
Waters  and  Miss  Nancy  Leander.  In  18.30.  a  new  frame  Scliool  House,  in  si/.e  24  ftn-t  by  22  feet, 
was  built  on  the  .same  piece  of  land.  The  first  Teacher  in  it  was  Mr.  .John  W.  Clarke,  who 
taught  two  and  a  lialf  years,  when  he  died.  The  next  Teacher  was  Mr.  D.  C.  Spore,  who  taught 
'  two  years.  He  was  noted  for  his  liasty  tenii»e.r.  He  would  often  throw  a  round  ruler  across  the 
School  Room  at  a  ciiild's  hejwl.  Mr.  Crowell  Wils<in,  who  was  the  next  Teacher,  taught  about 
six  years.  He  was  the  best  Teacher  of  liis  day,  who  had  ever  taught  in  this  School  He  was  a 
giKMl  Latin  Sch<ilar.  and  was  induced  to  c(jnie  here  by  Colonel  Burwell,  who  wislied  his  sons 
taught  I^itin,  and  this  he  did  by  teaching  them  at  noon  hour.      He   was  afterwards  M.  P.   for 
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Middlesex  and  Elgin,  and  for  East  Middle.sex,  and  died  in  181)5.  The  next.  Teacher  was  Mr.  J. 
Ben.son,  a  Minister,  who  taught  two  years.  During  his  stay  Mr.  .Jauies  Watson,  who  gave  the 
School  land,  died,  and  Mr.  Benson  preached  his  f\nieral  sermon.  The  next  Teacher  was  Mr. 
William  Law,  who  taught  only  three  months  and  was  succeeded  hy  Mr.  Matthew  Lodge,  who 
taught  two  years.  Mr.  Sauniel  McCartney  was  the  next  Teacher,  and  tau;^ht  ahout  two  years, 
and  then  Mr.  Edward  Potts  taught  two  years.  Then  Mr.  Cassady,  then  Mr  Marseilles,  and 
then  Miss  Hannah  Pearce,  the  only  lady  Teacher  who  has  ever  taught  in  this  Section  since  18.'i(). 
The  next  Teacher  was  Mr.  William  Collier,  who  tauuht  one  year,  and  his  place  was  taken  hy  Mr. 
A.  Weldon,  who  taught  two  years.  Mr.  Ewcin  C'aniei'on  was  the  next  Teacher,  for  two  years, 
nnd  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  A.  McMillan,  who  taught  oidy  three  months.  Then  Mr.  Lewis 
Williams  taught  one  year,  and  then  Mr.  Ihiury  L.  Vesco  for  one  year.  The  next  Teacher  was 
Mr.  Ehenezer  McCoU,  who  taught  for  one  year,  and  then  Mr.  Ewen  Cameron  taught  for  one 
year.  Mr.  l>aniel  S.  McColl,  who  was  the  next  Teacher,  taught  two  years,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Francis  Jones,  who  taught  two  years.  .         .         {Maij(jie  McLennan,  Fiiujal.) 

Bayham  ToWNSHir,  School  Section  Nnmher  Sixteen:  The  first  School  House  of  this  Section 
WHS  erected  in  18.'?r>,  on  the  corner  of  lot  Number  1,  Concession  10,  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Daniel 
Moss.  It  was  a  log  structure,  having  two  small  windows  and  a  tire  place,  the  base  of  which  was 
built  of  stone,  and  the  balance  of  sticks  and  unid.  The  desks  which  ran  around  the  wall,  were 
made  of  flattened  st  icks  of  timbi-r  supported  by  legs  inserted  into  auger  holes.  No  maps,  no 
blackboards,  no  globe  were  found  therein.  Mavor's  S|)elling  Book,  the  English  Reader,  the 
Writing  Book,  and  Arithmetic,  were  all  that  were  in  use.  Mr.  Daniel  Moss  was  the  first  Teacher, 
foll«)wed  by  Miss  Cascadden,  and  she  by  Miss  Abel,     (Nada  Do^ialdson,  Coriidh.) 

Section  Number  10  is  made  up  of  parts  of  the  Metcalfe,  Dobbie  and  Heardman  Sections, 
and  the  whole  of  what  was  known  as  Jones'  Corners  Section,  (now  the  village  of  Corinth).  Prior 
to  18t)2,  these  Sections  had  each  a  separate  existence.  Before  the  Union,  (18<52),  the  Sections, 
being  sn\all,  the  Schools  were  (juite  close  together,  and,  if  the  attendance  at  any  one  of  them 
promised  to  be  slim  for  the  coming  term,  or  a  suitable  Teacher  could  not  be  secin-ed,  that  School 
would  be  closed,  and  the  pupils  would  attend  the  other  Schools  during  that  term.  As  any  one 
of  these  Schools  was  subject  to  these  drawbacks,  it  would  hajjpen  that  a  pupil  would  be  com|)elled 
to  attend  at  lea.st  two,  and,  in  .some  instances,  three  of  these  Schools  before  completing  his 
ccmrse,  .so  that,  in  referring  to  the  School  boys  of  those  days,  who  have  since  distin(|uished  them- 
selves, it  is  rather  difficult  to  designate  them  as  graduates  of  a»iy  one  of  these  jjarticulnr  Schools. 
The  Mo.ss  Section,  afterwards  divided  between  the  Metcalfe  and  Jones'  Cornei's  Section,  was  one 
of  the  earliest  formed  in  this  conniuniity.  The  School  House  was  built  about  the  year  182(5,  on 
the  southwest  corner  of  lot  Number  1,  Concession  10,  and  Mr.  Daniel  Moss,  who  was  instru- 
mental in  forming  the  Section,  became  the  first  Teacher,  with  a  salary  amounting  to  about  £'10 
per  annum.  Mr.  Moss  was  a  native  of  Vermont  State,  and  came  to  this  ])art  in  the  early 
twenties.  He  is  well  remembered  by  the  elder  mendiers  of  the  district,  many  of  whom  were 
pupils  under  him,  and  all  speak  of  him  as  a  man  of  sterling  worth  and  high  character.  The 
following  were  some  of  the  Teachers  of  the  Moss  School  House,  coming  after  Mr.  Moss,  videlicet: 
The  Misses  Able,  Cascadden,  Lydia  Kipp  and  Mrs.  Mary  McMath  an<i  Mr.  John  Horn. 
The  Moss  School  House  was  probably  a  type  of  the  Schools  in  those  days.  The  walls  were  built 
of  logs,  dovetailed  at  the  corners,  the  chinks  being  tilled  in  with  mud.  Logs  formed  the  rafters 
and  large  pine  slabs  were  used  instead  of  shingles.  These  latter  were  weighed  down  by  heavy 
logs,  Hrmly  tied  to  the  building  l)y  willow  withes.  Inside  wooden  pins  were  driven  pait  way  into 
the  wall,  and  on  these  pine  ])lanks  were  laid.  These  planks  extended  nearly  around  the  building 
about  three  feet  from  the  Hoor,  and  formed  the  desks.  Half  of  a  bass-wood  log,  the  Hat  side 
dre.ssed  smooth  was  su])ported  by  four  heavy  wooden  legs,  and  formed  the  bench.  The  door  had 
wooden  hinges,  and  a  wooden  latch.  A  large  tire  place  sujjplied  warmth  in  cold  weather.  It 
was  felt  by  many  that  this  School  House  was  not  adapted  either  for  size,  or  location,  to  the  needs 
of  the  growing  Section,  and  this  School  was  abandoned,  about  the  year  1842,  a  number  of  the 
pupils  going  to  the  Jones'  ('orners  School,  and  the  remainder  to  the  new  School  on  the  farm  of 
Mr.  Metcalfe,    and  known   as  the   Metcalfe  School.  .  .  The  exact  date   of  the   tir.st 

School  House  built  in  Jones' Corners,  is  not  known,  but  it  is  believed  to  be  in  the  early  twenties. 
The  Building  was  a  log  one  similar  in  construction  to  the  Moss  School  House.  Miss  Borbridge 
is  remembered  as  being  a  Teacher  in  this  School  House.  This  School  House  was  h)cated  on  the 
S.  E.  corner  of  lot  Number  5,  Concession  9.     {E.  F.  R.) 

Yarmoith  Township,  School  Section  Number  Four:  If  a  stranger  were  a])j)roaching  the 
vicinity  of  School  Section  Number  4,  Yarmouth,  if  anything  could  call  forth  his  admiration,  it 
would  be  the  natural  beauty  of  the  .scenery.  Truly,  nature  was  in  her  most  acconuuodating 
moile,  when  she  shaped  those  lovely  hills,  and  graceful  slopes  so  apj>roj)riately,  for  happy  hearted 
School  children  to  .slide  down  in  winter,  and  to  plav  on  in  sunnner.  .  .  To  the  .scmth, 

and  but  a  few  steps  from   the  School,  is  Lake  Erie         .         .  .         The  Section  is  situated 

three  miles  south  of  Spartfi.         .  ,         The  first  School  that  was  started  was  in  a   log  hou.se, 
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ou  the  north  end  of  lot  Number  23.  second  Concession,  in  1840.  The  first  Teacher  was  Mis» 
Delia  "^ickerson  ;  she  boarded  around  at  different  places  and  received  one  dollar  a  week. 
Teachei-s  were  hii-ed  for  four  months  at  a  time.  The  average  attendance  was  twenty  scholars, 
{Lonisa  V.  Prior,  Sparta.) 

School  Section  Number  Six:  The  Scliool  Section  now  known  as  Number  6,  was  originally  two 
sections,  the  southern  half  being  Number  5,  and  the  northern  Number  6.  The  first  School  in 
Number  G  was  a  log  building,  erected  in  1829  on  lot  Number  24  in  the  3rd  Concession.  Mr.  Asle 
Bryant  was  the  first  Teacher  and  Messieurs  John  Wilson,  Henry  Yarwood  and  Charles 
Lincoln  were  the  first  B  ard  of  Trustees.  Each  pupil  paid  the  Teacher  six  shillings  for  ?ix 
months'  schooling,  the  jmpils  also  supjdying  the  wood  for  heating  the  School-Room.  The 
Teacher  "boarded  round,"  but  contrived  to  stay  as  long  as  possible  in  the  homes  where  the 
greatest  degree  of  comfort  prevailed.  .  .  {Eliza  H.  Martyn,  Sparta.) 

School  Section  Nnmher  Eiijht :  When  the  settlers  btgan  to  feel  the  need  of  a  School  House, 
a  rude  structure  of  logs  was  erected  on  lot  Number  9,  Concession  4,  for  the  purpose.  Each 
resident  assisted  in  building  it,  and  supplied  a  portion  of  the  fuel  required.  The  only  Text 
Books  used  were  a  Spelling  Book,  tlie  Ent^lish  Reader  and  the  Bible.  The  first  Teacher  was  a 
Mr.  Prime,  ani  his  salary  was  piid  on  the  subscription  plan,  at  to  much  a  pupil, and  each  settler 
would  subscribe  according  to  his  ni' ans  The  leacher  boarded  round  among  the  residents. 
The  next  School  House,  wliich  was  also  of  logs,  was  built  on  the  north-east  corner  of  lot  Number 

7,  Conce.ssion  3,  and  pupils  came  from  hs  far  as  Port  Stanley  to  this  School.  On  the  4th  of  July 
1832,  cholera  iToke  out  at  New  ¥•  rk  city,  and  emigrants  coming  by  way  of  New  York  to  Port 
Stanley  brought  the  infection.  Many  were  stiicken  with  the  disease  at  the  Port,  and  eighteen 
of  the  number  died.     The  nearest  physician  at  ;his  time  was  Dr.  Hawkins,  living  on  lot  Number 

8.  Concession  4.  He  attended  the  patients,  tnok  the  disease  and  died.  The  doctor's  wife,  who 
was  also  down  with  the  maiady,  whs  removed  to  the  School  House  on  the  opposite  corner  of  the 
road,  where  she  died,  and  both  huildings  with  their  contents  were  burned.  The  people  of  the 
neighborhood  were  so  afraid  of  the  disease  tl-at  the  road  was  very  seldom  travelled  for  some 
time.  After  this  a  substantial  frame  School  H'luse  was  built  <n  the  present  site  and  became 
known  as  the  "  Springfield  ^^eminary."  Later  on,  it  was  replaced  by  the  present  brick  struc- 
ture. .         .         (Jessie  Bally,  Unio)i.) 

School  Section  Number  Thirteen :  The  first  School  House  was  of  log,  on  lot  Number  22,  of 
5th  Concession.  The  next  was  a  frame  building  on  lot  21.  just  east  of  where  the  present  one 
now  stands.  The  first  Teacher  was  a  Mr  McGregor.  Each  child  paid  seventy-five  cents  per 
quarter.         .         .         {Versa  Gloin   Spart((.) 

South  noRCHESTEK  Township.  (No  School  Section  is  mentioned)  :  In  1840,  Mr.  Henry 
Niles,  of  Nilestown,  Local  Superintendent  of  Schools,  first  formed  this  territory  into  School 
Sections,  and  one  log  School  House  was  built  where  Springfield  now  stands  and  another  near 
Mapleton,  in  which  Mr.  Sheppard  taught.  .         .  {Joseph  A.  Netvell,  Spritujrille.) 

Sprinofikld  :  During  the  pi-meer  days  the  education  of  the  young  was  fairly  looked  after. 
The  first  School  Hou.se  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  lot  now  owned  by  Mr.  John  Yoder, 
but  at  that  time  by  Mr.  Joel  Burns,  was  buiit  in  1837,  and  for  years  was  known  as  Burns' 
Scho  )1.         .         ,         {Grant  Best,  aged  13.) 

TVRCONNEL  Township,  School  Section  Number  Two:  Not  until  1850,  did  Tyrconnel  possess  a 
School  Previous  to  this  the  young  pioneers  trudged  about  two  miles  east  to  a  small  log  struc- 
ture between  lots  Numbers  13  and  14.  and  in  earlier  years  still  further  east.  One  School 
Bufticed  for  what  are  known  a^*  Sections  Numbers  1  and  2.  Among  the  early  Teachers  the  names 
of  Messieurs  Mowbray  and  W  eldon  are  still  remembered.  They  collected  their  own  salaries  at 
the  rate  of  about  12s  ($2.40;  a  pupil  per  quarter.         .  .         {Annie  W.  Geddes,  Tyrconnel.) 

The  foregoing  liistorieal  record,  or  "  sketch,"  of  these  Scliools  in  the  County 
of  Elgin  is  unvarying  in  its  statement  of  the  fact  tliat  tlic  early  settlers  were 
fully  alive  to  the  fact  that,  as  soon  as  they  were  numerous  enough,  a  School  was 
a  necessity,  and  that,  whctiier  log  or  frame,  a  House  to  hold  it  in  was  indispensable. 
The  Management  of  the  Seliool,  after  the  House  was  erected,  was  a  very  simple 
affair,  and  involved  no  finaiK-ial  responsibility  on  the  part  of  its  Managers.  The 
School  was  practically  "  farmed  out,"  (as  the  phrase  was  understood),  to  the 
person  who  woUld  take  it  at  his  own  risk,  and  at  so  much  per  pupil, — the  collection 
of  fe<-s,  and  the  "boarding  )otnid  "  wei'e  matters  of  personal  arrangement  between 
the  Teacher  and  the  patrons  of  tin-  School. 
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HuKON  Schools  "  In  the  Days  of  the  Canada  Company.'' 

The  foUowint;  are  extracts  from  an  intorcstint:;  Book  recently  publi.she<l  by 
the  Misse.s  Lizar.s,  entitled:  "In  the  Days  of  the  Canada  Company,  lSJo-lS50," 
and  to  wliich  reference  is  made  on  pat^e  130,  ante. 

The  Canada  Comi)any  provided  foi*  everything,  from  a  Postmaster  to  a  Parson  or  a  Dominie. 
The  last  could  l>e  fonnd  in  numbers. 

Thk  Cl.\iRi!R.\in  School.  Gairbraid  [the  home  of  the  noted  Dunlops. — Doctor  and  Captain] 
provided  two  pupils,  lads  living  there,  one  of  them  a  Nephew  of  Lou's,  [Mrs.  Duidop]  both 
wild  and  unmanageable,  after  the  manner  of  tlie  times — to  run  away,  or  to  "go  to  sea,"  were 
everyday  occurrences.  Learning  was  considered  indispen.sable  for  the  latter  calling.  '•  What's- 
the  use  o'  me  learning  CJeography,"  said  one  pupil,  "  when  I'm  not  going  to  be  a  sailor  I  " 

The  Scliool  at  (Jairl)raid  had  a  short  life  ;  the  ne.\t  being  kept  by  a  Mr.  Gallagher.  The 
land  for  the  latter  was  given  by  the  Canada  Company.  The  boya  were  ranged  round  the  wall, 
on  forms  which  had  boards  sloped  to  the  walls, — by  way  of  desks.  From  some  cause,  not  too 
charitably  interpreted  by  his  boys,  Paddy  [(iallagher]  would  often  doze.  When  he  was  just  oti', 
as  they  thought  and  devoutly  hoped,  he  would  wake  suddenly,  roar  out,  "  Mind  your  books  I" 
This  adjuration  was  snorted  at  intervals;  his  long,  five-foot  "gad"  held  loosely  between  his 
knees  ;  but,  when  he  really  woke  up,  he  would  "go  for  them."  He  whaled  the  two  Gairbraid 
boys,  separately  and  together  ;  and,  when  they  were  still  full  of  pranks  and  insubordination,  he 
handed  them  a  wand  each — "  Now,  flog  each  other,  I  wash  my  hands  of  you  !  " 

The  Doctor  [Dunlop]  makes  allusion  to  "  his  cubs"  in  some  of  his  Letters,  apologizing  for 
their  non-attendance  at  School,  on  the  score  of  turnip-taking,  and  such-like  laborious  work, — 
work  then  recjuired  of  all, — -men,  women  and  children.     Puges  SJ^G,  347  and  3^8. 

Thi;  Weiji5  School,  Gouerich.  The  younger  generation  springing  up  had  to  be  taught,, 
and  one  of  the  most  telling  and  characteristic  features  in  that  early  Goderich  picture  was  the 
"  Webb  School  for  Young  Ladies."  Like  many  things,  it  was  criticized  in  the  time  of  operation, 
but  fdled  a  most  useful  comer  in  a  day  of  necessity.  The  School  was  kept  by  Mrs.  Webb  and 
her  three  daughters.  Their  School  was  first  kept  in  a  little  log  House,  beyond  Longworth  s 
Point.  The  mode  t  curriculum  of  the  School  would  provoke  a  smile  on  modern  student  lips, 
ao  free  was  it  from  'ologies  and  'isms  ;  but  the  education  given  was  correct,  and  thorough,  as  far 
as  it  went.  Their  rules  were  simple  and  few  ;  but  oh,  bo  strictly  enforced,  with  the  aid  of 
Dunce's  Cap.  Back-Board  and  "taws"  ; — personal  neatness  and  good  manners  being  the  sixe 
qua  non  ;  the  latter,  they  argued,  was  the  outcome  of  a  moral  principle.  They  themselves  wee 
ladies  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word, — pure-minded,  honourable,  cultured  gentlewomen,  whose 
truth  and  sincerity  their  pupil  world  never  doubted.  These  pupils,  who  are  survivors,  all 
elderly,  some  aged,  women,  now  bear,  and  will  carry  to  the  grave,  the  habits  and  principles  then 
so  rigidly  taught.  Every  midsummer  the  Webbs  gave  an  afternoon  party  to  their  pupils  ;  and 
the  garden,  which  was  an  object  of  general  interest,  made  a  great  additional  pleasure  in  the  day. 
One  thing,  much  criticized  in  the  community,  was  the  pupils'  manner  of  entering  and  leaving 
the  School- Room.  Un  leaving,  all  the  pupils  assembled, —bags  in  hand,  and  each  class,  begin- 
ning with  the  youngest,  filed  before  the  standing  majesties,  when  the  aggret'ate  cla.ss,  with  one 
swoop,  curtsied.  The  Ladies  bowed  in  return  ;  one  Class  passed  out,  the  next  one  came,  and 
so  on,  until  the  little  log  School- House  was  quiet.  When  visitors  arrived,  all  the  pupils  rose 
en  masse  to  receive  them,  but  then  went  on  with  such  work  as  engrossed  them  as  though  no  one 
were  present.     {Paijcs  i.sV  and  188.) 

Education  in  the  County  of  Perth.  A  bundle  of  old  letters  and  papers,  some  in  good 
preservation,  some  so  frayed,  worn  and  discoloured  that  it  is  hard  to  gather  much  from  them, 
contain  the  only  written  records  of  the  Educational  Germ  in  Perth.  The  paper  of  these  letters 
is  blue,  some  of  it  porous.  Unlike  the  ink  used  on  the  Goderich  documents,  the  li(|uid  seems 
to  have  been  some  native  compound.  Most  of  them  bear  the  Goderich  postmark,  for  School 
matters  were  directed  from  the  Education  Office  there,  and  the  occasion  of  that  movable  feast, 
the  arrival  of  Judge  Read's  post-bag,  was  interesting  to  Mr.  Alexander  McGregor,  who,  with 
only  occasional  lapses  from  office,  appears  to  have  been  Teacher  from  the  year  1844,  when  the 
log  school-house  became  formally  invested.  Before  that  time.  Mrs.  Sargint  had  got  together  the 
village  children,  and  some  sort  of  School  had  been  organized  by  her.  Things  had  changed  since 
1789,  when  a  Canadian  who  knew  how  to  read  and  write  was  a  phenomenon,  or.  from  the  later 
date,  of  1H28,  wlien  a  Petition  to  the  Old  Country  bore  on  it  78,000  X  marks.  But  even  the 
three  R's  were  yet  a  luxury,  and  parents  in  1844  seemed  to  have  been  keenly  alive  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  them,  and  more,  for  their  young  children.

146  DOCUMENTARY  HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION  IN  UPPER  CANADA  1841 


As  an  aphorism,  "  The  eyes  of  the  Master  do  more  work  than  both  of  his  hands,"  sounds 
and  looks  well,  but  Perthshire  memories  do  not  seek  to  rob  the  hands  of  early  times  of  any  of 
their  due  ;  the  birch  was  a  native  wood  of  hard}-  growth.  A  Mr.  McKee  had  a  short  term  in 
the  log  School  House,  and  also  a  Mr.  Purday,  whose  agreement  with  the  School  Trustees, — "  if 
both  parties  is  pleased  with  each  other," — carries  with  it  an  excuse  for  the  shortness  of  its 
limit  — three  months.  But,  during  these  three  months,  a  lively  incident  took  place.  It  was 
the  custom  for  the  School  Trustees  to  make  dignified  and  periodical  visits  to  the  School.  One 
<iay.  three  of  the  oldest  boj-s  were  absent ;  and,  on  the  same  day,  some  strangers  happened  to 
drop  in  to  see  Mr.  Purday  and  his  scholars  »t  work.  Imitating  the  Trustees  in  manner,  gait, 
deportment  and  dress,  in  came  the  three  absent  boys.  They  had  somewhere  got  old  blue  coats, 
with  brass  buttons  and  other  articles  of  attire  that  marked  the  most  correct  of  full-dress  of  the 
day.  The  Master  dare  not  make  a  scene  before  the  strangers  ;  the  mock  Trustees  i)eered 
through  their  spectacles  and  inspected,  in  most  approved  fashion, — their  manners  in  striking 
contrast  to  those  they  kept  for  every-d^y  wear,  and  not  matching  with  the  rosy  cheeks  and 
bright  eyes  which  told  their  true  age.  The  storm  burst  afterwards,  and  although  Mr.  Purday, 
whose  abilities  and  ac(iuirements  seem  to  have  belonged  to  the  Hedge  Schoolmaster  variety, 
soon  made  room  for  the  return  of  Mr.  McGregor,  he,  in  the  meantime,  by  the  aid  of  the 
outraged  Trustees,  caused  the  boys'  temporary  suspension.  Three  other  boys  in  that  School  : 
James  Woods,  Michael  McAuley  and  Daniel  Seigmiller,  were  very  ready  with  their  fists,  one 
upon  the  other.  They  were  destined  to  become  severally,  a  County  Judge,  a  Roman  Catholic 
Priest,  and  a  Mormon  Bishop.  Another  boy,  Andrew  Monteith,  whose  splendid  physique  and 
leonine  head  and  shoulders  foretold  that  he  would  be  the  bast  young  chopper  and  logger  in  the 
countrv  side,  laid  there  the  foundation  of  that  pliin  education  which  seemed,  in  characters  of 
his  stamp,  to  be  able  to  carry  men  forward  to  the  front  ranks  of  countj^  infiuence  and  municipal 
honour.  He  lived  to  be  the  prime  mover  in  educational  matters,  which  took  fresh  departure 
and  new  life  when  learning  became  free  to  all  ;  to  succeed  Mr.  Alexander  McGregor  in 
the  County  Treasurership  ;  to  become  one  of  the  ablest  and  most  honest  politicians  of  the  day, 
in  his  party  and  District.     {Pages  J^37  and  4-38.) 


CHAPTER    X. 

REMINISCENCES    OF     SUPERANNUATED     SCHOOL     TEACHERS    IN 

UPPER    CANADA. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  fullest  information  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the 
elementary  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Teachers  themselves,  I  addressed  the  following  Circular  to  those  of  them  who 
had  been  employed  in  the  Schools  before  and  since  the  Common  School  Act  of 
1841  was  passed.     I  said: 

In  preparing,  for  tlie  Department  of  Education,  (under  the  direction  of  the  Honourable  the 
Minister,)  the  Docc.me.vtarv  Hlstory  of  Education  in  Upi'TR  Canada,  from  17iH  to  1870, 
it  apjicars  to  me  that  the  History  would  be  much  more  complete,  if  the  old  Teacliers  of  the 
Province  would  contribute  the  result  of  their  experience  in  the  Schools,  during  the  period  of 
their  early  service  in  them, 

I  will,  therefore,  thank  you  to  send  me  a  l)rief  shetch  of  the  Schools  in  which  30U  may  have 
taught, — the  condition  of  the  Buildings,  the  kin<l  of  Fittings  in  the  School  Rooms,  Ajiparatus, 
Majjs,  Books  used,  and  any  other  details  which  might  be  of  interest  in  this  Work,  on  which  I 
am  now  engaged. 

I  may  add,  that,  in  addition  to  any  specific  information  which  you  may  be  alile  to  give  me 
about  the  Schools  in  which  you  may  have  taught,  I  should  be  glad  to  get  copies  of  old  News- 
papers, old  Pamphlets,  old  Parliamentary  jjroceedings  :  (Hills,  Reports,  etcetera);  Oltl  School 
Records,  College  Calendars  ;  Examination  Papers,  and  any  other  Documents  which  might  throw 
light  on  the  Educational  history  of  Upper  Canada  from  the  earliest  times. 

I  hav(j  received  a  large  iiuiiilxi-  of  Letters  fjoiii  old  Tiachci's  in  response  to 
this  Circular ;  }>ut,  singularly  enough,  some  of  them  unsigned,  and  many  of  them 
without  particulars  as  to  when  jukI  where  the   Writer  was  employed.     This,  of 
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coui'se,  led  to  u  pjood  dciil  of  additional  correspondence  and  mucli  delay;  for  it 
was  felt  to  be  useless  to  insert  information  which  was  incomplete  in  the  essential 
particulars  named — of  person,  time  and  place.  The  foliowint^  reminiscences  of  a 
Teacher  was  received,  but  no  name  w^as  appended  to  it.  The  details,  however, 
are  explicit  and  circuiiistantial  as  to  tiiiif  aixl  ])lace  : 

TowNSHn*  OF  Emily.  The  tirst  Public  School  openu'l,.  in  what  is  now  the  County  of 
Victoria,  was  held,  or  opened,  in  the  Township  of  Emily  on  the  south  east  corner  of 
Lot  nuuiher  10,  Concession  3.  then  known,  as,  the  Clergy  Reserve  Lot.  The  School  House,  or 
liuilding  used  as  such,  was  an  old  log  shanty  about  20  by  12  feet,  covered  with  Elm  JJark,  a  flat 
roof,  it  had  neither  window,  floor,  or  tire  i)hice,  or  stove,  conse(|uently  could  only  ))e  used  in 
suMuner,  there  was  an  opening  in  the  roof,  and  the  original  occupants,  (wlio  were  lirickmakers, 
im|)ortcd  in  the  early  twenties  of  this  century,  used  it  while  making  a  kiln  of  lirick  for  an 
English  Cabinet  Maker,  who  did  not  think,  wooden  house  iiealthy  residences.  The  School  was 
opened  in  dune,  1834,, and  lasted  three  or  four  months,  until  the  days  got  too  cold  for  the  pupils 
to  sit  without  a  tire.  The  Teacher,  (like  nearly  all  of  the  early  Teacliei's,  in  this  new  country, 
then,  was  an  old  British  Soldier,  named,  Hamilton,  an  Irish  Man  and  a  graduate  of  Trinity 
College,  Dublin.  Six  feet  two  inches  in  height,  and  of  tine  appearaiice,'an(l  of  very  (ientlemanly 
manners.  Poor  fellow,  he  had  an  old  Soldier's  failing, — a  great  fondness  for  drink.  He  drifted 
to  Emily,  where  he  took  up  the  land  granted  him,  as  a  discharged  soldier,  but  being  not  used  to 
m;inual  labour,  he  did  not  stay  long  on  the  land.  The  Settlers,  being  desirous  of  gettiu"  their 
children  as  much  of  an  education  as  the  resources  of  the  country,  and  their  limited  means  could 
aH'ord,  held  a  meeting,  and  concluded  to  endeavour  to  make  an  arrangement,  with  Mr.  Hanulton, 
to  open  a  school.  The  result  was,  that  he  was  engaged  to  teach,  while  the  weather  kept  tine,  at 
the  rate  of  eight  dollars  per  month.  Each  farmer  jjaying  a  tixed  sum  for  each  child,  sent,  or 
promised  to  the  School,  there  were  from  sixteen  to  twenty  childi'en  which  commenced  attendini'. 
S<)me  of  them,  (those  large  enough  to  assist  in  harvest),  went  the  tirst  two  months,  as  the  days 
grew  cool;  the  smaller  ones  dropped  otl' — and  thw  school  came  to  a  natural  standstill,  but  the 
j»o  )r  old  splendid  British  Soldier,  was  f  lund  lying  dead,  by  the  roadside,  not  far  from  the  school 
hiuise,  one  cold  morning  early  in  the  fall,  after  the  school  closed.  The  School  furniture  and 
tixings  consisted  of,  two  benches  made  by  the  two  largest  scholars,  felling  a  Basswood  tree 
splitting  it  up  tlie  centre,  and  fitting  two  legs  on  each  end, — these  making  two  benches  for  use 
to  sit  on.  The  Desks  consisted  of  rough  bi>ards,  resting  on  long  ])ins,  or  stakes,  driven  into  two 
inch  auger  holes,  bored  into  the  side  logs  of  the  building, — no  trouble  in  sweej)ing  tloor,  as  it 
was  Mother  P]arth.  The  Book'^  and  ecpiipments  ccm^^isted  of  the  Bible  ;  Carpenter's  and  Mavor's 
Spelling  Books,  and  such  old  Arithmetics  as  the  parents  of  the  children  had  i)rouglit  from  tlie  old 
■country.  We  had  very  little  ])aper,  some  slates  ;  one  which  now  costs  13  cents  to  15  cents  then 
■costing  as  high  as  80  cents,  (or  four  shillings  Halifax  Currency).  The  pu])ils  had  to  use  (juill  pens 
— (there  were  no  steel  pens  then,)  and  they  learned  to  make  them,  for  their  own  use.  If  a  l)oy 
•got  handy  at  the  work,  not  only  then,  l)ut  for  years  afterwards,  he  had  to  assist  others,  who  did 
not  possess  the  mechanical  skill,  to  make  pens  for  themselves.  Slate  pencils  cost  two  pence  each 
(4  cents).  Ink  was  made  by  the  parents,  by  boiling  soft  maple  bark  in  rain  water,  for  a  couj)le  of 
hours,  straining  ov  filtering  it,  and  jnitting  into  it  sufficient  cop])eras,  or  sulphate  of  iron,  to  <ret 
the  ret|uired  colour  -black.  No  blotting  paper  was  to  l)e  had  and  "  if  you  wanted  a  Ruler,  make 
one. 

Pupils  of  the  present  day  would  not  even  think  of  a  school  with  such  schi»>l  supplies,  as  we, 
sixty  years  ago,  were  thankful  to  possess.  If  there  is  one  thing  more  than  another  in  wliich 
Ontario  shews  her  material  and  social  growth,  it  is  in  her  schools.  Then  there  was  no  School 
Fund,  or  School  Law.  No  educational  assistance  of  anj'  kind,  in  the  rural  parts.  Now  the 
country, — (then  an  endless  wilderness,  dotted  here  and  there  with  the  small  trough  covered 
shanties,  and  small  clearing  openings  in  the  woods),  is  well  ])rovided  with  comfortable,  (mostly 
l)rick,)  School  Houses,  having  all  the  modern  a])])liances,  to  assist  the  pupil  and  Teaclu^r  ;  l)ut  in 
same  cases,  no  iloubt,  the  Teacher  get  the  gi'eatest  amount  of  benefit,  or  help,  of  such  assistance 
so  provided. 

«  )memee.  The  next  School  in  that  neighborhood,  was  taught  in  the  Village  then  known  as 
"  William.stown,"  now  "Omemee,"  The  Teacher  was  Mr.  William  Baiuford,  S(m  of  a  retired 
Methodist  Pi'eacher  ;  he  was  a  well  educated  man,  and  a  good  teacher.  The  School  was  oj)ened 
late  in  the  Fall,  and  was  kept  open  six  months.  The  House  was  the  liar-Room  of  an  old  Tavern, 
previously  kept  by  one  of  the  Original  Settlers,  named  "Morris  "  Cotnum, "— his  Sons  after- 
wards clianged  their  name  to  "  Cottingham."  There  was  a  gooil  fioor,  and  a  large  open  fire 
j)lace  in  this  old  House.  The  Benches  and  Desks  were  similar  to  the  first  mentioned  ;  the 
School  (jpened  in  1835,  and  continued  in  o])eration  until  the  spring  of  183(5.  The  School  Books 
were  al)out  the  same  as  were  used  in  the  first  school. 
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The  next  school  in  Omemee  was  taught  by  another  old  ex-British  Otlicer,  Ca])tain  Hand- 
cock,  a  most  kind-hearted,  gentlemanly  individual.  It  was  also  kej)t  in  the  Bar  Room  of  an 
unused  Tavern  belonging  to  a  member  of  the  same  family  of  "Cotnum."  The  school  furniture 
and  ajipliances  were  about  the  same,  except  that  Walkingames  Arithmetic  had  come  into  use. 
This  poor  old  man  had.  like  tastes  and  habits,  with  the  first  Teacher.  He  is  long  since  dead,  l)ut 
his  memory  is  still  green  in  the  memories  of  his  surviving  ]ni])ils.  This  School  lasted  until  18.S7. 
The  next  School  in  the  Village  was  held  in  a  one  story  frame  Building,  only  clapboarded  outside  ; 
no  ceiling  or  chimney.  The  stove  pipe  was  secured  through  the  roof  by  pieces  of  sheet  iron. 
The  House  was  built  on  uneven  ground,  and  one  side  stood  on  posts,  about  two  feet  above  the 
ground,  which  made  it  cold  in  winter  The  Teacher  also  an  old  soldier,  who  had  been  Band 
Master  of  one  of  the  West  India  Regiments  during  the  Frencli  Wars, — ended  l)y  Waterloo.  He 
was  a  splendid  Musician  ;  no  instrument  came  amiss,  or  awkward,  to  him.  We  had  lots  of  fun 
and  enjoyment  at  his  School  ;  and  if  we  did  not  learn  a  great  deal,  many  of  the  pupils,  at  least, 
acquired  a  decided  taste  for  music.  One  day,  the  Violin,  then  the  Bag]ny)es,  Cornet,  Clarionet, 
Flute,  or  any  other  musical  instrument,  which  hajjjtened  to  lie  handy.  His  name  was  Mr.  John 
Henderson,  and,  as  nearly  all  the  old  settlers  were  either  related  to  or  connected  with  him,  he 
was  allied  "Uncle  Johnnie"  by  every  one — pupils  and  all.  He  was  teaching  when  the 
McKenzie  Rel)ellion  broke  f)ut,  and  nothing  could  keep  the  gallant  old  soldier  from  the  front ; 
— so  there  was  no  school  then  for  about  a  year. 

After  attending  other  Schools  and  Teachers  ffir  two  or  three  seasons  more,  the  writer 
obtained  a  certificate  of  fitness  to  teach, — (there  having,  liy  this  time,  been  a  School  Law 
enacted,  and  School  Regulations  made,) — and  taught  schools  in  rural  School  Sections  for  the 
following  three  years  in  the  neighborhood.  The  School  Houses,  being,  in  all  cases,  not  only 
where  he  was  emi)loyed,  but  all  through  this  part  of  Ontario,  of  rough  logs,  shingled,  and  with  a 
couple  of  small  windows  in  them,  and  an  open  fire  place.  For  all  these  Schools,  the  larger  boys 
had  to  provide  the  fuel,  and  cut  it  ready  for  use  ; — but  the  Teacher  had  to  do  the  sweepin</, 
cleaning  and  lighting  the  fires,  bring  in  his  own  wood,  make  all  the  jiens,  set  Head  Lines  in 
Copy  Books,  and  teach,  ^if  al)le),  all  the  branches  recpiired  l)y  Parents.  The  wages  had  risen  to 
ten  dollars  a  month,  (ami  board  round  with  the  pupils),  and  813. <X)  to  .^14. 00  a  month,  and  find 
your  own  bf»ard  and  lodging. 

Teachers  of  to-day  would  greatly  object  to  such  offers,  of  pay  and  treatment  ;  then,  we  con- 
sidered ourselves  fortunate  tf>  get  a  six  months'  engagement,  on  such  terms.  Where  the  Teacher 
got  his  board,  he  boarded  a  week  in  each  house, — (no  matter  how  far  away),  for  each  ])Uj)il  sent 
to  his  schof)l — and  the  parent  paid  from  20  cents  to  40  cents  j)er  month,  to  make  uj)  the  salary. 
In  all  cases  the  Teacher  had  to  go  round,  and  collect  the  school  fees  himself,  and  what  he 
could  not  get,  he  had  to  lose,  as  the  Trustees  were  not  responsible  to  him  for  anything. 

County  OF  Grexville.  I  came  from  Scotland  in  1831.  Young  as  I  was  T  could  not  help 
seeing  the  vast  difference,  between  the  public  school  advantages  of  my  Country,  when  compared 
with  the  Country  of  my  adoption.  So  I  resolved  to  .sacrifice  the  financial  advantages  which  I 
possessed  ;  and  I  obtained  a  certificate  to  teach  a  Common  School,  and  gave  over  twenty  years 
of  the  best  of  my  life  to  the  Profession.  In  which  time,  I  taught  in  the  best  Schools  in  the 
Country,  and  in  the  best  School  Houses  ;  for  six  yeara  and  six  months  in  Iroquois  and  some 
years  in  Morrisl)urg,  in  the  Townships  of  Williamsburg,  Matilda  and  Mountain.  In  the  Village 
Schools,  I  was  well  sujtplied  with  Apparatus  to  help  me  in  my  work.  I  never  taught  in  an 
uncomfortiible  School  House.  I  taught  a  number  of  years  in  Morristown,  one  and  one  half 
miles  west  of  Morri.sburg.  .  .  .  The  Section  being  very  small,  the  jtay  was  ])roporti<mately  so. 
I  gave  one  year  of  my  life  as  County  Superintendent  at  Sixty  pcjunds  a  year.  There  were  sixty 
Schools  in  the  County,  I  h;ul  to  give  it  u[»,  as  I  had  Seventy-five  pounds  per  annum  for  teaching. 

For  a  l"ng  time  our  School  books,  were  of  a  very  ])romiscuous  character,  their  authorship 
being  of  such  different  nationalities.  There  were  Oramniars,  Arithmetics,  Oeograjjhies, 
Astronomies,  and  indeed  our  Reading  Books.  The  best  su|)])ly  we  ever  had,  while  I  was  actively 
engaged  in  teaching,  was  the  Irish  National  Series.  And  I  doubt  if  there  is  much  imjirovement 
in  these.  If  those  were  jirojterly  handled  ))y  the  Teachers.  They  c<mtained  a  succession  of 
intelligent  enlightenment  for  the  minds  of  children  ;  that  I  failed  to  meet  with  elsewhere.

County  of  Frontenac.  When  I  commenced  teaching  in  1841,  the  Schools  in  which  I 
taught  were  all  good  Log  Buildings,  well  furnished  with  Desks  and  Benches  and  a  good  Hlack- 
IxjHrd.  I  had  plenty  of  small  scholars  to  keep  me  l)usy,  but,  at  first,  I  was  badly  8up|ilifd  with 
Ti'ioks  ;  for  example,  all  I  had  were  Mavor's  Spelling-Book,  Kirkham's  Grammar,  Morse's 
(Jeography,  and  Walkingame's  .\rthmetic.  I  had  no  other  Books  that  I  know  of.  I  liail  xuy 
Apj)aratus,  no  Maps  ;  no,  not  even  a  Register  ;    but  I  made  one  that  done  me  just  as  well.

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NoRTHiMBERLAXD  AND  Pri>ce  Edward  CoiXTiES.  Whoii  about  fourteen  years  of  age  I 
got  a  few  months  at  a  Common  School  ;  and  without  stretching  the  truth,  it  was  counnon 
enough.  The  School  House,  was  built  by  a  few  neighbours  ;  of  logs  plastered  with  mud  between 
them,  with  a  common  roof — a  rough  floor  of  rough  l)i>ards  ;  three  windows  of  small  size,  a  couple 
of  rough  desks  along  the  walls,  a  few  moveable  rough  benches  for  seats,  the  Masters  chair,  and 
the  large  fireplace  comprized  the  visible  surroundings,  I  should  not  forget  our  Teacher;  who  was 
newly  im])orted  from  the  North  of  Scotland, — better  acijuainted  with  the  Gaelic  than  with  the 
English  Language  ;  and  I  have  no  doubt,  he  was  a  good  scholar,  though  fearfully  defective  in 
the  art  of  government  :  He  used  his  tol)acco  freely  in  the  School,  and,  whether  at  chewing, 
smoking,  or  snuffing,  he  was  an  adept  ;  and,  of  course,  we  imitated  him  :  Our  B(toks  Avere  a 
mixture  of  just  such  as  could  be  got  :  Webster's.  Mavor's,  and  the  Canada  S])elling  books — 
the  Old  English  Readei% — and  the  Bible — Arithmetic's  :  Grey's — Ingram's,  or  Walkingame's  ; 
Tutor's  Assistant  ;  with  slate  and  jiencils,  some  i)aper  and  (juill  pens,  ct)m])leted  the  School  kit 
— As  to  order  in  School,  there  was  absolutely  none  ;  boys  and  girls  would  be  sitting  promiscu- 
ously on  the  benches  around  the  fire  and  hustling  one  another  for  the  warmest  place  until  the 
heat  sent  us  back  where  we  fell  into  other  mischievousness  ;  now,  you  know,  what  could  we 
learn  thus.  I  began  teaching,  I  think,  in  1839,  when  I  was  18  years  old,  in  South  Monaghan. 
The  Reverend  J.  Douglas  was  School  Insj)ector.  Mj'  sphere  of  labour  was  much  improved  over 
what  I  had  gone  through  inj'self  in  my  school  days.  A\  e  had  the  log  school  house  and  large  fire 
jilace — truly  ;  but  care  was  taken  to  have  the  School  house  warm  and  swept  in  time  for  School. 
— For  Books  we  had  the  Bible;  Porter's  Rhetorical  Reader:  Adams  and  Walkingame's 
Arithmetic's  : — Murray,  Kirkham  and  Smith's  Grauunars  ;  Olney's  Geography.  The  Teacher 
was  sup|)osed  to  supply  Books  and  to  keep  things  going,  for  which  he  hardly  got  thanks.  I 
might  also  say  here,  that  he  had  also  to  cut  the  wood  for  the  School,  or  get  it  cut ;-  put  cm  the 
fire,  or  pay  for  doing  it,  early  enough  to  have  the  School  House  a  little  warm  by  nine  o'clock  ; 
■ — sweep  the  School  house,  when  that  was  necessary,  if  attended  to  at  all  :  mend  all  the  pens 
{(juill  ones  at  that,  in  those  days)  ;  set  copies,  and  other  incidental  things  in  connection  with 
his  office  in  trying  to  teach  the  young  to  branch  out  ;  I  might  here  make  another  digression  : 

The  People  often  lived  far  apart,  and  there  was  no  organized  School  "Sections,"  or 
"Districts."  as  they  were  called  then.  The  Teacher  would  he  hired  by  some  influential  jiarties, 
who  would  go  around  to  the  neighbours  within  reach,  and  see  how  many  subscribers  they  could 
get  at  so  much  per  pupil,  per  month  ; — some  might  subscribe  |  a  scholar,  others  1,-2,-3,  or  4, 
as  the  case  might  be  ;  and  the  Teacher's  salary  woidd  more  or  less  depend  on  the  number  of 
scholars  subscribed  ;  and  School  would  l)e  kept  oi)en  from  Monday  morning  to  Friday  night  and 
one  half  of  Saturday  :  moreover  we  were  thrown  into  direct  communication  with  the  whole 
neighbourhood  by  having  to  go  round  and  get  our  board  and  washing  among  those  who  had 
KuV)scribed  for  scholars  to  the  School.  Now  you  may  guess  how  we  fared  both  for  "  bed  and 
bf)ard, "  when  we  might  have  to  look  out  at  the  Table  for  our  bit,  with  the  cats,  or  chickens  : 
You  may  think  that  these  are  exaggerations  ;  but  I  can  assure  you  that  they  are  the  simjde, 
honest  truth  ;  and  many  a  time  I  have  sle])t  in  the  School  House  on  a  couple  of  benches  rather 
than  submit  to  discomfort  and  worse.  Perhaps  yo\i  will  wonder  how  much  money  we  could 
save  in  such  times. 

My  next  sphere  of  labour  was  at  Pleasant  Bay,  in  the  Townshij)  of  Hillier,  Prince  Edward 
County.  Things  were  here  much  improved,  though  far  behind  the  rcMpiirements  of  the  present 
day.  The  School  House,  though  not  a  log  one.  was  but  little  better  :  True  there  was  a  stove, 
and  a  sort  of  desk,  (as  religious  services  were  held  in  it,)  l)ut  the  rest  of  the  School  "  fixins  " 
were  of  a  very  primitive  and  original  character.  Tlie  Books  were  of  about  the  same  kinds  as  I 
have  before  described  ;  l)ut  we  had  far  better  facilities  for  writing,  ])a]>er  being  mostly  used  ; 
and  the  sums  were  put  down,  thereby  exercising  scholars  so  far  in  some  degree  of  neatness. 

My  next  place  of  teaching  was  in  the  vicinity  of  Colxturg,  Here  there  was  a  great  improve- 
ment over  any  thing  going  before  ;  and  although  the  Books  used  were  about  the  siiuie  as  before, 
with  additions,  yet  we  had  a  comfortal)le  School  House  and  otiier  appendages,  of  which  we  were 
minus  before. — We  had  here  regularly  elected  School  Trustees,  who  were  }»roperly  authorized  to 
c<»ntract  with  a  Teacher,  and,  of  course,  were  resjMinsible  for  his  Salary  ; — Yet  here,  for  a  while, 
at  first,  I  had  Ut  "board  round "  but  I  rebelled  against  that  anti()uated  fashion,  and  other 
Teachers  fell  into  line.  Another  innovatiim  I  made  wliHe  here,  which  was  to  have  Scliool  ojien 
all  day  on  everj'  other  Saturday  ;  an<l  thus  I  got  every  intervening  Saturday  for  myself,  wjiicli  I 
found  Ui  be  <»f  great  advantage.  At  this  Scliool  it  was  also  the  practice  to  go  round  with  tlic 
subscription  jiajier,  Ui  see  how  many  scliolars  could  be  ((l)tained  in  starting  the  School.  If  tlie 
Twtclier  was  a  successful  one  ;  others  w<iuld  avail  themselves  of  the  jirivilage  of  going  to  school 
in  the  winter  to  brush  up  a  little,  and  help  to  fit  themselves  for  tlie  duties  of  after  lift'.  The 
ii«!Xt  j)]ace  at  which  I  taught  School  was  at  Cold  S|)rings  aluiut  seven  miles  north  of  Cobourg, 
WJiilc  Jicre  tlie  Sclioo]  Ijooks  wen;  chaiigiMl  for  the  Irish  National  series,  and,  for  my  part,  I 
think  we  have  never  had  their  superior  since  ;  When  I  was  some  sixteen  or  st:venteen  years  old 
I  h;ul  a  jiart  of  two  sessions  at  "  Old  Vic."  w    ]^pj,„ 
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West  Gwillimbiry.  In  1837,  Wo  came  to  Canada,  where  I  began  teaching,  fat  tlie  age  of 
Fourteen.)  in  West  Gwilliuibvny,  Allen's  Corner,  Bogart  Town,  Union  Street,  David  Town, 
and  Paterson's  Corner.  Tn  (le.scril)ing  one  School  Room,  it  is  describing  them  all.  The  School 
Houses  were  generally  Log  Buildings,  Hi  feet  l)y  20  feet,  with  a  large  open  tire  place,  and  some 
stones  for  Andirons.  Two  or  three  small  windows  were  in  the  sides,  consisting  of  about  six 
panes  each.  For  desks,  we  had  .slanted  boards,  generally  round  three  sides  of  the  Room.  The 
seats  were  composed  of  slabs,  with  auger  holes  })ored  in  them  for  the  feet,  which  were  round 
sticks,  cut  and  trimmed  to  the  projjer  size.  The  Teacher  generally  sat  in  a  corner  at  the  de.sk, 
while  setting  Copies  and  making  and  mending  jjcns. 

The  books  we  iised  were  Primers,  of  which  I  forget  the  names,  l)ut  we  used  Mayor's  and 
Cari»enter"s  Spelling  Books  ;  Walkingame's  and  Bonnycastle's  Arithmetic  ;  and  Murray's  fJrannnar. 
As  well  as  I  can  remend>er,  the  chiklren  were  very  simple  and  very,  very  good,  kind,  resjtectful, 
obedient  anil  attentive,      although  many  were  uuich  older  than  I  was.    Ah  those  were  happy  days  ! 

As  to  renunieration,  the  ]»eoitle  signed  -in  agreement,  jtaying  me  a  dollar  for  each  child  for 
threcj  months,  with  board,  and  without  it,  one  dollar  and  a  (piarter.  But,  as  I  was  handy  at 
cutting  out  the  children's  clothes,  and  was  a  good  .sewer  at  plain  and  fancy  needle  work,  I  was 
always  a  welcome  guest,  and  was  invariably  treated  as  one  t)f  the  family. 

On  Thursdays,  a  boy  or  girl  would  often  come  up  to  me  and  say   "  Please  Teacher,  will  you 
come  to  our  house  T'     "Yes,"  I  would  respond.     Next  afternoon,  near  four   o'clock,  yon  would 
hear  "Whoa!"  ami  a  pair  of  oxen  and  .sled,   tilled   with  straw  and   a  couple   of   ([uilts.      Into 
which  as  many  of  us  as  could  get  in.     Oh  !    it  was  grand  fun. 
HiBBERT,  Ai)ril,  inm.  Susan  Flynn. 

County  of  Simcoe.  Tn  May,  1837,  I  began  teaching  a  School  three  miles  southwest  of 
Bradford.  I  "l)oarded  round"  with  the  Parents  of  the  Pupils,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  that 
year,  I  got  a  School  on  Lot  Number  7,  Tecumseh.  I  got  l)oard  for  one  dollar  per  week.  In 
1838  or  183!t,  I  went  to  Toronto,  to  pass  the  Board  of  Education.  Bishoj)  Strachan  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Home  District  constituted  the  Board  ;  I  think  I  was  made  to  read  ;  then  to 
rei)eat  the  Rule  of  Three,  which  I  did  with  such  impetuosity  that  the  good  Bishop  perceived  that 
1  understood  what  I  was  repeating.  I  suppose  that  I  had  something  from  the  Trustees  to  intro- 
duce me,  as  his  Reverence  desired  me  to  go  back  to  Tecumseh,  and  the  Treasurer  gave  me,  (I 
think),  twenty  dollars. 

In  1840,  or  1841,  I  returned  to  West  Gwillimbury,  getting  a  School  south  east  of  Bond  Head, 
aVxiut  two  miles.  I  had  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  McConkey,  late  Sheritt  of  Simcoe,  as  a  pupil  here. 
He  said  that  Cirammar  was  never  introduced  into  any  School  of  the  Township,  or  into  contiguous 
ones,  until  I  did  it.  He  did  not  go  to  any  other  School  after  leaving  mine.  I  was  vain  of  liim. 
My  Brother  was  at  College  in  Aberdeen,  and,  upon  my  making  known  to  him  our  lack  of  ScIkjoI 
Books,  he  sent  me  a  suj^jjly  of  the  Scottish  series,  used  tliere  then,  Lennie's  Grannnar,  Grey's- 
Arithmetic,  etcetera.  They  created  an  impetus  hitherto  not  known. 
Painswick,  April,  1890.  James  Mackay. 

Counties  of  Simcoe,  Peel  and  Grey.  I  commenced  to  teach  in  the  year  1839,  in  the 
County  of  Simcoe,  at  the  Quakers' School  House,  which  was  a  pretty  good  one,  as  the  jjcople  in 
general  were  well  to  do  ;  but  there  were  no  Apparatus  of  any  kind,  neither  Maps  nor  Blackboard  ; 
and  I  found  it  very  dithcult  to  give  proper  instruction.  Next  1  went  to  the  County  of  Peel, 
where  I  taught  for  six  years  in  one  School,  but  the  School  House  was  a  very  miserable  one, 
nearly  tumbling  down  with  age  ;  and  there  was  neither  Maps  nor  Blackboard  nor  any  (jther 
Apparatus  in  it,  but  I  had  to  use  the  largest  IMajjs  of  the  Atlases  to  teach  the  children  f  Jeogra{)hy  ; 
and  I  had  much  speaking  to  do,  to  give  them  proper  instructitm.  I  next  went  to  teach  in  the 
County  of  (irey,  twenty  miles  east  of  Owen  Sound.  The  House  was  very  small.  There  were 
some  small  Maps  and  a  Blackboai'd  in  it.  I  had  some  satisfaction  in  using  them. 
Tara,  April,  1890.  John  Jameson. 

Stephen.      I    connnenced    teaching    in    Stormont  in    1841   and   at   L'Original   in   1842. 
When  I  commenced  teaching  in  those  places,  the  School  buildings  were  miserable 
log  houses;  but,    liefore   I   ([uit  teaching,    they  gave  place,   in  each  locality,  to  good  substantial 
brick  structures. 
Stephen,  April,  1890.  C.  Prouty. 

Bytown,  (Ottawa).  I  left  New  Bliss,  Ireland,  after  teaching  School  for  nine  years  there, 
and  came  to  Ottawa,  (then  Bytown),  Canada,  in  1841.  I  was  engaged  as  a  School  Teacher  for 
one  year  by  Mr.  James  Johnston,  who  had  ten  children  <)f  his  own  to  attend  my  School,  which 
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I  had  opened  on  the  1st  of  June  1841.  and,  I  l^elieve,  gave  satisfaction.  The  School  House  was 
well  furnished  with  School  furniture  ;  but  my  pay  was  so  small  tliat  I  left  and  engaged  in  another 
School  Section  with  doul)le  the  pay  I  had  received.  I  remained  there  for  two  years.  (I  am  now 
back  in  Ireland). 

Ireland.  April,  189(5.  John  Monaohax. 

Township  of  Waterloo.  I  am  now  in  a  position  to  furnish  you  with  a  re])ort,  (such  as  it 
is),  of  the  primitive  Sch(M)ls  of  Waterloo  Township — the  splieie  of  my  own  teaching.  The  first 
inhabitants  of  the  township  were  German  Mennonites  from  the  eastern  counties  of  Pennsj'lvania. 
They  settled  in  the  south  j)art  of  tlie  township  of  Waterloo,  about  the  year  18()i>  ;  and  they  soon 
found  it  necessary  to  provide  some  School  Education  ior  tlieir  children  ;  so  I  have  Ijcen  able  to 
trace  the  history  of  their  Schools  back  as  far  as  1805. 

Early  ScJiool  Accommodations.  These  were  of  any  kind  :  Workshops,  Spring  Houses,  Cari)enter 
Shops,  etcetera  One  Sch<iol  was  even  kept  in  a  Wolf-house,  turned  into  a  School  House.  The 
first  School  the  writer  attended  was  kept  in  a  Weaver  Shop,  seventy-four  years  ago.  In  1805, 
a  School  House  was  l)uilt  about  a  mile  north  of  Blair  and  two  miles  west  of  Preston.  It  was 
built  by  the  side  of  Grand  River,  and  near  on  a  level  with  it.  A  flood  came  and  washed  it  away. 
Then  another  was  built,  a  mile  down  the  River  ;  then  another  was  built  on  an  elevated  bank  of 
the  River  higher  uj)  ;  then  a  fourth  was  built  some  distance  from  the  River,  on  a  nuich  higher 
level.  This  was  built  in  1847  oi  quarried  stones,  30  feet  s(iuare.  The  first  Teacher  in  this 
School  House  was  the  Writer.  It  was  afterwards  sold  as  a  church,  and  another  brick  School 
H<)use  was  erected  near  it,  in  modern  style. 

The  first  regularly  organized  School  in  the  Townshiji  of  Waterloo  was  taught  witliin  the  now 
limits  of  Berlin,  in  1809,  l)y  one  Mr.  John  Beaty,  an  Irishman  of  .some  education.  But  about 
this  time,  a  Mennonite  church  was  built  in  Berlin,  and  the  School  was  transferred  to  it.  The 
first  Teacher  taught  in  it  was  also  an  Irishman  by  the  name  of  Mr.  Guilty.  He  was  repoi'ted  as 
a  good  Teacher,  but  excessively  severe  in  his  discipline.  His  successor  was  a  Quaker,  named 
Mr.  INIerritt  Palmer.  He  was  highly  s])oken  of  as  a  Teacher,  l)eing  firm,  l)ut  moderate  in 
discii)line.  The  next  Teacher  was  a  Mennonite  Preacher,  named  Mr.  Benjamin  Eby,  from 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  well  educated,  (as  a  self-made  man),  in  English  and 
German.  He  published  a  German  School  Book,  with  the  rudiments  of  German  (irammar  m  it. 
But  by  this  time  a  Township  Hall  was  l)uilt  in  Berlin,  and  mere  English  teaching  was  transferred 
to  it.  The  first  Teacher  that  taught  in  it  was  an  American  named  Mr.  Gn)Wel.  He  was  well 
educated  having  received  an  Academic  education,  and  was  a  good  Teacher. 

Primifii-e  School  Ho^tses.  I  have  already  alluded  to  some  School  Houses  that  were  l)uilt. 
For  a  long  time  Churches  were  used  in  the  Townshi])  as  School  Houses,  where  such  were  avail- 
able: and  Avhere  they  were  not.  hewn  log  l)uildings  were  put  up.  In  one  Section,  in  which  I 
taught,  a  Church  was  u«ed  as  a  School  House  for  thirty-six  years  Such  School  Houses  coidd  be 
built  chea])  in  the  early  days,  and  that  was  the  reason  why  they  were  so  built.  It  was  not  until 
School  Houses  could  lie  built  by  levying  a  rate  for  the  purpose,  that  we  got  dural)le  and  even 
ornamental  hou.ses.     (See  paqv  lJf9  of  ihk  Voluuie.) 

Primitive  Teachers,  and  their  Qnalijicatioiis.  The  (jualifications  of  these  Teachers  consisted 
in  genei"al,  of  Reading,  Writing,  and  a  knowledge  of  Arithmetic,  as  far  as  tlie  Rule  of  Three  : 
and  some  of  them  had  also  some  knowledge  of  Music.  As  to  discipline  the  rod  was  the  only 
means  used. 

School  Books  Used.  Of  these  Books  from  which  Spelling  and  Reading  were  taught,  there 
were  Webster's  "American  Spelling  Book"  and  "Murray's  English  Reader,"  and  the  New 
Testament.  An  "Introduction"  to  the  Reader  was  also  used.  The  Arithmetics  were  the 
"  American  Tutor's  A.ssistant,"  and  "Daboll's  Arithmetic,"  of  course  American  works.  Gi"im- 
mar  and  fieography  were  unknown  in  the  ])rimitive  Schools  of  Waterloo  Townshi]),  and  so  were 
Blackboards.  , 

My  own  Tearhiiiff.     On  the  20th  September,  1841,  I  cr>nnuenced  my  long  career  of  teaching 
in  the  old  "Waterloo  School  House,"  now  in  the  Waterloo  Park.    In  this  House,  I  taught  about 
a  jear.      I  then  taught  in  a  new  School  House,  (built  near  the  old  one),  in  which  I  tauglit  until 
the  spring  of  1844. 
Berlin.  Ben.iiman  BritKHOLnEK. 

Counties  of  Oxford  and  Middlesex.  My  first  School  was  in  Norwich,  four  and  a  half 
miles  from  the' they  Village  of  Norwich.  Here  I  connnenced  my  first  teaciiing  in  the  year  1838. 
Tlu-  con<lition  of  the  Building  was  that  of  a  delapidated  frame  House,  without  a  stove.  There  was 
an  open-jam  fire-place  in  one  end  of  the  building.  The  liooks  in  use  were  tlu- old  M.ivor  S|>elling 
Book,  Kiikliams  and  Lennie's  Grammars,  tlie  ohl  English  Reatler,  and  tlie  New  Testament .      The 
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Httiii<j;.s  in  tlie  School  Room  were  loose  benches,  and  a  row  of  writing  desks  on  three  sides  of  the 
School  Room,  suspended  by  hinges,  which  were  let  down  during  religious  service.  There 
were  no  Majts  in  the  School.  My  second  School  I  taught  sometime  in  1H40,  but  I  only  taught 
in  it  six  months.  This  was  in  the  Township  of  London,  near  what  is  called  the  "Proof  Line," 
and  the  cimdition  of  the  Building  was  an  old  frame  one,  with  a  stove  in  the  centre.  Fittings 
were  loose  benches,  writing  desks  on  hinges,  a  pul])it  in  one  end.  The  Book.s  were:  Mavor'a 
Spelling  Book,  the  ohl  Englisli  Reader;  (irammar,  Kirkhamand  Lennie's.  My  third  School  was 
in  Southwould  which  1  opened  in  1842.  The  Building  was  a  new  frame  one,  very  respect- 
able, in  a  fine  part  of  country  and  with  tine  people,  though  poor.  This  Building  was  situated 
near  what  is  called  North  Street.  The  fittings  in  the  School  Room  were  good.  The  seating  was 
after  the  ancient  model.

CHAPTER  XL 

MISCELLANEOllS    PAPERS    RELATING    TO    EDUCATION    IN    UPPER 

CANADA. 

The  Grammar  Schools  of  Cornwall  and  York,  180.5-1807-1823. 

Safi^loneiitary  to  Gliapter  XIII.,  Volume  One  of  this  Documentary  History. 

It  is  interesting  to  be  able  to  realize  what  was  the  practical  character  of  the 
training,  as  well  as  the  nature  of  the  studies,  which  called  forth  the  ability,  and 
stimulated  the  intellectual  zeal  of  the  pupils,  which  attended  the  noted  schools 
taught  by  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  at  Cornwall  and  at  York,  from  1805  to 
1823.  Man}'  of  these  pupils  rose  to  eminence,  either  as  Judges,  Members  of  the 
Legislature,  or  of  the  Bar,  or  as  Ministers,  and  most  of  them,  whose  after  career 
was  known,  have  left  behind  them  an  honoui-aljle  name. 

By  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Strachan,  (Widow  of  Captain  James  McGill  Strachan, 
— one  of  the  most  successful  pupils  of  Cornwall  School,)  I  have  been  enabled  to 
examine  the  contents  of  three  voluminous  "Merit  Books"  of  the  Cornwall  and  York 
Schools,  of  which  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  was  successively  the  Master. 
These  Books  contain  copies  of  original  compositions,  and  statements  of  the  merit 
and  standing  of  the  pupils.  They  cover  the  period  of  from  1805,  (with  intervals,) 
to  1823.  These  Records  being  extensive,  I  have  only  given  the  results  of  an 
examination  of  those  relating  to  the  two  noted  Schools  named. 

In   these    Books,  Doctor    Strachan    has  carefully  noted    the    standing   and 

progress,  at  the  examinations,  of  the  pupils  under  his  charge.     He  was  the  better 

enabled  to  do  this  from  the  fact,  as  stated  by  himself,  (on  page  41  of  the  First 

Volume  of  tliis  Documentij,ry  History,)  that : 

It  was  my  ))ractice  to  study  and  note  the  character  and  capacity  of  my  jiupils  as  they  entered 
the  School  ;  and,  to  this  discrimination,  which  gave  correctness  to  my  judgment,  many  of  these 
pupils  owed  the  success  which  they  afterwards  achieved.* 

At  the  end  of  each  examination,  Doctor  Straclian  had  the  principal  boys  to 

copy  into  these  Record  Books  their  compositions,  in  prose  and  poetry,  and  the 

translations  from,  or  into,  Latin,  given  in,  or  recited,  by  the  pupils  at  the  yearly

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examinations.  The  note  in  regard  to  tliom,  written  by  Doctor  Strachan  on  a  fly- 
leaf, is  that  "  Originals  only  are  copied  at  full  length." 

It  is  clear,  in  looking  over  these  youthful  etlorts  of  the  pupils,  that  the 
system  adopted,  in  the  Schools  of  Cornwall  and  York,  must  have  been  very 
thorough,  as  it  was  comprehensive.  Tlie  nature  of  this  training  is  explained  in 
full  detail,  on  pages  41-46  of  the  First  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History,  so 
is  Doctor  Strachans  practical  method  of  dealing  with  each  individual  boy. 

The  first  entry  in  the  Merit  Book  of  1805*,  is  a  poetical  "Address"  by  John 
B.  Robinson,  afterwards  Attorney  General,  and  Chief  Justice,  of  Upper  Canada. 
The  first  lines  of  this  "Address,"  which  was  recited  by  its  author,  at  the  examina- 
tion held  at  the  Cornwall  School,  on  the  5th  of  Auo;ust,  1805,  are  as  follows: 

When  haughty  Rome,  with  boastful  triumiih,  saw 
A  prostrate  world  submissive  to  her  law, 
The  coui'tly  Flaccus,  feigning  patriot  tire, 
To  please  Augustus,  strung  his  tuneful  lyre. 

The  second  poetical  piece  "On  Schools  Old  and  New"  was  by  Robert  G. 
Anderson.  Then  follows  "  The  Jaunt,"  by  William  Macaulay ;  "  Homer,"  by 
Jonathan  Jones ;  "  Reyno  and  Alpin,"  by  Alexander  C.  McDonell ;  "  The  Three 
Warnings."  by  Philip  Van  Koughnet ;  "The  Sword,"  by  Alexander  Wilkinson  ; 
"  Polite  Literature,"  by  John  Macaulay ;  "Jupiter  and  Menippus,"  by  Hem-y  John 
Boulton,  (afterwards  a  Chief  Justice);  "Bookkeeping,"  by  John  McLean;  'Mathe- 
matics," by  John  B.  Robinson;  "Geography,"  by  Archibald  McLean, (afterwards  a 
Puisne  Judge);  "Natural  History,"  by  John  Bethune,  (afterwards  Dean  of 
Montreal ;)  "  History,  as  well  as  the  Epilogue,"  by  Jonas  Jones,  also  after- 
wards a  Judge.  In  addition,  a  Parliamentary  Debate  is  recorded,  in  whicli  John 
Simcoe  Macaulay,  Henry  John  Boulton,  John  Bethune,  Archibald  McLean,  John 
B.  Robinson,  John  Macaulay — all  noted  men  afterwards — and  others,  took  part. 

In  the  collection  of  "  Original "  compositions,  or  recitations,  by  the  pupils  at 
the  close  of  the  Examination  of  1806  there  is:  "An  Address,"  by  John  Beverley 
Robinson,  in  which  he  thus  celebrates,  in  verse,  the  advent  of  intellectual  life  on 
this  New  Continent,  as  almost  co-eval  with  that  of  Columbus: 

Columbus,  daring  genius,  scarce  revealed 

These  Western  climes,  by  Ocean  long  concealed, 
When  fireat  Apollo,  Lord  of  deathless  fame 

Here  wished  to  spread  the  glories  of  his  name. 
He  calls  the  Muses  from  their  sacred  grove. 

The  j)ensive  Daughters  of  imjierial  Jove, 
To  see  what  hojjes  this  younger  World  disjilays 

Of  rising  worth,  deserving  future  prai.se. 
They  spread  their  golden  pinions  to  the  sky. 

Anil  o'er  the  Atlantic  waves,  with  boldness,  fly 
Where  deej)  St.  Lawrence  winds  his  devious  course     . 

There  are  additional  original  compositions  by  George  Ridout,  David  Muuio,  A.  G. 
Steel,  Daniel    Washburn,  (Panegeric    on    (Jreat  Britain) ;  Alexander  Wilkinson,

At  the  close  of  the  Examination  ot"  LS07,  a  recjuest  was  presented  to  the 
Master  of  the  Cornwall  School.  It  is  unitjue  of  its  kind,  and  shows  what  a  bond 
of  union  had  existed  among  the  pupils  of  the  School,  and  how  they  appealed  to 
tlie  Master  "to  be  the  centre"  of  their  connnunication  with  eacli  other  in  the 
future.  The  following  was  the  re([Uest  which  the-  pupils  of  the  School  presented 
to  Doctor  Strachan  : — 

To  the  licrercnd  John  Strachan: 

We,  the  uiulersigiit'il,  sensible  that  tlie  hai)i)iness  of  this  Life  chieHy  depends  upon  the 
cultivation  of  the  mind,  and  in  the  indulgence  of  those  innocent  affections  which  interest  the 
heart,  are  anxious  to  preserve  an  affectionate  remembrance  of  each  other  ;  now  that  circum- 
.stances  occur  which  ])roduce  a  sejwration.  In  testimony  of  our  mutual  regard  which  we  desire 
to  preserve  toward  each  other  during  the  rest  of  our  live*,  and  which  is  founded  on  the  most 
disinterested  princijdes,  we  most  willingly  join  in  soliciting  our  Tutor  to  be  the  centre  of  our 
connnunication  ;  as  we  are  well  assured  that  he  is  highly  interested  in  our  future  happiness. 

Should  this,  our  general  wish  meet  his  approbation,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  keep  in  mind 
those  correct  habits  which  he  has  endeavoured  to  render  familiar  to  us,  and  ever  to  cherish  those 
l)ure  principles  of  virtue  and  religion,  which  we  have  been  taught.  .And,  should  our  success  in 
life  be  e<|ual  to  what  our  education  may  lead  us  to  expect,  we  shall  most  willingly  exert  our 
influence  in  disseminating  useful  knowledge  ;  nor  shall  our  gratitude  fail  in  supporting,  as  far  an 
we  are  able,  the  just  claims  of  the  Academy  over  which  our  Tutor  presides.

This  reijuest  was  also  signed  V^y  John  Macaulay,  Jonas  Jones,  Archibald 
McLean,  John  McLean,  George  Ridout  and  Henry  J.  Boulton. 

To  this  appeal  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  replied  as  follows  : — 

To  the  Ptipih  of  the  Cormcall  School: 

The  many  fond  recollections  which  the  thoughts  of  his  companions  at  School  Imng  to  his 
mind,  induce  your  Tutor  cheerfully  to  concur  in  any  measure  calculated  to  jjreserve  the  Friend- 
ship which  you  may  have  imbibed  for  each  other,  vigourous  and  pure.  The  partiality  which  yf)U 
express  for  the  Seminary  at  which  you  have  been  taught,  is  highly  creditable  to  your  under- 
standing and  your  hearts. 

Cornwall,  5th  of  August,  1807.  .John  Strachan. 

Notes  of  the  standing  of  tlie  pupils  in  the  Cornwall  and  York  Schools,  from 
1807  to  LS23 — with  copies  of  their  original  compositions — are  all  contained  in  the 
other  "  Merit  Books."  They  form  a  most  interesting  record  of  what  is  practically 
the  school  history  of  a  number  of  boys  who  rose  to  eminence  and  distinction  in  this, 
and  the  adjoining  Province  of  Quebec.  One  feature  of  the  system  of  education, 
which  Doctor  Strachan  adopted  with  gi-eat  success,  was  that  w^hich  he  descriVjed 
(in  a  letter  on  the  "Management  of  Grannnar  Schools,"  addre.s.sed  to  the  Reverend 
A.  N.  Bethune, — his  successor  as  Bishop  of  Toronto), — as  "Parliamentary  Debates.'' 
That  was, — some  noted  subject  debated  in  the  British  House  of  Commons  would 
be  chosen.     A  nuudier  of  boys   on  each   si<le  were  selected,  who  committed   to 
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luemorv  parts  of  the  speeches  made  by  such  noted  nieuibevs  of  the  House  of 
Commons  as  Pitt,  Burke,  Fox,  Sheridan,  Walpole  and  others,  and  delivered  them 
\vith  more  or  less  spirit— subject  to  the  criticism  of  a  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Master.  This  practice,  and  the  discipline  which  it  gave,  produced  admirable 
results  in  the  readiness  and  success  of  these  .same  boys,  when  they  took  pai-t 
afterwards  in  tlie  debates  of  the  Canadian  Legi-slature. 

The  Brockville  Grammar  School,  afterwards  the  Collegiate  Institute. 

His  Honour,  Judge  Macdonald,  son  of  the  late  Senator  Macdonald  of 
Gauanoque,  has  kindh'  furnished  me  with  the  following  information  in  regard 
to  the  early  history  of  tlie  Grannnar  School  of  the  Johnstown  District,  now  the 
Brockville  Collegiate  Institute : 

The  Reverend  Rossington  Elms,  a  Churcli  of  England  Clergyman,  is  said  to  have  lieen  a 
Teacher  before  his  ordination,  and  at  some  time  between  1825  and  1821),  and  perhaps,  at  even  a 
later  date.  Mr.  Elms  was  an  uncle  of  the  late  Judge  Steele.  In  or  about  the  year  1829,  he  was 
stationed  as  a  Clergj-man  at,  or  near,  Charleston  Lake,  and  not  far  from  the  present  Village  of . 
Athens,  County  of  Leeds.  Mr.  Elms  was  an  efficient  Teacher,  strict  and,  perhaps  somewhat, 
severe.  Among  his  pupils  was  Mr.  John  Bogert.  afterwards  a  Bai-rister,  and  father  of  the 
Reverend  Rural  Dean  Bogert,  of  Ottawa,  and  the  Reverend  D.  F.  Bogert,  of  Belleville. 

2.  Mr.  Ehns  successtn*  ap{)ears  to  have  been  Mr.  Bushby,  an  Englishman,  who  lived  in  the 
old  Glassford  House,  on  the  north  side  of  King  Street,  Brockville,  east  side  of  Park  Street, 
probably  the  building  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Samuel  Simpson,  or  by  Miss  Glassford.  It  is 
recollected  that  he  entertained  the  boys  at  this  house.     He  is  highly  spoken  of. 

3.  Mr.  Walter  C.  Crofton,  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  is  said  to  have  taught  in  or  about 
1832,  for  what  length  of  time  is  not  known.  He  removed  from  Brockville  to  Col)ourg,  taught 
there,  and  eventually  went  to  Toronto,  where  he  obtained  a  position  under  Government. t 

4.  The  Reverend  John  Smith,  a  Presbyterian  Minister,  a  strong  stout  man,  less  than  six 
feet  tall,  who  had  been  aMissionarj-  in  Malacca.  He  is  said  to  have  been  an  excellent  scholar, 
a  good  Teacher  and  very  popular  with  his  scholars.  He  had  as  an  assistant  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Woodrow,  a  Baptist  Minister.  Hebrew  was  taught  in  the  school.  Mr.  Smith  taught  for  a 
time,  between  the  yeais  183?-'37,  in  a  Building,  east  or  north-east  of  the  Court  House,  and  on 
the  Court  House  Squai-e.  He  also  taught  for  a  time  in  a  frame  Building  on  St.  Andrew  street. 
(owned  l>y  the  late  Mr.  Leggo),  and  some  of  his  sch(dars  lioarded  with  him,  among  them  being  a 
lad  named  Alexander  Logie,  son  of  Major  Logie,  of  Kingston  who  was  subsecjuently  Judge  of 
the  Wentworth  County  Court  at  Hamilton,  and  a  boy  named  Gregory,  (j)ossibly  from  Cornwall). 
Among  the  scholars  were  the  late  Honourable  Stejjhen  Richards,  the  Honourable  A.  N. 
Richards,  Mr.  Edward  C.  Jones,  (son  of  Honourable  Judge  Jonas  Jones),  Messieurs  Charles 
Eilward  Jones,  George  Hubbell.  Henry  Hub1)ell,  Richard  Carley,  Richard  Chaffey,  John  Scott, 
William  Scott,  Ira  Lewis,  (now  of  Godericli),  Samuel  B.  Clarke,  William  Leggo,  .b)hn  Pennock, 
(now,  or  lately,  of  Ottawa),  son  of  Mr.  Samuel  Pennock. 

5.  After  Mr.  Smith's  time,  the  School  was  taught  l)y  the  Reverend  Henry  Caswall,  a  Church 
of  England  Clergyman,  whose  son  was,  I  believe,  for  some  time,  and  until  (piite  recently, 
Chaplain  of  the  fieneral  Hospital  and  the  Gaol  in  Toronto.  Am<mg  his  ])ui)ils  were  the  late 
Mr.  James  Henry  M<trris,  of  Toronto,  and  Mr.  (Jeorge  S  McClean,  of  Biockville.  There  is 
still  preserved  an  advertising  card  of  the  school  as  it  was  in  Mr.  Caswalls  time  The  .ulvertising 
card  is  dated  the  22nd  of  March,  183'.),  and  is  as  follows  :

6.  Mr.  Caswall  was  succeeded  by  Mi-.  Andrew  Scott,  a  Scotchman,  from  Abenleen,  or 
Dundee,  and  who  subsei|uently  returned  to  Scotland.  His  School  was  taught  in  what  was  at 
one  time  known  as  the  old  Infant  School,  and  is  now  a  part  of  the  James  Street  Pul)lic  School. 
The  Honourable  A.  N.  Richards  was  for  a  time  a  pupil  of  Mr.  Scott. 

Thoroli).     Mrs.  James  Johnstone  carried  on  quite  a  succes.sful  school  in  184L 

Grammar  School  Regulations.  Objection  having  1)een  taken  by  .several 
(Irannnar  School  Boards  against  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Government 
of  these  Schools,  a  meeting  on  the  subject,  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Gore  District 
Grammar  School,  was  held  at  Hamilton  on  the  28tli  of  June,  1<S41.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting.* 

Mr.  Racey  having  been  appointed  Chairman,  the  Reverend  J.  Gamble  Geddes  ])roposed  the 
following  Hesolution,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.   Jarvis  : 

'•  Resolved,  That  we,  the  Trustees  of  the  Gore  Disti-ict  School,  having  had   submitted  to  us 
the  Rules   and  Regulations  i)rescribed  by  the  King's  College    Council,  for  the  Government  of 
District  Grannuir  Schools,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  late  Provincial  Act,  (2nd  Victoria 
Chapter  10),  do   hereby  express  our  entire   concurrence   therein,  and  agree   to  adopt  the  said 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Gore  District  (Grammar)  School." 

Whereupon  it  was  moved  in  amendment  by  the  Rev.  Mark  Y.  Stark,  seconded  by  the 
Reverend  Alexander  Gale  : 

"  That  the  Trustee^*,  previously  to  binding  themselves  to  accei)t  the  proposition  of  Kin<''s 
College  Council,  do  petition  the  Legislature  for  information  as  to  the  exact  position  which  they 
as  Trustees  Imld  under  the  late  Act,  and  as  to  the  powers  which  are  l)y  it  conferred  uiion  the 
Council  of  King's  College.     Lost.

e  Resolution  of  the  Reverend  J.  Gamble  Geddes  was  put  and  carried  ;  yeas,  four  ;  nays. 
The  following  protest  against  the  passage  of  the  foregoing  Resolution  was  entered  upon  the 

Minutes  of  the  meeting  at  the  reipiest  of  the  dissentents  -  the  Reverends  Alexander  Gale    Mark 

Y.  Stark,  and  Williacn  Cniigie,  videlicet  : 

l.st.  That,  having  been  nominated  Trustees  of  the  Gore  District  (Grannnar)  School  by  the 
Act,  47th  George  IH.,  Chapter  6,  and  the  Act,  o9th  George  III.,  Chapter  18,  which  still  stands 
on  the  Statute  Book  as  the  law  of  the  land,  unrepealed  by  any  sul),se(|uent  Act,  we  consider  that 
wo  must  look  to  that  Act,  no  less  for  our  conunissiims,  than  for  our  powers  and  responsibilitie.s. 
That  we  thei'e  tind  it  enacted  as  follows  : 

"The  Trustees  under,  and  by  virtue  of,  this  Act,  in  each  and  every  District  of  this  Province  or  th» 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make  such  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  good 
government  of  said  Public  (Grammar)  Schools,  with  respect  to  the  Teachers  for  the  time  being,  and  to  the 
scholars,  as  in  their  discretion  shall  seem  meet." 

That  being  under  some  doubts  as  to  the  continuance  of  our  authority  under  the  new  Act 
ai»i)lication  was  made  by  the  Trustees  some  time  ago,  to  the  Attorney  General  on  the  subicct'^ 
and  he  rej)lied,  —  "That  we  should  ccmtinue  to  exercise  our  authority  until  other  arrangements- 
should  be  made  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  ;"  and  that  we  do  not  feel  that  we  would  be  justi6ed 
either  with  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  School  (for  the  goverance  of  which  we  were  appointed' 
or  to  the  Country,  to  which  we  consider  ourselves  resp(msible),  in  unauthorizedly  <'ivin<'  over 
our  powers  to  any  other  Body.

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2nd.  That  this  would  be  the  direct  consequence  of  i>ur  acceding  to  the  proposal  made  by 
the  Council  of  King's  College,  in  regard  to  the  salary  for  an  Assistant  Teacher,  and  complying 
with  tile  conditions  attaclied  to  it,  videlicet  :  the  adoption  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
management  of  the  School,  issued  by  them,  by  which  our  future  control  o%-er  tlie  management 
and  regulation  of  the  School  would  be  done  away  with. 

3rd.  That  we  are  not  satisfied  as  to  the  extent  of  the  powers  conferred  by  tlie  late  Act  upon 
the  Council  of  King's  College,  tliere  being  .st)  many  inconsistencies  between  it  and  the  former 
unrepealed  Act.  and  it  being,  in  itself,  so  ambiguous  in  its  language,  that  we  cannot  rightly 
distinguish  l)etween  the  iiowers  vested  in  us  as  Trustees  by  the  one,  and  the  powers  accorded  to 
the  Council  of  King's  College  by  the  other  ;  they  appearing  to  be  totally  incons'stent  with  cacli 
other. 

4th.  Because  the  Council  of  King's  College,  although  they  do  not  openly  and  directly 
interfere  with  the  ])t)wers  of  existing  Trustees,  are  nevertheless  using  means  which,  if  acceded 
to.  must  necessai'ily,  though  indirectly,  result  in  their  acquiring  the  patronage,  direction  and 
control  of  all  the  (Grannuar)  Schools  in  the  Province  ;  for.  whenever  the  terms  insisted  upon  by 
that  Council  are  complied  with,  and  the  boon  of  £.)0  for  an  Assistant  Teacher  obtained,  tlie 
authority  of  the  Trustees  must  succumb  to  that  of  the  Council. 

5th.  Because  we  feel  persuaded  that  by  the  Act,  2iid  Victoria,  Chaiiter  10,  it  never  could 
have  l>een  the  deliberate  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  entrust  the  guidance  and  management 
of  the  whole  of  our  Schools  of  a  higher  order  in  the  Pi\)vince,  to  the  Council  of  King's  College, 
and  this  for  the  following  reasons  : 

Because  1st.  Had  such  deliberate  intention  existed  in  their  minds,  they  would  have  taken 
care  to  give  scope  and  acticm  to  it,  by  so  modifying  the  Act  of  47th  (ieoi-ge  III.,  Chapter  6,  as  to 
mark  out  precisely  the  subordinate  jtositicm  of  the  Grammar  School  Trustees  to  tlie  Council,  and 
the  duties  which,  in  this  new  position,  would  remain  for  the  former  to  discharge. 

2iid.  Because,  in  any  circum.stances,  but  more  especially  in  the  temper  of  the  times  when 
the  Act  was  passed,  no  such  great  change  in  the  management  of  a  most  important  class  of  the 
educational  estal)lishnients  of  the  land,  could  have  been  brought  fairly  befoie  the  Legislature 
without  educing  opinions  on  all  sides  as  to  its  ])roi)riety  ;  Avliereas  the  Act  passed  almost  in 
silence. 

6th.  Because  we  oViject  to  the  management  and  control  of  Grammar  Schools,  instituted  and 
endowed  for  the  lienefit  of  every  individual  in  the  Country,  without  regard  to  sect,  denomination 
or  ])arty,  lieing  invested  in  a  Bod}'  of  so  partial  and  sectarian  a  character  as  that  of  the  Coun^'il 
of  King's  College  ;  and,  because  we  can  jjerceive  evident  marks  in  the  stejis  wliicli  that  Body 
liave  already  taken,  of  a  desire  to  grasp  tlie  patronage  of  those  Schools,  gain  the  control  over 
them  and  organize  them  ujjon  a  ])articular  system,  not  adapted  to  the  wants,  conformable  to  the 
wishes,  or  available  for  the  l)enefit  of  a  large  pcn-tion  of  the  ])eople  of  the  Province.  The  marks 
of  this  are.  we  conceive,  manifest  in  attaching  imperatively  to  the  enjoyment  of  a  salary  for  an 
Assistant  Teacher,  the  conditions  of  enforcing  the  Rules  ar.d  Regulations  passed  by  them.selves, 
— in  their  having  advertised  in  tlie  ])ublic  papers  that  a])])lication  for  the  situation  of  Grammar 
School  Teachers  should  be  made  to  them,  and  testimonials  of  character  and  (pialitications 
shc^uld  be  forwarded  to  them  ;  in  their  having  a])i)ointed  tliree  of  tlieir  Memliers, 
videlicet  :  the  Honourable  and  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bi.sho])  of  Toronto,  tlie  Reverend 
Doctor  McCaul,  Princiital  of  Upper  Canada  College,  and  the  Honoural)le  R.  S.  Jameson,  Vice- 
Chancellor,  a  Standing  Committee  for  the  examination  of  Teachers  ;  in  the  arrangements  to  lie 
introduced,  in  the  Books  to  be  used,  in  the  form  of  prayer  ])rescribed,  in  the  periods  apjjointed 
for  the  holidays,  and  in  the  Returns  required  to  be  filled  up  and  given  in  to  the  Council,  and.  in 
fine,  in  the  whole  sy.stem  to  be  carried  out. 

7th.  liecause  the  assumption  l)y  the  Council  of  King's  College,  of  the  power  to  |)ay  the 
salary  directly  to  the  Assistant  Teacher,  on  tlie  certi6cate  of  tlie  Head  Master,  is  unwarranted  and 
in  direct  contradicti(m  to  the  2nd  clause  of  the  Act,  2nd  Victoria,  Cliapter  10. 

8th  That  the  two  Acts  being  ccmtradictory,  and  the  last  liearing  evident  marks  of  im])erfec- 
tion.  the  Legislature  must  soon  necessarily  supersede  all  ]iast  Acts  on  the  subject,  and  introduce 
a  regular  and  connected  system  of  Education,  adapted  to  the  wants  of  tlie  Province,  and  the 
circumstances  and  condition  of  its  inhabitants. 

9th.  And  lastly,  liecause  the  assent  to  the  al)ove  Resolution  was  carried  ))y  the  votes  of  tlie 
Trustees,  wlio  have  not,  for  many  years  taken  any  interest  in  the  School,  or  })een  present  at  tlie 
Examinations,  and  who  thus  appear  to  have  lieen  specially  brought  forward  fur  a  jiarty  object. 

For  these,  aiid  otlier  reasons  we  dissent  from,  and  pi'otest  against  the  passage  of  the  fore- 
going Resolution.

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Inferior  Condition  of  Education  in  Canada.'^ 

Among  the  various  subjects  which  retiuire  ])ublic  attention  in  this  Province,  there  is  none 
of  greater  imjtortance  to  tlie  \vell-))eing  of  Society  than  the  education  of  its  youth,  the  maxim 

"  Just  as  tlie  twig  is  })ent  the  tree's  inclined." 

is  generally  admitted  ;  and,  therefore,  the  future  character  of  society  depends  on  the  character 
which  we  impres.s  on  those  who  are  hereafter  to  form  its  constituent  parts. 

It  is  universally  admitted  that  education  is  in  a  very  defective  cimdition  tiiroughout  the 
Pn)vince,  in  tiie  Connnon  Schools  es])ecially.  The  little  that  they  i)rofess  to  teach  is  l)ut  the 
fir.st  stej)  towards  education,  and  that  little  is  generally  taught  in  a  very  imperfect  manner.  We 
could  till  i>age  ui)on  page  with  evidence  of  this,  taken  from  the  testimony  of  Clergymen,  Legis- 
lators, and  others  in  the  Province,  the  best  (|ualiHed  to  Judge,  and  having  full  oj)portunities  of 
knowing  and  judging  aright  ;  Ijut  the  conviction  of  the  fact  is  so  general  as  to  render  any 
lal)oui-ed  proof  unnecessarj'.  And  if  the  defects  of  the  system  are  so  obvious  and  glaring,  when 
tried  by  ordinary  rules,  how  much  more  so  when  judged  by  the  higli  standard  of  what  education, 
even  in  Connnon  Schools,  ought  to  be  I  On  this  point  pul)lic  opinion  wants  raising  to  a  higher 
standard  than  generally  prevails. 

To  be  taught  a  little  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  is  not  education  in  any  correct  accejit- 
ation  of  the  term.  This  neither  develo])es  the  faculties  of  the  mind,  nor  im])lants  a  tithe  of  the 
means  of  doing  so.  It  merely  enables  a  man  to  perf(»rm  the  very  lowest  part  of  his  duties  in 
business,  or  as  a  social  l)eing,  but  the  highest  ])arts  of  those  duties  are  not  even  noticed.  The 
sentient  being  is  so  far  from  having  its  faculties  cultivated,  that  it  is  never  even  taught  their 
names  —is  so  far  from  receiving  any  intellectual  training,  that  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  the 
scholar  leaves  school  without  having  learnt  a  single  fact  ni  relation  to  his  mind  and  its  various 
])owers.  Education  stops  sliort  at  the  very  threshold  of  the  tem])le  that  it  ought  to  enter  and 
•  fill  with  glory. 

If  the  human  soul  without  educatiim  be  compared  to  marl)le  in  the  <|uarry,  and  education 
to  the  art  of  the  statuary,  then  with  us  the  statue  is  merely  cut  out  and  rough  chipped  to  the 
rude  .semblance  of  a  man.  instead  of  being  chiselled  and  polished  to  a  glorious  type  of  the  human 
face  and  human  figure,  radiant  with  life  and  intelligence  like  the  "  Statue  that  enchants  the 
world." 

Munificent  Parliamentary  Grant  in  Aid  of  Common  Schools  in  1841. 
Ill  passiiio-  the  Connnon  Scliool  Act  of  1<S4<1, provision  was  nuule,  (far  l^eyond 
what  was  oricjinally  intended  as  the  Common  School  Fund,)  and  a  munificent 
sum,  as  compared  with  former  (grants,  was  set  apart  by  the  Common  Scliool  Act 
of  1841  for  "the  support  and  maintenance  of  Common  Schools  in  the  United 
Province  of  Canada.     The  third  section  of  that  Act  provided  as  follows: 

That,  for  the  Establishment,  Maintenance  and  Supj)ort  of  Connnon  Schools  in  this  Province, 
there  shall  be  granted  to  Her  Majesty  annually,  during  the  continuance  of  this  Act,  the  sum  of 
Fifty  Thousand  Pounds  Currency,  (£50,000, )  to  be  di.striliuted  among  the  several  Districts  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  ))rovided,  and  such  aforesaid,  from  the  said  permanent  fund,  and  of 
such  further  sum  as  may  be  refjuired  to  complete  the  same,  out  of  any  unap])ropriated  monies, 
which  are  now  raised  and  levied,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  raised,  and  levied,  by  the  authority 
of  the  Legislature,  to  and  for  the  ])ublic  uses  of  this  Province  :  and  the  said  annual  grant  shall 
be,  and  be  called   "The  Connmm  School  Fund."t 

*  This  Article  is  taken  from  the  Monthly  Review,  published  under  the  direction  of  Lord  Sydenham, 
Governor-General,  in  1840-41,  and  as  an  organ  of  his  Government.  In  The  Story  of  My  Life,  I  have  given 
the  following  information  on  the  subject:  "  Af  cer  an  interview  with  Lord  Sydenham,  at  his  request,  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson,  in  a  letter  to  His  Excellency,  dated  the  4th  of  April,  1840,  made  a  practical 
suggestion  as  to  the  desirability  of  establishing  the  Monthly  Review,  as  a  means  of  disseminating  the  liberal 
views  which  he  entertained  in  regard  to  the  future  government  of  this  Country,  and  also  as  an  organ  of 
public  opinion  in  harmony  with  these  view.s.  It  was  at  first  projnsed  that  Doctor  Ryerson  should  edit  the 
Review,  but,  after  fuller  consideration  of  the  matter,  he  declined,  and  the  editing  and  management  of  it 
was,  at  his  suggestion,  placed  in  the  hands  of  John  Waadby,  Esquire,  Editor  of  the  Kingston  Herald.  It 
was  issued  in  Toronto  early  in  1841,  but  ceased  on  the  death  of  Lord  Sydenham,  in  September  of  that 
year,"    (Pages  2(i4,  265). 

t  In  1841,  just  before  the  passing  of  this  Common  School  Act,  the  Legislative  grant  in  aid  of  Common 
Schools  in  Upper  Canada  was  only  Five  Thousand  Six  Hundred  and  Fifty  Pounds,  (t5,()50),  given  in  two 
sums  See  page  25  of  this  Volume.  Thif  new  grant  of  Fifty  Thousand  pounds  t'5O,OO0,  was  divided  between 
Upper  and  Lower  Canada  according  to  population.  For  some  veirs,  the  division  was  in  the  proportion  of 
i'TO.OOO  to  Lower  Canada,  and  i'20,000  to  Upper  Canada.  Finally,  after  a  long  correspondence,  Upper 
Canada  received  the  larger  share — the  increase  of  her  population  having  made  it  efiuitable  to  do  so. 
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The  peculiar  circumstances,  under  which  this  then  very  large  sum  was  set 
apart  for  Connnon  Schools,  are  thus  narrated  by  the  Honourable  Isaac  Buchanan, 
in  a  Letter  addressed  to  the  Editor  of  this  Documentary  History  in  1882.  In 
that  Letter,  Mr.  Buchanan  said  : 

In  1830,  I  had,  as  an  extra  of  tlie  Albion  newspaper,  publishetl  1)y  INIr.  Cull,  (about  the  time 
York  became  Toronto,)  {)roposed  a  plan  of  settlement  for  the  Clergy  Reserves,  fitted  to  solve  the 
dithculties  connected  with  them,  whether  Industrial,  Educatitmal,  or  Political.  My  proposal 
was  that  an  educational  tax  should  be  levied,  the  payments  by  each  church  or  sect  being  shewn 
in  separate  columns,  and  each  sect  receiving  from  the  Clergy  Reserve  fund,  in  the  proportion  of 
its  payments  for  Education. 

This  first  attempt  of  mine  to  get  an  endowment  for  Education  failed,  as  there  was  then  no 
system  of  Responsible  Government.  But  five  years  afterwards,  (in  1840),  when  my  election  for 
Toronto  had  decided  the  question  of  Res})onsible  Government,  and  before  the  tii^t  Bj^liament 
niet,  I  spoke  to  Lord  Sydenham,  the  Governor  General,  on  the  subject.  He  felt  u'^iderconsider- 
able  obligation  to  me  for  standing  in  the  breach,  when  Honourable  Robert  Baldwin  found  that  he 
could  not  succeed  in  carrying  Toronto.  I  told  him  that  I  felt  sure  that,  if  we  were  allowed  to 
throw  the  accounts  of  the  Province  into  regular  l)o()ks,  we  would  show  a  surplus  over  expendi- 
ture. His  Excellency  agreed  to  my  proi)(>sal,  and  I  stijjvdated  that,  if  we  shoAved  a  surplus,  half 
would  be  given  as  an  endowment  for  an  Educational  System  Haj)})ily,  we  found  that  Upper 
Canada  had  a  surplus  revenue  of  about  ^100,000  a  year — half  of  which  the  Parliament  of  1841 
set  aside  for  Education,  as  agreed — the  law  sti])ulating  that  every  District  Council  getting  a  share 
of  it  would  locally  tax  for  as  nnich  more,  and  this  constituted  the  financial  basis  of  our  Educa- 
tional System  in  1881.  Thus  I  have  given  you  a  glimi)se  of  the  time  when  Doctor  Ryerson  and 
I  were  active  cooperators.     (Story  of  My  Life,  page  287. ) 

Importance  of  Education  to  British  North  America.* 
Some  general  system  of  Education  should  be  established  in  Upper  Canada  similar  to  those 
of  Prussia,  Germany,  and  France,  with  such  modifications  as  would  adapt  them  to  the  circum- 
Ktances  of  our  own  Country.  In  France,  all  Institutions  for  education  are  subject  to  a  Board,, 
styled  "The  University  of  France."  The  Kingdom  is  divided  into  twenty-six  territorial 
divisions,  called  Academies,  in  each  of  which  are  Faculties  of  Instruction.  Their  places  of 
education  are  divided  into  primary  and  secondary  schools,  lycea,  colleges,  etcetera  To  the 
establishment  of  some  similar  system  in  this  Country,  we  can  look  forward  with  strong  assur- 
ance, from  the  efficient  administration  of  Lord  Sydenham,  who  has  devoted  so  much  attention  to 
British  America.  The  inefficiency  of  the  ])resent  system  in  Upjjcr  Canada  is  universally  acknowl- 
edged. The  salaries  of  Common  School  Teachers  are  an  inadeipiate  renmneration  for  the  toil 
and  care  connected  with  the  instruction  of  youth. 

The  following  Table,  which  is  believed  to  be  in  general,  accurate,  shows  the  proportion  of 
children,  who  receive  Connnon  Schof)l  instruction,  to  tlie  whole  population,  in  several  Eui'opean 
Countries,  in  several  of  the  United  States,  and  in  Upper  Canada  :

*  ThJB  IB  one  of  a  serieB  of  aiticlcH  written  by  the  Reverend  JeHse  Hurlburt,  A.M.,  Acting  Principal  of 
the  Upper  Canada  Academy  in  18.39,  41.  It  is  interesting  from  the  survey  which  it  takes  of  the  current 
etate  of  education  in  various  Countries  in  Europe  and  in  somo  of  the  States  in  the  American  Union  aa 
cmpared  with  Upi»er  Canada,  at  that  time.  The  table  given  showa  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  Slave 
State  of  Kentucky,  Upper  Canada  wa»  lowest  in  the  scale  of  educating  Cfjuntries.

I  h.ive  seen  no  retuin.s  from  the  other  Britisli  Provinces,  from  which  an  accurate  estimate 
can  he  made.  Hut  the  number  of  pupils,  (to  tlie  whole  jtopulation,)  is  probably  not  greater,  and, 
in  some  Provinces,  l)y  no  means  as  gi-eat  as  in  Up])er  Canada.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  Table, 
that  the  number  of  children  who  receive  a  Connnon  School  education  in  rpj)er  Canada,  is  less, 
comj)ared  to  the  whole  jiopulation,  than  in  any  othei'  of  the  above-named  Countries  .  .  .  Yet 
this  estimate  is  exceedingly  defective,  as  it  includes  all  who  have  l)een  in  the  Schools  ;  those 
who  have  attended  a  month,  with  those  who  have  been  pujiils  for  years.  The  ca.se  is  tpiite  difle- 
reiit  in  those  European  Countries,  in  which  children  are  com[)elled  t<(  attend  .school  from  the  age 
of  five,  or  six,  until  the  age  of  foui'teen  years. 

To  renovate  our  School  System,  a  class  of  Teachers  must  l)e  trained  uj)  for  the  purpose  ; 
since  no  System  of  Education  can  ])rove  successfid  without  suitable  instructors.  Higher  Institu- 
tion.s,  as  Colleges  and  Normal  Schools,  for  the  education  of  Teachers,  ought  to  be  established  in 
rpper  Canada.  The  jmblic  benetit  of  having  Institutions  of  this  high  character  in  the  com- 
munity woidd  be  ine.stima))le.  Their  influence  u])on  the  mctrals  and  intelligence,  and,  through 
the.se,  u])on  the  tranipiility  of  the  Country,  would  contribute  mo.st  materially  to  a  healthful  and 
permanent  prosjjcrity 

The  want  of  such  Institutions  has  most  .seriously  injured  the  Country.  Young  men, 
desirous  of  obtaining  U  lil)eral  education,  have  had  no  alternative  but  to  leave  their  native 
land,  to  ol)tain  those  facilities  which  could  not  be  found  at  home.  Some,  knowing  that  they 
could  not  gain  admittance  into  the  Universities  of  Great  Britain  .  .  .  and  others  from 
choice,  as  being  nearer  home,  and  less  expensive,  have  chosen  the  United  States,  in  which  to 
obtiiin  an  education.  In  the  jtast  conditiims  of  the  Country,  these  difiiculties  have  been  too 
great  to  be  easily  surmounted  ;  for,  in  a  new  .state  of  society,  but  few  have  means  at  their  com- 
niand  suflicient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  educating  their  children  in  a  foreign  (Country  ;  be.side.s, 
but  few  in  such  a  state  of  society  feel  the  importance  of  a  liberal  education. 

These  obstacles  are  rapidly  vanishing  ;  ca)>ital  is  increasing  in  the  Country,  and  members  of 
the  comnnuiity  are  )uore  dee])ly  im])re.ssed  than  ever  with  the  im])ortance  of  being  well  educated. 
Some,  having  ol)taincd  an  education,  have  returned  home  to  excite  in  the  bosoms  of  their  young 
associates  the  same  commendable  ardour  in  the  i)ursuit  of  knowledge  ;  and  nothing  can  prevent 
the  nuud)er  who  will  resort  to  foreign  institutions  from  rapidly  increa.sing,  except  ati'ording 
ecjual  facilities  at  home. 

A  few  only  of  tho.se  educated  abroad  return.  The  reason  is  obvious.  Young  men  becoming 
known,  as  they  necessarily  must,  durin<^  the  period  of  their  .studies,  to  the  literary  and  influen- 
tial men  of  the  Nation,  find,  through  their  influence,  a  ready  and  favourable  introduction  into 
honourable  and  lucrative  situations.  Forming  also  associations  .  .  .  with  the  chihlren  of 
the  wealthier  families  of  the  connnunity,  who  re.sort  from  all  parts  of  the  Nation  to  the  same 
Institutions  ;  bound  together  by  kindred  pursuits,  and  by  the  recollections  of  early  life  ;— their 
relations  are  t;<K)  close  and  ])ersonal  to  be  broken  uj),  and  their  ])rospects  too  flattering  to  be 
relin(|uished  ;  especially  when,  in  doing  so,  they  nuist  enter  upon  a  new  state  of  society  without 
any  of  the  com[)ani(ms  of  their  youth.  Hence,  most  of  thcjse  who  are  educated  abroad  never 
return  to  their  native  country.  But  let  inducements  be  ])resented  for  them  to  remain  at  home  ; 
let  Institutions  be  established,  on  ])road  and  liberal  jjrinciple.s,  and  we  shall  have  tlie  j)rivilege 
of  educating  our  own  youth,  and  thus  reap  the  l)enetit  of  retaining  them,  with  all  their  influence, 
in  the  land  of  their  birth.

State,  and  Recent  Progress,  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada,  1838-1841. 

The  Church,  (the  Episcopalian  Organ),  publi.slied  in  Toronto,  on  the  7th  of 
August,  1841,  tjave  the  followino-  particulars  of  the  then  State  and  Progress  of 
Education  in  Upper  Canada: — 

In  1838,  after  the  troubles  of  the  preceding  winter,  there  were  more  than  24.000  children 
receiving  education  in  the  Schools  of  Ui)j)er  Canada,  supported  by  the  ])ublic  funds.  Since  that 
time,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  Schools  and  pujiils  ;  and  we  shall 
{)i-obably  not  be  far  wrong  in  estimating  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  the  former,  and  the 
latter,  at  more  than  30,0()0.  In  proof  of  this,  we  would  refer  to  the  increase  in  our  own  Home 
District,  exclusive  of  the  City  of  Toronto.  In  1838,  the  number  of  Schools  in  the  Home  District 
was  92  ;— of  .scholars  2,557.  In  January,  1841,  the  number  of  Schools  were  123,  and  pujiils, 
3,767  ;  and,  in  the  last  six  months,  there  has  been  an  addition  of  twelve  Scliools,  and  more  than 
G50  scholars.  Now,  it  must  Ije  borne  in  mind  that  we  have  hitherto  taken  into  account  only 
those  Schools,  wliich  receive  grants  of  |)ublic  money.  The  innuber  of  private  establishments  for 
elementary  instruction  is  much  greater  than  is  generally  supposed  ;  and  we  are  not  without  both 
public  and  private  in.stitutions,  which  afl'ord  the  advantages  of  a  n)ore  extensive  and  liberal 
education.

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CHAPTER  XII. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE   OF  CANADA, 

1842. 

On  the  8th  day  of  September,  1842,  in  the  Town  of  Kintrston,  the  Second 
Se.ssion  of  the  First  Parliament  of  the  (United)  Province  of  Canada  was  formerly 
opened.  This  was  done  by  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  who  had  })een  appointed  Governor 
General  of  British  North  America,  in  place  of  the  late  lamented  Governor  Gen- 
eral, Lord  Sydenluun,  who,  as  mentioned  on  page  40  of  this  Volume,  ante,  died  on 
the  10th  of  the  proceeding  September.*  At  tlie  opening  of  this  Session  of  the 
Legislature,  the  usual  ceremonies  were  observed,  and  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  in  his 
Speech  from  the  Throne  said  : 

I  have  endeavored  to  work  out  the  objec's  which  the  Legislature  contemplated  in  passing 
an  Act  [of  last  Session]  for  the  promotion  of  Education  ;  and  I  have  not  hesitated  to  adopt  such 
measures  as  I  deemed  to  be  indispensible  to  the  accomplishment  of  their  intentums,  until  the 
subject  could  again  be  brought  under  their  consideration,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  introduce 
several  amendments  into  the  measure,  in  order  to  insure  its  successful  and  ))eneficial  operation. 
In  the  meantime  it  is  gratifying  to  know  the  im]jluse  which  has  l>een  given  to  Education  in  its 
higher,  as  well  as  its  elementary,  l)ranches.  The  result  cannot  fail  to  confer  the  most  material 
benefits  upon  the  whole  Province. 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Hoise  of  Assembly,  1842. 

September  13th,  184'- — Mr.  Charles  John  Fcji-bes  moved  to  resolve,  seconded  l)y  Mr. 
.John  Saudfield  Macdonald,  that  an  humble  Address  be  jtresented  to  His  Excellency  the 
Governtjr  General,  to  thank  His  Excellency  fen-  His  gracious  Speech  from  the  Throne.  The 
Honourable  Robert  Baldwin,  seconded  l)y  Mr.  Barthe,  moved  in  amendment,  that  all  the  words 
after  the  word  "That"  in  the  said  Resolution  be  struck  out,  and  that  the  following  be  substituted 

That  this  House  is  tliankful  to  His  Excellency  for  the  desire  evinced  by  him  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  wishes  of  Parliament  in  carrying  into  eft'ect  the  Act  for  the  promotion  of  Educa- 
tion, and  that  they  rejoice  that  an  impvilse  has  been  given  to  that  important  suirceof  both  public 
and  [)rivate  happiness  and  ])ros])erity,  in  its  higher,  as  well  as  its  elementary,  liranches  ;  and  feel 
assured  that  the  result  cannot  fail  to  confer  the  most  im])ortant  benefits  upon  the  whole  Province. 
Note. — The  Resolution  relating  to  Education  jn-oposed  by  Mr.  Forbes  was  as  follows  : 
That  we  shall  give  our  most  serious  attention  likewise,  to  the  important  subject  of  Educa- 
tion, in  order  to  secure  the  successful  and  beneficial  operation  f)f  the  Act  passed  for  its  promo- 
tion ;  and  that,  in  the  meantime,  we  are  gratified  t<;)  notice  the  impulse  which  has  lieen  given  tf) 
Education  in  its  higher,  as  well  as  in  its  elementary,  branches — the  result  of  which  cannot  fail  to 
confer  the  most  essential  benefits  upon  the  whole  Province. 

On  motion  of  the  Honourable  John  Neilson,  seconded  by  Mr.  James  E.  Small,  it  was— 

•  On  hearing  of  the  fatal  accident  which  betel  Lord  Sydenham  on  the  4th  of  September,  1841  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson  addressed  a  Letter  of  condolence  to  Mr.  T.  W.  C.  Murdoch,  his  Chief  Secretary 
on  the  7th  of  that  month.     In  it,  he  said  : 

I  heard  lant  eveninj?  with  deep  regret  and  concern  that  His  Excellency  had  met  with  a  serious, if  not  an 
alarming  accident.  I  crave  the  liberty,  through  you,  to  express  my  humble  and  affectionate  condolence 
with  His  Excellency  in  his  misfortune  and  suffering.  ...  I  am  prompted  to  this  expression  of  my 
feelings     .     .  from   a  grateful  and  profound   regard  for  His  Excellency  personally,  and  from  a   strong 

conviction  that  no  interruption  of  h'l^  official  labours  can  take  place  without  public  lose  to  the  Province.  .  .  . 

Softn  after  L^ird  Sydenham's  death,  Mr.  Mnrdock  received  a  copy  of  a  newspaper  containing  a 
reference  to  Lord  Sydenham's  death,  written  by  Doctor  Kyerson.  He  then  wrote  to  him  as  follows,  on  the 
13th  of  October. 

I  thank  you  for  sending  me  the  Guardian,  containing  your  Letter  on  the  death  of  Lord  Sydenham. 
Tliat  letter  I  have  read  over  and  over  again  with  the  deepest  emotion,  and  I  cannot  but  feel  how  much 
more  worthily  the  tsMk  of  writing  the  history  of  his  administration  might  have  been  confided  to  your  hands 
than  to  mine. 
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Oruekei)  tliJit  the  niaiii  Motion,  .111(1  proposed  Ameiidiiu'iits  thereto,  l)e  now  referred  to  ;i 
Connnittee  or  the  Whole  House. 

(Note. — Tliis  was  done  ;  hut  the  matter  was  subsequently  deferied  until    tlu'  17tii  instant.) 

September  15th,  IS/fi^ — The  Petition  of  the  Munieipal  Council  of  the  Niagara  District,  pre- 
sented to  the  H^iu.so  on  the  IMtii  instant,  was  read:  praying  for  auienduients  to  .  .  .  the 
District  ((Iramniar)  Schools  Act. 

(Note. — This  Petition  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  on  the  "jL'nd  nistant.) 

Sieptcrnhfi-  Wfh,  IS/f?.  —The  Petition  of  the  Midland  District  Council,  presented  to  the  House 
on  the  Kith  inst.,  praying  for  amendments  to  the  School  Act  was  read. 

Note. — The  Address  to  the  (lovernor  (Jeneral,  in  reply  to  his  Speech  from  the  Throne, 
relating  to  Education,  as  amended,  was  agreed  on  the  17th  instant,  and  was  presented  to  His 
Excellency  on  the  22nd  of  September,  1842. 

September  f2?nd,  Ifi/fS. — The  Petitions  of  the  Municipal  Councils  of  the  District  of  Colborne, 
and  of  the  District  of  Brock,  were  read,  praying  that  the  Conunon  School  Act  passed  in  the 
last  Session  of  the  present  Parliament,  be  amended. 

Se.ptemher  2(>th,  18Jt'2. — The  Petition  of  Mr  William  Robertson  and  others  of  the  Township 
of  Escpiesing,  praying  that  the  Common  School  Act  of  the  last  Session  of  the  present  Parliament 
be  amended,  was  read. 

September  2'.>th,  /i^.^.-The  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Andrew  Balfour  of  the  Village  of 
Waterloo,  praying  an  aid  for  a  (Jrammar  School  in  the  said  Village.  This  Petition  was  referred 
to  a  Select  Committee  to  examine  the  contents  thereof,  and  to  report  thereon  with  all  convenient 
speed,  with  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  records. 

Octolier  lltk,  184-'. — On  motion  of  the  Honourable  John  Xeilson,  .secomled  by  Mi-.  .James 
Leslie,  it  was — 

Resolved,  that  an  humble  .\ddress  l)e  }jresented  to  His  Excellency,  the  (Governor  General, 
praying  that  His  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  cau.se  to  be  laid  before  this  Hou.se,  at  the  o])ening 
of  the  ensuing  Session,  a  statement  of  the  num])er  of  Students,  or  Scholars,  attending  each  and 
every  Institution  of  Education  in  this  Province,  to  which  any  grant  of  the  public  money  is  made 
with  the  cla.sses  to  which  they  belong,  the  usual  residence  of  the  Students  and  Scholars,  rates  of 
tuition,  and  the  branches  of  Education  taught  in  such  Institutions  respectively. 

Ordered.  That  the  said  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  by  such  Members  of  this 
House  as  are  of  the  Honourable  the  Executive  Council  of  this  Pi-ovince. 

October  10th.  18Jfj — Mr.  William  Hamilton  Merritt  moved,  secondeil  l>y  Mr.  Henry  Sher- 
wood, that  an  huml>le  Address  be  ])resented  to  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  (ieneral,  jtraying 
that  His  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House,  in  the  manner  herein- 
after directed,  a  Report  containing  the  following  tal)ular  statements,  videlicet:  .  .  .  10th: 
a  Return  of  the  various  funds  appropriated  for  Education,  showing  amount  of  land  sold,  the 
proceeds  thereof,  under  what  control,  and  how  invested  ;  including  the  various  Colleges,  as  well 
as  Common  Schools. 

Note. — The  consideration  of  this  Motion  was  postptoned  until  another  day,  but  it  was  not 
brought  u]i  again  during  the  Session. 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Legi.sl.\tive  Council,  1.S42. 

The  Second  Session  of  the  First  Parliament  of  the  (United)  Province  of 
Canada  was  opened  by  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  Governor  General  of  British  North 
America  on  the  8th  day  of  September,  1842,  with  a  Speech  from  the  Thnme — the 
educational  portions  are  given  on  page  162  of  this  volume,  ante. 

September  9th.  1842. — The  Honourable  Peter  B.  De  Blacquiere  presented  a  petition  from  the 
Warden  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  District  of  Brock,  praying  that  the  present  School 
Act  may  be  altered  and  amended.     Ordered  that  the  same  do  lie  on  the  Table. 

The  Honourable  Adam  Fergusson  presented  a  Petition  from  Mr.  Alexander  Roi)ertson,  and 
others.  School  Teachers  in  Estpiesing,  in  the  District  of  Gore,  praying  that  measures  may  be 
taken  to  secure  to  School  Teachers  a  competent  income  and  permanent  em[)l()yment  ;  also  a 
Petition  from  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  District  of  Wellington,  praying  that  the  Common 
School  Act  may  be  an\ended  and  simplified  in  its  details.  Ordered  that  the  same  do  lie  on  the 
Table. 
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The  Council  then  proceeded  to  tlie  consideration  of  His  Excellency  s  Speech  at  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  when  it  was 

(hdered.  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  to 
thank  His  Excellency  for  His  Excellency's  gracious  Speech  from  the  Throne       .  .  .       To 

acknowledge  His  Excellency's  endeavours  to  work  out  the  objects  which  the  Legislature  contem- 
plated in  passing  an  Act  [at  the  last  Session]  for  the  promotion  of  Education,  and  His 
Excellency"  adoption  of  such  measures  as  His  Excellenc}-  deemed  to  be  indispensible  to  the 
accomplishment  of  these  intentions  until  the  suliject  could  be  again  brought  under  their 
consideration.  To  assure  His  Excellency  of  the  best  assistance  of  this  Htmsein  the  introduction 
of  any  amendment  into  the  measure  which  will  tend  to  insure  its  successful  and  beneficial 
operation  :  and.  in  the  mean  time,  to  express  the  satisfaction  of  this  H<Hise  in  noticing  the 
impulse  which  have  been  given  to  Education  in  its  higher,  as  well  as  in  its  elementary,  branches, 
the  result.s  of  which  Civnnot  fail  to  confer  the  most  niiterial  benefits  upon  the  whole  Province. 

Note. — This  Address,  containing  this  reference  to  Education,  was  presented  to  the 
(lovemor  General  on  the  10th  instant  ;  to  which  he  returned  a  gracious  reply. 

September  10th.  18 Jf3. — The  Honourable  Adam  Fergusson  presented  a  Petition  from  the 
Munici])al  Council  of  the  District  of  Gore,  praying  that  certain  alterations  may  be  made  in  the 
Common  School  Act. 

September  27th,  ISJ^. — Ordered  that  the  Petition  from  the  District  Council  of  the  District 
of  Brock,  praying  that  the  present  School  Act  be  altered  and  amended,  be  now  read.  The  said 
Petition  was  then  read  accordingly.  Ordered,  that  the  last  mentioned  motion,  on  the  subject 
of  the  amendment  of  the  Education  Act,  be  discharged  from  the  orders  of  the  Day. 

September  29th,  1843. — The  Honourable  Robert  Baldwin  Sullivan  presented  a  Petition  from 
the  Western  District  Council,  praying  for  certain  amendments  to  the     .         .         .     School  Act. 

Note. — No  other  proceedings  of  an  Educational  nature  took  place  in  either  House  of  the 
Legislature  during  the  Session  of  1842  ;  and  no  reference  to  Education  was  made  by  the 
Governor  General  in  prorouging  the  Legislature. 


CHAPTER  XIIT. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  KING'S  COLLEGE,  1842. 

The  following  is  a  record  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  of  King's  College, 
so  far  as  the}'  are  of  special,  or  general,  public  interest.  Routine  proceedings  in 
regard  to  the  .selling  and  leasing  of  lands,  and  those  of  a  like  local,  or  ephemeral, 
character  are  omitted  : 

January  7th,  18^2.  —  The  Honourable  Levins  Peters  Sherwood,  a  Member  of  the  Legislative 
(Jouncil,  appointed  a  Member  of  this  Council,  in  the  ])lace  of  the  Honoural)le  Robert  Sympson 
.Jameson,  now  a  Member,  ex-officio,  as  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council,  signed  the  Declaration 
j)rescribed  by  the  Charter  and  t<"jk  his  seat  in  the  Council. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  at  a  Meeting  held  on  the  2nd  day  of  October 
la8t,  U>  consider  certain  arrangements  proposed  in  respect  to  the  liabilities  of  Colonel  Wells,  the 
late  Bursar,  having  submitted  their  Report,  (m  the  2nd  day  of  November,  *1841,  tlie  Council 
approved  of  the  Rej>ort,  and  directed  that  it  should  be  carried  into  efi'ect. 

A  Memorial,  dated  the  IDth  of  October  last,  from  Messieurs  George  P.  and  John  D.  Ridout, 
referring  to  their  former  Memorials,  and  again  praying  that  the  Council  will  accei)t  of  land  in 
lieu  of  their  Bond,  and  extending  their  ofl'er  of  land  to  800  acres,  was  read. 

The  Coimcil  having,  on  the  former  occasifins,  fully  c<msidered  this  matter,  and  having  in 
their  Minute  of  the  2nd  of  October  last,t  recorded  their  sense  of  the  very  honourable 
conduct  of  the  Messieiirs  Ridout,  in  the  transaction  for  which  their  Bond  was  given,  and  in  that 
Minute,  shewn  their  disposition  tr>  accept  a  payment   in  land,  provided  the  number  of  acres

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t>ffero(l  were  considered  to  be  oi  ade([iiate  value,  wliiili  was  iint  the  case  on  the  former  occasions, 
are  now  satisfied  with  the  ofler  as  extended  to  800  acres,  and,  tlierefore,  it  is, 

Rcsolrcfl  that  the  present  projtosal  of  tlie  Messieurs  Kidout  he  accepted  ;  and  tiiat  the  Bond 
be  given  up  to  them,  on  the  land  l)eing  transferred  with  satisfactory  titles  to  the  College. 

A  Letter  was  read  from  the  Provincial  Secretary's  ( )tHce,  dated  the  17th  of  Deceml)er,  184J, 
on  the  subject  of  the  (Jrammar  School  Funds  ;  and  transmitting  a  Report  of  a  Connnittee  of  the 
E.vecutive  Council,  (approved  by  Hi.s  Excellency  the  Administrator  of  the  (Jovernment,)  on  the 
Grammar  School  lands.     The  Letter  and  enclosure  are  as  follows  : 

I  have  the  honour  to  ac([uaint  you,  that  Sir  Richard  Downs  .Jackson,  the  Administrator  of 
the  Government,  in  Council,  has  had  under  c(msideration  your  Letter,  re()uesting  instructions 
on  the  sale  and  management  t)f  the  School  Lands,  under  the  4th  and  oth  Victoria,  Chapter  9,  and 
that,  on  a  consideration  thereof.  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  approve  of  a  Report  thereon  by  a 
Committee  of  Council,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclo.se  for  the  information  of  King's  College  Council. 
I  am,  at  the  same  time,  to  request  that  you  will  convey  to  the  Connnittee  of  King's  College 
Council,  appointed  to  report  on  School  Lands,  and  to  their  Chairman, — The  Honourable 
John  Simcoe  Maciiulay, — the  expressi(jn  of  His  Excellency's  thanks  for  the  great  care  and 
attention,  which  that  Connnittee  has  bestowed  in  investigating  and  rejxnting  on  the  School 
Ljinds.  I  am  further  to  call  your  attention  to  the  third  section  of  the  Statute  jtassed  on  the 
18th  of  September  last,  4tli  and  5th  Victoria,  Chapter  19,  as  follows  : 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  within  three  months  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  Council  of  King's 
College  or  their  Bursar,  or  Treasurer,  shall  transfer  and  pay  over  to  the  lleceiver  General,  as  aforesaid,  all 
Debentures  unredeemed,  and  sums  of  money  arising  from  unexpended  arrears  of  interest,  which  may  have 
accrued  thereon,  and  be  at  present  held  under  the  authority  of  the  Act  hereby  repealed,  by  the  said  Council, 
or  Treasurer,  on  account  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  School  Lands  an  aforesaid,  to  be  by  the  said 
Receiver  General  invested  in  debentures,  and  the  interests  and  rents  thereof,  appropriated  and  distributed 
as  hereinbefore  mentioned.* 

This  Section  recpiires  the  King's  College  Council,  or  their  Bursar,  or  Trwisurer,  within 
three  months  after  its  passing,  to  ti-ansfer.  and  pay  over  to  the  Receiver  General,  all  Deben 
tures  unredeemed,  and  all  sums'^of  money  arising  from  unexpended  arrears  of  interest,  which 
may  have  accrued  thereon .

Copy  of  a  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  14th  day  of  December, 
1841,  approved  by  His  Excellency,  Sir  Richard  Downs  Jackson,  the  Administrator  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, on  a  Letter  of  the  Bursar  of  King's  College,  re(juesting  instructions  on  the  sale  and 
management  of  School  Lands,  under  the  Provincial  Statute,  4tli  and  5th  Victoria,  Cha])ter  19. 

The  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under  ccmsideration  a  Letter  from  the  Bursar  of  King's 
College,  recjuesting  instructions  on  the  subject  of  the  sale  of  School  Lands,  under  the  Provincial 
Statute,  4th  and  5th  Victoria,  Chapter  19.  and  representing,  in  effect,  that,  although  the  Act 
provides  that  the  manaorement  and  sale  of  the  said  School  Lands  shall  continue  to  l)e  conducted 
by  the  said  Council  of  King's  College,  until  further  provision  shall  be  made  in  that  behalf,  at 
any  future  Session  of  the  Legislature,  yet  the  said  Lands  had  never  been  managed,  or  sold,  under 
the  direction,  or  Su])erintendence,  of  the  King's  College  Council. 

By  the  Provincial  Statute  2nd  Victoria,  Chapter  10,  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of 
School  Lands  were  placed  in  the  charge  and  management  of  the  King's  College  Council,  and 
certain  powers  were  given  to  that  Body,  in  the  disposal  of  the  yearly  [)roceeds  of  the  invested 
funds,  but,  by  the  Statute  first  above  mentioned,  (4th  and  5th  Victoria,  Chaptei'  19),  these  funds 
are  directed  to  be  restored  to  the  charge  of  the  Receiver  General,  and  all  })ower  of  disposition  is 
taken  away  from  King's  College,  and  certain  jxiwevs  of  the  same  nature  are  vested  in  the  Execu- 
tive fjfovernment. 

During  the  time,  in  which  the  Council  of  King's  College  had  the  custody  and  charge  of  the 
funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  School  Lands,  a  Connnittee  of  the  College  Council,  with  the 
Honourable  John  Simcoe  Macaulay  for  its  Chairman,  laboured  with  great  assiduity  and  success 
in  restoring  to  order,  and  exhibiting  a  clear  and  reguhir  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Scliord 
funds. 

The  Connnittee  are  convinced  that  the  (government  will  feel  great  pleasure  in  acknowledg- 
ing its  obligation  to  Mr.  Macaulay  fin-  the  ability  and  care  with  which  he  pursued  this  difficult 
investigation,  and  for  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  he  shewed  the  residt  of  his  disinterested 
labours.

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The  sale  of  the  School  Lamls  has  been,  of  late  years,  conducted  by  Agents,  formerly 
appointed  during  the  continuance  of  the  General  Provincial  Board  of  Educati«>n,  but,  without 
any  system  directed  by  the  Government,  or  ccmtrol  exercised  over  the  acts  of  the  Agents. 

No  Department  of  the  Government  was  in  charge  of  this  important  liranch  of  revenue, 
appropriated  for  Education  :  and.  althougli  the  want  of  Departmental  superintendence  was 
always  sufhciently  felt,  sucli  was  tlie  ditticulty  of  accjuiring  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  sales 
and  accounts,  that  an  iiKjuiry  and  report,  such  as  the  tine  conducted  in  tlie  Council  of  King's 
College,  was  deemed  to  be  necessary,  before  the  management  of  the  School  Lands  could  be 
transferred,  with  atlvantage,  to  any  Office  of  the  Government. 

Under  the  misapj)rehension  mentioned  in  the  Letter  of  the  Bursar  of  Kings  College,  the 
Legislature,  desirous,  no  doubt,  that  no  change  should  be  made  in  a  mode  of  sale  and  manage- 
ment wliich  was  supposed  to  be  in  existence,  initil  the  same  should  be  permanently  settled, 
j)rovided  for  the  continuance  of  the  sale  and  management  of  the  School  Lands  by  the  King's 
College  Council  itself,  whereas,  in  fact,  these  inatters  were  never  jilaced  in  charge  of  that  Body. 

The  Committee  of  Council  are  of  opinion  that,  as  the  Executive  Governenent  have  the  only 
charge  of  the  dispo.sal  of  the  funds.  an<l  as  these  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Receiver  General,  and 
as,  moreover,  it  is  highly  convenient  that  all  jjublic  lands  should  l)e  disjxtsed  of  in  one  Depart- 
ment, the  most  advisable  course  would  be  to  ])lace  the  Schedules,  furnished  by  the  King's 
College  Council,  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissi(mer  of  Crown  Lands,  with  instructions  to  attend 
to  the  s;ile  and  management  of  these  School  Lands,  and  to  the  receipt  of  money  due  on  former 
sales  ;  and,  with  the  fvu'ther  instivictions,  to  adopt  the  Regulations  lately  made  and  apjjroved 
by  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  for  tlie  sale  of  Clergy  Reserves,  as  a])plicable  to  the  School 
Lands  and  the  disposal  thereof  ;  and,  further,  tliat  the  sales  and  recei])ts  be  managed  by  the 
Conunissioner  of  Crown  Lands  and  his  Agents  in  the  Country,  without  further  using  the  ser- 
vices of  the  former  A.gents  for  the  sale  of  Schi  ol  Lands. 

The  Counnittee  of  the  Executive  Council  further  recommend  that  the  Piovincial  Secretary 
for  the  Western  division  of  the  Province  do  see  that  this  Order  is  carried  into  etl'ect.

The  Right  Reverend  the  President  detailed  to  the  Council  the  c<iii- 
ferences  which  he  had,  a  few  days  ago,  with   His  Excellency  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  the    Governor 
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General,  Chancellor  of  the  University,  on  the  suhject  of  inunediately  coimiieiicing  the  University. 
The  President  also  jilaced  Viefore  the  ('inincil  thr  follouiiiL;  Letters  wliieli  hi-  Iiad  received  from 
His  Excellency  on  the  subject  : 

My  Lord,  I  need  hardly  assure  Youi  Lordshiji  that  I  have<^iven  my  most  attentive  considera- 
tion to  the  matters  relative  to  the  University  of  King's  College,  l)rought  before  me  in  the  con- 
versations which  I  liave  had  with  Your  Lordship.  I  am  most  anxious  to  adopt  the  course  which 
will  be  l)est  calculated  to  bring  that  Institution  into  immediate  and  efl'ective  operation. 

Tlie  propositions  which  you  have  submitted  to  nie  in  regard  to  the  connaencenient  of  the 
Building  and  the  tem])orary  occupation  of  those  belonging  to  the  late  Legislature  of  Upjier 
Canada,  until  the  permanent  edifice  for  the  University  can  be  erected,  appear  to  be  reasonable 
and  exitedient  ;  but  it  would  be  imp(;ssible  for  me,  in  my  character  of  Cliancellor,  to  take  any 
formal  and  conclusive  .step  in  regard  to  them,  without  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  [King's 
('ollege]  Council.  I  liave  therefore  to  recpiest  that,  on  your  return  to  Toronto,  Your  Lordship 
will  bring  thes'*  matters  before  tlie  Council  of  King's  College,  witli  a  view  of  tlieir  ex|)ressing  to 
me,  in  a  formal  manner,  tlieir  opinion  resjtecting  them. 

I  take  this  opi^ortunity  of  expressing  my  sense  of  the  |)atriotic  spirit  by  wliich  Your  Lord- 
sliip's  connnuiiications  to  me  on  this  subject  have  lieen  prompted  and  governed.

The  Council  after  having  extensively  discussed  the  subjects  tlius  brought  under  their  consid- 
eration, adopted  as  a  preliminary  measure  the  following  Resohition  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal  of  Upper  Canada  College,  the  Honourable  William  Allan  and  the 
Honourable  John  Simcoe  Macaiday,  l)e  a  Committee  to  draft  and  present,  at  tlie  next  Meeting  of 
Council,  a  Rep  rt,  embracing  the  following  particulars,  and  sucli  other  matters,  connected  with 
the  subjects  of  the  finances  of  the  University,  us  may  seem  to  them  exjtedient  to  submit, 
videlicet  : 

1.  The  jiresent  state  of  the  Land  Endowment  of  King's  College  and  of  Upper  Canada 
College, — giving  the  nundier  of  acres  .sold, — the  lunnlter  of  acres  ini<ler  Lease,  and  the  number 
of  acres  remaining  on  hand. 

2.  The  particulars  of  the  Land  sold  ; — the  amount  of  purchase  money  ;  —the  portion  received  ; 
—the  portion  due, — the  portion  not  yet  due. 

3.  The  particulars  of  Rents  ; — the  Annual  receipts  of  Rents  from  the  formation  of  the  College 
to  the  present  time; — amount  of  arrears  due  ;— amount  likely  to  be  recovered; — the  annual 
amount  of  the  Rent  Roll  as  it  stands  at  present  ;    -and  as  that  roll  will  be  seven  years  hence. 

4.  Statement  of  the  actual  Receipts  and  Disbursements  of  the  two  Establishments  for  the 
last  three  years, — excluding  Investments,  Loans  and  Debts, 

5.  The  present  assets  of  the  two  Establishments. 

6.  An  Estimate  of  the  available  annual  Income  of  the  two  Estaltlisiiments. 

7.  The  Arrears  due  from  the  Government  on  the  Building  P'luid. 

The  President  placed  on  the  Table  copies  of  the  following  Letters  on  the  subject  of  the 
opening  of  King's  College  University,  to  whicii  lie  had  addressed  to  the  undermentioned  parties, 
and  their  replies  thereto,  videlicet: —

It  being  my  intention  to  proceed  to  Kingston,  as  scjon  as  the  winter  roads  are  tolerable,  in 
order,  among  other  things,  to  j)ress  upon  His  Excellency,  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  the  Governoi- 
General,  the  necessity  of  connnencing  the  Buildings  of  King's  College,  and  putting  that  Institu- 
tion into  innnediate  operation,  it  occured  to  me,  that  the  Judges  of  tiie  Court  of  King's  Bench, 
as  Visit<(rs  of  the  University,  might  feel  inclined  to  co-operate  with  me  in  promf»ting  so  desir- 
able an  object. 

In  reipiesting  you  to  jdace  before  the  Judges  the  enclose<l  representation,  which  I  feel  it 
my  duty  to  make  to  His  Excellency,  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
King's  College,  1  do  not  exjiect  them  to  identify  themselves  in  any  manner  with  its  details  and 
statements,  for  which  1  hold  myself  entirely  resi)onsible  ;  but  I  desire  to  make  them  aware  of 
the  course  I  intend  to  pursue,  and  shall  be  haj)]»y  to  Teceive  their  coinitenance  aiul  assistance  in 
the  way  they  may  deem  most  projter.

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The  following  Letter  was  received  in  reply : 

We  have  rend  the  copy  of  a  Lettei*  addressed  by  Your  Lordship,  as  President  of  King's 
College,  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  urging  the  inmiediate  adoption  of  measures 
for  bringing  the  University  into  practical  operation,  which  letter  has  been  laid  before  us  by 
Chief  Justice  Robinson,  witli  the  Note  addressed  by  Your  Lordship  to  him,  exju-essing  a  hope 
that  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  Ijeing  Visitors  of  the  Univeraity,  may  feel  inclined 
to  co-operate  with  Your  Lordshij)  in  promoting  so  desirable  an  object. 

We  thank  Your  Lordship  for  this  communication  ;  and,  without  reference  to  the  past 
difficulties  which  have  hitherto  interfered,  we  heartily  join  Your  Lordship  in  the  expression  of  a 
wish  that  the  long  talked  of  University  may  be  organized  without  further  delay.  We  hope  that 
a  consideration  of  this  very  important  subject  may  lead  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  General 
to  the  conviction  that  no  time  should  be  luinecessarily  lost  in  proceeding  to  establish  the  pro- 
posed Seat  of  Learning, — a  measure  whicli  has  hitherto  been  unfortunately  ])rotracted,  and 
which,  we  have  no  doubt,  is  looked  forward  to  b}'  a  large  portion  of  the  public  with  much  anxiety. 

We  are  happy  to  learn  from  Your  Lordshijj's  Letter  that  the  College  Funds  will  admit  of 
an  immediate  beginning  ;  and  feeling  deeply  h<nv  much  has  been  hitherto  lost  by  delay,  we  beg 
Your  Loniship  to  add  this  expression  of  our  opinions  and  wislies  to  such  representatif)ns  as  you 
intend  to  make.  And  it  would  indeed  afford  us  great  satisfaction  to  find  that  any  weight  which 
may  be  attached  to  our  sentiments,  on  account  of  our  official  connection  with  the  Institution, 
Hhall  assist  in  forwarding  an  object  which  we  are  i)ersuaded  cannot  l)e  looked  upc)n  with  too 
much  interest.

The  Reverend   Doctor   Strachan's   Review   of  the  King's  College  Con- 
troversies FROM  1827  to  1842. 

No  inan  occupied  so  conspicuous  a  position,  or  was  so  prcjniineut  as  an  actor, 
in  the  stirring  controversies  in  the  early  days  of  our  educational  history,  as  was 
the  Right  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  fir.st  Church  of  England  Bishop  of  Toronto. 
He  was  not  always  just  to  those  who  ditlered  from  hini,  nor  was  he  always  con- 
siderate of  their  feelings;  but  he  was  one  of  those  men,  wlio,  having  reasoned  the 
matter  in  controversy  out  in  his  own  mind,  expressed  himself  us  his  strong 
feelings  may  have  dictated,  and  his  judgment  ])rompted.* 

In  the  following  unusually  long  Communication,  which  Doctor  Strachan 
wrote  to  the  newly  appointed  Governor-General,  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  Chancellor, 
(in  terms  of  the  Charter,  of  the  University  of  King's  College),  he  gives  an  elaborate 
account  of  the  proceedings  which  had  led  to  the  granting  of  that  Charter,  and  of  its 
very  liberal  terms,  from  an  English  ai-chiepiscopal  standpoint.  He  also  i-efers  to  the 
unreasonable  and  unjust  attacks  made  upon  it,  chiefly, as  he  stated,  by  the  "adherents 

•  The  Reverend  D<K:tor  Ryerson,  who  was  himeelf  a  noted  controversialiBt  and  often  crossed  swords, 
as  such,  with  D^Kitf^r  Strachan,  thus  characterised  hie  old  antagonist  in  his  "  Epochs  of  Canadian  Method- 
ism, (1880) :  "  Upward  of  fifty  years  has  passed  away  since  my  criticisms  on  Doctor  Strachan's  Sermon  on 
the  death  of  the  Bishop  of  Quebec,  (Jacob  Mountain,]  were  written.

"fought  fair,"  page  145.  '*  The  SUiry  of  My  Lift,"  page  S17.  See  aUo  the  interesting  incident  of  a 
stage  ride  of  the  Bishop  and  Doctor  Ryerson,  mentioned  on  page  299  of  '\Tlie  Story." 
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of  the  Church   of  Scothmd," — they    "leading  the  attack,"    and   hciug    '  waniily 
.supported  in  it  "  Ity  hirge  bodies  of  the  Methodist  Society." 

The  Bishop  then  goes  on  to  point  out,  what  he  characterises  as  the  selfish 
})olicy  of  these  two  Religious  Communities,  in  their  two-fold  attack  on  the 
King's  College  Charter;  for  he  says: — 

No  sooner  did  these  two  Religious  Societies  succeed  in  compelling  .such  an  alteration  of  the 
Charter  as  wholly  deprives  King's  College  of  any  religious  character  .  .  .  than  they  have 
.set  themselves  actively  and  successfully  to  W(jrk  in  obtaining  .  .  .  Charters  for  the  founda- 
tion of  two  Colleges  in  .  .  .  strict  and  exclusive  connection  with  their  respective  Religious 
Denominations  .      .     and    then    seeking    financial    aid     for    their    Institutions,  -the    one, 

(Queen's    College)    from   tlie  incoiiK'  of  King's  College,   and  other.   (Victoria  College)  from   the 
public  revenue. 

It  is  in  this  apparently  fair,  yet  partial,  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  these 
two  Religious  Communities,  that  the  President  of  King's  College  has  done,  (no  doul)t 
unwittingly,)  injustice  to  the  generous  and  self-sacrificing  efforts  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  in  Canada,  and  also  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  for  the 
promotion  of  education  in  the  I'rcnince.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  these  Churches, 
after  waiting  patiently  year  after  year  for  the  establishment  of  King's  College, 
felt  that  this  delay  was  telling  seriously  against  the  interests  of  their 
Communions,  in  the  prolonged  absence  of  facilities  for  the  education  of  their 
Ministers,  and  of  those  of  their  laymen,  who  were  desirous  of  entering  the  other 
learned  professions.  No  one  has  more  strongly  pointed  out  this  higher  educa- 
tional dearth  than  has  Doctor  Straehan  himself  in  this  very  Letter  to  the  Chancellor 
of  King's  College.  Feeling  this  want  keenly,  as  the  years  went  on,*  and  without  any 
immediate  hope  of  .seeing  it  supplied,  the  two  Churches  mentioned  put  forth 
unusual  efforts  and  established  Institutions  of  their  own,  and  for  which  they 
naturally  .sought  aid  for  them  from  the  Government  and  the  Legislature,  as 
pointed  out  by  Doctor  Straehan. 

The  following  is  the  copy  of  Doctor  Strachan's  Letter  to  Sir  Charles  Bagot, 
dated  the  26th  of  January,  1842,  to  which  reference  is  made,  and  which  was  laid 
before  the  King's  College  Council  at  its  Meeting,  on  the  19th  of  February,  1842: 

The  nature  of  the  subject  on  which  I  take  the  liberty  of  addres.sing  Your  Excellency  will, 
I  trust,  sufficiently  excuse  me  for  intruding  upim  Your  Excellency  so  soon  after  the  connuence- 
ment  of  your  administration,  which,  for  the  sake  of  every  public  interest,  I  earnestly  hope  may 
he  le.sR  transient  than  those  which  have  lately  proceeded  it. 

2.  It  is  my  desire  to  bring  under  Your  Excellency's  consideration,  as  early  as  circuni.stances 
may  permit,  the  presetit  situation  of  affairs,  as  regards  the  j)roposed  University  of  King's  College, 
not  doubting  but  that  i  our  Excellency  will  feel,  and  readily  acknowledge,  the  great  importance 
of  removing  all  o]>stacles  to  its  being  brought  into  active  o])eration  with  the  lea.st  possilile 
delay. 

3.  Assuming  that  Your  Excellency  has  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  informing  yourself  of 
the  circumstances  connected  with  this  Royal  Foundation,  I  beg  leave  to  state  them  briefly,  and 
shall  have  much  pleasure  in  furnishing  any  more  detailed  information  that  Your  Excellency 
may  desire.

4.  It  has,  ])rt)bably,  come  under  Your  Excellency's  notice,  even  in  the  short  time  of  your 
residence  in  Canada,  that  a  Collegiate  Institute,  in  direct  and  exclusive  connection  with  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  is  on  the  j)oint  of  commencing  the  business  of  instruction  at  Kingston,  and 
that  another,  ccmnected  as  exclusively  with  the  Methodist  Society,  has  lieen  for  some  time  oj)en 
at  Cobourg,  in  this  Prtnince, — both  ])ossessing  Charters,  and  the  power  of  conferring 
degrees  given,  in  the  one  case  by  the  Eoyal  authority,  and,  in  the  other,  l)y  an  enactment  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature. 

Unvsial  Delay  in  Establishing  Kinij's  College  University. 

5.  It  can  scjircely  fail  to  excite  surprise  as  well  as  regret,  that  no  similar  Institution  on- 
nected  by  the  same  ties  with  the  Church  of  England,  is  yet  in  operation  in  Canada,  nor  any,  in 
fact,  from  which  its  Members  are  not  positively,  and,  in  terms,  excluded,  so  far  as  regards  any 
share  in  their  government,  or  in  the  office  of  Instructors,  considering  that  the  religion  of  the 
Church  of  England  is  the  national  religion  of  the  Emjni-e,  with  the  exception  of  Scotland,  that 
her  Members  are  very  numerous  in  all  parts  of  the  Province,  amounting,  in  this  city  alone,  to 
more  than  G.OOO  ;  and  that  they  must  l)e  admitted  to  possess,  even  a  s^reater  pro])ortion,  than 
theii"  numbers  would  indicate,  of  the  wealth  and  intelligence  of  the  entire  population,  it  might 
naturally  have  been  expected  that  those  witliin  her  ])ale  would  have  been  the  first,  and  not  the 
last,  to  enjoy  the  ojiportunities  of  instruction  in  the  doctrines  of  their  Religion,  and  in  the 
higher  bnmches  of  learning. 

Causes  ok  this  Delay  in  Establishixc;  King's  College,  Stated. 

8.  That  the  fact  is  otherwise  is  owing  to  circumstances,  tlie  force  of  which  can  perhaps  be 
scarcely  appreciated,  even  after  so  shortan  interval,  by  anyone  who  has  not  been  awitness,  upon 
the  spot,  to  the  events  of  the  last  few  years.  The  fault  has  not  been  with  the  Government, 
in  neglecting,  at  an  early  day ,  to  bestow  their  attention  upon  this  most  imjiortant  subject  ;  for 
Your  Excellency  will  find,  among  the  very  earliest  acts  of  the  Colonial  (Itjvernment,  honourable 
jiroof  of  their  anxiety  to  lay  the  foundation  of  such  an  Instituti(m,  astliose,  which  in  the  Mother 
Country,  have  so  nobly  contributed  to  the  i)re-eminence  of  her  peoi)le,  in  alltliat  constitute-  the 
glory  and  prosi)erity  of  a  state.  The  suggestions  which  were  forwarded  from  the  Government 
and  Council  of  this  Prf)vince,  so  very  early  as  1796  and  1797,  were  powerfully  and  warndy 
seconded  by  the  Duke  of  Portland,  then  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  and  a  large  tract  of 
land  was  set  apart  to  form  an  endowment  for  a  University,  as  .soon  as  the  cii-cumstances  of  the 
Colony  might  admit  of  its  estaldishment. 

7.  From  tliat  period,  nearly  thirty  years  were  suffered  to  elajise.  without  any  active  mea- 
sures being  taken  f<jr  carrying  the  design  into  effect.  This  may  be  accounted  for,  thongh 
perhaj)s  not  <piite  satisfactorily,  from  the  facts,  that  the  Province  was  still  vei-y  thinly  ])eopled — 
that  its  inhabitants  were  widely  scattered  over  an  immense  space,  with  very  imperfect  means  of 
communication,  and  were  not,  in  general,  in  circumstances  sutticiently  opident  to  make  it 
probal)le  that  many  of  the  youth  woidd  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  sucli  an  institute 
and  there  was  even  a  stronger  reason  in  the  fact,  tliat  the  lands  assigned  as  an  endowment 
turned  out  not  to  be  well  selected,  and,  at  a  period  when  lands  much  lietter  and  more  accessilile 
were  granted  by  the  Govermnent  to  settlers  on  very  moderate  terms,  they  could  not  have  been 
converted  into  money  without  a  ruinous  .sacrifice,  which  would  have  rendered  the  resources 
utterly  inadecpiate  to  the  jjurpose  which  tliey  was  intended  to  i)rovide  for. 

8.  When  I  .siiy  that,  even  these  circumstances  do  not,  perhaps  satisfactorily  account  for  the 
long  delay  in  acting  upon  the  early  intentions  of  the  (Jovennnent,  it  is  because  I  cannot  forget, 
at  how  nmch  earber  a  perio<l,  sj)eaking  ci^nnparatively,  as  regards  ]iopulatioii  and  resfiurces, 
most  of  the  British  American  Colonies,  which  now  form  the  United  States,  were  in  the  actual 
jMjssesHion  of  these  Collegiate  Institutes  whidi  have  some  of  them  maintained  a  high  reputation, 
to  this  hour,  and  have  contriltuted  incaleidal)ly  to  the  respectability  and  usefulness  of  the 
niendiei-K  of  their  learned  professions;  and  to  tliat  general  character  for  intelbgence  wliich  tlis- 
tinguishes  their  |)eo])le. 

Steps  Taken  to  Procure  a  Chaktek  kok  thk  Pkoi-oskd   KiN(i's  College. 

9.  However,  in  1827,  wlien  Upper  Cana<la  contained  scarcely  more  than  a  fourth  part  of  its 
I*resent  population,  ami  earnest  and  effectual  effort  was  made  by  the  then  Lieutenant  (Jovernor, 
Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  to  engage  the  co-operation  of  the  Government  f)f  England,  in  the  actual 
cHtrtblishment  of  an  University,  according  to  the  original  design. 
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Sale  of  Lands  to  the  Canada  Company     Endowmknt  of  King's  College. 

10.  Tht!  Britisli  ( Jnvernmciit  hail  not  lung  buforo  coiitnictwl  witli  ;iii  associatifin  foriiiod  in 
London,  Ciilled  "  The  Canmln  C(»)ip<nui,"  to  .soil  to  tlit'iii  tho  Crown  Resurves  in  Upper  Cunada, 
by  which  was  meant  tho.se  reserved  lots,  lieing  in  the  jiroportion  of  one-seventh  of  the  lots, 
in  eacli  Township,  which  had  l)een  reserved  hy  the  (Jovernnient  for  fntnre  disposition,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Royal  Instructions,  regulating  the  (J  rants  of  Land;  and,  in  this  sale  to  the 
Canada  Company,  such  of  tliese  reserved  lots  were  e.\ce|»ted  as  luul  been  leased,  in  the  mean- 
time, to  applicants,  (as  many  of  these  were  for  the  term  of  twenty-cme  years).  The  lots  thus 
withheld  from  sale  to  the  Company  comiirises  rathei'  more  than  220,000  acres,  and,  l)eing 
<lispersed  through  the  .several  Townshi])s,  were  more  valuable,  and  could,  with  more  cert^iinty, 
])e  made  availabit'  for  producing  a  fund  than  ccnild  those  wliich  had  l)een  set  aj)art  for  the 
University. 

11.  It  was,  therefore,  i)roi)osed  by  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  that  the  Crown  .should  appropriate  these  Reserve<l  lots  to  the  support  of  the  ccmtem- 
plated  Univei-sity,  in  litbu  of  an  equal  (piantity  of  the  lands  originally  intended  for  that  i)ur]K)se, 
that  a  Charter  for  the  University,  to  be  called  Kings  College,  should  issue  without  delay,  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  England,  and  that  measures  should  be  taken,  within  the  Colony,  for  bringing 
the  In.stitution  into  operation  as  .speedil}'  as  possible. 

Dkt.\ii.  of  Steps  taken  to  Pko(  the  tuk  Chaktkk  of  Ki.ng's  College. 

12.  1  had  Iteen  engaged  during  many  years  in  the  education  of  Youth  in  Upper  Canada,  and 
I  may  venture  to  say,  not  without  very  gratifying  success  ;  and  His  E.vcellency  did  me  the  honour 
to  commit  to  me  the  task  of  .soliciting  and  urging  forward  the  Charter  in  England. 

13.  Lord  Bathurst,  (the  then  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies),  whose  memory  I  shall 
ever  hold  in  the  highest  respect,  entered  warndy  into  the  measure  which  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  (Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,)  had  reconnnended,  and  in  that  sacred  spirit,  and  with  those 
practical  views  that  I  feel  perfectly  assured,  if  His  Lordship  had  continued  to  hold  for  three 
years  longer  the  Seals  of  the  Colonial  Department,  this  Province  would,  for  many  years  past, 
have  been  in  the  enjoyment  oi  means  of  inf-truction,  inferior  to  none  upon  this  Coutinent. 

14.  The  Charter  was  cnmipleted  in  April  [IStli  (tf  March,]  1827,  not  without  .some  delay, 
occasioned  only  by  the  .scruples  felt  in  England,  (on  the  part  of  the  fiovennnent, )  against  making 
the  Chai'ter  so  open  in  its  character,  as  1  felt  it  woidfl  l)e  desirable  to  make  it,  having  reference 
to  the  varied  population,  and  the  state  of  society  in  Upper  Canada.  In  granting  a  Royal 
Charter  for  a  College,  wliich  was  to  confer  degrees  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  and,  more  esj)ecially 
in  Divinity,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  refer  to  His  (Jrace  the  [Most  Reverend  Doctoi'  Charles 
Manners  Sutton.]  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and,  notwithstanding  the  pi-evailing  disposition  of 
His  (irace,  and  of  the  (government,  to  concede  all  that  was  just  and  reasonable,  it  was  not  with- 
out uuich  dithculty  that  I  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  Charter  so  com])rehen8ive  in  its  provisions, 
that  none  of  a  character  .so  liberal  had  ever  ])assed  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  for  a  similar 
purpo.se. 

Pk(»visioxs  of  the  Chakter  of  KiN(i's  College  Explained. 

15.  i  take  the  liberty  of  enclosing  to  Your  Excellency  a  copy  of  it  as  it  oiiginally  issued  *  ; 
and  Your  Excellency,  on  peru.sing  it,  will  find,  that,  while  it  was  clearly  and  properly  intended 
that  the  University  should  be  a  Body  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  England,  yet  no  test 
whatever  wa^  to  be  required  of  Teachers,  or  Scholars,  with  the  single  exception,  obviously 
unavoidable,  that  graduates  in  Divinity  nuist  subscribe  to  the  Articles  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  that  the  Archdeacon  of  Y'ork  was  to  be  President  of  the  Listitution.  The  other  Profe.s.sors 
might  have  been  Mend>ers  of  any  Religious  Conununity  whatever,  and  so  might  those  whom 
the  Institution  was  to  receive  and  nistruct.  The  only  connection  which  the  Charter  i)re.served 
with  the  Established  Church  was,  that  provision,  which  I  have  mentioned,  in  regard  to  degrees 
in  Divinity,  and  the  further  provision,  that  the  Members  of  the  College  Council,  who  were  to 
regulate  its  affairs,  and  pre.scril)e  its  discijjline,  were  to  subscribe  to  the  Articles  of  the  Chui'ch 
of  England.  The  intention  of  this,  no  doubt,  was  to  exclude  religious  dissention  and  rivalry  in 
the  management  of  the  College,  and  to  .itford  to  Parents  an  o])en  an<l  certain  security  that  «me 
form  of  public  worshij)  onl}',  and  one  religious  faith,  wovdd  be  maintained  and  inculcated  within 
the  walls  of  the  University,  while  its  means  of  instriiction  woidd  be  ojien  to  all.

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16.  The  Charter  wh.s  received  in  this  Province,  while  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  was  still  in  the 
Ailmini.stiation  of  the  Government.  A  Council  was  immediately  organized,  and  measures  were 
taken  for  procuring  the  mo.st  eligible  site  for  the  College,  and  for  deriving  such  an  income  from 
the  lands  as  might  soon  make  the  Institution  j)roductive.  in  some  degree,  of  those  inestimable 
advantages  which  were  reasonably  to  be  expected  from  it. 

Protracteo  Dkl.w  in  E.stablishixi.;  King's  Collk(;k.--1ts    Evil  Effects. 

17.  Thirteen  years  have  now  elapsed,  and  up  to  this  moment,  no  other  benefit  has  been 
derived  from  it.  than  that  its  funds  have  l)een  made  to  support  another  Institution,  [the  Upper 
Canada  College]  highly  useful,  certainly,  but,  which  might,  without  difticulty,  have  been  other- 
wise provided  for,  and  which,  like  other  .similar  Institutions,  confining  its  instructions  to  the 
Classics  and  Mathematics,  does  not  ]»rofess  to  teach  any  of  those  other  branches  of  Science 
which  are  acquired  in  the  Halls  of  our  Universities,  and  which  are  necessary  to  (pialify  youth 
for  the  learned  Professions,  and  to  comjilete  the  education  of  a  Scholar. 

18.  In  that  ])eriod  I  need  not  say  how  many  scores  of  young  men  of  promising  talents  may 
have  entered  upon  their  career  of  life,  and  have  taken  part  in  the  public  aflairs  of  the  country, 
without  these  superior  (jualities  of  the  mind  and  heart,  which  the  best  means  of  in.struction  are 
the  most  likely  to  sujtply,  nor  can  it  be  told  what  a  disadvantage  it  may  prove  to  the  future 
fortunes  of  this  growing  Country,  that  sucli  foundation  has  not  been  laid,  even  at  this  advanced 
period  of  her  j)r  gress. 

Causes  which  OBsTRUCTEn  the  Estakli.sh.ment  of  King's  College, 

10.  Your  Excellency,  I  dare  say.  is  in  some  measure  aware  of  the  impediments  which  have 
been  allowed  to  prevent  the  Charter  from  being  acted  uj^tm.  Whether  they  ought  to  have  been 
Buffered  to  have  that  effect,  it  can  serve  no  ])urpose  to  encpiire  now,  for  the  past  cannot  be 
recalled  ;  and  Your  Excellency  is  happily  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  reverting  to  contentions 
which  were  jjainful  while  they  'lasted,  and  which,  it  is  much  to  be  desired,  may  not  be 
renewed. 

20.  1  will,  therefore,  only  state,  in  a  few  words,  that  the  Charter,  which  in  England  was 
with  difficulty  conceded, — on  account  of  the  religious  character  of  the  College  being  insutticiently 
defined, —  was  objected  to  in  the  Colony  by  various  Sects,  and  by  many  who  did  not  profess  to 
belong  to  any  Church,  and  chiefly  by  jjopular  Leaders  in  the  Assembly,  as  l)eing  illiberal  and 
exclusive  in  its  character.  Recent  events,  and  the  present  pt)sition  of  s(miu  of  those  who  took 
the  most  prominent  lead  in  the  attack  upon  the  College  Charter,  have  thrown  light  upon  the 
object  of  their  opposition. — if,  indeed,  it  were  possible  that  any  sane  and  intelligent  person  up(m 
the  spot  could  have  had  doubts  on  that  point.  It  is  not  a  new  discovery  in  public  affairs,  that 
those  who  aim  at  the  gratification  of  a  criminal  ambition  can  only  expect  to  succeed  by  first 
ynostrating  whatever  is  most  secured  and  best  estaljlished  in  Government  and  Religion. 

Influences  Which  Lei>  to  an  Amendment  ok  Kings  College  Charter. 

21.  The  British  Government,  willing,  as  it  has  apj)eared,  to  jmrchase  tranquility  at  almost 
any  sJicrifice,  shewed  early  a  disjjosition  to  entertain  objections  against  the  Charter,  which  the 
Crown  had  granted  :  and,  as  the  Lieutenant-Ciovernor  of  the  Province  was  made,  l)y  the  Charter, 
Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  his  concurrence  was  necessary  in  the  several  arrangements 
which  were  indisj)ensil)le,  before  the  Institution  could  be  opened,  —  the  hesitation  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies  foinied  an  insuperable  barrier  to  the  Council  proceedinj;. 

22.  After  some  years  of  discussion,  it  was  pr()po.sed  to  the  College  Council,  [in  November, 
18.'3I,]  by  Lord  Goderich,  the  then  Secretiiry  of  State,  that  they  should  surrender  the  Charter, 
in  order  that  the  Crown  might  grant  a  new  one  of  a  diflerent  character.*  I  enclose  to  your 
Excellency  a  coj)y  of  the  answer,  which  the  Council  thought  it  their  duty  to  give.  +  The  Pro- 
vincial Legislature  were  afteiwards  invited,  by  the  (Jovernment,  to  alter  the  Royal  Charter  by  a 
Colonial  Act.*^  A  general  (lis[)osition  was  felt  to  arrive  at  some  c<mclusion  which  might  admit 
of  the  Province  receiving  tlie  benefit  intended  by  the  very  nmnificent  emlowment  wiiich  the 
Crown  had  granted,  and  the  Act  was  pas.sed  [in  1H;57J  of  which  1  send  Your  Excellency  a  copy.|

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It  did  not  .seem  to  the  Legi.slative  Council  to  he  consistent  with  iisjij^e  and  with  constitutional 
forms  and  principles  that  a  Colonial  Tjej^islaturc  should  j)a.ss  an  Act  wholly  altering  the  provisions 
of  a  Royal  Charter  i.ssued  under  the  (ireat  Seal  of  England,  and  they  ventured  respectfully  t<i 
address  His  Majesty,  suggesting  that  the  .same  object  might  he  accom[»lished  hy  a  less  cjuestion- 
ahle  ])roceeding.  But  the  cour.se  which  had  heeii  recoumiended  was  sancti(»ned  and  contirnied 
as  regular,  and  the  Bill  was  assented  to  and  the  provisions  [modifying  the  original  Charter  in 
jiart]  form  the  present  Charter  of  King's  College.* 

E.starmshmknt  ()k  rrcHK  C.vnada  CoT,i,Kf;F,  i.v  thk  ^STkantimk. 

23.  If  tho.se  judged  ill  who  desired  to  .see  tlu;  Royal  foundation  iiriiiitain  its  religious  char- 
act<;r,  it  is  fortunate  that  their  o|)inion  was  overnded,  altliough  it  cannot  he  otlierwi.se  than 
entitled  to  resjiect,  as  heing  in  accordance  with  the  system  long  clierished  and  maintained  in  all 
parts  of  the  I'niteil  Kingdom.  If  they  were  right  in  their  views,  it  is  only  to  he  regretted  that, 
without  the  sujiport  of  their  (iovernment,  they  found  themselves  \mahle  to  sustain  them,  and 
cert<iinly  not  against  its  decided  opposition.  And  it  is  not  unworthy  of  remark,  in  connecti<m 
with  this  interesting  suhject,  that  during  the  many  years  that  the  dispute  lasted,  the  Seminary  called 
Upj)er  Canada  College,  foiuided  hy  Sir  .John  C(dhorne,  (now  Lord  Seaton,)  has  heen  conducted, 
almost  without  exception,  hy  Masters  who  are  in  Orders  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  gradu- 
ates of  the  Engli.sh  t'niversities.  From  the  day  of  its  first  opening,  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church 
of  England  has  heen  at  its  Head.  For  .sf)me  years,  the  four  Mast<jrs  were  all  Clergymen  f>f  the  same 
Church.  There  are  now  five  resident  Masters,  four  of  whom  three  are  in  Holy  Orders,  and  the 
other  is  a  Memher  of  the  Church  of  England.  The  School  is  sripported  from  puldic  funds,  and 
is  freely,  and  without  .scruple  of  jealousy,  resorted  to  hy  children  of  parents  helonging  to  every 
Religious  Denomination — Roman  Catholics,  Methodists,  Presliyterians,  and  various  other  Sects. 

24.  Anil  so,  am  I  persuaded,  would  it  have  heen  well  for  King's  College,  if  it  had  heen 
unhesitatingly  carried  into  effect  upon  the  principles  upon  which  it  was  founded  and  conducted, 
as  it  certainly  would  have  been,  in  tliat  just  and  liberal  spirit,  which,  in  the  j)resentage,  is  neces- 
sary to  the  success  of  every  great  undertaking,  and  which  is  best  secured,  where  the  element!? 
of  distraction  and  dis.sonsion  are  excluded,  hy  laying  down  and  acknowleding  a  imiform  system, 
and  steadily  maintaining  it. 

25.  That  this  conviction  must  he  nearly  universal  among  thinking  men,  I  can  hardly  refer 
to  a  more  striking  proof  than  the  state  of  things,  to  which  I  have  adverted,  in  the  beginning  of 
this  Letter. 

FOUNDEKS    OF    QuEEN's     AND     VICTORIA     COLLEGES.       Ob.IECTORS  TO  KiNO's   COLLEGE    CHARTER, 

26.  The  Church  of  Scotland  and  its  Mend:)ers  in  this  Province  were  ainon<^  the  earliest  and 
most  strenuous  assailants  of  the  Royal  Charter  of  King's  College,  as  unfriendly  to  civil  liberty, 
and  unjust  and  inexpedient  in  its  provisions.  They  were  warmly  supported  in  their  attack  by 
large  bodies  of  the  Methodi.st  Society.  And,  no  socmer  did  those  twf)  Religious  Societies  succeed 
in  compelling  such  an  alteration  of  the  Charter,  as  wholly  deprives  King's  College  of  any 
acknowledged  religious  character,  and,  conse(]uently,  of  any  security  in  respect  to  the  doctrines 
which  may  V)e  taught  there,  than  they  have  set  themselves  actively  and  successfully  to  work  in 
obtaining  from  the  (iovernment,  and  from  the  Legi.slature,  Charters,  for  the  foundation  of  two 
Colleges,  in  such  strict  and  exclusive  connection  with  their  respective  Religious  Denominations, 
and  that,  not  only  the  government  of  each  College,  l)ut  the  whole  })usiness  of  instruction  to  be 
carried  on  within  it,  is  recjuired  to  be  absolutely  in  the  handsoftho.se,  who  declare  and  subscribe 
them.selves  MemVjers  of  the  one  Religious  Society  ;  and  Your  Excellency  will  perceive  in  how 
decided  a  manner  it  is  prf)vided  that  not  the  Members  of  such  Church  only,  hut  the  clerical 
Members  of  it,  shall  control  and  govern  the  whole. 

26.  The  term  "  liberal,"  in  the  sense  now  frequently  u.sed,  seems  to  mean  little  else  than 
the  absence  of  wholesome  regulation  and  restraint,  hut,  so  far  as  it  may  he  apj)licable  to  this 
subject,  it  is  cert^iintly  undeniable  that  the  original  Charter  of  King's  College,  which  the 
Members  of  these  two  Religious  Bodies  described  as  "  exclusive  and  intolerant,"  is,  l)eyond 
comparison,  more  liberal  than  those  Charters  which  they  have  themselves  applied  for  and 
obtained  for  similar  purposes  ;  and,  surely,  when  they  petitioned  for  such  Charters,  as  have  been 
granted  to  them,  they  gave  the  most  unequivocal  evidence  that,  in  their  conviction,  at  least, 
the   wellfare   and   harmony  of  such  Institutions   could,  only  be    insured  by    founding  them    in

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avowed  unci  strict  connection  with  some  known  form  of  Religious  Doctrine  and  Worship, — in 
other  words,  they  have  acknowledged  that  tlie  object,  which  the  slight  restraints  in  King's  College 
Charter  were  meant  to  secure,  was  reasonable  and  necessary,  and  ought  to  have  been  guarded  l)y 
more  strict  and  effectual  conditions  than  that  Charter  contained. 

27.  They  may  answer  :  'that  these  are  Institutions  not  endowed  by  the  State  but  supported 
wholly  by  the  private  contributions  of  the  Members  of  their  respective  Bodies."  But,  in  the 
first  place,  the  fact  is  not  so,  for  they  have  both  a])))lied  for.  and  one  of  them,  [Victoria  College] 
has  obtained  assistance  [£5iH>J  from  the  jniblic  Revenues  of  the  Province,  and  it  is  remarkable, 
that  the  adherents  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  after  leading  the  way  in  the  attack  upon  King's 
College,  actually  j)res^ed  upon  the  Government  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  annual  income 
destined  for  that  Univei-sity.  tc)  be  applied  to  the  support  of  [a  Tln)logical  Professor  in]  their 
Institution,  in  which  no  subject  of  the  Crown,  not  being  a  Member  of  that  Church,  could  have 
any  concern,  either  a.s  a  Governor,  or  Teacher.* 

28.  But,  if  they  coid<i  say  truly,  that  they  had  neither  received  nor  applied  for  any  supi)ort 
from  the  public  Funds,  1  do  not  see  that  the  force  of  the  inference  to  be  drawn  from  their  con- 
duct, as  contrasted  with  their  former  complaints,  would  be  in  any  degree  lessened.  For,  if, 
when  all  depended  on  their  own  wish,  and  was  within  their  own  control,  they  desired  to  have 
their  College  founded  in  exclusive  union  with  their  single  Church,  it  must,  in  ju.stice  to  them,  be 
presumed  that  they  considered  that  such  a  desire  was  both  reasonable  and  judicious.  And 
surely,  they  cannot  mean  to  insist,  that  the  Sovereign  ahme  should  be  disal)led  from  founding 
an  Institution  for  learning,  ujjon  sound  and  safe  principles,  or  that  the  National  Church  of  the 
Emj)ire  is  the  only  Religious  Connnunity,  whose  doctrines  and  Worshiji  should  be  looked  upon 
with  jealousy  and  distrust. 

29.  Nevertheless,  such  is  the  relative  position  in  which  the  Church  of  England,  at  the  end 
i>f  what  I  have  alway.s  looked  upon  as  a  most  unreasonable  controversy,  finds  herself  i)laced. 

30.  It  was  not  ni}'  intention,  when  I  began  this  Letter,  to  enter  so  fully  into  the  .state- 
ment of  what  has  passed  in  relation  to  Kings  College  ;  but  I  have  been  insensibly  led  on  by 
the  interest  which  I  feel  on  the  subject,  and  which  Your  Excellency,  I  trust,  will  excuse,  on 
account  of  my  early  and  particular  connection  with  it.  And  I  have  been,  in  some  measures 
influenced  by  the  consideration,  that  such  a  retrosi)ect  was  necessary  to  place  the  matter  in  an 
intelligible  form  before  Your  Excellency. 

Object  of  this  Letter  to  Promote  the  Early  E.starlishment  of  King'.s  College. 

31.  My  design  was  respectfully  to  solicit  YOur  Excellency's  attention  to  King's  College, 
in  the  hope  of  leading  to  an  important,  practical,  result.  And,  with  this  view,  I  proceed  to 
state  that  the  College  Council  have,  since  the  year  1828,  been  engaged  in  realizing  a  fund  from 
the  lands  granted  as  an  end<twment.  They  have  governed  themselves  throughout  l)y  these  two 
princijjles,  which  seemed  necessary  f(jr  ])reventing  an  injudicious  sacrifice  of  their  resources. 
First,  they  have  sold  no  lands  for  a  less  price  than  twenty  shillings  per  acre  ;  and  Secondly, 
they  have  ffjrborne  to  sj)end  any  jjart  of  the  principal  of  their  Funds.  Their  revenue,  from 
interest  accuring  uj)on  purchase  money,  has  been  in  a  great  degree  absorbed  l>y  advances  made 
for  the  support  of  the  Public  School,  called  '  Upper  Canada  College,'  which  has  no  Charter,  but 
is  now,  l»y  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  connected  with  the  i)roposed  University. 

Ample  Prepar.vtions  have  i;een  .mahe  for  the  Establishment  of  King's  CoLLEiiE. 

.32.  But  they  have  also  expended  a  consideral)le  sum  in  making  such  prej)arations  for  the 
University,  as  1  am  j)ersu.ule<l  Your  Excellency  w  ill  think  have  been  judicious,  and  not  more 
than  commensurate  with  the  scale  re<|uired,  by  the  extent  of  the  endowment,  and  l)y  the  future 
y)rospects  of  this  already  flourishing  and  ])rosjierou8  Colony.  A  tract  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
acres  of  land  was  purchased  in  the  year  1828,  t  in  the  innnediate  vicinity  of  this  City,  combin- 
ing ever)'  rei|uisite  an<l  advantage  suital)le  to  the  purpose.  A  handsome  avenue,  leading  t(»  it 
from  the  City,  has  been  formed,  and  jdanted,  and  the  Grounds  have  l)een  gradually  brought 
into  that  state,  that,  I  think  I  may  venture  to  say  there  is  no  where  upon  this  continent,  any- 
thing of  the  same  kind  superior  to  it,  and  I  doid)t  if  there  is  anything  eipial  to  it. 

33.  Your  Excellency,  h<»wever,  I  trust,  will  soon  have  it  in  your  power  to  judge  of  this  by 
actual  inspection.  This  kind  of  i)ref)aration  must  necessarily  be  the  result  of  time,  and  wjih, 
therefore  fortunately  undcjrtaken  at  once,  and  in  ccmseipience,  a  very  beautiful  and,  in  every 
way,  ajiitropriate  Site  is  now  perfectly  ready   for  the   rccei>tioM  of  such  Buildings  as  it  may   be

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<lecMne<l  convenient  to  erect.  The  Council  lias  also  devoted  much  attention  to  the  j)lan  of  the 
proposed  Biiildinifs,  and  liave  lon<;  l)een  prepared  to  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Chan~ 
ccllor  of  till'  Institution,  Elevations,  Specitications  and  Estimates,  framed  hy  very  com])etent 
persons,  I'roni  which  such  a  selection  may  he  made  as  will  admit  of  the  gradual  expansion  of 
nccommodation,  to  meet  the  growing  wants  and  suit  the  increasing  means  of  the  Institution. 

FruTHKR  Information  will  be  Fi'lly  Supplied. 

34.  All  this,  and  whatever  further  information  may  be  reijuired  by  Your  Excellency, 
either  in  resjiect  to  the  past  occurences,  or  the  present  actual  condition  of  the  affains  of  King's 
College.  I  shall  bo  most  happy  to  lay  before  Your  Excellency,  with  the  lea8t  possible  delay, 
and  in  as  a  detailed  and  precise  a  form  as  may  be  recpiired  :  and  I  am  prepared  to  show  to  Your 
Excellency  that,  so  far  as  finids  are  concerned,  there  need  be  no  more  time  lost  in  putting  the 
Province  in  actual  possession  of  the  greatest  benelit  jierhaps,  wdiich  the  generosity  of  the 
Parent  State  could  have  conferred  u}ion  it,  not  of  course,  in  the  fidlest  extent,  but  in  such  a 
degree  as  shall  leave  us  no  longer  subject  to  the  reprr)ach  of  being  wholly  without  such  means 
of  in.struction  in  the  Sciences,  as  exist  in  every  other  Colony  and  Country  of  e(pial  population. 

35.  After  tlie  Charter  had  been  altered,  .so  as  to  deprive  it  of  even  a  semblance  of  any 
defined  religious  character,  I  know  not  what  may  have  been  imagined  as  a  reason  for  delaying 
to  act  upon  it.  It  is  probable  that  the  unsettled  state  of  ])ublic  affairs  of  late  years,  and  the 
necessity  which  the  Government  has  been  under  of  giving  their  attenti(m  to  the  details,  con- 
se(juent  upon  the  changes  made  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Colony,  have  alone  led  to  it. 

3(i.  But  now,  that  things  may  be  expected  soon  to  assume  the  form  of  a  settled  government, 
1  do  nio.st  earnestly  and  anxiously  hope,  that  not  a  moment  nuiy  be  lo.st  in  giving  actual  existence 
to  a  College,  in  which  the  Members  of  the  Church  of  P]nghind,  if  they  are  to  have  no  peculiar 
interest  may,  at  least,  claim  admission  in  connnon  with  others,  as  Governors  and  Teachers. 

37.  I  need  not  say  that  with  a  population  of  500,000  souls,  the  Province  is  ri])e  for  such  an 
Institution  ;  that  the  best  interests  of  the  people  and  of  their  government  re(|uire  it  ;  and  that  it 
will  be  a  high  and  gratifying  distinction,  if  Your  Excellency's  Administration  of  it  shall  be 
resei'ved  for  Your  Excellency,  as  Chancellor  of  King's  College,  to  lay  the  visible  foundation, 
and  call  into  actual  existence  an  University,  in  which  the  youth  of  Canada  may  obtain  under 
able  and  exjierienced  Instructors,  such  an  education  as  may  fit  them  for  their  relative  and  social 
duties,  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  Countrj'  they  inhabit,  and  of  the  Empire  to  which  they  belong. 

38.  Not  a  year  passes  in  which  I  have  not  the  pain  of  witnessing  most  promising  young 
men,  excellently  ])repared  for  the  Lectures  of  an  University  by  the  course  of  tuition  in  Upi)er 
Canada  College  dejjarting  for  ever  from  the  Halls  of  learning,  and  entering  upon  the  actual 
business  of  life  without  that  completion  of  their  education,  wliich  is  necessary  to  store  their 
minds  with  knowledge,  and  to  form  their  character  as  men,  and  to  give  them  the  right  application 
of  that  learning  which  they  have  spent  years  in  acquiring. 

39.  I  again  ])ray  Your  Excellency,  to  excuse  the  length  at  which  I  have  found  it  necessary 
to  address  you.

My  Lord,— Since  your  Loi'dships  departure  from  hence,  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing 
Mr.  Macaulay  and  explaining  to  him  the  great  inconvenience  which  was  occasioned  by  the  unavoid- 
able ab.sence  from  Toronto  of  some  of  the  Members  of  the  Council  of  King's  College,  whose 
duties  compelled  them  to  reside  in  this  place  during  a  great  part  of  the  year; — and  how 
much  the  business  of  the  Council  might  be  assisted  if  he  would  allow  me  to  appoint  to  the 
Council,  in  his  j)lace.  some  ])er.son  who  was  more  constantly  on  the  spot. 

Mr.  Macaulay  entered  fully  into  our  views  of  the  sul)ject,  and  having  immediately  sent  in 
his  resignation  of  the  office,  1  have  great  pleasure  in  actpiainting  your  Lordship  that  I  have  in 
cimsetpience  nominated  the  Reverend  Henry  James  Grasettto  supply  his  place.

Statutes  Relating  to  the  Ekection  of  the  Buildino  fok  Kino's  College. 

The  President  submitted  the  following  draft  of  proposed  Statutes  of  the  University  of 
King's  College,  in  regard  to  the  proposed  Building  for  the  University,  which  was  approved. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  President  and  Scholars  of  King's  College  University,  at 
Toront<i,  in  the  Province  of  Canada : — 

That  a  portion  of  the  Buildings  contemplated  for  King's  College,  according  to  the  plans  sub- 
mitted by  the  Architect,  and  approved  of  by  His  Excellency,  the  Chancellor,  be  contracted  for 
forthwith. 

2.  That  the  said  portion  so  to  be  constructed  and  erected  to  consist  of  the  south-west  and 
.south  east  wings. 

3.  That  a  sum,  not  exceeding  Twenty  Thousand  pounds,  (£20,000,)  which  sum,  as  it  appeam 
from  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  can  be  spared  without  inconvenience,  be  expended 
on  such  Buildings,  and  making  the  various  accommodations  necessary  to  render  them  fit  for  the 
purposes  of  the  University. 

4.  That  the  following  Members  of  the  College  Council  be  ap{)ointed  to  contract  for  and 
superintend  the  erection  of  the  said  buildings 

5.  That  until  these  Buildings  are  completed,  the  temporary  occupation  of  those  belonging 
to  the  late  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  be  respectfully  solicited  from  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General,  for  the  purj)oses  of  the  University.

The  subject  of  bringing  the  University  into  immediate  operation  being  again  maturely  con- 
sidered, the  Council  adopted  the  following  Resolutions,  framed,  and  i)ro})osed  by  the 
Honourable  Attf>rney-(ieneral  Draper : — 

Resolved  1 .  That,  in  the  present  state  of  the  funds  of  King's  College,  it  would  be,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Council,  both  unneces.sary  and  unwise  further  to  delay  the  organization  of  the 
University. 

Resolved  2.  That  the  sum  of  £16,000  may  with  safety  be  expended  during  the  next  three 
years  in  erecting  a  portion  of  the  College  Buildings,  without  imparing  the  sufliciency  of  the 
income  for  jtayment  f)f  salaries  to  Prcjfessors  and  other  annual  exj)enses,  which  the  immediate 
ojiening  of  the  University  will  ttccasion. 

Resolvcl  3.  That  the  repeal  of  the  Piovincial  Act,  2nd  Victoria,  chapter  10,  renders  it 
inexj)edient  to  take  any  ])roceedings  in  furtherance  of  Cha])ter  two  of  the  U^niversity  Statutes, 
and,  that  the  rej)eal  thereof  will  rend  to  facilitate  the  arrangements  recjuisite  for  can-ying  the 
foregoing  Resolution  into  efi'ect.      (See  page  302  of  the  Third  Volume  of  this  History.) 

Resolved  4.  That,  until  the  College  Buildings  can  l)e  completed,  it  is  desirable  that  a 
temporary  jjrovision  should  be  made  for  carrying  on  the  course  of  Academic  instruction,  and  for 
the  accommodaticjii  of  Professors  and  Students. 

Rescplved  5.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  afl'ording  the  necessary  facilities  to  Students  in  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  it  would  be  highly  advantageous  if  the  use  of  the  Tonmto  General 
Hospit-'il  could  be  obtained  for  the  jtresent,  and  the  Council  are  of  opinion  that,  l)y  devoting  an 
annual  sum  Ui  mainbiin  l)edK  for  a  certain  number  of  ])atients,  in  additon  to  those  which  the 
funds  at  the  disposal  <if  tlie  Trastees  enal)le  tliem  to  provide  for,  an  arrangement  might  l)e  made 
beneficial  to  the  University,  while  it  would  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  General  Hospital. 
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ResolvrtI  6.  That  the  fovegoin*;  Resulutions  he  trjinsniitted  to  His  Excellency  the  Chuncellor, 
with  an  huin))le  lenuest  that  His  Excellency  will  he  i)lease<l  to  take  tlicni  into  his  early  consi- 
deration, and  to  autliori/.e  such  nieasures  for  giving  etlect  to  the  desired  ohject,  as  shall  appear 
to  him  most  conducive  to  that  result.

March  5th,  ISJ^.^ — Tiie  President  placed  before  the  Council  the  folhnving  Letter  from  His 
Excellency  the  Chancellor,  dated  the  1st  instant  : — 

"  My  Lord,  -In  looking  over  a  copy  of  the  Statements  of  the  i)resent  condition  of  the 
endowment  and  finances  of  King's  College,  I  am  struck  with  the  very  large  amount  of  rent  and 
interest  that  appears  in  arrears. 

As  the  ])r(jjected  expenditure  for  Buildings  may  well  be  defrayed  out  of  this  fund,  it  appears 
to  me  desirable,  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  collecting  at  least  sufficient  thereof  to  meet  pay- 
ments to  become  due  on  building  contracts,  and  to  supply  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  Library, 
Philost)phical  A])paratus,  Etcetera,  and  the  fitting  up  of  those  temporary  acc(jnnnodations  which 
the  innnediate  organization  of  the  LTniversity  would  render  necessary. 

Ihave,  thei'efore,  the  honour  to  request  Your  Lordship  to  bring  the  subject  under  the  early 
consideration  of  the  College  Council.  Perhaps,  the  employment  of  a  person,  who  will  devote 
his  time  to  this  occupation  will  be  the  beat  mode  of  insuring  success.  He  might  be  paid  solely 
by  a  percentage  on  tlie  sum  he  collects,  unless,  in  such  cases,  as  the  Council  might  think  neces- 
sary to  resort  to  legal  coercive  proceedings.

A  Letter  from  the  Solicitoi'  was  read,  dated  the  4th  instant,  on  the  subject  of  the  Right  of 
Way  in  the  College  Avenue,  claimed  l)v  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada.  The  cimsideration 
of  this  Letter  was  deferred,  and  the  Registrar  was  directed  to  collect  and  bring  forward  the 
Minutes  and  Documents  which  the  Council  has  already  pas.sed  on  this  sul)ject. 

Use  of  the  Parliament  Buildings  Gkanted  to  the  Umveksitv. 

The  Honourable  Attorney  General  Drajjcr  tran.smitted  to  the  Council,  a  certified  copy  of  an 
Order  in  Council,  passed  on  tlie  28th,  ultimo,  placing  tlie  Covnicil  of  King's  College  in  po.ssession 
of  the  Parliament  Buildings,  Public  Offices  and  (Grounds  in  Toronto,  by  License  of  Occupation, 
or  Lease,  for  the  term  of  three  years  under  certain  comlitions  s])ecified  in  the  Order,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  University  of  King's  College. 

Executive  Council  Chamber,  Kingston,  Monday  the  28th  of  Feljruary,  1842. 

Present :     His  Excellency,  The  Governor  General  in  Council  : 

His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  submit,  for  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  the  expediency  of  a  tem- 
porary appropriation  of  the  Parliament  Buildings  and  Public  Offices  in  Toronto,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Uuiversity  of  King's  College,  until  the  Buildings  intended  for  the  University,  and  about 
to  be  erected,  shall  be  in  a  sufficient  state  of  forwardness  to  be  used. 
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And  the  s;ii(l  matter  being  ci«nsideiv(i.  His  Excellency,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  was 
pleased  to  order,  that  the  said  Buildings  and  Grounds  be  i)laced  in  jxissession  of  the  Council  of 
Kin^f's  College,  bv  License  of  Occupation,  or  Lease,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  upon  the  fol- 
lowing terms,  videiecet  : — 

1.  The  Buildings  to  be  kept  in  repair,  and  restored  in  full  repair  as  at  present,  upon  revoca- 
tion of  the  said  License,  or  Lease,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Government,  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
University. 

2.  That  any  alterations  made  by  the  College,  be  restored,  upon  the  delivery  up  of  the 
premises,  so  that  the  Buildings  shall  be  in  the  sjime  state  and  form  as  at  present,  if  the  same 
shall  V)e  required. 

3.  That  the  said  Buildings  be  insured,  and  continued  to  be  insured,  at  the  ex]iense  of  the 
College,  during  the  continuation  of  their  occupation  by  that  Body. 

4.  And,  that  possession  of  the  said  Buildings  shall  ])e  delivered  up,  upon  the  retjuisition  of 
the  Government,  or  of  any  Officer,  or  Person,  authorized  to  demand  the  same.

Ordered  That  Mr.  John  Richey,  BuUder,  be  directed  to  inspect  the  Parliament  Buildings,  and 
report  upon  the  expense  that  may  be  necessary  to  be  incurred,  so  as  to  render  these  i)remises  fit 
iov  the  occupation  of  the  University.* 

Elaborate  Financial  Statements  Relating  to  the  University  of  King's 
College,  AND  the  Upper  Canada  College. 

March  15th,  1842 — The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Connnittee  submitted  the  following 
Report,  with  illustrative  Documents,  in  connection  with  the  Financial  Statement,  which  was  laid 
before  the  Councl  of  King's  College  on  the  23rd  of  February,  1842  :—  (Page  177.) 

The  Committee  of  the  Council  of  King's  College,  ajjpointed  to  Report  on  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  University  have  pre])ared  an  estimate  of  the  ])rol)able  Receii)ts  on  accoimt  of 
Income,  u]j  to  the  year  1866,  inclusive  ;  and  also  an  account  current,  shewing  what  sums  may  be 
expended  on  the  University  without  impairing  the  endowment. 

The  estiuiate  of  the  probable  Income  t)f  the  University,  is  ba.sed  on  the  following  data  and 
assumi>tions :  — 

1.  The  annual  amount  of  interest  now  received  on  (Jovernuient  Debentures  and  Bank  Stock 
is  £2,143.3.1. 

2.  The  aimual  interest  (m  Instalments,  now  due  and  un])aid,  is  £1,829.1.7. 

3.  The  investment  of  the  present  cash  balance  will  protluce  an  income  of  £230.17.5. 

4.  The  annual  interest  on  mortgages  is  £471. I>.  7- 

5.  The  Instalments  cm  sales  of  Land,  not  yet  due,  amount  to  £24,(»35.in.5,  and  the  interest 
annually  falling  due  thereon  is  carried  to  account,  being,  for  the  present  year,  £1,301,11  11. 

6.  The  arrears  of  Interest  due,  on  Instalments  past  due.  amount  to  £10,931,  which,  it  is 
assumed,  may  be  collected  in  six  annual  payments  of  £1,821.16.8  each. 

7  The  arrears  of  Rent  amount  to  £15,515.5.9,  of  which  £10  000  may  be  recovered  in  six 
years,  giving  an  ainiual  instnlmant  of  £1,666.1.3.4. 

8.  The  rents  amount  to  £1,862  per  aniunu. 

9.  Assuming  that  £2,700  of  the  arrears  of  Dues  to  Ujiper  Canada  College,  may  be  collected 
in  six  years,  we  get  an  annual  instalment  of  £450. 

It  is  further  assumed,  that  sales  of  Land  will  be  auiuially  effected  to  the  amount  of  £8,000, 
-that  having  been  heretofore  the  average  amount  of  sales.

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111  the  amount  current,  £4,000  is  enteretl  ;is  tlit-  rli.u<^i',  un  ;ir(.<iunt  of  the  University  for 
till'  present  ye;ii\  Jind  €4,000  tlie  eliarge  to  procure  books  and  instruments,  to  furnisli  the 
Museinn,  Lahorat^ir}',  and  to  defray  otlii-r  incidental  ex])enses.  £18,(K)()  is  appropriated  as  a 
Building  finid,  to  l)e  expended  witliin  four  years  from  tiiis  date.  £2,145  is  allowed  as  the  annual 
charge  on  account  of  Upper  Canfula  College  ;  and  £l,r)(K)  for  the  expenses  of  the  Hursar's  Office, 
which  includes  kee|)ing  the  (Jrounds  in  order,  and  sundry  incidental  expenses. 

The  several  sums  retpiired  to  l)e  borrowed  may  he  taken  fi'om  the  incoming  capital  of  the 
Institution,  the  receipts  of  which  will  j)rol»al)ly  fully  meet  these  demands. 

The  debt  proposeil  to  be  incurred  will  be  repaid  in  1805,  when  the  annual  incomi'  will 
amount  to  £14,01)0,  together  with  the  rents  which  may  be  receivable  on  70,000  acres  of  land 
which  will  yet  remain  unsold. 

The  Committee  have  .assumed  that  (),400  acres  of  land,  which  is  l)elow  the  average  amount 
of  animal  sales,  will  be  sold  annually,  at  an  average  price  of  £1.5  per  acre,  until  all  the  lands, 
now  under  lease  and  improved,  have  l)een  dispo.sed  of,  videlicet,  about  i)(),000  acres.  There  will 
then  remain,  on  lea.se„  or  undisjjosed  of,  74,089.',  acres,  the  estimated  value  of  which  may  ))e 
taken  as  f<.llews  :    74,08«»},  acres  at  £1  per  acre,  £74, (i81>.  10.0.

In  the  view  taken  by  the  Committee  of  the  tinancial  prospects  of  the  University,  care  has 
been  t^vken  not  to  over-estimate  the  receipts,  which  will,  as  they  believe,  exceed  their  recorded 
anticipations, — more  especially  if  diligence  be  used  in  collecting  the  outstanding  claims,  and  the 
debtors  of  the  University  l)e  notitied,  that  the  Council  will  not  allow  the  arrears  of  income  to 
remain  at  any  time  unli(piidated. 

In  conclusion,  the  Conimittiee  beg  to  observe,  that,  if  the  Eoyal  Grant,  (fnmi  payments  to 
the  (Government  by  the  Canada  Company),  in  aid  of  the  Building  Fund  of  the  University  be 
t)bt^iined,  that  sum,  together  with  the  £I8,U00  allowed  foi'  in  the  accomjianying  account  current, 
will  be  sutticient  to  defray  the  cost  of  building  the  two  wings  and  the  Chapel,  affording  all  tlie 
accommodation  now  recjuired.      All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Much  reproach  rested,  and  very  justly,  upon  the  old  Kinc^'s  College  Council 
prior  to  1840,  for  its  want  of  care  in  the  supervision  of  the  Finances  of  the  pro- 
jected University  of  King's  College.  No  such  reproach  can,  however,  rest  upon 
the  later  Council,  nor  indeed  on  it  for  .some  time  subseijuent  to  that  date.  Before 
entering  upon  the  duty  of  providing  suitable  Buildings  for  the  University,  the 
Council  appointed  a  very  judicious  Committee  to  prepare,  not  only  a  comprehen- 
sive statement  of  the  then  actual  Financial  condition  of  the  King's  College  estate, 
(in  1842),  but  re([uested  it  to  prepare,  which  it  did,  a  very  carefully  considered 
estimate  of  the  possible  and  prob  ible  income  of  the  University  for  a  long  .series  of 
years  to  come, — that  is  from  1842  to  1867.  These  statements  and  the  preceeding 
ones,  kid  before  the  Council  on  the  2nd  instant,  page — 177,  ante,  are  of  the  most 
clear  and  comprehensive  character,  and  furnish  abundant  evidence  of  the  minute- 
ness and  care  with  which  they  were  prepared. 
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It  is  but  just  to  the  Council  of  Kintr's  College  to  notice  the  fact,  that,  during  all 
of  these  yeai'.s,  the  supplementary  maintenance  of  the  Upper  Canada  College,  out 
of  the  funds  of  King's  College,  Avas  felt  to  be  most  onerous  and  embarrassinof. 
Although  the  President  of  King's  College  acijuie.sced  in  tiiis  depletion  of  the  funds 
of  liis  fa\ourite  Institution,  yet  he  felt  that  it  was  unjust  to  that  higher  Institu- 
tion, which  he  had  so  earnestly  sought  to  establish  ;  but  he  also  felt  that  this 
depletion  of  the  funds  of  King's  College  was  practically  a  bar  to  the  .speedy 
establishment  of  King's  College,  for  which  he  had  ardently  desired  so  long. 

In  his  Letter  of  the  26th  of  January,  1842,  to  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  (see  page 
1G8,  ante.)  Doctor  Strachan  called  attention  to  this  fact,  and  said: — 

Recently  thej'  had  forborne  to  spend  any  part  of  the  principal  of  their  Funds.  Their 
revenue,  from  interest  acruing  upon  purchase  money,  has  been  in  a  great  degree,  ab.sorbed  by 
advances  made  for  the  support  of  the  Public  School,  called  Upper  Canada  College,  which  ha.s 
lio  charter,  but  is  now.  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislatrue,  connected  with  the  i)roposed  University. 

Up  to  1842,  the  advances  made  to  U])per  Canada  College  (as  shown  in  the 
statement  on  page  177,  ante,  from  the  funds  of  King's  College,  had  been  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty-four  Thousand.  Seven  Hundred  and  E'ghtyone  dollars  ($154,781), 
or  (£87.945.7.4.) 

The  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul,  in  his  answer  to  a  Question  proposed  by 
the  Commissioners,  appointed  by  Lord  Elgin,  (Chancellor),  in  1848.  to  enquire 
into  the  affairs  of  King's  College,  referring  to  the  same  subject,  said  : 

Before  two  years  had  elapsed  [i.e.  in  1831  ?]  The  University  funds  were  charged  with  the 
expense  of  building  the  Upper  Canada  College,  and  the  support  of  that  In.stitution  ;  .  .  . 
During  the  administration  of  Sir  John  Colborne,  the  establishment  of  the  University,  was  inde- 
linitely  postjjoned  ;  and  the  Council  of  King's  College  during  that  period,  api)ear  to  have  no 
other  object  in  view  than  ])roviding  the  necessary  fvuids  for  maint^iining  Up])er  Canada  College 
and  investing  the  balance.*     .      .      .     (Report  of  the  Commissioners,  18/^/8-1852,  pmje  1S9). 

In  his  reply  to  another  Question  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  Lord 

El^in  in  1848,  to  enquire  into  the  finances  of  the  University,  Doctor  McCaul  thus 

referred  to  this  elaborate  financial  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  College  Council, 

made  in  1842  : — 

In  1842,  ])reviously  to  laying   the  foundation  of  the  University  Buildings,  a  strict  investi- 
gati(m   was  made   into   the  Financial    Affairs  of  the   University,  and   a   Rejxirt   was  drawn  up. 
This  Report  was  approved  and  ado])ted.     .      .     (Ibid,  poijr  189.) 

P)-ofessor  Gwynne  who  also  answered  certain  questions  put  by  the  same 
Commi.ssioners,  refc.-rring  to  this  financial  Report  of  1842,  says: 

"The  Report  was  ]iresented  by  the  Finance  Conunittee  to  the  Council  <>n  the  18th  of 
March,  1842  :  a  docimient  of  very  great  imjtortance,  and  t(j  which  1  shall  have  repeatedly  tn  call 
the  attention  of  the  Commissioners.     (IhitI,  pwfe  JOO.)

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March  I'Jih,  ISIfS—The  Kopurt  of  Mr.  John  Ricliey,  Builder,  einployed  to  examine  in  the 
repairs  recpiired  to  render  the  Parliament    Buildings  fit  for  oceupation  as  a  University  was  read. 

The  Rei>ort of  the  Finance  Connuittee,  with  tlie  illustrative  Financial  Stattnients  ajjpended, 
which  were  rendered  at  the  last  Meeting  of  the  Council,  were  taken  into  consideration,  and,  "being 
approved,  were  adoj)ted. 

Note  By  the  Committee. — It  is  nevertheless  to  be  remarked  tliat  the  Rei>ort  and 
a[)pended  statements  and  calcuhitions  thus  adopted  are  founded  on  the  principle,  that  the  whole 
capital  of  the  Tniversity  of  King's  College  is  to  he  left  untouch'd  ;  and  that,  whatever  portion 
of  it  may  be  laid  out  on  the  Buildings  shall  be  replaced.  —  But,  if  the  Buildings  be  considered 
capital,  as  they  may  fairly  lie,  since  they  save  a  large  amount  in  rent,  which  must  otherwise 
lie  paid  for  worse  accommodation,  —  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  allowance  for  the  sujiport  of  the 
University  might,  even  in  one  or  two  years,  be  augmented  much  beyond  the  assumed  limit, 
without  any  detriment  to  the  Institution,  and  thus  render  it,  in  a  shorter  time,  more  efficient, 
if  the  increasing  number  of  scholars  should  require  it.    J.  S.  M. 

The  consideration  of  the  Bursar's  Re])ort  on  the  arrears  of  Rents  and  Interest  due  was 
resumed,  and,  being  amended,  was  ordered  to  be  jdaced  on  the  Minutes  as  follows  : 

The  Minute  of  the  Council  of  King's  College,  ado])ted  at  a  Meeting  held  on  the  Hth  in.stant, 
re(|uiring  that  the  Bursar  should  re|)ort  on  the  Rents  and  Interest  due  to  the  College,  having 
been  referred  to  by  His  P^xcdlency  the  Chancellor,  in  his  Letter  f)f  the  1st  instant,  the  Bursar 
subnatted  the  following  observations  in  regards  to  it : 

From  the  extended  and  divided  state  of  property  in  this  country,  and  the  poverty  of  new  settlers,  it 
appears  to  have  been  a  practice  in  all  Government  Land  Deparniects  of  the  Province  to  shew  great 
indulgence  in  the  collection  of  money  ;— and  the  .same  system  of  management  has  prevailed  in  this  Corpora- 
tion, so  that,  in  a  period  of  thirteen  years,  an  accumulation  of  arrears  under  two  heads  has  taken  place  to 
the  following  amount : 

Arrears  of  Rents £  15,377 

Arrears  of  Interest £  10,931 

£  26,308 

Probably  some  part  of  the  arrears  due  for  Rents  will  never  be  recovered,  the  Parties  having,  aban- 
doned their  land, — But  the  arrears  for  Interest  may  all  be  considered  as  safe,  for  they  have  arisen  upon 
the  purchape  money  of  the  College  Lands,  and  the  purchaser  will  not  forfeit  the  instalments  which  thpy 
have  paid  in,  or  the  improvements  which  they  have  made  on  their  Lands,  which  they  would  do  in  the 
consecjuence  of  their  not  paying  their  interest.  ........ 

Note. — The  remainder  of  the  Bursar's  remarks  are  omitted,  as  no  action  was  taken  on  them  by  the 
Council. 

March  30th,  1843. — The  President  placed  before  the  Council  the  following  Letter  from  Sir 
Charles  Bagot,  the  Chancellor,  dated  the  25th  instant  : 

I  have  herewith  the  honour  to  enclose  to  Your  Lordship,  the  copy  of  a  Sfcitute,  regarding 
the  Buildmgs  necessary,  in  order  to  put  the  University  of  King's  College  into  immediate 
oj)eration  ;  and  which  have  already  been  ajiproved  by  those  Members  of  the  Council  here, — to 
whom  I  have  had  an  ajtportunity  of  submitting  it,--I  have  to  request  that  Your  Lordship 
will  have  the  goodness  to  lay  it  before  the  Council  of  King's  College  at  Toronto  for  their 
approbation. 

Chaf.les  B.\got. 
Kingston,  25th  of  March,  1842. 

Enclosure  : — Copy  of  the  Statute  refekked  to  in  the  foreooino  Letter. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Chancellor,  President  and  Scholars  of  King's  Colleg"*, 
at  York,  in  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  : 

1.  That  the  College  Statute,  Chaj)ter  two,  passed  on  the  20tli  day  of  February,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  1840,  intituted  :  "of  the  Buildings  for  iunnediately  opening  the  University,'  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  annulled  and  repealed. 

2.  That  contracts  for  the  erection  of  two  wings  of  the  proposed  University  Buildings  on 
the  ground  set  apart  for  that  i)urpo.se  for  a  price  and  .sum  in  tjie  whole,  not  to  exceed  Eighteen 
Th<jusand  pounds,  (£18,000),  currency,  be  forthwith  entered  into. 

3.  That,  in  the  meantime,  and  until  such  Buildings  can  be  made  ready  for  occu{)ation, 
the  University  be  opened,  and  the  business'afi'airs  thereof,  (excepting  the  Bursar'.s  Office  an<l 
the  Medical  School,)  be  conducted  and  carried  <ui  in  the  Public  Buildings,  lately  occupied  by  the 
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Letrislaturo  and  Public  offices  of  Upper  Canada  :  the  use  and  occupation  of  which  has  been 
offered  to  the  Council  of  King's  College,  bj-  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  (Chancellor 
of  the  University),  by  and  with  the  atlvice  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Province. 

4.  That  a  sum  not  to  exceed  Five  Hundred  pounds,  (£500),  cun-ency  be  appropriated  for  the 
necessary  fitting  up  of  the  aforesaid  Public  Buildings. 

5.  That  a  sura  not  to  exceed  Four  Thousand  pounds,  (£4,000).  sterling  be  apj)ropriated  for 
the  purchase  of  a  Library,  Philosophical  Apparatus,  and  tlie  things  necessary,  as  well  for  the 
Museum  and  Botanical  Garden,  as  for  tlie  general  use  of  the  difterent  Classes  in  the  Arts  and 
Faculties. 

6.  That  the  five  MemViers  of  the  College  Council,  hereafter  named,*  be  appointed  to  con- 
tract for  and  superintend  the  erection  of  the  wings  of  the  University  Buildings. 

7.  That  the  same  five  Members  be  appointed  to  contract  for  and  superintend  the  fitting  up 
of  the  Buildings  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  the  University. 

8.  That  the  three  Members  hereafter  named,  [the  Right  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  Presi- 
dent of  the  University,  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul,  Principal  of  Upper  Canada  College,  and 
the  Reverend  Henry  James  Grasett.]  be  appointed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  jtounds,  (£4,000),  sterling,  according  to  the  true  meaning  of  the 
foregoing  fifth  Section. 

9.  That,  before  any  contract  shall  be  entered  into  and  sealed  with  the  corporation  Seal, 
either  for  the  Buildings  or  fitting  up,  the  same  shall  be  submitted,  together  with  the  plans 
and  estimates  to  the  College  Council,  and  shall  be  approved  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Council,  to  be 
specially  convened  for  that  purjjose. 

10.  That  the  particulars  of  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  sum  of  Four  Tliousand  pounds, 
(£4,000 \  sterling,  mentioned  in  the  aforesaid  fifth  action,  be,  in  like  manner,  submitted  and 
a]){iroved  at  a  Meeting  of  the  College  Council  before  the  same  shall  be  carried  into  eft'ect. 

Whereupon,  the  Honourable  Attorney  General  Draper  moved,  seconded  by  the  Honourable 
William  Allan,  and  carried,  that  the  Statute  proposed  to  the  Council,  by  the  authority  and 
direction  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  be  further  considered  at 
an  adjourned  Meeting,  to  be  specially  holden  for  that  purpose. 

On  motion  of  the  Honourable  John  Simcoe  Macaulay,  Mr.  Thomas  Young  was  appointed 
Architect  to  the  University  during  the  jjeriod  his  services  may  be  recjuired  at  a  salary  of  £200, 
currency  per  annum,  and  that  he  be  instructed  to  prepare  forthwith  the  specifications  of  the 
two  wings,  as  proposed  to  be  altered. 

The  Rejiort  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Chewett,  dated  the  29th  of  March,  1842,  on  the  state  of  th« 
Parliament  Buildings,  and  the  re])airs  that  will  be  necessary  to  render  them  fit  for  immediate 
occupation  was  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  tliis  day.

The  Stattite  whicli  His  Excellency  the  Chancellor  was  pleased  to  propose 
for  the  considenition  of  the  College  Council,  and  which  was  ])laced  liefore  the  Council  at  their 
last  Meeting,  was  further  considered,  and  the  blanks  l)eing  filled  up  it  was  ])ut  by  the  President 
by  clauses,  and  passed  and  adojiteil,  with  a  slight  amendment  .  .  .  (F(»r  the  Resolutions 
on  this  Subject,  as  passed  see  page  170,  ante.) 

•  Theuf.  Members  were  named  at  a  Meeting  held  on  the  2nd  of  April,  1842,  as  follows :  The  Reverend 
Doctor  Mcf!aul,  the  Reverend  Henry  .Tames  Grasett,  and  the  Honourabld  Messieurs  William  Allan,  John 
Simcoe  Macanlay  and  Levius  Peters  Sherwood. 
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The  Registrar  was  directed  to  transmit  this  Statute  forthwith  under  the  Cnininon  Seal,  to 
the  Visitors  of  tlie  University.      It  was  then —

The  President  was  recjuested  to  intimate  tf)  His  Excellency  the  CiianceUor  that  everything 
will  he  prepared  for  laying  the  Foimdation  Stone  of  the  University  by  the  2l8t  uf  this  month, 
(March,  1842,)  and  that  the  Council  will  wait  His  Excellency's  pleasure  to  fix  the  preci.se  day  for 
the  ceremony. 

Mr.  Thomas  Young',  the  Architect,  suhmitted  a  specification  of  the  repairs  necessary  to  be 
done  so  as  to  render  the  Parliament  Buildings  tit  for  occu])ati(m,  and  also  a  tender  from  Mr.  John 
Ricliey,  Builder,  fur  doing  the  same,  for  One  Hundred  and  Ninety  One  ])ouiids,  five  shillings, 
(£191  5  0). 

Moved  by  the  Honourable  Levius  Peters  Sherwood,  Seconded  by  the  Reverend  Doctor 
McCaul,  that  the  Building  Committee  do  emjjloy  Mr.  Richey  to  make  the  specified  repairs,  in 
terms  of  his  tender. 

Mr.  Richey  submitted  a  tender  for  the  building  of  the  two  wings  of  the  proposed  University, 
in  which  he  re-stfited  his  former  tender  of  the  1st  of  February,  18:39,  as  follows  : —

.\dding  that  ho  was  willing  to  erect  the  Buildings  for  the  smaller  sum,  but  that  there  are 
some  alterations  jjrojiosed  in  the  Buildings,  together  with  some  other  contingencies,  such  as  duty 
on  Stone,  etcetera,  which  would  amount  to  five  or  six  hundre<l  pounds,  (£50U,  or  £600,)  not  con- 
templated in  1839,  wlien  the  first  tender  was  made. 

Permission  was  given  to  the  Bur.sar  to  employ  an  extra  Clerk  for  a  limited  time,  at  a  salary 
not  exceeding  ten  shillings  per  diem. 

April  13th  IS42.  A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Clarke  (Jamble,  offering  as  an  investment, 
certivin  Church  Debentures  of  St.  James'  Church.  The  Honourable  Attorney  General  Draper 
undertook   to  in(iuire  into  the  nature  of  these  securities,  and  to  report  thereon. 

The  Mayor  of  Toronto  applied  for  tlie  use  of  the  Public  Buildings  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a 
Ball  to  His  Excellency  the  (lovernor  (General,  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Toronto  to  lay  the 
Foundation  Stone  of  the  University.  The  Registrar  was  ordered  to  express  to  the  Mayor  the 
regrets  of  the  Council  that  the  terms  of  the  Minute  of  the  Executive  Council,  placing  these 
Buildings  at  the  disposal  of  the  College  Council,  do  not  admit  of  the  Buildings  being  used  for 
other  than  University  purposes,  and  suggesting  the  superior  accommodation  which  the  Govern- 
ment House  would  afford. 

The  Secretary  of  the  St.  (Jeorge's  Society  made  an  apjilication  that  the  Society  might  be 
permitted  to  take  part  in  the  ceremony  for  laying  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the  University.  The 
Registrar  was  ordered  to  inform  the  Secretary  that  the  Council  assented  to  the  wishes  of  the 
St.  George's  Society. 

April  IJfth,  IS42. — Mr.  J.  E.  Small,  the  Solicitor,  reported  that  Lieutenant  Colonel  Wells, 
has  assigned  to  the  College  Mr.  Thornhill's  property  on  Lot  [Queen]  Street, — and  that  Mr. 
Thcjrnhill  had  applied  to  purchase  the  same  of  the  College.     It  was — 

OnJereil,  That  Mr.  Thornhill  be  allowed  to  make  the  purchase  at  a  capital  sum  to  consist 
of  the  full  amount  of  Lieutenant  Colonel   Wells'   debt,  for  which  this  property  was  assigned  and 
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Interest  thereon  to  the  day  of  sale, — to  be  paid  by  Instalments  on  the  usual  College  terms-  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Thornhill  having  tirst  assigned  to  the  College  tlieir  Etjuity  of  Redemption. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  he  had  received  from  the  Attorney  General  a  fresh  Patent  for 
1,2(55  acres  of  Indian  Lands  near  Brantford — the  descri|)tion  of  the  Lands  in  the  tirst  one  received 
in  March,  being  erroneous.  The  Council,  having  in  view  the  desirability  of  securing  as  early 
as  convenient  the  full  amount  of  the  Debt  and  interest  due  to  tlie  College,  for  whicli  this  pro- 
perty was  assigned,  it  was — 

Ordered.  That  tlie  Land  be  brought  to  .sjde  as  soon  after  July  next  as  may  be  practical)Ie, 
and  that  any  surplus,  beyond  the  debt  and  interest  due,  be  returned  to  the  parties 
having  an  eipiitable  claim  to  the  same. 

A  letter  from  Docti)r  Ross  was  read, — pressing  on  the  consideration  of  the  College  Council 
the  advantage  to  Medical  Science  that  would  result  from  establisliing  tlie  intended  Piovincial 
Lxniatic  Asylum  near  the  University,  the  seat  of  Medical  instructitm,  and  the  benefit  it  would 
be  of  to  the  Patients  themselves  — Deferred. 

The  Building  Connuittee  laid  before  the  Council  the  Minutes  of  their  proceedings  relating 
to  the  preparations  wliicli  liave  been  made  by  them  for  laying  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the 
University. 

(In  these  Minutes  it  was  provided  that  cards  of  invitation  to  the  ceremony  be  printed  and  that 
a  Trowel  be  provided,  according  to  a  design  apjjroved  by  the  Connnittee,  and  that  the  Reverend 
Me.sssieurs  Grasett  and  McCaul  ct)nsult  the  President,  (Doctor  Strachan)  as  to  asuital)le  inscrip- 
tion on  the  Trowel  and  give  the  necessary  instruction  in  regard  to  other  things  reipiired  at  the 
ceremony.) 

The  Ceremonial  Committee  submitted  the  Inscription  to  be  tngraved  in  the  Plate  intended 
to  be  inclosed  in  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the  University,  and  the  inscrijjtion  for  the  Trowel  ; 
l>oth  of  which  were  approved  1)y  tlie  Council. 

The  Ceremonial  Committee  and  the  Building  Committee  having  com])leted  tlie  objects  for 
which  they  were  formed,  as  far  as  respects  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  Foundation  Stone  of  the 
University,  were  considered  as  discharged,  and  the  following  Members  of  the  Council  were 
appointed  to  be  a  Committee  of  Management  to  cany  out  all  arrangements  respecting  the  Cere- 
mony, videlicet:  The  Reverend  Doctor  McCaid,  Principal  of  Upper  Canada  College  ;  The 
Honourable  Messieurs  William  Allan,  and  J.  Sinicoe  Macaulay,  and  the  Reverend  Henry  James 
Grasett. 

The  Imperial  (Jrant  ok  ^1.000  Sterling  per  Annum  for  LTniversity  Bi;ili»ikgs. 

The  Council  having  adverted  to  the  subject  of  the  Royal  Grant  of  One  Thousand  jiounds, 
(£1,000,^  Sterling,  i)er  annum, — given  as  a  building  fund,  to  the  University,  and  it  being  repre- 
sented that  the  last  jiijment  to  be  made  by  the  Canada  Company  to  the  Government, — on 
which  this  grant,  in  some  measure  depends, — would  take  place  in  June  next  ;  after  much 
deliberation  it  was — 

Resolved.  That  His  Excellency  the  Chancellor  be  res])ectfully  retpiested  to  take  this 
matter  into  his  most  favora1)le  and  early  consideration  ;  and  that  the  Registrar,  in  transmitting 
this  Minute  to  His  Excellency,  do  also  send  copies  of  all  the  former  proceedings  which  have 
been  t;iken  on  the  sul)ject.* 

NoTK  Tbe  Foundation  Stone  of  the  proposed  University  Buildings  was  laid,  with  appropriate  cere- 
monies, on  the  23rd  of  April,  1842.  by  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  Chancellor  ot  the  University.  (See  the  account 
of  the  Ceremony  in  next  Chapter.) 

April  27th,  JSJ/-'^^^^'^  Registrar  was  directed  to  write  letters  of  thanks,  in  the  name  of 
the  Council  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Spaike,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Furlong,  and  to  Messieurs 
William  Cayley,  George  (iurnett,  and  others,  for  the  assistance  they  liad  severally  rendered  at 
the  ceremony  of  laying  the  Foundation  St<me  of  the  University  on  tlie  2.'ird  instant.

I  have  the  honour  to  state,  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency,  the  (iovernor  (General, 
tliat,  with  reference  to  Mrs.  (Major)  I*o\vell,  in  whom  His  Excellency  takes  a  great  interest,  and 
was  jjleased  to  (sxpi't-ss  this  morning  in  convei'.sation  an  anxious  wish  to  ])i'oviile  for  hei'  in  any 
way,  if  so  doing  can  he  ])ointt;d  out  ;  it  has  occurred  to  nu%  that  slie  may  l>e  l)eneHcially  con- 
tinued in  chaige  of  the  west  wing  of  the  (jiovennnent  buildings,  now  to  be  appropriatiid  to  the 
pur|)oses  of  the  I'niveisity,  witii  the  same  allowance  that  was  formerly  given  to  liei-  l)y  the 
Kxecutive  Council  for  the  like  duty.

Blaquiere,  specified  in  a  communication  to  the  President,  dated  March  16th,  1842,  be  purchased 
for  the  Library,  for  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  pounds,  (£'10ii,)  sterling. 

May  25th,  ISJfS. — Meeting  cjiUed,  but  no  (juorum.     Three  Members  present. 

June  1st,  IS43. — Meeting  called  ;  but  no  (luorum.     Three  Members  present. 

June  Sth,  1S42. — The  President  laid  before  the  Council  a  copy  of  his  Letter  to  Hi» 
Excellency  the  Chancellor,  dated  the  21st  ultimo,  and  His  Excellency's  reply  thereto,  dated  the 
1st  instant,  as  follows  :  — 

My  dear  Sir  Charles, — 

The  College  Council  has  recjuested  me  to  draw  Your  Excellency's  attention  to 
the  last  Stiitute  of  the  University,  which  appropriates  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand 
pounds  (£4,000,)  sterling  to  the  purchase  of  a  Library,  a  Pliilosophical  and  Chemical  Apparatu.s, 
a  Museum  and  Medical  preparations,  etcetera. 

The  Council,  after  discussing,  at  some  length,  the  relative  importance  of  these  several  items, 
arrived  at  the  conclusion,  that,  before  they  can  proceed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  to  subdivision 
and  speciality  of  aj)propriation,  it  is  necessary  to  ascertain,  how  many  Professors  Your  Excel- 
lency has  considered  it  right  to  invite  from  England,  that  they  may  ti'ansfer  to  them,  as  the  best 
(judified,  the  pleasing  duty  of  sjlectiug  the  B  )oks,  and  other  things  necess  iry  for  conducting 
their  departments. 

The  College  Council  will  have  great  pleasure  in  placing  such  Funds  within  their  reach  as 
may  be  retjuired  for  the  purposes  alluded  to,  should  Your  PJxcellency  enable  them  to  do  so,  by 
directing  the  recjuired  information  to  be  transmitted  for  their  guidance.

My  dear  Lord  Bishop, — 

In   answer    to  your  Communication,  I  have    to  acquaint     you    that  I  have  already 

written   to     England    for  the    Professors    of   Theology,    Mathematics     and    Chemistry,    and 

that    I    hope,     ere     very  long,     to     receive     some    satisfactory    information     in    respect   to 
all  of  them. 

1  am  still  undecided,  and  am  in  dithculty  in  resjiect  to  the  Professor  of  Medicine,  from  an 
apprehension  that  we  have  scarcely  in  our  hands  the  means  of  tempting  any  one  to  come  from 
England  to  fill  that  Chair,  whose  eminence  in  the  Profes.sion  would  not  secure  to  him  a  better 
subsistence  at  home,  and  that,  unless  he  is  of  the  eminence  which  I  contem{)late,  it  might  prove 
worse  than  useless  to  bring  him  out  at  all.  I  will,  however,  endeavour  to  make  up  my  mind 
upon  this  point  with  as  little  delay  as  may  be. 

In  the  luean  while  it  appears  to  me,  that,  as  regards  a  special  apjjropriaticm  to  the  Faculty 
of  such  porticni  of  the  money  destined  by  the  Council  for  the  purcliase  of  a  Library,  as  may  be 
ncces.sary  for  medical  books,  we  cannot  be  in  better  hands  than  those  of  Doctor  \\'idmer,  who 
wr)uld,  i>erhaps,  have  the  goodness  to  furnish  us  with  a  list  of  such  standard  Medical  Books  as 
cannot  fail  to  be  retjuired,  and  these  works  may  either  be  sent  for  to  England  innnediately,  or, 
should  it  be  eventually  thought  necessary  to  send  to  England  for  a  Mediwd  Professor,  the  pur- 
chase of  them  might  be  confided  to  him. 

I  have  already  intimated  that,  in  sending  for  the  Professor  of  Chemistry,  the  share  of  the 
money  Ut  be  allotted  for  the  Chemical  Apparatus  will  be  entrusted  to  him,  or,  at  all  cventH, 
expended  according  to  his  reconnnendation  of  what  may  be  essentially  necessjiry.

In  drawing  up  thi.s  sketch  for  the  organization  of  tlie  MiuHcal  De](artnicnt  of  King's  College, 
I  have  endeavored  to  approximate  the  expense  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  j)robable  means  of 
the  University. 

The  policy  of  dividing  the  Teachers  in  this  Department  into  two  ranks  of  Professors  and 
Lecturers,  I  deem  ol)jerti(iiial)le.  .  .  1  projMme  that  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  shall,  for  the 
present,  consist  of  four  I'rofessors.  Tn  accordance  witli  this  view,  all  the  Professors  wdl  be 
of  equal  rank,  and  n!ceive  tlie  same  remuneration,  the  Senior,  as  provided  by  the  Statute  taking 
his  seat  in  the  College  (Jouncil.  This  arrangement  pr  sents  advantages  over  the  plan  of  dividing 
the  duties  of  the  department  amongst  a  greater  number  of  persons,  and  constituting  invidious 
distincticms  of  rank  and  inconu-  ;  although  it  certaiidy  imposes  a  degree  of  labour  on  the  Pro- 
fe  sors  which  may  be  considered  burthensome,  l)ut,  if  the  number  of  Students  should  increase, 
in  accordance  with  our  hojtes  of  the  poj)ularity  of  the  University,  the  Professors  of  Physic  and 
Surgery  may  then  l)e  relieved  of  the  subjects  not  peculiarly  their  own,  and  a  fresh  professorship 
established  ;  at  which  time  it  may  lie  practicable  to  endow  a  piofessorshij)  of  the  Institutes  of 
Medicine  and  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

As  the  .selection  of  the  Professors  rests  witli  His  Excellency  the  (Chancellor,  I  will  only 
briefly  observe  that  the  iUiportance  of  stamjjing  a  character  of  powerful  talent  on  this  branch  of 
College  education,  at  the  commencement,  will,  1  trust,  induce  His  Excellency  to  resort  to  the 
Mother  Country  for  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  materials  for  the  organization  of  this  Faculty. 

In  addition  to  the  Professor  of  Chemistry,  it  would  be  desirable  to  obtain  the  Professor  (jf 
Physic  from  Britain,  .\mongst  the  be.st  educated  men  in  the  profession  of  Medicine  are  those 
now  sent  forth  from  the  Lonthm  University,  and  from  King's  College  in  London.  The  examina- 
tions at  both  these  Institutions  are  of  the  most  severe  character,  and  none  but  those  highly  rpiali- 
fled  can  graduate.  There  are  many  young  men  who  have  obtained  honours  that  would  gladly 
accept  of  the  advantages  offered  by  the  limited  income  which  would  l)e  offered  here  ;  and  an 
application  made  to  the  Council,  or  the  Professor  of  Physic,  at  either  of  these  Institutions,  would 
furnish  this  University  with  a  well  ([ualitied  per.son  to  till  our  Chair  of  Physic. 

I  propose  then  that  the  Medical  Faculty  shall  for  the  present  l)e  organized  as  follows,  vide- 
licit  : 

1st  :  A  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic  and  Materia  Medica.  This  Professor 
shows  lecture  daily  on  Physic,  and  twice  a  week  on  Materia  Medica,  embracing  Medical  Botany, 
and  also,  twice  a  week,  on  Clinical  Medicine  at  the  Hospital. 

2nd  :  A  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

3rd  :  A  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  embracing  Comparative  Anatomy.  This 
Professor  must  enii)loy  his  own  Prosector  to  prepare  the  anatomical  subject  for  the  Lecture 
room. 

4th  :  A  Professor  of  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery.  This  Professor  will  also  be 
rerjuired  to  take  the  de|)artment  of  Midwifery.  He  will  have  to  lecture  twice  a  week  on  Sur- 
gery, and  daily  on  Midwifery.  The  late  Sir  Astley  Cooper  lectured  daily  on  Anatomy,  and  twice 
on  Surgery  for  many  years,  although  in  extensive  practice.  ' 

It  will  be  necessary  to  appoint  a  Conservator  of  the  Museum,  and  a  Demonstratrjr  of  Ana- 
tomy. These  two  offices  may  be  conveniently  associated  in  the  same  individual.  This  Gentle- 
man's time  will  be  fully  occupied  in  the  care  of  the  Anatomical  preparations  ;  in  making  new 
ones  ;  and  in  directing  the  progress  of  the  anatomical  students  ;  which  latter  duty  will  nece.s.sarily 
confine  him  for  many  hours  to  the  dissecting  room.

— A  letter  from  Mr.  Secretary  Harrison  was  read,  dated  the  8th  instant, 
notifying  the  Council  that  His  Excellency,  in  conformity  with  the  Minute  of  this  Council,  passed 
on  the  Mth  ultimo,  has  l)een  pleased  to  nominate  Doctor  Henry  Sullivan  to  be  Conservator  of  the 
Museum  and  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  Whereupon  the  Honourable  J.  Simcoe  Macaulay 
moved — that  with  reference  to  the  apjxjintment  of  a  Curator  of  the  Mu.seum  and  Demonstrator 
of  Anatomy  in  the  University  of  King's  College,  as  notified  in  Mr.  Harrison's  Letter  of  the  8th 
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instrtiit.  the  Council  respectfully  request  the  attention  t)f  His  Excellency  the  Chancellor  to  the 
necessity  of  a  Statute,  or  Ordinance,  being  })assed  creating  such  offices  jnevious  t<j  any  sucli 
jippointnient  being  made.  The  Council  further  desire  to  bring  l)efore  His  Excellency's  notice 
the  Report  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  on  the  subject  of  appointments  to  offices,  other 
than  those  of  Professorships  in  the  University  ;  a  copy  of  which  was  ordered  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  His  Excellency.      Which  motion  being  seconded  was  carried.^

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Chancellor,  President  and  Scholars  <^f  King's  College,  at 
York,  in  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  :  That  the  academical  year  of  King's  College  University 
shall  begin  iq>on  the  first  Thursday  in  October  in  each  year,  and  shall  contain  three  Terms, 
within  which  all  .sch<da.stic  exerci.ses  shall  be  performed. 

1.  The  first,  or  Michaelmas,  Tenu,  shall  commence  on  the  first  Thursday  in  October,  and 
shall  end  on  the  twentieth  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

2.  The  second,  or  Hilary.  Term  .shall  begin  on  the  7th  day  of  .January,  and  shall  end  on  the 
Saturday  next  but  one  V)efore  Easter  Sunday. 

3.  The  Third,  or  Easter.  Term  .shall  begin  on  the  Monday  next  l)\it  one  after  Easter  Suiulay, 
find  shall  end  cm  the  Friday  next  after  counuencement  day,  which  shall  always  be  on  the  third 
Tuesday  in  July  in  each  year. 

University  Statutes:   Chapter   VIII:   Matriculation. 

Be  it  enacted  :  1.  Tiiat  the  Registrar  of  the  Council  sliall  keep  a  Matricula,  or  Register,  in 
which  the  names  of  all  persons  who  shall  be  admitted  Members  of  the  University  shall  be 
enrolled,  with  their  age.  places  of  birth  an<'  e<lucation,  and  the  names,  rank  and  place  of 
residence  of  their  parents,  and  the  Religi<ius  denomination  U>  which  they  l)elong. 

2.  That  no  i»erson  shall  be  matriculated  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

3.  That  no  person  shall  be  matriculated  without  previous  examination  by  tiu-  Vice  Presi- 
dent, or,  when  that  «.ffice  shall  cea.se.  by  the  President,  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages,  and 
in  Mathematies.  The  particular  sulijects  of  examination  shall  be  ap|)ointed,  from  time  to  time, 
bv  tlie  Vice  President,  or,  in  the  case  above  mentirined,  by  the  President. 

4.  That  each  Ktudent,  at  his  Matriculation,  shall  be  required  t4)  sidiscribe  a  declaration  that 
he  will  strictly  obey  and  abide  by  the  Statutes,  Rules  and  Ordinances  of  the  University.

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n.  Tliat  ( '.iiulidates  for  iidinissioii  iiuiy  present  tliemselves  in  Euster  Term  after  Coiiinience- 
inunt  day,  and  <>n  tlie  first  day  of  Michaelmas  Term  for  public  examination  ;  Imt,  in  either  wise, 
Michaehnai:!  shall  he  reckoned  as  their  first  term.

IjE'Tirks  in  thk  Facultv  ok  Akts. 

The  following  notice  of  motion  which  was  placed  on  the  Tal)le  at  the  last  meelinj^  of  Council 
was  passed  and  adopted. 

1.  The  Professors  in  the  Faculty  of  .\.rts  will  c  immenci;  tlujir  Ijectures  in  Hilary  Term,  on 
Monday  the  9th  of  January,  184:^. 

2.  Candidates  for  admission  into  the  University  may  present  themselves  for  examination  at 
the  Vice  President's  Chambers  in  the  former  Parliament  Buildings,  on  any  Monday,  Wednesday, 
or  Friday,  at  eleven  o'clock,  a.m.  previous  to  Thursday  January  the  5th. 

3.  The  subjects  for,  examinati<jn  will  be  in  Classics — two  Greek  and  two  Latin  authois. 
(one  of  the  authors,  prose,  and  the  other  verse  ;)  and,  in  Mathematics,  the  first  two  Hooks  of 
Euclid's  Elements,  and  Simple  and  Quadratic  Eiiuati(ms. 

4.  Candidateswillbereipiiredtoproducecertiticatesthat  they  areof  the  full  age  of  sixteen  years. 

5.  It  is  expected  that  the  School  of  Medicine  will  l)e  open  for  Students  in  that  Faculty  in 
Michaelmas  Term,  1841^.  When  the  reijuisite  arrangements  shall  have  been  completed,  due 
notice  will  be  given,  by  public  advertisement. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Secretary  Harrison  was  read,  dated  the  24th  instant,  transmitting  a  draft 
of  a  Statute  relative  to  the  ajipointment  of  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  and  (Jurator  of  the 
Anatomical  and  Pathological  Museum,  the  consideration  of  which  was  deferred. 

November,  5th  /<S'4^.— The  consideration  of  the  Sbitute,  relative  to  the  appointment  of  a 
Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  and  ('urator  of  the  Anatomical  and  Pathological  Mu.seum,  was 
resumed  :  and  as  it  embraced  the  consideration  of  the  whole  Medical  Department,  it  was  deferred 
to  the  next  meeting. 

November^  12th  1^^4.2. — The  discussion  of  the  Statute  creating  the  .situation  of  Curator  and 
Demonstrator  of  the  Pathological  Museinn  was  resinned  and  deferreil  again  until  the  next 
meeting. 

November,  lOth  18  'f3.  -Tha  Council  resumed  the  c  msideration  of  the  Statute  relative  to  the 
appointment  of  a  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  and  Curator  of  the  Anatomical  and  Pathological 
Museum  ;  and,  it  was  passerl  and  ado])ted,  as  follows  :  —

and  Pathological  Museum. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Chancellor,  President  and  Scholars  of  King's  College  at 
York,  in  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  : 

1.  That  there  shall  be  a  Demonstrator  of  Anat<imy  ami  Curator  of  the  Anatomical  and 
Pathological  Musevnn  of  the  University. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  ]»repare,  preserve  and  take  under  his  s|)ecial  care  and  obser- 
vation, all  such  specimens  of  human  and  comparative  anatomy  as  may  be  retjuired  for  the 
elucidation  of  the  lectures  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  of  this  I'niversity,  and  also  to  prejjare 
and  preserve  all  such  anatomical  and  jiathological  preparations  as  may  fall  within  his  reach  ;  and 
also  to  take  charge  of  all  j)aintings,  drawings,  diagrams,  and  models  that  may  be  furnisheil  for 
the  use  of  the  various  professors  of  Physic,  Surgery  and  Midwifery  in  the  l^niversity. 

3.  That  in  executing  the  oftice  of  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  he  shall  be  jjresent  in  the 
Di.s.secting  Room  for  certain  hours  in  the  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the  College  Council,  diu'ing  the 
continuance  of  each  ccjurse  of  anatomical  Lectures. — He  shall  point  out  to  the  Students  of 
Practical  Anatomy  the  various  |)arts  that  may  be  the  subject  of  their  studies. — He  shall  give  a 
daily  demonstration  on  some  subject  of  human,  or  comparative,  anatomy, — and  shall  preside 
over,  and  govern  in,  the  Dissecting  Room  all  nuitters  relating  to  the  acquisition  by  the  Students 
of  a  knowledge  of  Practical  Anatomy. 

4.  That  he  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the  Preparations  contiined  in  the  said  Mu.seum  ;  noting 
against  each,  and,  under  a  current  number,  any  account  of  history,  that  may  relate  to  it  ;  and  he 
shall  attach  to  each  object  its  current  number,  by  which  means  a  reference  can  be  made  from 
the  object  to  the  register  and  its  history  be  traced. 
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5.  That  his  suilary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  College  Council,  and  his  place  of  residence  shall  be 
provided  by  the  same  Body. 

6.  That,  in  all  further  details  of  his  duties,  he  shall  receive  and  obey  instructions  from  the 
College  Council. 

The  Registrar  was  directed  to  transmit  this  statute,  under  the  Common  Seal  to  the  Visitors 
of  the  University. 

Whereupon  the  Council,  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  given  to  them  by  the  Charter, 
appointed  Henry  Sullivan.  Esquire.,  M.R.C.S.L.,  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  and  Curator  of 
the  Anatomical  and  Pathological  Museum  of  the  University. 

Xo cumber  19th.  181^2. — The  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul,  as  Chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee, placed  on  the  Table  the  draft  of  the  contract  with  Mr.  John  Ritchey  for  building  the 
»South  East  Wing  of  the  University  for  final  consideration  and  adoption. 

yintemher  23rd,  18J^. — A  letter  from  Captain  Bagot,  Private  Secretary  to  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  General,  Chancellor  of  the  University,  was  read,  as  follows  : 

By  conimand  of  His  Excellency  the  (Chancellor,  I  have  to  communicate  for  the  information 
of  tl\e  Honourable  Council  of  the  University  of  King's  College,  that  His  Excellency  the 
Chancellor  has  been  pleased  to  appoint  John  McCaul,  Doctor  of  Divinity  [Law],  Professor  of 
Classical  Literature  to  the  University  of  King's  College,  with  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  such 
Professor. 

His  Excellency  has  fvirther  been  pleased  to  appoint  Doctor  McCaul,  Professor  of  Belles 
Lettres,  Rhet<iric  and  Logic  to  the  University  of  King's  College. 

His  Excellency  has  further  been  pleased  to  appoint  Doctor  McCaul,  Vice-President  of  the 
University  of  King's  College.

November  26Hi,  lSIi.2. — The  amendel  draft  of  contract  with  Mr.  John  Ritchey,  for  building 
the  South  East  W^ing  of  the  University  was  examined,  and  being  ap{)roved,  the  Registrar  was 
directed  to  affix  thereto  the  Corporate  Seal,  and  then  transmit  the  Document  to  the  Solicitor  of 
the  Council,  with  instruccions  for  him  to  have  it  pro^jerly  executed  by  Mr.  Ritchey. 

ObJECTION.S    TO  THE    APPOINTMENT     OF     THE      RkVEREND     DoOTOR     McUaUL     AS 

Vice-President  of  the  University. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  King's  College  Council,  held  on  the  29th  of  November, 
1842,  it  was  stated  in  the  Minutes  that  a  question  arose  at  the  previous  Meeting 
of  the  Council  of  the  19th  instant  respecting  some  points  in  Statutes  IV.  and  V. 
of  the  University  which  were  passed  on  the  4th  of  April,  1840,  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Vice-President  of  the  University  and  other  matters  relating  to 
the  Professors.* 

Reference  as  to  the  legality  of  these  Statutes,  (as  conflicting  with  the 
Charter,  and  amendments  thereto,)  havinjj  been  made  to  the  Honourable  Robert 
Baldwin,  Attorney  General,  and  to  James  Edward  Small,  Esquire,  Solicitor 
Oeneral, — who  were  Members  of  the  Council, — these  Gentlemen  made  a  Report 
at  thedast  Meeting  of  the  Council,  which  contained  their  joint  Opinion  on  the 
subject. 

The  Honourable  Levius  Peters  Sherwood,  beinji  desirous  that  this  legal 
Opinion  should  be  recorded  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Council,  moved  : — 

That  the  said  Report,  with  some  Prefatory  Remarks,  which  he  submitted,  should  be 
entered  on  the  Minutes  of  the  day's  proceedings, — which  motion,  being  put,  was  carried ;  the 
Honerable  V^ice-Chancellor  Robert  S.  Jameson  an<l  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul  dissenting.

that  any  i-iicti  qiieHtion  was  bmui^ht  up  or  disciixRed.  All  that  was  done  at  that  meeting  ia  recorded  on 
oa  this  page,  under  date  of  "  November  I'Jth,  IS^i." 
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The  followiii;^  ai-c  tlie  Prefatory  Remarks  prefixed  to  the  Statement  made 
by  the  Honourable  L.  P.  Sherwood  : — 

Prefatorxi  Remarks.  Mr.  L.  1*.  Sherwood  statod  to  the  Council  that,  as  hu  l)a<l  Ijocii 
recently  appointed  a  Memljer  of  tliis  Honourahlo  liody,  lio  never  had  an  opportunity  of  reading 
the  .Stitutes  (jf  the  University  till  within  a  short  time  sinoe  ;  -  that  he  has  lately  done  .so,  how- 
ever, and  find  some  parts  of  the  4th  and  5th  Chapters  of  the  Statutes  to  interfere,  in  his 
opinion,  with  the  i»rovisions  of  tlie  Charter  of  1827,  and  of  the  Statute  of  the  Parliament  of  the 
late  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  passed  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  18.'{7,  (7th  William  IV, 
Chapter  XVI,)  for  the  purpose  of  amending  the  Charter.* 

He  thinks  that  parts  of  the  4th  Cha])ter  of  the  University  Statutes,  which  establish  the 
office  of  Vice-President  of  the  University  give  to  such  an  Otficer  .senioritv  and  precedence  next 
to  the  President,  -authorize  him  to  preside  at  the  convocation,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chancellor 
and  President, — confer  upon  him  a  superintendence  over  the  Professors,  Scholars  and  other  Mem- 
bers of  the  University,  an<l  are  contrary  to  the  sj)irit  and  meaning  of  the  Charter  and  Statute 
cited  ;  he  also  thinks  that  part  of  the  5th  Chapter,  which  emj)()wers  a  Weekly  IJoard  to  he 
composed  of  three  Meinl)ers  of  the  (.'ouncil  to  form  RuKjs  and  Ki-gulations  for  the  Discipline, 
Studies  and  Internal  Goverinnent  of  the  Scholars  and  inferior  Othcers  of  tlie  estal>Iishment,  is 
e(iually  oljjectionahle,  in  its  nature  and  tendency  as  the  parts  of  the  4th  Chapter  of  the  Statutes 
before  mentioned. 

He  ho[)ed  the  Council  would  allow  tliese  subjects  to  be  referred  to  tlie  two  Law  Officers  of 
the  Crown,  as  Members  of  ihis  Council,  with  a  recpiest  that,  those  (ientlemen  would  have  the 
goodness  to  examine  the  Law  authorities,  which  he  would  cite,  and  to  report  their  opinion  to 
the  Council  as  soon  as  convenient. 

Report  of  the  Legal  Committee  of  King's  College  Council,  184<2. 

The  t'ollowino;  is  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Kino's  Colle,i,a'  Council  on 
the  legality  of  Statutes  IV.  and  V.  of  the  University  in  regard  to  thi;  appoint- 
ment of  the  Vice  President  of  the  University,  dated  the  23rd  of  November,  1842. 

1.  The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the  4th  Chapter  and  the  5th 
Section  of  the  5th  Chai)ter  of  the*Statutes  of  the  University  of  1840,  l)eg  leave  most  respect- 
fully to  Report  ;  that  with  respect  to  the  tirst— Statute  IV.,  while,  in  one  of  its  enactments, 
namely  that  in  which  the  Vice  President  is  appointed  "to  preside  in  the  al)sence  of  the 
ChanceUor  and  President,"  it  is  clearly  bad,  as  it  thereby  interferes  with  the  Charter,  which 
appoints  the  Senior  Professor  to  preside  in  such  cases  ;  it  admits  of  great  doubt  whether  the 
Statute,  in  its  main  object,  can  be  sustained,  as  within  the  powers  of  the  Council  to  pass. 

2.  While  your  Connuittee  have  l)een  unable  to  find  any  instance  of  a  corporate  body  t;iking 
upon  itself  the  power  of  appointing  a  Deputy  to  any  chief,  or  i)rincipal,  office,  as  Mayor, 
Recorder,  or  the  like,  where  not  expressely  authorized  by  the  Charter,  they  tind  Lord  Kenyon, 
in  the  ease  of  the  King  against  Genever.  reported  in  the  (ith  Term  Reports,  7."55,  referring  to  the 
course  t,tken,  with  resjjcct  to  the  City  of  Chester,  where,  it  seems,  it  was  much  wished  that 
there  might  l)e  a  De])uty  Recorder,  but,  there  being  no  power  given  by  the  Charter  to  elect  one, 
application  was  made  to  the  Crown  for  a  new  Charter.  And,  although  that  was  the  case  of  a 
judicial  Officer,  which  might  be  considered  as  standing  (m  j)eculiar  grounds,  it  does  not  appear 
that  the  difficulty  was  felt  to  have  turned  upon  any  such  consideration,  but  that  it  ecjually 
embraced  all  offices.  And  this  is  finther  confirmed  by  the  nature  of  the  case  then  before  the 
Court,  to  which  the  Chester  case  was  applied  by  His  Lordship,— in  which  the  (piestion  was  : 
wliether  a  bye-law,  giving  a  casting  vote  to  the  Senior  Bailiff',  for  the  time  being,  in  case  of  an 
eijuallity  of  votes,  on  the  election  of  his  successor,  the  Charter  having  given  the  i)ower  of  such 
election  to  the  Bailiff  and  Alderman,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  was  good. 

3.  In  addition  to  which,  may  be  (juoted  the  language  of  the  latest  text  wn-iter  on  the 
subject,  (Mr.  Wilcock,)  who,  in  his  work  on  Municijjal  Corjjorations,  page  129,  referring  to  the 
case  of  the  King  mniKu  (ienever,  la^'s  it  down  l)roadly,  that  a  bye-law  cannot  create  a  new  otHce 
such  as  that  (jf  Deputy  Recorder,  if  it  be  necessary  to  have  one,  a  wi^vi  Charter  must  be  obtained. 

4.  Under  these  circumstances,  without  reference  to  other  questions,  which  upon  a  full  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  might  force  themselves  upon  their  consideration,  your  Connnittee 
would  respectfully  recommend,  as  the  safest  course,  that  no  fm-ther  action  be  had  upon  this 
Statute,  such  as  attaching  any  duties  to  the  office,    or   establishing  a   salary   for   it,  or  the  like  ; 
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and  they  adopt  this  as  the  less  objectionable  course,  in-as-inuch,  as  the  St-atute  itself,  on  the 
face  of  it.  sets  forth  that  it  was  passed  l)ut  for  a  temporary  purpose,  [i.e.,  during  the  presidency 
of  the  Bishop  of  Toronto.] 

5.  Your  Committee  further  beg  leave  to  report,  that,  with  respect  to  the  4th  Section  of  the 
A  th  Chajtter  of  the  Statutes,  it  ajtpears  to  them  that  that  section  in  effect  amoinits,  to  a  consider- 
able extent,  at  least,  to  a  transfer  of  the  p<>wer  of  making  Statutes  from  the  Council  itself, 
— which  is  but  a  select  body  in  the  University, — and  to  which  the  Charter  exj)re.ssely  commits 
the  power  of  making  statutes, — to  a  .still  more  select  body,  coisisting  of  some  of  their  own 
Members  ;  and,  your  Conunittee  aj)i)rehend,  that  such  will  be  found  not  sustainable  as  a  good 
bye-law,  should  the  (piestion,  as  to  its  validity,  ever  come  to  be  the  subject  of  litigation. 

H.  Your  Committee  would,  therefore,  reconnnend  that  the  Weekly  Board  should  confine 
themselves  to  recommending  such  Rules  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  the  exercise  of 
such  other  functions  only  as  are  not,  by  the  Chart-er,  cimferred  on  the  Council  itself,  or  to  other 
of  the  I'niversity  authorities. 

7.  Your  Committee  further  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  not  reconnnended  the  repeal 
of  the  foregoing  Statutes,  because  they  conceive  that,  when  the  University  is  for  sometime  in 
progre.ss,  a  general  revision  of  the  Bye-laws  will  become  necessary,  when  these,  and  other 
points,  may  be  more  fully  considered,  and  more  .satisfactorily  disposed  of  ; — the  great  and  para- 
mount object  at  present  being,  (in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee),  the  putting  of  the  University 
in  actual  operation  without  delay.      .\11  of  wliich  is  most  respectfully  submitted 
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Robert  Baldwin.

Whereupon  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul  recorded  his  dissent  in  the  following  j)rotest  :  — 

Protest.  Doctor  McCaul  felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  enter  his  protest  against  the  introduction 
of  the  preface,  as  written  by  Mr.  Sherwood,  an<l  the  Re})ort  att^iched  to  it,  inasmuch  as  the 
ol)jections  were  proposed  in  amendment  to  Resolutions  submitted,  which,  it  was  generally 
understood,  should  not  appear  on  the  Minutes,  and  in  consecpience  of  which  understanding,  he 
did  not  (jjjpose  the  reference  to  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown,  as  Members  of  the  Board, 
although  he  should,  otherwise,  have  moved  an  amendment,  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the 
Visitors  of  the  University,  in  deference  bo  their  opinion,  which  he  conceives  was  expressed  by 
their  not  objecting  to  the  Stjitutes  in  the  space  of  two  years,  according  to  the  C'harter. 

The  Registrar  was  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  Minute  to  the  Visitors. 

Rfnulred  that  the  President,  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul,  and  the  Revereml  Henry  J. 
Grasett  lie  a  Committee  to  consider  the  steps  necessary  to  be  t^iken  piv])aiatory  to  the 
University  going  into  ojjeration. 

Statutes  authorizing  the  Appointment  of  a  Vice  President  of  thk 

University. 

The  stron<^  opposition  which  was  made  at  this  Meeting  of  the  Kintj's  College 
Council  in  1842  to  the  appointment  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  John  McCaul, 
(Professor  of  Classics,  Belles  Lettres  Rhetoric  and  Logic,)  as  Vice  President  of  the 
then  propose<l  Ilnivei-sity  of  Kin;.;'s  College,  forms  a  striking  e])isode  in  the 
usually  (jiiiet  and   orderly  proceedings  of    the  King's  College  Council. 

The  pnictical  oV)jections  to  this  appointment  are  fully  stated  by  the  Honour- 
able Levius  Peters  Sherwoo  1 — afterwards  a  .Tn.stice  of  the  Court  of  Queen's 
B<*nch — in  his  protest,  as  entered  on  the  foregoing  Minutes  of  the  King's  College 
Council,  of  the  26th  of  November,  1842. 

The  legal  obj<,'ctions  to  this  appointment  are  set  forth  in  the  C)j)inion  on  the 
8ul>ject,  by  the  Honouiable  Kol)ert  Baldwin,  then  Attorney  General,  and  liy  his 
(yolleague,  Mr.  James  K.  Small,  Solicitor  General,  who  were  ex  offi,cio  Mondjrrs  of 
the  King's  College  Council.     (See  page;  H)I),  ante). 

The  pf>pidar  objections  t(;  the  appointment  of  Doctor  Mc( 'aul,  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  tlic    I'niversitv,    are,    with    a   ooorl  deal   of  acrimonv.  cnniiit'iatcd    in   a 
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pamphlet  published  two  ycju-s  afterwards,  (in  1844,)  on  the  "  Origin,  History  and 
Management  of  the  University  of  King's  (/oUege,  Toronto,"  by  Mr.  John  Macara 
— Law  Student  in  Toi'onto.  then  I'ceenth'  from  Kdinbiii'gh.* 

Doctor  McCaul  replied  in  an  indignant  strain  to  a  poition  of  Mi*.  Macara's 
])liamphlet,  but  he  <lid  not,  in  that  Letter,  refer  to  the  passing  of  the  Statutes, 
under  which  he  was  appointed  Vice-President  of  the  University.  In  a  second 
pluunphiet,  Mi-.  Macara  I'ld'ers  to  this  omission  and  said  : — 

D(»ct()r  McC.iul  is  silent  on  the  fact,  that,  subsequently  to  th;it  Re.si^lution,  (i.e. ,  Statutes) 
l)eing  passed,  one  of  tlie  late  Judges  of  Her  Majesty's  Coiut  of  Queen's  Bench,  (the  Honourable 
I.,  I*.  Slierwood,  )and  tlie  Law  ( )Hicers  of  the  Crown,  (Messrs.  Baldwin  and  Small),  to  wlioui  the 
))oint  was  specially  referred,  gave  it,  as  their  deliberate  opinion,  that  the  ottice  of  Vice-Presidenfc 
was  illegal  and  repugnant  to  tlie  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

As  the  Book  containing  the  Statutes  of  King's  College  has,  apparently,  been 
lost,  the  only  availal)le  infoiination,  in  regard  to  the  Statute,  (nundjer  IV.,)  author- 
ising the  appointnuMit  of  a  Vice-Pi'esidcnt  of  the  University,  is  contained  in  Mr. 
Macara's  "  Origin  anfl  History,  etcetera,  of  King's  College."     Mr.  Macara  says  : — 

The  Statute  (IV.,)  proceeds,  in  the  preamble,  [to state],  that  the  residence  of  the  President, 
(Doctor  Straclian,)  within  the  precincts  (»f  the  University,  and  his  jjcrsonal  superintendence  of 
its  internal  atlairs  are  incompatiljle  with  the  discharge  of  his  ecclesiastical  duties.  It,  therefore, 
declares  : — 

That  there  shall,  during  the  presidency  of  the  Bishop  of  Toronto,  be  a  Vice-President,  who 
shall  be  one  of  tlie  Professors,  and  who  shall  have  }irecedency  and  seniority  ne.xt  to  the  Presi- 
dent ;— shall  reside  within  the  precincts  of  the  University  ;— shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the 
Convocation   in  the  absence  of  the  Chancellor  and  President. 

That  it  shall  lie  his  duty  to  examine  Students  previous  to  matriculation  :-  to  obtain  obser- 
vance of  the  Statutes  by  the  Professors,  Scholars  and  all  other  Meiuliers  of  the  University  ;— to 
enforce  such  ol)servances  and  disclipine  by  admonitions  an<l  punishments  ; — to  be  parent  and 
guardian  of  the  Students  ;  — to  direct  them  in  their  studies  ; — to  promote,  by  all  means  in  his 
j)ower.  their  |)rogress  in  religion  and  learning  ; — to  ])i-eside  over  College  exerci.ses  ;  to  regulate 
inferioi-  ( )tticers  and  Servants  ;  and  to  inspect  all  the  affairs  of  the  College,  not  ap[iertaining  to 
t'le  Bursar's  OtHce.     (Page  58). 

December  14ih,  L%:^.— The  iollnwmg  letter,  dated  the  10th  instant,  from  Cai>biin  Bagot, 
Private  Secretary  to  His  Excellency  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  the  Chancellor  was  read  :— 

I  am  directed  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  to  acciuaint  you,  for  the  information 
of  the  Honourable  Council  of  the  University  of  King'k  College,  that  he  has  been  pleased  to 
appoint  the  Reverend  James  Beaven,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Divinity. 

*  The  following  notice  of  Mr.  Mac  vra  was  published  in  The  Globe  of  Toronto  in  February,  1882:  — 
Mr.  John  Macara,  of  Goderich,  deceased,  was  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known  Members  of  the  Ear 
in  Ontario.  As  far  as  we  can  learn,  says  the  Huron  Signal.  Mr.  Macara  wa*  born  in  EdioburKh,  Sctland, 
in  the  year  1812,  and  received  the  benefits  of  a  superior  education  and  a  University  training.  After  his 
educational  course  was  completed,  he  studied  law  and  became  a  writer  to  the  signet.  He  came  to  Canada 
about  the  year  1843,  and  at  once  identified  himself  with  the  constitutional  changes  then  in  course  of  incep- 
tion. Being  a  man  of  sound  reasoning  powers,  of  great  literary  culture,  and  thorough  erudition,  he 
wielded  a  powerful  pen  in  support  of  constitutional  government,  and  was  an  earnest  ally  and  helpful 
co-worker  with  Robert  Baldwin  and  his  associates  during  the  stormy  times  of  '43,  '44,  and  '45.  He  did  more 
than  any  other  person  in  Canada  towards  opening  up  King's  College  (now  Toronto  Ifniversitv)  to  students 
of  all  denominations  and  creeds.  Deceased  was  admitted  as  attorney  on  the  26th  of  May,  1846,  and  was 
called  to  the  Bar  at  the  Hilary  term,  1818.  He  first  practiced  at  Toronto,  being  a  partner  with  Mr  Gwynne. 
now  Jtidge  Gwynne.  He  subsequently  practiced  in  Hamilton  and  London,  and  removed  from  the  latter 
city  to  Goderich  over  twenty  years  ago,  and  established  a  lucrative  practice,  from  which  he  retired  a  few 
years  since, 

*  On  the  Statute,  relating  to  the  appointment  of  Vice-Pre&ident  of  the  University— submitted  by  Sir 
George  Arthur  (the  Chancellor)  to  the  Council  of  King's  College  on  the  28th  of  March.  1840,  and  adopted 
by  the  Council  on  the  4th  of  April,  1840-Doctor  Boys,  then  Registrar,  n  )ted  on  the  margin  of  the 
Minute  Book,  that  the  Statute  IV.  and  V..  then  passed,  were  recorded  in  the  "  Book  of  Statutes."  A 
diligent  search  was,  at  my  request,  made  by  the  present  Registrar  and  Burser  amone  the  papers  and 
records  of  the  old  King's  College  Co«ncil,'for  the  missing  Statute  Book,  or  for  copies  of  the  Statutes  them- 
selves, but  without  etfeC.  The  Statute  Book,  as  well  as  the  Model  of  the  University  Building  of  1842, 
have  apparently  been  lost.     See  page  345  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History. 
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His  Excellency  lias  l)een  further  pleased  to  a])pnint  the  Honourable  William  H.  Draj)er, 
Pi'ofessor  of  Common  and  Civil  Law  ;  —also  Richard  Potter,  Esquire,  Professor  of  Mathematics; 
. — and  Henry  G.  Crt)ft,  Es<juire,  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

I  am  also  desired  tt)  acquaint  you  that  the  Univensity  will  not  he  put  into  operation  in 
January  next,  as  proj)osed.  and  that,  in  consequence  of  tlie  representations  made  by  the 
Reverend  Doctor  McCaul,  it  cannot  be  opened  until  the  24th  of  April,  184!^,  when  it  is  His 
Excellency's  earnest  hope  that  nothing  will  prevent  its  then  commencing.

CHAPTER    XIV. 


THE     UNIVERSITY     BUILDING     COMMENCED.— LAYING    OF    THE 

CORNER    STONE. 

The  23it1  of  April  1842,  was   iiult'cd   a   inemorable   day   in    tlie   liistory   of 

King's  College  University.     Elaborate  preparations  were  made  by  the  Council  of 

that  College  to  make  St.  George's  Day,  1842,  a  red-letter  day,  and  one  long  to  be 

remembered  in   the  annals  of  King's  College.     It  certainly  was  a  gala  day  in 

Toronto.     The  procession,  which  formed  in  the  grounds  of  Upper  Canada  College, 

under  the  escort  of  the  Incorporated  Dragoons,  end)raced  a  full  representation  of 

all  the  National  and  other  Societies,  Public  Bodies  an<l   Public   Functionaries,  as 

well  as  the  Educational  Institutions  of  the  City.     A  full  record  of  the  proceedings 

of  the  Day  was  reprinted,  in  a  pamphlet  of  twenty-seven  pages,  from  The  Church 

newspaper  of    th<.'   2otl)    of    April,    1842.     From   this   ])amphU't,    tho    following 

axjcount  (jf  the  most   impcntant  part   of   the  proceedings  is  taken  : — 

At  1  o'clock  precisely,  His  Excellency  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  M.A.  of  Oxford  I'niversity,  the 
Chancellor,  arrived  at  the  gate  of  the  College  Avenue,  in  an  o])en  carriage  and  four,  escorted  l)y 
a  [larty  of  the  Fii-st  Incorporated  Dragoons.  Here  he  was  receive<l  l)y  the  Ilight  Reverend 
Doctor  Strachan,  President  of  the  University,  the  Principal  and  Masters  of  Up|)er  Canada 
College,  and  the  F^squire  Bedel,  William  Cayley,  Ksq.,  M.A.  of  Christ  Church.  Oxford,  and 
conducted  to  a  Cliair  of  State,  at  the  front  door  of  the  College,  which  was  jdaced  on  a  slightly 
raised  i)latform,  over  which  was  sus|)ended  a  c;inoi)y,  decorated  with  ever-green  boughs. 

The  following  .Vddress  was  then  read  by  the  Reverend  Principal  McCaul  of  Cpper  ('anada 
College  —  His  Excellency  standing,  and  being  attended  l)y  his  (Jhief,  and  Private  Secretaries — 
Thomas  W.  (J.  Murdoch,  Es(|.,  and  Captain  Henry  Bagot,  R.N. 

Tlie  Address  was  in  Latin,  as  follows  :

The  Translation  in  En<j^lish  was  as  t"ollov\^s  : 

Rejoicing  in  the  honour,  which  Your  Excellency  has  conferred  upon  this  (Jity,  we  feel  deeply 
grateful  that  you  have  condescended  to  visit  this  Institution. 

We  commend  this  College  to  your  favour  and  j)rotecti(>n,  not  doubting  tliat  you  will  gladly 
undertake  the  oHice  of  Patron,  and  that,  louking  b:Miiguantly  u[)!)n  these  youthfid  votaries  of 
religion  and  learning,  you  will  foster  their  abilities  and  encourage  their  studies.  We  would 
indulge  the  hope  that  he  -by  whose  jiromi^t  and  energetic  action  the  Province  of  Canada, 
earnestly  desiring  so  great  a  b;):)n,  has  bjen  l)lessed  with  the  princely  gift  of  King's  College,— 
will  also  deign  to  be  our  Malcenas. 

We  congratulate  the  Province,  we  congratulate  Yourself,  ()  most  Excellent  Chancellor,  upon 
this  day,  the  birth-day  of  the  University,  ^a  day  which  the  present  age  will  treasure  up  in  grate- 
ful and  retentive  memory,  and  which  will  also  be  remembered  for  ever  by — 

"Our  children's  sons  and  each  successive  race." 

May  Your  Excellency,  through  the  favour  of  Almightly  God,  long  continue  to  afford  to  this 
Province  the  enjoyment  of  the  arts  as  well  as  the  blessings  of  |)eace,  and  as  on  this  day,  so  may 
it  ever  be  Your  Excellency's  characteristic,  "to  wear  as  the  chaplet  on  your  brow  the  classic  ivy 
twine  d  roiuid  the  olive,  hap])y  emblem  of  peace." 

His  E.KCollency's  Replv^  was  in  Latin,  as  follows: —

The  Translation  in  Enolish  was  as  follovvs  : — 

It  is  with  no  ordinary  fellings  of  pleasure,  that  I  receive  your  cordial  congratulati(^ns.  Be 
assured  that  your  College  shall  receive  my  countenance  and  support,  and  that  I  will  gladly 
extend  protection  and  fostering  care  to  the  pupils  of  the  institution.  I  can  indeed  underbike  no 
duty  more  excellent,  or  more  congenial  to  my  fee  ings  than  to  cherish  those  studies  to  which  you 
so  zealously  devote  yourselves,  for  they  inculcate  the  rendering  of  allegiance  to  the  Queen, 
attachment  to  Father-land,  iind  profound  reverence  to  God.  This  day  will  for  ever  be  imprinted 
on  my  memory  ;  and  I  hope  that  it  will  ever  be  regarded  by  the  iidiabitants  of  Canada,  whilst 
enjoying  the  blessings  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  as  a  most  ausj)icious  and  memorable  anni- 
versary. 

It  is  my  earnest  prayer  to  Almighty  God  that  this  Province,  which  at  once  strengthens  and 
adorns  the  British  Empire,  may  long  be  blessed  with  peace,  that  it  mayHourisli  alike  in  wealth, 
learning  and  religion. 

Innnediately  im  the  termination  of  this  part  of  the  ceremcmy,  the  tolling  of  the  College  bell 
gave  the  signal  for  moving  to  the  site  of  the  University.  The  vast  procession  gradually  uncoiled 
itself,  and  His  Excellency,  the  Chancellor,  with  the  President  on  his  rightand  the  Senior  Visitor 
of  the  University,  (the  Honoural)le  Chief  Justice  Robinson),  on  his  left,  proceeded  on  foot  down 
the  College  Avenue,  lined  on  either  aide  by  Soldiers  of  the  ".(.'ird  Regiment,  and  thence  through 
the  streets  which  lead  to  the  University  Avenue.  Tlie  countless  array  moved  forward  to 

the  sound  of  military  music,  in   the  most  |)erfect  order,  and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  pre-

ctmcerted  arrangements.  The  sun  slione  out  witli  cloudless  nieritlian  splendor  upon  perhaps 
the  fairest  scene  that  Canada  had  ever  heliehl.  On  marched  the  long  and  glittering  line  through 
the  tine  Inulding  plantations  of  the  Avenue,  innumberable  grouj)s  standing  on  the  side-walks, 
but  not  marring  the  outline  of  the  procession.  As  it  drew  nearer  to  the  site,  where  the  stone 
WHS  to  l)e  laid,  the  43rd  Regiment  lined  the  way,  with  Soldiers  bearing  arms,  and  placed,  on 
either  side,  at  e<|ual  intervals.  The  93ril  Regiment  was  not  on  duty  here  ;  but  in  every  direction 
the  gallant  Highlanders  were  scattered  thmugh  the  crowd,  and  added,  by  their  national  garb  and 
nodding  plumes,  to  the  varied  beauty  of  the  animated  scene. 

When  the  site  was  reached,  a  new  feature  was  added  to  the  interest  of  the  ceremony  :  Close 
to  the  spot,  (the  north-east  corner,)  where  the  Foundation  Stone  was  to  be  deposited,  a  tempor- 
ary building  had  lieen  erected  for  the  Chancellor,  and  there,  accompanied  by  the  Otiicera  of  the 
University  and  his  ^uite,  he  took  his  stand.  Fronting  this  was  an  amphitheatre  of  seat.«,  con- 
structed for  the  occasion,  tier  rising  above  tier,  densely  tilled  with  Ladies,  who  thus  conniianded 
a  view  of  the  whole  ceremony.  Between  this  amphitheatre  and  the  j)lace  where  the  Chancellor 
stood,  the  procession  ranged  itself. 

Order  having  l>oen  observed  the  RijJ^lit  Reverend  Bishop  Stradian,  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  T University,  read  tlie  following  Adih'ess  : — 

May  it  Plkase  YorR  Excellency  : 

In  tendering  to  Your  Excellency  our  grateful  acknowledgmeiits  for  the  lively  interest,  which 
you  have  taken  in  acellerating  the  connnencement  of  the  University  of  King's  College,  I  am  giv- 
ing expression  to  the  feelings,  not  of  this  a.ssembly  alone,  V>ut  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Pro- 
vince. The  Institution  had  long  stood  in  abeyance  from  causes,  which  I  will  not  mar  this  happy 
hour  bj'  calling  to  reniembiance.  We  shall  be  better  emjiloyed  in  offering  mutual  congratula- 
tions, that  they  are  now  removed,  and  that  this  auspicious  day,  long  anxiously  looked  for,  has  at 
length  arrived  ; — a  day  never  t<^  be  forgotten  in  the  history  of  Ujjper  Canada,  and  which,  con- 
necting itself  with  the  first  acts  of  Your  Excellency's  administration,  becomes,  we  trust,  the 
harbinger  of  internal  peace,  and  of  haj>pier  times. 

To  found  an  ordinary  Seminary  of  Learning,  has  ever  been  esteemed  an  object  of  honour- 
able ambition  ;  but  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  Hoyal  College,  like  this,  destined  to  diffuse  through 
so  vast  a  region  as  the  United  Province,  sound  knowledge  and  pure  religion,  is  a  ])roud  dis- 
tinction, which  is  seldom  attained,  and  which,  associated  in  imagination,  as  it  must  be,  with  so 
many  coming  blessings  to  the  j)eople  over  whom  you  jn-eside,  will  become  a  source  of  delightful 
recollection  to  Your  Excellency,  while  life  remains. 

Not  only  the  j)re.sent,  but  countless  generations  yet  vmborn,  will  have  abundant  cau.se  to 
rejoice  in  the  jiroceedings  of  this  day  ; — proceedings  which  give  life  to  an  Institution,  calculated, 
under  Divine  Providence,  to  advance  the  glory  of  God  and  the  best  interests  of  mankind. 

The  University  of  King's  College  is  designed  to  be  as  strictly  collegiate,  both  in  discipline 
and  character,  as  the  c'rcumstances  <if  this  new  country  will  admit  :  and  for  this  ])vnpose  it  will 
keep  in  view,  in  its  progiess,  the  glorious  models,  furnished  by  the  Parent  State,  to  which 
Science,  justly  .so  called,  and  Christian  Truth  are  so  much  indebted  ;  and  it  will  rai.se  on  a  like 
basis,  such  a  sii|)erstructure,  as  .shall  fully  meet  the  wants  and  c i re um. stances  of  this  great 
Colony,  as  well  as  the  particular  destination  of  each  of  the  numerous  .students,  by  whom  it  will 
be  attended. 

When  undertaking  any  woi-k  of  importance,  it  has  l)een  the  practice  of  Christian  believers 
U>  seek  for  Divine  light  and  ])rotection.  Let  us  then,  in  accordance  with  so  pious  a  custom, 
begin  with  offering  up  our  prayers  to  Almighty  (Jod  for  a  blessing  on  this  solemn  occasion,  and 
for  guidance  and  support  to  all  who  now  are  or  m;iy  hereinafter  be  in  any  way  connected  with 
this  Royal  Institution,  whose  actual  existence  this  jiassing  moment  conunences. 

The  Reverend  John    McCaul.  I..L.I)  ,  of  Trinity  ( V)lle<;e,  l)u1)Iiii,  Piiii('i])al  of 

Upper  Canada  Collejrc,  then  offered  up  the  tiist  Prayer  : 

Almi(;hty  Cou,  without  who.se  favour  and  j)rot.ection  the  jioblest  designs  of  man  are 
brought  to  nought,  look  down  we  beseech  'I'Ikc;,  in  Tliy  infinite  goodnc^ss  \iiion  the  w(»rk  which 
we  are  abf>ut  to  connuence. 

Grant  O  most  merciful  Fatlier,  that  the  University  of  King's  College  may  ever  acknowledge 
Thee  as  its  great  P>uilder  our  bies,sed  Saviour  Himself  being  the  Chief  Corner  Stone.  On  Thy 
Holy  Word  we  lay  the  foundation,  in    full  trust  that  so   hmg  as  it  is  establislu-d   upon  tliis  rock. 
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it  sh.ill  sb;uiil  for  ever  ;i  iMaiuniieiit  of  Thy  gooilnos.s  ii\u\  loving-kindness.  Mercifullv  voucli.s.ife 
to  it  ii  houutiful  measure  of  Thy  ricliest  grace  ;  and  grant,  ()  Lord,  grant  that  it  inayevt-r  i>rove 
a  blessing  to  the  land  training  up  Physicians,  skilfid  to  heal.  Lawyers,  ready  to  succour  and 
defend,  -and  Priests,  clothed  witii  righteousness  and  salvation. 

May  our  children's  children,  within  the  walls  aliout  to  rise,  be  taught  that  knowledge,  which 
can  alone  make  them  wise  unto  .salvation,  the  knowledge  of  Thee,  whom  to  know  is  life 
eternal.

For  all  Christian  Sovereigns,  Princes  an<l  (Jovernois,  especially  Her  M<.st  K.xcellent 
Majesty,  our  Sovereign  Lady,  \'ictoria,  by  the  (irace  of  God,  of  the  I'luted  Kingdoui  of  (ireat 
Britian  and  Ireland,  Queen,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  over  all  persons  and  in  all  causes  within  her 
dominions,  supreme. 

For  Adelaide,  the  Queen  Dowager,  the  Prince  Allicit.  .-Vlb-rt  I'l'ince  of  Wales,  ami  all 
the  Royal  Family. 

Pray  we  also  for  all  tho.se  who  l)ear  ottice  in  this  i)art  of  Her  Majesty's  D..iiiiiiiMii.s,  and 
herein  more  particulai'ly  for  the  (iovernor-Oeneial  ; 

For  the  Ministers  and  Dispensers  of  (iod's  Holy  Word  and  Sacraments,  whether  tiiey  be 
tlie  Archbishopi.  particularly  William  Howley,  Lord  Archbishop  of  this  Province  ;  or  Hisho{w, 
particularly  John,  Lord  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  or  the  inferior  Clergy  ;  the  Priests  ami  Deacons'; 
for  the  E.\ecutive  and  Legislative  Councils  ;  the  Judges,  Magi.stivites,  and  Gentry  of  the  Province  ; 
that  all  these,  in  their  .several  staticms,  nriy  serve  truly  and  faithfully  to  the  honour  of  (iod  and 
the  welfare  of  his  people  ;  ahvays  remembering  that  strict  and  solemn  account  which  they  must 
themselves  one  day  give,  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ. 

And  that  there  never  nriy  be  wanting  a  su]>i)ly  of  jjersons  duly  <pialitied  to  .serve  (iod,  both

the  Honourable    William    Allan    ])resented    a  copy    of  the    Charter    and    \arions 
papers. 

The  bottle  was  then  corked,  tied  down,  and  covered  with  wax  and  tinfoil,  by  Mr.  John 
Beckett,  (vhemi.st  ;  and  His  Kxcellency  placed  it  in  the  excavation  destined  for  its  reception  in 
the  Corner  Stone. 
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The  Honourable  William  Henry  Draper,  Attorney  General,  than  read  the  Liitin  inscription 
which  covered  the  Foundation  Stone,  as  follows  : —

(Governor  of  lli)]jer  Canada,  [1818-1828J  and  tlie  sagacious  foresight  ami  unwearied  e.vertion  of 
Jolin  Stiachan,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  at  that  time  .\rclideacon  of  York  -had  long  been  chartered 
and  endowetl. 

It  was  the  desire  of  our  iUustrious  Chancellor  that  the  youth  of  Canada  should  within  their 
own  borders,  enjoy  without  delay  and  transmit  to  ])osterity  the  benefits  of  a  Fleligious,  Learned 
and  Scientific,  Ktlucation,  framed  in  e.xact  imitation  of  the  unrivalled  models  of  the  British 
L'niversiti(!s.  , 

April  the  2.Srd,  1842  :  In  the  Fifth  year  of  Victoria,  Queen  of  (Jreat  Britain.  '[\<  a  work 
.so  important  and  useful,  connnenced  under  the  mo.st  haj>py  au.spices  may  that  Almiglity  Being, 
who  alone  can  bring  all  our  efforts  to  a  .succe.s.sful  issue,  vouchsafe  F I  is  blessing,  Throu'di  our 
L  )rd  and  S  iviour  Jesus  Christ. 

Visrroiis  :  Thk  Honour ables  :— Jonas  Jon i;s,  Akchibali>  McLkan,  Chki.stophkh  Alex- 
ander Haoer.m.an,  John  Beverley  Robinson,  J.ames  Buchanan  Ma(;aulay. 

The  Council  of  Kino's  College  :— The  Honourable  and  Right  Reverend  John  Strachan, 
D.D.,  LL. D.,  Lord  Bishop  of  Toronto,  and  President  of  the  University.  The  Honourable 
Messieurs  Robert  Sympson  J;imes(m,  Austin  Cuvillier,  William  Henry  Draper,  Robert 
Baldwin  Sidlivan,  William  .\llan,  John  Simcoe  Macaulay,  Levins  Peters  Sherwood.  The  Rev- 
erends John  McCaul,  LL.D.,  and  Henry  James  Grasett,  A.B. 

The  Chancellor  then  placed  the  brass  plate,  soldered    down  in  a   case  of  zinc 

over  the  bottle.     The   flonourable  Captain  John  Simcoe  Macaulay  presented  the 

Trowel,  (which  was  a  l)i^aatiful  piece  of  workmanship,)  to  Sir  Charles    Ba<Tot,  the 

Chancellor.     The  blade  of  the  Trowel  boi-e  this  inscription  :  — 

This  Trowel  was  used  at  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  Foundati(jn  stone  of  the  University  of 
King's  College,  near  Toronto,  in  Canada,  April  tlie  23rd,  1842,  by  His  E.\cellency  tlie  Right 
Honourable  Sir  tJharles  Bagot,  (i.  C.  B.,  M.A.,  of  Christ's  Church  College,  Oxford,  Governor 
(jreneral  of  British  North  America,  and  Chancellor  of  the  University. 

After  taking  the  Trowel,  the  Chancellor  proceeded  to  lay  the  Foundation 
stone  of  the  University  Buildinj^.  After  doing  which  the  Artillery  fired  a  salute 
of  nineteen  guns  and  the  Band  played  the  National  Anthem 

The  President  of  the  University  then  dismissed  the  Assembly  with  the 
following  Prayer  : — 

O  G<xl,  who  art  the  Father  and  Lord  of  all  beiiigs  and  glorious  in  ail  perfection,  we  Thy 
cliildren  desire  to  offer  inito  Thee  our  mo.st  hearty  and  unfeigned  thanks  for  permitting  us  to 
live  and  see  this  day,  and  to  conunence,  under  Thy  i)lessed  guidance  so  great  a  work. 

Prosper  the  work,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  a  happy  conclusion,  and  grant  that  so  many  of  us  as 
Thy  good  Providence  may  preserve  to  witne.ss  its  .solemn  Dedicaticm,  may  join  together,  in  heart 
and  in  spirit,  in  pniising  Thy  Holy  Name,  and  in  supplicating  Thy  grace  and  mercy  on  its 
future  objects. 

Grant  that  it  may  continue  for  endless  generations,  a  fruitful  Memorial  of  Thy  goodness  and 
loving  kindness  to  this  favoured  Land  ; — ^and  that,  sanctified  by  Thy  blessing,  it  may  j)romote  for 
evermore  Thine  honour  and  glory,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Three  cheers  were  then  heartily  given  for  Her  Majesty  : — three  for  Sir  Charlea 
Bagot: — three  for  the  President  and  three  for  Chief  Justice  Robinson. 

The  pl•oc(^ssion  th(ui  returned  to  Upper  Canada  College,  and,  attended  His 
Excellency  to  the  House  of  the  Pi-incipal,  dispersed. 
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The  reiiiaiiiiiig  proeeeilint;;s  of  the  day  are  thus  reported  :  — 

After  a  shurt  interval,  tlie  Chancellor  and  Otticei-s  of  the  University  ami  other  chief  officials 
proceeded  to  the  Large  Hall  of  Uj)])er  Canada  College,  as  guests  at  Luncheon  of  the  I*rincij)al 
and  Masters  of  that  Institution. 

Doctor  McCaul,  the  Principal,  took  the  Head  of  the  table,  with  the  Chancellor  on  his  right- 
and  the  Bishop  on  his  left  and  the  rest  of  the  company  were  ))laced  in  suital)le  ordm-.  Latin 
Graces  were  pronounced  by  Master  Artliur  Wickson,  of  the  5tli  Form,  of  Upper  Canada  College. 
and  Second  King's  College,  Exhibitioner,  (l)efore  the  entert;iinment  counuenced),  and  by  Master 
Bidney  Cosens,  also  of  the  5th  Form,  and  First  King's  College,  Exhil)itioner,  at   its  conclusion. 

Doctor  McCaul,  in  ri.sing,  pro])osed  the  liealth  of  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen, 
very  nearly  in  the  following  terms  :  — 

It  is,  I  am  persuaded,  wholly  unnecessary  for  me  either  to  preface,  or  even  to  mention  the 
toast,  which  stands  first  on  my  list,  for  when  did  the  festtil  cuj)  ever  pass  roiuid  amongst 
Britons,  and  tlie  tirst  liljation  was  not  in  honour  of  tlieir  Sovereign  t  ^^  hen  lias  a  joyous 
occasion  been  celebrated  amongst  us,  in  wliich  loyalty  has  ever  forgotten  to  offer  the  first  tribute 
of  affection  Ut  our  Queen  ? 

After  this  tt>asthad  been  honoured,  the  Principal  tlien  gave  the  health  of  '*  His  Excellency, 
the  Chancellor  of  the  University."  After  the  cheering  had  subsided.  His  Excellency  arose,  and 
said  : 

Doctor  McCaul  and  Gentlemen,  Alh)W  me  to  offer  to  you  my  unfeigned  tlianks  for  the  very 
flattering  compliment  which  you  have  done  me  the  honour  to  ])ay  me  ;  and  I  hope  that  you  will 
allow  me,  at  the  .same  time,  to  congratulate  you — the  City  of  Toronto,  and  the  whole  Province 
of  Canada,  upon  the  successful  connnencement  of  the  great  and  good  work  in  which  we  have 
been  this  day  so  auspiciously  engaged. 

Felix,  Fau.stumijue  sit  I 

Brought  up  myself  in  the  l^niversity  of  Oxford,  1  feel  that  I  am  not  altogether  an  incom- 
petent judge  of  the  extensive  and  endless  ))lessings  which  flow  from  institutions  similar  to  lid's. 
I  have  ever  considered  the  two  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  a.s  the  breasts  of  the 
mother  country.  From  them  has  l)een  derived,  through  a  succession  of  ages,  that  wholesome 
and  invigorating  nutriment  which  has  led  to  her  gigantic  growtli.  From  them  have  been  derived 
all  the  comforts  of  pure  and  social  religion — all  that  is  useful  and  beneficial  in  science — all  that 
is  graceful  or  <jrnamental  in  literature.  These  same  blessings,  gentlemen,  unless  I  greatly 
deceive  myself,  we  have,  under  Providence,  this  day  transjdanted  into  these  mighty  regions. 
There  may  they  continue  from  geneiation  to  generation  I  There  may  then  serve  to  instruct, 
enlighten,  and  adorn  your  chihlren's  children  through  ages  yet  luiborn,  as  they  have  for  many 
ages  jjast  the  children  of  our  parent  sbite  I  That  it  will  be  so,  I  entertain  no  doubt.  From  the 
pure  flame  which  burns  upon  the  holy  altars  of  those  venera))le  establislnnents,  we  have  this 
day  brought  a  spark  which  will  rapidly  spread  itself  with  ecpial  ])urity.  and  I  trust,  witli  e<pial 
splendour  over  (mr  western  woild. 

Nos<)ueul)ie  jjrimus  e<piis  Orieiis  adflavit  anhelis, 
Illic  sera  rubens  accendit  lumina  Vesper. 

Then  followed  a  Latin  Ode  recited  by  Master  W.  G.  Draper,  of  the  7th  Form  of  Up|)er 
Canada  College,  and  some  Greek  vei-ses  by  Master  Norman  Bethune  of  the  same  Form. 

Doctor  McCaul  then  proposed  the  health  of  the  Lord  Bishop,  President  of  the  Univei-Kity, 
He  said  : — 

In  proposing  this  toast,  I  have  the  .satisfaction  oi  knowing,  that  liowever  1  may  fail  in  doing 
justice  to  the  estimation  in  which  we  hold  the  sul)ject  of  it,  none  of  us  can  fail  in  cordially 
receiving  and  gi'atefully  welcoming  it.  On  any  occassion  connecte<l  with  the  moral  and  intel- 
lectual advancement  of  Canada,  the  name  of  the  Right  Reverend  I'relate  on  my  left  would  l)e 
most  justly  and  appropriately  introduced  ;  but  at  the  festival,  whicli  we  are  at  |)resent  celebrat- 
ing, we  gladly  recognize  the  peculiar  and  es|)ecial  claims,  which  his  Lordship  has  to  our  respect 
and  reganl,  not  merely  as  Canada's  first  and  mo.st  successful  In.structor  of  lior  youth,  but  as  the 
Feather  of  the  University  of  King's  College. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  trace  his  Lordship's  laborious  and  useful  career,  whilst  engaged  in 
the  work  of  Education,  or  to  detail  the  <lifticulties,  which  his  steady  perseverance,  and  unremit- 
ting exertion  Kurm<iiuited  in  effecting  and  confirming  the  establishment  of  a  Provint^ial  Seat  of 
Learning,  undera  Royal  charter,  the  remembrance  of  these  is  still  fri'sli  in  the  memory  of  many 
of  those  wlio  surround  me.  It  is  to  liim,  tliat  the  Provinci;  is  indel)ted  for  a  Robinson,  and 
others  Uh>,  who  by  their  jjrivate  virtues  and  i)u))lic  worth,  grace  the  liighest  offices  in  tlie  Colony, 
.iikI  that,  if  it  had  not  lieen  for  liis  untiring  efforts,  we  should    never  have  witnes,se<l  the  |)roud 
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unci  glorious  scene  wliich  we  l)eheld  ti)-(l<iy.  Long  then  may  liis  Lordsliip  be  spared  to  rejoice 
over  tlie  realization  of  tliosi;  hi)])es,  whicli  lie  so  lonj^  clierished,  and  to  behold  the  prosperity  of 
an  Institution,  wliioh  is  indebted  to  liini  under  I'lovidenee,  for  its  existence. —  Long  may  he  be 
sjjared  to  dischaigi-  the  higli  and  sacred  duties,  which  he  so  faithfidly  executes,  and  increase  the 
debt  of  ^latitude,  wliicli  Canada  owes  him,  for  his  educational  lal)ours,  l)y  raising  many  an 
additional  spirit  to  grace  her  scenery —by  tilling  many  an  additional  jjuljiit  with  faitliful  jjreachers 
of  Christ  and  His  salvation. 

Tile  Bishoj)  then  replied  in  a  few  Imt  touching  words,  H(!  declared  that  he  had  looked  for 
this  day  for  forty  years,  and  tiiat  the  pri;sent  was  the  hapjtiest  moment  of  his  existence.  His 
feelings  were  evidently  almost  too  strong  for  him  ;  and  he  spoke  with  an  eloipieiice  fai-  beyond 
that  of  words.  The  company  shortly  afterwards  se|)arated,  and  in  the  evening  the  President 
entertained,  at  dinner,  the  Chancellor,  Visitors  and  Council  of  the  University.  Thus  ended  a 
day  which  will  long  be  memorable  in  tiie  history  of  the  University. 


CHAPTER  XV. 

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF   FDUCATIOX,  WEST,  APPOINTED 

Althuiioh  the  Coimiiou  Scliool  Act  of  1M41  received  the  Royal  assent  in  Sep- 
tember ot"  that  year,  it  was  not  until  May,  1S42  tliatthe  Officers  authorized  by  tlie 
Act  to  carry  it  into  (jfiect  were  appointed. 

Sir  Francis  Hincks"  Narrative  of  the  Circumstances  of  the  Appointment. 

The  Honourable  Mr.  (afterwards  Sir)  Francis  Hincks,  in  the  "  Reminiscences 
of  liis  Public  Life,"  wliich  was  published  in  ]884,  tints  narrates  the  circum- 
stances connected  with  the  appointment  of  the  first  Assistant  Superinteuflent  of 
Education  for  Upper  Canada:  — 

A  few  month  after  8ir  Charles  Bagot's  assumption  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  it  became 
necessary  to  till  the  office  of  Sujjerintendent  of  Common  Schools,  which  had  ))een  created  by  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature,  jiassed  in  the  ]jreceding  Session.  The  ajipointment  was  conferred  on  tiie 
Reverend  Robert  Murray,  (M.A.),   Presbyterian  Minister,   resident  at  Uakville,  Upper  Canada. 

After  an  incumliency  of  rather  more  than  two  years,  Mr.  Murray  accepted  the  Professor- 
ship of  Mathematics  in  the  University  of  I'oronto,  owing,  as  is  stated  by  Doctor  Hodgins,  in  his 
"  Storii  "  of  the  Life  of  Doct(jr  Egerton  Ryerson,  to  his  "  feeling  the  anomalousness  of  his  posi- 
tion, and  his  inaljility  and  jiowerlessness  to  establish  a  system  of  Pulilic  School  Education."  He 
was  succeeded  liy  Doctor  Ryerson  ;  and  D(jctor  Hodgins  has  devoted  some  Chajiters  of  his  Work 
to  a  narrative  of  Doctor  Ryerson's  previous  Correspondence  with  tlie  confidential  Secretaries  of 
Lord  Metcalfe,  Lord  Sydenham  and  Sir  Charles  Bagot. 

It  ajipears  from  the  Letter  written  by  Doctor  Ryerson  on  the  14th  of  January,  1842,  after 
Sir  Charles  Bagot's  arrival,  and  addressed  to  Mr.  Murdoch,  the  same  Secretary  with  whom  he 
had  been  in  contideiitial  correspondence  during  Lord  Sydenliam's  life,  that,  in  the  last  interview 
that  he  had  with  that  Nobleman,  it  was  intimated  to  him  that  "  he  might  be  more  usefully 
employed  for  his  Country  than  in  iiis  then  limited  sjjiiere. "  His  reply  was  that  he  "  could  not 
resign  liis  ]Meseiit  oilicial  position  in  the  Church  "  at  tiiat  time  ;  but  he  ])roceeded  to  state,  that 
Jie  knew  oi  no  position  that  would  suit  him,  likely  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government, 
excejit  the  Superintendency  of  the  Common  Schools. 

Lord  Sydenham  was  not,  at  the  time,  certain  of  tlie  jiassage  of  the  Bill,  but  expressed  his 
determination  to  get  it  passed,  if  ])ossible,  and  to  give  effect  to  what  he  had  proposed.  Whether 
this  conversation  was  known  to  any  of  the  Ministers  does  not  ajjpear  ;  l)ut  the  eaily  cfimmuni- 
cation  of  its  sul)stance  to  Sir  Charles  Bag(jt's  Secretary  is  a  t(>leral)ly  clear  vindication  of  Doctor 
Ryerson's  wishes  in  January,  1842.  The  appointment  of  Mr.  Murray  was  made  in  May,  1842, 
about  four  months  after  the  date  of  Doctor  Ryerson's  Letter  to  Mr.  Murdoch.

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I  think  I  cjui  throw  some  light  on  the  subject  :  but.  before  doing  so,  1  must  call  attention 
to  a  note  furnished  by  Doctor  Hodgins  himself,  in  which  he  cites  from  a  Letter  of  the  Honour- 
able Isajic  liuchanan.  dated,  March.  18^3.  (ajijiavcntly  the  very  same  Letter  already  (]Uoted  with 
reference  to  the  appointment  of  the  Reverend  Robert  Murray.)  the  following  words  :  "  Whom 
we  had  got  appointed  As.sistant  Supyrintendant  of  Education." 

The  a])])ointment  was  largely  due  to  the  influence  of  Mr.  Secret^uy  Harrison,  who  was  to 
be  himself  Chief  Superintendent,  and  who  was  on  terms  of  intimacy  with  the  Reverend  Robert 
Murray,  who  liad  been  his  near  neighl>our  at  Oakville.  Whether  Mr.  Harrison  was  aware  of 
Lord  Sydenhams  intentions,  in  regard  to  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryersoii.  does  not  ap])ear  ;  but 
1  should  think  it  ])rol)able  that  there  may  have  l)een  some  diflerence  of  ojiinion  in  the  Ca])inet. 
because  I  distinctly  recollect  that  Mr.  Mmray  got  u]t  a  recouunendation  for  the  apj)ointment. 
to  which  he  procured  the  signatures  of  a  large  ninulier  of  the  su])]jorters  of  the  (Jovernment. 
and.  among  others.  1  had  no  doubt,  that  of  Mr.  liuchanan  ;  and  it  nnist  have  l)een  to  that 
testimonial  that  Mr.  Buchanan  referred,  when  he  wrote  in  1883.  "whom  we  have  got  a])pointed. " 
Mr.  Buchanan  in  the  same  Letter,  refers  to  his  having  shared  the  somewhat  delicjite  duty  of 
getting  our  esteemed  friend,  the  Reverend  Roliert  Miu-ray,  to  accept  a  professorshi]),  the  object 
liaving  l)een  to  make  way  for  Doctor  Ryerson.      (/'of/c  S.'f  atid  S5.) 

NaRRATIYE  of  IHE  APrOINTMENT  Ol'  THE    FlRsT    ASSISTANT    !SU  I'ERINTENDKXT    OE 
EUUCATION  FOR    UlM'ER  ('ANAI)A.  Fr<>M    "  ThE  S'IOUY  OF  My   LiFE." 

The  precedino-  n;in-fttive  of  the  appointment  ol"  the  tiist  As'^istaiit  Superin- 
tendent of  Education  for  Upper  Canada  in  l(S42.  l»y  Sii-  Franeis  Hincks,  is  Init  a 
brief  sunnnary  of  the  oireunistances  connected  witli  that  appointment.  1,  there- 
fore, insert  the  f  idler  account  of  it,  given  by  Doctor  Ryer.son  himself,  in  his  Letter 
of  the  14th  of  January,  LS44,  on  the  suhject,  and  by  the  late  nonoural)le  Isaac 
Buchanan,  in  a  Letter  \vi-itten  to  me  on  the  24th  of  March.  LSSo. 

In  point  of  fact,  tlie  appointment  was  first  spoken  of  to  Doctor  Ryerson  by 
Lord  Sydenliam  himself,  in  the  autumn  of  184L  The  particulars  of  that  circum- 
stances are  mentioned  in  detail  in  the  Letter  refei-red  to,  written  by  Doctor  Ryei'son 
to  Mr.  T.  W.  C.  Murdoch,  Private  Secietary  to  Sir  Chailes  Bagot,  on  the  14th 
January,  1S42,  and   to  which  Sir  Francis  Hin(d<s  refeis.      Doctor  Ryei'son  said: — 

Li  the  last  interview  with  which  1  was  honoiu-ed  by  [Lord  Sydenham],  lie  intimated  to  me. 
that  he  thought  I  mi^^ht  be  more  usefully  employed  foi-  this  Country  than  in  my  jtresent  limited 
sjihere  ;  and  whether  there  was  not  some  position  in  which  1  could  more  advantageously  serve 
the  Country  at  lai-ge.  I  remarked,  that  I  ccmld  not  resign  my  present  official  ])(>sition  in  the 
(.'hurch.  with  the  advocacy  of  whose  interests  I  liad  been  entrusted,  until  theii'  final  and  satis- 
factory adjustment  l)y  the  (Jovernment.  as  I  might  thereby  l)e  represent.e<l  as  having  al)andoned 
f»r  sacrificed  their  interest ;  but  that  after  such  adjvistment  I  should  feel  myself  very  differently 
situated,  and  free  to  do  anything  which  might  be  beneficial  to  the  Country,  and  whicli  involved 
no  compromise  of  my  professional  character  ;  that  1  knew  of  no  such  ])osition  likely  to  be  at 
the  disposal  of  the  (iovernment  excej)t  the  Superintendency  of  (Jouunoii  Schools.  (|)rovided  for 
in  the  Connnon  Scliool  Bill  then-  in  1841 — before  the  Legislature),  whicli  <  )tHce  would  afford  the 
Incumbent  a  most  favoial)le  oppoitunity,  by  his  communications,  prejiaration  and  recouunenda- 
tion of  Itooks  for  libraries,  etcetera,  to  abolisii  differences  and  jealousies  on  minoi'  points  ;  to 
l»romote  agreement  on  great  piincijfles  and  interests;  to  introduce  the  best  kind  of  reading  for 
the  Y<»uth  of  the  Country  ;  and  the  not  onerous  duties  of  whicli  ( )Hice  would  alsn  aflbrd  hiui 
leisme  to  jnepare  publications,  calculated  to  teach  tiie  |)eople  at  large  to  ajipieciate,  upon  iiigii 
moral  and  social  consideiations  tlie  institutions  estal)lislie(l  amongst  them  ;  and  to  furnish,  from 
time  to  time,  such  exjiositioiis  of  great  jninciples  and  measures  of  the  administration  as  would 
secure  the  jiroper  appreciation  and  su]iport  of  them  on  the  part  of  the  people  at  large. 

Lord  Sydenham  expressed  himself  as  highly  gratified  at  this  exjiression  of  my  views  and 
feelings  ;  but  the  jKissing  of  the  Common  School  Bill  was  then  doubtful  :  altliougli  his  Lordsliip 
exitressed  his  determination  to  get  it  passed,  if  possible. 
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Apart  tVoi  11  this  statt'iiicnt  ol"  tin-  iiif  ciit  ions  oi"  Lord  Sytlciiliain,  it  is  also 
clciii- that  till- (|c(cniiiiia(i()ii  of  Sir  ("harlcs  Metcalfe  to  apjtoiiit  I )o('tor  Ryerson 
to  a  position  in  whicij  he  coiiM  cairy  out  a  coinpieheiisiN-e  scheme  of  Public 
School  Kdncation,  in  Upper  ('anada,  was  <-onie  to  some  time  before  the  ipiestion 
of  the  «lili'eicnce  between  Sir  ("liatles  .\b'tealfe  and  his  late  ( 'ouncillors  in  IS43, 
had  en^ai;('d  I  )octor  ilyei-son  s  attent  ion.  ami  e\  en  at  a  time  when  his  impicssioiis 
on  the  sui)ject  were  rather  against  the  ( io\  ernor-(  ieneral.*  This  conclusion  was 
arrived  at  by  Sir  Charles  Metcalb'.aftei'  full  and  fre(|ueiit  con\ crsations  with  I  )octoi- 
Kyei'sonon  the  subject  of  the  Dalilwin  IniNersity  Kill.  ()nthe  IStliof  l)ecend)ef 
iS4'.'),  bold  Metcalfe's  Pri\atc  Secretary  wiote  a  better  to  I  )octor  Jlycison,  in  which 
he  stateil  that  "  His  K.YCcllency  will  lu-  happy  to  have  some  conversation  with  you 
on  the  (piestion  to  which  1  allude,  {i.f..  tin-  Mniversity  Hill)  the  fii'st  time  you 
may  \isit  this  part  of  the  Pro\ince. 

Not  ha\  in;^'  been  able  to  ^^o  at  once  to  Kingston,  Doctor  Ryerson  wrote  to 
the  ( !o\ernor  ( Jeneral  in  re^'anl  to  the  IniNersity  I')!!).  His  Seci-etai'\'  ii'plied 
early  in  .lanuary,  sayinj^': — 

When  it  will  suit  your  cuiiveiiiuncu  to  conic  tiii.s  way,  His  MMellonx  will  liavt' ;iii  nppiiitmiity 
uf  fully  discussing  tlic  snhject  touched  u])oii  in  your  Letter. 

Doctoi'  Ryerson  soon  afterwai'ds  went  to  Kiiioston  and  saw  Sii-  Charles 
Metcalfe  on  this  subject.  In  a  Letter  written  to  the  Honourable  W.  H.  Meiritt, 
shortly  after  this  intei\iew,  Doctor  Ryei-son  saiil  that  His  l^xcelleiicy's  object  in 
sen<line-  for  him  was  with  refci'ence  to  the  IbiiNcrsity  (|Uestion,  then  pendin<;'. 
He  fui'ther  states  that  : — 

Towaul  tlie  close  of  184."},  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe  detenuined  to  piep/ue  and  give  ett'ect  to  a 
liberal  measure  on  the  Cniversity  (juestion — on  which  subject  the  Honourable  Iloliert  Baldwin 
had  proposed  elal)orate  and  comprehensive  resolutions.  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe  sent  for  me  to 
consult  with  me  on  the  University  (piestion,  as  I  was  then  connected  with  one  of  the  Colle<'es. 
I  explaineil  to  His  E.xcellency  my  views.  an<l  ad<led  that  the  educational  condition  of  the 
CVunitry  <it  large  was  deplorable,  and  should  be  considered  in  a  System  of  Pul)lic  Instruction, 
commencing  with  the  Common  School  and  terminating  Avith  the  University  ;  being  connected 
and  harmonious  throughout,  and  ecptally  eminacing  all  classes,  without  respect  to  religious  sect, 
or  political  party.  Sir  Charles  was  much  im|jressed  an<l  pleased  with  my  views,  and  exjiressed 
a  wish  that  I  could  lie  induced  to  give  them  public  etiect. 

Doctor  Kyeison  then  o-oes  on  to  say  : — 

1  remarked  to  Sir  Charles  that'  Lord  Sydenham,  a  few  days  l)efore  his  sudden  death,  had 
pro])osed  tile  same  thing  to  me,  and  that  luul  he  survived  a  few  weeks,  I  would  likely  have  been 
appointed,  with  a  view  of  organizing  a  System  of  Klementary  Education  ;  but  that  as  Lord 
Sydenham  died  suddenly',  and,  as  I  scorned  to  lie  an  a]i])licant  to  (Government  for  any  oftice,  1 
mentioned  the  fact  t<i  no  Meml)er  of  the  (ioverninent.  In  May,  1842,  another  rJeiitleman  was 
a|)pointed  Assistant  to  the  I'rovincial  Secretary  as  Su[)erintendeiit  <»f  Education.  He  was 
ticateil  as  a  Clerk  in  the  Office  of  tlie  Provincial  Secretary,  having  no  Clerk  himself,  and  having 
to  submit  hi.s  <lrafts  of  letters,  etcetera,  to  tlie  Provincial  Secretary  for  approval. 

*It  was  the  Honourable  William  Hamilton  Merritt  who  influenced  Doctor  Ryerson  to  change  his  mind 
on  the  subjpct  The  full  particulars  in  reffard  to  this  matter  are  given  on  pages  314-317  of  The  Stonj  uf 
MyLifc,(18S.i). 
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After  this  interview  Doctor  Ryerson,  on  tlie  2(jth  of  February,  wrote  to  the 

Governor  Genei'al  on  the  Univ-ersity  Question.     Mr.  Secretary  Higginson  replied, 

and.  at  the  conclusion  of  his  Letter,  repeated  the  otter  which  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe 

had  made  at  the  close  of  the  year : — 

The  Governor-General  is  so  sensible  of  the  great  value  of  the  aid  you  would  bring  the 
Government  in  the  intellectual  improvement  of  the  country,  that  he  anxiously  hopes,  as  sug- 
gested, tliat  some  arrangement  may  be  devised  satisfactory  to  you  to  obtain  your  co-f)peration  ; 
and  His  Excellency  will  keew  his  mind  bent  on  that  object,  and  will  be  happy  to  hear  any 
further  suggestion  from  you  with  a  view  to  its  accomplishment.* 

The  Honourable  Isaac  Buchanan's  Statement. 

The  Honourable  Isaac  Buchanan,  in  a  Letter  to  the  Editor  of  this  Volume, 
<lated  the  24th  of  March,  1888,  said  :— 

Being  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  from  the  fall  of  1841  to  that  of  1843,  1  was  not  in 
circumstances  to  know  to  what  extent  the  name  of  Doctor  Ryerson  was  discussed  prior  to  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Murray  [in  May,  1842]  ;  but  I  cannot  believe  that  the  minds  of  many  who 
knew  him  to  be  the  fittest  man,  could  have  been  otherwise  than  on  Doctor  Ryerson.  On  the 
contrary.  I  believe  that  nothing  }>revented  him  being  gladly  offered  the  originating  of  an  Edu- 
cational System  for  Up])er  Canada — a  Province  which  he  knew  so  well  and  loved  so  much — l)ut 
the  most  unworthy  Church  prejudices  of  parties  who  had  influence  with  the  Government  of  the 
day,  for  it  was  known  to  ])e  a  herculean  task  which  no  one  coidd  do  the  same  justice  to  as  Doctor 
Ryerson,  and  which  few  mem,  (however  great  as  scholars  themselves),  could  have  carried 
through  at  all. 

I  was  one  of  the  first  to  see  the  necessity  of  our  getting  Doctor  Ryerson  to  take  hold  of  our 
Educational  System,  and  I  shared  the  somewhat  delicate  duty  of  getting  our  esteemed  friend, 
the  Reverend  Roljert  Murray,  (whom  we  had  got  jipj)ointed  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion), to  accept  a  professorship  at  the  Toronto  University,  when  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson 
succeeded  to  the  vacant  post  in  1844.  f

Li  the  Canada  Gazette  of  the  12tli  of  May,  was  the  following  announce- 
ment : — 

Secretary's  Office,  Kingston  11th  May,  1842.

The  Honf)urable  Roljert  Sym])son  Jameson,  Vice-Chancellor,  to  be  Superintendent  of 
Education,  under  the  Provincial  Act,  4th  and  .5th  Victoria,  Chajiter  18. 

The  Reverend  ]{ol)ert  Murray,  and  Jean  Baptiste  Meilleur,  Escjuire,  to  l)e  Assistant 
Superintendents  of  Echication  for  Western  and  Eastern  Canada,  resjjectively. 

By  connnand,  S.   tJ.   Harrison,  Provincial  Secretary. 

*  It  is  clear  that  Dr.  Ryerson  looked  forward  at  this  time  to  his  appointment  as  Superintendent  of 
Education  fur  Upper  Canada,  and  intended,  in  that  case,  to  make  me  his  Assistant  in  the  work.  For  the 
subject,  which  lie  assiffned  to  me  as  a  th^me  for  the  spring  examinations  was  "  The  Educational  Prosprcts 
of  Canada."    I  therefore  j>repared  it  in  March,  1843  and  recited  it  at  the  sprinf?  examinations  of  that  year. 

tThe  Hon.  Isaac  Buchanan,  in  a  Letter  to  the  Editor,  dated  the  11th  of  April,  1882,— speaking  of  these 
times  and  events  said  : 

I  was  one  of  Doctor  Ryerson's  oldest  friends  and  co-operators  that  have  survived  him.  I  was  first  in 
Toronto  (then  York)  in  1830.  Alihough  not  then  twenty  years  of  age,  I  came  out  to  Montreal  as  a  partner 
in  a  mercantile  firm  ;  and  in  the  fall  of  1831  I  came  up  to  York  to  establish  a  branch  House.  From  that 
time  I  had  known  Doctor  Kyerson,  and  then  formed  that  high  opinion  of  both  his  abilities  and  his  charactei 
which  went  on  increasing  more  and  more  ;  so  that  for  the  last  forty  years  of  his  life  I  have  regarded  him 
a9  Canada's  greatest  son.  Of  late  yea'S  1  seldom  met  him,  but  wlien  T  did,  it  was  an  inexpressible  i)lea- 
8urn  to  me,  as  an  interchange  of  the  moit  unbounded  mutual  confidencfs  took  place  between  ns  in  our  views 
and  objects.  .  .  .  Ho  knew  my  belief  that  the  Church  t^uestion  being  in  the  way  of  this  peojjies' 
question,  it  took  the  first  i<lac6  among  the  causes  of  all  the  industrial  evils  in  England  an(l  Ireiand.  With 
me,  therefore,  it  was  a  xine  (/un  non  to  get  quit  of  our  dominant  CJhurch  nuisance,  viewing  it  as  a  thins 
•n  the  wayof  the  pnj8|>erity  of  the  pe  'ple,  ana  therefore  as  a  thing  insidiously  undermining  their  loyalty.  J 
am  sure  that  his  views  were  not  far  removed  from  mine  in  this  matter,  yet  not  a  j)arti<  le  of  enmity  to  th( 
<^'hurch  of  England  ever  effected  me,  and,  I  believe,  the  same  thing  was  true  of  Doctor  Ryerson.

CHAPTER  XVII. 

OPENING  OF  THK  QUEEN'S  UNTVERSITV   AT  KTN(;STON,   1S42. 

The  Queen's  University  at  Kino^stoi)  was  opened  under  its  Royal  Ohartei-, 
for  the  reception  of  Students,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  on  the  7th  of  Marcli, 
1842.      Its  tii-st  Presich'iit  was  tlie  Very  Reverend  Thomas  LidcUdl,  D.D. 

The  followiiio-  are  the  accounts  o-jven  of  that  memorahle  day  by  pailies  who 
were  present  on  the  occasion.     The  first  is  by  the   Reverend  George  Bell,  LL.D.,

+  In  reply  to  encjuries  made,  in  February,  1897,  to  the  Treasurer  of  (Queen's  University  (Mr.  J.  B. 
Mclver),  and  to  the  Registrar,  (the  Rev.  Dr.  George  Bell,)  I  learn  that  the  first  payment  of  a  Legislative 
Grant  to  Queen's  Callege  was  in  1845.  The  grant  here  provided  for  would  doubtless  have  been  paid,  had 
the  return  asked  for  been  sent  to  the  Receiver-General,  as  mentioned  on  page  228.  The  amount  then,  and 
for  ten  years,  down  to  1855,  they  state,  was  at  the  rate  of  $2,C00  ptr  anuum.  From  that  year  to  the  end 
of  185!»,  the  rate  was  iocreased  to  $3,000  per  annum  ;  from  1860  to  1869,  (when  it  ceased,)  the  amount 
was  at  the  rate  of  $5,000  per  annum. 


216  DOCUMENTARY  HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION  IN  UPPER  CANADA.  1842 


Reoistrar  of   the   University.     At  the   Jubilee   celebration   in   December.    1889, 
Doctor  Bell,  as  reported  in  the  Queen's  Colletje  Jubilee  Number,  said  : 

The  lir.st  classes  of  Queen's  were  opened  in  a  frame  house  on  Colborne  street  on  ISIarcli  7tli, 
1842.  Eleven  students  were  registered,  one  Second  year  Divinity.  George  Bell,  (the  s])eaker)  : 
three  Seniors,  who  also  attended  classes  in  Church  History  and  Hebrew.  John  McKinnon. 
Thomas  Wardrope  and  .Angus  McUoll  ;  three  Sophomores,  William  A.  Ross,  Lachlan  McPher- 
son  and  Rol)ert  Wallace  ;  and  four  Freslnnen.  John  B.  Mt)wat.  John  Bonner,  Hunter  R.  Farn- 
den  and  William  Kerr  :  and  a  few  otliers  attended  who  were  not  ])repared  for  matriculation. 
Tile  Reverend  Doctor  Liddell  constituted  the  Faculty  of  Theology,  and  t,iuglit  Tlieolog}',  Churcli 
Histoiy  and  Hebrew,  besides  Mental  Philoso])hy  and  Physics.  Professsor  Peter  Colin  Campbell 
constituted  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and  devoted  liimself  to  Ltitin  and  Greek.  Professor  James 
^^'illiam.son  was  added  to  the  Arts  Faculty,  tt)  teach  Mathematics  and  Pliysics,  in  Octolier,  1842.* 
Doctor  Bell,  (tlie  s])eaker, )  was  tlie  first  student  registered. 

The  Reverend  Doctor  Thomas  Wardropr,  in  ivfcrrino  to  his  early  comiection 
with  Queen  s  University,  as  one  of  its  first  Students,  mentioned  the  fact  that  : 

Before  he  had  advanced  far  in  his  College  course  in  Edinburgh,  his  parents  moved  tt) 
Canada.  He  then  goes  on  to  say  that  to  return  to  Scotland  und'  r  the  circumstances  seemed 
out  of  the  (luestion.  ...  In  that  crisis  of  my  life  I  heard  with  hope  and  joy  about  Queens 
College. 

My  resolution  concerning  the  College  I  was  enabled  to  carry  out.  I  may  saj'  a  word  about 
the  journey  to  Kingston.  The  College  was  o]jened  at  an  abnormal  season  —in  the  month  of 
March.  There  was  no  navigation,  and  no  sleighing.  Along  with  two  fellow-students,  the  late 
John  McKinnon.  Minister  at  Carleton  Place,  and  the  late  Lachlan  McPherson,  Minister  at  East 
Williams,  I  was  driven  l)y  a  friend  from  West  Flamlioro'  to  Kingston.  Our  convejance  was  a 
farm  waggon.  There  were  no  "democrats"  then  ;  at  any  rate  none  that  we  knew  of.  Ourbo.xes 
were  our  seats.  We  set  out  from  Flamboro"  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  drove  to  Escpiesing, 
where  we  spent  the  Sal)bath  at  the  home  of  one  of  my  fellow-students  On  Monday  we  drove 
to  Toront(i,  In  four  days  we  drove  from  Toronto  to  Kingston,  reaching  tlie  city  on  Friday 
night.  This  was  done  with  the  same  pair  of  horses  all  througli  ;  and  I  doul)t  if  many  of  our 
roadsters  could  do  much  better  now  than  did  that  little  team,  which  trotted  away  merrily  home 
again,  arriving  in  the  end  of  the  following  week. 

On  Saturdaj'  morning  we  awoke  refreshed,  with  nothing  of  the  sensation  of  weariness,  such 
as  some  oi  us  would  have  now  after  a  drive  like  tliat  which  we  had.  But  we  were  strangers  in 
the  city — a  busy  place  then,  lieing  the  seat  of  government  in  those  days.  None  of  the  peojile 
in  the  hotel  at  which  we  had  ))ut  up  could  tell  us  anything  about  Queen's  College.  Tliey  had 
never  heard  the  name.  We  set  out,  however,  to  reconnoitre,  altliough  not  knowing  whitlier  t^) 
direct  our  steps.  Reaching  the  market  jilace,  aname  ujxm  asign,  "  Donald  Christie,  "  cauglit  our 
eyes.  One  of  us  said  :  *'  If  there  is  a  Presliyterian  College  liere,  a  man  with  a  name  like  that 
shovdd  know  s(jmething  about  it."  But,  strange  to  say,  although  a  member  of  St.  Andrew's 
church,  and  jtleasantly  willing  to  give  us  any  information  in  his  power,  he  could  tell  us  nothing 
about  the  College.  Bethinking  himself,  however,  he  .said,  "Go  to  the  court  lumse,  a.sk  there 
for  Mr.  Pringle.  and  if  there  is  to  be  a  Presl)yterian  College  o])ened,  he  will  be  able  to  tell  you 
all  about  it."  So  really  we  found  him  to  be,  anil  not  only  so.  but  before  night  he  liad  us  all 
c<»mfr)rt;d>ly  settled  in  the  snug  cottage  in  which  he  himself  then  lived.  The  following  day  we 
heard  Mr.  (afterwards  the  Reverend  Doctor)  Machar  in  the  forenoon  and  afternoon.  None  of 
the  students  of  tliat  time  are  likely  ever  to  forget  the  abil  ty  and  attectioiiatc  faithfulness  of  his 
ministrations. 

The  Sabbath  being  past,  tlie  great  l)usiiiess  was  tlie  opening  of  the  College.  A  small  frame 
house  had  l>een  taken  to  give  tem]»orary  accommodation  to  the  classes.  There  were  in  all  two 
juofessors.  One  was  the  Iteverend  Doctor  Liddell,  Principal  of  Queen's  College,  and  I'rofe.ssor 
of  Natural  PhiloKoj»hy,  Moral  Philosophy,  Logic,  Heltrew,  Cliurch  History  and  Theology.  'I'he 
otlier  was  the  Reverend  I^eter  Colin  Com])bell  (afterwards  Piinci|)al  (Janipl)ell,  of  .Mterdeen), 
Professor  <'f  Latin  and  Greek.  The  liighest  class  in  the  College  consisted  of  George,  (now  the 
Reverend  Doctor,)  Bell.      He  was  in  advance  of  tlie  rest  of  us,  and  he  had  stuilied  Philosophy.  I 

•  In  his  not*"  tnf  me,  dated  Oth  of  January,  1896,  Doctor  Bell  cays  :  Doctor  WilliamHon  did  not  come 
to  Canada  until  1842  He  arrived  in  October,  as  I  remember  that  the  Secsion  had  been  ojjen  «<ime  days — 
from  the  tirht  of  October  .  .  .  and  ProfrtHsor  P.  C.  Campbell  kept  us  all  employed  on  Latin  and  Greek 
pending  the  arrival  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Liddell,  the  Principal. 
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think,  under  the  supervibion  of  tlie  I*iesl)ytAiry  of  Hamilton  He  was  the  sole  Theological 
Student  of  the  first  session  of  about  four  months,  and  to  him  alone  the  Principal  gave  lectures 
in  Theology,  (about  three  in  a  week)  during  that  jieriod.  Next  in  order  of  lank,  (coming  down- 
wards, I  mean),  was  a  class  of  three,  of  whom  I  was  one.  We  studied  under  Doctor  Liddell  all 
the  subjects  I  have  mentioned  as  assigned  to  him,  besides  taking  the  senior  Latin  and  (Jreek 
under  Professor  Campbell.  Next  to  our  class  was  another  of  three  :  the  late  Lachlan  McPher- 
son,  W.  A.  (now  Judge)  lioss,  and  Robert  (now  the  Reverend  Robert)  Wallace.  The  Reverend 
Doctor  Mowut  and  some  otheis  were  then  Freshmen.  In  the  beginning  of  the  following  session 
the  provisional  statt"  received  a  most  valual)le  accession  in  our  veneratetl  friend  the  Reverend 
Doctor  VVilliam.son  ;  and  William  (late  the  Reverend  Doctor)  liain,  with  some  other  Students, 
cauu!  upon  tlie  scene.  Ry  that  time  we  had  prepared  ,for  moving  into  a  l)uilding  on  Princess 
stTi-et,  opposite  St.  Andrew's  Church.  I  .say  we,  because,  while  the  other  Students  went  home 
for  the  vacation,  1  remaineil  as,  in  a  kind  of  informal  way,  an  otHcial  of  the  College. 

The  HcNcrciid  Doctor  James  Williainson,  in  liis  rciiiark.s,  said  : 

Vou  have  hearil  of  the  circumstances  in  which  the  foundei-  of  Queen's  College  took  the  first 
practical  stej)  for  its  estab]ishmi;nt  .  .  .  Jind  of  its  being  opened  on  the  7th  of  March,  1H42. 
with  two  Professois  and  eleven  Students  in  a  small  frame  House  still  standing  on  Coll)orne 
street. 

It  was  then  like  a  |)ioneer  settler  in  the  Canadian  forest,  in  his  small  and  scantily  fui-nished 
log  house,  with  little  help,  with  no  labor-saving  appliances  for  preparing  the  ground,  sowing  the 
seed,  and  reaping  the  fruits  of  the  harvest,  and  no  facilities  l)y  road  or  rail  for  marketing  the 
i>roduce.  It  was  yet  but  a  litt'e  and  tender  plant,  keenly  .sensitive  to  every  chilling  wind  that 
blew.  How  diti'erent  the  scene  now,  when  we  behold  the  same  plant  grown  through  the  winters 
and  summers,  the  clouds  and  sunshine,  of  fifty  years,  to  its  present  fair  proportions  I  How 
would  it  have  gladdened  the  hearts  of  those,  its  beneficent  first  founders,  on  whose  wisdom  time 
has  thus  set  its  .seal,  l)ut  who  have  long  since  passed  away,  if  it  had  been  given  to  them,  as  it  is 
to  us,  to  see  its  wonderful  and  healthful  growth  and  its  stately  form  to-day  I 

TiiK  Pi{}:si?YTERiA\  Synod  and  Queen's  University,  Kingston,  1842. 

The  t'ollowino-  aie  extracts  tVoiu  tlie  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  the  Pfeshy- 
terian  Church  of  Canada,  iield  at  Montreal,  in  1S4<2  : 

July  7//1,  IS42.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  hehl  this  day  in  St.  Pauls  Church,  Montreal,  the  follow- 
ing Documents  were  given  in  l)y  the  Revei'end  -lames  (ieorge,  ex-Moderator,  videlicet  :  Various 
Connnunications  from  the  (Jovernment  < 'ftice,  Kingston,  respecting  the  appi'opriation  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Clergy  Reserves,  under  the  Imjierial  Act  ;  the  Chai'ter  of  Queen's  Ccjllege,  and  the 
claim  for  a  Theologicjil  Professorshi])  in  King's  College,  in  connection  with  the  Synod. 

JidyOtli.  1S^.\  The  Synod  called  for  the  Reporl;  of  the  Connnittee  on  the  Synod  Library, 
as  t(t  the  tran.sference  of  the  Books  and  Funds  to  Queen's  College.  Mr.  Andrew  Bell  reported 
verbally,  and  it  was  ordered  that  the  Books  and  Funds  l)elonging  to  the  Synod  Library  l)e  trans- 
ferre  i  forthwith  by  the  Connnittee  (jf  the  Synod  Lil)rary  to  Queen's  College,  as  formerly  directed. 

July  12th,  ISJfS.     On  a  nu)tion  to  that  effect  the  Synod — 

Resolved — That  the  attention  of  the  several  congregations  of  this  Church  l)e  directed  to  a 
claim  in  the  Royal  Charter  of  Queen's  College,  res|)ecting  the  nomination,  by  them,  of  ])ers(ms 
eligible,  in  succe.s.sion,  as  Trustees  of  .said  College,  which  will  now  come  into  oj)eration,  and 
ought  to  be  acted  upon  before  the  next  meeting  of  Synod.     The  clause  is  as  follows  : — 

Each  Congregation  admitted  on  the  Roll  of  the  .sjiid  Synod,  and  in  regular  connection 
therewith,  shall,  at  a  Meeting  to  be  sjjecially  called  from  the  puljiit,  for  that  |)iu|)ose,  in  every 
third  year,  nominate  one  tit  and  discreet  ])erson,  being  a  Mend)er  in  full  connnunioii  with  the 
said  ChiU'ch,  as  eligible  to  till  the  office  of  Trustee  of  the  said  College;  and  the  jjersons"  names 
S(i  nominated,  being  duly  intimated  by  the  several  Congregations,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  (.^)ueen's  College,  in  such  form  as  the  said  Board  may  direct,  shall  be  enrolled  by 
the  said  Board,  antl  constitute  the  list  from  which  lay  T. ustees  shall  be  chosen,  to  fill  the 
vacncies  occurring  at  the  Board  duiing  each  year.     See  ])age  Hti  of  this  X'o^nue.  unte.

1S42,  Mr.  Christopher  Dunkin  wrote  a  Letter  to  the  Reverend 
Doctor  Ryer.soii,  introducing;  to  liini  the  Very  Revei'end  Doetoi'  Thomas  Liddell, 
the  newly  ap})ointed  Principal  of  Queen's  College  Univei-sity.  In  that  Letter  he 
thus  rei'crri'd  to  Dr.  Liddell  : — 

He  is  a  geiitleiiian  witli  wlidse  enlarged  \ie\\.s  1  feel  cimtideiit  ymi  will  lie  pleased,  as  well  as 
he  with  yours. 

The  ]tiesvinial)le  vivahy  of  3'oiir  own  College  and  his,  I  venture  to  think,  will  only  make  it 
the  more  agreeable  to  you  to  render  him  the  valual)le  information  at  your  ctiminand,  as  to  the 
Kducational  state  and  j)ros])ects  of  our  Province,  and  the  means  of  which  you  and  your  fellow- 
woi-kers  in  the  great  eause  may  best  serve  its  interests.

On  the  21st  of  June,  1842.  tlie  Iveverend  Doctor  Ryei'son,  Principal  of  Victoria 
Colletfe  University,  delixeivd  an  Inauoui-al  Address  on  openino-  that  Institution 
as  a  LTnivei'sity  College.  The  title  of  this  address  was.  "The  Nature  and 
Advantacres  of  an  English  Liheral  Education."  Prefi.xed  to  the  printed  copy  of 
tliat  Addivss  ari'  the   following  reniaiks  wj-itten  hy  Doctor  Ryei'son: — 

The  e.stal)lishment  of  tlie  Institution,  now  teinied  Victoria  College,  was  decided  upon  in 
1832.  The  Buildings  were  erected  and  the  Institution  was  opened  as  an  Academy  in  1F35.  In 
1836,  a  Royal  Charter  was  obtained,  incorporating  the  Institution  under  the  name  of  "The 
Upper  Canada  Acadeui}'. '"  In  1840,  it  was  incorporated  by  an  Act  of  the  Canadian  Legislature 
HN  a  College,  with  I'niversity  powers.  It  was  o])ened  as  such  on  the  21st  of  Jime,  1842,  with 
the  usual  ceremonies,  during  which,  the  folhnving  Address  was  delivered  on  the  nature  of  an 
"  English  and  Liberal  Education  "  which  A'ictoria  College  pr()|)osed  to  imjiart,  audits  impoit- 
ance  to  the  Clerical.  Legal  and  Medical  Professions,  as  also  to  the  Statesmen  and  men  engaged 
in  the  various  business  pursuits  of  life. 

Comprehensive  Course  of  Study  in  Victoria  Colli  ge  ix  1842. 

A  ])iinted  copy  of  this  Inaugural  Address  was  sent  hy  the  Principal  of  Vic- 
t<»ria  College  to  His  Excellency  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  then  Go\enu)r-(  Jeneral,  on  the 
10th  of  Se]»tendM')-.  I  842.  acconipanie<l  l)y  a  Letter  of  ex])lanation  in  regard  to  the 
Institution. 

In  this  Li'ttcr  1  )octoi'  Rycrson  outlined  the  comprchciisix'e  coiu'sc  of  instruc- 
tion which  he  proposal  int]"<)f|ucing  into  N'ictoi'ia  College  should  he  he  foi'tunate 
enough  to  procure  funds  enough  to  oialtle  him  to  do  so.  He  also,  with  a  touch 
of  suppi-essed,  or  lather  uncxpi-essed,  p;ithos  illustrates  the  natuif  of  the  accumu-

of  hein;^"  ai)l('  to  incicasc  the  salaries  of  the  oNcr-woiked  I'rofessoi-s  be\'ond  the 
small  sum  of  §(!()()  a  year  as  salaiy.  which  was  all  that  tiie  l)oar<l  of  Trustees 
could  ])ossil)ly  allow  them.  His  own  salary  as  l^-in('i])al  and  four-fold  Piofessor 
was  only  $<S0()  a  year.  I  )oetoi-  Kyerson's  Letter  to  Sii-  Charles  Haeot  was  as 
follows  :  — 

May  it  Please  Yotr  ExcELi.KNev  :  I  Itcn  ptiniissimi  t<.  (.'iiclosc  for  yom-  Kxcflluiicy's 
Jiccoptjuicu,  a  copy  of  the  ohservations  wliicli  I  iii.ulc  a  few  wfcUs  siiici'  on  assiiiiiiiiL;  my  jjit'se'iit 
relation  to  Victoria  Colluge. 

I  cainiat  suppose  that  Your  Exculiuncy's  mniierous  and  iiuportaut  (hities  will  purniit  you  to 
peiiiso  these  <)l)servations  throughout,  hut  1  ho|»e  Your  Excellency  will  l)e  a))le  to  glance  over 
theui,  so  far  as  to  as^-ertain  their  ^^cneial  character  and  tendency,  and  that  they  will  meet  Your 
Excellency's  approbation. 

These  oltservations  have  heen  already  puhlished  in  the  Clir.stiitu  (Tiiariilan,  ;  and  J  doulitnot 
but  Your  Excellency  will  concur  with  nie,  that  the  admission  of  the  views  and  feelings,  which 
I  have  expressed,  l)y  a  large  portion  of  the  Canadian  conununity,  -among  whom  no  decided 
or  elevated  opinions  had  l)een  generally  formed  on  the  ipiestions  introduced,—  is  an  achievement 
of  some  imjiortance  in  the  Theological.  Classical  and  iiractical  Science  and  Literature  of  Wes- 
tern Canada. 

The  concluding  |)aragrapli  develops  the  spirit  in  wiiich  the  oi)erations  of  this  in.stitution  are 
conducted  ;  and  the  remarks  which  J  have  made  on  the  study  of  British  Literature,  although 
a  little  out  of  the  ordinaiy  course  on  such  an  occasion,  will.  I  am  suie.  he  ajiproved  of 
l)y    Your  Excellency. 

I  beg  permission  to  draw  your  K.xcelU'ncys  attention  to  two  circumstances  connected  with'i 
this  Institution  :  \ 

The  first  is,  the  total  inadeijuacy  of  our  means  to  pi-osecute,  with  success,  the  great  objects 
contem])lated.  That  our  operations  are  conducted  upon  the  most  economical  scale,  will  be 
obvious  to  Your  Excellency,  when  I  state  that  the  .salary  of  the  Principal  is  only  1*200.  and  that 
of  each  of  the  Classical  and  Mathematical  Masters  is  £150  and  that  they  teach  six  hours  a  day 
each. 

That,  in  achlition  to  my  general  duties,  J  have  classes  in  four  diti'erent  Departments,  each  of 
which  ought  to  have  a  distinct  I'rofessoi-,  namely:  (1)  Theology,  (2)  Moral  Philoso|)hy,  (.S) 
Natural  Philo.sophy,  and  (4)  History.  Besides  ordinary  class  in.struclion,  I  am  preparing 
courses  of  Lectures  on  Biblical  Hi.story,  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  and  the  History  of 
England, — or  rather,  connuentaries  on  the  History  of  England,  embracing  a  ])o])ubir  view  of  the 
rise  and  ])rogress  of  the  civilization.  Learning,  Science,  Arts  and  Commerce  of  (>i-eat  Britain, 
and  especially,  her  Constitution  of  (lovernment,  and  its  successive  changes  and  its  ])resent  state 
of  perfection. 

YoiU'  Excellency  will,  therefore,  see  that  more  tliaii  double  duty  is  performed  l»y  theOtticers 
employed  in  this  Institution.  I  ilo  not  jn-ojiose  to  lessen  their  duties,  or  to  increase  their 
salaries.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  do  either.  But  I  do  wish  to  employ  a  Teacher  of  French  and 
German  ;  and  I  do  wish  to  jun'chase  a  few  Philosophical  Instruments,  and  some  books,  as  the 
connnencgment  of  a  Library.  But  with  oui'  present  means  we  can  do  neither.  The  curi'ent 
expenses  of  last  year  exceeded  the  current  receipts  l)y  about  £730  (S2,!>20)  which  excess  was 
partly  met  by  the  Parliamentary  Grant  of  £500. 

There  are  also  two  other  objects  which  I  have  had  deeply  at  heait  :  1.  The  means  of  edu- 
cating young  men  as  Mi.s.sionaries  and  Mini.sters,  and  of  aiding  each  of  our  Ministers  to  educate, 
at  least,  one  son.  The  itinerant  lal)ours,  and  limited  means  and  limited  support  of  our  Ministers, 
deprive  them,  (excejit  they  have  private  resources,)  to  a  very  great  extent,  of  the  benetits  of  our 
Institution,  which  they  have  been  the  chief  instruments  in  establishing. 

But  on  each  of  these  points,  I  intend  to  solicit  the  honour  of  conferring  with  Y'our 
Excellency. 

From  the  al)ove  Your  Excellenc}'  will  perceive  that  our  ap|ilication  to  your  lamented  Pre- 
decessor, last  ye;ir,  for  £1,000  per  ainnnu  was  moderate  indeed. 

Another  circumstance  in  coiniection  with  this  College  is,  the  right  of  inspection,  and  the 
influence  which  the  (!overnuu;nt  possesses  over  its  operatiims.      In  discussiims  which  have  taken 
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place  in  some  of  the  Provincial  pai)er.s,  in  consequence  of  a  Memorial  in-esented  to  Your  Excel- 
lency in  Montreal  respecting  the  management  and  cliaracter  of  McGill  College,  1  liave  observed 
a  reference  to  Queens  College.  Kingston,  and  Victoria  College,  in  the  same  connection,  as  if 
t  hey  were  constituted  alike.     This  is  a  great  mistake. 

In  Queens  College,  the  Trustees  and  Professors  must  subscribe  to  the  Westminster  Con- 
fession oi  Faith.  In  this  Institution  we  have  liad  no  siicli  condition,  as  l)oth  Trustees  and  Teach- 
ers, have  been  Members  of  the  Cliurches  of  England  and  Scotlaiul.  as  well  as  Metliodists. 
Again,  tlie  Charter  of  Victoria  College  provides  that  the  Speakers  of  tlie  two  Houses  of  the  Leg- 
islature, and  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  for  Canada  West  sliall  be  Members  of  tlie  Victoria 
College  Board  and  of  its  Senate  ;  and,  as  such,  they  have  a  right  to  visit  and  examine  into  tlie 
aftairs  and  management  oi  tlie  College  at  any  time.  We  have  not  asked  aid  from  Government, 
without  giving  it  an  ample  supervision,  and  if  it  chose,  a  paramount  influence  in  the  operations 
of  this  Ctdlege.

By  the  recent  changes  which  have  bikeii  ])lace  I  liave  no  longer  the  right  to  visit 
N'ictoria  College  officially  ;  Init  trust  that  I  may  be  favoured  with  an  o|)porttniity  of  doing  so  in 
my  private  caj)acity.

Li  reply  to  a  Letter  from  Doctor  Ryerson,  Mr.  John  P.  Roltlin,  M.  R  P.,  for

I  am  perfectly  aware  that  the  means  for  carrying  on  the  operations  of  the  Institution  are  very 
limited,  but  I  hope  that  you  may  be,  to  some  extent,  relieved  from  the  anxiety  which  iiuist 
necessarily  rest  upon  you  while  the  funds  of  the  Institution  are  so  embarrassed.

The  following  is  an  Extract  from  the  Amuial  Address  of  the  Wesleyan  Metho- 
dist Conference  in  1842  : 

As  a  most  important  auxiliary  in  the  operations  of  our  Church,  as  well  as  a  precious  boon  to 
many  youth  of  this  Province,  it  artords  us  peculiar  pleasure  to  refer  to  the  successful  oj)erations 
of  the  Academical  Institution  which  you  have  so  nobly  contributed  to  establish.  By  the  Christian 
lilierality  of  the  Government,  and  the  enlightened  patriotism  of  the  Legishiture,  it  has  lieen 
assisted  and  incorporated  under  the  name  and  style  of  "Victoria  College,"  with  the  usual  pow- 
ers and  j)rivileges  of  a  College  ;  thus  ])roviding  for  our  youth,  within  their  own  native  or 
adopted  country,  all  the  facilities  of  both  a  liberal  and  English  education. 


*  Mr.  Draper  here  refers  to  his  efforts  to  aid  the  Trustees  of  Victoria  College  to  obtain  a  Leeislative 
Grant  for  the  College  in  1837,  when  it  was  Upper  Canada  Acidemy.

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CHAPTER  XIX. 

UNPoPrLARlTY  OF  THE  FIRST  COMMON  SCHOOL  BILL  OF  184L 

The  Coimnou  School  Bill  of  1841  was  iliawn  up  by  an  unskilled,  hut  not 
an  unskilful,  hand,  and  altogether  on  the  crude  lines  of  .such  theoretical  writers 
on  Education  as. — D(x;tor  Charles  I)unconil)e  and  Messieurs  Christopher  Dunkin 
and  Charles  Mondelet,  who  had,  previously  no  jiersonal  knowledii'e  or  experience 
of  the  subject  on  which  thev  wrote. 

Neither  the  Author, — the  Honoural)le  Solicitor  (ieneral  Day, — nor  the 
Writers  mentioned,  had  any  exj)eriniental  knowledge  of  the  educational  wants  of 
a  rural  connnunity,  and,  therefore,  but  few  of  the  exigences  of  local  management 
and  administration  were  provided  for  in  the  Bill.  The  consequences  were  that 
it  entirely  faile(l  to  meet  the  case  of  the  rural  comnuinities  whose  wants  and  cir- 
cumstances it  was  inten<le<l  to  meet.  Bi'sides,  the  Bill  itself,  in  the  eiude  foi-m 
in  which  it  was  introduced,  was  referred  to  a  large  General  Connnittee  of  the 
Hou.se  of  Assembly,  whose  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  subject  was  on  a  par, 
or  even  ])el(jw  it,  with  that  of  the  theorists  who  had  ]ii-ojected  it. 

Sir  Francis  Hincks.  who.  in  184-S,  introduced  the  t'onnnon  School  Bill  of 
that  year,  and  which  was  intended  to  supercede  the  Bill  of  1841.  so  far  as  l^'pper 
Cana«la  was  concerned,  thus  speaks  of  that  Bill,  in  the  ■Reminiscences"  of  his 
"  Public  Life."     He  said,  (in  1843)  :— 

No  one  i.s  iiiore  sensible  than  I  am  tif  the  defects  of  the  late  Coniinoii  Soliool  L.i\\  of  1841. — 
so  great  indeed  were  they,  tliat  it  has  been  found  inijMissiljle  to  work  it. 

The  late  Connnon  School  Diw  was  not  framed  by  any  Mini.stry,  re.sjjonsible,  or  otherwi.se  ; 
it  w;i,s  hastily  put  together  fand  referred  to]  a  Select  Connnittee  of  tlie  House  of  Assembly,  con- 
si.sting  of  [twenty-three  members  fifteen  from  Lower  Canada  and  eight  from  U|ii)er  CanadaJ; 
and  [was  jiassed]  withotit  the  deliberation  and  care  which  such  a  measure  ouglit  to  Jiave  received. 

The  following  l{c]M)i-t  of  the  Education  (  "oinmittee  of  thi'  Home  Disti'ict 
Council,  prt-paml  in  Ffbiuary.  1842.  so  fully  points  out  the  defects  of  the 
Connnon  School  Act  of  1841,  that  it  was  felt  by  the  (iovernnit-nt  of  LS4;'>  necess- 
arv  to  rep«ial  it  so  far  as  (,'ach  of  the  Pi-oNinccs  of  C])]»cr  and  Lower  (  anada  wei-e 
concerned,  and  enact  an  <Mitire]y  mw  measure  for  each  of  the  Provinces  in  its 
ijjace.  That  foi-  U]t])er  ("anada  was  entrusted  to  the  Honourable  Francis  liincks: 
an<l  that  for  Lower  Canada  to  the  Honourable  A.  N.  Morin  The  following  is  a 
copv  of  the  Re])oi-t  of  Standing  Committee  on  Education  ot  the  Home  District 
Council,  which  was  drawn  n\)  by  Mr.  John  WilMam  (j}aud)h',  a  gentleman  of  large 
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ex})eri('iicc,    who    was  ( "liaiiiiiaii    of    (hr    ( 'oniiiiittcf    of   tlic    District    Council,   in 
Fi'hruaiy,  IS42  :  — 

Tilt.'  Stiiiiding  Coimiiitti'r  iipcm  Ivliu'.itioii  i>f  tlir  IIumk'  District  C<>niR-il  l)fg  to  ri'iiort  :  - 

'I'liat  tliey  have  duly  (.•inisidoicd  the  .\ct  passed  diiriujj;  tliu  last  Session  of  the  Proviueial 
LeL^islature,  ''  for  tlie  Estahlislimeiit  and  Maintenance  of  Couniion  Schools,'  and  have  had  l)efoic 
them  the  Coinicillors  from  the  several  Townships  of  tiie  District,  with  a  view  to  ol)tain  the 
information  necessary  to  the  properly  dividing  of  the  several  Townships  into  School  Districts. 

That  from  the  best  calculation  (of  the  data  within  their  reach),  which  they  have  heen  enabletl 
to  make,  they  are  of  opinion,  that  the  total  numl)ei-  of  children  within  \]n:  District,  I)etwe('ii  tlx^ 
ages  of  tive  and  sixteen  years,  will  be  fnuTid  to  l)e  about  2(),(MI(). 

That  the  innnber  of  School  Districts  into  which  it  will  l)c  iicci'ssaiy  to  div  ide  thi'  se\  I'lal 
Townships  will  l)e,  in  lound  nund)ers,  about  4(M). 

That  the  number  of  School-Houses  now  built,  and  which  may  lie  a\ailal)le  is  "i^V.*,— leaving 
1<)1  to  be  c  )nstructed. 

That  in  forming  the  Townships  into  the  lecpiisiti'  nuiiil)er  of  School  Districts,  the  di\isioii 
wliich,  u|)on  first  sight,  would  ap|)ear  most  advisable,  namely,  that  of  s(|uare  blocks,  contfiinijig, 
as  nearly  as  possible,  an  ecjual  ninnber  of  acres  and  cannot  now  be  made,  in  consequence  of  the 
Large  (luantity  of  wild  land  in  many  of  the  Townships,  and  of  the  large  streams  and  marshes  yet 
unbridged  in  othei's,  and  the  site  of  the  present  School  Houses  in  all.  They  are,  thereff)re,  of 
opinion  that  the  division  should  be  made  with  the  object  of  retaining  the  School  Houses  now 
occujjied,  in  situations  as  nearly  central  as  possii)le,  and  with  a  view  to  the  means  of  access  to 
the  .sjime,  afforded  by  the  roads  now  opene<l. 

Had  it  l)een  imperative  ujion  the  Council,  and  had  the  time  l)een  sufficient  to  make  the 
division  during  the  present  .session  of  the  (Council,  the  .several  Councillors  are  in  po.ssession  of 
information,  that  would  have  enabled  yoin-  Connnittee  to  efiect  that  object  id  the  greater  num- 
ber of  Townships,  but,  as  the  Provincial  Superintendent  of  Education  is  not  retjuired  t(j  a])por- 
tion  the  (jovernment  grant  l)efore  the  third  Monday  in  May,  this  jn'ecludes  the  Council  from 
levying  the  rate  reijuired  to  entitle  this  District  to  its  j)ortioii  of  the  TJrant  during  the  present 
session,  no  object  would  be  gained  by  that  proceeding,  which,  by  delaying  it  until  its  next  meet- 
ing, and  acting  u])on  the  suggestions  of  your  Conmiittee  (should  the  Council  see  tit  to  adoj)t 
them),  together  with  the  additional  information  to  be  gained  in  the  meantime,  and  which 
such — delay  will  place  within  our  reach,  the  division  luay  then  be  made  in  a  maiinei-  more  satis 
factory  to  the  |)eo])le  than  could  now  be  effected. 

.\notlier  reason  why  the  delay  should  take  ]jlace  is,  that  n-any  of  the  plans  laid  before  yoin- 
Conmiittee,  have  })een  arranged  with  the  intentitm  of  union  of  Townshi])s,  -a  course  which  is  at 
variance  with  the  Statute.  To  this  matter  the  attention  of  your  Committee  has  been  particulary 
drawn  by  numerous  jietitions  from  persons  residing  near  the  boundaries  of  adjoining  Township.s, 
and  it  does  ai)|)ear  that  the  School  Act  will  bear  hardly  upon  the  inhabitants,  wherever  a  School- 
House  has  l)een  erected  on  the  line  ])etween  Townships,  and  a  School  has  been  established  and 
supported  by  the  peo})le  of  ])oth  Townships.  It  does  not  appear,  however,  to  your  Committee 
that  any  relief  can  be  afforded  in  these  cases, — if  the  |)resent  School  Act  is  to  be  followed  ; 
These  School  Houses  are  generally  situated  in  one,  or  other,  of  the  Townships,  and  not  between 
them, — conseipiently  if  half  a  School  District  was  formed  from  each  Townslii|),  one  half  would 
be  obliged  to  contribute  to  its  funds,  while  the  School  Commissioners  of  the  other  half  \v<»uld 
have  the  sole  control  of  the  School, — a  ])r()ceeding  at  variance  with  both  the  spirit  and  letter  of 
the  School  .\ct  itself. 

In  two  instances  it  has  i)een  proposed  to  divide  a  'l\)wnshi|)  into  thirty-tivc,  or  thirty-six. 
Districts, — a  number  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  altogether  too  great.  Several  desire  no 
more  than  twenty  ;  but  it  would  be  advisable,  in  making  this  division,  not  to  permit  that 
number  in  any  instance  to  l)e  exceeded. 

The  probal)le  revenue  which  wid  l>e  deri\ed,  under  the  presi':it  School  Act.  may  lie  i  stim- 
ated  as  follows,  videlicet  ;  — 

Twenty  thou.sand  children,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen,  supi)osing  a  tax  of  15s. 
per  annum  to  be  collected  on  one  half  of  them, — a  large  allowance,  after  deducting  the  expense 
of  collection,      it  would  leave  the  net  sum  of  t'Ci.OOO.      To  thissum. add  the  (io\ernment  Grant. — 
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say  £1.500.  and  au  additional  ratu  of  id.  in  the  Pound,  (to  entitle  the  District  to  the  same), 
£1,500  more  will  make,  in  all  ^'9,0'  0.  This  divided  among  four  hundred  Schools  gives  the 
revenue  of  £22  10s.  to  each, — a  very  inadequate  renumeration  for  the  services  of  a  competent 
Teacher. 

Your  Commiitee  recommend  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  Home  District,  generally,  should 
be  made  aware  that  there  is  little  reason  to  suppose  that  the  Council  can  be  in  a  situation  to 
apportion  any  available  funds  to  the  School  Districts,  before  the  commencement  of  the  next 
vear.  (lS4Ji);  and  that,  in  the  meantime,  they  should  themselves  make  the  best  arrangements  in 
their  power  to  keep  their  Schools  in  operation. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  in  dividing  the  Townships  into  School  Districts,  the  num- 
lier  in  each  Township  be  not  jiermitted  to  exceed  twenty  ;  and,  that  these  divisions  be  made,  so 
as  to  leave  the  present  School  Houses  as  central  as  possible  ;  and  that  an  union  of  Tinvnships  be 
abandtmed  as  repugnant  to  the  present  Statute. 

Your  Committee,  after  giving  the  .subject  all  the  attention  tliat  the  time  will  admit  of,  are 
of  the  opinion  that  insuperable  difficulties  will  i)resent  themselves,  whenever  the  trial  is  made  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Common  School  Act  of  last  year  (1841).  The  Treasurer  will  be 
required  to  open  four  hundred  accounts  with  the  different  School  Districts  ;  twenty  assessment 
rolls  will  be  wanted  for  every  Township  liaving  as  many  School  Districts  ;  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  can  never  be  fully  collected  ;  and  the  loss  sustained  in  each  School  District  must  ))e 
deducted  from  the  roll  of  that  District  The  mode  of  collecting  the  tax.  inqiosed  in  lievi  of  fees 
for  tuition,  will  be  found  to  involve  endless  trouble  and  vexation  ;  and  the  tril)unal.  before 
which  defaulters  are  to  be  prosecuted,  will  entail  additional  expense  and  delay. 

The  giving  of  the  whole  control  of  these  Schools  to  the  Counuissicmers,  without  laying 
down  any  uniform  system  of  proceeding  for  their  guidance,  is  o])en  to  serious  olqections. 

The  duty  of  inspecting  the  schools  yoiu"  Committee  fear,  will  l)e  inado(juately  ])erformetl  ; 
and  while  the  direct  tax  will  be  severely  felt,  the  renumeration  to  the  Teaciiers,  derived  from 
that  source,  will  be  insufficient. 

On  the  whole,  your  Committee  do  not  hesitate  t(t  pronomice  the  Act  as  objectionaljle  in 
l»rinciple,  complicated  in  detail,  and  altogether  inefficient  for  the  attainment  of  the  desired 
object  ;  and  they  cannot  but  express  their  regret,  that  a  measure,  so  deejjly  affecting  the  whole 
community,  so  intimately  ccmnected  with  its  welfare,  and  from  whicli  so  much  had  l)een  h<t])ed, 
should  not  have  V)een  more  maturely  considered,  ere  it  became  the  law  of  tlie  land. 

The  District  Treasurer  has  received  the  following  Letter  from  the  .\ssistant  Provincial 
Secretary,  in  regard  to  the  School  Grant  to  the  District  for  1841  : 

The  Governor  General  having  reason  to  suppose  that  a  misap])rehension  exists  in  some  of 
the  Districts  of  the  ujjj>er  ]iart  of  the  Province,  with  reference  to  the  Conunon  ScIkjoI  money  for 
1841,  and  having  been  informed  that  in  some  instances  it  has  not  been  ap])lied  for,  inider  the 
supposition  that  the  usual  annual  apjnopriation  was  not  made  for  that  year,  has  thought  it 
i>n)per  to  direct  me  tf)  notify  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  districts,  wh(j  have  not  received  it,  that  an 
appropriation  was  made  by  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature. 

As  it  ajjj)eai-s  from  the  Inspector  General's  report,  that  the  Home  District  has  not  yet 
received  its  jn-oportion  of  that  appropriation,  I  am  to  accpiaint  you  that  the  amovmt,  £'7oO.  will 
be  jiayable  to  the  Treasurer  on  his  ajjplying  in  the  usual  manner. 

I  am  to  add,  that,  as  the  Act  of  last  session  does  not  affect  tiie  grant  for  1841,  the  amount 
ought  to  l)e  distributed  by  the  members  of  the  late  Board  of  PMucation  as  formerly.

Thk  S<'Hool  Act  of  1841,  in  Markham. — At  a  meeting  held  in  the  Townsliip  of  Mark- 
liam.  on  the  Kith  January,  1842,  on  the  subject  of  Education,  it  was 

Reaolved,  that  the  j»resent  system  of  Common  School  Education  is  miseialdy  deficient,  and 
that  the  new  ('ommon  School  .\ct  of  1841  holds  out  little,  or  no  hope  of  inq»rovement,  inasmuch 
as  it  neither  provides  a  swjijily  of  educatetl  men  for  teachers,  a  uniform  system  of  etlucation,  nor 
adcfjuate  means  for  the  sujjport  <»f  the  Sciiools.  when  establishe<l. 
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We  are  glatl  that  the  |ie(i|)le  hegin  to  discover  that  this  new  Act  is  (tiie  of  the  clumsiest  and 
\vi>rst  contrived  jiieces  of  niaoliinery  ever  put  together  by  parlianienbny  carj)entering.  No 
sensible  person,  we  should  suppose,  would  have  anything  to  do  in  attempting  to  carry  it  out. 
The  system  devised  by  it  is  so  complicated  and  ai)surd, — so  devoid  of  uniformity, — and  places 
power  in  so  many  and  such  incom])etent  and  irresponsil)]e  hands,  that,  in  a  very  few  months,  we 
anticipate  that  the  Legislature  will  be  jietitioned  for  its  repeal.  It  was  a  hasty  measure,  feebly 
conceived,  and,  except  for  the  endowment  of  £5(>,(MM)  per  annum  and  the  provision  in  the 
eleventh  clause,  it  has  scarcely  a  single  jtractical,  oi'  useful,  ])rovision.  We  have  already  heard 
of  one  Township  where  the  Hrst  act  of  one  of  the  newly  elected  School  (Jouuiiissioners  was  to  set 
jibout  the  introduction  of  American  School  Books.  .  .  .  Let  us  hope  that  the  Members  of  our 
C'hvH'ch  are  reserving  their  energies  to  secine  for  their  children  a  system  of  education.  l»ased 
4in  the  principles  of  the  ]{il)le,  as  held  and  taught  by  the  Church. 


CHAPTER  XX. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  LEOISLA.TURE  OF 
CANADA.  IN   184:i. 

The  third  Session  of  the  First  Pui4ianient  of  the  Pn^viiice  of  Cunaihi  was 
«)|)ene(l  on  the  twentv-eij^'hth  day  of  September,  lH4:li,  by  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe, 
who  had  succeeded  the  late  Sii-  Charles  Ba^ot  as  Oovei'noi'  General  of  British 
North  America.  Tn  his  Speech  fioiii  the  Thioiie  the  oidy  refei'ence  he  made  to 
the  subject  of   Education  was  that: — 

Measures  will  be  sul)mitted  to  you  for  the  improvement  ...  of  the  Municipal  Institu. 
tiolis,  the  Laws  relating  to  Education     ...     of  both  Divisions  of  the  United  Province     .     .     - 

October  2(1,  l8Jf3. — A  petition  was  read  of  the  District  of  Sinicoe,  praying  for  amendments 
to  the     .     .     .     Commt)n  School  Act. 

October  Jfth,  1843. — Petitions  were  read  from  Teachers  in  the  Townshij)  of  Bathurst,  j)raying 
that  the  Bathurst  District  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  divide  the  money  in  fund  for  School  pur- 
|)oses  ;  also  from  the  Inhal)itants  of  the  Townships  of  Oro  and  Ramsay,  jjraying  for  the  rei>eal 
of  the  Conunon  School  .\ct,  and  the  renewal  of  the  Laws  formerly'  regulating  Schools  ;  also 
from  the  .Tohn.stowu  District  Council  |)raying  that  20,(100  acres  of  Land  may  be  appropriated  by 
Liw  for  the  further  entlowment  of  the  District  (jlr;uinnar  Schools  in  Upper  Canada. 

October  fith,  ISJfS. — .\  motion  was  made  by  the  Hon(nuable  John  Neil.son  to  aj)point  a 
Stfinding  Connnittee  on  "  Education  and  Schools"  ;  l)ut  on  motion  of  the  Honourable  Attorney 
(ieneral  Baldwin,  the  House  refused  to  appoint  sucli  a  Committee. 

October  Oth,  ISJ^S. — The  Honourable  Francis  Hincks,  one  of  Her  Majesty's  E.xecutive 
Ccmncil,  laid  before  the  House,  by  (;onnnand  of  His  Excellency,  the  foUowing  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  King's  College:  and  also  of  Upper  Canada  College,  for  the  years  181^9,  1840. 
1841  and  184'J,  (in  terms  of  an  Address  from  the  House  of  As.sembly  of  the  late  Province  of 
Upper  Canada,  to  Sii  (Jeorge  .\rthur,  on  the  29th  of  April,  1S3'.),)  accompanied  by  a  Letter  from 
Doctor  Heni-y  Boys,  Bur.sar,  King's  College,  to  Mr.  .James  Hopkirk,  As.si.stant  Secretary. 
West,  dated  the  20th  of  May,  184:j. 

I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  your  Letter  of  the  1st  instant,  reipiesting  me,  by  com- 
mand of  the  Governor  General,  to  furnish,  for  His  Excellency's  information,  a  statement  of  tlie 
atiairs  of  the  University  of  King's  College  ;  and,  also,  of  l'p|)er  Canada  College,  f<jr  the  years 
18.J9,  1840,  1841  and  1842,  containing  a  detailed  account  of  the  amount  [)aid  for  tuition  fees  in 
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I'pper  Canada  College,  the  numlier  of  pupils,  and  the  number,  if  any,  educated  gratuitously  ; 
also,  the  amount  paid  at  tlie  Boarding  House,  and  a  statement  of  the  arrears  due,  if  any.  with 
the  names  of  the  ])arties  indelited  t<i  the  College. 

In  ol>edience  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General's  counnands,  I  liave  the  lionovu'  to 
transmit  eleven  Returns,  embracing  1  believe,  all  the  points  of  information  required. 

In  respect  to  the  Retui-n  Number  4,  on  the  claim  of  King's  College  to  the  arrears  of  the 
Royal  grant  [made  in  1828].  in  aid  of  the  Building  Fund.  I  beg  to  observe,  tliat  Lord  Sydenham  pro- 
posed to  take  up  this  subject  ;  but  the  great  press  of  business  at  the  tiuie  interfered  to  direct  his 
attention  from  a  uiatter  of  sucli  minor  imjiorbince.  To  the  justice  of  this  claim,  which  was  cmly 
])ostponed  till  the  College  Buildings  should  be  in  progress,  I  desire  respectfully  tt)  draw  His 
Excellency,  the  (ilovernor  General's  attention.  A  lai'ge  portion  of  the  Edifice  for  the  purpo.ses 
of  the  University,  is  being  erected,  and  the  paj'iuent  of  so  large  a  sum  would  ])rove  a  seascmable 
relief  to  the  funds  of  the  Institution,  and  wctuld.  at  the  same  time,  be  carrying  into  effect  the- 
(iracious  intentions  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  our  revered  Founder.

On  the  motion  of  the  Honouial)le  Robert  Baldwin,  Attorney  (ieneral,  seconded  I)y  the 
Honourable  Francis  Hineks.  aiul 

Resolred.  That  this  House,  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Counuittee  of  the  Whole  House,  to 
consider  the  exjiediency  of  amending  certain  Acts  of  the  Parliament  of  the  late  Province  of 
U]>i)er  Canada,  relative  to  King's  College,  and  the  other  Collegiate  Institutions  of  that  ]iart  of 
this  Province. 

The  Honourable  Robert  Baldwin  having  moved,  that  the  House  resolve  itself  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  to  take  into  consideration  the  expediency  of  amending  the  laws  of  King's 
College,  and  other  collegiate  Institutions  said,  that  the  jainciple  he  intended  to  carry  out  was,  to 
confine  the  I'niversity  powers  to  one  Institution  ;  to  incorj)orate  the  other  three  Colleges — 
Queen's,  Yict(jria,  and  Regiopolis,  with  it,  and  establish  such  a  system  of  government  that  all 
would  have  a  share  ;  to  take  away  from  the  I'niversity  its  denominati(mal  character,  if  he  might 
use   the  term,  which  had  been  so  loudly  comi)lained  of. 

Doctor  W.  Dunlojt  said  that  he  rose  most  willingly  to  secoiul  the  motion.  He  concurreil  in 
the  views  now  stated,  and  woidd,  therefore,  lend  liis  assistance  most  willingly  to  improve  an<l 
liberalize  the  University,  as  far  as  jjossible. 

The  Honoural)le  Henry  Sherwood  thought  the  course  })ursued  by  Government  towards  that 
Institution  was  most  unjust  ;  a  course  which,  instead  of  promoting  trancpiility,  would  be  a  pre- 
cedent to  interfere  with  other  Institutions  in  the  Lower  Province. 

The  Honourable  T.  C.  Aylwin  would  set  the  honourable  gentleman  right  in  this  respect. 
There  were  no  Colleges  in  the  Lower  Province  ujion  the  same  footing  as  the  University  at 
Toronto  ;  those  in  the  Lower  Province  were  foundecl  by  jjrivate  grants,  but  King's  College  was 
founded  by  a  public  one. 

The  House,  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  the  .said  Counuittee.  Mr.  Elmes  Steele  took 
the  chair  of  the  Counuittee,  and,  after  scjiue  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  took  the  Chair  ; 
and  Mr.  Steele  rej^orted,  that  the  Counuittee  had  come  to  a  Resoluti<m,  which  Resoluti<m  was 
again  read  at  the  Clerk's  Table  and  agreed  to  by  the  House,  and  is  as  followeth  : — 
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itefni rcrf.  That  it  is  expedient  to  amend  certain  Acts  of  the  Provincial  Parliament  of  U})per 
Canada,  relating  to  King's  College,  and  the  other  Collegi;vto  Institutions  of  that  part  of  this 
Province. 

Ordered,  That  the  Honourable  Mr.  Attorney  General  Baldwin  have  leave  to  bring  in  a 
Bill  to  provide  for  the  separate  exercise  of  the  Collegiate  and  University  Functions  of  the 
College,  established  at  the  City  of  Toronto,  in  Upi)er  Canada,  for  incorporating  cert<iin  other 
Colleges  and  Collegiate  Instituticms  of  that  Division  of  the  Province,  with  the  University,  and 
for  the  more  efticient  est<iblishment  and  satisfactory  Government  of  the  same.  He  accordingly 
presented  the  .said  Bill  to  the  House,  and  the  same  was  received  and  re;id  for  the  first  time,  and 

Ordered  that  it  be  read  a  second  time  on  Monday,  the  sixth  of  November,  next. 

October  16th,  ISJfS.  Petitions  of  Mr.  John  Goodwin  and  others,  members  of  the  Baptist 
Church  at  Beamsville.  in  the  District  of  Niagara,  and  of  the  Canada  Baptist  Union,  was  read, 
j)raying  that  the  benetits  of  the  University  of  Kings  College  be  not  contined  to  one  religious 
denomination  only  :  but  be  extended  to  all  classes  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects.  On  the  18th  of 
October  a  Petition,  to  the  same  effect,  of  Mr.  Jacob  Beam  and  others,  inhabitants  of  the 
townshijjs  of  Clint<jn  and  Grimsby,  in  the  District  of  Niagara,  was  read.

On  motion  of  the  Honourable  A.  N.  Morin,  seconded  by  the  Honour- 
able Mr.  Attorney  General  Baldwin,  and 

Resolved.  That  this  House  will,  on  Monday  next,  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House,  to  cansider  the  expediency  of  repealing  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  Province 
passed  in  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  re])eal 
certain  Acts  therein  mentioned,  and  to  make  further  provision  for  the  Establishment  and 
Maintenance  of  Connnon  Schools  throughout  the  Province."'  and  of  substituting  other  provisions 
in  lieu  thereof  for  Lower  Canada.

I  liavo  alrcfuly  shown  from  the  Rcpoi't  of  tlie  Ednt-itioii  Coininittei'  of  the 
HoiiK-  District  Council,  in  the  last  ('ha[)tci-,  how  entirely  the  intclliocnt  Members 
of  that  ( 'orniiiittcM'  ha-i  failed  to  cany  ont,  either  in  theii-  own  neioh]K)nrlioo(ls,  or 
as  a  hody  of  [iiaetical  ni<ii  in  the  District  Council,  the  provisions  of  the  Connnon 
School  Act  of  1H41.  H\cn  when  the  Disti'ict  Councils  ^r,.iierally  had  invoked  the 
.aid  of  the  Provincial  (Government  in  cairyiiif;  out  the  Act,  tin*  CJovernment  had 
f«h  itself  unalde  to  do  so,  oi-  to^ive  efFecttothc  financial  )»ro\  isions  of  the  l.aw  under 
the  conditions  ])rcscii)»efl  hy  the  Statute.      Tlie  Executive  C<»uncil,  ha\ino  carefully 
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considered  thr  whole  maltfi-.  dicw  u]»  a  scries  ot"  ( )i(h'rs-iii-( 'oiim-il,  (h'sipicd  to 
meet  the  case  of  cac-h  oroup  of  Districts,  wliich  had  apjx'ah'd  to  to  the  Ciovernnient 
for  relief  ill  the  tinaiieial  stiaits  into  which  the  Act  of  1841  had  l)i(m<rht  tliein. 
Till'  (Joveriior  General  having  ap])rove(l  of  these  Orders-in-Coiineil,  lie  coni- 
inunicated  them  to  the  Ho.ise  of  Assend)ly  in  his  Messafje  to  that  House  on  the 
25t]i  of  (~)ctol)er,  184.S.  The  Messa^f  of  the  (Jos-enioi-l  Jeiieral  and  tlie  Orders-in- 
('ouiicil  were  laid  iM'fore  the  House  of  Assein})ly  by  the  Honourable  A.  N.  Morin, 
a    Member    of    the    Executive    ( ouncil,    on  the    2(Jtli  day  of    October,  1843 : —

The  Governor  General  informs  tlie  Legislative  Assembly  that,  in  c(m.se(|uence  of  the 
Ordinance  of  the  Governor  and  Special  Cnuncil  of  Lower  Canada,  intituled:  "  An  Ordinance  t<i 
jiroviile  for  the  Ix'ttei' internal  (Jovernment  of  this  Province,  by  the  establishment  of  Local,  oi- 
Municipal,  Authorities  therein,"  not  having  been  generally  carried  into  effect,  it  became  impracti- 
cable to  carry  out  literally  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  tliis  Province,  intitided  :  "'An  Act  to  repeal 
certain  Acts  therein  mentioned,  and  to  make  further  |>rovision  for  the  Establishment  and 
Maintenance  of  Common  Schools,"  and  that,  in  Upi)er  Canada  also,  the  last  mentioned  Act  has 
not  been  generally  complied  with,  so  as  strictly  to  entitle  many  of  the  Districts  U<  receive  a 
share  of  the  annual  sum  ai)pro))riated  by  tlie  said  Act  for  the  Establishment  and  Maintenance  of 
the  Connuon  Schools. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Governor-Cieneral,  with  the  advice  of  the  E.vecutive  Council, 
directed  a  distril)ution  of  money  in  aid  of  the  puri)oses  for  which  the  said  ajtpropriation  was 
made,  as  nearly  as  possible  in  conformity  with  the  spirit  and  intention  of  the  said  Act,  for  the 
year  One  thousand,  Eight  hundred  and  forty  two,  leaving  a  balance  undistributed  for  that  year 
in  the  hands  of  the  Receiver  General,  and  also  leaving  the  whole  sum  apju-ojjriated  for  the  year 
One  thousand.  Eight  hundred  ajid  forty  three,  to  be  distributed  accoriling  to  such  provisions 
as  may  be  agreed  u]»on  in  that  belialf,  by  the  several  Branches  of  the  Legislature. 

The  (iovernor  (Jeneral  transnnts  to  the  Legislative  Assend)ly,  herewith.  Copies  of  the 
.several  Minutes  of  Covnicil  under  which  the  said  distrii)ution  of  the  Connnon  School  money  has 
been  made,  together  with  the  accounts  and  other  Documents  e.xplanatory  of  the  course  directed 
by  him,  as  before  mentioned.

Approved  in  Council  on  the  i  Rejtort  of  a  Committee  of  the  P]xecutive  Council  on  the  sul)ject  of 
13th  of  January,  184:5.  the  distriI)ution  of  the  apj)ropriation  of  £5(1,000  for  the  Support 

C.   H.  I      of  Coiuiiioii  Scliools  ill  the  Province  of  Canaila.  1842. 

May  it  Please  "i  our  Excellency. 

The  Committee  of  the  Executive  Council  lias  considered  with  nuicli  anxiety  the  ditticult 
question  of  tlie  distriliution  of  the  a])pro))riation  made  by  P;irliament  in  the  Ses.sion  l)efore  the 
last  of  the  Provincial  Parliament,  for  tlie  support  of  Connuon  Schools.  The  Act  intituled  : 
"  An  Act  to  re]»eal  cei'tain  Acts  therein  mentioned,  and  to  make  finther  provision  for  the 
Estfibli.shment  and  Maintenance  of  Cimnnon  Schools  throughout  the  Province,"  jirovides  a  sum 
of  £50,000  currency  to  be  distributed  in  the  manner  therein  after  provided. 

The  Act  further  jmivides  for  the  apjjointment  of  a  Provincial  Superintendent  of  Education, 
who.se  duty  it  f^hould  be  to  a])iiortion  in  each  and  eveiy  year,  the  money  granted  by  the  Legisla- 
ture as  aforesaid,  among  the  several  Munici|)al  Districts,  in  the  ratio  of  the  number  of  children 
over  five,  and  under  sixteen,  years  of  age,  that  shoidd  ap[)ear  by  the  then  last  census  of  the 
Province  to  l)e  resident  within  such  Di.strict  respectively. 

The  same  Act  further  provides  that  the  Di.strict  Council  of  each  District  should  be  a  Board 
of  Education,  and  their  duties,  as  such  Board,  should  be  to  divide  the  several  Townshijjs  and  Par- 
ishes within  their  Distiict  into  School  districts,  and  to  furnish  a  re])ort  of  such  division  to  the 
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Provincial  Supeiiiiteiulent  of  Educatinii.  and  also  to  aj)portion  and  distribute-  to  each  of  the 
School  districts  its  share  of  the  School  Fund  ju-oportioned  to  the  nunil)er  of  children  resident  in 
.such  School  district  :  also  to  cause  to  be  assessed,  on  the  inhabitiint^  of  each  School  district, 
sums  of  money  for  the  erection  of  a  School  House,  for  the  |>urchase  of  Books,  and  further,  to 
report  their  jn-oceedings  in  matters  relating  to  Connnon  Schools  annually. 

By  the  same  Act  it  is  further  provided,  that,  if  the  District  Council  should,  at  any  time, 
refuse,  or  neglect,  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  reiiuirements,  the  District  should  not  1)e  entitled 
to  receive  any  sum  of  money  out  of  the  Scln)ol  Fund  until  such  re<|uirci"uents  shall  have  l)een 
duly  Complied  with,  or  a  good  and  sutticieiit  cause  for  non-C(jm]»liance  shall  liave  been  .shewn  to 
the  .sati.sfaction  of  the  Provincial  Superintendent  of  Education. 

The  Act  further  provides  for  the  election  of  Common  School  Commi.ssioners  in  eacli  Town- 
shi]).  wlio.se  duty  it  shoidd  lie  to  acquire  sites  for  Common   School  Houses,    etectera. 

to  grant  Warrants  on  tlie  District  Treasurers,  t<j  exonerate  |)oor  persons  from  jwynient 
of  tlie  Teachers,   and  to  report  ainiually  to  the  Di.strict  Council. 

The  Act  further  provides  for  the  collection  of  the  School  Rates,  and  also  of  a  Special  R.»te 
of  one  shilling  and  three  ]»ence  monthly,  as  additional  wages  to  the  Masters.  The  same  Act 
further  ]trovides  that  no  Common  School  shall  be  entitled  to  any  jMirtion  of  the  Fund,  imless  it 
shall  have  l)een  ojten  for  at  least  nine  months  during  the  year  then  last  jiast,  and  shall  have  been 
attended  during  tliat  time  liy  fifteen  children,  nor  unless  the  reports  reipiired.  as  above  stilted, 
shall  have  been  regularly  made,  and  the  sum  paid  by  the  Inhaljitants  l)y  A.ssessment,  or  other- 
wise. t^)wards  the  sup])ort  of  the  School,  shall  have  been  at  least  ecjual  to  the  sum  apj)ortioned. 

And  it  is  fiulher  jirovided  that  nothing  in  this  Section  of  the  Act  contained,  shall  jjrevent 
the  jiayment  of  monies  under  the  said  Act,  towards  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  .my 
Connnon  School  for  the  first  year  after  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

It  will  be  seen  frcmi  the  provisions  of  the  Connnon  School  Act,  that  its  ojieraticjn  depended 
mainly  upon  the  successful  working  of  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  intituled:  "An  .Vet 
for  the  ]>etter  internal  Government  of  that  |)art  of  this  Province  which  formerly  constituted  the 
"  I  rovijice  of  I  pper  Canada,  by  the  establisliment  of  local  or  ^lunicipal  autliorities  therein," 
and  that  where  these  laws  have  not  been  carried  int<i  eft'ect,  there  can  l)e  no  Connnon  Scliools  comini; 
.strictly  within  the  meaning  of  the  Connnon  School  Act,  and  that,  even  when  the  .same  Laws  have 
been  but  ])artiall3'  ])ut  in  operation,  and  when  all  the  requirements  of  the  Common  School  Act 
have  not  been  fully  cari'ied  out,  there  can.  according  to  strict  law.  be  no  approi)riation  from 
jmblic  funds  in  aid  of  Connnon  Scliools. 

The  Committee  of  Council  think,  after  great  consideration,  tliat  the  intention  of  tlie  Legis- 
lature will  be  carried  out  substantially  by  a  distriliution  of  the  School  Fund,  and  that  a  tleiiial  of 
such  distribution,  although  in  strict  conformity  with  law,  would  l)e  a  contravention  of  its  spirit 
and  intention,  and  would  amount  to  a  visitation  ujioii  the  rising  geiieraticm  of  a  sjiecies  of  pen- 
alty, for  a  fault,  if  it  may  be  s(»  termed,  in  which  those  who  would  suffer  had  no  i)artici])ation. 

Divisiox  OF  THE  CoM.MON*  ScHOOL  (iRAXT  OF  £50,(XJ<J  Betwken"  Ifi'er  AND  Lowek  Caxada,  1.S42. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  resjiectfuUy  recommend  that  the  sum  of  Thirty  Thou.sand  pounds 
(£^i0.fKX)),  out  of  the  .sum  of  Fifty  Thousand  jiounds  (£5<I.<)(M)),  aitjiroiniated  as  above,  be 
reserved  ff>r  L<»wer  Canada,  and  that  so  much  thereof  be  distributed  in  aid  of  such  Schools  as 
may  be  found  on  enquiry  to  be  equitably  entitled  to,  or  had  reason  to  exjiect,  and  that  a  Bill  of 
Indemnity,  to  cover  this  exjtenditure  be  laid  liefore  Parliament  at  the  next  Session. 

As  regards  I'pper  Canada,  the  Committee  of  C<tuiicil  find  from  the  By-Laws  and  Rejxnts 
before  them,  that  the  following  Di.strict  Councils  have  comjilied  with  the  law,  and  levied  the 
aKsessment  re'juired  thereby  :  videlicet  ;  Bathur.st,  Victoria,  Newcastle,  Home,  Niagara,  (iore 
and  TalVxjt.  But  it  ajijieai-s  that  hitherto  there  has  been  no  census  of  the  population  shewing 
the  nuniViers  of  cliildreii  resident  in  each  Di.strict,  and  con.se«|uently  the  jnopoitions  re<iuireil  l>y 
the  Connnon  School  Act  cannot  be  ascertained. 

The  Committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  i>roportions  of  the  |io|)ulation  a|)pear- 
ing  by  the  Census  of  1841  be  taken  as  the  rule  of  division.  The  Committee  find  that  the  .V.ssist- 
ant  >u])erintendent  for  Tpjier  Canada  has  already  adojtted  this  rule.  an<l  the  Committee  think 
that,  unrler  the  circumstances,  it  was  the  best  within  his  reach. 

The  Committije,  therefore,  recommeiul  that  the  sum  of  Twenty  Thou.sand  pounds  (£20, (KM) 
he  net  apart  for  I'jiper  Canada,  aiul  tliat  a  share  of  the  same  be  distributed  amongst  the  aliove 
Hcven  DiMtricts,  according  to  their  relative  population.  And  furtlier,  that  Warrants  issue  for  the 
amount,  a«  ascertained  by  the  Assistant  Suiierinfendeiit,  in  favour  «»f  the  respective  District 
Treasurers. 
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The  Coininittoe  fuitliur  liiid  tli.it  in  tlit-  following  Di.stiicts  tho  division  into  School  districts 
li.is  been  made,  l)iit  no  sums  have  boon  levied  by  assessment,  the  Common  Schools  therein  con- 
tinuing to  he  supported  by  voluntary  fees  upon  tuition,  with  the  expected  aid  from  ]>ublic  funds, 
videlicet  :  The  (Jtta^\^l  Di.strict,  the  Eastern.  Midland.  Prince  Edward.  Colborjie,  Wellington, 
Urock,  Huron,  Lon(h)n  and   Western. 

in  these  Districts  many  of  the  School  districts  have  had  no  School  in  operation  during  the 
pa.st  year,  and.  therefore,  no  |»ublic  money  will  be  distributed  for  the  past  year,  asresjiects  these 
vacant  School  districts. 

The  C'onnuittee  woidtl,  therefore,  recounnend  that  tiie  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  pounds. 
(£:i(».(K)().)  af(»resaitl.  be  devided  as  ai>propriated  for  the  Districts,  according  to  their  relative 
amomits  of  population,  but  that  Warrants  be  issued  in  favour  of  the  District  Treasurers  for 
amounts,  in  the  proportion  which  the  Schools  rejiorted  to  be  in  operation  bear  to  the  whole 
numl)er  of  Scliool  iH.stricts,  in  each  of  the  said  Districts  res])ectively.  This  will  a  sum  of  nxmey 
equitably  at  the  credit  of  each  of  the  said  Districts  respectively,  which  may  be  expended,  in 
.1  Idition  to  the  grant  for  next  year  for  Connuon  School  purjHises,  if  Parliament  shall  see  tit. 

The  t'onnuittee  farther  find,  that,  in  the  following  Districts,  the  District  Councils  have  not 
eom|)lied  with  the  Connuon  School  Act,  either  by  setting  oti"  School  districts,  or  by  levying  As- 
sessments in  aid  of  Common  Schools,  videlicet  :     The  John.stown  and  Dalhousie  Districts 

It  is  well  known,  however,  that  in  the.se  Districts  a  number  of  Connuon  Schools  have  been 
in  o]ierati<>n  during  the  past  year,  supjxirted  by  voluntaiy  tuition  fees,  and  by  the  expectation 
of  public  aid. 

As  regards  these  Districts,  the  Connuittee  recommend  that  the  School  Money,  in  proj^or- 
tion  of  the  population,  l)e  set  apart,  and  that  such  sinus  be  distributed  for  the  Comnu)n  Schools 
reported  to  have  been  in  operation,  as  they  would  have  been  entitled  to  under  the  old  Law, 
leaving  the  balance  as  equitably  at  the  credit  of  the  Districts,  to  l)e  ex])ended,  in  addition  to 
the  funds  of  next  year,  for  Common  Scliool  ]>ur])oses,  if  the  Legislature  shall  see  tit.

With  reference  to  a  Minute  of  Council,  approved  on  the  13th  of  January,  last,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  distribution  of  the  Common  School  Finid.  approjtriated  for  the  year  1842.  and  ujxm 
consideration  of  the  Memorial  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Di.strict  of  Victoria,  represent- 
ing certain  difficulties  which  have  arisen  in  the  distiibution  contemplated  by  the  said  Minute, 
the  Committee  of  the  Executive  C(juncil  are  respectfully  of  opinion.    - 

First,  that  the  money  appropriated  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Prt)viuce  is  distributable 
in  respect  of  the  services  ])erformed  ])y  Teachers  in  the  year  1842,  and  should  be  distributed 
amongst  the  Teachers  who  h;ive  actually  kept  Schools  open  in  the  several  Townships,  the 
District  Councils  using  their  own  discretion  as  to  the  di.stribution  of  money  raised  by  local 
taxation. 

Serond,  that  in  the  distribution  of  the  public  money  .so  apjn-opriated  in  the  Di.strict  of  Vic- 
toria, the  Treasurer  should  be  guided  by  the  a])])roi)riation  made  by  the  District  Council 
amongst  the  several  Townships,  and  place  the  amount  so  approjiriated  at  the  credit  of  the  .said 
Townships  respectively,  and  honour  the  Warrants  of  the  School  Commissioners  to  the  amount 
so  credited,  leaving  it  to  the  School  Connnissioners  to  ili.stribute  the  money  amongst  the 
Teachers  of  the  year  1842,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  in  ju.st  proportion  to  the 
time  for  which  the  Schools  have  been  kept  open,  and  to  the  average  number  of  scholars  who 
have  attended. 

Third,  that  the  Treasurer  shovdd  reipiire  se])arate  Warrants  for  the  money  s(»  appropriated, 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners,  of  whom  the  Chairman  shall  be  one,  which  Warrants 
.should  have  embodied  therein,  or  attached  thereto,  a  statemoit  of  the  Teachers  i\ame.  the  time 
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for  which  his  School  shall  have  been  kept  open,  and  tlie  average  number  of  scholars  instructed 
tlierein.  and  that  no  appropriation  to  a  greater  amount  than  Twenty-Five  pounds,  (£25,)  should 
be  credited,  or  i>aid,   to  any  School  district  from  the  Provincial  Fund. 

If  the  District  Council  should  be  found  not  to  have  made  sucli  distribution  auiong  tlie  sev- 
eral Townships,  the  Warden  of  the  District,  witli  tlie  assistance  of  tlie  Clerk,  should,  in  the 
ojiinion  of  the  Committee,  make  the  distribution  according  to  the  census  of  the  pojjulation 
luuler  the  age  of  sixteen,  taken  in  the  year  1841,  and  inform  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  of  the 
distrilmtion  so  made. 

Mr.  Secretary  Harrison  will  communicate  the  substance  of  this  Order  to  the  Receiver  and 
Inspector-General,  and  to  the  Treasurers  and  Wardens  of  the  Districts  for  their  information 
and  iniidance.  and  tlie  regulation  will  api)ly  to  all  Districts  classed  number  one  in  Up])er  Canada, 
in  the  above  mentioned  Minute  of  Coinicil.

The  Connnittee  of  Council,  having  reference  to  a  general  Minute,  on  tlie  subject  of  the 
disti-il)ution  of  the  fund  apjirojjiiated  by  Parliament  in  aid  of  the  Common  Schools,  dated  13th  of 
January  last,  and  to  a  Minute  on  the  same  su])ject,  relating  to  the  distribution  of  the  same  fund. 
in  the  District  of  Victoria,  dated  the  Kith  of  Marcli  last.  have,  in  obedience  to  the  commands  of 
His  Excellency,  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  considered  tlie  accom[)anying  application  from  the  Warden 
of  the  Midland  Di.strict,  setting  forth,  that,  although  tlie  Municijial  Council  had  not,  in  strict 
obedience  to  the  Common  School  Act,  assessed  tlie  sum  ret^uired  to  be  raised  by  local  taxation, 
so  as  to  entitle  that  District  to  a  full  ])ro]jortion  of  the  Scliool  Fund,  yet  tliat  the  inhabicaiits  of 
the  District  had,  by  means  of  expenditure,  jaovided  by  voluntary  subscrij>tion.  and  by  Town- 
ship assessment.  e(juitably  entitled  the  District  to  a  distrilnitioii  on  tlie  same  ])rinci])les  adojjted, 
!is  respects  the  District  of  A'ictoria. 

Your  Excellency  will  perceive  from  a  jierusal  of  the  above  mentioned  Minutes  of  Council, 
that  the  Coiiniion  School   Act,  in   c<mse(|uence   of  the  novelty  of  its  juovisions  .     as  a 

strict  compliance  with  the  law,  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  Government,  and  tliat,  to  avoid  the 
evil  whicli  the  County  woukl  sufter,  if  the  apj)ro])riation  for  the  last  year  were  withheld  from 
distriliution,  a  course  has  been  adopted  as  nearly  conformable  to  tJie  s])irit  of  tlic  law,  and  tlie 
intenti<ms  of  the  Legislature,  as  circumstances  would  ])eiiiiit. 

With  the  same  oljject,  the  Committee,  on  consideration  of  the  jnesent  ajtijlicaticm,  are  of 
opinion  that  the  juayer  of  the  Warden  of  the  Midland  District  may  be  acceded  to,  and  that  the 
remaining  portion  of  tlie  sum  of  £1.129-l(i-74,  ai)])ro))riated  to  the  Midland  District,  be  distri- 
))Uted  on  the  same  jirincijdes  as  tliose  adopted  for  the  District  of  Victoria.

That  your  Petitioners  are  informed  by  tlie  Bishojt  (as  President),  that  it  was  intended  tli.it 
the  Chancellor  should  jneside  upon  all  convenient  occasions;  conse(|uently  in  liim  generally  lay 
the  j>ower  of  exercising  the;  inivikge  of  giving  the  second,  or  casting  vote. 

That  the  LeL'islature,  in  \]n:  year  18:57.  deemed  it  ex]»e<lient  to  increase  the  numl)er  of 
Members  on  tlie  College  Council,  and  by  the  amended  Charter  the  Council  was  made  to  consist 
of  twelve  Members,  five  of  whom  are  eroffieio  Members 

That  by  the  recent  Act  uniting  the  two  Provinces, changes  have  lieen  efVecled  which  neces- 
sarily requite  tlie  Cliaiicejior  and  four  of  the  eriifjirin  Members  tn  residi;  at  a  distance  from 
'f'oroiit-o.  tliereliy  viHiially  reducing  the  number  of  Members  011  the  College  Comicil  to  seven. 

That  the  \trnw\\\\g  Member,  the  I'.ishop.  (as  President)  now  w'elds  the  power  conferreil  liy 
I  li<    '-aKtili;.'  \ote. 
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Thfit,  in  addition  to  the  President,  there  are,  at  present,  two  other  Clergymen  on  the 
College  Council,  and  the  prol)al)ilitie.s  are  that  a  third  will  be  added  in  the  person  of  the  Princijial 
of  the  Minor  (or  l'j)per  Canada)  College,  should  the  vacancy  now  existing  be  tilled  up. 

That  the  interests  of  the  Episco])alian  Clmrch  will  tlieii  be  rei)resented  in  a  Council  con- 
sisting of  seven  Mciiil>crs  by  rive  Clerical  votes. 

That  your  Petitioners  are  of  o]»inion  tiiat  sucii  a  preponderance  cannot  exist, on  the  side  of 
any  one  interest,  without  seriously  cntlaMgcring  the  general  welfare  of  the  University. 

Your  Petitioners  therefore  ]iray  tiiat  Your  Honourable  House  will  take  these  matters  into 
your  most  serious  con.sideration  and  adopt  such  meas\nes  as  to  yoin-  Honourable  House  may 
appear  just  and  reasonable  in  the  premises." 

On  motion  of  the  Honourable  Mr.  Attorney  Ceneral  Baldwin,  seconded  l>y  Mr.  Malcolm 
Cameron,  it    was — 

Ordered,  That  the  last  preceding  Petition  be  now  read,  and  that  the  Jiule  of  this  House  of 
28th  June,  1841,  l)e  dispensed  witli  as  to  the  |)resent  Petition,  ami  the  said  Petition  was  read 
accordingly.      It  was  also 

Ordered,  That  FouVteen  hundred  copies  of  thi'  said  Petition  l)i'  jtiinted  in  the  English 
language  and  Four  hundred  in  the  French,  for  the  u.se  of  the  Mend>ers  of  this  House. 

NoTK. — No  action  was  taken  by  the  House  of  Assembly  on  this  Petition.

November  22nd,  lSJf3.  -  Ordered  :  That  the  Order  of  the  day  for  the  second  reading  of  tlie 
Bill  to  provide  for  the  separate  exercise  of  the  Collegiate  and  Cniversity  Functions  of  the  College 
.established  at  the  City  of  Toronto  in  Cjiper  Canada;  for  incorjtorating  ceitain  other  Colleges  and 
Collegiate  Institutions  of  that  division  of  the  Province,  with  tlie  University  ;  and  for  the  more 
efficient  establishment  and  sati.sfactory  (iovennent  of  tlie  same  1)6  postjxmed  until  Friday  next, 
the  24th  instant,  and  tliat  it  then  l)e  tlie  first  Order  of  the  day. 

The  Nkwly  Rkvised  CprEU  Canad.v  Common  School  Bill  ok  184.'1 

November  2.1rd,  JS^-J.  The  Order  of  the  day  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  to  jtrovide 
for  the  Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  Connuon  Schools  in  that  part  of  the  Province  called 
Upper  Canada  being  read.  The  said  liill  was  accordingly  read,  and  counnitted  to  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House  on  Monday  next. 

Oil  tlic  St'coiid  leadiiio-  of  this  {'oimnoji  School  Bill  for  Upper  Canada,  the 
Honourable  Francis  Hincks  took  the  opportunity  of  cxplainino-  the  principles  on 
which  he  had  constructed  this  new  Bill  for  C-omnion  Schools  in  Upper  Canada, 
and  in  contra.stinc^  its  provisions  with  those  of  the  discarded  Common  School 
Bill  of  1841,  whicli,  when  pa.ssed,  was  made  to  apply  to  the  whole  of  the  then 
newl_y  united  Province  of  (Upper  and  Lower)  Canada,  but  whicli  was  fouinl,  bv 
experience,  to   be  adapted  to  the  wants  of  neither  section  of  tliat  Province. 

Mr.  Hincks'  ex])laiiatioii  was  followed  by  remarks,  on  the  character  of  tho 
Bill,  V)y  Messieurs  .John  Tucker  Williams,  Edmund  Murney,  John  Neilson,  John 
Philip  Robliu,  Marcus  Child,  Elmes  Steele  ami  the  Honourable  Robert  Baldwin. 

These  remarks  of  the  Members  of  the  House,  of  Assembly  will  be  found  to  be 
hio-hly  interestino-,  from  the  fact  that  they  were  the  expression  of  the  opinions  of 
the  leading  public  men  of  fifty  years  ago  on  Common  School  matters. 
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Oil  the  second  readiuo-  of  the  Coniiuon  School  Bill  of  1S43,  Mr.  Hiiicks  said  : — 

That  the  ujectitms  to  the  hite  Bill  of  1841  were,  on  account  of  its  details,  and  not  as  to  its 
j»iincii)le. 

As  many  people  were  vuiwilling  tt)  hear  of  any  reference  to  the  United  Stiites,  he  would 
remark,  that  the  principle  of  the  present  Bill  was  the  same  as  that  of  the  measin-e  which  was 
carried  out  in  Prussia.  It  was  rather  singular  that  a  desi)()tic.  as  well  as  rejiuhlican,  (Jovernment. 
(alluding  to  the  United  States.)  should  have  united  in  the  same  plan  for  the  imri>ose  of  general 
education. 

The  Government  (irant  was  to  induce  ])arents  to  send  their  children  to  school,  which, 
otherwise,  they  would  not  il<).  In  New  York  a  similar  Bill  had  l)een  in  operation  for  years. 
Taking  the  State  grant  there,  it  amounted  only  to  eleven  pence  for  each  scholar  per  annum. 
There  was  also  a  local  tax  of  two  shillings  per  scholar,  and  the  jtarents  had  also  to  jjay  ten  shil- 
lings per  pupil: — this  small  sum  of  eleven  ])ence  for  each  scholar  was,  however,  found  to 
operate  as  a  sufficient  inducement  : 

Considering  the  ]»osition  of  this  country,  the  pul)lic  grant  for  this  piuixise  of  i'5f^,<  OC,  from 
the  Province  of  Canada  was  a  truly  nuniiticent  one.  and  amounted  to  two  shillings  and  ten  pence 
for  each  scholar.  It  would  not  he  right  that  all  the  exjjense  should  fall  upon  the  j)areuts.  The 
property  of  the  country  ought  to  bear  its  j)orti(m  of  the  burthen.  At  the  same  time,  neither 
would  it  be  advantageous  for  the  endowment  to  be  much  larger  than  it  was.*  It  was  necessary 
to  interest  the  public  in  tiiis  measure ;  and,  the  only  way  to  do  so,  was  to  make  them  i)ay  for  it  ; 
very  large  endowments,  as  was  shown  in  the  case  of  U])j)er  Canada  College,  often  leading  to 
abuse.  The  present  Bill  did  away  with  those  large  Boards  of  Education  jjrovided  by  the  former 
Bill  of  1841,  and  substituted  for  them  one  Officer  who  would  be  appointed  by  the  various  District 
Councils.  With  these  remarks,  he  trusted  the  Hou.se  would  su])]tort  the  motion  to  have  the  Bill 
read  a  second  time. 

Mr.  John  T.  Williams  ait])roved  of  the  Bill,  with  the  exception  of  the  School  tax  lieing  made 
compulsory. 

Mr.  Edmund  Murney  .said,  that  the  former  Bill  (of  1841)  was  very  unpoi)ular,  and  that 
those,  who  had  no  children,  did  not  understand  why  compulsory  paj^ment  of  rate  should  l)e 
imposed  to  su])])f)rt  the  children  of  other  peo])le.  The  old  Bill  gave  the  people  a  better  control 
over  the  Teachers,  and  w'ere  the  old  .system  gone  back  to,  it  would  be  much  more  i)alatable  to  the 
Country  at  large. 

Mr.  John  Neil.son  commended  the  Bill  in  general  terms,  and  e.xjtressed  himself  happy  to 
support  it. 

Mr.  John  P.  Rol)lin  ajjproved  of  the  princi])le  of  the  Bill,  but  not  altogether  of  its  machin- 
ery. Those  who  found  fault  with  theSchool  tax.  which  it  im])osed  upon  proi)ertv,  ought  to  recol- 
lect, that  it  was  a  tax  ujion  the  rich,  who  could  afford  it,  for  the  benetit  of  the  jxior ;  and  yet  the 
poor  man  ]»aid  his  pro])ortion  also.  But  who,after  all,  is  the  most  benerttted  by  the  edvication  of  the 
jK)f>r  '.  Was  it  not  the  rich  man,  whose  position  was  enhanced  by  having  an  intelligent,  orderly, 
pojjulation  around  him  '.  Unless  the  tax  were  made  comitulsory,  those  who  had  no  children 
w<mld  not  contribute  to  it.  One  objecti<m  to  the  former  Bill  was,  the  mode  of  i)aying  the 
Teachers.  By  the  present  Bill,  however,  the  Teachers,  as  it  might  l)e  agreed  u])(jn,  could  take 
payment  "in  kind."  This  was  nuich  reipiired.  With  few  exceptions,  the  Bill  was  a  good  one. 
He  (Mr.  Roblin),  however,  did  not  entirely  a])prove  of  Normal  Schools,  but  would  like  to  see 
the  higher  Institutions  of  the  country  projterly  supported.  He  himself  was  as  nuich  opposed  as 
any  one  to  taxation  ;  but  when  it  was  for  the  general  good,  the  ]{epresentatives  of  the  pe<iple 
should  combat  popular  prejudices  again.st  it. 

Were  Libraries  established  in  every  locality,  he  thought  they  would  be  ])roductive  of  nuicii 
benetit.  Indeed  he  (Mr.  Roblin)  was  willing  to  incur  ihe  resjtonsibility  of  measures  for  the  gen- 
eral good,  however  popular  opinion  might  be  in  a  degree  opj)osed  to  them. 

Mr.  Marcus  Child  wcmld  prefer  a  free  system  <jf  Education  altogether. 

Mr.  Ehnes  Steele  highly  apjjroved  of  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  but  objected  to  comjiulsory 
taxation. — In  his  neighbourhood,  the  people  were  too  im])overished  already,  to  bear  any  more 
Iturthens  in  the  shape  of  taxation. 

The  Honourable  Robert  Baldwin  said,  that,  altho\igii  the  ))eo]>le  were  averse  to  the  machin- 
ery of  the  old  Bill,  yet  as  a  step  in  advance,  they  were  grateful  t<i  the  (ioveiinnent  for  having 
introduced  it.     The  pre.sent  measure  was  designed  U>  obviate  the  objecticms  to  the  former  Bill.

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Ho  adiniii'il  tlii'  it'i narks  nf  tin-  Mcnil)!.:!'  for  I'liiKc  Ivluaid.  (Mr.  Knlilin).  Tlicv  wcic  those  of 
a  j)hil<)S()|ilu'r.  It  was  the  rieli  man  wlio  wtnild  he  |)eeiiHarly  l)eiietitte(l  hy  the  |ieo|ple  lieing 
educated.  .\iid  surely,  those  who  were  so  fortunate  as  to  l)eh)ng  to  that  favoured  class,  could  not 
l)e  so  narrow-minded,  and  so  hlind  to  their  own  interests,  as  to  oltject  to  l)e  taxed  to  effect  tliis 
great  and  iniportYint  ohject  ! 

He  woidd  like  to  see  Lii)raries  estal)lished  :  lint  Normal  Schools  were  of  primary  imjiort- 
ance.  Because  the  system  in  New  Voik  was  a  work  of  years,  it  was  no  reas<in  why  we  should 
linger  in  our  progress.  We  nui.st  !)enetit  l)y  the  experience  of  others,  and  take  from  other 
C'ountiies  all  the  good  measures  we  can.  The  ]iui)lic  were,  after  all,  only  partly  called  upon  to 
support  the  Schools  The  (iovernmeiit  (irant,  large  as  it  was,  was  only  intended  as  a  stinudus, 
and  i>ught  not  to  go  heyond  that.  He  was  convinced  that,  when  I  lie  measure  was  fidly  before  the 
pul)Iic.  it  would  l)e  generally  approved  of. 

The  l'>ill  was  tlien  read  a  second  time,  and  conniiittod  to  the  Whole  House  for  .Monda\  next.

^/wow  to  tiu'  Ex-Ministt'i-.s  of  Sir  Cliarlcs  Metcalfe,  (Itiiiii^^  tli.-  lattei-  part  of  J.S43 
he  thus  contrasted  the  Geiiei-al  Conmion  School  Act  of  1S4I,  ami  the  one  of  184:1 
— which  had  been  ])i'e])ai'ed  solely  for  U])|)ei-  Canada: — -He  sai<l: — 

My  worthy  friend  who  jjropo.sed  the  toa.st  has  most  justly  observed  that  a  sound  sy.stem  of 
education  is  eminently  calculatetl  to  ])romote  tlie  |)eace,  hai)])iness,  and  ])rosperity  of  the 
Country.         .  .  .  The  subject  is,  indeed,  a  most  comprehensive  one,  involving  a  system 

of  elementary  education  for  those  who  are  unal)le  to  afford  their  children  a  better  one  ;  one  of  a 
superior  kind  at  the  (iranunar  Schools — and,  finally, "at  the  University,  on  which  we  nnist  depend 
for  the  education  of  our  professional   men,  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning. 

1  .shall  tir.st  allude  to  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  elementary  education,  in  which  the  great  mass  (;f 
the  })eople  arrf  most  particvdarly  interested.  You  uuist  be  well  aware,  gentlemen,  that  the 
Connnon  School  law,  |)assed  during  the  first  session  of  the  [nx'sent  Parliament,  has  been  loudly^ 
condennied  by  our  opponents.  ... 

No  man  is  more  sensible  than  1  am  of  the  defects  of  tlie  late  School  Law.  (of  1<S41)  ;  so  <'reat, 
indeed,  were  they,  that  it  has   been  founcl   impossible  to   work  it.      That  .      .      School   Law 

was  not  framed  by  any  Ministry,  responsible,  or  otherwise;  it  was  hastily  ])ut  together  in  a 
Select  Connnittee  of  the  House  of  Assend)ly,  consisting  of  [twenty-threej  Meml)ers  ;  without 
that  deliberation  and  care  which  such  a  measure  ought  to  have  received. 

How  different  is  the  case  now  !  The  School  Law,  pa!»sed  during  the  Session  of  184;i,  has 
received  the  utmost  attention  that  could  be  bestowed  ujion  it  ;  and  the  greatest  jjains  have  been 
taken  to  make  it  suitable  to  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  ])eople.  I  know  tliat  among  some  ]>eo- 
ple  ))rejudices  against  it  may  exist;  but  I  believe  that,  on  mature  reflection,  those  ja-ejudices 
will  be  removed. 

I  would  i)articularly  refer  to  one  class  of  our  population,  tlie  natives  of  Scotland,  who  come 
from  a  Country  blessed  with  a  .system  of  elementary  education  superior  to  wliat  is  to  l)e  found  in 
any  other  part  of  Her  Majesty's  Dominions.      The  ]*arish  Schools  of  Scotland,  which  have  made 


that  Country  what  it  is,  and  which  are  the  pride,  antl  justly  so,  of  every  Scotchman,  are  sui). 
ported  by  a  tax  upon  property.  Tlie  Scottish  emigrant  wh(j  comes  to  Canada  expects  to  ha\-e 
education  on  a  .similar  footing,  but  he  does  not  reflect  that,  whereas,  in  Scotland,  he  was  only  a 
Tenant,  in  Canada,  he  is  a  Proj)rietor,  and  conse(piently  a  tax  upon  land  would  fall  upon  himself. 


The  princijde  adoj)ted  in  the  School  Bill  of  1843,  is  this,  the  (xovernment  pay  a  certain 
amount  to  each  Township — the  projterty  in  that  Township  ])ays  an  ecpial  amount  ;  or.  if  the  Coun- 
cillors elected  l)y  the  ]teoi)le  choo.se  it,  doul)le  the  amount.  This  forms  the  School  Fund  which 
is  divided  among  the  School  districts,  the  Trustees  of  wliichrai.se  the  balance  of  the  Teacher's  sal- 
ary by  a  Rate  Bill  on  the  parents  of  the  children.     The  system  is  as  simple  as  it  is  just. 

I  know  that  a  ])rejudice  exists  against  the  tax  ;  but  it  is  merely  from  prejudice  and  i<Mior- 
ance  of  its  effect.  The  tax  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  resident  settlers.  The  higher  the  tux.  the 
lower  will  be  the  Rate  Bill  on  the  parents.  A  porticm  of  the  tax  falls  on  the  non-residents,  on 
the  rich,  and  on  those  who  have  no  children  ;  and,  therefore,  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  people 
to  have  the  tax  as  high  as  the  law  allows.     'I''iie  best  proof  that  I  can  offer  of  the  correctness  of 

IG  D.E. 
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this  view  is  that,  iii  the  state  of  New  York,  tliere  is  hardly  an  iu.stance  in  which  the  Townshij)s  do 
not  tax  themselves  double  the  amount  of  the  (Joveiinnent  (Tvant.  althougli  only  leciuired.  as 
with  us.  to  tax  to  an  e<iual  amount. 

I  may  here  observe  that,  notwitlistanding  tlie  comiilaints  made  of  tlie  small  amount  of  our 
Cxovernment  Grant,  it  is  upwards  of  three  times  as  nnich  ])er  scholar  as  that  in  tlie  State  of  New 
York,  where  the  Common  School  system  has  produced  such  astonisliing  results.  Some  people 
seem  to  have  imagined  that  it  was  ex])ected.  that  the  t'onnuon  Scliool  (Irant  and  the  tax  would 
l)e  sufficient  to  entirely  supjmrt  the  Teacher,  instead  of  being  merely  an  encouragement  to  the 
^settlers  to  establish  Schools  at  their  own  ex]>ense. 

In  framing  this  system,  gentlemem.  you  will  observe  that,  as  in  all  other  instances,  the  late 

Ministry  liave  divested  the  (Jrant  of  all  local  ])atronage.      Everything  has  been  left  to  the  ])eo])le 

themselves  ;  and  1  feel  perfectly  convinced  that   they  will  ])rove  then\selves  capal)le  of  managing 

heir  <nvn  afiairs  in  a  more  satisfactory  manner  than  any  (Government    I'>oards  of  Education,   or 

visiting  Superintendents  could  do  for  them. 

The  new  School  Act  ])rovides  also  for  the  estal)lishment  in  each  Townshij)  of  a  Model 
School  :--the  Teacher  of  which  is  to  receive  a  larger  share  than  otheis  of  the  School  Fund,  pro- 
vided he  gives  gratintous  instrviction  to  the  other  Teachers  in  tlie  Townshi)!.  mider  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  estal)lishe(l. 

There  is  also  a  provision  for  a  Model  School  in  each  County,  on  a  similar  plan.  l)ut,  of  course, 
<jf  a  higlier  grade.  It  is  left  to  the  })eo])le  themselves.  <ir  tlieir  rejjresentatives.  in  the  several 
Municipalities,  to  establish  these  Model  Schools,  or  not,  as  they  deem  expedient.  But  it  is  pro- 
vided that  as  soon  as  a  Provincial  Normal  School  sliall  be  in  o])eration,  (and  tlie  system  will 
never  be  com])lete  without  one,)  the  Teachers  of  the  Model  Schools  nnist  have  certificates  of 
<]ualitication  from  the  Professors  of  the  Normal  School.  {Reminiscfitreg  of  His  Ptihlic  Life  : 
Bii  Sir  Francis  Uincks,  K.C.MM.,   C.J!.,  yxj;/c  17.'>-i:7.)

His  speech  disjjlayed  a  higher  order  of  ability  and  eloquence, 
and  to  have  condensed  it  would  only  have  mutilated  it.  When  it  appears  at  length,  a  correct  opinion  may 
be  formed  of  the  ainount  of  profescional  talent  which,  according  to  the  opiniona  of  many,  the  votes  of  the 
House  will  demonstrate  to  have  been  thrown  away  on  this  occasion.

It  is  a  matter  of  general  historical  inserest  to  know  that  the  memorable  discussion  in  I.S50  62  at  (Que- 
bec on  the  University  Question  WAS  f)unded  prim-vrily  on  the  provisions  of  this  abjrtive  Bid,  and  especi- 
ally on  the  University  Act  of  1852,  as  they  applied,  especially  the  provision  of  the  latter  Act  to  the  "  out- 
lying Colleges,"  as  they  were  called  in  Upper  Canada.

CHAPTER  XXII. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  UF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  EDU- 
CATION ON  THE  COMMON  SCHOOLS  IN  UPPER  CANADA,  1842. 

To  His  Excellency  Sir  Charles  Theophilus  Metcalfe,  Governor  General 
OF  Canada.

I  liave  the  honour  to  submit  to  Your  Excellency  the  annual  Report  on  the  actual  state  and 
toiidition  of  the  Common  Schools  throughout  Canada  West,  foi-  the  yeai-  1842,  as  re<iuired  by 
the  tifth  division  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  Common  School  Act,  4th  and  .^)th  Vict.  Chaptei  IH. 

Junnediately  upon  issuing  the  Connnission  ap])ointing  a  Superintendent  of  Education,  and 
two  Assistants,  the  ap])ortionment  r)f  the  Connuon  School  Kuiul  was  attended  t<».  But  as  this 
a|)portioriment  reipiiretl  to  be  made  according  to  the  then  last  Census  of  the  Province,  and  find- 
ing that  the  last  Census  of  Canada  West  was  taken  in  1841.  and  the  then  last  Census  of  Canada 
East  in  18;}l.  and  tiiiding  also  that  the  apitortiomnent  in  the  ratio  of  those  different  returns 
of  the  ('ensus  would  havi;  done  a  manifest  injustice  to  Canada  East,  it  was  [)roj)osed  to  divide 
tlie  £50,000  granted  liy  the  Legislature  for  the  year  1842,  between  the  two  sections  of  the  Pro- 
vince, in  the  proportion  of  three  to  two.  This  j)ro])os;il  having  been  acceticd  to  by  the  Execu- 
tive Government.  £'30.(i(KI  was  set  off  for  Canada  East  and  tlic  remaining  €20.n(iO  for  Canada 
VNcHt. 

This  jireliminary  anangemint  l)eing  completed,  tlie  £20,000  foj-  Canada  NN'est  v.as  appor- 
tioned amongst  the  several  Municipal  Districts  therein,  and  the  City  of  Toronto,  in  i)roportion 
t.o  the  inhabit^uits  in  each.  un<ler  sixteen  years  of  age.  This  rule  was  adopted  because  the  Census 
for  1841  did  not  give  th«  j)  )j)iilation  bjtwojii  five  and  sixteen  as  required  in  the  School  Bill. 

The  calculations  for  the  apportionment  of  the  Comiuou  School  fund  anmngst  the  several 
Municipal  Districts  and  the  City  of  Toronto,  were  furnished,  and  the  result  intimated  to  their 
respective  Treasurers,  on  the  '^.'^rd  day  of  May,  1842.  and  at  the  same  time  a  certified  co[)y  of 
the  Hp|nirtif)nment  was  lodged  with  the  Receiver  General. 
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The  next  Ijiisiues.s  iminecliiitul}  ic<(uired  of  the  Sui)oriiituii(lent  after  iiiJiking  tliis  intimation, 
was  tlie  ])rei)aiation  of  suitalile  forms  of  the  neveral  rejtorts  as  required  by  tlie  Statute.  Ist.  For 
tlie  ti)uarterly  Re|)orts  liy  tlie  N'isiting  Commissioners  to  the  Townsliii)  (yonniiissioners.  2n(l.  My 
tlie  Townshi))  Commissioners  to  the  Distiict  Council.  Jiy  tin-  District  Councils  to  the  Chief 
Superintenileiit.  Tliese  sevei'al  forms  were  com|ilete(l  anil  si-iit  to  the  District  Clerks  for  distri- 
l)Ution  on  the  20tli  June,  1842. 

\\  hen  i-ngaged  in  the  |)ie|)aration  of  these  ftirms,  it  was  ohseived  that  the  time  a|)|)ointed 
hy  the  law  for  giving  in  the  Annual  ReportH  of  the  Township  Commissioners  to  the  Municipal 
Councils,  was  after  the  several  Councils,  in  November,  1842,  would  have  finished  their  sittings 
and  therefoi'e  without  departing  fritm  the  time  mentioned  in  tlu;  .Act  foi-  these  I'eports,  there 
would  not  have  iieena  ii^port  from  any  District  in  Canada  West  foi- 1842,  unless  a  sj)ecial  meeting 
of  the  Council  had  ln-en  called  for  that  |)articulai'  jiurposc. 

Foi-  thi'se  reasons,  and  with  tin'  vit'w  of  securing  full  ie|)orts  for  thi'  whole  of  tlic  first  year 
under  the  n«.;w  School  liill.  the  several  periods  for  giving  in  the  reports  were  changed,  so  that  the 
whole  operations  in  1^42,  might  herei)orte<ll)y  the  Coin  icils  in  February,  1843,  to  the  Superintendent. 
For  this  rea.son  the  forms  for  (^)uarterly  Reports  by  the  Visiting  Connni.ssioners  to  the  Township 
Connuissioners,  were  ordered  to  be  given  in  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April.  •July,  ()ctol)er  and 
January.  The  forms  for  the  animal  Re])orts  of  the  Township  Commi.ssioiiers  to  tin;  District 
Council,  to  be  given  in  on  or  before  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  .ranuary,  and  the  annual  report  by 
the  Municipal  Councils  to  the  Chief  Superintendent,  on  or  bi'foic  the  tliir<l  Tucsdav  in 
February,  1843. 

Having  notified  the  apportionment  of  the  Common  School  fuiul  to  the  several  Treasurers, 
and  having  forwarded  the  forms  of  reports  to  the  District  Clerks  for  di.stril)ution  among  the 
Comniissioners  in  their  respective  Townships  tlie  next  duty  recpiired  by  the  Superintendent  by 
the  Statute  was  the  annual  Visitation  of  the  several  Municipal  Districts.  This  (luty  became  the 
more  necessary  to  receive  early  attention,  as  it  appeared  from  the  coi'respondence  with  the  Kdii- 
cation  Oftice,  tliat  there  was  in  general,  great  ignorance  among  Common  School  Commissioners 
and  Teachers  regarding  the  provisions  of  the  School  Bill. 

In  contemplating  this  duty  it  was  found  impo.ssible  to  visit  i,'\ery  School  District,  as  this 
would  have  reipiired  the  whole  year  visiting  more  than  five  schools  every  two  hours  during  the 
usual  time  of  teaching,  which  was  i^uite  impracticable.  Neither  was  it  practicable  to  visit  every 
Township,  for  this  would  have  rcipiired  the  whole  year  visiting  one  Townshi|i  i;verv  lawful 
day. 

From  this  consideration,  it  was  resolved  to  intimate  to  the  several  District  Clerks  the  time 
when  their  District  would  be  visted,  and  reipiest  them  to  inform  the  Teachers  of  the  intended 
visit,  and  to  ui'ge  their  attendance  in  the  District  Town,  at  the  ap])ointed  time,  and  with  tluMii 
at  least  one  Commissioner  from  each  Township. 

Fiixi.  This  method  of  visiting  the  Municipal  Districts  was  considergd  to  be  the  only  jiiactJ- 
ca})le  way  Ijy  which  thi^se  visits  could  be  made  serviceable' to  all  parties  interested  therein.  'I'he 
most  prominent  points  which  presented  themselves,  ;is  deserving  s])ecial  attention  at  these 
meetings,  were  : 

1st.  To  explain  to  Teachers  and  Common  School  Commissioners  whatever  dithculties  they 
might  have  met  in  the  School  Bill,  either  as  interesting  themselves,  personally,  or  that  might 
teiul  to  encourage  them  to  carry  the  Bill,  so  far  as  ])ractical)le,  into  full  and  efhcieiit  operation. 
With  this  view,  the  Commissioners  and  Teachers,  and  all  present  at  these  mitetings,  were  invited 
to  put  such  (|uestions  as  they  thought  pr()j)er,  in  order  to  elicit  the  information  they  required. 
This  exercise  was  continued  .so  long  as  any  individual  present  had  any  further  (piestion  to  pro- 
pose, aiul  the  meetings  were,  in  tliis  manner,  freipiently  occupied  for  several  hours.  These 
explanations  ajtpeared,  in  general,  to  be  pleasing  to  the  District  Meetings,  and  their  a|)probation 
was  frequently  shown  in  the  ino.st  unequivocal  and  gratifying  manner.  Many  of  the  Di.strict 
Meetings  were  attended  by  the  Warden  and  .some  of  the  Councillors,  who  kindly  assi.sted  in 
eliciting  information,  and  in  ex|»laiiiiiig  the  provisions  of  the  Hill,  and  .shewed  tliat  they  had  the 
subject  deeply  at  heart. 

iScroiid.  To  ascertain  the  Books  which  weri'  recommcndeil  l)y  thi'  Commissioners  in  each 
Townshi]j  to  be  used  in  the  Schools  their  charge,  as  directed  in  the  fourth  division  of  the 
.seventh  section  of  the  School  Bill.  It  was  found  that  in  many  Townslii|)s  the  Coiiimi.ssioners 
had  not  attended  to  this  important  part  of  their  duty.  The  Teachers  under  such  circum.stance.s, 
having  been  left  to  name  their  own,  or  rather  to  teach  such  books  as  the  Parents  clio.se  to  send. 
In  several  instjiiices  it  has  been  stated  Ijy  Teachers  in  the  Public  District  Meeting.s,  that  there 
were  only  two  or  three  old  tattered  fragments  of  books  in  their  Schi>ols,  considered  as  common 
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jtroperty,  and  used  by  all  in  attendance,  the  Parents  refusing  to  jmchase  b()f)ks.  from  the  con- 
viction that  the  fourth  division  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  School  Bill  provided  for  the  sjiipply  of 
school  books  by  assessment  on  the  Townshijts.  Where  the  Commissioners  have  nominated  the 
books,  it  is  generally  found  that  the  Teachers  are  n<it  obliged  to  use  no  other  books,  these  being 
recommended  only  in  so  far  as  practicable,  which  is  generally  interpreted  by  the  people  to  mean, 
so  far  as  they  are  obliged  to  purchase  new  books,  which  is  rarely  tlie  case,  while  they  have  any 
old  books  on  hand.  From  these  circumstinces.  Teachers  seldom  have  the  jtower  of  forming 
their  pupils  into  classes  in  any  part  of  their  studies,  and  therefore  cannot  excite  that  emulation 
which  is  so  necessjiry  in  carrying  forward  the  education  of  yfiuth.  liesides,  many  of  the  books 
in  use  are  both  old  and  anticjuated,  and  ill  comjjort  with  the  imprf>vements  of  the  uineteentli 
century.  In  a  few  instances,  the  Commissioners  have  employed  the  Teachers  in  the  Tovvnshi])s. 
as  a  body,  to  .submit  to  them  a  li.st  of  the  books  which  they  would  reconnnend  in  the  several 
departments  of  an  English  education.  These  lists  have,  in  general,  been  as  judicious  as  the 
present  means  of  supply  in  the  Province  would  admit  of. 

Third.  To  ascertain  the  course  of  study,  and  the  general  rules  for  the  conduct  of  the 
ComnioH  Schools,  as  prescribed  by  the  Connni.ssioners.  The  course  of  study  not  having  been 
pointed  out  in  any  written  instruction  given  to  the  Teachers,  only  a  verj'  confused  idea  has  been 
formed  on  the  subject.  The  only  data  u])on  which  to  proceed  being  the  books  prescribed  to  be 
used  in  the  schools.  But,  even  here,  there  is  no  order  ix>inted  out.  The  pujiil  may,  for  any- 
thing to  the  contrary  contained  in  the  instructions,  commence  his  studies  wherever  he  has  a 
mind,  and  pro.secute  them  in  whatever  order  jjleases  iiimself.  The  general  rviles  for  the  conduct 
of  Schools  have,  in  most  instances,  been  better  than  those  for  the  covuse  of  study.  Yet,  even 
here,  there  is  often  such  vagueness  in  one  instance,  and  such  minuteness  and  unnecessary  par- 
ticularity in  another,  that  the  whole  may  be  considered  as  a  perfect  anomaly  in  a  General  Sj'stem 
of  Education.  Tt  has  very  frequently  been  urged,  Ijotli  by  Common  School  Oonnnissioners  and 
Te;ichers.  that  the  ajjpointment  of  the  books,  prescribing  the  course  f)f  study,  and  the  general 
rules  for  the  regulatitm  of  Common  Schools  should  emanate  from  the  Superintendent.  But  all 
direct  interference  in  these  matters  has  been  declined  on  the  ground,  that  the  duties  which  they 
thus  wished  to  devolve  ujjon  him  were  legally  vested  in  the  Conuiion  School  Coiumissioners. 
This  circumstance  is  mentioned,  not  with  any  view  to  disparage  either  the  zeal  or  devf)tedness  of 
the  Commissioners  to  discharge  their  duty,  but  simply  to  shew  the  feeling  regarding  these 
important  regulations,  and  to  free  the  Township  Connnissioners  from  one  part  of  their  arduous 
duty,  which, in  the  majority  of  cases,  they  have  neither  time  nor  exi)erience  to  discharge  to  their 
own  .satisfaction . 

Fourth.  To  imjires-s  upon  Teachers  the  great  responsibility  of  their  station  in  society,  and 
the  necessity  for  the  strictest  propriety  in  their  walk  and  conversation,  both  in  and  out  of  schocd. 
This  resolution  was  adopted,  because  the  impression  on  the  j)ublic  mind  for  many  years  ])ast 
resfjecting  Common  School  Teachers  appears  to  have  been  that  these  men  are,  in  general,  as  low 
in  their  prudence  and  morality  as  they  are  in  their  pecuniary  resources.  It  was  certainly 
expected,  from  the  rumors  which  had  gone  into  circulation,  that  many  melancholy  proofs  of  the 
truth  of  these  impressit)ns  would  have  shown  themselves  openly  fhiring  the  annual  visitaticm  of 
the  several  Municipal  Di.stricts,  But  it  is  due  to  the  Teachers  who  attended  these  meetings, 
thus  publicly  and  officially  to  .state  that,  with  three  individual  exceptions,  they  conducted  them- 
selves with  great  propriety,  and  left  a  most  refreshing  impression  that,  in  these  respects,  they 
were  far  superior  to  what  report  had  said  regarding  them.  The  duties  f)f  Teachers,  and  the 
respon.siVjility  of  their  .'Stations  in  .society  were  set  before  them,  as  briefly  and  forcibly  as  possible, 
at  the  public  Meetings,  and  their  feelings  on  the  occasion  were,  without  any  public  excefition. 
those  of  esteem  and  gratitude.  The  fact  cannot  be  denied,  that  the  position  occupied  by 
Teachers  has,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  been  the  most  inipropitious.  Boarding  for  a  few 
flays  at  a  time  with  the  several  families  by  whom  they  are  employed,  and  the  changing  from 
house  to  house,  their  minds  have  become  dissi]iated,  and  ))rivate  study  has  generally  been 
altogether  neglected.  But  even  where  this  has  not  been  the  system,  and  wiiere  the  Teachers 
have  boarded  themselves,  their  income  generally  has  been  such  as  to  oblige  them  ¥>  live  in  the 
lowest  taverns,  and  conse<jU(;ntly  t.o  associate  with  the  lf)weKt  and  most  dissi|)ateil  characters  in 
the  neighbourhofMl.  By  this  daily  intercourse  with  barroom  politicians,  and  bar-room  divines, 
they  insensibly  become  assimilated  to  them  in  their  manners,  views  and  habits,  and  are  thus 
rendered  utterly  distpialified  for  condticting  the  education  of  youth.  B>it  Teachers  ha<l  no 
alternative.  They  h;ui  not  the  means  to  enable  them  to  choose  either  their  place  or  their  com- 
pany. Their  income  neither  enable<l  them  to  live  in  respectable  lodgings,  nor  to  associate  with 
resfiectable  society.  Neither  the  (iovernment  nor  the  People  have  yet  j)rovided  for  Teachers  the 
<oinfort  of  a  dwelling  house,  where  th<;y  might  be  at  home,  and  enabled  to  devote  their  leisure 
liours  U>  the  advancement  r.f  education  by  the  improvement  of  their  own  minds.  These  things 
are,  therefore,  evidently  not  what  they  ought  to  I)e  in  any  Province  of  the  British  Empire. 
Because,  whatever  is  adverse  U>  the  comfort  and  respectability  of  Teachers  stands  directly  opposed 
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to  the  education  of  youth,  and   coiiset|uently  to  the  power  of  tlie  Civil   (iovoriiiiient,  and   the 
moral  resjioctability  of  tliu  people. 

Fifth.  It  was  intended  to  have  spent  one  day  witli  the  Teacliers  at  every  District  meeting 
in  the'exercise  of  the  Normal  School,  with  the  view  of  leadinir  tliem  to  adopt  the  he.st  methods  of 
connnunicating  instruction  to  their  pupils,  and  of  exercising  di.scipline  in  their  Scliools.  But 
during  the  Hrst  part  of  the  ainuial  visitations,  it  was  found  to  i)e  im])ractical)le  to  engage  with 
advant^ige  in  the  exerci.ses,  as  many  of  the  Teaciiers  urged  the  necessity  of  i)eing  permitted  to 
return  home  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  from  the  want  of  funds  to  pay  their 
ex]ien.ses  if  they  were  detained  anotlier  day.  I'nder  tiiese  consideration.s,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  abandon  for  a  seasim  what  ajipeared  .so  desirable  a  |)art  of  the  annual  visitations.  The 
importance  of  this  duty  was  however  generally  alluded  to,  and  a  hope  held  out  that  it  might  be 
undertaken  at  some  future  period,  .\nother  advantage  antici|)ated  from  these  exercises  was.  that 
they  would  ali'ord  to  the  Suj»erinten<lent  an  opportunity  of  ascertaining  generally  the  ipialitica- 
tions  of  Teachers.  Many  of  the  Teacher.s,  perhaps  even  a  majority  of  the  whole  in  Canada  West, 
have  received  only  a  very  limited  education,  an(l  even  that  not  unfreipiently  obtained  in  Schools 
where  none  of  the  modern  improvements  in  education  had  been  introduced,  thus  leaving  them  in 
a  great  measure  without  sutticient  knowledge  either  to  counuunicate  instruction  or  to  exercise 
discipline  to  the  l)e.st  advantage.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  art  of  teaching  is  so  different 
from  re(piirements  in  literature,  that  a  man  may  in  knowledge  be  a  }>hiloso|)her,  and  yet  in  the 
ait  of  c<tmnuinicating  instruction  to  others  he  may  still  be  a  chihl.  For  this  reason  Normal 
Schools  are  eagerly  sought  after  in  several  of  the  Municipal  Districts  in  the  Province,  to  ipialify 
Teachers  for  the  discharge  of  their  arduous  and  important  duties.  These,  and  similar  considera- 
tions, led  to  the  conviction  that  some  effort  should  be  made  l)y  the  Superintendent  during  the 
District  visitations  to  introduce  the  Normal  training,  without  which  the  present  generation  of 
Teachers  must  ])a.ss  away,  and  i)erha])s  their  succe.s.sors  in  oHice,  before  the  modern  system  of 
education  finds  its  way  into  more  than  a  very  few  of  our  Connuon  Schools.  But  l»y  introducing 
the  .system  of  annual  lessons  to  Teachers  on  the  best  methods  of  comunniicating  instruction,  and 
exercising  discipline.it  was  hoped  that  an  e.vcitement  would  have  l)een  given  to  personal  exertion 
and  ju'ivate  .study,  which  might  have  told  almost  immediately  on  the  education  of  the  rising 
generation. 

By  the  fifth  division  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  School  Bill,  the  Superintendent  is  reiiuired 
to  address  to  such  ])ersons  as  shall  be  employed  in  carrying  the  |)rovisions  of  the  Act  into  effect, 
such  suggestions  as  may  tend  to  the  establishment  of  uniformity  in  the  conduct  of  Common 
Schools  throughout  the  T*rovince. 

But  while  every  Township  has  its  ()wn  Commissioners  vested  with  full  power  to  determine 
the  (pialifications  of  Teachers,  the  course  of  study,  the  books  to  be  u.sed  in  their  respective 
Townships,  and  the  general  rules  for  the  management  of  Schools,  all  ho])e  of  establishing  any 
uniform  sy.stem  of  education  is  utterly  vain.  ]>y  the  present  method,  more  than  three  hundred 
different  systems  of  education  might  l)e  in  operation  in  Canada  West,  changing  every  j'car,  and 
how  these  can  be  harmonized,  and  reduced  into  one  uniform  sy.stem  by  the  suggesti<ms  of  an 
individual  who  has  no  power  to  enforce  any  imi)rovement  however  valuable,  or  to  oimect  a  single 
absunbt}-,  however  glaring,  is  altogether  unintelligible.  To  bring  r.bout  a  result  so  desirable, 
would  not  only  reipiire  a  person  of  judgment  and  discretion,  but  ;dso  th;it  his  hands  should  be 
strengthened  bv  the  strong  arm  of  the  law. 

Another  nnf)ortant  duty  re(|uired  of  the  Superintendent,  is  to  show  the  actual  state  and  con- 
<lition  of  Connnon  Schools,  with  the  money  expended  on  them,  and  from  what  sources  derived. 

Much  care  has  been  bestowed  to  collect  information  to  elucidate  this  very  important  poi)it, 
but  from  the  want  of  the  annual  Kepoi-ts  from  the  Muiiici)ial  Councils  it  nuist  necessarily  pro\  e 
very  un.satisfactory. 

From  the  twenty  Municipal  Districts  in  Canada  West,  only  six  annual  Reports  have  been 
received  at  the  Education  Ofhce,  and  even  these  have  not  been  tilled  up  in  such  a  manner  as  ti> 
afford  the  statistical  information  re(piisite  to  make  up  a  satisfactory  lieport. 

The  mo.st  imjiortant  information  which  has  been  received  under  this  head,  is  connected  with 
the  division  of  the  Municii)al  Di.stricts  into  School  Di.stricts,  and  their  occujjation  by  Teachers, 
from  which  a  few  calcidations  are  subjoined. 

All  the  Mvniicipal  Districts,  with  the  exception  of  the  .Johnstown,  have  been  divided  either 
in  who'e  or  in  jtirt,  into  School  di.stricts.  The  wlude  nuud)er  of  School  districts  reported  for 
1842,  is  2,245,  of  which  1,1(59  have  been  returned  as  having  had  Schools  in  operation,  and 
leaving  1,07H  School  districts  without  Teachers  altogether. 
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Tliere  are  'Mb  Tnwnslii])s  in  tlie  Westi-rn  Section  of  the  Province,  of  wliich  245  have  been 
divided  into  2.245  School  districts,  wliicli  gives  an  average  of  9  8-49  School  districts  in  each 
Townshi]).  Kut  this  average  multijilied  hv  70,  the  nnnilier  of  undivided  Townships,  gives  G41, 
■which,  added  to  2.245.  gives  2,88(i,  which  may  he  considered  as  the  ninuber  of  School  districts 
in  Canada  West,  exclusive  of  the  Corporate  Towns. 

The  nionev  to  the  Corporate  Towns  from  the  School  Fund  for  184?.  was  £'1,289  2s.  GAd., 
which  being  taken  fn.m  £-2().()00.  leaves  £18.710  17s.  5id.  But  £18.710  17s.,  5id.  divided' by 
the  number  of  School  Districts,  gives  £0  9s.  8d.  as  the  average  to  each  School  District,  from  the 
School  Fund,  over  the  Western  Section  of  tlie  Province. 

Again,  the  popidation  between  live  and  si.xteen  years  of  age,  of  all  the  Corporate  Towns  in 
Canada  West,  l)y  the  Census  of  1842.  is  8.841.  which  being  taken  from  14,443.  the  wiiole  popula- 
tion between  the  same  ages,  leaves  132, 3U2,  and  this  pojnilation  divided  by  2,880,  the  luunber  of 
Scliool  districts  gives  very  nearly  46,  the  children  in  each  School  district  on  an  average  of  the  whole. 

It  aj»peai-s  ])y  the  annual  Rejxirt  for  1842.  from  the  Munici])al  Councils,  that  there  are  278 
School  district.s.  in  wliich  the  time  the  School  have  been  kept  ojjcn.  the  average  attendance, 
and  the  nuudier  of  chihlren  therein  between  five  and  sixteen  years  of  age  have  been  given.  In 
the.sf  278 -Schools,  there  has  been  an  average  annual  attendance  of  4,617  children,  between  five 
and  sixteen  years  of  age,  or  16  608  in  each  School.  It  also  a])pears  that  these  278  School  dis- 
tricts contain  a  pop\dation  of  17,829  between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen.  Therefore  only  one 
cliild  out  ( >f  every  3-8399,  or  very  little  more  than  one  in  four,  has  attendedTegularly  during  the  year. 

It  has  already  been  .shown  that  the  average  mnnber  of  children  from  five  to  sixteen  years  of 
age  in  each  SchiHtl  district  is  46,  which  divided  by  3.83.9!»  gives  11 '979,  or  very  nearly  12 
.scholars  in  regular  attendance  in  each  Scliool  district.  But  12  scholars  attending  regularly  at 
Is.  3d.  per  month,  amounts  to  £9  jtcr  annum. 

From  these  calculations  the  following  a})pear  to  best>nieof  the  more  obvious  conclusions  : — 

First.  That  the  School  districts  have,  in  many  instances,  been  made  so  small,  that  the 
jieojde  finding  that  they  could  not  suj)port  a  Teacher  without  incurring  an  expense  which  they 
were  not  prepared  to  bear,  opj)o.sed  the  operation  of  the  School  Bill,  and  left  their  children  alto- 
gether without  the  means <if  education  in  nearly  one  half  of  the  School  districts  that  have  been 
formed  l)y  the  .Vluiiicpial  Councils  in  Canada  West.  In  other  cases  the  emoluments  ottered  U> 
Teachers  were  both  so  niadeiiuate  and  so  precari<ms,  that  many  of  the  best  (jualihed  Teachers 
have  resigned  their  Schools  and  betaken  themselves  to  other  pursuits  to  earn  a  livelihood  for 
themselvesand  families  The  number  of  efiicient  Teachers  has  thus  l)een  diminished,  while  the 
number  of  School  districts  was  greatly  increased.  In  short,  contrary  to  every  rule  laid  down  by 
the  Merchant  and  Political  Economist,  the  ]>rice  has  fallen  as  the  demand  increa.sed.  There  can 
be  no  stronger  evidence  than  this,  that  there  is  something  radically  wrong  in  the  jiresent  system. 

S(r<jud.  That  the  average  income  of  Teachers,  per  annum,  arising  from  the  three  sources 
provided  in  the  present  Bill,  as  far  as  the  statistical  information  extends,  would  be  only  £21  9s. 
4d,  viz.,  £6  9s.  ^d.  from  the  District  .\s.sessment,  and  £9  from  tuition  fees.  But  under  the 
former  School  Laws,  the  Teacheis  in  most  of  the  Districts  recei\cd  lOs  per  (piarter,  f(»r  each 
child  in  attendance,  which  would  give  £24  per  annum,  in  phice  of  £21  19s,  4d.  under  the 
jiresent  system.  But  sujipose  there  was  a  regular  attendnice  of  twenty-four  .scholars  on  an 
average  in  each  School  (listrict,  which  is  not  too  high  an  estimate,  then  under  the  present  Act, 
the  Teacher's  income  would  be  £30  19s.  lid.,  whereas  under  the  former  Acts  it  would  have 
l>een  £'48,  independent  of  the  Government  fJrant.  The  Tercher,  therefore,  through  hte 
multiplication  of  School  districts,  does  not  find  that  the  School  Fund  and  District  Assessment 
arc  an  atleijuatt  compensation  for  the  reduction  made  in  the  tuition  fees. 

Third.  If  £'60  should  be  cfjnsidered  an  average  income  for  the  Teachers  of  Counnon 
Schools,  whicli  is  evi<lently  too  low  an  estimate,  considering  the  rate  of  wages  given  to  other 
classes  ofcthe  community,  there  would  remain  £'6H  Os.  8d.  on  an  average,  to  be  made  up  for  the 
'I'eachers  sui»poi-t  in  School  districts.  But  £3S  Os.  8d.  undtiijlied  by  2886,  the  nund)Hr  of 
School  district.s,  gives  £109,460  4s,  Od.  to  be  .sujiplied  annually  in  Canada  West,  for  which  no 
provision  is  ma«le  in  the  present  Statute.  But  the  defects  in  the  present  School  Bill  have 
operated  powerfidly  to  diminish  the  average  attendance  of  children,  and  conse<piently  to  increase 
the  deticit-ncy  in  the  Salary  of  Teachers. 

The  Kid)joined' Statistical  Schedule  will  show  the  state  «)f  the  School,  in  so  far  as  informa- 
tion has  been  received,  in  a  nuich  mere  comprehenive  manner  than  can  be  done  in  wiads. 

The  next  duty  reipiired  of  the  Superintendent  in  liis  annu.il  Report,  was  to  give  plans  for 
tlie  improvement  of  Schools, 
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F^roiii  tlif  time  tlif  ScIkmiI  IJill  of  1841  chiik-  iiitn  force  it  was  foinitl  utterly  iiiiiinieticahle  to 
cany  out  its  |novisions,  and  tlieiufore  till'  attention  of  the  Kxecutive  ( Jovernnieiit  was  early 
(lireeted  to  the  hest  iiiethod  of  reniedyin<^  the  defects  of  that  St^itiite.  so  as  to  ailvance  the  cause 
of  Education.  The  Executive  having  now  matured  their  views  on  the  suhject.  and  being  pre- 
pared td  submit  to  the  Lej^islature  a  new  Educational  Hill,  it  is  considered  under  these  circum- 
stances to  l»e  unnecos.sary  to  enter  upon  this  ])art  of  tiie  Itepoit  at  present.* 

It  is,  however,  most  respectfully  suggeste<l  that  no  legislative  enactment  on  this  sul)ject, 
which  does  not  provitle  for  the  hetter  ascertaining  the  ipialifications  of  Teachers,  for  securing 
them  in  a  reasonal)le  maintenance,  and  for  protecting  them  against  injustice,  can  ever  materially 
advance  the  cause  of  Education  in  tlu'  Province.

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CHAPTER  XXllI. 

THE  COMMON  SCHOOLS  AND  THE   DISTRICT   COUNCILS— 1841-1848. 

Lt)rd  Sydt'iiluun.  thf  first  Governor  (Ji'iK'ral  ol"  L^nited  Canada,  in  LS41,  was 
very  desirous  tliat  Municipal  Institutions  sliould  form  part  of  the  new  Constitution, 
whicli  was  frani«'d  for  Canada,  wlien  the  two  Pi<)\  inees  were  luiited  in  l-SiO.  He. 
therefore. strongly  reconnnended  to  the  Coh^nial  Secretary,  (Lord  Jolni  Ru.s.sell), 
that  these  institutions  should  be  established  by  the  Imperial  Parliament  in  the 
Union  Act  passed  in  that  year.  Sections  of  the  proposed  Bill  were  framed  with 
that  intent,  and  sent  to  En^iland  by  Lord  Sydenliam.  But,  <lui'iii(i-  the  discussion 
on  the  subject  in  the  British  House  of  Coiiinions,  they  were  witlidrawii.  as  b('in<r 
more  properly  a  subject  for    local  legislation. 

This  having  been  so  decided,  Lord  Sydenham  had  an  Ordinance  of  the  Special 
Council  of  Lower  Canada  framed,  which  established  Municipal  Councils  in  tiiat 
Province.  On  the  basis  of  that  Ordinance, he  had  a  Bill  drafted  to  establish  Municipal 
Institutions  in  Upper  Canada.  This  Bill,  having  been  .submitted  to  the  Pailia- 
ment  of  United  Canada,  was.  after  miich  di.scussion  and  o])position — chiefly  by  a 
combination  from  Upi)ei-  and  Lower  Canada,  pas,sed  in  August,  1-S41.*  Tlie 
title  was  :  "  A)i  Act  to  pro\ide  for  the  Better  Inteiiial  (Jovernment  of 
Upper  Canada,  by  the  establishment  of  Local,  oi'  ^luiiicipal.  Authorities  ^'herein.' 

Speaking  of  tlie  0])positi<jn  which  the  ])a.ssage  of  this  Bill  encounteicd  in 
the  House  of  Assend)ly.  His  Honour  Judge  RoVjert  S.  Woods  of  Chatham,  is  his 
Bo(A'  on    ■  Hariison  Hall.  an<l  Its  Associations,"  .says  : — 

Fmm  puisoiial  <ihserv;itinii  ;is  ;i  \(nuig  iiuin.  attending  tile  tiist  Scs.sion  of  tlio  ParliaiiK'Ht  of 
Uiiitefl  Canada,  at  Kingston.  I  can  recall  the  passage  of  this  Miniici])al  .\tt.  and  the  tierce  struggle 
on  the  floor  of  the  House  in  wjiich  it  was  carried  The  Bill  came  from  the  Honourable 

W.  H.  Drapers  (government,  from  which  the  HonouraMe  IJoliert  Baldwin  had  retired  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Session 

Tlie  Bill  was  resisted  with  great  bitterness  as  a  measure  introducing  democracy,  with  uni- 
versal suffrage  and  its  attendant  evils,  while  some  o|)po.se<l  it  as  ...  a  fatal  enlarge- 
ment <»f  the  jMiwer  of  the  F]xecutive.  It  was  called  "  liberal  without  precedent.  "  republican  and 
democratic  .  Sir  Allan  Macnab.  the  Honourable  Messieurs  John  S.  ("art- 
wriglit,  Robert  Baldwin  and  others,  umler  the  rule  of  these  leaders.  o|)po.sed  it.  Mr.  Baldwin 
moved  the  "six  months'  hoist. 

Mr.  Baldwin  also  opposefl  the  ( 'ouncils  having  the  jiower  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money 
upon  the  credit  of  their  respective    Municijial    Districts  .  .  and  this  jMiwer    was 

not  given  to  them  .  .  He.    however,   in  1S40  gave  us  a  more  enlarged  .systi-m  of 

Municipal  Institutiims  (fa//e.s  10-20).

Fifthhi  :  To  report  their  proceedings  in  matters  relati)ig  to  Common  Schools  a)id  the  state 
of  such  Schools  within  the  Distiict,  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  annually,  on,  or  l)efore.  the  first 
Monday  in  Deceml)er  in  each  year. 

In  its  ca[)acitv  of  a  Board  of  Education,  the  Council  exercised  a  o(.iici-al 
suiH'i-vision  o\-er  tlie  Common  Schools  in  the  District  From  the  followin^r 
Ileport  of  the  Fhinie  District  Council,*  it  will  l.o  seen  what  that  kin<l  of  siipci\isi«;n 
was;  and  also  how  inipei-fectly  the  I'l^usteos  of  the  Common  Schools,  in  those 
days,  discharo-ed  the  duties  df\-oI\-ed  upon  them  by  the  Common  School  .Vet  of 
iS-tl.  The  School  Connnissioners  spoken  of  in  the  Repoil  were  those  which  weic 
elected  to  manao-e  the  Common  Schools  in  a    Township. 

The  Stiindtiifj  Cnmml/trr  on  Edncjition  nf  tlw  Hmne  D'lsl  rut  Co"in</  I,i<i  to 
r('l>oi't  lis  fiiHoirs  : — 

That  Returns,  according  to  the  printed  form  furnisheil  l.y  rlie  Chief  Superintendent  of 
Kducati<m,  have  l)een  received  from  oidy  twelve  Townships  in  tjie  liome  District  ;  from  these 
Returns,  it  apjiears.  that  there  are  in  the  Township  of  King.  si. \  Schools  in  operation,  and  157 
children  in  attendance. 

These  Returns  are  very  imperfectly  tilleil  up.  and  the  inmdier  of  children  in  ea(  h  School 
<listrict,  ])etween  the  ages  of  tive  and  sixteen  years  is  raiely  stated.  —  the  column  for  tliat  infor- 
mation lieing  generally  tilled  with  the  words  "  not  known." 

Your  Connnittee  are  desirous  that  the  School  C'ommi.ssioners  for  the  Townships  throu<'hout 
the  Home  District  should  l)e  made  aware  of  the  necessity  that  exists  for  these  returns  hein«' 
made  jiunctually  and  correctly,  and  that,  for  the  time  to  come,  uidess  the  necessary  information 
he  furnished  from  eath  School  distric:.  the  Council  will  he  |>recluded  l)y  the  Commoii  School  Act, 
from  ap|)ortioning  any  money  to  tho.se  'I'ownships  where  the  School  Connui.ssioners  shall  have 
neglected  their  duty. 

*E.\Cppt  IheFC  proceedinffs  of  the  Home  District  Council  under  the  School  Act  of  1841,  none  of  thoge 
of  other  District  Cciincils  are  available.  The  proceedinejs  of  tins  Council  may,  therefore,  betaken  as  an 
example  of  similar  pr  ceedings  of  other  District  Councijp,  in  like  circnm'tanceH.  They  aim)  illustrate  the 
<?reat  value  of  these  Councils,  ai  factors  in  the  educational  i)ropre88  of  (Jpper  Canada  in  these  early  diys. 
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The  number  of  children,  from  five  to  sixteen  years  of  age,  is  the  basis  uiK)n  which  the 
distribution  tif  the  j)ul)lic  approjjriation  is  directed  by  the  Statute  to  be  made  ;  therefore,  if  the 
School  Act  is  to  guide  the  Council  for  the  fut\ire,  that  numlier  must  be  ascertained,  or  no  money 
can  be  paid  t>ver.  ...  • 

This  distribution  is  made  in  jjrojiortion  to  the  number  of  children  luider  sixteen  years  of 
H"e  in  each  Township,  according  to  the  Census  of  1841, — the  rule  by  which  the  Chief  Sui)erin- 
tendent  of  Educ;ition  was  governed  in  api)()rtii)ning  the  Legislative  Grant  to  the  several  Districts 
of  the  Province  ;  any  further  sulidivision  of  the  School  fund  your  Connnittee  recunnnend  being 
left  to  the  School  Connnissioners  in  their  resjjective  Townships. — with  the  directism  that  they 
apply  the  money  only  in  li(iuidation  of  the  Teachers'  salaries.  * 

Your  Connnittee  would  also  reconnnend  that  the  fees  for  tuition,  as  regulated  by  Statute, 
and  now  due,  should  be  collected  by  the  Teachers,  as  far  as  ])ossible  ;  and  that,  upon  their  making 
a  return  of  defaulters  to  the  Collector  of  their  res{)ective  Town.ships,  the  Collectors  should  take 
the  pro))er  .stei)s  to  enforce  the  j)ayment  ;  and  to  ])revent  the  recurrence  of  that  difficulty,  it 
should  not  be  comj)ulsory  upon  any  School  Master  to  receive  a  child  into  his  School  inile.ss  the 
fee  of  Is.  3d.  be  paid  monthly  and  in  advance,— such  child  not  being  exemjited  by  the  proi)er 
authority,  and  declared  to  l)e  a  free  scholar 

The  Petition  from  the  Townshij)  of  Reach,  asking  for  the  sum  of  £3  for  books,  has  also 
been  under  the  notice  of  the  Committee  ;  that  Town.ship  having  had  its  due  jiroportion  of  the 
School  Fund,  the  Council  have  no  more  to  give. 

The  i>roportit>n  of  the  school  money  l)elonging  to  the  new  District  of  Simcoe.  now  in  the 
hands  of  our  Treasurer,  shoidd  be  jjaid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  that  District,  at  once,  in  order 
to  its  proper  application. 

Your  Connnittee  have  also  had  under  their  consideration  the  application  of  the  additional 
sum,  in  aid  of  Grannnar  Schools,  which  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  had  decided  upon 
giving  to  the  Home  District,  as  stated  in  the  conniuniication  from  the  Assistant  Provincial 
Secretary  to  the  Treasurer.  The  Committee  would  reconnnend  that  the  sum  be  ap[)lied  in 
estiiblishing  a  second  Grannnar  School  in  the  District,  at  a  distance  from  this  City.  It  has  been 
broui^ht  under  the  notice  of  your  Committee  that  a  small  finid,  ai)plical)le  to  a  similar  purpose, 
if  the  School  be  located  in  the  Townshi])  of  Toronto,  has  accumulated  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  : 
these  sums  united  wcndd  be  sufficient  wherewith  to  make  a  commencement,  and  other  reasons 
have  been  a.ssigned  which  may  lead  the  Council  to  think  favourably  of  tliat  locality.*

NYnKKE«.s  by  an  Act  passed  l)y  the  Legislature  of  this  Province,  intituled  :   "  An  Act 

to  make  further  provision  for  the  Establi.shment  and  Maintenance  of  Common 
Schools  throughcHit  the  Province,"  it  is,  among  other  things,  enacted  that  it  shall  l)e  the  dvity  of 
the  School  Oimniissioners  in  those  Townshi[is  w^here  there  is  a  want  of  School  H<juses,  or  where 
tho.se  hitherto  used  are  inconveniently  situated,  to  ac(|uire  fresh  sites  and  erect  new  School 
Houses  ;  and  for  that  purpose  to  furnish  estimates  of  ihe  {)roliable  costs  of  the  .same,  together 
with  estimates  for  fuel,  I'epairs.  furniture,  or  other  neces.sary  expenses  attendant  upon  keeping 
the  Scliool  Hauses  in  their  Townships  in  a  proper  condition  f(tr  occupation. 

1.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Warden  an<l  Councillors  of  the  Home  District,  That,  in 
order  to  raise  the  nK)ni;y  re(piired  for  the  above  mentioned  pvu'pose,  and  tf)  defray  the  ex])enses 
of  raising,  levying,  and  odlecting  the  same,  the  Assessors  in  eacli  and  every  Township  afoi'e.said 
in  tliis  Dis'.rict  for  the  jiresent  year  sliall.  and  they  are  iiereby  re(|uired,  to  furnish  tlie  (Merk  of 
the  District  Council,  within  one  calendar  month  from  an<l  after  the  |>aHsing  of  this  Hy-law.  a 
certified  copy  of  the  Assessment  Roll  of  their  resjiuctive  Towrishi|)s. 

2.  An<l  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Collectors  of  the  .said  '^i'ownsliips  shall,  and  tlu^y  aif 
hereby  authorized  and  reipjired,  to  ask,  demand,  and  receive,  from  all  |iersons  named  in  tiie 
said  Rolls,  the  sums  theiHMU  stated  as  their  projtortion  of  said  assessment,  and  to  raise,  levy,  and 
collect  the  .same,  in  the  same  manncj'  as  the  other  assessed  taxes  aie  now  raised,  levied,  and 
collected,  and  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  District. 

3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  siiall  keep  a  liook,  contain- 
ing an  account  for  each  Schofil  district  in  every  Townsliiji,  and  enter  the  sums  |)aid  into  his 
hands  by  said  Collectors,  and  shall  pay  over  (after  deducting  expenses)  any   balance   due   to  tlic

The  Conuiiittci'  on  l<Mncation  of  the  llniiK'  Distrii-I  < 'oiiiicil,  (as  the  Hoard  nf  l"j(hicatioii,)  had 
l)efore  it,  in  Auyiist,  184.'{,  a  Petition  from  tlie  Trustees  of  the  llonian  Catholic  Sciiool  in  the 
Township  of  Brock,  ])raying  to  he  allowed  a  portion  of  tlie  pul)lic  money  applitai)le  to  School 
purposes  in  School  division  No.  4.  in  that  Townslii|>. 

The  Coiinnittee,  having  considered  the  matter,  I'eportetl  that  it  did  not  apjiear  ti)  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  District  Council  could  interfere  in  hehalf  of  the  Petitioners.  The  course  of  pro- 
ceeding necessary  for  them  to  pursue  in  order  to  ohtain  the  desireil  aid  is  clearly  laid  <lown  in 
the  School  Act.  and  is  altogether  irresprv tive  of  any  power  to  he  exercised  by  the  District 
Council. 

These  remarks  also  a])ply  to  the  Petition  from  the  School  Connnissir)ners  of  the  Township 
of  East  (iwillind)ury.  in  which  they  complain,  that  a  numher  of  per.sons  in  that  Township,  of 
ditl'erent  Religious  Denominations,  had  uniteil,  with  the  view  of  enifiloying  a  favomite  Teacher, 
anil  had  sought  to  efiect  their  purpose  by  representing  themselves  as  "dissenting"  from  the 
religious  creed  of  the  majority  of  the  iidiabitiints  of  that  Township,  thus  endeavouring  to  bring 
themselves  within  the  provisions  of  the  lltli  Section  of  the  School  Act,  1841,  and  to  ol)tain 
from  the  pul)lic  funds  the  means  of  sujiporting  such  Teacher,  although  otherwise  inelligible  in 
that  capacity,  under  tiie  present  School  Act.  The  Petition  under  considerati<tn  from  the  School 
Commissioners  of  East  (iwilliud)ury,  represents  this  division  as  likely  to  prf)ve  tlisastrous  to  the 
Schools  in  four  adjoining  School  districts, — the  nund)er  of  .scholars  in  tho.se  districts  beiu",  by 
this  defection,  reduced  below  the  nuudier  reipiired  to  entitle  them  to  a  poi-tion  of  the  public 
money.  That  the  llth  Section  of  the  School  Act  of  1841  was  never  intended  to  be  a])plied  in 
the  manner  above  stateil,  there  cannot  be  a  ([uestion  ;  neither  are  youi' ('ounnittee  of  opinion  that 
it  will  admit  of  a  con.struction  that  would  thus  be  made  to  frustrate  the  very  intentions  of  tiie 
Act  itself  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  they  cannot  reconnuend  the  Council  to  interfere  fuither  in  the 
matter,  than  enjoining  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Home  District  to  exercise  tlue  vigilance  in  see- 
ing that  the  provisions  of  the  the  School  Act  are  being  fully  complied  with,  when  called  upon 
to  pay  money  from  the  School  fund,  otherwise  than  upon  the  Warrants  of  School  Commissioners. 

Ml.SCELLANEOl  S    ScUOOl.    (ASKS    AHISINd    KEKKKKI)    To    THK    ToWNSHIl'    CoMMI.SSIONKKS. 

1.  The  ])etition  from  Mr.  James  Wilson  and  others  in  the  Township  of  Albion,  jtraying  that 
a  certain  hou.se  built  by  them  may  be  made  the  School  House  for  that  School  district  ; 

2.  The  petition  from  the  inhal)itants  of  district  No.  2,  Township  of  Brock,  praying  that  the 
amount  of  their  School  tax  may  be  given  to  a  female  Teacher  employed  l)y  them,  involve  matters 
conuning  so  inuuediately  within  the  proper  province  of  the  School  Connni.ssioners  of  those  Town- 
ships, that,  in  our  opinion,  any  interference  on  the  part  of  the  Council  would  be  unwi.se. 

3.  The  inhabit  mts  of  School  district  No.  4,  in  (ieorgina,  pray,  that,  being  unable  to  build  a 
School  House  before  winter,  the  amount  of  School  tax  jiaid  l)y  them  be  retained  for  their  benetit 
until  the  Hou.se  is  erected  A  recjuest  most  reasonable  in  itself,  and  which  your  Connuittee  can- 
not but  supjjo.se  the  School  Counnissioners  of  that  T<jwnship  will  accede  to. 

The  Connuittee  are  aware  that  the  expenditure  of  the  UKmey  is,  by  the  School  Act,  made  a 
principle  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Township  Commissioners,  and  the  interference  of  the  Council  (as 
a  District  Board  of  Education)  in  such  matters,  uide.ss  indeed  in  cases  of  gro.ss  misajiplicatiou, 
would  only  j)roduce  appeals  to  them  upon  the  mo.st  trivial  occasiims,  whenever  all  parties  were 
not  exactly  .satistieil,  or  any  malc((ntent  imagined  that  some  advantage  might  be  derivtd  by  such 
appeal.  Your  Connuittee  would,  therefore,  reconnuend,  as  a  general  rule,  that  the  Council  should 
alwtain  from  interfering  in  matters  jtlaced  by  the  School  Law  under  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  School  Counnissioners  of  Townshijjs,  in  accordance  with  the  general  s])irit  and  intention  of 
the  School  Act  of  1841,  which  evidently  designed  to  make  those  functionaries  alone  responsible 
for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duty  to  the  people  by  whom  they  were  elected. 

Manual  Lahour  Institution  Sekks  Muniuu'al  Am  and  General  Support. 

Your  Connuittee  have  now  to  notice  an  application  made  to  the  Council,  signed  by  Mr.  James 

Hunter,  Chairman,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of   Directors  of   th«   Canada    Unirm   Manual   Labour 

Institution,  jjraying  ior  the  favourable  influence  and  supjjort  of  the  Council,  and  that  they  would 

deem  it  worthy  of  being  recounueiided  to  the  Governor  General  and  Legislature  for  the  grant  of

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a  Charter.  Thi.s  .scheme  of  uniting  Manual  Lal)(>ur  with  the  coiinuunication  of  u.seful  knowledge, 
originated  in  a  well  known  School  in  Switzerland,  conducted  by  Pest^ilozzi,  and  several  experi- 
ments of  a  similar  descrij)tion  have  l)een  tried  in  tiie  United  States  ;  jovu'  Connuittee  are  not 
sutticieiitly  ac(iuainte<l  with  the  results  of  those  ex])eriments  to  feel  assured  of  the  success  of  such 
an  institution  in  this  District.  Nevertlieless.  this  uuich  they  would  .say.  that,  upon  the 

first  view  of  the  proposed  .scheme,  it  does  ap]>ear  to  tiiem,  one  well  adapted  to  the  circumstances 
of  tliis  Country,  and  calculat^l  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  large  portion  of  our  jxipulation. 

These  observations  are  made  as  to  the  general  ])rinci))le  upon  which  the  institution  is  based. 
videlicet:  the  union  of  Manual  Labour  with  the  accpiisition  of  knowledge  ;  and.  in  this,  your 
Connuittee  desire  to  l)e  distinctly  understood,  as  not  ]»ledging  themselves  l)y  api)roval  of  tlie 
details  of  the  measure,  or  of  the  rules  and  icgulations  by  wliicli  it  is  projiosed  tocairy  tlie  system 
into  ojieration.

Resiilcad  1.  That,  in  all  cases  where  the  Townshij)  ( )tticers  liave  neglected,  or  refused,  to  per- 
form the  duty  imposed  upcm  them  l)y  any  Bye-Law  of  this  Council,  and  the  rate  assessed  upon 
any  School  di.strict.  in  conse<iuence  of  such  neglect,  or  refu.sal,  has  not  l)een  collected,  the  Clerk 
lie  directed  to  ])roceed  legally  against  such  Otticers  for  the  recovery  of  tlie  penalty  imjxised  for 
such  neglect,  or  refu.sal. 

Ri'solii'd  2.  That  the  Treasurer  l)e  directed  to  advance,  front  tlie  general  f\nid  of  the  Di.strict

That  ail  Address  l)e  transiiiittid  to  1  lis  Excellency  the  (Joveiiior  (ieneral.  accpiaiiiting  linii 
witli  the  decision  of  this  Council,  and  that  the  .standing  Committee  on  Education  l>e  instructed 
to  rlraft  and  report  such  A<i<lress.

The  Bur.sar  reported  that,  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  finids  to  transmit  to  Eu'dand 
as  directed,  •£'1,7')0  sterling,  to  procure  Books  and  .\])])aratus,  and  also  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
new  Professors,  lie  has  borrowed  £'4,200  currency  from  the  Bank  of  l'[)])er  Canada,  on  his  own 
promissory  note  ;  and,  on  the  note  becoming  due,  on  the  1st  of  Felnuary,  184.'5,  he  had  paid 
oti"  £1,200,  with  the  interest,  which  had  accrued,  and  renewed  the  note  for  £3,000,  paval)le  on  the 
l.st  of  March.     The  Council  ajun-oved  of  the  arrangement  detailed  in  the  Bur.sar's  Kejiort. 

Tlie  subject  of  certain  arrears,  due  to  U])per  Canada  College,  l)rought  under  the  considera- 
tion of  Coinieil  by  the  Honoural)le  Levins  V.  Sherwood,  on  the  2.Srd  of  November  la.st,  was 
adverted  to.  The  following  Connnittee  was  ai)i)oint(!d  to  investigate  these  claims,  and  to  sui'- 
ge.st  and  enforce  measures  for  their  recoveiy,  videlicet:  The  Princi|)al  of  Upper  Canada  Col- 
lege, the  Hon  iural)le  Cai)tain  J.  Simcoe  Macaiday.  and  the  Honourable  .Mr.  Justice  Levins  P. 
Sherwood.

March  7lh.  ISJfS. — The  following  Letter  from  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul  was  read  : — 

I  have  to  retiuest.  that  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  communicate  to  the  Council  of  King's  Col- 
lei'e.  that  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  General  has  hoen  j>leased  to  accept  my  resignation  of 
the  office  of  Principal  of  the  Upjjcr  Canada  College,  and  to  sanction  my  withdrawal  at  the  end  of 
this  quarter.  In  tlie  temporary  ;irrangement,  wliicli  it  will  be  requisite  to  make  for  the  dis- 
chan'e  of  the  duties,  until  my  Successor  has  l)een  appointed,  I  would  gladly  otter  my  assistance  ; 
but  I  am  persuaded  that  there  is  barelj'  sufficient  time,  even  witli  the  utmost  exertion,  to  com- 
idete  the  prejjarations  for  the  opening  of  the  I'niversity  on  the  day  anm>unced. 

I  should  but  do  justice  to  my  feelings,  at  the  close  of  my  connection  with  the  Council,  as  the 
He;ul  Officer  of  their  Minor  College,  if  1  did  not  avail  myself  of  the  o})pf)rtunity  to  express  mj- 
ifrateful  sense  of  the  advantage  which  1  liave  derived  from  tlie  assistance,  whicli  lias  uniforndy 
been  idven  to  me  by  them,  whenever  I  have  brouglit  anything  under  their  notice,  and  the  freedom 
whicli  I  have  ever  enioyed.  of  introducing  and  carrying  out  whatever  1  considered  calculated  to 
])romote  the  efficiency  and  welfare  of  the  Institution  under  my  charge.

After  the  reading  of  this  Letter,  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul  took  liis  seat  in  the  Council 
as  Senior  Professor  in  King's  College  University,  and  subscribed  to  the  usual  Declai'ation. 

The  Bursar  announced  the  arrival  from  England,  on  the  15th  of  February  last,  of  the  Rev- 
erend Doctor  James  Beaven  as  Professor  of  Divinity  in  the  Univeisity  of  King's  College. 

A  Letter  was  read  from  Professor  Croft,  dated  this  day,  suggesting  the  purchase  of  various 
articles  for  the  use  in  his  department  of  Chemistry  and  Experimental  Philoscjphy,  and  for  the 
Pathological  and  General  Museums.  The  Letter  was  referretl  to  Dr.  Widmer,  to  carry  out,  at  his 
discretion,  the  suggestions  of  Professor  Croft. 

March  15th,  184^}. — The  Council  passed  the  following  Resolution  :  -- 

Resolved,  That  the  Reverend  Charles  Mathews,  M.A.,  be  re({uested  to  take  cliarge  of  Upper 
Canada  College,  and  perform  the  duties  of  Acting  Principal  of  the  same  until  such  time  as  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  (Jeneral  and  Chancellor  sliall  be  pleased  to  supjjly  the  vacancy. 

An  application  was  read  froui  Mr.  J.  M.  Hirschfelder  ott'ering  himself  as  a  Teacher  of  He- 
luew  in  the  University  of  Kings  College.     (Deferred.) 

An  application  was  received,  through  the  Reverend  Henry  Scadding,  M.A.,  from  the  Masters 
of  Uinicr  Canada  College,  asking  permission  to  place  a  portrait  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul 
in  the  Public  Room  of  the  College, — to  which  the  Council  willingly  assented. 

March  2'Jth,  1843. — The  Bursar  reported  that  the  unappropriated  funds  of  the  College  avail- 
alile  on  this  day  were  £37.0H>  (is.  Gd.     (Details,  as  mi  page  275,  are  not  inserted.) 

The  fo]lowin<'  Letter  from  Cajttain  Bagot,  Private  Secretary  tif  the  Governor-General  and 
Chancellor  was  read  :  — 

I  am  directed  by  His  Excellency  the  Chancellor  of  Kings  College  to  acquaint  you,  for  the 
information  of  the  College  Council,  that  he  has  been  pleased  to  accept  the  resignation  of  the  Rev- 
erend Dr.  McCaul  as  Princiji.d  of  Upper  Canada  College.

April  1st,  I843. — Mr.  .Justice  Sherwood,  from  a  Committee  cm  the  subject,  explained  the 
result  of  his  interview  with  the  Solicitor  of  the  College,  on  the  subject  of  Mr.  (Jeoigc  P.  Rid- 
out's  itroposal,  which  was  sultmitted  to  the  Council  on  the  8th  of  Fel)ruary  and  referred  to 
thiH  (.'ouunittee. 

After  much  consi<leratioii  it  was  proposed  to  advance  for  the  use  of  Mr.  Ridout  the  sum  of 
4'1.3r»0.  on  the  premises  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  which  he  lias  ottered  to  convey  to  the  (Jorpora- 
tioii  of  King's  College.  This  advance  is  to  be  made  for  the  jiurjMKse  of  securing  the  payment  of 
£1,000  which  Colonel  Wells  owes  the  Corporation  and  the  |)ayiiientof  which  l;ust  sum  by  Colonel 
Wells  could  not  be  exjjected  to  l)u  maile  .so  .soon  as  liy  the  ineseiit  arrangement.  Tlie  land  is  to 
be  conveyed  by  Mr.  Ridout  in  fee,  and  the  |)ieiiiises,  or  any  part  of  them,  are  to  be  sold,  or 
made  use  of  by  the  Council  for  their  own  convenience.      It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  that  the  Solicitor  of  the  Corporation  take  a  valid  title  in  fee,  which  must  be  sul>- 
iiiitted  to  the  (.'<')uncil,  and,  if  it  lie  approved,  the  Council  wid  direct  the  sum  of  £  1,350  to  lu- 
paid  by  the  Bursar,  at  such  times,  and  to  such  persons,  as  may  appear  projjer.

There  is  no  further  entry  in  tlie  Minute  Book  of  the  Kino;'s  College  Council 
until  the  'ioth  of  September,  1843,  when  the  Meetings  of  the  Council  were  re- 
sunie(].  In  the  uieantinie,  the  Parliament  Buildings  were  lejKiired  and  ))ut  in 
order  for  the  leeeption  of  the  (^lasses  of  the  Cniversity  of  King's  ( 'ollege.  <  )n 
the  Sth  of  dune,  1843,  the  Inauguration  of  the  University  took  place  :  and  it  was 
on  that  day.  opened  for  the  reception  of  Students.  Fi'om  a  pamj)hlet  published 
by  the  Council  at  the  time,  the  following  condensed  jiarticulars  ot"  the  ceremonies 
observed  at  the  opening  of  the  Institution  are  t;ikeii. 


CHAPTER  XXV. 

OPKNIN(;  OF  KIN(i'S  COLLECiE  UNIVERSITY  ON   THE  s'I'll   oF  .MNE.   ]«4:i. 

The  Council  of  the  Tlniversity,  having  obtained  permission  from  his  Excel- 
lency the  (jrovernor  General,  and  the  Executive  Coinicil,  to  occu])y  the  former 
Parliament  Buildings,  Toronto,  until  the  erection  of  their  own  edifice  was  sutlici- 
ently  advanced,  to  atibrd  the  necessary  acconnnodation,  determine<l  to  commence 
the  work  of  instruction  in  King's  College  with  as  little  delay  as  ])ossible. 

They  were  prevented,  however,  from  doing  so  at  as  early  a  period  as  they 
had  desired,  owing  principally  by  the  severe  and  protracted  illness  of  the  Chan- 
cellor, the  Right  Honoui-able  Sii-  Chai-les  Bagot,  which  subsei|uently  tenninatecl 
in  his  lamented  death. 

On  Thursday,  the  8th  (jf  Jinie,  184^},  the  ()])ening  of  the  University  took 
place.  On  that  day,  the  Chancellor's  Chair  rentained  unoccu]>ied,  as  Sir  Charles 
Bagot,  the  Chancellor,  was  not  able  to  be  ]jresent. 

Fnaugural  Addresses  were,  however,  delivered  by  the  Right  Reverend  Doctor 
Strachan,  the  President,  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCUul,  the  Vice  President,  the 
Honourable  Chief  Justice  Robinson,  and  the  Hotiourable  Mi'.  Justice  Hagerman. 

Thk   l{i(iiir   Ivkvkkkm)  Doitok  Sikachan's   Histohkai.  Ahukkss. 

The  Hunourabli-  and  Right  Re\erend  Doctcjr  dolin  Strachan,  Bishop  of 
Toronto,  President  of  the  University,  in  o^jcning  the  pioceedings  said  : — 

I  feel  very  sensibly  that  mi  light  duty  is  laid  U|)(>n  nieon  this  aus]>iti()iis  day.  \Ye  are  as.Seni bled 
t<i  ft'leln-ate  the  opening  of  the  University  of  King's  College.  —  an  evunt  to  wliicli  many  have  been 
looking  forward  for  nearly  half  a  century.  It  isa  consinumation  of  the  grcatt'st  importance  to  the 
well-being  of  this  great  (^)l<)ny.  and  the  |)rocuedings  with  which  it  is  attended  will  lienceforth 
becr)uie  a  matter  of  hi.story.  I  can,  therefore,  in  no  better  way,  connuence  the  business  of  the 
day,  than  by  giving  a  brief  narrative  of  its  rise  and  progress,  from  its  Hrst  dawning  to  the  jtresent 
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hour.  The  time  will  come  when  every,  the  sinallest  i>articul;ir  respecting  the  origin  of  this 
Institution — the  delays  it  hail  to  sutler,  anil  the  obstacles  it  had  to  surmount  -will  heeome  matter 
of  the  deepest  interest  to  its  manj-  sons. 

Orhjinal  Settlement  ok  rri'EK    Canada   i:y  the  Loyalists. — Lokd  Dokchestek. 

Wjien  the  independence  of  the  United  States  of  AmerittJi  was  recognized  by  Great  Britain 
in  the  pe^ce  of  lT8."i.  this  Province  bcGime  the  asylum  of  those  faitliful  subjects  of  the  Crown, 
who  had.  during  the  Revolutiimary  War.  adlieied  to  their  King,  and  the  unity  of  the  Empire. 
And  it  is  pleasing  to  remark,  tliat  in  1789.  a  little  more  than  five  years  after  their  first  settle- 
ment in  I'pper  Canada,  they  presented  a  Memorial  in  accordance  witli  tJie  .sjime  noble  jirinciples 
t<»  his  Excellency  Sir  Ouy  Carleton.  tlien  Lonl  Dorchester,  and  (iovernor  General  of  British 
Xortli  America,  on  the  subject  of  Education  ;  in  which  Memorial — after  lamenting  tlie  state  of 
tlieir  children,  growing  u])  without  any  instruction. — religious  or  secvdar — they  re(juested  his 
Lordsliip  to  establish  a  respectaVde  Seminary  ;it  Kingston,  which  was.  at  tliat  early  period,  tlie 
principal  Town  in  this  division  of  the  Colony. 

To  this  represent-jition  Lord  Dorchester  jiaid  innnediate  attention,  and  gave  directions  to 
tlie  Surveyor-General  to  set  apart  eligible  jiortions  of  land  for  the  future  support  of  Schools  in 
all  the  new  settlements  of  Up]ier     anada. 

The    CoNSTITlTIONAL    A<T    OK    1791.-    LlElTENANT  (toVERNoK     SiMCoE. 

Those  lands,  however,  remained  unjiroductive  :  the  settlers  were  few  in  mnnber.  and  thinly 
-scattered  ;  and.  before  any  substantial  beneht  could  be  derived  from  such  reservations,  tlie 
Constitutional  Act  of  179L  was  passed,  dividing  the  Province  of  Quebec  into  Ujiper  and  Lower 
Canada,  and  conferring  upon  each  a  distinct  and  separate  government. 

Soon  after  the  pa.ssing  of  this  Act.  General  John  Graves  Simcoe — a  Gentleman  of  great  piety, 
literature  and  science,  and  most  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  tlie  Province — was  ajjpointed 
Lieutenant  (xovernor.  After  exploring  its  resovn-ces  and  making  himself  well  actpiainted  with 
its  want«.  he  ajiplied  him.self  earnestly  to  tlie  Religious  and  Secular  Education  of  tlie  people. 

Unfortunately  for  Upper  Canada,  his  ])er.s()nal  administration  of  tlie  Government  was  of 
short  continuance  :  and,  before  he  was  able  to  comidete  the  establishment  of  a  Seminary  of 
Learning,  adequate  to  the  requirement  of  the  Cohmy  at  that  time,  he  was  removed  to  a  higher 
government  ;  and  after  his  dejiarture  the  jiroject  was  drop])ed. — and  forgotten.* 

Imi'Ekial  Lank  Knkowment  ok  Km  <  ation  in  1797. — A   Univeksitv  Pko.iecteh. 

At  length  the  Legislature,  in  tlieir  Session  of  1797.  took  up  tlie  siiltject  of  Puldic 
Listruction.  and  agreed,  in  a  joint  Address  to  the  Lujierial  Government,  imploring  that  His 
Majesty  would  be  graciously  jdeased  to  direct  the  ])roj>er  authorities  in  the  Province  to  appro- 
priate a  portion  of  the  waste  lands  of  the  Crown  for  the  purposes  of  Educaticm.—  that  such  lands, 
or  part  thereof,  should  be  sold  in  order  to  produce  a  sufficient  fund  for  the  purpo.se  of  erecting 
and  endowing  a  respectal)le  Grammar  School  in  eacli  District  of  the  Province,  and  likewise  a 
College,  or  University,  for  the  instruction  of  the  youth  of  the  whole  Province,  in  the  different 
branches  of  liberal  knowledge.  This  was  the  first  time  that  a  University  was  ]ml)licly  men- 
tioned as  necessary  for  the  Colony,  and  it  has  never,  from  that  time  to  this,  the  day  of  its 
hajij)}-  consummation,  been  forgotten  :  but  has  occasionally  been  mentioned  as  one  of  the  most 
important  objects  that  could  be  desired  for  tlie  well-1)eing  of  the  Country. 

To  this  Address  an  answer  was  immediately  returned  by  Jiis  (irace  the  Duke  of  Portland, 
then  Secretary  of  State  for  tlie  Colonies,  communicating  in  the  kindest  terms.  His  Majesty's 
rwwlineKs  to  shew  liis  parental  care  for  the  welfare  of  his  sul)jects.  aiul  informing  the  Legisla- 
ture of  His  Gracious  intention  to  comjily  with  their  wishes,  by  estal)lishiiig  (irammai-  Schools 
where  re«piired.  and.  in  due  time  : — 

"  Other  Seminaries  of  a  larger  and  moie  com|>iehensive  nature,  foj-  the  promotion  of  n-ligious 
and  moral  learning,  and  the  study  of  the  .\rts  aiul  Sciences. '" 

Pkoceeiunos  ok  the  Goveknment  ok  Ui-i-ek  Canaha.    in  keoakk  to  this  (Jhant. 

<  h-ders  were,  at  tlie  same  time,  .sent  to  tiie  Honourable  I'eter  Rus.sell.  then  at  ihe  Head  of 
the  Government  of  Upjier  Canada,  to  consult  the  Executive  Council,  the  .ludges.  ami  the  IjJiw 
Officers   of  the  Crown,    and   to  call  upon    them  to  report  in  what  manner  and  to  what  extent  a

nwiiii;-  to  the  small  value  of  laud,  it  was  soon  discovered  that  the  sum  rc(piircd  would  far 
exceed  any  fund  that  could  l»e  expected  from  the  appropriation  :  that,  in  fact,  the  whole  of  the 
(irant.  consisting  of  umre  than  half  a  million  of  acres,  would  .scarcely  suffice  for  a  single  (Jrauuuar 
School.  All  further  proceedings  were,  therufore.  post|ioncd  until  the  increase  of  population, 
and  the  growing  settleuu'nts  made  the  lands  more  valualilc. 

Tui;   FiKsr  (ii;\MMvi;   S<  nooi,    l,\\\    oi'   I'i'I-kk   Canada    in   1807. 

This  prospect,  however,  was  .so  distant,  that  the  Ijcgislature  began  to  feel  it  nece.ssaiy. 
limit-d  as  were  the  funds  at  its  disposal,  to  do  .something  ett'ectual  towards  the  promotion  of 
of  Kiducation.  A  law  was  accordingly  passed  in  1S07.  estahlishing  a  (iraunuar  School  in  ever}- 
District,  in  which  the  classics  and  mathematics  were  to  lie  taught  ;  and,  thus  a  commencement 
<if  education  was  made  of  great  importance  to  tlu'  Coinitry."  Had  the  revenues  of  the  Province 
admitted,  or  had  the  Lands  become  sufficiently  availaiile.  so  good  a  spirit  |irevailed.  that  the 
I'niversity  woidd  have  lieen  commenced  at  the  .same  lime.  But  tliisnotbeingtheca.se.  the 
Legi-nlature  wi.sely  determined  in  favour  of  Di.strict  (iraunuar  Schools,  as  more  generally  useful 
in  the  thci  .state  of  the  Province  than  a  higher  Seminary,  because  at  them  such  an  education 
"might  be  obtained  as  would  (pialify  young  men  for  the  different  professii.ns.  Moreover,  such 
Scliools  would  become  excellent  ninseiies  for  the  ^ni\cri^it^.  when  it  was  necessai-y  t<i 
establish  it. 

The  ailvantages  anticipated  from  the  establishment  of  the  District  ( Jranniiar  Schools,  have 
lieen  more  than  realized,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  fully  justified  in  preferring  them  t<i 
Seminaries  of  higher  name  ;  f<ir,  during  the  iieri<idof  thirty-.six  years,  in  which  they  have  been  in 
operation,  they  have  sent  forth  lunulreds  of  our  youth,  —  many  of  whom  are  now  eminent  in 
their  piofe.ssions,  and  would  do  credit  by  their  talents  and  ac(|uireuients  to  any  Literary 
Listitution.

Though  necessarily  ilelayed.  the  prospect  of  establishing  the  I'niversity  was  never  lost 
sight  of  ;  for  in  1820.  when  a  law  was  passed  to  increase  the  Rejiresentation  in  the  Connuons 
House  of  A,s.semlily,  it  was  among  otlie)'  things  provided,  that  whenever  the  I'nivei'sity  was 
established,  it  should  be  rejiresented  by  one  Memiier.

In  IH22,  his  Excellency  Su'  Peregrine  Maitland  invited  the  attention  of  His  Majesty's  (iov- 
ernment  to  the  unproductive  .state  of  the  School  Lands,  and  obtained  leave  to  establish  a  Board 
for  the  General  Superintendence  of  Education  throughout  the  Province,  and  to  place  at  its  dis- 
jiosal,  for  the  sujiport  of  new  (Grammar  Schools  wheie  they  might  be  wanted,  a  jjortion  of 
the  reserved  Lands,  retaining  a  sufficient  endowment  for  the  University.  The  duties  assigned 
to  this  (Jeneral  Board  wei'e  various  and  important.  All  the  Schools  in  the  Colony  were  placed 
under  its  c.ire.  and  the  President  was  rc(pnred  to  make  occ.isional  visits  to  the  ilifierent  Districts 
of  the  Province,  in  order  to  a.scertain,  on  the  spot,  the  actual  state  of  the  Connuon  and  District 
(iraunuar  Schools  ;  to  correspond  with  the  local  authorities  resjiecting  Education  in  their  respec- 
tive vicinities  ;  to  recounuend  jiroper  School  liooks,  and  thus  introduce  uniformity  of  .sy.steni 
through  the  whole  C<iuntry.  During  its  short  continuance,  from  1822  to  18.'i2,  the  Board  was 
nio.st  active  and  useful;  but  the  C<ilony  increased  so  rapidly,  under  the  administration  of  that 
excellent  and  amiable  Governor,  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  in  wealth  and  po]iulatiun,  that  the  want 
of  a  I'niversity  becauu-  every  day  more  evident  ;  and  yet,  after  it  was  felt  almost  universally  to 
lie  reijuired,  even  in  the  opinion  of  the  most  indifferent,  there  was  no  jirospect  of  a  productive 
endowment.  We  were  greatly  discouraged  by  observing  that  even  the  (ieneral  Btiard  of  Educa- 
tion could  not.  with  the  nio.st  uin-emitting  exertions,  dispose  of  their  Lands  at  any  rca.sonable 
jirice  :  f<ir,  so  hmg  as  the  (Joverinuent  continued  to  confer  grants  gratuitously  on  all  ajiplicants 
capable  of  liecoming  u.seful  settlers,  there  were  few  or  no  purchasers.];

The  cry,  however,  for  the  Uuiver.sity.  became  daily  more  urgent,  and  tlie  more  respectable 
inhabitants  very  ju.stly  complained  that  they  was  not  in.  in  either  Province,  an  English  Semi- 
nary al>ove  tlie  rank  of  a  good  School,  at  which  a  liberal  educ^ition  could  be  ol)tained.  And  thus 
the  youth  of  more  than  tliree  hundred  tliousand  British  subjects  had  no  oj)portunity  of  receiving 
instruction  in  the  higher  branches  of  knowledge. 

To  the  necessity  of  supplying  this  deficiency,  the  attention  of  the  Provincial  (Jovernmcnt 
was.  in  1823,  most  anxiously  directed,  and,  as  an  available  endowment  was  the  great  disideratum, 
a  method  of  securing  one  in  a  very  short  time  was  haj)])ily  di.scovered.  From  the  tirst  settle- 
ment of  the  Province,  two-sevenths  of  all  the  lands  in  the  settled  Townshi]>s  had  l)een  reserved. — 
one  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Protestant  clergy,  called  Clergy  Reserves — the  other  still  remained 
for  special  i)urposes.  at  the  disposal  of  (Jovernment.  and  were  called  Crown  Reserves.  These 
latter,  being  still  vested  in  the  Crown,  had  become,  in  nvany  places,  vei'y  valuable  from  the 
settlements  around  tliem.  and.  if  brought  into  the  market,  would  connnand  reasonable  prices, 
much  more  than  the  lands  which  had  been  originally  ap]iro])riated  for  the  (Jraunnar  Schools  and 
I'niversity,  which  had  l)een  carelessly  selected,  and  continued,  from  tlieir  remoteness,  almost 
unsaleable.  Now,  to  secm-e  a  comjjetent  endowment  f(n'  the  University,  it  was  submitted  by  Sir 
Peregrine  Maitland  to  His  Majesty's  (Jovernment  to  exchange  a  jiortion  of  the  School  Lands  f(tr 
a  like  ijuantity  of  Crown  Reserves.  For  the  mere  purjjose  of  granting  lots  to  settlers,  the 
School  Lands  were  as  valuable  to  the  (Jovernment  as  were  the  Crown  Reserves  ;  but  such  an  ex- 
change, if  it  could  be  effected,  would  place  at  His  Excellency's  (lis])osal  an  endowment  which 
might  l)e  made  almost  innnediately  available  for  the  University. 

The  Revere>m)  Doctor  Stkachan's  Mission  to  Enoland  in   18'2ti.   18i?7. 

After  examining  tlie  jtroj)o,sal.  Sir  Pei'egrine  Maitland  gave  it  his  cordial  apjuobation  ;  but. 
not  deeming  it  within  his  power  to  make  the  exchange  without  s])ecial  instructions,  he  deter- 
mined to  refer  the  matter  to  the  King's  Gijvernment,  and,  at  the  .same  time,  to  ajijily  for  a  Royal 
Charter  for  estalilishing  the  University.  As  local  information  and  many  ex])lanations  might  l)e 
reipiired,  instead  of  confining  himself  to  writing  on  the  subject.  His  Excellency  counnitted  the 
duty  to  me  of  soliciting,  in  ])erson,  such  Royal  Charter  and  Land  endowment. 

Entrusted  with  this  agreeable  connnission,  I  left  Toronto  (then  York,)  on  the  Kith  of  March. 
1826.  and  reached  London  on  the  27tli  of  A))ril.  and  lost  no  time  in  1)ringing  the  objects  of  my 
journey  under  the  notice  of  His  Majesty's  (Government. 

Incidents  of  Outainino  the  Rovai.  Chahtek   for   Kin<;'s  Coi,i.ei;e. 

It  is  imp<jssil)le  for  me  to  express  in  suitable  language  the  gratitude  I  tlien  felt,  and  still 
feel,  to  the  late  Lord  Bathurst  and  Sir  Robert  NVilmot  Horton.  of  the  (\)lonial  ( )tHce.  for  the 
warm  interest  they  t-ook  in  forwarding  the  measures  I  had  in  view.  Nor  am  1  inider  less  obliga- 
tion U>  James  Ste])hen..  Es(|.,  at  the  same  time  Law  Adviser  to  the  Colonial  De])artment,  and 
now  Under  Seci-etary  of  State.  Mr.  Stephen  not  only  suggested,  but  assisted  me  in  drawing  u]>. 
the  articles  projjer  to  form  the  basis  of  tiie  Charter.  Indeed,  without  his  kind  and  able  advice 
and  assistance,  I  nmst  Iiave  failed.  He  was  indefatigable  in  removing  difficulties  and  in  meeting 
oVijections  raised  against  the  princij)les  u])on  which  we  deemed  it  wise  to  construct  the  Royal 
Charter  ;  all  of  wjiich  he  could  the  more  easily  do,  from  his  great  legal  knowledge  and  intimate 
ac<piaintance  with  similar  (h)cuments.  His  friendly  advice  and  aid  were  the  more  acceptalile  as 
they  were  cordially  and  readily  given,  and  never  intermitted  when  re<piired.  through  the  wliole 
time  that  the  (.'barter  was  under  consideration. 

The  charter  of  the  Univei'sity  of  King's  College  was  mit  hastily  settled.  It  was  nearly  a 
whole  year  under  .serious  deli])eration.  It  was  repeatedly  referred  to  tiie  late  ^rchl)isho|l  of 
Canterbury,  the  Most  Reverend  D  ictor  Manners,  who  doubted  the  pro])riety  of  a.ssenting  to  an 
instnnneiit  so  free  and  comprehensive  in  its  ))rovisions.  It  was  considered  not  only  the  most 
open  Charter  for  a  University  that  had  ever  been  granted,  but  the  most  lil)eral  that  couM  be 
frameil  on  constitutional  ])rinciple8,  and  His  Majesty's  (io\  erniiunt  dcclarcil  that,  in  jiassing  it. 
they  had  gone  to  the  utmost  limit  of  concession.

On  my  aiTival  in  this  Province  in  1827  with  the  Charter  and  authority  for  the  endownu-nt. 
the  (Chancellor.  Sir  Peregrine  Maitlan<l,  hist  no  time  in  forming  the  College  Council.  Schedules 
of  the  Lands  w<;re  prejiared.  and,  in  ol)edience  to  His  Majisty's  commands,  they  we  secured  l)y 
patent  t^i  the  Corj»oration  of  the  University  of  King's  College. 
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In  hisSiieuch  from  tlio  Tlin.m',  on  tin-  ITttli  .lanuury,  182H.  His  Excellency  infonneclthe  Legis- 
latmv  that  His  Majosty.  (Kinji  (n'oigi'  the  Fourth),  had  been  graciously  j. leased  to  issue  His 
Letters  Patent,  heai-ing"  date  at  Westminster,  tiie  tifteentli  day  of  Marcli.  in  the  eighth  year  of 
His  iU'ign.  estaltlishing  in  tlie  Province  a  College,  with  tlie  style  antl  privileges  of  a  University, 
to  he  called  "Kings  College."  to  whicli  was  annexed  a  nnniiticent  endowment,— an  event 
which  the  Lieutenant  (iovernor  regarded  among  those  objects  which  were  the  mostt<)  be  desired 
for  the  welfare  of  the  Colony.  In  acknowledging  this  connuunication  the  Legislative  Council 
expressed  their  grateful  feelings  for  so  valuable  a  boon;  but  the  House  of  .\ssembly  returned 
thanks  in  vt'ry  measuied  terms.      !t  said  : 

If  the  principles  uj.on  which  it  has  been  foiinded  shall,  upon  inquiry,  prove  to  be  conducive  to  the 
advancement  of  true  learning  and  piety,  ami  friendly  to  the  civil  and  religion*  libeity  of  the  people. 

Indeed,  much  pains  had  been  taken,  by  cahnnnies.  and  misrepresentations,  to  jtoison  the 
minds  of  the  peo|tle  against  the  Charter,  and  induce  them  to  send  Petitions  against  it,  many 
of  which  contained  the  moist  convincing  evidence,  that  the  signers  had  never  reail  the  document. 
Nevertheless,  the.se  Petitions  had  the  effect  of  inducing  the  House  of  .Assembly  to  i)ass  an 
Addres.s,  on  the  I5th  of  February,  182H  to  the  Lieutenant  (Jovenior,  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland, 
reipiesting  a  coi>y  of  the  Charter,  information  res|)ecting  the  endowment,  and  other  matters  con- 
nected with  the  "institution.  A  cojty  of  the  Cliarter  and  an  account  of  the  endowment  were 
transmitted,  as  requested,  on  the  "iltth  February  :  and  on  the  2(»th  March,  an  Address  to  His 
Majesty  was  agreed  upon  by  the  Hou.se  of  .\s,sembly,  in  which  objections  were  urged  again.st 
the  Charter  of  the  University,  as  being  of  a  nature  too  exclusive. 

This  Address  attracted  th«  notice  of  a  Select  Connnittee  of  the  House  of  Commons  :  ami  in 
their  Report  on  the  Civil  (iovernment  of  Canada,  <m  the  22nd  of  duly,  \HIH,  they  advise  a  change 
in  the  constitution  of  the  College  Council,  so  that  no  religious  test  may  be  recpiired,  and  that  a 
The( .logical  Professor  of  the  Church  of  Scothmd  should  l)e  estalilished,  in  addition  to  that  of  the 
Churcirof  Kngland,  whose  lectm-es  the  candidates  for  holy  orders  in  the  resjjective  Churches 
should  be  recpiired  to  attend.!

In  the  meantime,  the  College  Council  proceeded  to  get  a  minute  and  accurate  insi)ection  of 
every  lot  of  the  endowment,  to  enable  them  to  judge  of  its  true  value,  and  to  become  ac(iuainted 
with  every  circumstance  concerning  it,  whether  occupied  or  otherwise,  so  that  they  might  do 
justice  to  the  important  tru.st  committed  to  them,  and  at  the  same  time  act  fairly  by  individuals. 

Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  also  obtained  from  the  Imijerial  (iovernment  an  annuity  of  One 
Thousand  jtounds  sterling,  (£1,00(1)  out  of  the  proceeds  of  lands  sold  to  the  Canada  Company, 
towards  erecting  the  necessary  buildings  for  the  L^niversity.:^  A  site  the  jno.st  eligible 
that  could  be  procured  was  selected  for  the  buildings  ;  plans  and  specifications  on  a 
respectable  .scale  were  under  consideration,  and  everything  portended  the  speedy  commencement 
of  the  Institution  when  its  great  promoter  and  ])atron.  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  was  removed  to 
a  better  government,  v;

A  very  few  days  after  Sir  .lohn  Colboriie,  now  Lord  Seaton,  assumed  the  administration  of 
the  Colony,  he  convened  the  College  Coinicil,  and  acting,  it  is  supjjosed,  under  .special  instruc- 
tions, stated  that  no  further  steps  should  l)e  taken  towards  bringing  the  University  into 
operation.  His  Excellency's  communication  was  made  in  terms  the  most  ])ositive  ;  for  he 
declared  that  one  stone  should  not  be  ])ut  upon  another,  until  certain  alterations  had  been  made 
in  the  Charter  :  and  he  utterly  refu.sed,  as  Chancellor,  to  concur  in  any  measures  having  for 
their  ol)ject  the  ]irogress  of  the  Institution. || 

Under  the  circumstances,  thus  annouiued  in  a  uiamier  altogether  unusual  and  not  likely  to 
be  foriiotten.  the  College  Council  could  but  subuiit.  in  the  earnest  hope  tliat  a  more  correct  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  would  lead  to  a  removal  of  a  i>rohibition  for  which  there  was  not,  in  my 
judgment,  and  I  believe  in  that  of  any  Mend)er  of  the  ('(.uncilat  that  time,  adequate  cau.se.

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But,  howexer  vinfavouiahle  the  instnicti<ins  given  to  the  new  Uliancellor,  or  the  impressions 
made  upon  his  mind  against  jiroceeding  with  the  University,  he  nnist  not  be  deemed  an  enemy 
to  education  :  for  he  urged  the  propriety  of  enlarging  the  foundation  of  the  Royal  (irannuar 
Scliool.  in  order  that  it  might  better  serve  as  a  Preparatory  Seminary  to  the  University,  when 
established.  To  this  the  College  Council  readily  gave  their  consent,  and.  to  so  great  an  extent, 
as  to  incur  a  very  heavy  responsil)ility  in  advancing,  to  build  Up]»er  Canada  College,  large  sums 
out  of  the  endowment  of  the  University  ;  and  it  is  (mly  justice  to  remark,  tliat  the  Institution 
has  well  answered  the  i>inposes  for  which  it  was  erected.* 

In  his  Spejch  to  the  LL^gislature.  on  the  8th  January,  182S>.  Sir  John  Coll)orne  notices  the 
l"niver.sity  very  slightly,  and  only  in  connection  with  Upper  Canada  College  ;  but  even  this  was 
enough  to  awaken  turlndent  s])irits  :  and.  on  the  20th  of  March,  the  House  ]>assed  various  Resolu- 
tions modifying  the  Charter,  and  jiresented  them  with  an  Address  to  the  Lieutenant  (rovernor, 
to  which  his  Excellency  promised  his  read}'  attention. 

No  farther  proceedin.-s  apjiear  to  have  been  had  regarding  the  University,  till  the  Session  of 
1831  and  lS'.i'2.  when  another  Address  to  the  King  was  ad(>])ted,  ))earing  date  the  28th  of  Deceml>er, 
18.31.  jiraying  that  the  Charter  of  King's  College  might  l)e  cancelled,  on  account  of  its  exclusive- 
ness.  and  ant >ther  granted  more  o])en  in  its  ])rovisions.  On  the  4t]i  of  January.  1832,  His 
Excellency  re])lied 

That  he  has  reason  to  b'^lieve  that  either  the  exchisive  provisions  cons'dared  exceptionable  in  the 
Charter  of  King's  College  have  been  cancelled,  or  that  such  arrangements  have  been  decided  upon  by  His 
Majesty's  Government  as  will  render  farther  applications  on  this  subject  imnecessary  ;  but  that  a  Charter 
solemnly  eiven,  cannot  be  revoked,  or  its  surrender  obtained  without  much  delay.  (Pagix  51  5i  of  the 
Sccciul  Volume  of  thin  Docuvuntarii  History.) 

PnoposfiD  Surrender  of  Kings  College  Charter  in  18.31. 

This  hinguage  evidently  alluded  toa  Despatch  from  Lord  Goderich,  now  Lord  Kipon.  which 
was  soon  after  laid  before  the  College  Council,  juiiposing  to  the  Members  of  the  Cor])oration  to 
siuTender  the  Charter  granted  by  Government,  together  with  the  Phulowment.  on  the  assm-ance 
from  the  Seci-etarj'  of  State  that  no  jiart  of  the  Endowment  should  ever  l)e  diverted  froui  the 
education  of  youth.      {Ibid,  /lages  'I't-'iG,  and  jxiiji  31  of  the  Third  Vulunie  of  this  Ifistorii.) 

Li  an  able  Report,  the  College  Council  stated  their  reasons  for  refusing  compliance  with 
this  extraordinaiy  reijuest,  and  that  they  did  not  think  it  right  to  ctmcur  in  surrendering  the 
Charter  of  King's  College,  or  its  Endowment.  The  College  Council  farther  observed,  that  they 
did  not  feel.  <)r  ])rofess  to  feel,  a  sufficient  assurance,  that  after  they  had  consented  to  destroy  a 
College  founded  by  their  Soveieign,  under  as  unrestricted  and  o])en  a  Charter  as  had  ever  passed 
the  Great  Seal  of  England  for  a  simihir  purjiose.  the  different  Branches  of  the  Legislature  would 
be  able  to  concur  in  establishing  another  that  would  e(|ually  secure  to  the  inhabitmts  of  this 
Colony,  through  successive  generations,  the  ])ossession  of  a  Seat  of  Learning,  in  which  sound 
religious  instruction  should  be  dis])ensed,  and  in  which  care  .should  be  taken  to  guard  against 
those  occasions  of  instability,  di.ssension  and  confusion,  the  foresight  of  which  had  led,  in  our 
Parent  State,  to  the  making  an  uniformity  of  religicm  in  each  University  throughout  the 
Emjiire.  an  indis]»en.sable  feature  in  its  constitution.  The  College  Council  then  went  im  to 
say  :  - 

If  the  objeations  enteitiined  by  the  Council  agains;  the  surrender  of  the  Charter  were  not  insurmnuit- 
ab'f.  no  stronger  inducement  could  be  offered  than  the  request  which  His  Lordship's  L)e8i>atch  conveys  ; 
for  the  Cmncil  cannot  fail  to  bq  sensible,  that  such  a  renuest  can  have  been  dictated  only  by  a  sup|)o^ed 
nec*-8sity  for  departing  from  established  principles,  m  order  to  [)romote  the  peace  and  contentment  of  the 
Col  )ny. 

With  the  opinions,  however,  which  the  Council  enteitain,  and  with  the  opportunity  of  formini?  those 
oi'inions,  which  their  residence  in  the  Colojiy  stfords  them,  they  could  never  stand  excu.sed  to  t  hi  in9PJ\  es  or 
( there,  if  they  should  surrender  the  Chartt^r,  supposing  n  to  be  within  their  power,  so  long  as  t»iere  is  an 
utt-ir  uncertainty  a%  to  the  measures  that  would  follow  The  moml  and  religious  state  of  more  than  three 
hundred  thousand  British  subjectiis  at  present  involved  in  the  prop  i-  dis))08al  of  these  <|uestions  ;  and 
rn-ford  v<-ry  many  years  will  have  elapsed,  more  than  a  million  will  be  affected  by  them.  The  Council, 
therffore,  whatexer  results  may  be  obtained  by  other  means,  ciuld  not  juntify  to  themselves  the  assuming 
the  resp'itihibility  of  endangering  the  very  existence  of  the  Institution.  Tnev  feel  b  mnd  to  hxik  beyond 
the  niovemcnt.N  and  discussions  of  the  jiassing  moment,  and  could  not,  even  if  they  concurred  in  the  view 
of  the  pr-'sent  exjiediency,  consent  to  jiull  down  the  only  foundation  which  at  jiresent  exists  in  Upi>er 
Canada  for  the  a<lvancement  of  religion  and  leirnini^,  upon  a  system  which  has  not  yet  bfiu  repudiate  1  l)y 
the  iJovemment  in  any  part  r)f  Her  iVlajesty's  dominions.  {Pages  3S,  S4  of  the  Third  Voluvir  of  this  /)ocu- 
mf-ntary  history.) 

The  College  Uouncil  then  proceetled  to  state,  that,  for  the  .sake  of  peace,  they  were  disposed 
to  concur  in  some  such  mo«liHcati<ins.  as  have  l)een  since  forced  on  the  Institution  liy  the  Legis- 
lature ;  not  that  they  considered  them  improvements,  but    itecausi'  the   (ioverumeiit  seemed  to

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give  tlifiii  cKiiiitriiaiict'  ;  it  being  tlieir  cmiviction  tli.it  a  ("olk-ge  for  tlie  udiication  of  youtli  in 
tlie  princiiik-s  of  the  Christian  lU'ligion,  as  well  as  in  literature  and  the  sciences,  is  less  likely  to 
l)e  useful,  and  to  aci|uire  a  lasting  and  deserved  )»oj>ularity.  if  its  Religious  character  is  left  to

It  would  he  tedious  and  without  proht  to  enter  more  minutely,  on  the  present  occasion, 
into  the  |)ersevering  opposition  to  the  establishment  of  the  I'niversity  during  the  remaimler  of 
Sir  .fohn  (.'olborne's  administration.  It  is,  however,  melancholy  to  contemjilate  the  Legislature 
lending  itself  to  destroy  an  Institution  calcula)e<l  to  cherish  atfection  to  the  <iovernment  and  tin- 
purest  jirinciples  of  Ki'ligion  ;  and  yet,  the  chief  thing  that  connects  the  Colonial  Administration 
of  that  time  with  our  kindly  remend)iance  is  I'pper  Canada  College,  which  was,  at  first,  sougiit 
to  be  estal)lisheil  on  the  ruins  of  the  I'niversity.  How  unich  more  honoured  would  this 
Administration  have  been,  had  it  cherished  Kings  College  as  well  as  its  nursery,  and  how  many 
hundreds  of  our  youth  would  have  hniled  its  memory  with  grateful  praise,  who  are  com|ielled  to 
deplore  its  causeless  opposition  to  that  In.stitution,  which  would  have  conferred  ujpon  them  that 
lil)eral  education  which  they  desired,  and  the  loss  of  which  can  never  l)e  retrieved.

Sir  Francis  U.  Ilcail.  witli  that  anient  spirit,  and  intuitive  apprclicnsion  of  whatever  is  good 
and  noble,  which  characterized  iiim,  saw  the  vast  ailvantage  of  estal)lishing  the  I'liiver-sity  soon 
after  he  came  to  the  Government  :  and,  although  he  could  not  ])revent  the  Legislature  from  mak- 
ing some  changes  in  the  Charter,  (to  which  the  College  Council  most  reluctantly  as-iented,;*  he 
deserves  the  greatest  praise  for  preventing  farther  imiovations.  The  Charter  having  been  thus 
settled,  Sir  Francis  Head  readily  concurred,  as  Chancellor,  with  the  College  Council,  in  adopting 
the  measures  necessary  for  bringing  it  into  ojteiation.  But  just  as  the  ])reliminary  stejis  were 
arranged  contracts  for  the  buiklings  ready  to  be  signed,  and  Professors  and  Teachers  about  to 
lie  a]ipointed-  the  Rel)ellion  of  1837  bi-oke  out,  and  for  a  time  sus])ended  this  and  many  other 
excellent  measures  projected  by  that  able  and  inde])endent  ruler  :t  .\fter  the  su])pression  of  tlie 
rebellion.  Sir  Francis  Head  resigned  the  (government,  to  the  great  sorrow  of  all,  the  loyal  and 
more  intelligent  inhabitants  ;  and  during  the  two  following  short  .Administrations,  no  proceedings 
were  had  res|)ecting  the  Cniversity,  worthy  of  notice,  or  connuendaticm.  It  was,  however, 
hoped  that  uimv  aiisjiicious  times  were  arising,  and  that  tlu'  l)lackness  of  the  past  would  be 
forgotten.

Tile  short  interval  which  intervened  between  the  lamented  death  of  Lord  Sydenham  and  the 
arrival  of  Sir  Charles  liagot,  was  a  bhiiik  in  the  hi.story  of  the  University  :  but  no  sooner  had 
Sir  Charles  Bagot  assumed  the  (Government,  than  King's  College  engaged  his  particidar  attention. 
Being  himself  a  scholar  and  an  Oxford  Cniversity  man,  he  saw,  at  once,  the  vast  importance  of 
such  a  Seminary  in  a  rising  Country,  and  he  set  his  heart  upon  its  immediate  establishment.  In 
accordance  with  his  ardent  desires  on  this  subject,  the  first  distinguished  step  of  his  Atlministra- 
tion  was  to  come  to  Toronto  and  to  lay  the  Foundation  Stone.  It  is  a  day  ever  to  be  had  in 
remembrance,  and  cmly  second  to  this,  on  which  the  business  of  the  Institution  Ijegins.  1  Not- 
withstanding his  lamented  illness.  Sir  Charles  Bagot  never  ceased  to  take  the  warmest  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  I'niversity,  and  his  memory,  in  connectiim  with  it,  will  l)e  most  kindly 
remenibered,  when  the  miserable  ])olitics  of  the  times,  which  destroyed  his  ])eace,  and.  in  all 
prfibability.  shortened  his  ])recious  life,  shall  be  buried  in  total  oblivion.

So  much  oblocpiy  has  l)een  thrown  u|)on  tlie  Charter  of  King's  College  by  party  violence, 
enlisting  the  passions  against  it,  and  refusing  information  in  its  favour,  that  it  cannot  be  out  of 
place,  on  the  present  occasion,  to  show,  that  no  College  exists  so  little  exclusive  as  King  s  College 
would  have  been,  had  it  been  permitted  to  proceed  under  its  original  Constitution.  It  was  open 
to  all    denominations    of  Christians,  even  the  Professors,  except  those  appointed  to  the  Council,

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were  not  re<iuirecl  to  be  of  the  Chinch  of  England  :  it  exchided  no  one  from  the  benefits  it 
offered  ;  and.  although,  it  preserved  unity  of  religion  in  the  governing  power,  it  rested  on  a  more 
liberal  basis  than  any  similar  institution  in  Europe  or  America. 

The  wise  and  uniform  practice  of  Christian  nations  has  ever  been  to  give  a  Religious 
character  to  their  Literary  Institutions,  nor  is  there  a  College,  or  I'niversity  in  Christend<;in, 
founded  on  any  other  principle  ;  the  infidel  attempt,  called  the  "London  University"  has 
signally  failed,  as  all  such  godless  institutions  of  Babel  ever  must. 

I'mveksity  Examples  Qioted  : — Those  of  England  and  Scotland. 

Of  the  twii  great  English  Universities  it  is  unecessary  to  sj)eak,  as  they  ai-e,  in  truth,  inter- 
woven with  the  glorious  Church  which  blesses  that  Land.  In  Scotland,  all  Schools  and  Ihiiver- 
sities  are  under  the  special  direction  and  control  of  the  National  Church  :  nor  can  any  thing  l)e 
taught  contrary  to.  or  inconsistent  with  her  Faith,  Worshij),  Discipline  and  Government. — The 
recent  pestilential  discovery,  tliat  religion  should  be  separated  from  education,  has  never  been 
admitted  by  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  ;  nor  has  the  complete  exclusicm  of  all  but  her  own  j)rinci])les 
from  her  Parochial  Schools  and  Universities,  impeded  the  moral  and  literary  ])rogress  of  tlie 
Scottish  Pojiulation.  Far  from  it.  To  what  but  a  sound  education,  based  on  her  Est^iblished 
Religion,  is  Scotland  inde])ted  for  lier  moral  improvement  '.  Her  whole  System  of  Instruction 
lias  Religion  for  its  basis,  and  is  placed  under  the  innuediate  and  active  superintendence  of  the 
parochial  Clergy  ;  and,  to  thiswise  and  judicious  arrangement,  nuist  be  attributed  the  superiority 
of  her  people  over  those  of  most  other  Countries. 

University  Examples  in  the  United  States  and  I'pper  and  Lower  Canada. 

But  this  system  of  exclusion,  if  it  can  be  so  called,  has  equally  prevaileil  in  all  those  Literary 
Institutions  of  the  United  States,  which  have  ac(juired  any  reputation.  Unhapijily  for  the  cause 
of  truth.  Harvard  Universit}-,  the  best  endowed  Seminary  in  that  country,  is  said  to  be  wholly 
Unitarian  :  and,  however  much  the  prevalence  of  such  views  is  to  be  deplored,  yet  the  conse- 
(juence  is  internal  peace  on  this  the  most  imjjortant  of  all  sul)jects. 

The  second  ])lace  among  the  Colleges,  in  the  United  States,  is  usually  accorded  to  Yale. — 
a  College  exclusively  of  the  Congregationalists  ;  yet  we  have  never  heard  that  the  public  has 
taken  offence  at  this  exclusiveness.  or  that  the  Legislatui'e  of  Connecticut  has  interfered,  in  any 
other  wa}',  than  to  confer  gifts  and  honours  on  the  Institution. 

Nearer  home  we  find  the  same  exclusive  principles  prevailing  in  the  different  Colleges  of 
Lower  Canada.  In  that  Pnn'ince.  tliere  is  not  only  an  ample  jjrovision  for  the  Roman  Catholic 
parochial  Clergy,  but  likewise  the  farther  advantage,  which,  in  every  counti'y,  has  appeared 
necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  Religion, —  namely,  the  endowment  of  Colleges  and  Semina- 
ries, in  which,  while  the  various  branches  of  human  learning  are  taught,  the  rising  generation  is, 
at  the  same  time,  instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  Christianity,  and  familiarized  to  their  own  mode 
of  worship. 

Even  in  this  Province,  two  Colleges  have  been  recently  established  strictly  exclusive  ;  one 
under  the  superintendence  and  authority  of  the  VVesleyan  Methodists  :  the  other  under  the 
^.'uidance  and  control  of  the  Church  of  Scotland.  Those  Institutions  have  a  decided  Religions 
character,  nor  will  their  Governors  admit  any  other  Denomination  to  interfere  in  any  part  of 
their  management,  or  modes  of  instruction.  Nor  are  they  looked  up<m,  —  nor  ought  they  to  lie 
looked  ujnm. — with  jeah)usly,  or  dislike.  They  bear  no  une({uivocal  character,  and  emit  no 
uncertain  sound;  and  those  who  jjrefer  the  education.—  secular  and  religious,  which  they  offer,  are 
certain  of  o))taining  what  they  desire. 

Such  are  some  of  the  cctnsiderations  which  |)rove  that  the  original  Cliarter  of  the  University 
of  King's  College  was  neither  exclusive,  nor  restrictive,  when  comjiared  with  Colleges  of  reputa- 
tion in  Eiuope  and  .\uierica.-'= 

The  Okkmnal  Charter  ok  KiN<is  Colle<;e  Preferred  to  the  Ame>ded  Act  <tF  18.S7. 

The  .same  considerations  also  convince  me  that  had  the  University  been  permitted  to  pro- 
ceed under  the  Ito^al  Charter,  without  alterati(m,  it  wo\ild  have  l)een  far  more  efficient  for  all 
the  purposes  intended,  than  in  its  present  form.  But,  so  much  evil  and  inconvenience  had 
arisen  from  continued  disputes  and  delays,  that  the  College  Council  tliought  it  expedient,  in 
18.'17,  to  concui'  in  some  mollifications,  more  especially  as  the  op[)onents  of  the  Institution  had 
become  somewiiat  more   moderate,  and  promised    to  content  theniKelves  with  such  alterati<ms  as

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shuwM  not  o.ssentiiilly  ch;iii<^o  the  cliiiractor  of  tliu  I'liiviTsity  as  a  Royal  Institution,  or  intfrfeiv 
witli  tlif  power  and  dignity  which  it  pos.se.sses,  as  emanating  from  the  Sovereign,  and  wliich  can 
he  ohtained  in  no  otlier  wa}-,  and  for  the  lo.ss  of  wliicli  no  henetits  in  the  power  of  the  Legislature 
of  this  Province  to  confer,  wouhl  in  any  degree  conipen.sate. 

The  alterations  introduced  relate  to  tlie  governing  |)ower,  the  removing  of  tests  and  ipiali- 
ticatioiis,  except  a  declaration  of  l)elief  in  tiie  authenticity  and  Divine  Inspiration  of  tiie  Old  and 
New  Testament,  anil  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Holy  Trinity.  The  Sovereign  continui-s  Founder 
and  I'atron  of  the  University  :  its  en(h)wment  remains,  and  those  privileges  which  distinguish  .i 
Koyal,  from  a  I'ntvincial,  University,  -  privileges  which  e.\tend  through  the  Hritisli  Kmpire  and 
all  its  I)e|)endencies.  The  jirinciple  of  unity  lias  indeetl  heen  l>roken,  hut,  if  the  College  he 
hereafter  left  aloiie,  I  feel  assured  that  it  will  soon  dilliise  the  most  jirecious  henetits  over  the 
F'rovince,      (I'mir  '!S  of  tlif  TItinI  i'nintne  of  this  Doi-tnncnUir^i  Histin>i.)

Having  tlnis  touciied  hrietly  upon  tlie  History  of  the  rniversityof  King's  ( "ollege,  it  only  re- 
mains t(»  make  a  very  few  remarks  on  the  way  it  |)roposes  to  meet  the  reipiiremeiits  of  the  Royal 
Charter,  which  estahlishes  a  College  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the  principles  of  the  Chri.stian 
Religion,  and  for  their  instruction  in  the  various  liraiiches  of  Science  and  Literature,  which  are 
taught  in  the  Universities  of  (ireat  Britain  and  Irebmd. 

Such  reipiireuients  embrace  all  useful  knowledge,  -Classical  Literature,  Mathematical  and 
Physical  Science,  Mental  Philo.sophy,  Law,  and  the  Healing  Art,  in  all  their  various  dejiart 
ments  ;  and  they  are  all.  as  the  Charter  jtrovides,  to  he  l)ased  on  oui-  Holy  Iteligion.  whicii  ouglit 
indeed  to  be  the  hegiiniing  and  the  end  of  education  in  a  Christian  Country.  It  i.s,  at  the  .same 
time  to  be  ol)served,  that,  in  the  communication  of  Divine  Instruction,  special  care  will  I)e  taken. 
I»y  the  ])roper  authorities,  to  prevent  any  uiulue  interference  with  tho.se  .students  who  do  not 
lielong  to  the  Church  of  England.  No  step  will  be  permitted  that  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  and  intentions  of  the  Amended  Charter  ;  nor  will  a  faithful  adherence  to  the  limita- 
tions which  they  contain,  be  found  in  jiractice  so  dirticidt  as  many  are  disposed  to  imagine. 

Parents,  not  of  the  Church  of  England,  have  a  right  to  expect  that  their  children,  who  come 
for  instructi<m  at  this  Institution,  shall  not  be  tam|)ered  with  in  matters  of  Religion;  and  such  a 
right  will  l)e  con.scientiou.sly  respected.  Dis]tensations  will  be  given  from  attending  Chapel  to  all 
tho.se  pupils  whose  Parents  and  (Juardians  reijuire  them.  The  Religious  Teaching  of  the  inider- 
graduates  will  lie  cimtined  to  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scrijttures  in  their  original 
languages,  and  to  the  study  of  such  works  as  Butler's  Analogy,  Paley's  Evidences,  his  Natural 
Theology;  and  none  will  l)e  admitted  that  are  not  read  and  a<lmired  ])y  all  Denominations  of 
Christians,  and  which  are  necessary  for  the  different  examinations. 

When  .stuilents  have  finished  their  regular  course,  ami  ])roceeded  to  their  degree,  such  .is 
design  to  .study  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Church  of  England,  will  place  themselves  more  especially 
under  the  Professor  of  Theology,  while  the  youth  of  other  Denominations  will  dejiart  to  ]ire|iare 
for  their  res|)ecti\e  ju-ofessions. 

(Jknkk.m.  Co.N<'i,ii)iN(i  Remarks  ok  Doctor  Str.vch.an,   .\s  Prksii>knt  of  Kino's  Colleoe. 

Never  was  the  demand  for  education  so  loud  antl  anxious  throughout  the  civilized  world  as 
at  present ;  but  in  this  Colony  it  may  l)e  said  to  be  only  commencing.  In  older  Countries,  where 
Seminaries  of  Learning  have  been  established  for  centuries,  the  machinery  exists  ;  and  it  is  easy 
to  keep  |)ace  with  the  march  of  intellect,  l)y  the  addition  of  I'rofe.ssors  ami  Teachers,  when  any  new 
subject  appears  of  sutticieiit  imj)ortaiu^e  to  recpiire  them.  In  this  manner,  the  Universities  of 
Europe  preserve  their  superior  r.ink,  and  add  daily  to  a  ilebt  of  gratitude  which  the  pui)lic  cm 
never  repay.  Ami,  although,  some  of  the  discoveries  of  moilern  times,  in  the  arts.-md  sciences,  - 
more  especially  in  Mechanics,  -cannot  be  traced  to  them,  yet  the  more  important  certainly  may; 
and,  what  is  of  still  more  con.seipience.  they  have  uniformly  maintained  thedignity  of  Cl.i.ssical,  as 
well  as  Scientific,  attainments.  It  ie<|uires  the  aid  and  i)rotection  of  established  .scats  of  learning 
to  give,  as  it  were,  a  lasting  basis  to  useful  knowledge,  and  ensure  its  gradual  accumulation.  In 
all  these  respects,  the  Universities  of  Europe,  and  more  es|)ecially  of  Great  Britain,  have  nobly 
discharged  their  duty.  They  have  not  only  been  the  fruitful  nurseries  of  all  the  Learned  Pro- 
fessions, which  adorn  and  maintain  .society,  but  they  have  also  been  the  asylums  of  learned 
leisure,  where  men,  who  had  no  taste  for  the  cares  and  broils  of  worldly  pursuits,  might  retire 
from  the  troubles  of  public  life,  and  aspire  to  greater  perfection  than  even  an  ordinary  intercourse 
with  society  will  allow.  Many  such,  in  their  solitary  chambers,  have  attained  the  highest  eleva- 
tion in  science,  <n\  by  their  jjowerful  writings,  have  brought  home  to  our  hearts  and  inider- 
standings  the  truths  and  discoveries  of  Christianity,  and  thus  have  become  the  instructors  and 
benefactors  of  mankiml. 
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It  is  for  these,  umong  utlier  pur})i>ses.  that  tliis  Institutidii  lias  heen  estal)lislieil.  Ami  wliy 
slioiikl  it  not  in  its  turn  bect)Uie  one  of  those  l)lesseil  asyhniis  where  men  of  retired  Iial)its  may 
taste  the  sweets  of  society,  and  yet  converse  with  the  illustrious  dead,  who  in  jiast  ages  have  illu- 
minated the  world  '. 

Here  auKmg  our  youth  we  may  confidently  look  for  generous  emulation,  a  nol)le  desire  for 
honest  fame, — an  ardent  love  for  truth  — and  a  determination  to  surpass  in  knowledge  and  virtue 
the  most  sanguine  hopes  of  their  friends  and  ])arents. 

In  this  Institution  many  holy  aspirations  will  doul)tless  arise  in  minds  yet  untainted,  and 
which,  l)y  Divine  grace,  shall  l)ecome  a  panoply  to  ]irotect  tliem  through  life,  against  all  the 
temptations  that  can  assail  them.  And  the  time  will  come,  when  we,  too,  can  look  back  to  ovu' 
own  line  of  celebrated  men,  brought  up  at  this  Seminary,  and  whose  character  and  attainments 
shall  cist  a  glory  around  it,  and  become,  as  it  were,  the  genius  of  the  Institution. 

is  there  an  ingenuous  youth  now  j)resent,  of  ijuick  .sensiliility  and  lively  ambition,  who  docs 
not  cheri.sh  in  his  imagination  the  ho])e  that  he  may  become  one  of  those  whom  in  futiue  times 
this  University  will  delight  to  honour  as  one  of  her  favourite  sons  '.  Why  should  he  not  :'  He  is 
in  the  enjoyment  of  the  same  advantages, — jjursuing  the  same  ]>aths  of  knowledge,  which  enabled 
.so  manj'  in  former  times  to  soar  to  the  more  elevated  height  of  literary  fame. 

Thk  ]Moi)ek>    Educational  Theories  ake  xot  SorNU,  ok  Practhal. 

1  am  aware  that,  in  tliis  age  of  high  pretension,  some  ati'ect  todcspi.se  the  ]iroceedings  of  our 
ancestors,  and  more  especially  tlieir  methods  of  training  up  the  rising  geneiation  in  the  way  they 
should  go.  Instead  of  acting  on  Religious  ],rinci})les  and  considerations,  in  educating  youth,  as 
was  the  cu.stom  of  our  foreiathers,  and  their  jtrevailing  motive  for  establisliing  Colleges  and 
.Seminaries,  such  modern  ]>romoters  of  innovation  set  aside  Religion,  and  stifle  that  voice  wliicli 
bids  us  ])re]tare  for  the  concerns  of  eternity,  that  all  our  energies  may  be  devoted  to  the  things 
of  time  and  its  jierisliing  interests.  They  value  nothing  l)eyond  the  cimfines  of  this  world,  and 
deal  with  youth  as  if  all  their  inijudses  were  good,  and  all  their  dislikes  preservatives  from  evil. 
Such  a  course  betrays  a  lamentable  ignorance  of  liuman  nature.  The  true  sy.stem  of  education  — 
and  God  grant  that  it  may  speedil}'  regain  through  all  Christendom  its  former  influence.  -  -is 
founded  on  a  wi.ser  estimate  <tf  the  natural  indisposition  of  every  child  l)orn  in  the  world  to 
cultivate  those  tastes  which  be.st  become  us,  as  dependent  and  innuortal  beings. 

We  need  not  fear  any  deficiency  in  the  cultivation  of  such  arts  as  lead  to  tlie  gratification  of 
luxury  and  refinement, — to  the  accinuulati(m  of  wealth  and  the  establishment  of  jiower. 

All  feel  that  the  demands  made  by  the  senses  are  so  constant  and  imperious,  that  they  re- 
(piire  little  or  no  sjtecial,  encouragement.  But,  in  tliis  Institution,  our  chief  care  will,  it  is 
hoped,  ever  be  tf)  cherish  and  strengthen  in  our  youth  those  ])rinciples  and  affections,  which  give 
our  finite  being  wings  t<»  soar  above  this  transitory  scene,  and  energy  to  that  mental  vision, 
which  shall  eiialile  them  to  look  with  confidence  on  the  gloiics  of  the  spiritual.  wlu'U  this  our 
material  world  is  vanishing  rapidly  away. 

Explanations,  and  Defence  of  King's  College  Charter  of   IS27. 

In  this  interesting  A<ldress  of  the  venerable  Bishop  Straclian,  Pi'esident  of 
the  l'nivei*sity  of  Kind's  College,  there  arc  the  utterances  of  the  pent  up  feelings 
of  a  man  who  had  long  and  anxiou.sly  lookc<l  forward  to  the  opening  of  this 
T'niversity  as  the  culmination  of  his  liighest  liojjes  and  tlie  gratification  of  his 
warm«'st  wishes  in  regard  to  King's  College. 

The  Address  is  the  more  valuable,  and  the  interest  in  it  the  greater,  from  the 
com])reiiensive  survey  given  by  its  President  of  the  chequered  history  of  the 
University,  since  tin-  time,  when,  encountering  so  many  difficidties,  as  he  did.  lie 
ol)tained  the  Jloyal  Charter  for  this  pi'(>.s[)ective  and   ricldy  endowed    Institution. 

Although,  when  obtained,  the  Charter  was  justly  held  to  l)e  drawn  uj)  in 
favour  of  one  particular  Cliurch,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others  in  I'ppei-  Canjula. 
yet  it  should  be  reiiiembei-ed  that   thut  Church   was,  at  (h<'   time,   pi-actically  ;iii 
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t'.stal)lislKMl  ('liui\'Ii  ill  I  "ppfi- Canada,  iiiidcr  tlic  ])r()\isi()ns  of  tlu-  ( "oiistitutioual 
Act  of  1 7!' I.  It  was  \(  ly  natural,  therefore,  that  the  C'haiter  shouM  l)e  drafted, 
as  it  was,  by  those  wlio  witc  MciuIxts  of  (hat  ( 'Iiureh  and.  as  siieh,  were  the 
partii's  to  its  issue. 

liXehisixc  as  it  was.  Doctor  Stracliaii  ti'lls  us  in  his  Address,  that  it  was  the 
most  lilirral  that  had  excr  passed  the  (Jreat  Seal.      lie   says  : — 

Tlic  CliartiT  lit'  till'  I  11  i versify  of  King's  Ciillogu  was  not  luistily  suttlod.  It  was  lu-aily  a 
w  liolr  year  imdei-  serious  (lelil)eration.       It  was  repeatedly  lefei'red  to  the

Iiistrimieiit  so  free  and  soeoiii|irelK'iisive  in  its  |)ro\isions. 

It  was  considered,  not  only  the  most  open  Charter  that  hail  ever  lieen  granted,  hnt  the  most 
liberal  that  could  he  framed  on  ("on.stitutional  principles;  and  His  Majesty's  (ioveiiniient 
declared  that,  in  pa.ssing  it,  \\\v\   hail  gone  to  the  iitinost  limit  of  concession. 

It  is  now,  as  I  write,  (.March.  1^97,)  just  se\enty  years  since  the  original 
Charter  of  Kincr's  College  Cniversity  was  grunted.  Jt  boars  date  on  the  lotli  of 
March,  I<S27.  It  is  ditHcidt  to  trairsport  ones  .self  back  to  those  times:  and  nnich 
more  ao  to  the  political  and  administrati\e  atmosphere  of  the  Colonial  ( >ttice  in 
Downing  Street,  when  the  rights  of  thr  ( "olonies  to  sclf-govorniiient  —  as  we 
undei-.stand  tlicm  to  day — were  nut  fully  ackncnvledged, — and  e\en  though  coui- 
teously  reeogni/ed,  yet  also  with  reservati<ms,  if  not  with  "  bated  breath." 

Even,  nearly  ten  years  afterwards.  Doctor  llversi^i  encountered  endless 
(Aistaclcs — technical  and  otherwise — in  obtaining  a  similai-  Royal  Charter  foi-  the 
Upper  Canada  Academy  at  Cobourg.  Nor  shoidd  it  be  forgotten,  that  tln'  Re\ crmd 
Doctor  Strachan  was  not  personally  responsible  for  the  most  objectional  denomi- 
national features  of  the  Royal  Chailer  of  King's  College.  Indeeij,  the  ReverePid 
Doctor  Bethuue.  his  Successor  in  the  See  of  Toronto,  tells  us,  in  his  Jfcnntirs  of 
li\sh(q)  ,Sf i''ir/i(i II .  that  : — 

To  the  writer  of  these  ])ages  the  Memoir  Doctor  Strachan  himself  attirmed,  on  his  return 
from  England,  that  he  had  expres.sed  to  Lord  liathurst.  (Colonial  Secretary,)  his  ohjection  to  the 
provision  (in  the  Charter.)  that  the  Archdeacon  of  York,  for  the  time  l)eing,  should  be.  ij-officm. 
President  of  the  Cniversity  ;  and  he  stated  also  his  doul)ts  as  to  whether  it  was  judicious  to 
reipiire  from  Members  of  the  College  Cotnicil,  subscription  to  the  Thirty-nine  .\iticles  of  the 
Church  of  Pingland.      Mcmi>ir  i>f  Bixlmp  Sfmrliiin,  paif  110. 

( )ne  can  scarcely  read  this  Address  of  the  Presiilcnt  of  the  Cni\ersit\"  with- 
out a  feeling  of  ])ersonal  sympathy  for  the  heroic  ( )ld  Man,  who  all  these  years, 
from  l'S27  to  1n4.').  had  ciKliiroil  a  gooij  ileal  of  odium  for  a  ( 'hartei- — ba.sed, 
indeed  on  ])urcly  denominational  lines  —  but  which,  had  his  ad\ice  and  counsel  to 
the  Colonial  Secretary  been  taken,  would  haxc  had  eliminated  from  it,  at  the 
beginning,  some  of  the  most  objectionable  of  its  features.  ( )ne  cannot.  ne\eithe- 
less,  but  admin*  his  constancy  and  loyalty  to  the  ti'rms  of  a  gift  from  the  Imperial 
Government,  not  altogether  to  his  liking,  but  which,  taken  as  a  whole.  In-  tln-n 
regarded  as  a  gi'eat  boon  to  Cpper  Canada. 
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Further  Proceedings  at  the  Ceremony  of  Opening  Kings  College. 

After  tlie  Pivsidciit  of  the  University  lia<l  tiiiislied  his  Addi-ess,  the  Reverend 
Doctor  McCiUih  as  Vice  President  of  the  University  and  Senioi-  Professor,  tluis 
referred  to  the  advantaj>es  of  a  University  edncation.     He  said:  — 

The  gratifying  duty  devolves  on  nie,  my  young  friends,  of  congratulating  you  on  your  admis- 
sion to  the  University,  and  of  welcoming  you  to  the  enjoyment  of  tlie  advantages,  which  it  .so 
liberally  attoixls.  In  discharging  this  duty,  I  desire  to  avail  myself  of  the  o])])ortunity  tt)  otter, 
for  yttur  guidance,  some  observations  of  a  ))ractical  tendency,  which  may  be  useful  in  enabling 
you  to  .secure  those  })enetits,  which  you  have  pro])o.sed  obtaining,  by  becoming  members  of  this 
institution. 

Address  of  the  Reverend  Vice  President  McCaul. 

Doctor  McCaul  then  proceeded  to  deliver  a  highly  finished  Address  on  the 
special  value,  to  aspirants  for  academic  (iistinction,  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  rich  stores  of  Classical  Literature,— of  Mathematical  Science, — of  Natural 
and  Experimental  Philosophy, — of  Metaphysical  and  Moral  Science,  Logic  Rhe- 
toric, and  tho.se  various  other  subjects — a  knowledge  of  which  is  necessary  to  a 
thorough  mental  outfit  for  the  individual  in  the  battle  of  intellectual  and  prac- 
tical life.  He  also  pointeil  out  the  great  importance  of  the  mental  and  moral 
culture  which  a  University  course  possessed  for  those  who  were  really  in  earnest 
in  pursuing  it.     Tlie  substance  of  what  he  said  was,  that  a  University  course  : — 

Provided  haljits  of  industry  anil  pei.severance,  —  of  laborious  and  patient  research  ;  while 
the  examination  whicli  succeetled  exercised  the  power  of  concentration,  and  jirouijjted  readiness 
in  the  applicatirm  of  knowledge.  The  University  was  also  a  school  of  dici])line  for  the  intel- 
lectual power.  It  teaches  that  whatever  is  to  be  d()ne  should  be  done  well.  It  enforces  the 
necessity  of  uniting  to  jierfect  acquaintance  with  a  suliject,  exactness  and  jirecision  in  the  use  of 
language,  and  incvUcates  the  le.sson  that  knowledge,  to  be  valuable  nui.st  be  accurate,  and  tliat 
one  cannot  ho])e  for  success,  unless  that  hope  is  ))a.sed  on  the  conviction  that  we  have  attended 
to  everything — even  the  mo.st  minute  auxiliary. — wliereby  it  may  ))e  jjrocuretl  ...  It  also 
acfjuires  i)unctuality  and  order,  and  enforces  sulxirdination  and  deference  to  authority 
We  also  learn  to  read, — and  di.stingui.sh  at  a  glance  the  prominent  features  of  a  work, — to  analy.se 
its  contents  and  extract  its  essence, — to  di.scover  the  substance  — to  lind  fruit  amidst  the  leaves. 

Doctor  McCaul  then  dwelt  on  the  per.s<mal  advantage  to  students  of  associating  with  those 
who  were  seekers  after  knowledge  like  themselves.  It  promoted  a  generous  desire  for  eipial 
distinction  witli  them  and  was  an  incentive  to  exertiim  in  the  academic  struggle  and  in  future 
conte.sts  in  which  nobler  prizes  might  ))e  obtained.  He  warned  the  .students  agahist  tiie  seductive 
influences  which  would  assail  them,  and  assured  them  that  learning,  without  .sound  princi])les, 
would  be  as  a  good  ship  without  a  ru<hler, — that  profound  scholarship  was  as  notliing  without 
fervent  Christianity,  and  that  love  to   God   was  stronger  tlian   all   tlu'   moivd    |iiinci|)les  wliich 

ancient  or  modern  etiiics  evei'  taught.

The  Address  of  the  Hunouuahle  Chief  .Justice  lloi'.iNSON. 

The  following  Address  on  the  inauguration  of  the  University,  was  deliveied 
bv  the  Honourable  John  Beverley  Robinson,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  (^)ueen's 
Bench  in  Upper  Canada.  Mr.  Robin.son  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished,  as  he 
was  one  of  the  most  loyal  an<l  faithful,  friends  of  the  Venerable  President  of  the 
rniversity.  He  took  e.special  pleasure  in  congratulating  his  former  Instructor 
on  tin-  riili  fruition  of  his  long  cherished  hopes,  in  thus  witnessing  the  opening  of 
an  Institution,  for  which  In-  had  so  long,  so  earnestly  and  faithfully  laboured. 
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Tlio  Cliit'l"   Justice,  in    his    l)iict'   liistorical  iftVrcuco,  did  no   more  tlian  what 

was  right  and  tittin;,^  in    iffciiinu-.  as  1h'  did  with  |)ii(h',  to  the  persistent  efforts 

of  Doctor   Sti'aehan  in  (h'xotin^   his  eneii,des   in  those   early  days  to  promote  the 

cause  of  education.      He  said  tiuly  that :  — 

In  laying  the  foundation  ()f  the  System  <>f  Cominon  SiIio<»ls  twenty -seven  years  aj^o,  vmir 
Lordshiji,  it  is  well  known,  took  a  proniineiit  part  ;  and,  at  a  still  earlier  |)eriod,  as  1  well 
remeuiher,  it  was  the  sug-^'estion,  and  upon  tin' eai  nest  instance  of  your  Lordsiiip  that  the  Sbitute 
(of  1H07)  was  ]>rocined.  to  wliieli  we  are  intKI)teil  for  the  listrict  Oraniuiar  Schools  throughout 
r|)|ier  Canada  ;  in  which  Schools  alone,  for  more  than  twenty  years,  the  means  of  oi)tiiining  a 
lil)eral  education  were  to  l)e  found. 

The  Chiel"  Justice  continued  his  .\d(h('ss  as  follows: — 

What  a  glorious  tbiy  has  now  opened  u|ioii  r|i|»er  Canada  !  The  feelings  with  which  your 
Lordsliip  must  look  upon  the  .scene,  at  tliis  moment  i)efore  you,  I  will  make  no  effort  to  descrihe, 
for  I  am  wholly  unahle  to  give  adeipiati;  utterance  to  my  own. 

When,  more  than  forty  years  ago,  you  came,  a  stranger  to  this  all  l)ut  unknown  Country,  a 
young  and  ardent  labourer  in  the  cau.se  of  Kducation,  how  would  it  have  delighted  you,  if  you 
could  have  heen  permitted  to  see  in  the  ilistant  foreground,  this  crowning  termination  of  the 
hopes  and  plans,  which  you  began  at  an  early  day  to  entertain  '. 

That  perseverance  surmoinits  all  ditHculties,  has  not  often  i)een  more  strikingly,  or  more 
hajjpily  evinced  than  in^yoincase.  The  suggestions  which,  hefore  this  century  l)egan,  yoin-  Lord- 
ship, from  your  intimate  friendly  relation  with  a  much  honoured  Member  of  the  (Jovernment, 
had  an  ojjportunity  of  urging,  are  now  at  length  a))out  to  take  the  sha])e  of  measures,  but  not 
until  the  century  has  nearly  half  elapsed  ;  and  yet,  l)y  the  care  of  a  kind  Trovidence,  you  are 
spared  to  witness  the  consunnuation  of  lio]ies  that  have  been  dearly  cherished  through  so  many 
years  of  delays  and  difhculties. 

That  you  should  have  the  distinguislied  lionour  of  having  your  name  go  down  to  posterity 
as  the  first  President  of  the  University  of  King's  College,  is  but  the  legitimate  reward  of  years 
of  faithful  and  most  u.seful  service  in  the  cause  of  Education,  and  of  a  devotion  to  its  intere.sts, 
so  comprehensive  in  its  character,  and  so  unremitting,  that  there  is  no  gradation,  or  de]>artment, 
of  instructi<m  which  has  not,  in  its  turn,  received  your  anxious  care.  ...  In  the  (Iraunuar 
Schools  which  you  fovnided,  the  means  of  obtaining  a  liberal  education  were  to  be  found,  and 
which,  then,  and  to  this  moment,  have  conferred  upon  the  Country  advantages  beyond  our  power 
to  estimate. 

1  refer  to  these  District  (iranuuar  Schools,  my  Lord,  with  peculiar  pleasure,  for  it 
was  at  one  ofthe.se  Schools,  conducted  by  yourself,  that  I  received  the  instruction,  without  which 
1  cannot  Init  feel  that  my  career  in  life  must  have  been  one  of  a  very  different  description,  and 
which,  if  that  opj)ortunity  had  not  been  consideral)ly  extended  to  me,  as  it  was,  by  yoiu-  kind- 
ness, I  Cfiuld  assuredly  not  have  obtained. 

I  refer  to  the.se  ^chools  also  with  pleasure,  because  I  know  that  it  enhances  the  gratification 
which  your  Lordship  receives  from  this  day's  j)roceedings,  —  that  among  those  connected  with  this 
University,  are  three  Gentlemen,  who  with  me,  were  educated  under  your  care  at  one  of  tho.se 
Di.strict  (iranuuar  Schools,  and  who  were  entrusted  by  the  Legislature  with  the  ottice of  Visitors 
of  King's  College,  in  conse(pience  of  their  elevation  to  the  highest  .seat  of  Ju.stice  in  this  Colony. 

Your  Lord.ship  may  be  assured  that  it  is  to  them,  and  to  me,  a  source  of  j)eculiar  .satisfaction, 
that  we  have  lived  to  see  you  enjoy  the  fultilment  of  a  ho])e  in  which  you  had  so  long  induh'ed, 
and  that,  if.  at  last,  your  Lordshiji  is  not  to  take  that  active  direction  in  the  internal  government 
of  this  University,  for  which  the  Royal  Charter  provides,  it  is  only  becau.se  you  have  been  rai.sed 
to  a  station  <if  which  the  duties  are  even  higher  and  more  sacred. 

A  Tkibitk  to  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul,  the  Vice  PuEsinKNT. 

Uj)on  you,  Mr.  Vice  President,  the  gratifying  honour  has  been  conferred,  of  selecting  you  t<) 
<lischarge  those  offices  of  internal  goverinuent  and  actual  superintendence  of  the  instruction 
to  be  imiiarted  within  these  walls,  which,  from  the  elevation  of  the  Right  Reverend  President 
t^»  the  Ei)i.seoi)al  Bench,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  ))lace  in  other  hands  than  his. 

It  would  be  strange  presumption  in  me,  to  speak  of  yf)ur  fitness  for  such  a  t^isk  ;  but  I  may 
be  allowed  to  congratulate  the  Country  and  yourself  uj)on  what  all  mu.st,  with  great  .satisfaction, 
admit, — that  you  come  with  singidar  advantages  to  the  duties  which  you  have  undertaken.

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You  have  brought  with  you  to  tliis  Country  a  ver^- higli  re|)utati(>n  for  .scholarship,  aojuired. 
:it  an  unusually  earl}-  age,  and  ac<juired  at  a  sesit  of  learning,  whose  long  and  well  establislied 
diameter  gives  the  best  assurance  that  the  honours  ct>nfeiTed  in  it  must  have  l)een  well  and 
fairl}-  earned.  You  are  still  in  the  {trinie  vigor  of  your  life,  and  yet  are  familiar  with  the 
business  oi  instruction  ;  and  you  have  become  so,  from  an  experience  acipiired  by  some  yeai-s  of 
nio.st  sedulous  and  successful  ap})lication,  under  the  eyes  of  tho.se  who  now  look  with  eager  hope 
to  your  sustaining  and  inci'easing  in  the  new  tield  here  opened  to  you,  the  reputation  which  they 
freelj-  and  heartily  admit  you  to  have  won  in  that  held  of  labovn-  in  Ipper  Uanada  College  which 
jou  have  left. 

Excellence  in  any  art,  or  science,  is  seldom,  if  ever.  Il)elieve,  attained,  except  by  those  who 
have  been  ardent  in  its  i)ursuits.  and  for  whom  whatever  is  connected  with  the  honour  and 
advancement  of  their  favourite  study,  jiossesses  a  high  degree  of  interest.  It  cannot,  therefore,  be 
doubted  that  l)y  yourself  and  by  those  learned  Professors  who  have  been  associated  with  you,  as 
being  eminently  ([ualitied  l)y  their  attainments  in  their  various  dei)artments,  it  unist  l)e  felt  to  be 
a  di.stinction  not  less  intere.sting  than  honourable,  to  lie  .selected  to  build  up  an  University,  which 
shall,  in  all  time  to  come,  have  authority  under  a  R(»j'al  Charter,  to  stamp  with  its  seal  the  pre- 
tensions to  excellence  in  the  several  arts  and  sciences. 

Upper  Canada  Wcrthy  of  every  Effort  to  Promote  Her  Intellectual  Welfare. 

You  and  your  Colleagues  have  been  selected  to  lay  the  foundation  of  what  is  designed  to  l)e 
a  pei'fect  system  of  University  education  in  a  Country  like  this  ;  a  Country  important  from  its 
extent,  from  its  great  and  increasing  jiopulation,  and  from  its  peculiar  position  in  this  vast  Con- 
tinent : — A  Countrj^  interesting,  even  in  its  short  past  history,  as  well  as  fi-om  the  astonishing 
rapidit}'  with  which  it  is  advancing ;  and  a  Country,  which,  I  think  we  can  say  with  truth,  and  with 
honest  pride,  is  hontiured  thiouL'hout  the  Empire  for  the  credit  with  which  it  has  ])a.ssed  through 
the  perils  of  foreign  invasion  and  dcmiestic  tunuilt.  Most  co  dially,  my  Lord,  Mr.  Vice  President 
and  Reverend  and  learned  Professors,  most  cordially,  I  am  sure,  do  the  people  of  this  Province 
wish  you  honour  and  success  in  the  noble  task  which  you  have  undertaken.  No  mind  can 
measure  the  importmce  of  your  ]aV)ours  to  succeeding  generations  in  this  I'rovince.  And  may 
that  good  Providence,  without  whose  su])])ort  all  human  effort  must  fail,  crown  those  labours 
with  the  happiest  results — directing  them  in  all  things  to  His  Glory,  and  enabling  you  to  secure 
U)  yourselves,  whenever  you  ma}-  retire  from  the  held  of  your  arduous  exertions,  the  con- 
sciousness of  having  served  faithfully  and  efhciently  in  a  duty,  than  which  there  is  none  more 
honourable  I  May  a  ju.st  and  generous  people  cheer  you  with  their  encounigement  in  your  pro- 
gre.ss,  and  .shew  that  they  can  appreciate  the  benehts  which  I  doubt  not  your  anxious  toils  will 
Cf)nfer  upon  them  and  upon  their  posterity  1     .     .      . 

If  this  Universit}^  shall  l)e  permitted,  by  the  blessing  of  Providence,  to  work  out  the  noble 
ends  of  its  Royal  Founder,  in  security  and  ]>eace,  the  generations  which  succeed  us  will  assuredly 
have  to  boast  their  long  list  of  woilhies.  who  will  have  gathered  within  its  walls  the  seeds  of 
every  public  and  ]irivate  virtue,  and  m  lio  in  the  various  departments  of  public  life  will  have 
proved  a  Ijlessing  to  this  Country. 

The  Chief  Ju.stice  then  referred  t(j  tlie  circumstance.s  of  their  meeting  in  the 
oUl  Parliament  Builcling.-*,  in  whicli  to  inaugurate  the  University,  and  to  open  its 
classes  there  for  the  reception  of  Students  in  the  very  Chamher  in  which  he,  as  a 
Member  of  the  Legislative  Council,  liad  .so  often  sat  and  took  part  in  its  proceed- 
ings.    He  said  : — 

When  I  look  around  u]>on  these  wills,  and  am  reminded  by  familar  objects,  ni  proceedings 
which  have  taken  j»lace  within  them,  I  feel  a  satisfaction,  (melancholy  indeed  it  is,  because  my 
hu  nble  eff  )rts  ware  unavailing, )  that  I  was  never  led  by  any  motive  to  concur  in  those  alter- 
ations, whicli  deprived  tJiis  Univer.^ity  of  its  distinct  religious  character. 

To  have  excluded  from  instruction  in  literature  and  the  sciences,  all  who  lielonged  not  to  a 
particular  Church,  might  justly  have  Ijeen  considered  as  illiberal  and  unwise  ;  and  to  have 
allowed  thfi.se  only  t^t  impart  instruction  in  these  dejjartments,  who  ])rofessed  their  adherence  to 
a  [larticrdar  creed,  might  have  .seemed  a  course  as  little  suitable  to  this  time  and  Coinitry. 

The  Charter,  as  it  tniginally  stood,  did  neither  ;  l)ut  it  did  contain  .some  provisions,  jilainly 
intended  t/»  ensure  consistency  in  the  govennnent,  an<l  harmimy  in  tlie  working  of  the  In.stitu- 
ti<in,  and  intended  moreover  to  ])roclaim  o])enly  to  all,  what  was  the  form  of  worship,  and  what 
the  doctrine,  which  alone  they  might  expect  to  be  maintained  ami  inculcated  in  King's  College. 
I  li;ive  always  thought  that  some  such  security  against  confusion  and  enor,  and  against  a  rlanger 
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greater  and  more  probaljlo — the  danger  of  establishing  an  indifference  to  all  religious  tiutli was 

ret|uirod  upon  the  i)lainost  principles  of  reasoning  ;  and  th.at  without  such  security,  tiie  day 
Miight  come  when  we  slmuld  have  to  look  in  vain  for  the  continued  support  of  the  virtuous  and 
eidightened,  wiio.so  influence,  happily  for  mankind,  jnevails  in  general,  sooner  or  later,  against 
whatever  rests  for  its  support,  not  on  reason,  hut  on  the  voice  of  numhers.  Such  men,  what- 
ever may  l»e  their  creed,  may  not  he  found  to  look  with  perfect  confidence  ujton  any  .seat  of 
learning,  whose  religious  character  is  not  fixed  and  acknowledged.  We  know,  «t  lea.st.  that  in 
England  they  have  not  looked  witli  flattering  confidence  upon  that  one  University  (London) 
which  is  liable  to  the  exception  which  I  have  .stated. 

Tt  may,  1  know,  be  said,  that  we  are  not  in  England,  Ireland,  or  Scotland  ;  and  it  may  be 
imagineil  that  a  less  .sound  feeling  in  matters  of  sucli  momentous  concern  must  necessarily  be 
characteristic  of  this  Country,  from  the  accidental  manner  in  which  it  has  l)een  peopled.  If  it 
be  so,  it  is  more  t<i  l)e  dei)Iored  than  any  other  error.  Hut  the  memliers  of  the  tiiree  largest 
Christian  connuunities  in  Ipper  Canada,  unconnected  with  the  Church  of  Knyland,  have  <m-en 
evidence  of  very  different  views.  They  have  all  shewn,  much  to  their  credit,  that  a  College  in 
whicii  all  religions  may  be  taught,  or  no  religion,  is  not  that  kind  of  Institution  for  the  in.struc- 
tion  of  youth  which  tiiey  would  prefer.  They  have  each  given  the  strongest  jiroof,  that  what 
they  desire,  in  their  own  case,  is  a  College  which  shall  be  avowedly  in  strict  and  undoubted  con- 
nection with  their  own  persuasion.  If  this  had  not  been  their  feeling,  we  should  not  have  heard 
of  (^)ueen's  College,  or  the  Colleges  of  Victor  a  and  Regiopolis.  In  this,  they  have  judged 
.soundly  of  human  nature,  and  yielded  an  honest  testimony  to  what  their  consciences  approved. 
It  was,  we  know,   contended  at  the  time,  (and  it  would  be  unjust  and  unrea.sonable  not  to 

make  allowance   for  the  jn-essure  under  which    the  Government   and  the  Legislature  acted), it 

was  contended,  that,  to  endow  an  University  in  connection  with  one  Church,  from  funds  in 
which  people  of  all  persuasions  nnght  claim  an  interest,  was  contrary  to  justice.  But  the  Church, 
mentioned  in  the  Royal  Charter,  was  tiiat  Church  which  the  Sovereign  swears  at  his  coronation 
to  sujiport  in  all  jiarts  of  his  Dominion,  excejtt  in  Scotland  ;  and  the  spirit,  which  denied  to  the 
Sovereign  the  ridit  to  endow  from  resources,  which  the  constitution  had  vested  in  the  Crown, 
an  University  in  comnuuiion  with  the  great  Pn.te.stant  Church  of  the  Empire,  might,  as  it  seemed 
to  me,  have  been  justly  discountenanced  as  an  unreasonable  spirit  And  a  little  attention  to 
the  history  of  the  times  and  Countries  not  i-emote  from  us. will,  I  believe,  shew,  that,  in  General, 
it  has  proved  itself  a  spirit,  not  of  weakness,  but  of  ambition  ; — one  that  will  be  i)erpetually 
inclined  to  strive  for  the  mastery,  when  there  is  any  ground  of  hope  :  until  at  last,  (as  there  are 
not  wanting  examples  to  shew,)— in  the  changes  of  time,  where  nothing  had  been  fixed  by  law, 
there  l)ecomes  fixed  and  settled,  through  perseverance  and  management,  and  probably,  after 
years  of  .strife,  a  state  of  things  which,  if  it  had  been  proi)osed  in  the  first  in.stance,  orcould  have 
been  anticipated  as  the  j)ro])able  residt,  would  have  been  desired  by  no  one,  but  connuended  by 
all.  A  year  of  some  such  misfortune  is  my  only  fear  ;  but  I  tru.st  that  the  wi.sdom  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  Legi.slature  may  guard  against  the  danger.  I  l)ecomes  us  at  least  to  entertain  the 
hope  :  and  may  God  in  His  goodness  avert  this  and  all  other  evils  from  the  University  of  Kind's 
C<  )llege. 

Addre.ss  ok  the  Honourable  Mb.  Justice  Hagermak. 

Did  I  not  think,  that  no  I'pper  Canadian  ought  to  refuse  to  aid  — however  humble— in  pro- 
moting an  object  so  deeply  interesting  to  every  true  lover  of  his  Country,  as  to  the  opening  of 
an  Institution  destined  to  advance  in  so  many  most  important  respects  the  welfare  and  hapjjiness 
of  the  inhabitants  of  his  native  land,  I  should  most  assuredly  have  declined  complying  with  the 
reipiest,  very  recently  made  to  me,  to  addre.ss  a  few  (d).servations,  on  the  present  interestin>'  occa- 
sion. 

In  reflecting  on  the  influence,  which  King's  College,  as  the  fir.st  and  greatest  Seat  of  Learnini-- 
in  Canada,  is  destined  to  produce  on  the  state  of  .society  generally,  and  the  improvement  of  the 
learned  jirofessions  ]»articularly,  throughout  the  Province,  the  mind  is  led  to  .  .  .  contem- 
plate with  satisfaction  the  fact  that  a  Colony,  such  as  that  in  which  we  are  livincr,  makin<'  ii  first 
great  effort  to  e.stal)lish  an  In.stitutioii,  which,  with  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  may  yet 
rank  with  tho.se  famous  seats  of  learning  in  our  father- land 

If  we  look  back  to  the  periods,  when  the  two  greatest  Universities  in  the  world  were  first 
established,  we  shall  be  brought  to  remendjer,  that  the  nund)er  of  persons  wh(»  then  <iccui)ied 
their  halls,  was  limited  to  a  very  few  jiious  men,  whose  labours  were  confined  to  the  reli<Mous 
in.structicm  of  a  .scanty  population,  jtrofoundly  ignorant  of  every  l)ranch  of  liteniture 

Let  us  citntrast  with  the  daikne.ss  of  that  gloomy  jteriod  the  glorious  light,  which  the.se  "reat 
literary  luminaries  have  diffused,  and  are  .still  diffusing,  throuifhout  the  world 
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Those  of  our  youth,  who  desire  to  learn  lessons  of  wisdom,  and  to  attain  eminence  among 
the  benefactors  of  their  race,  will,  on  searching  the  pages  of  tlieir  Countrj^'s  history,  find,  that 
the  mt^ist  illustrious  men  of  modern  times  have  received  their  instruction  at  British  Universities. 
And  ungrateful  indeed  must  our  children  be,  if  they  are  not  thankful,  that,  unlike  the  foundei"s 
of  these  noble  In.stitutions,  they  ai-e  not  left  t<^>  gro[)e  their  way  in  darkness  to  the  fountain.^ 
of  knowledge.  .  .  .      How  greatly,  in  tliis  resj)ect,  has  even  l'p])er  Canada  the  advan- 

tage over  England,  as  it  was  when,  as  Camden  tells  us,  -  agreeable  to  Merlins  j>ro])hecy — "  Wis- 
d(mi  began  to  flourish  at  the  ford  of  Oxen." 

Nor  are  we  t<,i  overlook  the  great  benefits  resvdting  from  the  youth  of  a  country  being 
brought  together  at  these  public  Institutions,  and  that  their  friendshi])s  are  there  formed  be- 
tween kindred  spirits. 

Neither  can  society  at  large  fail  to  be  in  .some  degree  l)enefitted  by  this  union  of  sentiment 
among  its  public  men.  .  The   good    of  their  Country,  will    be  the    mutual  de.sire  of 

t^ood  men  who  bear  the  relation  of  friends  to  each  other,  although  they  may  pursvie  that  great 
object  by  different  means  and  by  difterent  routes. 

Of  the  great  advantages,  that  must  result  to  the  learned  professions  from  the  establishment 
in  this  Country'  of  a  well-governed  I'niversity,  no  one  of  course  can  entertain  the  slightest 
doubt  ;  but  of  the  extent  of  those  advantages,  I  can  sj)eak  only  from  what  1  know  to  be  the 
want  of  them  ;  for.  to  me  they  never  were  accssible.  The  history  of  the  education  of  the  yovith 
of  Upper  Canada  has  alreadj'  been  given  by  your  Lordshijj, — the  details  of  which  are  sufficiently 
ample,  except  as  to  rme  point,  —and  that  is,  the  sjiare  which  you  have  had,  from  early  life  to  the 
present  hour,  in  promoting  it.  The  results  of  your  laboiu's  and  the  ])roofs  of  their  success,  you 
have  been  permitted  to  live  to  see  now  surroiniding  you  :  and,  in  addition  to  this  reward,  you 
have  secured  the  gratitude  and  aftection  of  every  right-minded  inhabitant  of  this  Colony.  I  can 
add  nothing  to  the  just  tribute  paid  to  jou  by  your  distinguished  friend  and  former  puinl. — the 
Chief  Justice  ;  but  I  may  be  iiermitted  to  remind  all  present,  that  to  your  untiring  energy, 
Upper  Canada  must  acknowledge  itself  indebted,  for  every  lienefit  that  may  result  to  it  from  the 
establishment  of  King's  College. 

The  student  who  may  choose  the  Practice  of  the  Law  as  his  ])rofe-ssi(fti,  will  derive  from  his 
attendance  at  the  University  a  double  advantage.  He  gains  earlier  admission  to  the  rolls  of  the 
Courts,  and  what  is  of  infinitely  more  importance,  his  studies  are  so  directed  as  to  enlarge  his 
knowledge  of  general  literature,  and  render  him,  by  the  best  means,  friendly  and  familiar  inter- 
course, acipiainted  with  the  dis])ositions  and  character  of  mankind.  Perfection  in  legal  know- 
ledge was  never  attained  and  prol)a})ly  never  will  be  attained  l>y  any  one  ;  and  although  to 
acquire  a  reasonable  accjuaintance  with  its  ])rinci])les,  retirement  and  long-continued  undisturbed 
study  are  indispensable,  yet  the  Advocate  well  knows,  that  he  has  small  chance  of  success,  if  he 
neglects  those  great  stores  of  learning,  from  which  are  to  be  gained  a  competent  knowledge  of 
other  departments  of  science,  and  an  acquaintance  with  general  literature. 

With  respect  to  the  Medical  Profession,  it  is  imiversally  admitted,  that,  as  yet,  the  Pro- 
vince is  but  inade(juately  su]>])lied  ;  and  all  who  are  acijuainted  with  the  wants  of  the  inhabitants 
in  places  remote  from  the  ])iincij)al  Towns,  will  rejoice  at  the  prosfject  now  opening  for  the 
supT)ly  of  medical  men  .  .  .      Tt  must  V)e  a  source  of   sincere  gratiHcation    to  all,  that 

the  great  want  of  a  public  School  of  Medicine,  directed  by  learned  and  .skilful  professors,  is 
about  tt)  be  suj)plied  in  this  Univerity. 

But  one  subject  moi-e  remains  foi  notice — 1  mean  the  study  of  Divinity.  The  most  profound 
knowle<lge  of  L;iw.-  -<ir  of  Medicine,— or  of  any  merely  human  science,  can  l)eofnoj>ermanent  value, 
unless  accom])anied  with  a  belief  in  the  Christian  Keligioii  and,  through  it,  the  consoling  hopes 
of  immortality.  To  convey  these  blessed  truths  througiiout  the  land,  is  the  first  duty  and 
holiest  ol)ject  of  a  Christian  Government,  or  comnnuiity  ;  and  from  public  Seminaries  of 
Learning  it  is  that  the  I'nited  Kingd<mi  has  been  chiefly  supjdied  with  fit  and  com])etent  in- 
structors in  our  Holy  Religion.  King's  College  is,  I  trust,  henceforth  to  bear  the  name  relation 
in  this  respect  tf»  U])j)er  Canada,  that  the  Universities  do  to  our  fatherland  ;  and  ff)r  this  reason 
if  for  no  other,  is  there  abundant  cau.se  for  rejoicing  at  the  esta])lishment  of  this  University. 
Deejdy,  most  deejdy  thankful  and  grateful  are  we,  for  tlie  labour  and  christian  care  bestowed 
uj)on  us  by  those  pious  Pastors,  who,  born  and  educated  in  the  United  Kingdom,  have  come  as 
Mini.sters  of  the  Cliurch  of  England  to  reside  among    us.  .  But  it  must   be   an 

object  of  natural  anrl  anxious  desire,  that  those  who  are  to  minister  at  our  altars,  and  to  l)e  our 
instructors  and  guides  in  holy  things,  should  be  <»f  <>nv  own  hoiise  and  Country — educated  among 
us  and  known  to  us  from  their  childhood.  No  man  is  caj)ablc  of  exercising  .so 

much  influence,  or  can  so  justly  exercise  it,  as  a  zealous  ("lergyman  anumg  the  members  of  his 
congregation  :  and.  that  they  ought  to  V»e  well  cpialified  by  learning  and  jiious  and  virtuou.s 
liabits  for  their  high  calling,  is  most    manifest.  .     That    King's  College    will,  year 

after  year,  send  forth  fntiii  its  halls  an  abundant  sujtjdy  of  persons  worthy  to  become  the  or- 
ilained  ministerK  of  <>ur  Church,  all  good  men  nnist,  and  will,  devoutly  pray.

Professor  Gwynne  submitted  a  Report  from  the  Conuuittee  on  a  Medical  School  in  the 
University-,  which  was  received.     (The  consideration  of  tliis  Report  was  deferred). 

Moved  by  the  Reverend  Professor  Beaven,  seconded  by  Professor  Gwynne  and 

Resolved.  That  no  business  whatever  be  completed  at  the  meeting  at  which  it  is  Ijrought 
forwai'd,  without  the  consent  of  the  wliole  of  the  Members  of  the  Council  jn-esent. 

An  apj)lication  was  receive  1  from  Mr.  Henry  Hawkins  for  the  position  of  Assistant 
Collector  t)f  the  dues  of  Upper  Canada  College.  The  a])plication  was  referred  to  the  Audit 
Committee. 

Several  other  items  of  routine  and  miscellaneous  business  were  disposed  of. 

October  6th,  1843. — The  Report  of  the  Committtee  on  a  Medical  School  was  considered  and 
the  first  four  paragraphs  were  agreed  to.     The  further  consideration  of  the  Report  was  deferred. 

October  9th,  ISJfS. — The  Report  of  Committee,  appointed  on  the  25th  of  September  last,  to 
take  into  consideration  the  preliminary  arrangements  necessary  for  oi)ening  a  Medical  School, 
was  read  in  full,  as  follows : — 

First.  They  are  of  o))inion  that,  in  order  to  constitute  an  efficient  School  of  Medicine  in 
the  University  of  King's  College  it  is  necessary  that  i)rovision  should  be  made  for  adecjuate  in- 
struction in  the  following  branches  of  Medical  Science. 

1.  Chemistry. 

2.  Anatomy  and  Physi(jlogy. 

3.  The  Theoiy  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

4.  The  Thef)ry  and  Practice  of  Surgery. 

5.  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy,  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 
Seco)ul.     They  are  also  of  opinion  that  it  will  conduce  to  the  interests  of  the  Medical  School 

and  be  more  in  accordance  with  the  usage  of  some  ]5ritish   Universities,   if  the  designation  of 
"  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  "  be  altered  to  that  of  "Professor  of  Practical  Anatomy." 

Third.  Lectures  upon  the  following  subjects  may  be  in.stituted  with  advantage  at  some 
future  jieriod.     f'>.  F<irensic  Medicine,  and,  7.  Botany. 

Fourt}i.  In  addition  to  jtrovision  for  instructicm  in  the  al)ove  l)ranches  of  Medical  Science, 
an  Hosjjital,  cajjable  of  containing  not  less  than  eighty  l)eds,  for  medical  Jind  surgical  cases,  will 
be  required,  and  .separate  accommodation  for,  at  least,  six  Puerperal  patients  will  also  ))e  neces- 
sary. 

Fxfth.  The  following  sjiall  l)e  the  medical  requisites  for  a  Student  presenting  liim.self  at  the 
final  examination  for  his  degree: — 

a.   A  Certificate  to  the  effect  that  he  has  attjiined  the  age  of  twenty-o)ie  years. 

h.  Tliat  he  has  jiassed  five  years  in  the  ac<juisition  of  medical  knowledge, — tliree  of  which 
must  have  been  occupied  in  attendance  on  Medical  Lectures  in  Schools  recognized  by 
the  I'niversity,  and  one,  at  least,  in  the  Medical  School  of  the  I'niversity. 

r.  Tliat  he  shall  produce  certificates  of  attendance  on  the  following  Lectures  and  Hospital 
practice: 

1.  Chemistry  — 1  course  of  <i  months. 

2.  PracticJil  Chemistry  —1  course  of  3  nuMiths. 
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'.i.  Aii;itiiiiiy  and  Physiology — 2  courses  of  (i  incuitlis.

Seventh.  To  constitute  an  Anniis  Medicus,  certificates  of  attendance  upon  not  less  than  two 
courses  of  six  months  each,  (or  the  equivalent,)  nuist  be  obtained  within  the  year  ;  which  certi- 
ficates nuist  specify  that  the  student  has  not  only  seduously  attended  f(jur-fifths  of  the  lectures 
given  by  each  Professor  but  also  that,  having  undergone  an  examination,  the  Professor  has  been 
satisfied  with  his  attainments. 

h'ighfh.  Students,  not  meml)ers  of  the  University,  will  l)e  re(|uired  to  pay  in  addition  to  the 
above-mentioned  Fees  a  Fee  of  ten  shillings  for  each  course  of  Lectures. 

Ninth.  The  Medical  Session  .shovild  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  November,  and  ter- 
minate on  the  last  Monday  in  April. 

Tenth.  It  will  be  expedient  to  appropriate  one  of  the  wings  of  the  Parliament  Buildings  to 
the  Medical  Faculty,  which  will  supi)ly  sufficient  accommodation  for  their  purjjoses. 

Eleventh.  It  is  expedient  to  enter  into  arrangements  to  secure  the  exchange  and  recognition 
of  our  certificates  by  other  Universities,  by  the  Army  Medical  Board,  and  by  those  Medical 
Institutions,  incorporated  by  Charter,  which  may  be  selected  by  the  University.

Doctor  Ciwynne  then  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  Croft,  the  following  Res(jluti(jn, — 

Resolced,  That  the  Report  and  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  transmitted  to  His  Exce'lency  the 
Chancellor,  with  the  rcsj)ectful  refjuest  of  the  Coimcil  that  he  would  be  pleased  to  take  such 
action  thereon  as  may  seem  to  him  expedient;  and,  at  the  same  time,  that  His  Excellency's 
atttntion  .should  be  particularly  invited  to  the  liuuted  acconnuodati(m  afiorded  to  the  University 
by  that  portion  of  the  Parliament  Buildings  at  ])resent  in  their  occupation,  which  will  l)e  wholly 
inade(|uate  to  supply  the  ailditional  room  reciuisite  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  Medical 
Faculty,  and  that  the  Council  therefore  prays  that  His  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to  grant 
them  the  use  of  the  Eastern  Wing,  which  they  understand  will  shortly  be  vacated  by  the  Law 
Society  and  the  Otficers  of  the  Courts  of  Law. 
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October  13th,  1S4-^. — On  uiotinn  of  Professor  Potter,  seconded  hy  the  Reverend  Professor 
Beaven,  it  was 

Resolved.  That  a  Finance  Committee  be  apjiointe«l  for  the  current  year,  consisting  of  Pro- 
fessors Gwjnne  and  Croft  ;  and  that  tlie  object  of  the  Conniiittee  sliall  >)e  to  examine  into  the 
state  of  the  resources  of  the  University,  and  to  make  tlieir   Report  within   two   months. 

(Some  other  routine  business  was  tran.sacted). 

October  ISth,  ISJ^S.  Tlie  Bursjir  read  the  follf>wing  comiuiniiLation  from  .1.  M.  Higginson. 
Esquire,  Private  Secretary  of  His  Excellency  the  Chancellor  :-

Whereas,— By  a  Statute  of  this  University  i)assed  on  the  fourth  day  of  April  in  the  year  of 
Our  Lord,  1840,  intituled:  ''  Of  the  Professors"  ;  it  i.s,  among  other  things,  in  effect,  enacted  and 

ordained,  that  there  .shall  be  established  in  the  said  University Profe.ssorship.s,   and   that  the 

Professors  shall  have  and  take  precedence  ami  seniority  in  a  certain  order  therein  set  forth,  and 
whereas  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  make  certain  alterations  therein  ;*

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Be  it  therefore  Drdained  and  enacted  lij'  the  College  Council  of  the  Chancellor,  President 
and  Scholars  i>f  King's  College,  Toronto,  in  that  part  of  the  Province  of  Canada  called  Upper 
Canada  : 

First.  That  the  s;iid  Statute,  as  far  as  regards  the  Professorships  and  the  order  of  seniority 
of  the  Professors,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  rei)eated. 

Secondly.  That  there  shall  be  established  in  this  University  the  following  Professonships. 
that  is  to  say  :  — 

1st.  A  Profe-ssorsliip  of  Classics,  Belle's  Lettres,  Rhetoric  and  Logic.

8th.   A  Profe.ssoi-ship  of  the  Principles  and  Pratice  of  Surgery. 

9th.   A  Professorship  of  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 

10th.   A  Professorship  of  Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy  and  Botany. 

11th.  A  Professorship  of  Practical  Anatomy  to  be  held  with  the  curatorship  of  the  Anatomi- 
cal and  Pathological  Museum. 

Thirdly.  That  all  Statutes,  Rules  and  Ordinances,  apjilicable  to  the  Professorships  in  the 
said  recited  Statute  mentioned,  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsover  applicable  to  the 
Professorshijjs  hereby  established. 

Fourthly.  That  the  duties  of  the  said  Professors,  respectively,  shall  be  such  as  usually  belong 
to  similar  Profe.ssorships  in  the  Universities  of  Great  Britain,  with  all  such  further,  and  other, 
duties  as  are,  or  shall  be,  assigned  to,  or  re([uired,  of  them  by  any  competent  authority  in  this 
University. 

Chaptek — of  the  Salaries  of  the  Vice-President  and  Professors. 

By  the  College  Council  of  the  Chancellor,  President  and  Scholars  of  King's  College,  Toronto 
in  that  part  of  the  Province  of  Canada  called  Upper  Canada. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained — that  the  following  shall  be  the  annual  salaries  of  the  Vice

6th,  of  the  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic,  £200. 

7th,  of  the  Profess<n-  of  Law  and  Jurisprudence,  £100 

8th,  of  the  Professor  of  the  Princi])les  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  £200. 

9th,  of  the  Profe.ssor  of  Matera  Medica,  Pharmacy  and  Botany,  £200. 

HJth,  <jf  the  Professor  of  Practical  Anatomy  and  Curator  of  Anatomical  and  Patl)ological 
Mu.seunis,  £250  of  sterling  nu^ney  of  the  said  United  Kingdom. 

That  all  the  said  annual  salaries  shall  be  jiaid  out  of  the  annual  income  of  this  University, 
and  out  of  that  only, — and  shall  be  ]»ayal)le  each  in  four  (Quarterly  jtaymeiits,  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1st  of  Ajjril,  1st  of  July  and  1st  ai  October,  in  each  and  every  year. 

The  Bursar  reported  that  the  South  East  Wing  of  the  new  Building  of  the  University 
was  delivered  <»ver  to  him  on  the  1st  instant  by  the  Contractor,  in  jtresence  of  a  gentleman,  Mr. 
Strathy  from  the  f)ltice  of  the  College  Solicitor,  who  saw  that  the  legal  foru)s  in  these  matters 
were  comj>lied  with. 

Moveil  by  the  Reverend  Vice  President  McCaul,  secondetl  liy  the 
Reverend  Professor  Beaven  and

I  am  directed  to  acquaint  you  that  as  the  Governor  General  has  learned,  that  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  Council  of  King's  College  that  the  vacancy  in  that  body,  caused  by  the  want  of  a  Principal 
of  Ujijier  Canada  College,  should  be  speedily  filled  up.  His  Excellency  is  pleased  to  appoint  you 
to  the  otlice  of  Principal  of  Upjier  Canada  College,  subject  to  any  permanent  arrangement  that 
the  interests  of  that  Institution  may  appear  to  require. 

His  Excellency  also  desires  me  to  inform  you  that  it  is  ])roposed  to  reduce  the  salary  of  the 
othce  to  Five  Hundred  pounds  Provincial  currency  per  ainunn.

Report  from  the  Mediod  Faculty  : — 

The  Members  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  Unis'ersity  beg  to  Rejmrt,  that  they  have  taken 
into  consideration  conformalily  to  the  Minutes  of  Council  of  Decemljcr  21st,  1843  directing  that 
stej)s  to  be  taken  in  onler  to  put  that  Dejjartment  into  sjjeedy  and  etlicient  ojjeration.  They 
recommend  that  the  following  measures  should  be  ado])ted  without  delay.  wherel)y  they  conceive 
that  the  interests  of  this  imjjortant  Branch  of  the  University  will  be  materially  ])romoted  :  — 

1.  That  Inaugural  Lectures  should  be  delivered  by  each  <>f  the  Professors  in  his  own  Depart- 
ment, on  the  first  two  days  of  Term  in  the  Public  Hall. 

2.  That  the  regular  courses  of  Lectures,  in  each  Department  should  be  delivered  during  the 
ensuing  Term,  according  to  the  subjoined  Taljle  commencing  cm  Monday.  January  the  l.")th,  1844. 

3  That  innnediate  arrangements  shauld  be  made  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  whereby 
the  Professors  of  the  Medical  Faculty  .should  have  either  the  exclusive  Medical  Superintendence 
thereof,  or  a  certain  number  Wards  reserved  for  their  sole  use. 

4.  That  arrangements  should  be  made  for  procuring  Subjects  for  the  use  of  the  Students, 
the  expenses  of  which  might  l)e  ]wid  by  the  charges  to  the  Students. 

The  Couniiittee  is  of  opinion  that  two  Lecture  Rooms,  and  a  Dissecting  Room,  will  be,  for 
the  present,  sufficient  : — <me  of  the  Lecture  Rooms  to  be  that  occuj)ied  by  Professor  Croft — the 
other  the  Room  used  as  a  workshop  I)}- Professor  Sullivan's  attendant,  or  to  be  con.structed 
in  the  same  l)uiHiug  with  tlie  Dissecting  Room. — and  that  a  fiame  building  erected  on  the 
North,  or  West,  .side  of  the  Western  wing  will  be  sufficient  for  the  alK>ve  purposes.

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CHAPTER  XXVII 

ADMlNrsTliATloN   oK    THK  COMMON   SCHOOL   LAW,   1S42.   I.s4:i. 

Although  till-  C<tiiiiii<»ii  Scli(H»l  Act  ol"  IS41  was  passed  on  t.lif  l<Stli  of 
ScpU'inbcr.  1841,  it  was  not  until  May  of  the  followinrj  year  that  the  appointment 
of  the  Chief  Kxeeutive  Officers  was  made,  with  a  view  to  carry  it  into  effect.  No 
<h)ubt  a  difficulty  was  experienced  in  makintr  these  appointments,  owin^j  to  the 
fact  that,  while  tlie  Act  of  IS4I  iiia<le  jjrovision  for  a  Chief  Supeiintendent  of 
Kducation  for  the  whole  of  the  United  Province  of  Canada,  it  made  no  pnjvision 
whatever  for  the  appointment  of  a  Subordinate  Executive  Officer  for  each  of  the 
newly  United  Provinces, — whose  circumstances,  popuhition,  languatre,  traditions 
and  usages  wei-e  so  entiifly  <litferent  fi'om  one  anothei-.  To  ^et  over  the  adminis- 
trative difficulty  in  the  case.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  Sir  Charles 
Bagot,  in  Council,  pas.sed  an  order  to  the  effect  that,  while  a  Chief  Superintendent 
for  the  whole  Province,  as  provided  for  in  the  Act  of  1841,  and  was  desirable, 
yetthe  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent  for  each  of  the  Provinces 
was  a  much  more  practical  necessity.*  Accordingly,  on  the  I  1th  of  May,  1842, 
the  following  official  notice  appeared  in  the  Ccnada  Gazette : — 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  (Jeneral  h;is  been  pleased  to  make  the  following  H|)|)oint- 
ments  : — 

The  nonouial)lc  llohert  Synipsoii  Jameson,  Vice-Chancellor  of  Upper  Canada,  to  })e  (Chief ) 
Superintendent  of  Education,  under  the  Provincial  Act,  4th  and  5th  Victoria,  Chapter  18. 

The  Reverend  Robert  Murray,  M.A.,  and  Jean  Bapfiiste  Meilleur,  Esquire,  M.D.,  to  be 
Assistjvnt  Superintendents  of  Education  for  Western  and  Eastern  Canada,  respectively. 

The.se  subordinate  provisional  officers  were,  in  reality.  Chief  Clerks  in  the 
Provincial  Secretary's  Office,  and,  as  such,  had  no  executive  authority  of  their 
own,  but  had  to  submit  for  approval  their  drafts  of  Letters  to  the  Provincial 
Secretary.  In  l84o-4,  after  the  Conniion  School  Act  of  1 84'),  which  made  pro- 
vision foi-  the  appointment  of  these  officers,  the  drafts  of  letters  sent  out  were 
submitted  to  Sir  Chai-les  Metcalfe,  the  Governor  General,  for  his  approval. 
Several  of  such  drafts  initialled  by  the  Governor  General  are  on  tile  amon^  the 
olf]  reeonls  of  the  Education  Department. 

As  might  have  l)een  expected,  when  an  Officer  had  been  appointed  to  look 
after  Educational  affairs,  (juestions  arising  in  Upper  Canada,  under  tlie  Common 
School  Act  of  1841.  were  referred  to  him.     I  have  selected  for  this  Chapter  such 

•  It  wan  not  until  the  Common  School  Act  of  1813  was  passed  that  provision  waa  made  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Chief  and  two  Afsistant  Superintendents  tf  Education— one  for  each  Province  of  Upper  and 
Lower  Canada. 
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typical  cases  as  were  dealt  with  b}'  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  with  a  view  to 
shew  what  was  ihe  adniinistrativi'  polic}^  of  those  daj's,  and  how  the  educational 
ditficulties  and  local  questions,  whicli  arose  under  the  Common  School  Act  of 
1841,  were  considered  and  disposed  of  in  1842  and  1843. 

Casks  Arising  in  1842  Under  the  Grammar  and  Common  School  Acts. 

Shortly  after  the  appointment  of  the  Reverend  Robert  Murray,  M.A.,  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Education  for  Upper  Canada,  a  Letter  was  written 
to  him  by  the  Reverend  Henry  Gordon,  of  Gananoque,  asking  him  for  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  Grammar  Schools.  He  replied  tliat  Granunar  Schools  were  not 
under  his  jurisdiction,  but  that  he  would  give  his  views  on  the  subject,  which  lie 

did,  as  follows  : — 

The  Special  Act  of  1841,  in  which  provision  was  made  for  the  appropriation  of  funds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  School  Lands,  [page  55  of  this  Volume,]  authorized  the  expenditure  of  (_)ne 
Hundred  Pounds  per  annum  each  for  the  support  of  two  additional  Grannnar  Schools,  in  Districts 
where  the  inhabitants  had  l)uilt  a  suitable  School  House,  at  which  not  less  than  fifty  scholars 
shall  be  educated,  and  that  such  School  shall  not  he  with  six  miles  of  the  District  Town.  These 
are  the  requisites  to  entitle  you  to  petition  [King's  College  Council]  for  aid  in  support  of 
a  Grammar  School  at   Cianano(iue. 

As  regards  the  <iualifications  of  a  Grammar  School  Teacher,  nothing  is  said  in  the  Act  ;  but 
certainly  The  Teacher  of  a  Grammar  School  should  be  well  qualified  to  jn-epare  young  men  for 
enterinff  any  I'niversity.  If  a  lower  standard  is  acted  upon,  the  end  contemplated  by  the 
Government  in  the  erection  of  these  Schools  will  not  be  attained. 

I  am  of  opinion,  that,  if  the  District  Councils  and  Township  School  Commissioners  were 
fully  aware  of  the  sacred  trust  which  has  been  reposed  in  them  l)y  the  Government,  there  would 
be  no  difficulty  in  securing  abundance  of  well  educated  and  pious  young  men  to  teach  the  rising 
generation.  But,  so  long  as  Townships  are  to  l)e  divided  into  twenty  or  thirty  School  dis- 
tricts, and  the  Township  Conunissi oners  are  vested  Avith  the  power,  which  they  now^  have, 
generatitms  unborn  must  bear  with  them  to  the  grave  sad  evidence  that  their  instructors  were 
neither  learned  nor  pious. 

Objection  to  Catechists  as  Common  School  Teachers. 

I  have  received  a  Circular  from  Montreal  regarding  Teachers  and  Catechists  from  Scot- 
land. .  .  .  The  i)robal)ility  is  that  tlu;  vast  imjiortance  of  the  subject  may  induce  me  to 
open  a  direct  communication  with  the  Society  at  Home  on  the  subject. 

You  ask  particularly  what  encouragement  the  (iovernment  will  give  to  such  Teachers  as  are 
pointed  to  in  the  Circular  from  Montreal.  The  (Jovernment,  you  must  be  aware,  have,  by  the 
School  Act  of  1841,  delegated  their  i)ower  into  other  hands,  and,  therefore,  as  such,  have  no 
direct  authority  in  the  matter.  But  I  may  state  that  the  (Jevernment  take  the  deepest  interest 
in  the  education  of  our  youth,  and  would  rejoice  in  the  adoption  of  any  prudent  plan  to  secin-e 
so  desirable  an  end  as  good  Teachei-s. 

But,  it  is  quite  unreasonaV)le  to  supjjose  that  the  Teachers  of  our  f  onunon  Schools  should 
Vje  under  the  direction  of  the  Synod  of  Canada,  or  the  Presbyteries  of  our  Church  a3  Catechists. 
Let  them  drop  the  name  of  Catechist.  and  rebiin  tliat  of  Teacher,  and  then,  in  their  proper  [)lace, 
they  can  teach  not  only  CInistian  morality,  but  also  the  lii'st  and  great  principles  of  the  Christian 
Religion,  witliout  giving  offence  to  any  jiarticular  sect,  or  party.  In  tliis  capacity,  and  under 
these  re.stricti<»ns,  the  anival  of  these  Teachers  will  be  hailed  as  an  omen  of  good  :  but  if  they 
come  as  Teachers  and  Catechists,  in  one  inse]iaral)le  character,  the  demand  for  their  services 
mu.st  \>(i  limited.  If  the  Cliurch  of  Scotland's  Assembly's  Connnittee  will  not  send  out  Teachers, 
(unless  they  are  also  to  act  as  Catecliists),  they  will  meet  witli  little  encouragement,  excepting 
in  Schools  jiurely  Presbyterian.  Besides,  our  own  (.'hurch,  notwithstanding  all  her  liberality  and 
Christian  charity,  would  be  among  the  very  first  to  cry  out,  if  any  other  Church  should  attempt 
Ui  fill  our  Common  Schools  with  their  Catechists.  and  thus  force  them  upon  us  as  the  Teachers 
<if  our  children,  in  matters  which  interest  all,  let  us  do  to  others  as  we  W(tuld  they  should 
do  to  us.

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Apportionment  of  the  Common  School  Grant  in  1842. 

In  ;i  k'tter  to  Mr.  R.  I).   Macleod,  of  Whitchurch,  Mr.  Murray  saiil  : — 

The  |»ioi)(>rti(in  iif  the  Fifty  Tliousiiiid  Poiinil.s  (£'r)0,000),  l)eli>iij,'ing  to  Can;id;i  West  has 
been  apportioned  among  the  ditl'eieiit  Muiiicii)al  Districts  of  tlie  Province,  and  the  proportion 
behniging  to  each  District  has  been  intimated  to  the  District  Treasurer.  1  canned  tell  when 
the  monies  siia  1  l)e  paid  to  iiim  liy  the  Receiver-dleneral,  as  the  School  Act  does  not  sjiecify  any 
jiarticular  period  for  such  |iayinent. 

It  is  intended  to  put  the  School  Act  of  1841  into  operation  fullj-,  as  in  this  way  only  can 
its  defects  be  demonstrated,  and  a  suthcient  mass  of  evidence  collected,  not  only  to  warrant  an 
appeal  to  the  Legislature  to  amend  that  Act,  but  also  to  enable  them  to  do  so  in  a  way  more 
beneficial  to  all  connected  with  the  Schools. 

I  may  state,  for  your  satisfaction,  that  the  (iovernment  have  the  interests  of  education 
deeply  at  heart  ;  and  whatever  alterations  may  be  made  in  the  present  Act,  the  increased  com- 
fort and  respectal)ility  of  the  Teachers  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

Imi-erkectioxs  in  thk  Common  School  Act  of  1841,   as  RK(iAKDs  Teachers. 

The  present  School  Act  gives  the  Chief  Superintendent  no  power,  either  directly,  or  indi- 
rectly, in  the  examination  of  Te.achers.  But  Teachers  should  submit  to  the  law,  as  it  now 
stiinds  ;  and,  I  trust  the  time  is  not  distant,  when  they  shall  have  an  opportvmity  of  having 
their  ac<(uirenients  ascertained  before  a  Board,  in  every  way  competent  to  appreciate  their 
merits. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  sorrow  that  the  Teachers  of  Connnon  Schools  have 
hitherto  neither  been  protected,  provided  for,  nor  respected  as  the  Teachers  of  youth  ought  to 
be  :  but  you  may  rest  assured,  that  whatever  influence  I  pos.sess  from  my  present  ajipointment, 
shall  be  exerted  in  securing  the  protecticni,  comfort  and  respectability  of  Common  School 
Teachers. 

I  feel  obliged  l)y  your  (jffer  to  render  me  what  assistance  you  can  in  the  Ijack  Township.", 
but  I  have  no  power  to  appoint  Assistants  at  present  to  aid  in  any  part  of  my  duty,  .so  that, 
however  important  your  labours  might  be,  1  cannot  avail  myself  of  them.

A  Grammar  School  for  the  Village  of  Gr.vfton. 

The  ReV'Crend  William, (afterwards  Doctor),  Reid,  who  was  in  1842  Minister 
of  the  Presl)3^terian  Church  at  Grafton,  in  the  Newcastle  District,  wrote  to  Mr. 
Murray  about  a  Grannnar  School   for  that  Village.     He  thus  urged  its  claims: 

Grafton  is  situated  al)out  seven  miles  from  Cobourg,  and,  although,  not  exten.sive  as  j-^et  as 
a  Village,  it  is  surrounded  by  a  well  .settled  and  improving  neiglibourhood.  There  are  a  great 
many  children  in  the  \icinity,  and  there  is  already  available  a  commf>dious  Schoolroom. 
I  should  wish  to  ])ut  this  place  strongly  in  your  view.  Any  necessary  information  could  be 
obtained  from  Mr.  T.  Johnston  Grover,  Grafton,  as  T  am  comi)elled,  by  my  health,  to  take  a 
voyage  to  Scotland  during  the  sunnner.

Can  A  Teacher  be  appointed  before  the  School  House  is  Built? 

In  reply  to  Letter  from  Loughborough,  asking  if  a  Teacher  could  be  legally 
appointed  to  a  School,  before  the  erection  of  the  School  House,  Mi-.  Mini-;iy 
replied  as  follows  :  — 

The  Commissioners  are  legally  entitled  to  appoint  Teachers  in  every  School  district  within 
their  Township,  on  the  conditions  limited  in  tlie  third  clause  of  the  seventh  Section  of  the  School 
Act  of  1841.      it  is  true  that  the  tir.st  clause  of  the  .same  Section  .seems  to  delay  the  appointment 
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(if  the  Teacher  in  any  School  district  until  a  School  House  is  jirovided.  But  this  cannot  be 
understood  literally  ;  and.  if  you  can  find  any  House  in  which  the  School  can  be  ke})t  for  a 
little  while,  until  the  School  House  is  ])rovided,  there  can  be  no  objection  to  the  jiresent 
appointment  of  the  Teacher. 

1  am  not  aware  that  the  School  Act  grants  authority  to  the  Townslup  ronnnissioners  to 
agree  with  Teachers  for  any  sum  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  Scht)(>l  Finid  and  District  School 
Tax  belonging  to  the  Schocd  district  to  which  the  Teacher  is  appointed,  to  be  increased  by  the 
School  fees.  "Whatever  sum  is  guaranteed  beyond  these  two  sums,  nuist  l)e  a  matter  of  priv;ite 
arrangement  and  personal  responsibility  with  the  existing  Connnissioners  of  the  Township  and 
CHnn<>t  be  understood  to  devolve  in  any  manner  or  way  u])on  their  successors  in  office.

Mode  of  Apportioning  the  School  Urant  in  1.S42. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Orders  in-Coimcil  on  pao^es  '2'A'i-'2:]iJ  of  this  VohniK'. 
•what  were  the  difficulties  experienced  by  the  Government,  in  making'  the  School 
apportionment  of  1842.     In  reply  to  a  Letter  on  tlie  subject.  Mr.  Murray  said  : — 

The  apportionment  of  the  School  Fund  to  the  several  Connnon  Scliool  districts  is  a  duty 
devolved,  by  the  School  Act,  upon  the  District  Council.  The  data  upon  whicli  the  apportionment 
is  to  be  made  is  cleai-ly  pointed  out  in  the  second  clause  of  tlie  tiftli  Section  <)f  that  Act, 
which  directs  that  tlie  grant  shall  be  distribxited  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  children 
in  each  Common  School  district,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen  years.  For  this  year  the 
grant  is  to  be  di.stributed  in. proportion  to  the  number  of  cluldren  in  each  School  district  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  according  to  the  Census  of  1841. 

The  Act  does  not  countenance  the  subdivisi(m  of  the  apportionment  to  the  School  dis- 
trict, either  by  the  numl)er  of  School  districts,  or  by  the  tnniiber  of  Scliools  in  actual  o])eration 
within  the  Municipal  District.  But,  for  the  jjresent  year,  it  would  ajipear  reasonable  to  divide 
the  moneys  obtained  from  the  Connnon  School  Fund  among  tlu;  Schools  in  actual  operation,  in 
proportion  to  the  average  number  of  chihlren  attending  each  School.  However.  Distrii't  Coun- 
cils are  authorized,  by  the  Act,  to  determine  this  ))oint. 

Fkmale  Teachers  not  authorized  by  the  Common  Sciiuot.  Xvr. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  School  Act  of  1841  ever  contemplated  the  employment  of 
Female  Teachers  in  the  Common  Schools.  The  masculine  juonoun  is  invariably  used  in  the 
Act,  when  sj)eaking  of  Teachers.  This  is  clear  from  the  third  clause  of  the  eighth  Secti(»n. 
Besides,  if  they  are  to  receive  any  of  the  ])ublic  money  they  must,  be  examined  before  the 
Township  Scho(»l  Comnnssioners,  as  to  learning  and  ability. 

Attendance  of  Chili>ren  at  their  own  Schooi.  Distkkt. 

The  Act  does  not  ])roviile  for  theoretical  cases  of  school  attendance  :  but.  as  special  cases 
must  f)Ccasionally  occur,  the  ])lain  comnutn  sense  view  a])peais  to  be  that,  if  the  children  of  a 
School  district  should  attend  in  any  other  School  district  they  choose,  either  in  that,  or  the 
immediately  adjoining  fownshij),  the  School  Commissioners  in  the  Townshij)  where  the  School  is 
vacant  should  pay  to  the  Teacher,  or  Teachers,  whom  these  childien  attend,  the  pi'ojyortionato 
share  of  the  School  Fund.  Tax,  or  Fees,  which  should  have  been  given  to  the  Tea<;Iiei'  in  the 
vacant  School  district. 

Special  Cases  of  Exemption  feom  S(;hool  Tax. 

It  was  never  intended  by  the  Act  that  any  School  district  should  l)e  exempted  from  paying 
the  School  Tax.  excepting  in  the  case  of  poverty.  District  Councils  are  not  only  recpiired  to 
apportion  the  School  P^utid  among  the  several  School  districts,  but  also  to  direct,  that  an  ecpial 
sum  be  raised  within  such  district  for  the  pur])osesof  this  Act.  Whatever  amount,  therefore,  is 
ay>jjortioned  tf)  any  School  district  from  the  School  Fund,  the  same  is  the  least  amount  of  the 
School  Tax  to  l)e  imj»osed  ujxrn  that  district. 

Meanino  of  tuk,  term:     "  KKLHiiot  s  Faith." 

The  term  "  religious  faith  "  in  the  eleventh  Section  of  tlie  Act,  in  so  far  ;is  Christians  an^ 
concerned,  applies  ordy  to  [Ionian  Catholics  and  I^rotestants.  I  ))elicve  that  .lews  miglit  also 
avail  tlieuiKelves  of  it. 
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How    l»KI!TS    IHK    ON    SCIIOOI,    Hul  SKS    SHOri-K    IlK    AH.ri  .STKI>. 

It  iluos  nut  appear  roasoiiahlu  that  any  act  nf  sul)ilivi(ling  tho  Townshij)  into  School  dis- 
tricts, shouhl  deprive  iiidividnals  of  their  personal  interest  in  school  property  formerly  ac(iuired. 
Such  claims  should  he  considered  as  tlehts  due  uj)on  the  Scliool  House,  and  should  l)e  paid  for 
l)y  a  tax  u|)on  the  School  district  in  which  the  Sl-IiodI  House  is  situated.  But,  to  do  justice  in 
such  cases,  the  School  House  should  l)e  valueil,  then  as  the  oiiginal  cost  is  to  the  present  value, 
so  is  the  Sinn  j)aid,  to  the  money  to  he  retui'ned. 

It  is  .scarcely  possible  that  any  Ixxly  df  Trustees,  under  the  old  Schocil  Acts  .sliould  refuse  to 
give  up  the  titles,  etcetera,  l)elonging  to  any  puhlic  ('onnuon  School.  The  law,  which  granted 
them  j)ower,  has  cea.sed  to  exist,  and  with  it  their  right  to  hold  the  i)ru]ierty  has  also  ceased. 
But  it  is  evident  that  there  may  he  cases,  so  materially  altered  l)y  peculiar  circumstances,  that 
no  general  rule  can  apjjly  to  them.

Should  the  Bible  be  used  as  a  Text  Book  in  Schools? 

Mr.  John  Trcfiivy,  a  Townshij)  School  ConMnissioiici-.  wrote  as  follows: — 

I  write  to  you  for  advice  Imw  to  act  with  respect  to  carrying  into  effect  tlie  Law  i)as.sed  last 
session  of  I'arliament  relating  to  Public  Education, — 1  having  been  chosen  one  of  the  seven 
School  Commi.ssioners  for  this  Township  and,  by  them,  ap|>ointed  their  Chairman. 

A  few  days  since  we  met  to  transact  business  ;  among  other  subjects  discu.s,sed.  was  what 
Books  should  be  u.sed  in  the  Schools.  I  pro])o.sed  that  the  New  Tesbiment  should  be  one.  but  I 
was  strongly  opj)()sed  by  all  present  except  one,  who  a])peared  indifferent  about  it.  This  is  a 
jtopulous  Township,  with,  I    believe,  a  ])o))ulation    of   upwards  of  three   thousand  persons  in  it, 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  many  of  the  Schi>ols  are  badly  supplied  with  Books,  and  particularly 
with  the  Scrijttures.  I  am,  therefore,  the  more  anxious  that  the  rising  generation  should  have 
a  better  o|iportunity  of  reading  the  Bilde  than  they  have  at  present,  by  introducing  the  Scrip- 
tures into  the  Scliools.  I  consider  it  would  be  the  means  of  getting  the  Bilde  into  their  houses. 
My  o})ponents  say  that  it  is  by  this  means  of  teaching  that  the  youth  take  the  Sacreil  Name  in 
a  vain  manner,  and  also  learn  to  swear,  and  to  dislike  the  Bible,  on  account  of  bein<f  made  to 
labour  in  it,  when  learning  to  read. 

I  am  no  bigot,  or  sectarian,  nor  do  I  wish  any  note  or  connnent  to  be  used  by  any  of  the 
Teachei-s,  when  the  Bible  is  read.  Please  to  give  me  your  opinion  if  the  Bible  is  a  proper  Book 
t)  be  used  in  Public  Schools,  and  what  other  Books  you  would  reconunend,  takiii"  into  con- 
sideration that  ours  is  a  rural  Township,  and  schooling  is  at  a  veiy  low  ebli  at  present.  I  con- 
sider it  would  be  best  that  a  kind  of  uniformity  of  instruction  shoidd  be  established  throughout 
the  Province,  (at  least  in  Canada  West)  ;  and  that  it  should  emanate  from  the  Chief  Superinten- 
dent. It  would  be  the  means  of  jn-eventing'  many  unpleasant  controversies  between  the  School 
Commi.ssioners  and  the  people  of  the  Townshij).

Ill  Mr.  Tretfrey's  Letter,  he  raises  the  practical  point,  as  to  whether  the  use 
of  the  Bible  as  a  Coniinon  Readino^  Book,  or  rather  a  Book  by  the  use  of  which 
children  can  be  taught  to  read,  has  not  the  efi'ect  of  associating  the  Bible  in  the 
minds  of  the  children  thus  used  with  that  of  distasteful  tasks  to  be  learned. 

Mr.  Murray,  in  the  following  reply,  does  not  fairly  meet  this  point.  Init 
practically  ignores  it,  as  not  the  (question  at  issue.  The  case  he  cites  as  a  parallel 
one  is  not  so  in  reality,  so  that,  in  point  of  fact,  Mr.  Treffrey  is  rathor  mystified 
than  enlightened  on  the  subject.* 

*In  one  of  Dr.  Ryeraon's  LetterH,  he  says  :— "  The  principil  opposition  wfiich.  in  1816,  and  for  several 
yearj  afterwards,  I  encountered  was  that  I  did  not  make  the  Bib!e  compulsory  in  the  Schools,  but  simply 
recoj?nized  the  right  of  Protestants  to  use  it  in  the  Schools,  (not  as  an  ordinary  readin?  book,  as  it  was  not 
given  to  teach  us  how  to  read,  but  to  teach  us  the  way  to  Heaven,)  as  a  book  of  rebsrious  instruction,  with- 
out the  right,  or  the  power,  of  compelling  any  one  to  use  it."—"  Storj/  of  My  Lifc,^^ page  42D.

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Mr.  Murrays  reply  was  as  follows  : — 

You  ask  my  opinion  of  the  New  Testjiment  as  a  School-Book,  and  what  otliev  Books  1 
would  recoiniuend  for  your  Townshij).     (See  }»ages  4-8  of  this  volume.) 

In  reply.  I  have  to  stute.  that  I  can  see  no  valid  objection  to  the  use  of  tht  New  Testament 
in  every  Protesttint  School.  I  can  see  no  tendency  whatever  in  tlie  use  of  tliat  Book,  to  lead 
youth  either  to  take  the  Sacred  Name  in  vain,  or  to  become  pr()fane  swearers  The  same  argu- 
ment might  be  used,  and  witli  the  same  reasons,  and  with  equal  jaopriety,  to  keep  youth  away 
from  the  public  and  {)rivate  exercises  of  Religion.  But  1  have  never  ol)served  that  reading  tlie 
Scriptures  and  attending  tlie  public  and  private  exercises  of  Religion  have  the  most  remote 
tendency  to  encourage  profanity. 

With  regard  to  children  being  led  to  dislike  the  Scrij)tures  from  being  made  to  labour  in 
and  at  them,  when  learning  to  lead,  1  am  aware  that  many  urge  that  argument  to  cast  out  the 
Book.  But.  I  would  remark  that  tlie  fault  is  not  in  the  Book,  but  in  the  Teachers,  who,  while 
teaching  the  Scriptures  do  not  show  the  sjjirit  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  discipline  of  their  School. 
Besides,  it  is  a  matter  of  fact,  that  those  who  have  not  used  the  Scriptures,  as  a  Scliool-Book 
are  generally  lament^ibly  ignoi-ant  of  their  contents. 

The  selection  of  School-Books  having  been,  by  the  School  Act,  entrusted  to  the  School 
Commissioners  in  each  Township,  my  attention  has  not  yet  been  much  directed  to  the  subject, 
and,  therefore  I  must  at  jtre-sent  decline  recommending  any.  However  as  the  Chief  Super- 
intendent is  directed  to  bring  round  uniformity  in  the  Schools,  the  subject  shall  receive  early 
and  serious  attention.

ASSESSING  School  Districts. — Time  of  Keeping   the  Schools  Open. 

The  following  Letter  was  addressed  to  Mr.  William  Hnttoii,  of  Belleville,  in 

reply  to  a  number  of  questions   proposed   to  Mr.  Murray  by   Mr.  Hutton, —  who 

was  a  Cousin  of  the  Honourable  Francis  Hincks:  — 

With  regard  to  the  assessment  on  School  districts,  where  no  Teachers  are,  the  School  Act  is 
silent,  and,  t^ierefore,  the  assessment  may,  I  supp  se,  be  levied  as  the  District  Council  thinks 
fit,  but  only  for  educational  purposes. 

The  School  Act  of  1841  is  quite  express  regarding  the  School  being  kejjt  ojien  for  nine 
months  of  the  year,  so  as  to  entitle  the  School  district  to  receive  any  part  of  the  School  Fund. 
But  this  part  of  the  School  Act  is  so  unsatisfactory  that  something  must  be  done  to  .simjilify  it. 
The  School  Masters  in  exempted  School  districts  receive  only  their  share  of  the  general  School 
fund.     There  is  no  other  fund  for  them. 

It^is  very  desirable  that  the  Schools  should  l)e  kept  open  all  the  year  round,  with  the 
exception  of  five,  or  six,  weeks  of  rece.ss,  or  holiday.  For,  although  a  number  of  children  may 
not  lie  able  to  attend  the  School,  still  some,  whose  •j)arents  would  wish  to  advance  the  education 
of  their  children  might  suffer  much  from  a  vacancy  of  long  duration  But  a  provi.•^ion  must  if 
jMissible  be  made  in  the  amendment  of  the  Act,  so  as  to  enable  Teachers  to  receive  their  salaries 
<|uarterly.  without  jiarticularly  specifying  that  the  Schools  must  lie  kejit  open  during  the  whole 
year.  And.  with  this  view  the  forms  of  ]ie}iorts  re(iuire  the  average  attendance  of  the  Schools 
to  be  made  (piarterly.  as  well  as  annually. 

''  ^oi-Tlie  School  having  been  ojien  for  for  nine  months  of  the  year,  the  Township  School  Com- 
niissionei>i  are  authorized  to  grant  their  Warrant  for  the  sum  due  to  that  School  di.strict,  and 
they  can  a])poition  the  money  to  the  Teachers,  according  to  the  respective  times  of  the  Schools 
being  ojtt'ii.      ... 

Union  of  School  Districts. — CoLLhx-TiNCi  Sciiooi,  T.wks. 

There  does  not  ap)»ear  to  be  any  thing  in  the  .\ct  to  ])revent  the  union  of  School  districts  in 
Townships.  The  DLstrict  Council  have  evidently  had  granted  to  them  a  di.screti<tnary  |>ower  in 
this  respect  by  the  first  clause  of  the  fifth  Section  of  the  School  Act, — and  the  Commissioners  in 
the  Townslii]>  where  the  School  House  is  jdaced,  have  the  charge  of  such  School  House 

There  can  be  no  good  reason,  in  my  opinion,  to  l»urden  the  Teacher's  small  income  with  the 
expeii.se  of  the  Township  Collectors  fees  for  collecting  the  Sehool  fees — which  the  Teacher  can  ilo 
better  than  anyone  else  antl  without  any  expense  to  him.  This  clause  shall  ci-rtaiuly  l)e 
amemled  when  the  Sch<»ol  liill  is  revised.

T]\v  .ipiMiitiDiiiiu'iit  of  tin-  Scliiiol  Kuiul  of  1S42  tti  the  DiHtricts  was  lujule  upon  the  census 
of  la.st  year,  and  in  tlie  ratio  of  tlie  wli(»le  Siliool  population  ini(U'r  .sixteen  years  of  age — of 
which  tliere  were  in  tlie  returns  of  the  \'ictoria  District  <i,2«)H. 

It  appears  to  nie  that  District  Councils  have  the  jiower  of  assessing  the  School  <listricts  for 
a  larger  sum  than  their  respective  apiiortioinnents  from  the  School  Vu\\(\  ;  although  they  have- 
no  power  to  make  it  less  than  that  apportionment,  excepting  where  the  School  districts  are  alto- 
gether exempted  from  tax.     This  is  clear  from  the  twelfth  Section,  wherein  it  is  enacteil, 

"That  the  sum  paid  hy  the  inhahitants  hy  assessment,  or  otherwise,  towards  the  support 
of  such  C'onunon  School,  for  the  ))eriod  for  which  the  apportionment  shall  lie  made,  shall  have 
heen  at  least  equal  to  the  sinii  apj)ortioned." 

But  even  ilouhle  the  appropriation  from  the  School  F'und,  collected  as  an  as.se.ssment  from 
the  School  districts,  would,  on  an  average,  he  utterly  inadeepiate  to  .secure  well  (pialitied 
Teachers.  'I'he  very  least  sum  to  be  raised  by  assessment  on  the  School  districts,  in  order  to 
.secure  even  moderately  (jualified  Teachers,  woidd,  on  an  average,  have  to  l)e  six  times  the  sum 
coming  from  the  School  Fund,      liut  such  a  tax  would  be  as  oppressive,  as  it  is  unnecessjiiy. 

There  appears  but  one  way  of  making  the  School  .\ct  an  instrument  of  great  good,  without 
any  oppressive  taxation,  and  that  is,  by  reducing  the  number  of  School  districts,  and  laying 
them  off  with  some  regard  to  order.  I  conceive  that  four  Schools  in  a  Townshiji  of  twelve  miles 
square  would  be  a  blessing,  wliereas  eighteen,  or  twenty-four,  would  be  a  great  burden, — nay  a 
curse  to  the  Township,  for  they  could  not  afl'ord  to  support  (pialitied  Teachers  in  hardly  any  of 
them  ;  and,  until  the  District  Councils  revi«e  their  subdivisions  of  Townshijis  into  School  dis- 
tricts, the  exitectations  of  the  people  umst  be  utterly  disappointed.

Spf.cial  Payment  of  the  School  Fund  to  the  Newcastle  Dlstkict. 

Tlu-  Warden  of  tlir  Newcastle  District  wrote  the  following  letter  to  Mr. 
Murray,  asking  that  the  School  Fund  of  1842  be  paid  to  that  District, — it  not 
being  able  to  raise  the  statutory  requii'ed  e([ui\alent  assessment : — 

I  have  been  directed  l)y  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  District  of  Newcastle,  to  state  to  you 
that,  in  conse<|uence  (jf  the  jireseiit  de])ressed  state  of  the  Country,  arisiiu'  from  tlie  scarcity  of 
money,  and  the  low  price  at  which  agricultural  j)roduce  of  every  description  is  now  selling,  the 
Council  are  of  opinicjii  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  School  Act 
in  regard  to  taxation,  without  occasioning  great  di.stress  and  dissatisfaction  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict, they  are,  therefore,  altc^gether  averse  t<;  make  any  as.se.ssment  to  rai.se  the  money  for  the 
jiayment  of  School  Masters,  and  the  maintenance  of  Common  Schools  in  the  different  Town- 
ships of  this  District  ;  at  the  same  time,  they  hope  that  they  may  be  allowed  to  receive  their 
portion  of  the  ])u})lic  money  from  the  Provincial  Treasury,  without  being  reipiired  to  raise  and 
levy  an  equal  amount  within  the  District.

The  Executive  (lovernment  conceive 
themselves  warranted  to  do  b(j,  by  the  twelfth  Section  of  the  ScIkxjI  Act.*

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The  Law  relating  to  Dissentient  Schools  in  Cities  and  Towns. 

The  following  Letter,  addressed  to  tlie  Reverend  Robert  Murray  on  behalf 
of  the  Home  Di.strict  Council,  contained  a  number  of  (jueries  in  regard  to  "  Dis- 
sentient Schools  "  in  Cities  and  Town.s  : — 

1.  Is  it  allowed  bj  the  School  Act  for  parties  in  Cities,  or  Towns  Corporate,  to  he  ' '  Dis- 
sentients "  under  Section  eleven,  as  is  urovided  in  the  case  of  Townships  or  Parishes  ! 

2.  In  case  of  their  being  so  allowed,  could  they,  as  Dissentients,  in  a  City,  or  Town  Corpor- 
ate, combine,  so  as  to  establish  one  School,  or  must  they  establish  Separate  Schools  in  the  several 
School  districts  in  which  they  reside !  ;  and — 

3.  Would  the  children  in  one  School  district  in  a  City  be  allowed  to  attend  the  School  in  a 
neighbouring  School  district,  or  districts  ! 

On  conferring  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Toronto  City  Council,  in  regard  to  the  Act,  as  appli- 
cable to  the  City,  he  remarked  to  me  that  he  understood,  that,  until  the  Act  was  amended, 
nothing  could  be  done  in  this  City,  in  consetfUencu  of  there  being,  in  no  one  School  district  in 
the  City,  a  sufficient  number  of  Roman  Catholic  children  to  form  a  School,  and  that  the  Roman 
C-itholics  had  ex})ressed  their  intention  of  not  sending  any  of  their  children  to  the  Protestant 
Schools.  I  understood  from  the  tenor  of  his  remarks,  that  the  ajjpointment  of  one-half  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Roman  Catholic  persuasion,  was  altogether  inapplicable  to  our  City.

Mr.  Murray's  repl}'  was  as  follows  : — 

First  Query.  An.swer  :— I  have  to  state  in  answer  to  the  first  query  in  your  Letter,  that  I 
do  not  believe  that  the  provisions  of  the  eleventh  Section  of  the  Scliool  Act  of  1841  are  extended 
to  Cities  and  Corjjorate  Towns.  Townships  and  Parishes  are  expressly  mentioned  in  the 
eleventh  Section,  and  no  reference  whatever  is  made  in  this  Section  of  the  Act,  or  in  any  of 
the  Sections  to  Schools  in  Cities  and  Corporate  Towns. 

]My  opinion  of  the  provisions  in  the  eleventh  Section,  is  that  it  apjilies  only  to  Roman 
Catholics  and  Pr(»testants  ;  and  this  view  is  borne  out,  and  provided  for,  as  regards  Cities  and 
Corporate  Towns,  in  the  sixteenth  Section  of  the  Act.  The  Attorney-General's  o])ini<)n  is  that 
the  eleventh  Section  is  applicable  to  every  Christian  Denomination. 

Secmd  Query.  Answer  : — If  the  eleventh  Section  of  the  Act  is  at  all  applicable  to  Cities 
and  Corporate  Towns,  it  is  evident  that  they  can  combine  throughout  the  City,  or  Town,  to 
form  one,  or  more,  Schools, — it  being  the  same  jxiwer  which  is  granted  to  Townships  and 
Parishes. 

Third  Query.  Answer: — If  this  ijuery  respects  the  children  of  those  who  are  "Dissen- 
tients." it  is  evident,  that  in  Townships  and  Parishes,  they  are  entitled  to  attend  the  Dissentient 
Sch<X)l,  wherever  situated  ;  but,  if  it  refers  to  the  other  Common  Schools  within  the  Cities  and 
Corporate  Towns,  it  is  not  so  easily  answered.  In  Townshijis.  I  am  of  ojjinion, — however  hard 
it  may  apjjear, — that  the  Act  makes  no  provision  for  children  who  do  not  attend  School  in  their 
own  School  district.  The  only  thing  in  that  Act  which  leads  me  to  form  a  difl'erent  opinion 
respecting  Cities  and  Cory»orate  Towns,  is  in  the  sixteenth  Section,  where  it  is  provided  that  the 
Board  of  Esaminers  shall  l;e  divided  into  two  departments — the  one  to  consist  of  Roman  Catho- 
lics, the  other  of  Protestants  ;  the  Roman  Catholic  department  to  have  the  supervision  of 
Schr>ols  attended  l>y  Roman  Catholic  children  only,  and  the  Protestant  de])artment  to  have  the 
suijer\-ision  of  Schools  attended  by  Protestant  children  only.  Now,  it  is  not  probable,  that  in  a 
single  Schofil  district  in  any  of  our  Cities,  or  Towns  Corporate,  the  whole  of  our  inliabitants 
nhfiuld  be  found  to  be  either  Roman  Catholics,  or  Protestants,  and,  as  laws  are  not  made  to 
meet  improbabilities.  I  conceive  the  School  Act  does  not  sanction  children  in  Cities  and  Corporate 
Towns  going  from  one  Schord  district  to  another  ;  at  all  events,  in  so  far  as  Roman  Catholics 
and  Protestftnts  are  concerned. 

With  regard  to  the  aiipointment  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Cities  and  Corporate  Towns, 
there  cun  be  nothing  clearer  than  that  one-half  of  the  Board  of  ExaminerH  sliall,  in  all  caseB,  be 
Roman  Catholics,  and  the  other  half  Protestfints  ;  this  is  abundantly  evident  from  the  sixteenth 
Section  of  the  Act.     There  is  no  exception  either  as  regards  place,  or  person.

The  Reverend  Robert  Murray  replied,  as  follows: — 

In  reply,  T  have  to  state,  that,  if  the  Townshij)  School  Commissioners  have  taken  any  .super- 
vision of  the  Schools  in  their  Township,  their  Warrant  will  be  retjuired,  but  if  they  have  not 
acted  in  any  way,  or  have  not  taken  charge  of  the  Schools,  it  is  jirobalile  the  Executive  Govern- 
ment may  give  some  instructions  to  meet  such  cases. 

All  the  Teachers  recognized  l)y  the  School  Commissioners  will  receive  the  sum  ajiportioned 
to  their  respective  School  ilistricts.  But,  in  particular  cases,  special  instructions  will,  in  all 
probability,  l)e  given  to  the  District  Treasurers  for  their  directi(m. 

The  School  Act  jn-ovides  that  the  Teachers  shall  I'eceive  a  share  of  the  School  Fund,  in  pro- 
|)ortion  to  the  numl)er  of  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  16  years  in  the  School  districts 
which  they  occupy.  Sup|)ose  a  School  distinct  has  200  children  lietween  the  ages  of  5  and  16 
years,  the  Teacher  will  receive  double  tlie  amount  that  the  Teacher  in  the  School  district  con- 
taining only  one  hundred  such  children. 

The  Townshi])  Commissioners  for  the  jiresent  jear  are  enjoined  to  deliver  up  to  their  .suc- 
cessors in  office,  their  Books,  etectera,  withiii  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  their  respective 
jteriods  of  service,  that  is,  on.  or  l*efore,  the  tenth  of  January,  after  which  they  cease  to  act  as 
School  Commissioners  ;  Init  their  successors  will  be  entitled  to  discharge  the  duties  remaining 
unHnished.  If  the  Warrants  for  1842  are  not  granted  by  the  Coinini.ssioners  for  this  year,  they 
may  be  granted  after  the  tenth  of  January  by  their  succes.sors.

The  Desirability  of  Establishing  Female  Seminaries. 

The  following  i.s  a  Letter  from  Mr.  John  Blackwood,  of  Brockville,  recommend- 
ing the  estaljlishment  of  Seminaries  for  females  : — 

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  a  subject  of  the  greatest  imj)ortance,  and  one,  in  which, 
I  am  jiersuaded  that,  ajjart  from  your  official  duties,  you  will  feel  the  liveliest  interest: — I 
allude  to  the  establishment  of  Female  Schools  with  a  (Jovernment  aUowance,  and  a  Foundation, 
similar  to  that  now  granted  to  District  ((irammar)  Schools. 

In  1830,  Mrs.  Blackwood  addres,sed  a  communication  from  Cornwall,  on  the  subject,  to  Sir 
(Jeorge  Arthur,  to  whicli  she  received  such  an  answer  as  induced  her  to  ajtidy  to  tlie  House  of 
A.ssembly  of  the  then  Province  of  I'pper  Canada  through  Mr.  (J.  S.  Jarvis,  the  member  for 
Cornwall.  Her  i)etition  was  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  House,  "  which  repf)rted  favourably  " 
on  the  subject,*  but,  as  the  all  al)sorbing  (piestion  of  the  rnioii  of  the  Provinces  was  just  then 
Itrought    under  their    cimsideration    by   Lord  Sydenham,  no  further  action   was  taken  in  the

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matter  :  and  there  it  remains, — though  every  <lay  seems  to  render  more  aj)i>arent  the  i)ropriety, 
if  not  the  necessity,  of  providing  for  tlie  suitable  instruction  of  tho.se  who  are  destined  t<i  become 
the  wives  and  mothers  of  our  future  legislators  and  magistrates,  and  who  may,  in  a  high  degree, 
exerci.se  an  influence  in  the  affairs  of  the  noble  Province.  Mrs.  Blackwood  who  is  the  Daughter 
of  an  old  and  ex))erienced  Teacher,  the  late  Reverend  Daniel  Keith,  D.D..  formerly  of  Aber- 
deen, Scotland,  has  conducted  a  Young  Ladies'  Sch(K)l  for  several  years,  in  Montreal  and  Corn- 
wall :  (she  retiu'ned  to  this  place  last  autunui  :)  and.  although,  she  had  under  her  charge  young 
ladies  lielonging  to  families  of  the  first  resi)ect;ibility  in  both  ]iartsof  the  Province  .  .  .  yet 
she  hasfomui  other  ]>arents  so  fickle  and  changeable  that  she  could  not  depend  upon  their  children's 
remaining  from  one  quarter  to  another:  and.  in  many  cases,  there  was  no  certainty  of  their 
comjileting  the  quarter  they  had  commenced,  so  great  is  the  charm  of  new  faces  with  some  peo}ile. 

Under  such  a  .state  of  things,  it  is  imjMissible,  at  least  as  far  as  my  observation  has  extended, 
that  Educatitm  c^n  flourish  :  for  those  who  are  inclined  to  be  steady  in  their  support  of  a  good 
School  are  so  few  that  the  means  derived  from  them  are  in  most  cases  inade(|uate  to  give  more 
than  a  bare  subsist eJice  to  the  Teacher.

Mr.  Murray's  reply  \v;\s  as  follows: — 

In  reply.  I  have  to  state  that  1  have  long  regretted  the  want  of  a  more  efficient  system  of 
Female  Kducati<)n.  Perha])s  my  views  on  the  subject  are  pcculiai',  .'intl  caiuiot,  at  pi'esent,  be 
carried  into  extensive  o])eration  ;  but  I  am  decidedly  of  o|iinion  that  there  ought  to  be  a  Female 
School  in  every  Corjuirate  Town,  where  female  branches  of  education,  and  female  duties  in  con- 
nection with  Chri.stian  morality,  should  be  particularly  attended  to. 

I  jturjiose  to  bring  the  suliject  under  the  notice  of  His  Excellency  in  my  Annual  Report  on 
('oHHuon  Schools.*  and  1  think  it  might  be  well  that  the  subject  should  again  be  brought  before 
the  Legislature  1)V  petition. 

But  education  is  such  a  lamentable  state  all  over  the  Province  at  present  that  we  cannot 
expect  everything  to  be  put  ri^rht  during  one  Session  of  the  Legislature.  Much  will  be  gained  if 
we  can  even  make  the  rising  generation  a  little  better  informed  than  their  seniors,  for  the  tide 
of  ignorance  at  present  seems  almost  resistless.

Tlic    t'ollowini,^    is    a    Letter    from    the    Reverend   John    Flood,  en(juirinf:::  if 
Female  Teachers  are  to  be  exclu<led  from  a  share  of  the  Common  School   fund  '. 

1  have  been  informed  that  Female  Teachers  are  not  to  receive  any  portion  of  the  Govern- 
ment School  (Jrant.  Now.  there  are  in  the  Township  of  (Joulbourn  two  Schools,  which  are 
taught  by  Females  during  eight  months  of  the  jjast  year.  The  people  have  been  so  much 
piessefl  for  money,  that  these  Teachers  have  received  very  little  indeed  for  their  time  and 
labour.  Tlieir  scholars  were  taught  as  well  as  any  others  in  the  Townslii]!.  and.  if  they  had  not 
l>een  ap)>ointed  by  the  Townshiji  Commissioners  to  these  Schools,  the  Schools  would  not  have 
been  in  o])eration  at  all.  for  no  other  Teachers  could  be  obtained.  Everything  respecting  the 
Schools  in  this  Distiict  has  been  iiTcgular.  in  conse(pience  of  the  Council's  not  com|)lying  with 
tlie  School  Act.  For  these  reasons,  i  am  earnest  in  ropiesting  you.  if  it  is  in  your  ])ower,  to  do 
something  in  favour  of  these  ])oor  girls.  They  are  in  distres.s,  and  a  share  of  the  (Jovcrnment 
nioney  wouhl  lie  totlieni  a  gicat  lelief.

In  re])ly,  I  heg  to  state,  that  the  Township  School  Commissioners  have,  in  very  manj'  cases 
all  over  Canada  West,  appointed  Female  I'eachers,  wherever  they  judged  it  prudent  to  do  .so. 
Concerning  the  third  division  of  the  .seventh  Section  of  the  School  Act,  in  which  the  ma.sculine 
pronoun  only  is  used,  when  speaking  of  Teachers,  admits  of  that  inter])retation.  The  Executive 
Uovernment  have  recognized  this  interiiretation  of  the  Act,  hy  admitting  Female  Teachers  to 
receive  their  proportion  of  the  School  Fund.

Suggestions  for  the  Imi'iiovement  of  tije  Common  School  Law. 

The  followino'  suj^o-estions  for  the  amendment  and  improvement  of  the 
Common  Seliool  Act  of  1841,  were  made  by  Doctor  Crai<^ie  of  A ncaster,  who.se 
opinions  on  educational  matters  in  1839,  are  (jiven  on  pa^es  269-271  of  the  'I'liird 
Volume  of  this  Documentary  History. 

It  was  my  intention  as  a  Common  School  Commissioner  of  this  Township  to  li.ive  endeavored 
to  have  got  the  Commissioners  to  consider  and  communicate  to  yon  such  information  as  might 
be  thought  conducive  to  the  im]»rovement  of  the  present  School  Act.  But  as  there  was  no  time 
for  the  discussion  of  the  subject  at  our  last  meeting,  I  beg  to  otier  you  the  results  of  my 
experience  as  a  Common  School  Counnissioner. 

There  are  two  things,  however,  that  I  must  premise  ; — 

First,  that  .a  system  of  *iducatioii  to  be  really  useful  and  effective  must  be  l)ased  hrmly  on 
Religion.  No  man  who  believes  the  Scriptures  to  be  the  Oracles  of  God,  who  l)elieves  in  His 
j)romise  tf)  preserve  and  l)less  them  anil  in  His  Omnipotence,  which  is  jjledged  to  give  it  ert'ect, 
can  reasonably  hope,  or  exjiect,  that  a  .system  of  education,  of  which  a  primary  object  is  not 
instiniction  in  the  momentous  facts,  and  all-im])ortant  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  could  receive  this 
V)les.sing.  or  be  attended,  or  followed,  with  succe.ss ;  and  the  mere  politician,  who  knows  anything 
of  Government,  and  of  the  History  of  Education,— its  signal  success,  where  l)ased  on  Religion, 
and  its  signal  failure,  where  otherwise,  —  must  inevitably  arrive  at  the  same  conclusion. 

Believing  these  to  be  your  opinions  also,  T  j'et  state  them  as  concisely  as  possible,  since  the 
testimony  of  a  Layman  may  lie  received  l)y  .some  as  free  from  any  tincture  of  professional  zeal,  or 
l)rofessional  |jrejudices. 

Seroudhi,  I  could  wish  to  see  the  jtresent  School  Act  entirely  and  wholly  anniilhul,  ;ind,  in  its 
place,  one  sub.stituted,  vesting  the  powers  in  one  Central  Board  for  Canada  West,  and  one  Sub- 
sidiary Board  for  each  Municipal  Di.strict.  Not  with  any  view  of  suj)erseding  you,  I  would 
promote  you  to  be  Secretary  of  the  Central  Board,  witli  a  competent  salary.  Fearing,  however, 
that  the  attempt  will  only  be  made  to  improve  the  details  of  the  present  Act,  I  would  suggest 
that  the  Commissioners  be  elected  in  a  regular  and  formal  manner  as  is  a  Councilman,  or  M.P.P., 
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that  they  sliuuld  have  more  extensive  powers,  not  only  to  subdivide  these  Townships  into  School 
districts,  but  to  levy  and   enforce  the  necessary  taxes.     They  should  be  elected  for  two  years, 

half  or to  go  out  every  year,  (that  is.  where   there  are  seven. — three  to  be  elected  one 

3'ear.  and  four  the  next).  They  should  have  powei's  to  enforce  payment  of  school-fees  in  advance, 
and  payment  also  for  firewood,  in  the  same  way  ;  to  exclude  the  personally  unclean  children* 
aiid  the  incorrigibly  turbulent  ;  to  have  a  code  of  rules  laid  down  for  them  to  assure  uniformity 
of  action,  and  to  be  sul)ject  to  heavy  penalties  for  refusing  to  act  (for  no  person  will  voluntarily 
solicit  the  otlice),  and  for  neglect  of  duty. 

Some  literary  (jualification  should  be  re(|uired.  How  that  is  to  be  obtained.  I  know  not. 
Moral  qualifications  also  are  nece.ssary.  It  is  prejiosterous  to  have  a  ])erson  of  bad  moral  char- 
acter (an  infidel  perhai)s),  as  a  Supervisor  of  Schools.  The  fact  is.  the  Country  does  not  possess 
<jualified  Commissioners  of  Schools  :  and.  if  it  tlid.  it  is  ten  to  one  against  their  election. 
Speaking  of  the  Eepresentiition  of  the  people,  I  wish,  as  they  are  all  in  your  neighborhood,  that 
you  would  endeavour  to  infuse  both  Religion  and  Cln'istianity  into  the  "  Collective  Wisdom  "  of 
the  Country.  .  .  .  The  })eo)ile  have  been,  are,  and  will  be,  led  or  driven,  either  by  the  few 
master  minds,  or  bj-  those  wliom  (Jods  Providence  has  placed  over  them.  Supposing  Commis- 
sioners to  be  found,  their  duties  are  so  onerous  and  occu])y  so  nuich  time,  as  to  require  remuner- 
ation. All  of  our  Commissioners  will  have  lost  one-tenth  jiart  of  their  time  and  some  of  them 
much  more.  This  is  too  great  a  sjicrifice  to  require  ;  and  I  am  cpiite  sure  that  every  one  of  our 
present  Board  would  pay  the  fine  of  five  dollars  rather  than  undertake  the  duties  for  another 
year. 

The  Commissioners  ought  further  to  be  bound  to  im])lement  the  obligations  of  their  pre- 
decessors, so  far  as  jiaying  when  collected  the  salaries  of  Teachers  and  contracts  for  building, 
and  be  ])rohibited  fi'om  removing  a  Teacher  without  good  cause.  The}'  ought  not  to  have  the 
power  of  determining  the  course  of  Edueation  nor  the  Books  to  be  used.  These  ought  to  be 
determined  by  some  more  intelligent  Body,  or  individual,  say  the  Chief  Superintendent,  or  a 
General  Board  of  Education.  .  .  .  Whatever  plan  is  to  be  adopted,  there  should  be  but  one 
Head. 

Simplicity  too,  ought  to  be  aimed  at.  There  is  in  the  present  School  Act  a  going  from  the 
Township  Commi.ssioners  to  the  District  Council  ;  from  that  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and 
thence  to  the  Treasurer,  through  a  Township  Collector  too  where  an  assessment  of  any  kind  can 
be  collected.  ...  I  have  written  under  the  belief  that  you  will  have  a  hand  in  the  new  and 
improved  School  Bill,  and  that,  if  it  is  exjjected  to  tinker  the  old  one  to  make  it  useful,  you 
may  get  a  hint  or  two  worth  attending  to.  Jf  you  are  to  make  a  new  Bill,  just  take  a  review  of 
your  own  letter  and  mine+  in  the  last  Report  on  Education  and  out  of  these  two  I  believe  you 
could  frame  a  Bill  that  intelligible  and  if  you  employ  faithful  and  zealous  ofljcers  will  work  well.

Mr.  Murray ".s  reply  was  as  follows  : — 

I  believe  it  Ls  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  bring  in  an  entirely  new  School  Bill,  the 
provisions  of  which  are  at  present  under  consideration.  My  views  on  the  alterations  necessarj'^ 
to  insure  the  .satisfactory  working  of  the  Bill,  and  to  promote  the  advancement  of  Education  in 
the  Province  have  Ijeen  submitted  for  the  considerati(m  and  information  sf  the  Executive 
Government. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  in  what  sha])e  the  Bill  may  appear,  l)ut  what  I  liave  reconnneuded 
would  more  than  meet  all  the  views  which  you  have  suggested.  ^

Rights  of  Coloured  Children  to  Attend  the  Common  Schools. 

A   Petition  from    the  coloured  people  of  Hamilton  to  the  Governor  General 
wa.s  referred  to  Mr.  Murray  for  his  report  thereon.     He,  therefore,  addressed  the 

*  In  The  Outlook  Magazine  of  New  York,  for  April  the  lOtb,  1897,  it  ethat  quite  a  number  of  Medical 
In^pectori  of  Schools  hare  been  appointed  for  that  city.  The  first  report  of  the  Inspectors  of  March  the 
29tb,  1897,  bhowed,  that  tberfl  were  one  hundred  and  forty  pupils  excluded  from  the  Schoolp,  because  of  the 
coniabiouB  diseaees  with  whicli  they  were  affected.  Tho  President  of  the  Board  of  Healsh,  on  examining 
the  Report,  said,  ''We  have  found  the  leak."  He  thinks  that  this  system  of  in^iiection  will  prevent  the 
fptead  of  contagious  diseases  among  children.

A  Pt'tition  from  the  coloured  iiiluibitants  of  Maiuilton,  iuMressed  to  His  Excellency  the 
Ciovernor  (Jeiieral,  statiiijj;  that  they  pay  the  taxes  and  assessments,  and  that  their  children  are 
denied  admission  into  any  of  the  free  Connnon  Schools  of  the  Town,  and  ])raying  for  the  i)rivilege 
of  having  their  children  admitted  to  these  Schools.  I  have  lieen  in.structed  to  report  on  the 
subject,  for  the  information  of  the  (iovernor  (Jeneral.

First,  The  |)rol)al>le  number  of  coloured  cliildren  in  li.imillon  between  live  and  sixteen 
years  of  age. 

SecoHillii,  The  state  of  feeling  which  prevails  regarding  their  admission  to  the  Connnon 
Schools, 

Tliirdlii,  The  religious  body,  or  bodies,  to  which  in  general  they  belong. 

Funrthhj,  The  measures  which  the  Board  of  Police  have  adopted,  or  would  recommend  to  be 
adopted,  to  afford  these  children  the  means  of  education. 

Fiftldih  Has  the  Board  of  Police  collected  the  School  assessment  !

The  following  reply  was  sent  to  Mr.  Murray : — 

I  am  favoured  with  yovu-  Letter,  respecting  the  Petition  of  the  coloured  iidiabitants  of  this 
Town  upon  the  subject  of  their  exclusion  from  the  benefits  of  the  established  Common 
Schools.  .  .  .  Illness  and  absence  have  prevented  me  from  giving  an  answer  to  your  several 
queries. 

I  have  lately  directed  my  attention  to  the  proper  ijuarter  for  information,  and  now  beg  to 
give  you  the  result  of  my  enquiries. 

First,  There  ajjpears  to  l)e  about  twenty  coloured  chihlren  in  Hamilton,  within  the  ages 
of  five  and  sixteen  years. 

Secondly,  I  regret  to  say  that  there  is  a  strong  jtrejudice  existing  amongst  the  lower  orders 
of  the  whites  against  the  coloured  people.  The  several  Teachers,  as  well  as  others  acquainted 
with  the  extent  of  this  })rejudice,  fear  that  if  coloin-ed  children  are  admitted  into  the  Schools, 
the  paients  of  the  greater  part  of  the  white  children  will  take  them  away. 

Thirdlii,  The  coloured  population  l)elong  chiefly  to  the  Methodist  and  Baptist  persuasions. 

Fourthly.  The  Board  of  Police  are  una)iimous  in  their  oi)inion,  that  whatever  may  l)c  the 
state  of  feeling  at  present  with  respect  to  the  admi.ssi(jn  of  the  coloured  children  into  the  same 
School  Avith  the  white,  it  would  not  be  advisal)le  to  yield  to  it,  but  that  the  law  ought  to  be 
enforced  without  distinction  of  colour.  They  think  that  if  a  firm  stand  l)e  taken  at  tirst,  the 
prejudice  will  soon  give  way.

Suggestion  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Common  School  Act  of  1841. 

The  following  letter  was  addressed  to  Mr  Murray,  as  lie  had  requested,  by 
the  Connnon  School  Commissioners  of  the  Towiisliip  of  Cavan.  It  is  rather  a 
Letter  of  very  severe  criticism  on  the  School  Act  of  1.S41,  which  seems  to  have 
met  with  universal  condemnation  than  a  Letter  of  Suggestion.  Although  (juaint 
in  its  expression,  and  out-spoken  in  its  ci'iticism,  it  is  but  a  re-echo  of  the 
adverse  opinion  on  the  Scliool  Act  of  1S41,  which  was  expressed  by  the  Home 
District  Council  on  pages  222-224  of  this  Volume.    The  Commissioners  said  : — 

We  beg  to  state  that  few,  if  any,  of  the  Township  Counnissioners  have  given  the  School  Act 
of  1841  a  f.urer  trial  than  we  have  ;  and  very  few  havt;  exerted  themselves  so  much  to  carry  out 
any  feasible,  or  apparent,  salutary  i)rovisions  of  the  Act,  more  than  we  have  dcme  ;  but,  we  are 
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constrained  to  s;iy,  our  exertions  were  not  rewarded  in  a  conmionsurate  degree  witli  our  ex))oo- 
tations.  tlie  Act  being  complex,  mystical,  overbearing,  tyrannical,  and  unprecedented  in  Legis- 
lation. 

2.  We  object  In  tofo  to  the  fifth  clause  of  the  Act,  nominating  the  District  Council  a  Board 
of  Educatii)n.  We  do  s»),  because,  from  the  formation  of  that  Council,  very  many  of  the  most 
illiterate  men  are  chosen,  and,  consetjuently.  the  most  imi)roper  persons  to  be  entrusted  with 
care  of  the  education  of  the  Country,  we  must  sjiy,  further,  that  whoever  had  the  ccmcoctit  n  of 
this  Section  of  the  Municipal  Law,  shewed  a  most  deploralile  ignorance  of  Canada,  and  exceed- 
ing little  of  the  workings  of  pojudar  elections. 

l^ecOH(<hj.  We  find  that  this  new-fangled  Board  of  Kducation,  in  every  part  thwarting  the 
most  praiseworthy  exertions  of  the  Township  School  Counnissioners,  (who,  taking  a  District  as  a 
criterion,  are  the  most  enlightened  bodj'  of  the  two),  causing  distrust  in  both  })odies  by  the 
inhabit<uits,  and  ju'oducing  results  (J uite  opjiosite  to  those  which  should  l)e  wished  for  by  the 
framers  of  the  Act. 

3.  After  a  year  s  minute  (»bservation  of  the  efficacy  of  the  Act,  for  the  jturpose  said  to  be 
intended,  we  declare  we  can  jjoint  out  no  one  redeeming  clau.se.  save  that  of  enforcing  the 
inhabitants  to  build  suitable  School  Houses,  l)ut  this  solitary  good  jjoint  is  nullified  by  our 
incompetent  District  Board  of  Education. 

4.  We  c<msider  it  needless  to  enter  into  the  merits,  or  rather,  de-merits  of  the  Act  con- 
secutively, as  no  one  who  has  read  it,  and  can  understand  what  he  reads,  but  must  pronounce  it 
(t<»  say  the  least),  as  an  attem))t  at  ])roducing  an  Act  of  Parliament  which  jn-oves  an  abort  iiu, 
and  a  very  fatal  one,  to  the  Teachers  of  Canada  West. 

5.  In  considering  the  improvements  which  may  be  made  in  the  Act,  we  fear  any  attemjit  at 
amending  the  ])resent  one  would  prove  futile  ;  the  mo.st  desirable  plan,  in  our  o])inion,  would  be 
to  thi'ow  it  overboard,  and  have  a  new  (me  introduced,  as,  from  the  (juantity  and  varied  informa- 
tion on  the  subject,  wluch  you  will  have  received,  we  may  fairly  expect  a  measure  which  will 
give  satisfaction  to  the  peojjle,  and  one  that,  in  some  degree,  may  satisfactorily  meet  the  dift'er- 
ences  between  young  and  old  settlements,  as  regards  taxation. 

().  According  to  the  present  Act,  there  can,  in  our  opinion,  be  no  uniform  system  of  Educa- 
tion, for  the  Common  School  Commissioners,  wh(»  are  acting  this  year,  may  not  act,  (ir  not  be 
chosen,  next  year  ;  conse<juently,  the  School  Books  recommended  this  year  may  not  be  ajiproved 
of  by  the  newly  elected  Commissicmers  of  next  year,  thus  creating  annoyance,  not  <mly  to  the 
Teachers,  but  to  the  jiarents  of  the  children. 

We  consider  that  the  Bible  and  Testament  should  l)e  standard  Books  in  every  Common 
Schof)l,  and  this  should  not  be  left  to  the  whim  of  jieople  periodically  chosen  by  Statute.  In 
giving  this  opinion,  we  are  aware  we  are  hazarding  the  name  (^f  bigot,  sectarian  and  fanatic. 

7.  We  Wijuld  beg  further  to  suggest  that,  f(jr  the  future,  in  laying  out  new  Townships,  50 
or  100  acres  be  reserved  in  the  centre  of  each  (juarter  for  a  site  for  a  School  House,  and  residence 
for  a  Teacher,  which  woidd  enable  the  inhabitants,  by  a  small  advance,  to  command  four  efficient 
Teachers  for  each  Township  ;  l)ut  we  consider  that  the  Province  should  estal)lish  a  general 
Pi-eparatory  School  for  training  Common  School  Teachers,  as  the  sujijdy  of  ipialificd  ones  is,  at 
present,  very  meagre  ;  yet  we  cannot,  under  this  want,  go  the  length  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  Home  District  to  recommend  that  "all  aliens"  should  l)e  received  as  Teachers  in  Canada 
West. 

8.  We  object  to  any  one  Member  ef  the  Board  of  Education  being  chosen  otherwise  than  by 
the  Executive  Government  ;  as  jteriodical  elections  are,  and  mutt  be,  jmrne  to  continual  change, 
which,  so  far  as  f]ducatiim  is  concerned,  should  be  systematic  and  static  mary. 

9.  We  further  beg  leave  to  say  that,  in  sul)mitting  these  observations  on  the  absurdities  of 
the  School  and  Municii)al  Acts,  s((  far  as  c<mnected  with  our  functions,  as  Commcm  School  Com- 
missioners, we  are  actuated  by  the  ])urest  motives,  and  a  most  ardent  desire  to  see  the  Connnon 
Schools  f)f  our  Cf)uiitry  placed  on  a  foundation  that  could  not  give  our  peojjle  cause  to  envy  any 
])ortion  of  the  Olobe,  for  a  more  uniform  and  efficient  system  of  Kducation  than  we  enjoy.

Although,  in  some  respects  I  view  the  present  School  Act  in  a  diH'crent  light  fioui  what  jou 
do,  yet,  as  regards  the  cHiciency  of  the  Act,  we  are  i)er7ectly  agreed. 

In  almost  every  District  Meeting  of  the  Township  Commissioners  and  Teachers,  during  my 
public  visatiitionH  in  1842,  I  urged  them   to  transmit  to  the  Education  ( )ffice,  their  views  of  the 
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present  School  Act,  and  tlie  iunendnients  they  wtmld  siiygest .  It  grieves  me  to  say  that 
liitherto,  little,  almost  no  attention,  lias  been  paid  to  tliese  recommendations  a  compliance 
with  which  might  havo  enaliled  me  to  he  instrumental  in  bringing  forward  a  School  Hill  which 
would  have  been  productive  of  better  results  than  the  present  one.  But,  this  want  of  attention, 
on  the  part  of  Teachers  to  tlieir  own  interest,  tliough  it  weakens  my  hands,  yet  it  shall  not 
diminish  my  etlorts  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  Kducation  in  Canada  West.

The  reason  that  your  services  were  dispensed  with,  was  an  Order  from  the  Provincial 
Secretary,  West,  dated  the  6th  of  January  last,  re(|uiring  that  your  services  should  Ite  dispen.sed 
with,  and  that  all  expenses  connected  witii  tiu;  Education  ( )ttice  slmuld  be  tliscontinued,  no 
jtrovision  having  been  made  in  the  School  Kill  of  1841  for  the  Contingent  Expenses  of  tlie  Othce 
of  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education.

Financial    Iiiulgulakities    in    Certain    Townships  of  the  Hcme    Dlstkict 

In  a  Report  of  a  Conunitteo  of  the  Home  District  Council  certain  financial 
irre<.(iUarities,  aiidotlier  School  Matters  were  thus  dealt  with  by  the  Conniiittee: — 

.V  Petition  has  been  received  from  a  number  of  persons  in  (Jeorgina,  asking  redress  in  the 
following  case  :  It  appears  that  the  School  Commissioners  in  that  Township  have  obtained  the 
(Government  appropriation  for  Common  Schools  for  their  Township,  and  have  divided  the 
greater  part  of  it  among  certain  of  its  inhabitants  ;  a  proceedhig  bo  utterly  at  variance  with  the 
intention  of  the  Seiiool  Act,  and  so  highly  reprehensible,  that  the  censure  of  the  Council  can 
hardly  be  conveyed  in  language  too  strong  to  mark  their  disapprobation  of  such  gross  misappro- 
priation of  tlic  public  finids. 

The  Conunittee  recommend  that  the  District  Treasurer  be  directed  to  call  upon  tlio.se  Com- 
missioners to  immediately  refund  the  amount  thus  improperly  disbursed. 

It  has  also  been,  by  petitit)n  and  otherwise,  l)rought  to  the  knowledge  of  your  Committee, 
that  it  is  the  general  ]iractice  for  the  Township  Sciiool  CV>mmissioners  to  take  uj)  from  the 
Treasurer  at  once,  the  whole  amount  coming  to  tlieir  Town.ship  for  School  purposes,  — leaving  it 
in  the  liands  of  their  Cliairman  until  re(iuired  ;  a  mode  of  procedure  not  only  ol)jectionable  in 
itself,  but  at  variance  with  the  Scliool  .\ct,  which  evidently  intends  the  District  Treasurer  to  be 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Township  S'cliool  Commissioners,  -  paying  their  Warrants  in  li(|uidation  of 
charges  sanctioned  by  them  to  the  parties  to  whom  the  same  may  be  tlue,  and  by  no  means  to 
the  Commi.ssi(mers  tliem.selves,  and  carrying  the  same  to  the  debit  of  tiie  proper  School  district. 
The  conse(|uence  of  this  practice  is,  that  various  sums  of  the  Oovernment  appropriation  for  1842 
are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  difl'erent  School  Conuni.ssioners  belonging  to  the  School  districts  for 
which  Teacliers  eould  not  be  obtained. 

Your  Committee  would  reconnnend,  that  all  sums  for  School  purposes  belonging  to  those 
School  districts,  thus  unexpended,  should  be  immediately  refunded  to  the  District  Treasurer,  to 
be  by  him  jjlaced  to  the  credit  of  the  School  district  to  which  it  belongs, — there  to  remain  ui>til 
Teachers  are  obtained,  and  the  UKmey  expended  in  accordance  with  the  Scluxd  Act.  The 
Committee  would  also  rect)m<>tend,  for  the  future,  that  the  Township  School  Commissioners 
should  abstain  from  granting  Warrants  to  one  of  their  own  Body  for  the  whole  sum  coming  to 
their  Townsliij)  :  and  the  District  Treasurer  be  in.structed  not  to  disburse  the  Sciiool  funds  in 
tliat  manner,  but  to  pay  the  same  to  the  parties  to  wiiom  tiie  (^nnmissioners  may  be  indebted 
for  School  expenses  upon  their  Warrant,  cliargiiig  the  same,  as  before  nicntioni'd. 
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The  petition  of  the  School  Commissioners  of  North  Gwillimlnirv,  praying  to  l)e  allowed  to 
make  use  of  the  balance  remaining,  after  paying  their  Teachers,  in  tlie  purchase  of  Scliool  Books 
for  that  Township  :  and  also  tlie  a])plication  from  Vaughan  and  Caledon,  re(|uesting  certain 
alteratit>ns  in  the  School  districts  in  those  Townsliips,  your  Connnittee  reconunend  heing 
granted. 

\Vith  respect  to  the  application  from  tlie  Commissioners  of  the  Township  of  Toronto,  as  to 
paying,  from  the  public  money.  Teachers  who  have  taught  for  a  less  period  than  nine  months, 
the  Council  cannot  dispense  with  the  law  of  the  land  ;  and  also  that  in  levying  the  general 
School  Assessment  particular  portions  of  anj  School  district  cjuinot  lie  exempted  from  the  tax, 
although  unfortunately  no  School  may  at  present  be  taught  in  such  vicinity.

CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

REMINISCENCES  OF  SUPERANNUATED  COMMON  SCHOOL 
TEA.CHERS,  1842-43. 

Wardsville  to  1842. — The  village  of  Wardsville  enjoys  the  distincti(m  of  having  ])o.ssessed 
one  of  the  pioneer  Scln)ols  of  the  Province.  Its  history  is  indeed  an  ancient  one,  dating  back 
nearly  one  hundred  years.  In  the  early  part  of  the  century,  when  the  country  lying  west  of 
London  was  a  vast  unbroken  forest,  save  a  small  settlement  on  the  river  Thames,  which  after- 
wards liecame  knowni  as  Wardsville  in  honf»vn"  of  its  founder,  Alexander  Wanl.  (surnamed  by  the 
Indians,  Tomacoo).  For  many  years  classes  were  held  at  private  houses;  then  a  small  log  l)uild- 
ing  was  ei'ected  about  two  miles  east  of  Wardsville,  in  what  is  known  as  the  Big-Bend  Road. 

About  the  year  1840  the  first  Public  School  was  established  in  Wardsville  ;  and  as  the  Country 
pros])ered,  the  need  of  better  educational  facilities  was  sorely  felt,  and  Wardsville  being  a  trade 
centre  for  a  large  tract  of  country,  it  was  soon  looked  upon  as  an  educati<mal  centre.  {No  name 
appended. ) 

Home  District,  1842. — My  fir.st  experience  as  a  Teacher  was  in  the  Township  of  Adjala, 
Cardwell  County,  n(jt  far  from  where  the  village  of  Loretto  is  now  situated.  1  journeyed  on 
foot  from  Toronto,  through  the  Gore  of  Toronto  and  Albion  to  seek  the  situation  in  Adjala. 
The  peojile  welcomed  me  kindly,  and  agreed  to  have  me  take  charge  of  the  School.  The 
arrangement  was  that  I  should  receive  2'r>  cts.  per  niimth  from  each  ])upil  attending.  If  there 
were  tliree  pupils  from  any  one  house  the  third  one  was  taught  gratis.  That,  with  a  small  Gov- 
ernment Grant,  was  the  usual  salary  iu-ovi>ion  for  Teachers  in  tho^e  days. 

Lot  of  the  Teacher. — But  there  was  another  and  more  interesting  kind  of  rennnieration.  In 
addition  to  the  School  fee,  it  was  arranged  that  I  sjiould  lioard  witli  the  peo])le,  s])en(ling  a  week 
for  each  child  at  every  hou.se.  Crude  were  the  conditions  then  ol)taining  in  the  rural  sections 
(>{  Western  Canada,  but  the  hos])itality  of  tlie  people  knew  no  Jxmnds.  Tlie  Teaclier  was  wel- 
comed at  every  door;  and  when  the  prescribed  time  for  his  visit  had  elapsed,  he  was  often  jire- 
vailed  ujxm  to  sbiy  another  week.  At  every  social  gathering,  even  the  logging  and  (|uilting 
V>ees,  he  was  a  welcome  guest  ;  and  a  resj)ect  and  friendshij)  were  in  those  times  shown  him 
wherever  he  went.  In  a  material  sense  the  itinerary  lx>arding  system  was  a  gratifying  arrange- 
ment for  the  School  Master.  If  good  things  had  a  place  on  the  bill  of  faro  at  any  time  during 
the  year,  it  was  surely  the  week  that  the  Master  found  shelter  and  food  by  the  hospitable  hearth. 

The  School  fTouHc. — I  do  not  think  I  can  give  a  very  grajihic  description  of  the  School 
House.  Of  cour.se  it  was  a  log  building.  The  logs  were  not  even  liewii  nor  the  corners 
.sfpiared  as  were  the  more  jireteiitious  structures  of  tliat  ])erio(l.  Its  dimensions  were  about  H) 
feet  X  12.  On  one  side  were  tlie  long  low  windows,  common  in  tlio.se  days;  on  the  otiier,  a 
large  ojien  tire-place  and  a  mud  chimney.  The  floor  was  made  of  rough  plank  ;  the  roof  was 
clapboarded  ;  the  seats  were  hewn  logs,  su])])orterl  by  round  pieces  of  wood  driven  into  augur 
holes  on  the  under  side.  The  desks  for  the  pupils  were  in  keeping  with  tlie  other  apjiointinents 
of  this  hall  of  learning.  Tliey  were  simply  a  long  slielf  on  the  window  side  of  the  building — a 
rough  lioard  resting  r»n  stakes  driven  into  the  log  in  a  .slanting  direction.  Mai>s  there  were 
none  ;  neither  was  tliere  a  black  board  :  and  a  few  pieces  of  slate  without  frames  were  the  t)nly 
facilities  for  the  children's  exercises.  Mavor's  Sjielling  Book,  an  English  Header  and  Walking- 
game's  Arithmetic  were  the  princijtal  text  Books  used. 
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The  Children  were  reniarkiihly  (|uiet  and  oltediuiit.  and  tlic  best  of  order  was  maintained, 
without  resortiny  to  any  eorporal  inniislniient.  In  tlie  winter  time,  tlie  building  was  kept  coui- 
fortal)le  by  the  large  lire  place,  fuel  for  wliieh  was  Hujiplied  l>y  the  pupils  in  turn.  Througli  the 
mists  of  the  intervening  years,  lean  still  .see  a  little  group  of  children  sitting  around  the 
brightly  burning  maple  log,  earnestly  at  work  with  their  studies  and  listening  attentively  to 
every  word  of  instruction  offered  by  the  Teacher.  Into  the  shadows  of  eternal  night  many  of 
those  ruddy  faced,  hardy  children  have  since  pas.sed,  and  I  am  left  to  make  the  simple  record 
here  of  their  zeal  and  devotednesH  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies  in  that  old  lo.{  buildiuL' 
and  their  unvarying  respect  and  kindness  to  him  wlio  to  the  best  of  his  ability  endeavoured  to 
equip  their  minds  for  the  stern  battle  of  life. 

Patrick  Downey,  (luelph. 

County  of  AnniN(;TON.  1842.  -T  began  to  teach  at  Asselstine  Factory,  near  lUth,  in 
October,  1842.  The  School  House  was  a  frame  building,  about  24  feet  square.  The  tittings  of 
the  School  were  a  desk  and  a  bench  on  each  side,  with  some  additional  forms  for  jiupils,  who  did 
not  write.  At  the  end.  ojjpositt;  the  door,  was  a  desk,  which  was  used  as  a  j)uli)it  on  Sundays, 
and  by  the  Teacher  on  week  days.  Opposite  the  pulpit,  or  desk,  was  a  large  bo.x  for  holding 
firewood.  Every  .second  Saturday  was  a  holiday.  The  Teacher  usually  received  fifty  cents  a 
month  for  each  juipil,  as  .salary  ;  and  he  got  his  board  by  staying  with  the  patrons  of  the  School 
as  many  days  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  puj)ils  sent.  This  was  called  "  lioarding  round." 
There  were  no  Apjtaratus,  Maps,  or  I'lackboard,  when  T  began  to  teach.  After  a  while,  a 
Blackboard  was  got,  which  cost  one  dollar.  At  first,  there  were  no  (Geographies,  or  (Jranniiars, 
used.  I  drew  a  Map  of  the  World  on  the  Blackboard,  and  gave  the  pupils  a  general  idea  of  the 
principal  Countries,  and  their  ])eculiaritics.  This  mode  of  instruction  was  very  ])opular  in  the 
School  Secticm.  I  think  the  only  Reading  Books  used  were  Mavor's  Spelling  Book,  and  the 
English  Reader.     The  first  fieography  used  was  Olney's,  and  the  first  Grammar  was  Lennie's. 

The  School  was  visited  every  quarter  by  a  Township  School  Commirsioner,  wdio  made  a 
nf>te  of  the  number  of  ])Upils  in  attendance  and  on  the  Roll,  which  .served  as  a  basis  for  distri- 
buting the  Clovernment  (irant  among  the  Schools.  These  Counnissioners  were  cho.sen  at  the 
Town  Meeting  about  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  Chairman  of  these  Commis.sions  examined 
apjjlicants  for  Teachers'  certificates. 

RonKRT  Phii.lii's,  JV-rgus. 

County  of  Halton,  1842.  In  the  year  1842,  I  conunenced  teaching  School  in  a  Section 
in  the  Township  of  Nelson,  County  of  Halton.  The  School  House  was  of  the  primitive  order, — 
built  of  logs,  and  considered  fairly  comfortable  for  those  days  of  early  settlement.  The  text 
Books  used  were  Murray's  English  Reader  and  Introduction,  Mavor's  Spelling  Book,  DaboU's 
Arithmetic,  etcetera.  The  j)eople  were  kindly  dispo.sed  towards  me  for  the  seven  months  I  was 
with  them. 

J.   Bke.mmer,   Waterdowii. 

Nepean,  1842. — My  first  School  was  in  the  Township  of  Nepean,  near  By  tf)wn,  (Ottawa.) 
Mr.  Penny  was  School  Insjiector  about  the  year  1842.  Our  Examinations  were  rapid.  My  first 
question  was  :  How  uuich  does  $()0  amount  to  in  one  year  at  tive  per  cent,  f  Let  the  answer 
be  right  or  wrong  "you  are  a  clever  fellow  "  was  said,  and  so  on  with  other  Teachers.  As  my 
first  experience  in  teaching  1  had  to  "  board  round  "  two  weeks  in  each  hou.se,  till  I  went  all 
round  them  ;  then  begin  again,  and  so  on  for  the  year.  My  salary  was  then  one  hundred  (§100) 
a  year.  The  School  Hou.se  was  of  logs,  covered  with  Elm  bark,  or  scooped  out  logs,  placed  on 
each  other  to  carry  off' the  rain.  Inside  were  desks,  placed  along  the  wall  in  a  slanting  position, 
for  writing,  or  cyphering.  Planks  were  placed  the  whole  length  of  the  house,  supported  by  feet, 
for  seats,  either  high  or  low,  as  i-equired. 

Bern.\ri)  Daly,  Laxton. 

North  Gower,  1842.  -I  first  began  to  teach  at  North  Gower  in  1842,  in  a  little  log  School 
House.  There  were  no  fixings.  It  was  the  first  School  in  the  Section.  The  Books  used 
were  Mavor's  Sjjelling  Book,  English  Reader,  and  Walkingame's  Arithmetic. 

William  Gorman,  Harlem. 

MoRRisHUKi;,  1842. — It  is  almo.st  an  impossibility  to  give  an  absolutely  correct  history  of 
the  establishment  of  our  Private  and  Public  Schools  in  this  vicinity,  then  known  as  the  Town- 
shij)  of  Williamsbin-g,  as  they  date  back  to  the  earliest  settlers,  and  originated  at  a  time  when 
the  observance  of  authentic  records  was  not  deemed  a  necessity.  But  sufticient  data  is  available 
to  warrant  us  in  saying  that  a  Ladies  Seminary  was  established  as  far  back  as  1842  by  Mrs. 
Henry  Weagant,  and  conducted  by  her  on  the  tuition  fee  .system  for  many  years  after  the 
establishment  oi  the  free  .school  system  in  our  Public   Schools.     This  Seminary  ccmstituted   the 
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only  seat  of  learning  for  the  ladies  of  this  District  for  many  years,  and,  indeed,  many  of  the 
present  residents  of  Morrisburi,'  look  back  with  delight  and  satisfaction  on  tlie  pleasant  memories 
of  the  Seminary  and  the  diligence  of  the  Teacliers  therein  emj)loyed. 

I  cannot  give  the  date  of  the  estalilishment  of  the  first  Pul)lic  School  in  tliis  District,  but  I 
know  it  was  many  years  anterior  to  the  Seminary  above  referred  to,  and  dates  concurrently  with 
the  earliest  settlers  in  tlie  locality,  tlieir  tirst  aim  l)eing  to  establish  a  School  on  some  mutual 
basis,  acceptable  alike  to  both  Parents  and  Teacher,  and  suj)portcd  by  j)rivate  subscrijitiims, 
tuitiim  fees,  donaticms  and  such  other  means  of  su[»port  as  presented  itself  from  actual 
emergency. 

Legislation  favourable  to  the  interests  of  the  Public  Schools  was  gradually  introduced. 
Grants  were  given  in  supjiort  of  tlie  .same  and  progress  in  the  direction  of  more  favourable  views 
in  tlie  cause  of  Education  was  the  trend  of  public  ojjinion.  until  it  culminated  in  the  adoption  of 
the  Free  School  Systems.

County  of  Norfolk.     In  the  Briiish  Canadian  of  Siincoc,  in  the  County  of 

Norfolk,  appears  the  report  of  an  Address  bv  Mr.  W.  W.  Peog,  a  ])ioneer  Teacher 

of  that  County.     In  it   he  gives  a  graphic  description  of  the  "  School-teaching  ' 

<lays  in  that  noted  old  County.     Of  Mi-.  Pegg.  the  British  Canadvni  of  the  .lOth 

of  December,  1896,  .says  : — 

One  of  the  most  interesting  parts  on  the  whole  programme  of  the  recent  Teachers'  Conven- 
tion was  Educational  Reminiscences  of  Forty  Years  delivered  by  that  old  veteran,  Mr.  W.  W. 
Pegg.  Having  just  completed  his  fortietli  year  .  .  .  as  a  useful  instructor  of  the  youth  of 
this  county.  Mr.  Pegg,  .  .  .  who  draws  a  snug  little  svnn  from  the  Superannuated  Teachers" 
Fund  :  at  the  .same  time  he  engages  in  .  .  .  farming.  In  tlie  interesting  i)aj)er  given  by 
Mr.  Pegg.  the  audience  listened  to  a  desceiption  of  schools  houses  and  methods  from  the  titne 
<«f  tlie  40ties,  when  the  .sclioo]  liouses  were  built  of  htgs  and  when  teachers  "  boarded  around." 

School  Reminiscences  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson. 

It  may  be  here  remarked  that  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson,  the  late  dis- 
tinguished Chief  Supei'intendent  of  Education  for  this  Province,  was  born  in  this 
County.  In  a  personal  sketch  of  his  early  history  he  gives  the  following  particu- 
lars as  if)  his  Student  and  Teacher  life  : 

I  was  born  on  the  24th  of  March,  180.'},  in  the  Townshij)  of  Charlotteville,  near  tlie  N'illage 
of  Vittoria,  in   the  then  Lonilon   District,  now   the  County  of  Norfolk.      .  .     The  District 

Grammar-School  was  then  kejit  witliin  lialf-a -mile  of  my  fathei'  s  residence,  by  Mr.  James  Mit- 
cliell.  (afterwards  Judge  Mitchell),  an  excellent  classical  scholar  ;  he  came  from  Scotland  with 
the  late  Right  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan.  first  Bishop  of  Toronto.  He  treated  me  with  iiiiuli 
kindne.ss.  When  I  recited  to  him  my  lessons  in  English  (Jrammar  he  often  said  tliat  he  hail 
never  studied  tlixi  English  (irammar  himself,  that  he  wrote  and  spoke  English  by  the  Latin 
Grammar.  At  the  age  of  fourteen,  1  had  the  ojiportunity  of  attending  a  course  of  instruction  in 
the  English  Language  given  Ijy  two  profe.s.sors, — the  one  an  Englishman,  and  the  otlier  an 
American, — whr>  taught  nothing  l)utEngli.sh  (irammar.  They  professed  in  one  cour.se  of  in.struc- 
tion.  by  lectures,  t<»  enable  a  diligent  jiujiil  to  jjarse  any  sentence  in  the  English  Language  I 
was  sent  to  attend  the.se  lectures,  the  only  boanling  abroad  for  school  instruction  I  ever  enjoyed. 
My  previous  knowledge  of  the  letter  of  the  (irammar  was  of  great  service  to  me,  and  gave  me 
an  ;idvant;ige  over  other  |iu|tils,  so  tliat  before  the  end  of  the  cour.se  T  was  generally  called  u|i 
Ut  give  visitois  an  illustrahon  of  the  success  of  the  system,  which  was  certainlj'  the  most  eHec- 
tive  I  have  ever  since  witnessed,  having  charts,  etc.,  to  illustrate  the  agreement  andgoveniiiieiit 
of  words. 

This  wliolecour.se  of  instruction  by  two  able  men.  who  did  iiotliiiig  but  teach  Graiiimar  from 
one  week's  end  to  another  had  to  me  all  the  attraction  of  a  charm  and  a  new  disc<»very.  It 
gr-ttified  both  curiosity  and  and  ambition,  ami  I  pursued  it  with  abs<iil)ing  interest,  until  I  bad 
gone  through  Mi;rray"s  two  volumes  of  '*  Exfmsitions  and  Exercis('s,"  Lord  Kames'  "  Elements 
of  Criticism,  "  and  Blair's  "Lectures  on  Ithetoric,"  of  which  I  still  have  the  notes  which  1  tlii-n 
nvide.  Tiie  same  professois  obtain<jd  sufficient  encouragement  to  givea  second  course  of  instruc- 
tion and  lectures  at  N'ittoria,  and  one  of  them  becoming  ill.  the  otlier  .solicited  1113'  Fatlier  to 
allow  me  to!»ssiKt  him.  as  it  would  be  useful  tome,  wliile  it  would  enable  liini  to  fulfil  liisengage- 
nients.     Thus,  liefore  T  was  sixtt-en.  I  was  inducted  as  a  Teacher.bv  lecturiiii,'  on  my  native  Ian- 
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giuige.      Tlii.s  course  <>f  iii.structii)ii,  and  exercises  in  English  liavi-   |»rnvi'(l  of  tlie  greatest  advan- 
tage to  nie,  not  loss  in  enal)ling  me  to  stndj-  foreign  languages  tlian  in  using  niv  own.

()neof  tile  most  famous  schools  of  seventy  years  ago  was  that  of  Doan's  School  Hou.se, 
situated  on  the  hanks  of  the  river  Lynn,  al)out  midway  lietween  Simcoe  and  Port  Dover. 
.\nother  School  was  situated  on  tlie  same  stream  a  couple  of  miles  nearei-  Simcoe,  close  by  Stein- 
hoti's  Sawmill,  and  a  siiort  distance  from  Ades'  School  Hon.se.  Scho(d  Sectirni  No.  .'i,  Wood- 
house,  then  called  Steinhoti's  School  Hou.se.  Some  <tf  the  early  teachers  at  Doans  were  Mr. 
John  Tolniie,  Mr.  ^^)lsom,  Mr.  Lateret,  and  Mr.  Patterson.  Mr.  .John  Tolmie  is  re|)resented 
as  having  been  a  very  good  Teacher,  who  did  nuich  for  the  improvement  of  his  |)upils,  consider- 
ing the  rude  appliances  then  in  use.  Tiie  School  Hou.se  was  of  logs,  about  18  feet  }»y  23.  with 
a  iuige  fireplace  and  chinniey  occujiying  the  end  of  tlie  Room  opposite  the  door  ;  on  the  side 
walls  auger  holes  liad  been  made  and  long  pins  inserted,  on  which  were  placed  l)oar<ls  as  De.sks. 
The  seats  were  slal)s  fi-om  the  Sawmill,  with  holes  bored  in  them  and  pins  inserted  for  Ie<'s,  and 
on  these  facing  the  walls  the  .scholars  were  seated,  especially  tho.se  who  had  l>ooks  ;  inside  of 
these,  and  nearer  to  the  centre  of  the  Room,  were  a  .second  row  of  Benches,  (similar  to  the  first, 
only  with  shorter  legs,)  for  the  use  of  the  .smaller  scholars  These  Seats  were  just  as  they  came 
.sawmill  in  tiieir  rough  state,  anil  certainly  ))ossessed  one  merit  :  that  the  erect  sjdintei-s  served 
a  useful  purjjo.se  in  jireventing  the  smaller  pupils  from  sliding  of!' the  .seats. 

The  Books  then  used  were  :  The  Introduction  to,  and  the  English  Reader,  Mavor,  Cobii  or 
Webster's  S|>elling  Book,  and  Daboll's  Arithmetic.  There  were  no  Blacki)oards,  Majis,  or 
Charts,  and  such  a  book  as  a  (irammar,  or  a  (ieograjdiy,  in  the  Conniion  Schools  were  at  that 
time  unknown  ;  and,  when  a  few  years  later  some  of  the  more  jnogre.ssive  ])eo|)le  ])rocured 
Olney's  School  Atlas  and  (ieograjthy,  and  Kirkham's  Grammar,  it  was  thought  something  won- 
derful. The  three  R"s  were  the  only  studies,  and  they  were  generally  well  taught  from  the  fact 
tliere  were  no  other  studies  to  occu])y  the  mind  and  di.stract  the  attention.  The  Writing  Lessons 
began  witli  the  downward  stroke,  at  an  angle  of  52  -  ;  after  the  pupil  could  makethe.se  fairly- 
well,  then  came  "  i)ot-hooks  and  hangers,"  and  next  the  letters.  Quill  [)ens  were  the  only  ones 
used,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Teacher's  time  was  (occupied  in  .setting  Copies  and  mend- 
ing pens.  A  bold  round  hand  was  the  style  practised,  and  the  writing  w;is  plain  as  print,  and 
in  many  in.stances  beautiful,  if  it  was  not  executed  with  the  rapidity  of  our  modern  style. 

A  CoMPKTivE  School  Spkllixg  Match. 

The  Spelling  Match  in  a  Scho(d,  or  between  two  Schocds,  was  one  of  the  exciting  events  of 
the  times.  The  datj  of  the  match  having  been  arranged  for  many  days  previous  thereto,  the 
well  thumljed  and  dog-eared  Sjielling  Books  might  have  been  seen  continually  in  the  hands  of 
the  pu|)ils,  and  a  thorough  drill  exacted  through  the  whole  book  from  a-b,  al),  e-b,  el),  to  "  abom- 
inableness,  mahidministration,  jjhthysic,  itaglo,  and  a.safietida."  When  the  appointed  day 
arrived  many  of  the  parents  gathered  as  interested  spectators,  and  each  brought  a  two  bushel 
bisketfuU  of  doughnuts,  or  apples,  and  sometimes  a  barrel  of  cider  for  the  entertainment  of 
those  ])re.sent  ;  for,  in  th().se  days,  the  people  were  well  inclined  to  hospitality.  There  were 
usually  one  or  more  champion  spellers  in  e.ich  School,  and  when  all  contestants  had  been  sj)elle<l 
down  but  three  the  excitement  became  mo.st  intense.  The  most  rigid  silence  was  ob.served  and 
all  eyes  watched  the  scene  as  the  words  were  pronounced  and  spelled  alternatel}'  from  side  to 
side.  Occasi^ionally  the  whole  vocabulary  of  the  Sftelling  Book  would  be  exhau.sted  and  neither 
()arty  miss  a  word.  J^ecourse  wcmld  then  be  had  to  Walker's  Dictionary,  or  the  Biide  for 
Scrijiture  names,  in  order  to  break  the  tie.  With  what  care  and  deliberation  w<»uld  each  letter 
and  syllal)le  hv  uttered,  until  at  length  in  an  unlucky  moment,  the  wrong  letter  would  be  pro- 
nounced, and.  (piick  as  a  flash  of  lightning,  the  opponent  would  .seize  his,  or  her,  opportunity, 
spell  the  word  correctly  and  thus  win  the  day.  The  victor  was  greeted  with  rounds  of  applause. 
But  occasionally  tlie  strife  did  not  end  liere.  for  some  one  of  either  School  who  was  Ijetter  in  the 
use  of  his  ti.sts  than  his  brains  would  challenge  any  one  in  the  opposing  School,  and  (»n  this 
being  accepted  a  ])itclied  battle  would  be  the  result  ;  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  this  was  not 
often  the  case,  but  was  the  excej)tion  rather  than  the  rule. 

Another  excellent  Teacher  at  Doan's  .schoolhouse  was  Mr.  Flint,  who  was  a  shrewd,  .sharj) 
Teacher  and  introduced  Walkingganie's  Arithmetic,  and  gave  rpiite  an  impulse  to  educational 
matters  in  that  School  ;  and  another  of  the  pioneer  Teachers  who  taught  with  unicli  profit  to  his 
jiupils  and  accejitability  to  his  employers  at  Doan's  Steinhoti's,  Simcoe,  Port  Dover,  and  many 
other  phicesin  Norfolk  was  Mr.  Jonas  Chamberlain,  whose  name  was  a  household  word  for  years. 
Another  was  Mr.  Dodge.     Mr.  Eli  Chadwick  conducted  a  flourishing  School  in  Vittoria  for  .some 
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years.  At  one  time  it  was  held  for  a  lengtliy  period  in  the  old  Court  Hou.se  in  that  place. 
Although  Mr.  Chadwick  was  a  strict  disciplinarian  he  managed  to  secure  and  retain  the  esteem 
of  his  i)upils.  many  of  whom  speak  in  kind  and  loving  terms  of  their  former  teacher. 

After  1840.  the  Section  at  SteinholTs  was  divided  and  a  School  House  was  built  on  the 
banks  of  the  Lynn,  (then  called  Patterson's  Creek,)  about  a  half  mile  farther  up  the  stream  near 
the  Potts"  Settlement.  In  tliis  latter  School  House  your  HuniV)le  Servant  made  his  debut  as  a 
pupil.  The  desks  were  much  the  same  as  those  already  described,  but  a  little  imjirovement  had 
been  made  in  the  seats,  for  some  of  them  had  supports  for  the  backs,  but  these  were  a])pro- 
priated  by  the  larger  scholars,  while  the  little  urchins  were  luider  the  necessity  of  sitting  on 
high  .seats  with  legs  dangling  in  mid-air. 

Novel  Mode  of  Pixishment  in  School. 

The  Teachers  name  was  Mr.  John  Corkins  a  tall,  swarthy  American — nnt  a  bad  Teacher, 
but  he  had  a  curious  habit  of  rolling  his  silk  handkerchief  into  a  ball  and  shying  it  at  any  one 
whom  he  saw  violating  any  of  liis  rules,  who  on  being  struck  were  required  to  return  the  hand- 
kerchief and  receive  a  castigation  on  the  hands  for  misdemeanor.  Another  favourite  method  of 
))unishment  which  he  practised  to  cure  boys  of  tightinsr,  (which  was  then  more  prevalent  than 
now, )  was  to  make  them  "cut  jackets."  The  boys  who  had  been  breakin;^  the  rule  in  this 
respect  were  each  recpiired  to  take  a  beech  rod  about  four  feet  long,  as  tough  and  lind)er  as  a 
whalebone  whip,  and  standing  about  three  feet  ajjart  were  made  to  flog  each  other  well,  while 
the  Teacher  stood  by  with  a  similar  rod  in  his  hand,  and  if  he  saw  that  either  boy  was  inclined 
to  favour  the  other  by  lessening  the  force  of  his  strokes,  he  would  say,  "  laj^  on  harder,  boj's," 
and  a])])ly  his  own  rod  to  the  back  of  the  deliiKpient.  The  cure  was  harsh  l)ut  generally 
effectual. 

Another  Teacher  here  was  Mr.  Isaac  Sterling,  and  others  were  Mr.  Isaac  Potts,  Miss  Esther 
Douglas,  and  Miss  Esther  Austin,  who  were  excellent  Teachei-s.  The  other  part  of  the  section 
l)uilt  a  School  House  on  "  Marr's  Hill,"'  which  was  afterwards  removed  a  mile  east  and  ciilled 
Ades'  School  House.  When  this  house  was  first  built  Miss  Phebe  ^\'alker  taught  in  it  for  some 
time  with  much  success.  Other  Teachers  in  the  Steinhoft' School  House  were  Mr.  tJoardman, 
Mr.  Strong,  Mr.  Dodge  and  others. 

In  ihose  early  days  the  School  was  not  generally  kej)t  open  throughout  the  entire  year,  but 
there  was  usually  School  during  the  winter  months  The  plan  adojited  for  oj)ening  the  Scliool 
was  as  follows  :  The  i)erson  desiring  to  teach  the  School,  or  some  one  on  his  or  her  behalf,  can- 
vassed the  neighborhood,  to  obtain  "signers  for  the  School."  The  rates  were  one  dollar  per 
ijuarter  for  each  scholar,  with  a  liberal  discount  for  a  family,  if  a  half  dozen  or  a  dozen  were 
sent  from  it  ;  for  families  were  large  and  pupils  were  more  ])lentiful  than  dollars.  Each  parent 
was  expected  to  send  a  few  loads  of  wood,  moi-e  or  less,  to  keep  a  supply  of  fuel.  The  Teacher 
"boarded  round,"  remaining  a  week  Avith  each  family,  and  the  experience  obtained  by  this 
method  was  sometimes  curious  and  exciting. 

In  1842  T  fir.st  became  acquainted  with  the  Schools  in  Simcoe.  There  were  two  Common 
Schools  and  the  Grammar  School.  One  of  the  Common  School  Buildings  stood  on  the  corner 
of  Dean  and  Stanley  Streets  opposite  the  Methodist  Church  ;  this  School  was  then  tJiught  by 
Mr.  Clark  Olds,  who,  although  aflBicted  with  lameness  did  good  work  in  his  School. 

The  other  Common  School  building  was  on  Lot  street,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Court  House 
Square.  Mr.  Pennington  taught  here  for  some  time,  also  Mr.  D.  M.  Haskin,  a  mo.st  excellent 
and  ]>ainstaking  Teacher  hailing  from  Rochester,  N.Y.,  whose  one  fault  was  that  he'd  sometimes 
allow  his  temy)ter  to  get  the  better  of  his  judgment,  and  punish  a  ]>u))il  more  severely  than  he 
intended,  or  the  pupil  deserved,  and  from  the  effects  of  which  I  am  tenderly  conscious  to  the 
present  day  I  A  vow  was  made  at  that  time  that,  when  years  gave  conscious  strength,  he  would 
1)6  made  to  rue  the  day  he  lost  his  teinper  ;  yet,  strange  to  say,  long  years  afterward  ...  I 
walked  six  miles,  under  a  hot  July  sun.  to  pay  him  a  visit  and  was  deliglited  once  more  to  see 
the  face  and  clasp  the  hand  of  my  old  Teacher.  Mr.  Haskin  taught  this  School  for  seven  years, 
and  succeeded  in  awakening  a  deep  interest  in  the  minds  of  the  j)arents  in  the  School.  He  wa.s 
the  first  Teacher,  with  whom  I  was  acquainted,  that  held  (juarterly  Public  Examinations,  in 
which  were  intrfxiuceil  Singing,  Dialogues,  Ilecitjitions,  Debates,  et^^etera.  Sucli  fame  did  the 
School  acquire,  that  jiupils  from  <iutside  the  Town,  within  a  radius  of  six  or  eight  miles, 
some  of  whom  were  over  schof)l  age,  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  from  twenty  to  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  attended  the  School  in  large  numbers,  and  stimulate<l  each  other  in  attaining 
education.  Public  men  frecpiently  visited  tlie  School  and  l)y  their  j)resence  and  wonls  encourag- 
ed both  teJicherand  j)Uj)ils  ;  among  these  I  rememl)er  Doctor  .John  H.  Crouse  and  the  late  Judge 
Wilson,  then  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  l)oth  of  whom  took  a  deep  interest  in  educational  matters. 
At  first  the  bfoks  used  were  Colib's  Sjielling  Book,  the  English  JUiader,  Kirkhams  Orammar, 
DaboH's  AritlniH;tic,  Davies'  Alge})ra,  Morse's  Oeograpliy,  Pinnock's  ( Joldsuiith"s  History  of 
Englan<l.      About  lH4<i,   the   series  of  Irish    National    Keaders,    Arithmetic   and    Ho<ik-Kfej)ing 
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were  introduced  under  Doctor  Ryerson's  administration  and  gave  a  great  impetus  to  education. 
Tile  Fifth  Book  of  this  series  was,  I  think,  one  of  tlie  best  Text  Hooks  ever  used  in  our 
Schools  :  its  .Jewish  and  Ancient  History  were  explained  in  a  lirief,  concise  and  comprehensive 
manner,  while  there  were  enough  Animal  and  Vegetal)le  Physiology  to  give  a  pupil  a  good  itlea 
of  the  subject  and  inspire  him  with  a  desire  to  know  more  by  getting  a  full  and  complete  text 
bt)ok  on  each  sul)ject.  Mr.  Haskin  projected  a  Picnic  to  the  lake  at  Port  Dover.  Accordingly 
a  large  numl)er  of  the  farmers  surrounding  Simcoe  came  with  their  hunber  waggons,  and  the 
children  .      .      to  the  number  of  a  hundred,  or  more,  and   proceeiled   to  the  lake  where  all 

went   "  merry  as  a  marriage  bell."   and  after   partaking  of  a  hearty  lunch,    (taken   along),  and 
disporting  awhile  on  tlie    |)ebbly   l)each    preparations  were  made   for   returning   home. 
Mr.  Haskin  was  succeede(l  in  the  School  by  Miss  Murphy,  (afterwards  Mrs.  .James  A.  Lyons),  a 
kind  and  faithful  lady  Teacher  ;  and  she  was  succeeded  l)y   Mr.   .lohn   Kennedy.      About  this 
time  a  change  was  made  by  which  all  the  girls  attended  the  School  on  the  Court  House  Square, 
and  the  services  of  the  Misses  Thom|ison  were  secured  as  Teachers  of  the  School,  and  they  were 
succeeded  by  the  Misses  Hayes,  who  successfully  taught  the  School  for  a  long  time—  I  think  until 
the  union  of  all  the  Common  Schools  with  the  High  School  was  etfected.     The  other  Connuon 
School  the  boys  attended,  was  taught   l»y  the  late  Mr.  William  Roche  for  a  lengthy  period,  who 
tiiught  wisely  and   well.      Mr.   James  Smith  was  A.ssistant  to  Mr    l{oclie.     <  )ther  Teachers  were 
Mr.  Thomas  liayne.      Mr.  \.  .1.  Donly,  who  continued  in  charge  of  the  department  of  the  Public 
School  after  the  union  was  elt'ected  and  proved  an  etticient  and  useful  Teacher.      My  hrst  recol- 
lection of  the  High,  or  (Irammar,  School,  as  it  was  then  called,  was  a  red  frame  building  st;ind- 
ing  in  the  centre  of  the  plot  l)ounded  l)y  Norfolk,  I'eel,  Kent  and  R(»l)inson  streets,  and  which 
on  polling  days,  for  parliamentary  elections,  was  frequently  the  scene  of  many  a  political  tight, 
as  it  was  used  as  the  only  jHjlling  i)lace  for  the  Townshij)  of  Wo<»dhouse,  including  the  Town  of 
Simcoe.      The  School  was  taught   by  the  late  Reverend  (ieorge  Salmon,  a  tall,  erect  and  kindly 
dispo.sed  gentleman,  who  was  highly  esteemed  and  greatly  respected   by  all.      After  a  time  the 
S'hool  Building  was  removed  to  the  west  side  of  Kent  street.      Mr.  Salmon  was  still  Principal 
and  Kngli.sh  Master,  and  for  a  time  Mr.  Oliver  T.  Miller  was  the  Classical  Master,  and  he  well 
tilled  the  poet's  description  :    ".\   man  .severe  he  was,  and  stern  to  view,"  etcetijra,  as  many  of 
the   pui)ils   will   bear   testimony   to  this  day.      Principal  Salmon    was  succeeded  \}y  Mr.  (Jeorge 
Evans,  B  A.,  son  the  Reverend  Francis  Evans,  Rector  of  VVoodhouse,  and  Mr.  William  Sharpe, 
the  present  efficient  Secretary  of  the  Simcoe  Board  of  Education,  as  English  Master  and  Teacher 
of  a  Commercial  Course  of  Jiook-keeping,  etcetera,  (then  for  the  tirst  time  introduced.)    lioth  of 
these  gentlemen  were  well  liked  l)y  their  pu])ils,  and   proved  etticient  and   useful  Teachers.     At 
this  time  there  were  animal  snow-ball  l)attles  betwi'cn  the  pujiils  of  the  Common  Schools  and  the 
(irannnar  School.      What  the  Connuon  School  boys  lacked  in  size  they  made  up  in  number,  and 
so  fiercely  did  the  contests  rage  at  times  that  tlie  legal  authorities  were  forced  to  interfere  and 
8Ui)pre.ss  them. 

At  different  times  there  were  private  Schools,  smue  of  an  elementaiy  and  others  of  an 
advanced  character.  Miss  Murphy  for  some  time  conducted  an  excellent  private  elementary 
School  for  young  chililren  in  the  Vestry  of  what  was  then  called  the  "Mud  Church," 
and  many  of  our  matrons  in  Simcoe  received  their  tirst  education  at  her  kindly  hands.  For  some 
years  three  Sisters,  the  Misses  Webb,  conducted  a  Select  School,  or  "Ladies'  Academy,"  which 
was  well  patnmized  by  nearly  all  the  young  ladies  of  Norfolk.  It  was  tirst  situated  an  the  corner 
of  Kent  and  Younge  street,  until  increasing  numbers  rendered  the  premises  too  .small,  the  large 
l)uilding  now  known  as  the  Royal  Hotel  was  secured  and  titted  up  :is  a  "Boarding  School  for 
Young  Ladies."  In  addition  to  English  education,  instruction  was  also  given  in  the  tine  arts, 
and  very  many  of  <iur  elderly  ladies  throughout  the  Comity  still  cherish  kindly  feelings  and  fond 
memories  of  the  Misses  Webb  They  were  succeeded  by  Misses  Walker  and  Dougla.ss,  who  con- 
ducted a  very  flourishing  Tjadies'  School  on  Colborne  street  away  back  in  the  fifties. 

The  Local  Superintenilents  who  did  much  to  shape  and  |)Ut  into  effect  the  School  S3stem  as 
originated  by  that  great  educator,  Doctor  Eilgerton  Ryersoii,  the  founder  of  the  <  )ntario  School 
System,  .\iiiong  the  first  of  these  was  the  Reverend  William  Clarke,  who  often  visited  the 
Schools  and  encouraged  Ixtth  ])Uj)ils  and  Teachers  by  his  timely  and  encouraging  remarks.  Also 
Reverend  George  Bell  was  a  gieat  friend  of  the  Schools,  and  frequently  delivered  lectures  on 
science  that  were  both  pleasing  and  instructive  Reverend  William  Craigie,  Revereml  Francis 
Evans,  Iteverend  A.  Slaght,  Reverend  A.  Van  Loon,  Mr.  .1.  A.  liackliouse,  Mr.  D.  W.  Freeman, 
and  other  Members  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  this  County,  who  were  efhcieiit  <  )tticers  and 
contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  tlu'  introduction  ,ind  successful  working  out  of  our  most  excel- 
lent System  of  Educatif>ii.
